THE  Hundreds  of  38tabefDater  and  f^ittbitif  Parcel  of 
the  Possessions  of  the  Crown,  make  the  third  Divi- 
sion of  this  County ;  and  the  Sheriff  hath  held  the  Courts 
for  these  Hundreds,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  County 
Court  at  SbttbtnAgfi  and  accounted  yearly  in  the  Exche- 
quer for  the  Profits  of  them ;  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  do 
generally  hold  their  Privy  Sessions,  and  keep  their  publick 
Meetings  at  the  same  Place ;  but  their  Hou^e  of  Correction 
for  both  these  Hundreds  is  in  f^ittj^fit.  In  treating  of  them 
severally,  I  shall  begin  with  the  Hundred  of  33lillfefDattr, 
for  that  it  is  next  in  Course,  and  extends  from  ^otttribge 
in  the  South  to  38afiA^  in  the  North,  which  is  two  and 
twen^  Miles  in  Length ;  it  is  bounded  on  the  North  with 
the  Hundred  of  iSHt^,  on  the  East  with  the  Hundreds  of 

30tattsl^inaand l^m^,  on  the  South  with  iVttbbbsex, 

and  on  the  West  with  the  Hundreds  of  (JDalSJ^oe  and  ^ftt^in ; 
it  is  denominated  from  the  Yill  of  iSrabdtoattTy  and  contains 
the  following  Parishes  or  Hamlets,  which  are  divided  between 
three  High  Constd>les,  whereof  the  first  has  the  Parishes

Which  was  deDominated  by  the  Sopeons  from  ike  Situa- 
tion thereof  upon  the  Ridge  of  an  high  Hill;  it  seems  that 
it  was  X^aste  Ground  belonging  to  the  King^s  Revenue  at 
l&tatj^&Ql ;  for  there  is  no  Mention  made  of  it  in  Domesdei 
Book^  therefore  King  Edgar  might  convey  it  as  a  Member 
thereof,  under  the  Name  of  f^eBtj^ficIb,  unto  the  Church  of 
lEIg,  which  in  all  ProbabiKty,  was  the  Reason  it  was  in  old 
time  reputed  Part  of  that  Parish ;  and  the  same  Church  did 
enjoy  it  until  the  Reign  of  Queeo  Ehvketh^  when  the  Bi- 
shop of  £1$  past  it  away»  with  the  Manner  of  ll^atfitDirt  io 
Queen  Elizabeth,  in  Consideration  of  an  Annuity  of  1500/. 
paid  yearly  out  of  the  Exehequer  to  the  Bishops  of  that  See. 

That  Q«eeD»  ^^^  33  Regni  smi,  m^^di^  to  Jokf^  Cage, 
as  Parcel  of  the  Possessions  of  the  Bishoprick  of  ftig,  from 
whence  it  came  to Peacock,  from  whence  it  de- 
scended to  Richard  Peacock,  who  married  Rechard,  one  of 
the  Daughters  of  Mickaef  Chiaae,  AHermwk  of  IrOnttoni  by 
whom  he  had  Issue  fourteen  Children,  Richard,  William, 
Richard,  Edward,  Michael,  and  Michael,  Mary,  Anne  mar- 
ried toReffinakt  WiUiams,  Rechard  mnnM  to  Sir  WiBiam 
Wilson,  Elizabeth  deceased,  Dorothy  married  to 
Walker  of  'I^IDtomy  Merchant,  and  three  otiier  Children ;

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The  Tythes  of  this  Ylll  «t6  paid  to  th6  Parson  offj^at-  ^!^Jf.. 
Uftaf  who  always  found  a  Curate  here ;  yet  at  the  time  of  \^^y!^ 
making  the  Statute,  for  Belief  of  the  Poor,  and  ever  since,   stat.  43  eux. 
this  Vm  was  reputed  a  Parish  of  itself,  and  the  InhaUtants  S^l*;^^  ^ 
were  wont  t6  choose  GonstaUes,  Church- wardens,  and  Over-  ^^^' 
seers  of  the  Poor,  and  made  Rates  which  were  levied  by 
their  proper  Officers  for  Belief  of  the  Poor,  without  pay- 
ing any  tning  to  the  Poor  of  i^lielR)f»  or  joyning  them  m 
any  Assessment  with  the  Town  of  f^atftflb ;  and  the  Church 
of  ^ttttibsehave  had  all  parochial  Rights,  and  never  con- 
tributed to  Uie  Repttra^n  of  the  Church  of  |^at{HQl ;  but 
only  to  their  own  Church,  and  to  the  Reliefof  (lieir  own 
Fbof.

Under  this  Stone  lye  the  Bodies  of  four  of  their  Children,  Andrew, 
ComelhUf  Elixabeth  and  Piannkf  who  died  soon  after  their  Father. 

Also  the  Body  of  Reberi,  their  Eldest  Son,  who  died  the  ISth  of  Seftem- 
her  1601,  in  the  27th  Year  of  his  Age.

When  Eutyches  disturbed  the  Faith  of  the  Church  in 
Constantfiunpkt  by  his  Heresie,  Theodore  Archbishop  of 
(SEantnbttrs  aesirous  to  preserve  the  English  Churches  from 
that  Contagion,  called  a  Synod  of  venerable  Bishops  and 
learned  Men  in  this  Town,  which  the  Seucone  term'd 
l^eatj^fitlby  from  the  Situation  upon  an  Hill,  and  the 
Barrenness  of  the  Soil. 
9^,^  c^  This  Synod  was  held  on  the  15th  Day  of  the  Kalends  of 
iSTw.  164.  October,  m  the  tenth  Year  of  Egfrid,  Kint  of  the  Nor- 
thumbers,  the  sixth  Year  ofEthelred  King  of  the  Meriians, 
the  seventeenth  Year  otAdvuIfe,  King  of  the  East  Atwles, 
and  the  seventeenth  Year  of  Lothaire,  King  of  1^nt{ 
where  Theodore  by  the  Grace  of  God,  Archbishop  7the 
13r(tt8]ft  IsbS  and  City  of  <ZDantetIltttB#  presided,  and  Sax- 
vulfe  formerly  an  Abbot,  Adrian  the  Legate,  Puita  Bi- 
shop of  IftO^CStett  Waldhere  Bishop  of  ILoit&oni  Cuthbald, 
an  Abbot,  John  Arch-Cantor  of  St.  Peter^e  and  Al>bot  of 
St.  Martinis  were  present. 

They  unanimously  declared  the  true  and  orthodox- 
Faith,  in  such  Manner  as  Christ  delivered  it  to  his  Disci- 
ples, who  saw  him  and  heard  his  Words,  as  it  is  contained 
in  the  Simbol  of  the  Holy  Fathers,  and  qs  all  Saints,  uni- 
versal Synods,  and  the  Quire  of  all  the  learned  Men  of  the 
Cathedral  Church  generally  delivered  it,  and  following  the 
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Doctrine  of  those  faithful  Guides  divinely  inspired,  they  JSl^^. 
nnanimously  believed  and  professed  according  to  the  holy 
Fathers,  in  tmth  and  propriety  of  Speech;  confessing  the 
Father  and  Son,  the  Trinity  consubstantial  in  Unity,  and 
Unity  in  Trinite,  that  is  one  God  in  three  Subsistences  or 
Persons,  consubstantial,  of  equal  Glory  and  Honour;  and 
after  many  other  Speeches  to  the  like  effect,  this  holy 
Synod  added  this  Profession, 

They  received  the  five  holy  Universal  Synods,  one  held 
at  iStCSa  against  Arius  and  his  Opinions,  another  at  (Sotl* 
StOntlnopU  against  Macedonius  and  Eudoxius,  another  at 
®piestt8  against  Nestarius,  another  at  Calctbon  against 
Eutyches  and  Nestarius,  and  another  at  (Sonstantiltople 
against  Theodorus,  Theodoret,  and  the  Epistles  of  l&cu, 
and  their  Opinions  aminst  Cyrill,  and  confirmed  the  Synod 
held  at  ISisnSU  under  Pope  Martin,  in  the  ninth  Year  of  the 
Emperor  Constantine. 

Moreover,  King^  Eiheldred  in  the  same  Synod,  ratified 
and  confirmed  whatsoever  Gifts  his  Brethen  Penda  and 
Wolfe f  and  his  Sisters  Kinmburgh  and  KinesuAth  had  given, 
and  by  Will  conferred  on  St.  reter  and  this  Abbot,  and 
declared  his  Pleasure,  that  their  Anniversary  Days  shall  be 
commemorated  for  the  good  of  their  and  his  Souls :  and  he 

Eve  to  St  Peter  and  his  Church  of  .^Ite))(e$]^amstebt  the 
inds  called  iStetfune.  HetpinaaS)  (iT^ntat^  &c.  and  the 

Appurtenances,  with  the  same  Liberty  as  he  possest  them, 

forbidding  his  Successors  to  prejudice  tnis  Gift  in  any  thin? ; 

and  if  any  Person  shall  injure  the  same,  he  prayed  that  the 

Afiathema  of  the  Pope  and  all  other  Bishops,  may  fall  upon 

him. 

The  Saxon  Kings  possest  this  Vill,  until  King  Edgar 

bestowed  it  on  the  Monks  of  £In,  and  enobled  that  Church 

with  such  fair  Priviledges  and  larse  Revenues,  that  it  did 

seem  to  equal  any  Church  in  ttnglsid)! ;  and  in  the  Beign 

of  William  the  Conqueror,  it  was  recorded  thus  in  Domes-

The  Land  of  the  Abbot  qf  Clff. 

The  Abbot  of  IEIq  held  1|8t6clll  in  the  Hundred  of  IBtflMDOtn: ;  it  was 
rated  at  forty  Hides,  the  arable  it  thirty  Carocates,  in  Demesne  twenty 
Hides,  and  there  are  two  Carocates,  and  now  three  more  may  be  made; 
there  is  a  Parson  with  eighteen  VUlains  and  eighteen  Bordars,  having 
twenty  Carocates,  and  now  five  more  may  be  made;  there  are  tweWe 
Cottagers,  six  Serrants,  and  foar  Miib  of  seven  and  forty  Shillings  and 
four  Pence  Rent  by  the  Year,  Meadow  ten  Carocates.  Common  of  Pas- 
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t|ire  for  the  Cattle^  Wood  to  feed  two  thoiuaiid  Hogs,  a^dof  the  Rent  of 
the  Wood  and  Pasture,  ten  ShiOingt  a  Tear.  In  the  whole  Value  it  is 
worth  and  was  worth  UTe  and  twenty  Pounds  a  Year;  in  the  time  oi 
King  Eiwvd  (the  Contessor.)  thirty  Poonds  a  Year.  This  Manuir  did 
lye  and  pow  doth  lye  in  the  JnrhHlictio|i  pf  the  Church  of  l^lp. 

Tke  Abbots  held  this  Church,  until  such  time  that  King 
H.I.  converted  this  Monast^intoaBishoprick,  and  then  the 
BishoiM  held  it;  among  whom,  Huak  Bishop  of  (SIgy  upon 
a  Quo  TFarran^o  brought  before /oAftdelZ^^a/ey  and  otner 
Justices  Itinerants  at  eertCbllyt  Aww  6  E£d.  I,  claimed  by 
the  Grants  of  King  Edgar ^  Edward  ihe  Confessor,  WUliam 
the  Conqueror,  Henryi.  BichardhJohn,  and  Henrylll. 
Free-wanren,  Soc,  Sac,  Toll,  Them,  Infan^hef,  and  Ham- 
sokne,  Giitbmee,  and  all  Finrfeitures  inflicted  upon  their 
Tenants,  in  their  Lands  or  Fees,  and  was  eased  from  aU 
Matters  and  Return  of  Writs«  Prison,  Gallows,  and  Tum- 
brel, Chattels  of  Felons,  with  diverf  large  Priviledges  there 
specified  in  all  their  Lands ;  and  he  Bad  all  hb  Men,  ^ere 
quit  from  the  Payment  of  Toll  through  all  the  Kingdom  of 
Knglatdlt  in  buying  or  selling  of  Passage  Geld,  Danegeld, 
and  of  the  common  Forfeitures  in  Shures  and  Hundreds, 
and  all  Amercements  upon  all  his  Tenants  and  Men  in  alt 
his  Fees  and  Lands  by  the  Collection  ef  his  Bailiffs,  to  be 
allowed  in  the  Court  of  JEbcAegruer,  and  of  all  Fines  imposed 
upon  them  before  the  Justices  Itinerants,  the  Chattels  ef 
Felons,  FugitiTes,  and  condeipned  Persons ;  and  upon  the 
View  of  the  Grants  these  Priviledses  were  allowed. 

William,  second  Son  to  King  Eaiv.  III.  and  PhUippa  his 
Wife,  took  his  Christian  Name  from  his  Grandfather  Wil" 
Uat^y  Earl  of  f^fnadtf  and  his  Sima^le  from  this  Town  of 
l^atfitltlf)  which  was  the  Place  of  his  Birth,  where  he  was 
born  A  rmo  1335. 

When  King  HeMryVIIi.  died,  the  Earl  ofadenfmrtt  came 
with  divers  ouier  Lords  to  this  Place,  where  King  Edward 
VI.  was  kept  and  educated;  they  conveyed  him  from  hence 
with  a  great  Number  of  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  to  the 
Tower  of  'ftonttOHi  in  Order  to  his  Coron^ition.  And  at  the 
time  of  Queen  Mari^i  Death,  Queen  Elizabeth  resided  in 
this  Palace,  from  whence  she  was  removed  on  Wednesday 
the  S3d  of  November,  to  Uie  CkarterTb(m$e  in 'ILfSOtunn;,  where 
she  lodged  in  the  Lord  North's  House,  and  die  great  Mul- 
titude of  People  that  met  her  in  her  Passage  thither,  did  by 
their  Words  and  Countenance,  expre^st];le  great  Joy  of  tli^ 
Kin&^dom,  that  she  was  i^vanc^  io  the  Crown. 

the  Bishopof  Xln  solA  thia  Mannori  with  those  of  m^ 
|E)etom  and  fSUteJbau  in  this  County^  to  this  Queen.  Anna 
4  Jac.  I.  a  Court  of  Survey  was  held  fbr  this  Manner,  where 
it  was  found,  that  by  the  CustoiQ,  there  i?  a  J/e^t  ox  View 
of  Franc-pledge  held  en  Tuesday  in  the  Week  of  Pentecost i

Master  of  the  Court  of  Wards  Anno  41  EHz.;  created 
Lmrd  Cm^  of  908ill|^Rm»  in  the  County  of  )ClutIaTdT,  at  the 
Tower  of 'SiXitoltt  ^^  ^®  ^  ^^  May,  An.  1  /ac.  I.;  confirmed 
in  his  Office  of  Master  of  the  Wards  on  the  ISth  of  Auff. 
following ;  created  Viscount  Cranbonm  in  the  County  of 
B9C8(t,  at  SKifteiaQt  on  the  20th  of  August,  3  Joe.  I.  and 
was  the  first  of  that  Despree  that  wore  a  Coronet.    After- 
ward advanced  te  the  Dignity  of  Earl  of  §&&Iis&ttt9  the  4th 
of  May,  Anno  8  Jac.  I.  at  ^Sxmtoit^ ;  made  Lord  Trea- 
surer of  Sngtanlr  4th  of  Mau,  6  Jac.  I.;   installed  Knight 
of  the  most  noble  Ordeir  of  the  (barter,  and  elected  Chan- 
cellor of  the  University  of  <Samirr(&ge. 

The  Ingtahnent  of  this  Earl,  rives  me  Occasion  to  en- 
quiM  into  the  Original  and  Ctoseof  the  Order  of  the  Garter. 

King  Sdw.  III.  engaged  in  War  for  the  Recovery  of  his  Arfunoieof 
Right  to  tfa«  Crown  of  ^^mnce)  had  great  Occasion  for  the  ^^'^^ 
stoutest  and  most  famoui  Soldiers  of  that  Age,  to  that  Pur- 
pose he  restored  King  Arthuf^s  Table  at  tSSlixdmPCf  irhicb 
ne  exhibited  with  magnificent  Hastitudes  and  general  Justs^ 
that  be  nfiffht  draw  the  most  brave  and  active  Spirits  to  his 
Court ;  ajM  to  enoouraffe  the  Design,  he  granted  Letters 
of  safe  Conduct  to  all  those  who  were  desirous  to  try  their 
Valour  at  those  solemn  Justs,  which  he  appointed  to  he  held  ^ 

at  VSUlHimf  OB  Monday  next  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Hillary, 
in  the  Year  1344,  that  he  might  discover  the  Courage  and 
Ability  of  those  who  were  most  rallant  and  active  in  the 
Exerouie  of  Anns :  By  this  Means  he  drew  hitner  the  prime 
Spirits  fiwr  martial  Vidour,  from  several  Parts  beyond  the 
Seas,  and  gained  the  Opportunity  of  engaging  them  on  his 
Side  in  the  ensainff  War. 

This  induced  PhiHp  de  Valois,  King  of  Jf  rBUOr,  to  prac- 
tice the  like  Course  at  his  Court,  by  which  Means  he  pre- 
vented the  KnighCs^and  valiant  Men  of  Arms,  that  Kved  near 
lEtalp  and  ^Imanfis,  from  coming  hither,  and  brought  them 
to  ks  own  Court  in  ^tante. 

When^  that  King  had  thus  countermined  his  Design,  he  re- 
solved apon  a  more  particular  and  select  Es:pedient'to  oblige 
those  warlike  Men,  whom  he  thought  most  nt  to  associate  to 
himself  in  a  firm  Bond  of  Friendship  and  Honor;  t6  that  Itr- 
tept  he  inalitaM  this  noUe  Order,  and  gave  tiie  6atier, 
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JSSJLSL  ^^'^^  ^'^^  ^®  Sip^  at  that  fortunate  Battlefought  at  (Kt(s- 
\^^l!!^  gn,whereheobtamedagreatyictory,a1x>utthreeYear8after 
tne  Erection  of  the  round  Table  at  SBUntttOtt  and  made  it 
the  chief  Ensign  of  the  Order  for  the  Symbol  of  Unity  and 
Society,  from  whence  that  select  Number  was  thus  incorpo- 
rated into  a  Fraternity  9  and  are  now  termed  Knights  of  the 
Garter. 
Stat  of  the         Which  Order  was  instituted  in  the  2Sd  Year  of  King 
A!tooie  of     Edward  III.  and  the  Queen,  attended  with  three  hundred 
fof  itfT^'      ^^  ^^  fairest  Ladies,  adorned  with  all  imaginable  Grallantry, 
to  make  the  Solemnity  more  glorious ;  where  all  the  chief 
Elnights  and  Esquires  appeared,  that  were  desirous  to  shew 
their  military  Prowess  and  Valour  in  all  Feats  of  Arms,  and 
the  publick  Exercises  proper  for  the  Place  and  Occasion. 
The  King  did  assign  the  Garter,  Mantle,  Surcoat,  and 
903? w?3n    ^^^»  ^^^  ^^  Distinction  of  this  Order,  and  King  Henry 
aid,  390,  sm!  VIII.  did  add  the  George  and  the  Collar  for  the  ^eater 
Glory  thereof.    But  I  shall  forbear  to  say  more  of  this  Or- 
der, since  Mr.  Ashmoh  has  treated  so  largely  of  it  in  his 
leanied  Piece  of  the  Garter,  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader. 
But  to  return  to  this  noble  Lord.

Charles,  after  the  Death  of  James  his  elder  Brother,  mar- 
ried Jane  Daughter  and  Coheir  to  James  Maxwell,  one  of 
the  Grooms  of  the  Bedchamber  to  King  Charles  I.  after- 
wards made  Earl  of  IDetfton  in  SbCOtlontlf ;  b^  whom  he  had 
Issue  seven  Sons,  James  who  succc^edea  his  Grandfather 
Robert,  Charles,  William,  Edward,  Henry,  and  George

So  called  from  the  graat  Abundance  of  Wood  and  Tim- 
ber that  grew  there ;  it  was  Parcel  of  the  Posseyssions  of 
the  ancient  Familj  of  the  Bassmghums^  who  held  it  of  the 
banner  of  ill^^Gy*  by  the  Service  of  half  a  Knight's 
Fee,  Suit  otCourty  and  the  yearly  Rent  of  two  Pence : 
Upon  an  Inquisition  the  Jury  found,  that  John  de  Bossing^ 
bume  died  the  5th  of  Edw,  I.  seized  of  two  Messuages, 
three  ploughed  Lands,  eight  Acres  of  Meadow,  forty 
Acres  of  Wood,  besides  twenty  Acres  of  Land,  twenty 
Shillings  Rent,  in  ^isibnfS  |^atfielb»  for  which  Beatrice  the 
Wife  of  William  Kinnehy,  brought  an  Assize  against  Agnes 
the  Wife  of  John  Bassingbume^  who  called  to  Warranty 
Jeoffry  de  Mogbrow  whicn  she  held  of  the  said  Jeoffry  to 
the  Value  of  &c.  and  Jeoffry  in  Mercy  of  &c.

Francis  died  the  0th  of  October,  1690 ;  after  whose  De- 
cease this  Mannor  came  to  the  Possession  of 
Julian  Shalcross,  Widow,  the  present  Lady  hereof. 
He  was  somewhat  tali  in  Stature,  spare  in  &ody,  neat  in 
Habit,  and  comely  in  Person,  very  obliging  to  his  Lady, 
and  most  affectionate  to  his  Children ;  he  was  grave  in  his 
Deportmbnt,  yet  pleasant  in  his  Aspect;  he  was  very  mo- 
dest in  his  Speaking,  and  free  from  all  Pride  and  Ostenta- 
tion; he  was  endowed  with  some  Competency  of  Learning 
and  good  Elocution :  he  was  Master  of  great  Reason  and 
Understanding,  and  qualified  with  a  vast  Memory,  and  a 
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great  P^resenoe  of  Mind,  so  that  he  could  ex  iewiporey  re-  j?^^^ 
dace  a  long  Speech  delivered  in  Conftision,  under  proper 
Heads,  in  good  Language  and  excellent  Method ;  his  Man- 
ner of  Delivery  was  very  graceful,  without  any  Affectation; 
he  was  very  impartial  in  all  his  Acts  of  Justice,  and  would 
not  be  biassed  by  any;  he  was  always  very  loyal  to  the 
King,  and  very  sc»loas  for  the  Service  of  the  Church,  which 
he  daily  frequented  during  his  Residence  in  'Xonbony  where 
he  generally  spent  the  Winter  Part  of  the  Year  when  Age 

Sew  upon  him ;  he  was  well  skilled  in  the  Discipline  of 
ilitary  Affairii,  and  reputed  an  excellent  Soldier;  he  al- 
ways kept  a  genteel  Table,  treated  his  Neighbours  with 
great  Courtesjr,  assisted  his  Friends  with  much  Willingness 
upon  all  Occasions,  and  relieved  the  Poor  with  g^reat  Cheer- 
fulness, yet  would  reprimand  those  that  commonly  used  Uie 
Trade  of  B^ging.

Bottom,  and  was  Parcel  of  the  Possessions  of  John  Fories-   rngga^g^ 
cue;  in  the  time  of  Henry  VI.  he  was  a  Person  of  a  fair  Annomm.' 
Estate,  for  I  find  him  enrolled  Anno  12  Hen,  VI.  among 
those  Gentleman  who  could  spend  10/.  per  Ann*  in  this 
County.     From  him  this  Mannor  descended  to 

John  Fortescue,  who  was  constituted  Sheriff  of  this 
County  and  Sssex^  Anno  1481,  22  Edw.  IV.  afterwards 
knighted  and  served  the  Office  of  Sheriff  amin  for  the  same 
Counties,  in  the  Year  1496, 1  Hieit.VII.  He  died,  leaving

John  Forteecuef  who  held  ftas  Mannor  9  Ji€ii.VIII.  of  Af-^u-viii 
the  King,  bv  Knight's  Service ;  what  Estate  he  had  in  it,

DIGEJ^WELL. 

This  VUl  is  shrouded  in  a  Bottom  on  the  South  Side  of 
the  River  0LimXBmy  under  the  Hill  about  four  Miles  dis- 
tant from  J^atfoRn  towards  the  North ;  it  was  denominated 
from  the  Springs  of  Water  which  bubble  out  of  the  Ground 
in  this  Parish;  for  such  Springs  the  Saxons  heretofore 
called  Wells.  In  the  time  of  WiBiam  the  Conqueror, 
GoUfride  de  Manevile  and  Peter  de  Volongies  possest  this 
Vill,  when  it  was  recorded,  that 

in  IhaAVctoatn:  Hwndrtd,  t»  OtcielfflDfllc,  Unmi  Torchil  de  Goisfrido 
due  kidoM,  Terra  eat  oeio  car,  €t  dimid.  in  dominio  duo  ntni  car.  et  duodecim 
Vm.  cum  tribuM  Bordii  habeniibuM  §ex  car.  et  dimid.  iln  quatuor  Cotar.  et 
duo  oervi  etun  MoUn.  it  dimud.  octo  $ol,  ci  octo  deuar.  paitura  ad  pec.  Siha 
centum  pore,  inter  totum  vaUt  quatuor  lib.  lodem.  tenuit  tempore  ttegia  Ed- 
ward!, qui  nunc  tenuity  homo  Asgari  Stalre/iul  et  vendere  potuit. 

In  VxeCOibitAtx  Hundred,  in  BtC^Ufttoellc,  tenuit  Rogerus  de  Petro  de 
ValoDgien  vii.  had.  Terra  e$t  tree  car.  in  Dom,  e$t  una  et  quinque  ViU.  emm 
tribue  Bordie  habent.  duo  car.  ibi  octo  cotar.  et  dimid.  Motind.  de  xl.  denar. 
praium  duo  bobue  paetura  ad  pec  SUva.  pore,  inter  totum  valet  xxxv  ool. 
Quando  recepit  vigint.  aol.  tempore  Regie  Edwardi  I.  eot,  home  terram  temuit 
Topi  homo  Almari  et  tendere  potuit. 

Torchil  held  two  Hides  of  Jeoffery  de  MametUe  in  BigirtMll  in  the 
Hoodred  of  IMhftatrr;  the  arable  in  eight  Camcatet  and  an  half,  in 
Demeasne  are  two  Camcatet  and  tweWe  ViUains,  with  three  Borders, 
having  six  Carucates  and  an  half,  there  are  fonr  Cottagers  and  two  Ser- 
vants, and  one  Mill  and  half  a  Mill  of  eight  Shillings  and  eight  Pence 
Rent;  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  an  hundred 
Hogs:  In  the  whole  it  is  worth  four  Pounds  by  the  Year.  Hie  same 
held  it  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  who  now  holds  it. 
He  was  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Aegar  Statri^  and  might  sell  it. 

Roger  held  one  Hide  of  Peter  Valongiee  in  BtgirtDell,  in  the  Hundred  of 
IdrsCtulMitt:  The  arable  is  three  Carucates,  in  Demeasne  is  one,  and  five 
Villains,  with  three  Borders,  having  two  Carucates  and  eight  Cottagers, 
and  half  a  MiU  of  forty  Pence  Rent;  Meadow  to  feed  two  Oxen,  Com- 
mon of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  fifty  Hogs:  In  tlie  whole  it 
Is  worth  five  and  thirty  Shillings  by  the  Year;  when  he  received  it, 
twenty  Shillings  a  Year ;  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor) 
fi%  Shillings  a  Year.  Topi^  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Ahmar^ 
held  this  Land,  and  might  sell  it. 

Having  treated  already  of  these  ffreat  Barons,  Jeoffery 
de  MagnavUe  in  the  Parish  of  §bafa&grilWHtS»  and  Peter  ae 
Valongies  in  l^crtfngforllblttS^  I  shall  proceed  to  Lawrence 
of  Sbt.  iSicjftoias,  who  is  the  next  Lord  of  this  Mannor  that  I 
meet  with,  for  it  was  found,  Anno  6  Edw.  I.  that  he  had 
Free-warren,  and  one  Market  every  Week  on  the  Thurs- 
day in  his  Mannor  of  Sftnesiodli  and  had  there  a  Fair  every 
Year,  to  continue  for  ten  Davs  together,  by  the  Grant  of 
King  JET.  III.  and  he  produced  his  Deed,  which  was  attested 
before  Henry  Bigate  and  others.  Justices  Itinerants  at 
|^(ttfor&9  upon  which  all  these  Priviledges  were  allowed. 

Which  Mannor  came  afteryrards  to  that  ancient  Family 
of  the  Perients ;  for  in  the  Reign  of  Richard  II.  John 
Perient,  Esq.  possest  the  same;  he  was  Penon-bearer  and 
Squire  of  the  Body  to  King  R.  II.  H.  IV.  and  H.  V.  and 
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Blaster  of  the  Hone  to  Jocm  the  second  Wife  of  H.  IV.  and 
Daughter  of  the  King  of  jSabotte ;  therefore  I  think  it  may 
be  very  satisfactory  to  discover  to  the  Reader  the  Nature 
and  Quality  of  these  OflSces. 

A  Penon-bearer  to  the  King,  is  one  who  carries  his  Flag 
or  his  Banner  ending  in  a  Point  or  Tip^  wherein  the  Arms 
of  the  King  either  in  War,  or  at  a  Funeral  are  depainted, 
which  OfBce  is  equivalent  with  the  Degree  of  an  Esquire. 

Esquires  were  termed  in  Latin  Armigeri,  because  they 
were  bearers  of  Arms,  or  Scutiferi^  for  that  they  carried 
the  Shield ;  from  thence  ih»-€roths  called  tbem  Schilpers, 
and  the  Romans,  Scutarii,  because  they  bore  the  Shields 
and  Helmets  of  the  Roman  Knights  at  their  general  Mus- 
ters or  Triumphs,  or  at  their  high  and  publick  Solemnities, 
or  were  Armour-bearers  to  Princes,  or  the  better  Sort  of  the 
Nobility  in  JSVBfAKtif*    The^  are  of  as  great  Antiquity  as  the 
Feudal  Law;  for  in  old  tune,  every  Kiiight  had  two  of 
these  Esquires,  who  carried  his  Morion  and  his  Shield ;  they 
were  inseparable  Companions  to  him,  and  did  wear  Coats  of 
Mail,  or  Defence,  to  assist  him,  for  they  held  certain  Lands 
of  the  Knight  in  Escuage,  which  in  Latin  is  called  Scuta- 
gium,  the  Service  of  ue  Shield,  in  such  Manner  as  the 
Knight  himself  held  of  the  King  by  Knight-service :  From 
hence  these  Esquires  in  old  time  were  called  Servientes ; 
for  at  iSarj^am  IDofDni  saith  Mr.  Selden,  from  Matt.  Paris, 
.^Istimati  inter  MUites  electos  et  Servientes  strenuos  et  bene 
armatos  sexaginta  mUlia  virorum  fortium.    Also  in  the 
Army  at  Ifncoln^  in  the  Be^nning  of  the  Reign  of  If.  III. 
on  the  King^sPart;  Recensiti  sunt  Milites  400  Bac/uUarii, 
firma  250  Servientes  quoq.  et  Equites  tot  et  tales  affuerunt 
numeri,  quod  Vices  Militumpossentpronecessitatiimulere; 
and  there  were  taken  of  the  Barons'  Part,  MUites  400  pr€^ 
ter  Serviantes,  Equites,  et  Pedites,  qui  std>  numero nonces 
debant.  et  intetfectusest  in  illo  canflictu  Serviens  quidem  ex 
parte  Baronum  omnUms  ignotus.    This  Addition  of  Esquire 
was  in  ancient  time  only  a  Name  of  Charge  and  Office,  and 
first  crept  in  among  other  Titles  of  Dignity  and  Worship  in 
the  Reign  of  JR.  IL  and  little  Mention  is  made  of  this  or  the 
Addition  of  Grentleman  in  ancient  Deeds,  till  the  time  of 
H.  V.  when  a  Statute  was  made  1  Begni  sui^  That  in  all 
Cases  where  Process  of  Outlawry  lyeth,  the  Additions  of  the 
Estate,  Degree,  or  Mtstery  of  the  Defendant  shall  be  incerted . 

The  most  learned  in  the  Art  or  Mistery  of  Honour  hold 
now  there  are  five  Sorts  of  Esiquires.  First,  Esquires  of  the 
fijng's  Body,  who  are  limited  to  the  Number  of  four ;  they 
keep  the  Door  of  the  Bang's  Bed-chamber,  whensoever  he 
shall  please  to  go  to  Bed,  and  have  Precedency  of  all  Knights' 
younger  Sons.  The  second  are  the  eldest  Sons  of  Koiights, 
andtheir  eldest  Sons  successively.     The  third,  the  eldest 
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Humd.^  Sons  of  the  yonngest  Sons  of  Barom,  ^nA  othars  a(  the 
^MMutn  greater  Nobility.  The  fourth,  such  to  whon  the  King 
^^^^^^"^^  shall  grant  by  Letters  Patents,  Coat  Armonr,  or  silver  Col- 
lars of  Ess's,  and  silver  or  white  Spurs:  And  the  fifth,  sach 
as  have  eminent  Place  in  the  Commonwealth,  as  Justices  of 
the  Peace,  Sheoffs  of  Counties,  &c.  or  baar  special  Office 
in  the  King's  Hooshold,  as  Gentlemen  of  the  Privy  Cham- 
ber, Carvers,  Sewers,  Cup-bearers,  Pentioners,  Gentlemen 
Ushers,  Serjeants  at  Arm«,  and  all  that  have  any  near  or 
especial  Dependance  on  the  King's  royal  Persoo,  and  aie 
not  knightea. 

Some  add  to  those,  two  other  Distinctions  of  Men.  1  Cap- 
tains in  the  Wars  recorded  in  the  King's  list.  2  Atten- 
dants on  the  Kniehts  of  the  Bath,  who  carry  their  Swords, 
Beautrixes,  and  Spurs,  with  which  the  Knights  are  invested 
at  their  Creations ;  and  Helidarui  and  most  of  the  Greek 
and  liatin  Historians  seem  to  consent  to  it, 
MarkhuDf  These  Esquires  are  not  only  Companions  for  Knights, 
^^  ^  but  in  some  Cases  precede  and  go  before  them ;  as  when  the 
E«iui^  kx.  younger  Sons  of  Earls,  Viscounts,  or  Barons,  are  not  knight- 
ed and  have  no  Titie  but  this  of  £si}uire,  for  the  Blood  of 
their  Ancestors  (which  vas  enobled  m  such  a  tranacendant 
Hanner  in  them)  doth  cbaj[l6DSo  that  Prerogative ;  neither 
is  it  fit  (Mr  convenient  (though  they  be  truly  honourable  in  a 
much  higher  Nature)  that  they  should  de^pjs^  tfhis  Title, 
but  embrace  it  both  for  the  Honor  and  the  Antiquity^  for  it 
is  the  first  Display  of  Manhood,  and  the  true  Progness  to 
Perfection. 

This  Degree  of  Esquise  ia  a  special  Priviledge  to  any  of 
the  King's  ordinary  and  nearest  Attendants;  for  be  his 
Birth  gentle  or  base,  yet  if  he  serve  in  the  Place  of  an  £a- 
quire,  he  is  absolutely  an  Esquiie  by  that  Service,  for  'tis 
the  Place  which  dignifies  the  Perspn,  and  not  the  Person 
the  Place ;  so  if  any  Gentleman  or  Enquire  shall  take  upon 
him  the  Place  of  a  Yeoman  of  the  King's  Guard,  he  imme- 
diately loses  all  his  Titles  of  Honor,  and  is  no  more  than  a 
Yeoman. 

Tis  great  Pity  that  some  Expedient  is  not  taken  to  pun- 
ish those  who  shall  abuse  this  Title,  and  give  it  to  Men  of 
mean  Birth  or  inferior  Quality,  as  Clerks  who  write  Com- 
missions, Under-sheriffs  or  Coroners  who  return  Juries,  or 
Scriveners  who  draw  Bonds  or  Writings  of  the  like  Nature, 
or  those  who  shall  subscribe  Esquire  to  his  unworthv  Quality, 
for  that  'tis  an  Usurpation  upon  the  Right  of  the  King,  who 
has  the  only  Power  of  dispencing  Honor  to  his  Subjects ; 
and  'tis  a  Dishonour  to  that  worthy  Degree. 

This  Perieni  was  also  Master  of  the  Horse  tQ  the  Queen,

Ra^h  HorsejK  io  whom  Sir  John  Horsey  of  (SDKfton.  in 
the  County  of  iBotSd*  wanting  an  Heir  male,  gave  the  chief 
Part  of  bis  Estate,  wnioh  was  very  considerable,  and  his 
Father  adding  this  Mannor  to  it,  at  the  time  of  Us  Death 
advised  him.  Thai  if  it  shotfld  happen  that  he  should  have 
Occasion  to  s^U  Loads,  not  to  part  with  this  Mannor,  but 
rather  to  make  Sale  of  some  of  his  Land  in  XmttSj^fre. 
However,  this  young  Gentleman,  ilKadvised,  slighted  his 
Father's  Counsel,  and  sold  this  Mttifnor,  which,  saith  my^ 
Author,  was  the  Beasott  the  Rest  of  his  Estate  thrived  no*^ 
better^  for  shortly  after,  the  Remainder  wasted,  so  that  he 
left  not  one  F6ol  of  it  to  his  Posterity :  This  he  mentioned 
to  instruct  others  in  Obedience  to  their  Parents'  lawful  Com* 
mands ;  Nature  and  common  Ghratitude  obliges  Children  to 
pay  all  Duty,  Respeoi,  and  Obedience  to  Parents,  because 
they  were  uie  Author  of  their  lives,  nourish'd  them  in 
their  Infancy^  suppot^ted  th^m  in  th^  Childhood,  educated 
them  in  theur  Youth,  fitted  them  for  some  Employment,  or 
otherwise  qualified  them  to  live  in  Some  Repute  in  the 
World,  when  of  themselves  they  were  in  no  wise  capable  to 
subsist  without  their  Help ;  a  £>ebt  so  great,  that  'tis  im^ 
possible  Children  can  in  any  sort  requite  or  dischaifge;  ft^ 
no  Unkindness,  no  Fauft  in  the  Parent  can  acquit  the  ChMd- 
from  this  Duty,  to  which  Grod  had  so  great  a  Regard,  tha^ 
he  declared  Jbtuufafr^  the  Son  of  Rechab,  should  not  want  a 
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^Tillui   ^^"^  ^  stand  before  Urn  for  eTer»  because  his  Sons  had  per* 
^Jjj™^'   formed  the  Command  of  their  Father  not  to  drink  Wine,  and 
kept  all  his  Precepts,  and  had  done  according  to  all  that  he 
had  commanded  them ;  and  God  streightly  commanded  that 
£>*.vi.i,s,   all  Children  should  honor  their  Parents;  the  Apostle  ear- 
^'  nestly  exhorted,  they  should  obey  them  in  the  Lord  because 

it  was  right,  and  the  first  Command,  with  Piromise  that  they 
might  live  well  and  long  upon  the  Earth:    And  our  Church 
teaches  Children  all  this  in  the  Catechism,  viz.  to  love, 
honour,  and  succour  them ;  a  Command  very  contrary  to  the 
Humour  of  some,  who  now-a-days  publish  and  deride  the 
Infirmities  of  their  Parents,  scorn  their  Advice,  impute  their 
Counsel  to  the  Effects  of  Dotage,  and  covet  their  Deaths 
that  they  may  obtain  their  Possessions;  nay,  some  impatient 
to  stay  so  long,  have  defrauded  their  Fathers,  opprest  their 
Mothers,  and  attempted  to  drive  them  from  their  Habita- 
tions, that  Poverty,  Grief,  and  Sorrow  might  break  their 
Hearts,  and  hasten  their  Exits :    But  whilst  such  watch  for 
the  Death  of  their  Parents,  they  may  untimely  meet  with 
their  own ;  for  when  God  has  promised  long  Life  for  a  Se* 
ward  to  dutiful  CUldren,  the  Disobedient  may  reasonably 
expect  the  Curse  of  a  short  one,  for  God  established  a  Law 
Deti.  xxTii.     amoug  the  JewSf  to  stone  rebellious  Children  to  Death,  which 
^^/.  xxi.  18,  was  accounted  the  severest  Death  that  was  then  used  among 
^^au!x^\.     ^^®  Jews:  And  our  blessed  Saviour  reprimanded  those  that 
A/ark  Tii'.  10,    mado  this  Law  of  no  Effect  by  Tradition.     But  let  all  such 
young  Men  remember  for  these  things  they  must  come  to 
Judgment ;  and  though  there  may  be  a  small  Respite  of 
time  for  Trval  of  the  Amendment  of  their  Lives,  yet  let 
them  not  delay  their  Repentance,  for  without  it.  Judgment 
will  be  certain,  and  the  longer  'tis  deferred,  the  severer  will 
be  the  Sentence ;  for  'tis  the  next  Command  to  that  by 
which  God  requires  our  Duty  to  himself.

When  King  Etheldred  had  contracted  an  Alliance  with 
Richard  Duke  of  VmmtOtSf  ^7  the  Marriage  o{Emma  his 
Daughter,  by  whom  he  had  Iwue  Edward  the  Confeasov : 
He  began  to  value  himself  much  more  by  the  Power  of  this  Re- 
lation, and  willing  to  relieve  his  People  from  the  barbarous 
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Usage,  and  the  idluiaiaii  AetiioM  ^  tlie  insultiiig  Danes, 
redoubled  his  wonted  Oowage,  and  sent  strict  Commissions 
with  Instructions  to  the  Oorernors  <^  all  Cities,  Bnronghs, 
and  Towns  in  his  Dominions,  commanding.  That  at  a  cer- 
tain Hour  upon  the  Feast  of  &L  Brice,  all  the  Danss  should 
be  massacred;  and  common  Fame  telis  us,  that  this  Massar- 
ere  began  at  a  little  Town  called  VRtlinilit  in  Wtttb6i%iiixtf 
within  twenty  four  Hileii  of  %ontell#  in  thexear  1012 ; 
from  which  Act,  His  siod,  this  Vill  recced  the  Xame  of 
SKelfofney  because  the  W^  of  this  County  (as  it  was  then 
thought)  was  there  fiicat  won ;  but  the  Saxanti  long  before 
called  this  Town  QSUhMi  from  the  many  Spring  which 
rise  in  this  Vill ;  for  in  old  time  "Wells  in  their  Mngpiage 
were  term'd  Welues.  Aad  il  aaeam  tius  Massacre  was  acted 
with  much  Cruelt|r,  for  sereiid  Bodies  hare  been  found

again  to  the  Parson  of  this  Church,  to  hold  of  Um,  by  the 
same  Tenure,  from  which  time  they  ha^e  held  it.

King  WilHam  the  Conqueror  bestowed  this  Mannor  up- 
on Goisfride  de  Bech,  one  of  the  Normans,  who  assisted  him 
in  that  great  Expedition,  when  he  obtained  the  Crown  of 
this  Kingdom,  for  *tis  recorded  in  Domesdei  Book  under  the 
Title  of  Terra  ChUfridi  de  Bech.

There  are 
six  Villains  with  foar  Borders,  having  four  Caracates,  and  a  fifth  may  be 
made;  tiiere  are  four  Cottagers  and  one  Servant,  and  one  Mill  of  eight 
Shillings  Rent;  Meadow  two  Caracates;  Common  of  Pasture  for  the 
Cattle;  Wood  to  feed  twenty  Hogs.  In  the  whole  it  is  worth  fifty 
Shillings  a  Year,  when  he  received  it,  twenty  Shillings,  in  the  time  of 
Edward  (the  Confessor)  six  Poonds.  Gode  and  his  Son,  held  this  Land

the  said  William,  to  be  acquited  of  all  Services,  except  Suit 
of  Court  of  Sir  Robert,  Son  of  Ihamas  in  the  same  V  iU  of 

Shortly  after,  it  was  in  the  Possession  of  Bartholomew  jbr.voLa, 
Badlesmere,  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  among  the  ^*^ 
Barons  of  this  Realm,  from  the  3d  of  Edw.  II.  to  the  14th 
of  the  same  King ;  but  after  that,  assisting  Thomas  Earl  of 
'XancaStttt  and  other  discontented  Barons  of  that  Age; 
Margaret  his  Wife  (Aunt  and  Coheir  to  Thomas  the  Son 
of  Richard  de  Glare)  with  Giles  de  BadUsmere  his  younger 
Son,  and  all  his  Daughters  were  taken  in  his  Castle  of 
IbtlrSt  sent  to  the  Tofwer  of  'Coii&on ;  and  he  receiving  a 
Defeat  at  9Dltnoug]b*br(gge  was  taken  there  among  the  Rest, 
and  sent  to  CantCtbttTg}  to  be  drawn  and  hang'd :  He  was 
executed  at  the  Gallows  of  SSUtlltJ  his  Head  was  cut  off 
and  set  upon  a  Pole  at  iStttgatt^  at  which  time  it  was  found, 
he  died  seiz'd  of  this  Manner. 

Giles  Badlesmere  was  his  Heir,  found  great  Favour  from  ibid.  m.  m. 
the  King,  obtained  all  his  Father's  Harness ;  and  when  he 
came  of  Age,  had  Livery  of  his  Lands,  Anno  7  Edw,  III. 
He  married  Elizabeth  the  Daughter  of  William  Mountar 
cute  Earl  of  Sbalifttmrgy  by  whom  he  had  no  Issue,for  his  four 
Sisters,  Maud  Wife  of  John  de  Vere,  Earl  of  ®xfOtd» 
Elizabeth  Wife  of  William  de  Bohun,  Earl  of  VTottl^mptan, 
formerly  Wife  of  Edmond  Mortimer,  Margaret  Wife  of  Sir 
John  Tiptoft.mA  Margery,  Wife  of  WiUiam  Lord  Roos, 
were  hb  Coheirs ;  and  upon  the  Partition,  this  Mannor  came 
to  Margaret  the  Wife  of  John  Tiptoft. 

But  I  find  no  more  of  it  till  it  came  to  the  Possession  of 
Gertrude,   Daughter  of  William  Blount,  Lord  Mounijoy,  iIVp.fcMl 
Marchioness  of  Taxtttt^  who  was  attainted  of  Hish  Treason  SS^k^' 
in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  upon  which  it  devolved  to  the

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Mtmd,^  ckobu  his  Soa ;  he  held  it  in  tbe  first  and  second  Yettrs  of 
PhUip  and  Ikry;  afterwards  sold  it  to  %vtRowtandLyiton^ 
ftom  trbem  it  is  come  to  Sir  William  Lyitmi,  the  right 
D^soeiidant  and  pnesent  Lord  hereof.

rough of  Sot  AlraW  in  the  Parliament  hdd  Anno  16  C€nr^ 
I.  and  one  of  the  grand  Commissioners  of  Excise  for  King 
Charles  II.  He  made  a  fair  Warren  to  this  Seat,  stocked 
it  with  a  choice  Breed  of  Babbits,  all  silver  haired,  and  planted 
it  with  great  Store  of  excellent  Walnut  trees ;  and  in  the 
Ffiout  of  his  House,  rmsed  a  pleasant  Orchard,  set  with  the 
best  and  rarest  Fruit  Trees»  wheie  several  CnJaare  niade» 
through  which  the  0Ummm  passes  in  several  Streams, 
stored  with  fair  Treats  and  other  Fish,  for  the  Provision  of 
his-. Table  i  butapoa  his  Death,  this*  Seat  descended  to  Ed- 
ward  his  surviving  Son  and  Heir,  a  Jtistioe  of  the  Peace  for 
tM*  County,  and  the  present  Possessor  heseof.

Peter  held  half  an  Hide  la  JSge  in  the  Hnndred  of  fimgl^teg,  of  the 
Bishop  of  Mittl.  The  arable  is  half  a  Camcate,  but  it  is  not  now,  there  . 
is  one  Mill  of  three  ShiUinn  Rent  by  the  Tear,  two  hnndred  Eels  out  of 
the  Pool;  Meadow  half  a  Carncate,  and  ten  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year 
for  Hay.  Thin  Land  was  worth  twenty  Shillings  a  Tear,  when  he  re- 
ceived It  ten  Shillings  a  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confes- 
sor) thirty  Shillings  a  Year :  Suem  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Earl 
Harold  held  it,  and  might  sell  it. 

By  this  Record  'tis  certain  this  was  a  watry  Place,  for 
here  was  a  Mill,  and  a  Pool  which  yielded  two  hundred 
Eels  for  Rent  by  the  Year.  From  whence  this  Vill  was 
denominated ;  for  anciently  Effe  was  used  in  the  same  Sense 
as  £a,  which  signifies  a  watry  Place.  But  it  seems  at  that 
time,  this  Vill  lay  in  the  Hundred  of  SSrattgl^fng. 

In  the  time  of  King  H.  II.  this  Vill  was  in  the  Possession 
of  Richard  Manifiichet,  who  attended  King  jR.  in  that  Ex- 
peditionmade  Anno  6  Re^i  sui  into  jNfonitanbm  and  was 
confirmed  Anno  2  Johan.  in  the  Forrestership  of  sssex;  for 
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which  and  the  Custody  of  the  Castle  of  l^crlfortl  he  gare  a 
hundred  Marks ;  and  was  Sheriffof  this  County  and  WH(CX« 
in  the  Sd,  4th,  and  5th  Years  of  King  John,  and  then  died 
leaving  Issue 

Richard,  who  was  his  Heir»  but  being  within  Age,  the 
King  granted  the  Wardship  of  him  to  Roger  de  Lacy,  Con- 
stable of  (Sj^eStn^  for  a  thousand  Marks ;  but  Milliceni  hb 
Mother,  Anno  12  Johan.  purchased  the  Wardship  of  him 
again,  for  eleven  hundred  Marks.  When  he  attained  to  bis 
full  Age,  he  joyned  with  the  rebellious  Barons  against  King 
John^  and  was  so  active  in  those  Troubles,  that  when  the 
Barons  had  got  the  Power  into  their  Hands^  they  chose  him 
for  one  of  the  five  and  twenty  Govemours  of  the  Realm: 
He  continued  in  Arms  with  the  fiercest,  and  was  taken 
Prisoner  in  the  Battle  fought  Anno  1  JET.  III.  a^  Hfntoltl : 
He  was  in  the  Turnament  held  Anno  7  H.  III.  at  iDUti^> 
notwithstanding  the  King^s  Prohibition,  for  which  his  I^mds 
were  siezed ;  but  afterward  he  came  to  better  Temper,  made 
his  Submission,  returned  to  his  Allegiance,  and  the  King  re- 
ceived him  into  his  Favour.  He  was  constituted  Justice  of 
several  of  his  Forrests  Anno  21  H.  III.  made  Sheriff  of 
this  County  and  'SsMtX  26  H.  III.  for  the  last  half  of  that 
Year,  continued  in  the  same  Office  for  the  three  next  suc- 
ceeding Years,  and  for  the  first  Half  of  the  80th  Year  of  the 
same  King ;  shortly  after  he  died  without  Issue,  and  his 
three  Sisters,  Margery  married  to  Sir  Hugh  de  Bolebef, 
Kt.  Aveline  to  Wuliam  de  Forz,  Earl  of  Slbmiiarly  and 
Philippa  to  Hugh  de  Playz,  were  his  Coheirs,  amon^  whom 
his  lands  were  divided ;  and  from  him  this  Vill  might  re- 
ceive the  Adjunct  of  Montfitchet  to  its  Name,  but  in  short 
time  after  it  came  to 

William  de  Ayeie^  for  he  held  this  Manner,  called  then 
by  the  Name  of  ^(eU  iMontfitCift  of  the  Honour  of  300- 
Idgttf  9  and  had  View  of  Franc-pledge,  Assize  of  Bread, 
wine,  and  Ale,  Gallows,  Tumbrel,  and  Free-warren,  but 
by  what  Warrant  he  held  them,  the  Jury  knew  not ;  after- 
wards the  said  William  de  Ayeie  came  and  shewed  the  Grant 
of  Kin^  Henry,  that  he  had,  and  his  Heirs  ought  to  have 
one  Fair  there  for  ever,  and  it  was  allowed. 

It  being  found  in  Trinity  Term,  Edw.  II.  that  a  Fine 
was  levydl  Anno  13  Edw.  I.  between  John  de  Yeland, 
Plaintiff,  and  Ralph  the  Son  of  Walter  and  Margery  his 
Wife,  Deforceants,  of  the  Manner  of  Agtttt  and  the  Advow- 
son  of  the  same  Church,  in  the  County  of  f^ertfotb,  John 
of  lantaSttT)  Cousin  and  Heir  of  Margery,  came  and  as- 
signed Errors  in  levying  of  the  Fine,  whereupon  Jud^ent 
was  given  that  John  de  Yeland  shall  recover  that  Moiety  of 
the  Land  which  was  the  said  Walters;  upon  which  John 
Lancaster  entred,  and  that  the  Fine  stood  in  Force  for 
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these  two  Moieties  of  Walter  and  Hugh,  and  the  other  J^^JjfvJJ^ 
Moiety  remained  to  John  Lancaster  and  his  Heirs.  WtfWtoatar 

Afterwards  Nicholas  Corbet  obtained  this  Mannor  held 
in  Capite  of  the  King,  ought  Suit  to  the  County,  and  paid 
five  Shillings  a  Year  to  the  Sheriffs  Aid ;  since  it  came  to 
the  Possession  of 

John  Poteyn,  who  died  seis'd  hereof«  leaving  Issue  John 
and  ThoiAas;  and  upon  his  Discease  it  descended  to 

John  who  was  his  Heir,  but  since  his  time  it  has  been 
dismembred  and  divided  among  several  Persons,  whereof 
some  Part  was  conveyed  to  Brocket ,  from  whom  it  passed 
to  Sir  Thomas  Read  by  the  Marriage  of  Mary,  one  of  the 
Daughter  and  Coheirs  of  Sir  John  Brocket ;  from  him  it 
descended  to  Sir  John  Read,  who  left  Issue  Sir  James  Bead, 
Baronet,  the  present  Possessor  hereof.

Stands  among  the  Woods,  upon  an  Hill  about  a  Mile 
distant  from  ^iot  Sbt.  ^Ifiitn  towards  tbe  West ;  it  was  Par- 
cel of  the  Possessions  of  Earl  Harold,  who  held  it  in  the 
Reig^n  of  Edwardihe  Confessor,  and  all  the  time  of  his  Usor- 
pation,  but  when  he  was  slain  in  that  fatal  Battel  near  |^bs* 
tfogs  in  SbtUMKXt  it  came  to  WiUiam  the  Conqueror,  who  ob- 
tained all  Harold's  Estate  with  the  Government  of  the  King* 
dom,  and  he  gave  a  small  Parcel  of  it  to  the  Reeve  of  the 
Hundred,  but  the  Residue  of  it  to  Robert  de  Gernon,  a  great

The  Reeve  of  tbit  Hundred  held  nme  Acres  of  tbe  King  in  ftirli;  in  tbe 
Hundred  of  VratMMtfr;  tbere  is  arable  fur  one  Ox,  it  is  wortb,  and  al- 
ways was  wortb,  nine  Pence  a  Year.  Siward  a  Man  (nnder  tbe  Protec- 
tion) of  Alwine  de  Godtone,  bold  tbis  Land  and  might  sell  it 

William  beljd  of  Robert  de  Gernon  two  Hides  and  an  half  in  IBLitU. 
The  arable  is  six  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  is  one,  and  another  may  be 
made;  tbere  are  six  Villains  with  three  Bordars,  having  three  Caru- 
cates,  and  a  third  may  be  made ;  there  is  one  Servant,  Meadow  one  Ca- 
cate,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  one  hundred 
Hogs;  in  the  whole  it  is  worth  forty  Shillings  a  Year,  when  he  received  it 
sixty  Shillings  a  Year,  in  tbe  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  six 
Pounds  a  Year.  Two  Thanes  Men  (under  tbe  Prof  ection) 'of  Ring  Ed* 
ward  (tbe  Confessor)  held  this  Land  and  might  sell  it :  Wtiliam  a  Man 
(under  tbe  Protection)  of  Robert  intmded  upon  tbe  Ring,  when  be  claim- 
ed his  Lord  again  to  be  bis  Protector. 

Shortly  after  this  Manner  retum'd  again  to  the  Crown, 
and  King  H.  I.  granted  it  to  one  Radhere. 

A  pleasant  conceited  witty  Man,  bom  of  mean  Parentage. 
WcmTrr*!       When  he  attained  to  the  Flower  of  his  Youth,  he  frequented 
^  jfM.  p.    the  Houses  of  the  Nobles  and  Princes,  but  not  content  here- 
ifM.  A*^      with,  would  often  repair  to  Court,  spent  the  whole  Day  in 
166, t^.'       Sights,  Banquets,  Plays,  and  other  Trifles;  whereby  Sport 
and  Flattery  he  would  wheedle  the  Hearts  of  the  great 
Lords  to  him,  and  sometimes  would  thrust  himself  into  the 
Presence  of  the  King,  where  he  would  be  very  officious  to 
obtain  his  royal  Favour.     By  these  Artifices  he  gained  this 
Manner,  and  whatever  else  was  fit  for  him  to  ask ;  when  he 
had  spent  the  Remainder  of  his  Youth  in  this  Sort,  he  be- 
gan to  reflect  upon  his  wicked  Course  of  life,  and  to  lament 
the  Heinousness  of  his  Sins;  and  that  he  might  obtain  a  full 
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and  perfect  Indulgence  of  them,  he  resolved  to  go  to  the  Hund.qf 
Court  of  lUmw,  desiring  to  shew  the  worthy  Fruit  of  his  *«'>*»^«"^ 
Penitepcy,  by  so  laborious  a  Journey.  His  Mind  inspired 
from  Heaven,  and  prompt  with  a  holy  Zeal»  he  set  forth,  and 
God  directing  hb  Journey,  brought  him  safe  to  his'desir'd 
Place ;  where  deploring  all  his  SiQS  at  the  Tombs  of  the  blessed 
Apostles,  Peter  and  Paul,  and  calling  to  Mind  the  Follies 
and  Ignorances  of  his  Youth,  he  earnestly  beseeched  them, 
that  they  would  procure  from  the  Lord  the  Remission  of  his 
Sins,  and  promised  for  the  Future,  that  he  would  never  com- 
mit the  like  again,  but  always  devoutly  obey  the  holy  Will 
of  God ;  and  besought  those  two  most  famous  Luminaries  of 
Heaven,  Men  of  Mercy,  that  they  would  be  Mediators  be- 
tween God  and  him,  and  he  would  take  Care  to  avoid  his 
former  Vices,  and  would  diligently  perform  what  he  had  so 
solemnly  promised.  In  the  mean  time,  whilst  he  continued 
there,  he  began  to  grow  very  weak,  and  his  Grief  and  Sor- 
row more  and  more  increasing,  he  was  at  length  brought  to 
ffreat  Extremity,  and  fearing  that  God  was  not  yet  satisfied 
for  bis  Sins,  he  poured  forth  his  Heart  in  the  Sight  of  God 
as  it  were  Water,  and  dissolving  the  same  into  Tears,  ear- 
nestly prayed  that  if  his  Health  would  permit,  it  might  be 
lawful  for  him  to  return  into  his  Country,  and  that  he  might 
build  an  Hospital  there  for  the  Recovery  of  the  Poor  from 
Sickness,  and  for  the  Administration  of  Necessaries  to  them 
so  far  as  he  might  be  able ;  and  not  long  after,  the  most  be- 
nign and  merctful  Lord,  who  beheld  the  Tears  of  Hezekiah, 
and  answered  the  Importunity  of  Canaan  with  the  Reward 
of  his  Piety,  did  also  favorably  respect  this  weeping  Peni- 
tent, granted  him  the  Restoration  of  his  Health ;  and  when 
he  was  perfectly  recovered  from  his  Weakness,  and  in  short 
made  whole,  he  beg^  his  Journey  for  his  own  Country,  re- 
solving to  perform  the  Vow  which  he  had  made,  w  hen 
he  had  travelled  some  Part  of  the  Wav,  and  was  lodged  in 
his  Inn,  he  saw  a  Vision  at  Night  full  of  Terror,  yet  mixt 
with  some  Sweetness ;  for  he  beheld  a  living  Creature  hav- 
ing four  Feet  and  two  Wings,  seated  by  him  in  an  high 
Place ;  but  when  he  had  viewed  it  a  while,  it  was  carried 
away  aloft  beyond  ids  Sight,  and  whilst  he  wonder'd  at  it, 
he  tnm'd  his  Eyes  downwards,  and  beheld  a  most  horrible 
Pit  under  him,  which  struck  him  with  great  Fear  and  Ter- 
ror; for  the  Depth  thereof  render'd  all  Mankind  very  unsafe. 
He,  conscious  to  himself  of  his  own  Wickedness,  thought 
that  he  was  falling  into  tins  wonderful  Precipice,  which  Fan- 
cy did  so  horribly  fright  him,  that  he  cryed  out  most  vehe- 
mently; to  whom  a  certain  Man  immediately  appeared, 
shewing  great  Majesty  in  his  Countenance,  extraordinary 
Beauty  in  his  Face,  and  impour'd  with  imperial  Authority, 
assured  him  of  Safety,  and  said  to  this  Effect: — Oh  Man! 
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HwMl.  ^    What  and  how  maoh  Aid  n  ready  at  Hand  for  him,  who 
•■^i^  Graves  Help  from  God  in  so  great  Danger  of  Death. 

When  he  had  answered  these  things,  and  his  Cooroge  and 
Strength  was  restored,  the  other  proceeded : — I  am  Bartho- 
lomew the  Apostle  of  Jesns  Christ,  who  came  to  succour  thee 
in  the  time  of  thy  Trouble,  and  to  reyeal  to  thee,  the  Se- 
crets of  the  heavenly  Mysterjr ;  Kiiow  ye  that  I  by  the  Will 
and  Command  of  the  holy  Tnnity,  and  by  the  common  Fa- 
vour and  Advice  of  the  Court  of  Heaven,  have  chosen  a 
Place  at  fbtotj^M^  '^  the  Suburbs  of  'Xoiiilnmy  where  you 
shall  found  a  Church  in  my  Name,  and  build  there  the 
House  of  God,  the  Tabernacle  of  the  Lamb,  and  the  Temple 
of  the  Holy  Ghost;  and  Almighty  God  shall  dwell,  sancti- 
fie,  glorifie,  and  keep  that  House,  holy,  undefiled,  and  with- 
out Spot  for  ever ;  His  Eyes  shall  be  open,  and  his  Ears 
shall  be  intent  upon  that  House  Day  and  Night,  that  he 
that  shall  ask  in  that  Place,  shall  receive ;  he  that  shall  seek 
there,  shall  find ;  and  he  that  shall  knock,  shall  enter ;  for 
every  Convert  and  Penitent,  who  shall  pray  in  that  Place, 
shall  be  heard  in  Heaven;  He  that  shall  seek  there  with  a 
perfect  Heart,  shall  find  Help  in  all  his  Troubles ;  and  to 
them  who  shall  knock  at  the  Door  with  an  holy  Desire,  the 
Angels  assisting  there,  shall  open  the  Crate  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven,  takraff  and  offering  to  God  the  Prayers  and  Dor 
sires  of  the  Faithral ;  therefore  let  thine  Hands  be  strength- 
ened, and  with  Faith  in  the  Lord,  proceed  conragiously  to 
build  this  House ;  neither  reg^ard  thou  the  Charges  thereof, 
nor  doubt  any  thing,  only  be  diligent  in  the  W  ork,  for  it- 
shall  be  my  Part  to  provide  necessary  Charge  to  finish  the 
Fabrick  thereof;  and  I  will  make  it  acceptable  to  God  and 
myself,  by  most  evident  Signs  and  Tokens,  I  will  cover  thee 
continually  under  the  Shadow  of  my  Wings ;  and  know  thou, 
that  I  have  appointed  thee  to  perform  this  Work,  and  whilst 
thou  shalt  be  diligent  therein,  I  will  discharge  this  Office  to 
God  and  thy  Patron ;  having  spoke  these  Words,  theV bion 
vanisht. 

When  he  awaked,  he  began  to  call  to  Mind,  what  he  had 
seen  in  his  Vision,  and  doubting  with  himself,  whether  it 
was  some  fantastick  Delusion  or  an  Oracle  from  Heaven, 
Humility  and  Fear  did  contest  with  each  other,  in  the  Heart 
of  this  faithful  Man,  so  that  he  was  very  doubtful  what  it 
might  be ;  and  whilst  his  Humili^^  incited  him  to  live  ob- 
scurely, and  not  to  aspire  to  such  high  things,  Fear  would 
not  suffer  him  to  neglect  the  Commands  of  the  Apostle,  and 
whilst  his  Thoughts  were  thus  divided  within  lumself ;  he 
considered,  that  by  Dreams  many  Secrets  of  the  Divine 
Will  came  to  the  Knowledge  of  Man,  of  which  there  were' 
several  Instances  both  in  the  Old  and  New  Testament;  for 
the  holy  Daniel  by  a  Dream  did  discover  from  God  the 
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Dream  of  the  King,  and  the  Interpretation  thereof;  just    fiia^'  ^ 
Ja$epK  by  a  Dreapi  was  warn'd  that  he  should  not  fear  to  *[]^*|U^ 
take  Mary  his  Wife,  and  at  the  time  of  Persecution,  to  fly 
into  £95pt ;  and  when  the  Persecutor  was  dead,  to  return 
t^ain  into  the  Land  of  ^tlbta :   Therefore  Visions  in  the 
Night  do  not  always  portend  idle  Fancies  and  vain  Delu- 
sions, but  sometimes  discover  the  secret  Mysteries  of  Heaven . 
When  he  retum*d  again  to  ^Eonbon^  he  declared  to  his 
Friends  with  much  Joy,  what  he  had  seen,  and  the  Com- 
mand he  received  in  his  Vision :  and  when  the  Barons  of 
'Eonbon  heard  it,  they  answered  that  when  the  King  did 
know  it,  they  were  confident  nothing  would  be  wanting  to 
accomplish  it:  And  Grod  having  shewed  him  the  Place,  he 
took  the  Opportunity  to  disclose  his  Business  to  the  Kine, 
when  Richard  Bishop  of  'ftonllon  was  present,  who  favourd 
his  Undertaking,  and  he  humbly  implored  tiie  King,  that 
be  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  give  him  Possession  of 
the  Place,  where  Grod  had  directed  that  he  should  build  him 
an  House ;  which  Speech  pleased  the  King,  and  he  gave 
him  the  Place»  with  Authority  to  effect  his  Purpose,  and 
whatsoever  should  be  necessary  for  his  Work.     When  all 
things  succeeded  thus  prosperously  with  him,  and  he  had 
at  Hand  whatsoever  was  necessary  according  to  the  Word 
of  the  Apostle :    He  built  the  Church  with  Stone,  and  then 
began  the  Hospital  near  it;  which  Church  was  founded  in 
the  Month  of  JHTorcA,  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
in  MoQdory  of  the  blessed  Bartholomew  the  Apostle,  in  the 
Year  of  the  Incamatioi^of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  1123, 23 
H.  I.     He  dedicated  the  same  to  the  Honour  of  God  and  ^««v-  ^^^ 
St.  Bariholomom;  and  he  placed  therein  divers  black  Can-     ^^' 
aons,  or  Cannons  Regular,  whom  he  himself  eovem'd  about 
two  and  twenty  Years,  under  the  Title  and  Dignity  of  a 
Prior,  according  to  the  Rule  of  St.  Augnsiine;  and  he  gave 
this  Manner  and  a  fair  Revenue  with  it,  for  the  Support 
and  Maintenance  of  the  Religious  there :  He  never  attained 
to  the  Knowledge  of  the  liberal  Arts,  but  was  endowed  with 
Purity  of  Conscience,  and  would  vie  in  Devotion  towards 
God,  in  Humility  towards  his  Brethren,  and  in  Goodwill 
towwds  his  Enemies ;  the  tryed  Sincerity  of  his  Mind,  the 
clear  Temper  of  his  Honesty,  his  gpreat  Diligence  in  divine 
things,  and  his  careful  Management  of  earthly  things  were 
to  be  commended:  In  Entertainments  he  was  careful  and 
sober,  in  Hospitality  he  was  a  prudent  Imitator,  he  would 
opportunely  admit  the  Anguish  of  those  in  Misery,  and  would 
patientiv  support  and  competently  discharge  the  Necessities 
of  the  Foor ;  in  Prosperity  he  was  never  elevated,  in  Adver- 
sity he  was  very  patient,  and  if  any  thing  run  ill  with  him, 
be  would  comfort  himself  under  the  Umbrage  of  his  Patron, 
whom  he  reverenced  and  loved  at  his  Heart,  and  under  his 
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Hnnd.  of    Protection  thought  himself  safe  in  all  Dangers;  he  did  go- 
*;2!!!5!?  vern  his  Flock  with  aU  Humility,  and  provided  all  Neces- 
saries  for  them  with  sreat  Diligence,  and  by  so  doing,  he 

Sained  Reverence  in  his  Place,  and  (Goodwill  with  God  and 
fen;  he  administred  Joy  to  his  Friends,  Punishment  to 
ill  Men,  and  Olory  to  Posterity:    He  resign'd  his  Soul  to 
God,  and  was  buried  in  a  fair  Monument  erected  in  that 
Priory. 
ipM  ir«T.  Upon  a  Quo  Warranto,  6  Edw.  I.  the  Prior  of  St.  Bar- 

tholomew, 'Eonboilf  claimed  by  the  Charters  of  IT.  II.  and 
H.  III.  to  have  in  all  their  Lends,  Soc,  Sac,  ThoU,  Them, 
Flemenesfrith,  Hamsokene,  Frethekene,  Mundbrethe,  Mis- 
kenning,  Utley  Wergelthef,  Breach  of  the  Peace,  Shedding 
of  filood :  And  he  also  claimed  to  be  quit  from  all  Toll,  Pas- 
sage, Pontage,  StaOage,  Muster,  Aides  of  the  Sheriff,  Shire, 
and  Hundi^,  and  from  all  secular  Works;  and  he  also 
claimed  to  have  the  View  of  Franc-pledge  by  the  same 
Charters,  and  upon  the  View  of  them,  these  Priviledges 
were  allowed. 

Hie  Monument  erected  to  the  Memory  of  Badhere  in  this 
Priory,  wasxenewed  by  Bolton  the  last  Prior  of  that  House, 
who  surrendered  that  Monastery,  Anno  Christi,  1538,  SO  H. 
VIII.  which  was  then  valued  at  575/.  &•  id.  ob.  by  the  Year ; 
but  in  the  Monastieon  at  653/.  15t.  ob,  q.  and  W  the  Disfllo- 
lution  of  this  Priory,  this  Manner  came  to  the  Cfrown,  Sing 
If.  VIII.  by  Grant  dated  the  aOth  of  July,  Anno9SiRegm 
sui,  granted  it  and  the  Advowson  of  this  Church,  to  John 
Brocket,  JohnAlway,  and  Nichoku  Bristow,  in  Fee,  which 
last  lived  to  a  ffreat  Age;  from  him  it  came  to  Nichoku  his 
Son,  who  had  Issue  Nicholas  that  did  succeed  him ;  and  af- 
ter his  Death  it  came  to  Nicholas  his  Son,  who  gave  it  to 
Robert  his  second  Son ;  who  had  Issue  Robert  and  Nicholas^ 
both  whom,  I  suppose,  died  without  Issue  in  hiB  life-time, 
for  at  his  Death  it  descended  to  WHUam  the  younger  Son, 
who  lately  died  leaving  his  Wife  surviving,  the  present 
Lady  hereof.

This  Chnrch  contains  only  the  Body  covered  with  Lead,  and  at  the 
East  End  hereof  are  two  Chancels;  the  Windows  of  both  have  been 
adom'd  with  corioos  Pictures,  instahied  and  painted  Glass,  beyond 
many  other  Churches;  there  is  a  Chapel  that  belongs  to  the  Brtsfovs, 
which  has  a  curious  wrought  Window,  in  carved  Stone,  and  is  adom'd 
with  painted  Glass,  wherein  are  the  Ring's  Arms,  and  the  Arms  of  the 
BrtsCsws.  At  the  West  End  of  the  Church,  adjoyns  a  square  Tower, 
wherein  are  two  small  Bells;  it  hath  a  short  Spire  erected  upon  it,  and 
within  the  Church  and  Chancel,  are  several  Grave  Stones  with  these  In- 
scriptions.

Archbishop  JAt^rane  and  AneekitU  held  of  him  one  Hide  in  Bodboitl  Ii>u>-  ^^  i^ 
in  the  Hundred  of  WoMmUx,  The  arable  U  two  Carocatety  in  Do- 
measne  one  Camcate,  and  three  Villaina  with  two  Bordars  having  one 
Camcate,  Meadow  haJf  an  Ozgang,  Wood  to  feed  fifty  Hogs;  it  is  worth 
thirty  Shillings  a  Year,  when  he  received  it  twenty  Shillings  a  Year,  in  Ihe 
time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  sixty  Shillings  a  Year.  AlurieBlae

which  Service  that  King  gave  him  four  Lordships  in  3{^ft&« 
SiHte,  seven  in  i0udl{l^||ams|)f(f ,  three  in  <!Erl0C(Steffti^(te9 
one  in  SStllforteJbitet  t&ree  in  Xottj^amptonstto,  one  in 
9SBattDidto]^{re#  eight  and  twenty  in  <!dxfor&S||fo»  with  two 
and  forty  Dwelling-houses  in  <!dxfotllf»  and  ei^ht  which  then 
lay  Waste,  and  thirty  Acres  of  Meadow,  ad|oyning  to  the 
Wall,  and  a  Mill  valued  at  ten  Shillings  a  Year,  and  this 
Mannor  in  this  County:  He  was  Constable  of  ^i^xfoitlff  had  jkn.^*^ 
the  Government  of  the  whole  County,  and  was  so  potent  ▼^«.*>i->36. 
that  none  durst  oppose  him;  he  seized  a  large  Meadow 
near  the  Castle  of  <!dxforll  by  the  King^s  Consent,  which 
belonged  to  the  Monks  of  SbfttdlOnt  to  his  own  Use,  this 
exasperated  them  so  much,  that  they  with  Tears  prostrating 
themselves  before  the  Altar  of  our  Lady,  prayed  to  God 
that  he  would  vindicate  this  Injury;  whereupon  a  grievous 
Sickness  fell  upon  him;  yet  he  continued  Impenitent,  till 
by  a  Vision  in  the  Night,  he  had  a  perfect  Representation 
that  he  saw  a  great  many  Nobles  in  a  royal  Pallace,  and  a 
beautiful  Person  among  them,   clothed  in  the  Habit  of  a 
Woman,  sitting  on  a  glorious  Throne,  with  two  Monks  of 
StbCngbon,  whom  he  knew,  standing  before  her:  When 
these  Monks  saw  him  there,  they  bowed  to  the  Lady  and 
with  deep  Si^hs  said,  this  is  he  who  has  taken  from  us  that 
Meadow,  which  was  the  Inheritance  of  thy  Church,  for 
which  we  make  this  Complaint.     This  moved  the  Lady  so 
much,  that  she  commanded  that  he  should  be  turned  out  of 
Doors,  and  be  conveyed  to  that  Meadow  to  be  tormented 
there;  immediately  two  youne  Men  led  him  thither,  and 
caused  him  to  sit  down,  which  done,  divers  ill-favour'd 
Children  brought  Hay  on  their  Shoulders,  and  laughing 
said  to  each  other,  here  is  our  dear  Friend,  let  us  play  with 
him ;  then  laying  down  their  Burdens  the^  pissed  on  him, 
and  putting  Fire  underneath,  smoaked  him;  others  made 
Ropes  of  Hay,  and  threw  them  in  his  Face  ;  others  burnt 
his  Beard,  and  whilst  he  was  in  this  Anguish,  he  called  out 
aloud,  Oh !  blessed  Ladj,  h^ve  pity  on  me,  for  I  am  djfing. 
His  Wife  lying  near,  bemg  affrighted  at  it,  said,  awake  Sir, 
for  you  are  much  troubled  in  your  Sleep.     He  Jbeing  thus 
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£hmd.^f    roaged  up,  reply'd,  Yes  truly,  for  I  was  among  Devils;  to 
™JJ|*J|^  whom  she  answered.  The  Lorf  preserve  thee  from  all  Harm  : 
Then  he  telling  his  Dream,  she  said,  God  doth  correct  his 
Child  whom  he  loveth. 

'Tis  reported,  at  her  Instance  he  shortly  after  went  to 
AhdiglKOn,  and  standing  there  before  the  Altar,  in  the  Pre- 
sence of  Abbot  ReginMf  the  whole  C!oyent,  and  divers  of 
his  Friends,  he  gave  them  ^Cabmttont ^  a  Lordship  of  ten 
PonnAs  per  Annum^  protesting  that  he  would  never  more 
meddle  with  any  of  their  Possessions :  He  also  gave  them 
100/.  towards  the  new  building  of  their  Monastery;  he  re- 
paired  divers  ruinous  Churches  in  (J^xfottly  and  built  the 
Bridge  there:  He  died  in  the  Month  of&p#«misr,  and  was 
buri^  at  Sbfng)(On»  on  the  North  Side  of  the  high  Altar, 
and  his  Wife  was  buried  on  his  left  Hand,  but  leaving  no 
Issue  male,

Anno  1347,  21  Edw.  III.  Thomas  de  Lamere,  Abbot  of 
§bt.  Albans,  and  the  Covent  there,  granted  tiie  Bight  of 
Patronage  of  this  Church  of  Sattj^lDOrtj^  to  the  King  and 
his  Heirs,  in  Consideration  whereof  the  King  releamd  to 
them  one  Pension  of  SI.  per  Annum,  which  they  paid  to  one 
of  the  King's  Chaplaines,  till  he  was  preferred,  which  the 
King  claimed  from  them,  because  his  nogenitors  had  been 
Founders  of  the  Abby. 

This  Advowson  was  afterwards  granted  to  the  Lord  ifor- 
kjff  upon  whose  Decease  it  came  to 

Alice  his  Sister,  who  married  Sir  Edward  Howard,  Kt. 
afterwards  they  sold  this  Advowson  by  Deed  dated  the  8th 
of  Apra,  21  JET.

sor)  thirty  Shillings  by  the  Year :  Oodwime  held  this  Land  of  the  Church 
of  St.  Peier^  he  could  not  sell  it,  but  after  his  death  it  ooght  to  return  to 
the  Church,  as  the  Hundred  can  witness,  but  his  Wife  tum'd  over  herself 
with  the  Land  by  force  to  fair  Eddeva^  and  she  held  it  on  the  Day 
wherein  Ring  Edward  (the  Confessor)  was  alive  and  dead.

Derman  and  Alward  two  Thanes  of  the  King  held  nUhtoilf  of  the 
King,  it  was  rated  for  five  Hides,  the  arable  Is  seven  Camcates,  in  De* 
measne  three  Hides  and  an  half,  and  there  am  two  Carncates,  and  now 
half  another  may  be  made,  there  are  ten  Villains  with  four  Borders  hav- 
ing foor  Camcates  and  an  half,  there  are  four  Servants,  and  one  Mill  of 
thirteen  Shillings  and  four  Pence  Rent,  Meadow  one  Ouvcate,  Common 
of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  one  hundred  Hogs ;  in  the  whole 
it  b  worth  and  was  worth  one  hundred  fibilllngs  by  the  Year,  in  die  time 
of  King  Edward  (tiie  Confessor)  seven  Pounds  by  the  Year,  Atwiwt  H&me 
a  Thane  of  King  JSdiMnI  (the  Confessor)  held  this  Land  and  might  sell  it. 

Derman  and  Alward  were  two  Thanes  or  Gentleman  Re- 
tainers of  King  Wittiam  the  Conqueror,  who  did  personally 
attend  upon  the  King,  and  held  these  Lands  of  ium  by  the 
Service  of  their  Duty,  and  Attendance  upon  his  Person  so 
long  as  they  held  this  Office  or  Place  under  him ;  but  not 
long  after,  I  find  most  of  those  Lands  and  Estates  were 
granted  to 

Peter  de  Vtdoinee,  who  held  them  in  the  time  of  jET.  I. 
and  married  Albreda  Sister  to  Biudo  Dapifer^  Steward  to 
that  King,  by  whom  he  had  Issue 

Roger,  who  was  his  Heir,  enjoy'd  these  Lands  and  mar- 
ried Agnes,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Peter,  Robert,  and  Gun- 
nora ;  he  obtained  from  Maud  the  Empress  all  those  Lands 
which  his  Father  died  seiz'd  of. 

Peter  his  Heir  succeeded,  married  Oundred  de  Warren, 
and  by  her  had  Issue  three  Daughters,  Lora  the  Wife  of 
Alexander  de  Bailioll,  2  Christian  married  to  WiUiam  de 
Mandevile,  afterwards  to  Peter  de  Main,  and  3  Itafie/ called 
by  some  Elizabeth,  married  to  David  Camyne,  who  were  his 
Daughters  and  Coheirs ;  and  up^n  the  Partition,  this  Man-

In  the  Reign  of  Henry  I.  Ralph  Boteleir,  called  Ran-   Bar.  of  snyi. 
dulphus  Pincema  de  Legrecestria  in  Regard  he  bore  the  ^«* ''^*»**^*- 
Office  of  Butler  to  Robert  Earl  of  iWeUent  and  JLtitZSttXf 
(a  great  Man  in  that  time)  settled  himself  at  H^bmltQ  in  the   »^^  ^^f^^- 
County  of  9StatfDicft#  where  taking  Advantage  of  the  natu- 
ral Ascent  of  the  Ground  near  the  Stream  called  ^rrofo, 
he  built  a  strong  Castle,  and  founded  a  Monastery  for  Bene- 
dictine Fryars,  within  a  Mile  of  it,  ilnno  1140, 5  Steph.  and 
dedicated  it  to  the  Honour  of  the  blessed  Virgin  Mary,  St.

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Ralph,  who  was  his  Heir,  and  gave  the  Chappel  of  Jbtoci* 
ton  to  the  Cannons  of  'S^iusttl ;  but  engaging  with  the  Ba- 
rons against  King  Jo/m,  hb  Lands  were  seized  and  given  to 
William  de  Cantilupe ;  at  length  submitting  himself  to  his 
Prince,  returning  to  his  Obedience,  and  paymg  forty  Marks 
for  his  Redemption,  King  U*  III.  9  Regni  ^^  restored  him 
to  his  Estate,  and  he  had  Issue 

Ralph  Boteler^  who  was  one  of  the  Justices  of  Assize  for 
the  County  of  aStadDicfci  in  the  Years  13,  16,  21,  and  25 
H.  III.  and  for  the'Gaol-delivery  at  SRatfoiAf  in  the  19th, 
22d,  and  30th  Years  of  H.  III. 

Ralph  his  Son  succeeded,  married  Maud  the  Daughter 
and  Heir  of  Pantulfe,  by  whom  that  great  Lordship  of 
(SBitm  in  the  County  of  ^lop,  and  divers  other  fair  Pos- 
sessions, came  to  thid  Family.  He  was  one  of  the  Justices 
for  Gaol-delivery  at  WiUtiX^iA^  in  the  Years  84  and  41  if. 
III.  in  which  last  Year,  he  was  commanded  to  joyn  with 
Hamond  le  Strainge  for  preventing  the  Incursions  of  the 
Welch  in  the  Marches  near  iVtOlUipmie^:  He  was  sum- 
mon'd  among  the  Peers,  Anno  48  H.tll.  to  advise  the 
King,  in  Council  held  in  Midlent,  at  (f^xfotlyt  thence  to  ad- 
vance ^^inst  Prince  Letoellin  and  his  Adherents :  But  divers 
of  the  Barons  arming  themselves  against  the  Kiqg ;  he  stood 
so  firm  to  the  roysl  Interest,  that  the  King  granted  the 
Lordship  of  iStttielon  in  the  County  of  SStatfDm,  Part  of 
the  Estate,  which  he  had  formerly  given  to  Nicholas,  de  Se-- 
grave  for  his  Life,  upon  the  same  Terms  as  Segrave  hehl  it, 
as  a  Reward  for  his  Services ;  and  by  another  Grant  dated 
about  three  Days  following,  he  granted  the  Inheritance  to 
him,  but  when  Segrave  r^eemed  his  Lands,  the  Lordship 
of  iStfneton  was  restored  to  him  by  that  memorable  Decree 
called  Dictum  de  Kenihoarth,  mA  the  King  gave  to  this 
Ralphs  four  hundred  Pounds  in  lieu  thereof,  to  be  received 
out  of  the  Fines  and  Amercements  ooming  into  his  E»che- 
quer.  It  was  found  upon  Inquisition,  that  this  Ralph  de 
jSotiler  was  Lord  of  SSbntf  and  held  all  the  Manner  in  Ca- 
pile  of  the  King,  to  wit,  as  a  Baron,  and  did  do  bis  Soitbgr 
his  Steward  to  the  County  and  Hundred,  for  the  whole  Ser- 
vice of  a  Barony :  And  the  Manner  is  fourteen  Hides,  be^ 
sides  JSXfton  and  WtM  ;  and  he  had  a  Park  and  a  Warien, 
but  by  what  Warrant  they  knew  not.  By  this  lBf}uisitioD| 
it  .appears  that  this  Barony  of  SSUtlt  was  a  Barony  by  llen- 
ure,  the  Nature  of  which  Baronies  I  have  discoursed  before 
in  StX^tlZQ ;  and  this  Ralph  died  leaving  Issue,  John,  Gawen, 
William,  Ralph,  and  Alice.

Richard  Gobion^  who  brought  the  Manaor  of  CEfO&(otlS  to  this 
Family;  by  her  he  had  Issue /oAn,  who  was  knighted,  WU- 
liam,  and  Ralph,  all  whom  were  bound  to  do  their  Service, 
and  perform  their  Aid  to  the  King,  in  the  County  of  QDj^es- 
tttf  which  was  to  find  a  Robe  of  Uie  Price  of  SO9.  and  pay 
20«.

I.  to  adyise  the 
King,  touching  the  weighty  Affairs  of  the  Realm ;  and  then 
attended  him  into  CGfaSCOfgnet  where  he  had  the  hard  Fate  to 
be  taken  Prisoner  by  the  King  of  Jptantey  at  the  Siege  of 
ISiiXWXZf  yet  be  <x>ntinued  in  the  King^s  Service,  and  was 
in  that  Expedition  which  the  Kiug  made  into  ^JbCOtlatltl ; 
but  died  Anno  32  of  the  same  King,  leaying  by  Isabel  his 
Wife, 

Thomas  his  Son  and  Heir,  at  that  time22  Years  of  Age, 
who  succeeded  in  this  Mannor ;  he  was  invested  Knight  of 
the  Bath  ilitno  34  Edw.

VI.  by  Patent  dated  the  18th  Year  of  his  Reign,  advanced 
to  the  Honour  and  Dignityof  a  Viscount  (a  Title  never  used 
before  in  (SlisIaiilK)  by  the  Name  of  Viscount  Beamont,  with 
Precedency  above  all  Barons  of  this  Realm,  and  twenty 
Markes  yearly  Fee  out  of  the  Revenues  of  the  County  of 
1(ncoInt ;  and  the  same  King,  in  Consideration  of  the  great 
Loss  which  he  sustained  by  the  Death  of  Elizabeth  his  Wife, 
Daughter  of  WiUiam  Philip  Lord  39atttoIfe)  and  the  con- 
tinusu  Services  which  he  had  performed  for  him,  granted  to 
him  by  another  Pdtent  dated  19  Regni  9ui,  the  Custody  of 
all  the  Castles,  Manners,  and  Lands,  which  fell  by  the  Death 
of  his  Wife,  to  Henry  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  in  Case  of  bis 
Death  to  William  his  younger  Son,  with  Remainder  to 
Joane  his  Daughter ;  and  the  same  King  farther  granted  by 
another  Patentdated23  J9. Vl.to  him  and  the  Heirs  Maleso'f 
his  Body,  Place  and  Precedence  above  all  Viscounts,  thence- 
forth to  be  created,  as  also  above  the  Heirs  of  all  Earls,  and 
to  take  Place  next  and  immediately  unto  Earls  in  all  Par- 
liaments and  publick  Meetings ;  he  was  summou'd  to  Par- 
liament from  the  lOtb  to  the  38th  Year  of  IT.  VI.  when  the 
Duke  of  ^Otl,  the  Earls  of  SBarfoicfc  and  gbaUsburp,  sent 
from  (2DaIa&  divers  Complaints  to  the  King,  among  which  one 
was  against  him,  terming  him  his  mortal  Enemy,  alledging 
that  he  had  misled  the  King,  procured  his  Consent  to  that 
Act  of  Parliament  made  against  him  at  QTobentrg,  had  des- 
troyed his  Estate :  They  soon  after  landing  in  Snglanllf,

iseTTv?      the  Father  waa  afterwards  knighted,  and  constituted  Sheriff 
titNori       of  Nortbftr,  m  the  9th  and  13th  Years  of  Edicr.  IV. 

Roger  the  eldest  Son  dving  without  Issue,  this  Mannor 
came  to  IFt //tarn  the  second  Son,  who  surrender'd  these  Pb- 
tents  to  the  King,  in  Consideration  whereof,  the  King,  by 
Pat.  ift  Ed.  another  Patent  dated  ai  May,  15  EdtD.  IV.  1475,  grrated 
this  Manner  back  again  to  hun  and  his  Heirs;  from  whom 
this  Mannor,  I  suppose,  was  conveyed  to 

John  Boider,  who  was  at  that  time  Lord  of  the  former 
Mannor  oalled  SSatton  SKortlian :  He  married  Dorothy 
the  Daughter  oi  Henry  Belknap^  by  whom  he  had  no  Issue ;

Philip  Boteler  was  his  liw.  Lord  of  both  Manners,  and 
married  Elizabeth,  Daughter  of  Robert  Drury  of  f^abstlb 
in  the  County  of  i^orfoSt  by  whom  he  had  Issue,  John,  Tho- 
mas, William,  George,  Griffith,  John,  Thonuu,  Henry,  An- 
thony, Richard,  Francis,  Philip,  Anne  married  to  Leonard 
Hide,  Esq.  Elizabeth  to  Henry  Gill,  and  afterwards  to  Ed- 
ward Buggin,  Dorothy  to  iln^Aony  Brown  of  Iftntlanb- 
SJ^frCi  ilfary  to  John  Harpham,  Katharine  to  Roger  Potts, 
Margaret,  and  Bridget:  He  was  constituted  Sheriff  of  the 
Counties  of  Ja%%tx  and  f^tfoilr,  ilnno  29  H.  VIII.  and 
died  the  28th  of  March,  m  the  Year  of  Christ  1549. 
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Sir  John  Bottler  was  his  Heir,  inherited  these  Manners,  Hund.  of 
was  constituted  Sheriff  of  the  Counties  of  l^ertfotll  and  ®S-  ***^^*«»*« 
dnCf  Annis  4  and  5  of  Philip  and  Mary,  and  married  Gre- 
Mil,  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Sir  William  Roche  of  lanmer  in 
this  Copnty,  by  whom  h^  had  Issue  Philip,  Henry,  Wil- 
liam, Richard,  Nicholas,  Elizabeth  married  to  Sir  Henry 
Conisby,  Mary  to  Thomas  Shotholt,  Sarah  to  Robert  Colt, 
Susan  to  Julius  Ferrers,  Margaret  to  Nicholas  Bristowe, 
and  Martha  to  Sir  George  Perient,  Kt. 

Sir  Philip  Boteler,  Kt,  succeeded  in  these  Manners,  and 
married  Katharine  the  Daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Knowles, 
Kt.  -and  Widow  to  the  Lord  Gerrard  of  Ircblttti  by  whom 
he  had  Issue  Robert,  Philip,  Christopher,  and  Penelope ; 
was  constituted  Sheriff  of  mis  Conn^^,  1578,  20  Eliz.  and 
received  the  Honour  of  Knighthood  m  the  same  Year. 

Robert  his  eldest  Son  was  Knighted  at  SS^ftCf^HlUbn  the 
90th  of  March,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord,  1607,  constituted 
Sheriff  of  this  County^  Anno  9Jac.  1. 1611»  and  married 
Frances  the  Daughter  of  Sir  Drew  Drury,  by  whom  he  had 
Issue  Jane:  He  purchased  the  Manners  of  SpBCOUtby  ^Ot* 

Sit  <SitIste,  and  (Sj^Hb  in  this  Coun^,  and  upon  his  Death, 
f€me  who  ^as  his  Heir,  enjoyed  the  Manners  which  he  pur- 
chased, but  these  Manners  came  by  Settlement  to 

PhUip  Boteler^  who  was  bis  Brother,  and  the  next  Heir 
Male  of  that  Family:  He  married  Alice  one  of  the  Daugh- 
ters of  John  Sholbolt  of  ^xVh  in  this  County,  Esq.  by 
whom  he  had  Issae  John  and  PhiUp. 

John  Boteler  was  bis  Heir,  invested  Knight  of  the  Bath 
1  Car.  I.  in  Order  to  the  Coronation  of  that  King;  and 
constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County,  Anno  16S0,  6  Car.  I. 
These  Knightq  were  denominated  from  their  bathing  at  their 
Creation ;  Mr.  Camden  says  in  all  his  Reading  he  could  oimd.  btu

find  no  greater  Antiquity^^f  them,  than  Jhat  they  wore  in  S'd!titHou. 


Use  among  the  ancient  French:  and  JET.  IV.  King  of  lEng- 
lantf,  dubbed  forty  six  Esquires,  Knights  of  this  Order  in  the 
Tower,  on  the  Day  of  his  Coronation,  who  washed  and  bathed 
the  Night  before  they  were  knighted;  and  he  gave  to  every 
of  them  green  side  Coats  reaching  to  their  Ankles,  with 
strait  Sleeves  furr'd  with  Minivere,  and  they  wore  upon 
their  left  Shoulder  two  Cordans  of  white  Silk,  and  Tassels 
to  it  hanging  down ;  but  I  find  that  Thomas  Bardolfe,  and 
man^  others  were  made  Knights  of  the  Bath,  Anno  84  JBt/. 
I.  with  Edward  Prince  of  sSaltS,  as  I  have  shewed  before 
in  this  Parish ;  but  I  shall  say  no  more  of  this  Order,  for 
that  Sir  William  Dugdale  has  treated  so  largely  of  it  in  his 
Survey  of  SBSaifDttftsJbitey  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader. 
This  Sir  John  Boteler  was  a  very  loyal  Subject  to  his  Prince, 
and  upon  that  grand  Defection,  Anno  1642,  was  made  ono 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Array  in  this  County;  and  when 
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Hwd.  qf  an  Army  was  leTye4  by  the  Influence  of  a  predominant 
^;^^^^^  Party,  in  the  Parliament  then  held  at  aSUstminStn,  under 
divers  plausible  Pretences,  he  supplyed  the  King  with  Mo- 
ney to  raise  Men  for  the  Security  and  Preservation  of  the 
Government,  and  the  Safety  of  the  People,  for  which  Act, 
that' rebellious  Party  committed  him  to  Ely-house  in  |^I* 
hotn^  where  he  was  detained  a  long  time,  sequestred  hisEs- 
tate,  made  great  Spoil  and  Havock  thereof,  and  he  died 
leaving  Issue  Philip,  John,  Ralph, ,  Catharine  mar- 
ried to  Sir  John  Gore,  Kt.  and  Elizabeth  to  Ralph  Gore, 
Esq.  and  he  was  buried  in  the  Burying-: place  of  his  Ances- 
tors adjoyning  to  this  Parish  Church. 

Philip  was  his  Heir  and  succeeded,  he  married  one  of  the 
Daughters  of  Sir  John  Langham,  Kt.  one  of  the  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Hoilboni  by  whom  he  had  Issue  John,  Mary 
married  to  Sir  WiUiam  Gostwicke,  of  SBStfllugj^toni  in  the 
County  of  SSetufortr,  Kt.  and  Bar.  Elizabeth  to Cop- 
ley, Esq.  sometime  I^^puty  Governor  of  l^ulli  and  after- 
wards of  the  Province  of  iWatsIaiA  in  ^mmco^  and  Anne; 
he  was  made  one  of  the  Knights  of  the  Bath,  Anno  12  Car. 
II.  to  attend  the  Coronation  of  that  King,  a  Deputy  Lieu- 
tenant, and  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  this  County; 
he  died.  Anno  33  Car.  II.  and  was  buried  here  by  bis 
Ancestors. 

John  Boteler  was  his  only  Son,  knighted  10  Feb.  1676, 
28  Car.  II.  constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County  Anno  1680, 
32  Car.  II.  married  Elizabeth  one  of  the  Daughters  and 
Coheirs  of  Sir  Nicholas  Gould  of  the  City  of  lonboni  Kt« 
by  whom  he  had  Philip  and  Elizabeth,  died  Anno  Car.  II. 
and  was  buried  near  his  Father  at  SStatton  at  Sbtone ;  he 
constituted  by  his  Will  Sir  Richard  Spencer  of  <!MUS|  Bar. 
and  John  Boteler,  Esq.  Brother  to  his  Father  Sir  Philip 
Boteler,  Guardians  to  his  Son  Philip,  and  Elizabeth  his 
Daughter,  both  whom  are  now  living,  and  the  said  Philip  is 
the  present  Lord  of  these  Manners;  his  Armes are  Gules,  a 
Fess  counter-compony  Argent  and  Sable,  between  six  Crosse- 
lets  of  the  first ;  Crest  on  a  Wreath,  a  dexter  Arm  embowed 
in  Armour  Argent  garnished,  holding  a  Sword  proper ,  Hilt 
and  Pomel  Gold.      iUr*".    /iNvc  ^U  \rd/eK^. 

The  Mannor-house  of  SStoobj^dn^  the  ancient  Seat  of  this 
knightly  Family  consists  of  a  large  Pile  of  Brick,  with  a  fair 
Quadrangle  in  the  Middle  of  it,  seated  upon  a  dry  Hill  in 
a  pleasant  Park,  well  wooded  and  greatly  Timber'd,  where 
divers  christal  Springs  issue  out  of  the  Ground,  at  some  Dis- 
tance before  the  House,  which  run  on  the  South  Side  hereof 
to  the  iSeane :  They  do  greatly  adorn  the  Seat,  and  the 
Park,  and  the  Hills,  the  Timber  Trees,  and  these  Waters 
render  this  Place  so  very  pleasant  and  delicious  to  the  Eye, 
that  it  is  accounted  one  of  the  best  Seats  in  this  County.

time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  eight  Ponnds  a  Year.  Elmer  held 
four  Hides  of  this  Mannor  for  one  Manner,  the  Hnndred  witnessing  it; 
and  Xi€vtiitis  held  two  Hides  wanting  one  Virgate  for  one  Mannor :  He 
was  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Earl  HeroM,  and  might  sell  it.

William,  who  was  his  Heir,  succeeded,  but  he  being  under 
Age  at  the  Death  of  Isabel  his  Mother,  a  Court  was  held  in 
the  King's  Name,  Anno  7  Edw.  VI.  by  Reason  the  Heir 
was  then  in  Minority,  afterwards  this  William  Plompton 
held  a  Court  for  this  Mannor  in  his  own  Name,  and  enjoy'd 
the  Profits  hereof  till  he  sold  it  to 

Sir  Robert  Butler,  Kt.  who  held  it  during  the  Reign  of 
James  I.  and  dying  seiz'd  hereof,  it  descended  to 

Jane,  who  was  his  sole  Daughter  and  Heir,  and  married 
John  Behms,  Esq.  thev  held  a  Court  here  in  both  their 
Names.  This  Join  Belasis  was  the  second  Son  of  Thomas 
Viscount  ^attCOldbntoi  who  was  very  firm  and  loyal  to  his 
Prince,  in  the  time  of  tae  late  Rebellion;  and  when  a  great 
Army  was  raised  against  King  Charles  I.  by  a  prevailing 
Party  in  the  Parliament  which  began  Nov.  dd.  Anno  Ip 
Car.  1. 1640,  he  adhered  faithfully  to  him,  raised  a  com- 
pleat  Regiment  of  foot  Souldiers,  when  the  King  set  up  his 
Standard  at  XoUftlQ^atn:  fought  valiantly  in  the  Head  of 
them,  at  the  Battels  of  ISdUtoni  ISramfot^f^ffpimtBy  and 
shewed  great  Courage  in  the  Stormingof  39irStf|;  for  which 
Services  that  Kin?,  by  Letters  Patents  dated  the  !27th  of 
January,  20th  of  his  Keign,  advanced  him  to  the  Dignity, 
of  a  Baron  of  this  Realm  by  the  Title  of  Lord  Belasis  o( 
^SEtorladbgin  die  County  of  tuncolnt^  made  him  Lieutenant 
General  of  the  Counties  of  |^0t6»  Xottinoj^ami  tfncoint, 
and  Sethg/ Go vemour  of  the  City  of  |^0tR  and  the  Garri- 
son of  ^j^fauitfc  upon  Srtntf  and  Captain  General  of  his 
Majesty's  Guards.  Afterwards  King  Charles  11.  macle  him 
Captain  General  of  his  Forces  in  ^mca;  and  Govemour  of 
Tangier,  Lord-lieutenant  of  thei  East  Riding  in  Yotisj^ite, 
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Goternour  of  |^«n»  and  Captain  of  his  Guard  of  Gentie^  JS!!^'^ 
men  Pensioners;  bvit  be,  iscrupKng  the  Oath  injoyned  by  X^jJJl^ 
Act  of  Parliament  made  Anno  1672,  to  be  taken  by  all  such 
as  did  then  or  should  hereafter  bear  any  OiBce  under  his 
Majesty,  resigned  his  Goyemment  of  ^ngfer  to  the  Eari  of 
inlU&Uton,  his  Lieutenancy  of  the  Sllkst  XlflyinQ  in  iTotb- 
%^inf  and  Goyemment  of  f^uH  to  the  Duke  of  iMonmOtttlb ; 
his  Captainship  of  the  Pensioners  to  his  Nephew,  JTtamas 
Viscount  JpattCOnhrfil^t^and  a  Regiment  of  Foot  (raised  du- 
ring the  late  Wars  with  the  Dutch)  to  the  Earl  of  Nottjft- 
ampton ;  He  had  Issue  by  her  Henry,  made  Knight  of  the 
Bath  at  the  Coron^ilionof  Kiag  Charles  II.  and  Jfary  mar- 
ried to  Robert  Viscount  StUdmt  in  JbCOtlanb;  but  wanting 
Money  to  defray  the  Charge  of  his  Army,  and  to  supply  his 
Majesty's  Occasions  in  the  time  of  his  Exigence,  sold  this,

Sir  John  Gore,  who  was  knighted  at  YoAf  1640,  and 
married  Catharine  the  eldest  Daughter  of  Sir  John  Butler 
of  tSRatlm  SKoobJM  '^^  this  County,  Kt.  of  the  Bath,  by 
whom  he  had  Issue /oAn,  Ralph,  Charlee,  Anne.  Catharine, 
and  Jane;  He  was  constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County,  An. 
6  Car.  II.  seryed  as  a  Burgess  in  the  Parliament  held  An. 
1671,  23  of  the  same  King,  for  the  Borough  of  |^ettfodi; 
his  Arms  were  Gules,  a  Fesse  between  three  Cross  Cross- 
lets  Jitched  Or;  and  sold  this  Manner  and  {JTempk  (Sl^flsfo, 
Anno  4  Jac,  II.  to 

Sir  Thomas  Rolt,  who  had  been  President  for  the  East 
India  Company  at  Jbttnot^  was  knighted  ait  3BQlftt|Kdl  on 
the  first  of  Oci&her,  in  the  Year  1682,  was  constituted 
Sheriff  for  this  County,  Anno  1696,  and  married  Mary 
by  whom  he  had  Issue  Edward  amd  Constantia.

T^HIS  Vill  lyes  in  a  Bottom  about  a  Mile  and  a  Half  dis- 
tant from  SbHCOnib  to  the  North,  and  the  Name  may  be  de- 
rived from  the  Vale,  where  a  g^at  Part  of  the  Houses  are 
'  shrouded  under  the  Hill,  on  both  Sides,  from  whence  it  may 
be  called  iWuitllaiUt  a  safe  Vale;  for  Mund  in  the  Saxon 
Language,  signifies  a  safe  Place,  and  Dane,  a  Valley :  in  the 
time  of  William  the  Conquerour  it  belonged  to  Walter 
Flandrensis,  who  assumed  this  for  his  Simame,  in  Regard 
he  came  from  jKlaxdltt$f  and  was  an  Assistant  in  the  Con- 
quest of  this  iungdom,  to  whom  he  gave  this  Manner  among 
others,  for  his  good  Service  in  that  Expedition,  as  appears 
by  Domesdei  Book,  where  'tis  recorded  under  the  Title  of 
Terra  Walteri  Flandrensis.

Walter  Flandrennt  held  illttlllMniC  it  was  rated  for  five  Hides  and  one 
VIrgate.  The  arable  is  eight  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  three  Hides  and  an 
half,  and  there  is  one  Camcate,  and  now  two  others  may  be  made,  there 
are  twelve  Villains  and  a  Parson,  and  two  Bordars  having  five  Canicates ; 
there  are  two  Servants,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill, 
Wood  to  feed  two  hundred  Hogs.  In  tbe  whole  Valne  it  hi  worth  sis 
Pounds  by  the  Year,  when  he  received  it  seven  Pounds  by  the  Year,  in 
the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  eight  Pounds  a  Year :  Le- 
wine,  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Earl  Herald  held  this  Mannor  and 
might  sell  it.

Reginald  de  Orey  Lord  of  SBflton  upon  SSag  in  |^m- 
finrteytoi  who  was  summon'd  to  several  Parliamentsrnrom 
17  to  34  Edw.  III.  inclusive,  and  died  upon  Tuesday  in 
Whiison-week,  44  Edward  III.  seized  of  these  Manners 
among  divers  others,  leaving 

Henry  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  did  his  Homage,  had  Livery 
of  his  Lands,  and  50  Edw.  III.  was  summoned  to  Parlia- 
ment, by  the  Name  of  Henry  de  Grey  de  Shirland,  Chev* 
alier,  and  dyed  on  the  Saturday  before  the  Feast  of  Saint 
Oeorge,  Anno  19  JS.  II.  and  it  continued,  as  I  shall  shew  in 
the  next  Manner,  in  the  same  Name,  until  the  time  of 
Henry  VII.  when 

Sir  William  Say  purchased  both  the  Manner  of  littb  and 
CEfttat  iVIttnllfanei  with  the  Advowsons  of  both  Churches ; 
he  had  Issue  two  Daughters,  Elizabeth  married  to  William 
Lord  Maunijay^  and  Mary  to  Henry  Earl  of  Ja%%tXi  from 
him  this  Manner  passed,  as  the  Mannor  of  iSenfngton  did, 
until  it  came  to 

Michael  Woodcock,  Esq.  who  held  Court  Leet  and  Baron 
here.  Anno  21  Elizabeth.  He,  by  Deed  dated  the  4th  Dav 
of  February  following,  in  Consideration  of  Marriage  with 
Dorothy  Jroodhal,  covenanted  with  WUliam  Woodhtd  her 
Father,  to  stand  seized  of  the  Scite  of  the  Mannor  of  Kttlt 
.IttttHbaiUN  and  all  the  Appurtenances  to  the  Use  of  himself 
and  his  Wife  for  their  Lives,  and  after  their  Decease,  to  the 
Use  of  Michael  Woodcock,  eldest  Son  of  the  said  Michael, 
and  the  Heirs  Males  of  his  Body,  and  in  Default  of  such 
Issue,  to  the  Use  of  John  Woodcock,  second  Son  of  Michael 
the  Father,  and  the  Heirs  Males  of  the  Body  of  the  said 
John,  and  in  Default  of  such  Issue,  the  Remainder  to  the 
Use  of  the  Heirs  Males  of  the  Body  of  Michael  Woodcock 
the  Father,  and  in  Default  of  such  Issue,  to  the  right

Dame  Anne,  Wife  of  Sir  Charles  and  Daughter  of  Sir  Pe- 
ter Vanlore,  conveyed  this  Mannor  to  the  Use  of  Sir  Charles 
Casar,  and  Anne  his  Wife,  for  the  life  of  the  said  Anne, 
and  after  her  Decease,  if  she  should  leave  Issue  of  her  Body, 
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ffMuf.  9f  or  any  Issae  of  such  Igsue  then  living  at  her  Deaths  then  to 
UrattilMtfr  g^j  Charles  Casar  for  his  Life,  and  after  his  and  her  De- 
cease,  to  the  Use  of  the  first  Tssue  male,  and  in  Default  of 
such  Issue  to  the  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and 
seventh  Issue  males  of  the  Bodm  of  Sir  Charles  mid  Anns 
to  be  begotten,  and  to  the  Heirs  of  their  several  Bodies,  with 
divers  Remainders  over  in  Tail.

The  Fine  upon  the  Admission  of  a  Tenant  to  any  Copy- 
hold  Land,  is  certain  by  the  Custom  of  this  Mannor,  and 
no  more  than  the  Value  of  one  Year's  Quit-rent. 

The  Lord  may  not  by  the  Custom,  plough  or  break  up  two 
Acres  of  Land  lying  near  the  Church,  because  it  was  an- 
ciently granted  for  the  Recreation  of  the  Youth  of  the  Pa- 
rish, after  Evening  Service  on  every  Lord's  Day.

The  same  Walter  held  in  the  same  Berewich  nine  Acres,  it  is  worth, 
and  always  was  worth,  twelve  Pence  a  Year;  Lewine  held  it,  and  might 
sell  it. 

Henry  de  Grey,  Kt.  Lord  of  SKfltOlt  aforementioned,  was 
alpo  Lord  of  this  Mannor,  and  being  enraged  in  the  King's 
Service  in  the  Wars  of  ^BSCmtg  from  ^e  Feast  of  St.  Pe- 
ter ad  Vincula,  Anno  17  Edw.  II.  until  the  Feast  of  St. 
Mary  Magdalen,  then  next  following,  he  enfeoffed  John 
Caldecoi  Kector  of  §bttbtneligt  of  this  Mannor,  within  which 
time  his  Father  dyed  on  the  Feast  of  Simon  and  Jude,  so

joyed this  Manner  until  the  12th  Year  of  H.  VII.  in  which 
Year,  a  Recognizance  was  enter'd  upon  the  Court  Roll  of 
this  Manner,  made  by  John  Gf^J/f  Kt.  and  Lord  of  SSttltptti 
and  one  Matthew  Longford  of  'tLOldKOfly  Gent,  to  Richard 
Hilly  and  John  Shaw,  Citizen  and  Alderman  of  'Eonboily  in 
1000  Marks,  conditioned  for  the  Performance  of  Covenants, 
compriz'din  Indentures  for  the  Sale  of  33anon-{^nin  ZssnCy 
and  this  Mannor  of  Iflbttts;  and  the  Precept  and  the  Con- 
cord for  the  Fine  was  enter'd  also  in  the  Book,  wherein 
John  Lord  Chrey  of  SStfltOlU  Edmond  Grey  his  Son  and 
Heir  apparent,  and  Florence  his  Wife,  past  it  unto  John 
Breton,  Clerk,  Thomas  Marrow,  Leonard  Hide,  and  Tho- 
mas Ingram;  and  the  Fine  pro  licentia  concordandi  was 
twenty  Shillings ;  he  was  afterwards  knighted,  then  Edward 
Grey  of  iBUa^Iep  in  the  County  of  iSttOto,  Esq.  gave  a  Re- 
lease, dated  February  17  Anno  12  Hen.  VII.  by  the  Name 
of  Edward  Grey,  Esq.  Cozen  of  Sir  John  Grey  Lord  Grey 
of  SStilton  upon  ISSi'Qtf  viz.  Brother  of  Sir  Reginald  Grey, 
Kt.  deceased.  Father  of  the  aforesaid  John  now  living,  and 
he  confirmed  their  Estate  in  1,sbttCB  by  it,  and  the  l2th  of 
June  following,  the  Deed  was  inroU^  in  Chancery;  this 
Richard  HiU  married  Elizabeth  Hill,  who  survived  hmi,  and 
held  this  Mannor  as  Part  of  her  Jointure,  and  joyned  with 
John  Gawson,  one  of  the  six  Clerks  in  Chancery,  to  pass 
this  Mannor  to 

Edward  H}ll,  Gentleman,  and  Ralph  Lathom,  Citizen 
and  Goldsmith  of  HonbOll)  and  she  passed  the  Reversion  af- 
ter her  Death,  by  Deed  dated  17  H.  VII.  and  inroUed  to 
them,  the  said  Edward  and  Ralph,  on  the  6th  of  October 
in  the  same  Year.  Robert  HiU,  Citizen  and  Fishmonger 
of  'Eoitlyont  Merchant  of  the  Staple  at  (BditZf  Son  and  ^ir 
of  Sir  Thomas  Hill,  Kt.  and  Alderman,  and  Mayor  of 'Xoit* 
boit)  and  of  Dame  Elizabeth  his  Wife,  Sister  and  Heir  unto 
WUliam  Hill  and  Richard  Hill  of  Hontttm,  Gent,  by  Inden- 
ture, sold  this  Mannor  and  several  others,  in  the  Counties 
of  Zssex  and  f^untfu^on  unto  the  said 

Ralph  Lathom,  Citizen  and  Goldsmith  of  Hotitlont  which 
Deed  was  also  in  the  same  Month  inroUed  jin  Chancery, 
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and.  EdvMrd  HiU,  Birother  of  the  said  Robert  Hill,  having  an     ^«»<-  ^f 
Annuity  of  eight  Marks  granted  to  him  out  of  this  Man-  'f^fSSSJ!? 
nor  by  the  Feoffees  of  his  Father,  did  also  alien  the  same 
unto  the  said  Ralph  Lathom,  and  then  by  another  Deed 
dated  24th  o{  January,  20  H.  VII.  remised  and  released 
their  Right  to  Laihom^s  Feoffees,  in  and  to  the  Manners  of

Oeorgt  Rxig%r,  and  Roger  Holland,  Esquires;  and  21  Hen, 
VII.  levyed  a  Fine  of  the  said  Mannors,  to  Christopher 
Ursewicte,  Sir  Thomas  Frowick,  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's 
Bench,  and  others,  who,  by  Deed  dated  the  29th  of  May, 
acknowledged  lAttTB  to  be  to  the  Use  of  the  said  Ralph 
Lathom;  and  Trusts  being  common  in  those  Days,  Ralph 
Lathom,  9  H.  VIII.  granted  his  Manner  of  ILgburn  to  Cut- 
hert  Tonstal,  Clerk,  and  others;  and  he  granted  this  Man- 
ner, 5  and  6  P.  and  M.  to  the  Use  of  his  last  Will  and  Tes- 
tament, and  on  the  12th  of  Eliz.  demised  unto  Edmund 
Andrews,  Gent,  and  William  Green,  Yeoman,  who  kept 
several  Courts  and  granted  out  several  Estates,  and  in 
17  Eliz.  it  came  to 

Thomas  and  William,  two  Sons  of  Thomas  Lathom.  In 
19  Eliz.  Robert  Lathom ,  of  (STj^iDimls*  in  the  County  of 
Cambrfiygti  and  Dorothy  his  Wife,  and  William  Lathom 
of  ^ttt&  <9C&inbOn  in  <Bssex,  by  Fine  and  Recovery  passed 
this  Manner  to 

Edmund  Andrews  otIjsnaSimf  Fishmonger,  and  George 
Herd,  who  by  their  Deed,  declared  the  Use  to 

William  Lathom,  and  his  Heirs,  who  aliened  it,  on  the 
20th  of  March,  20  Eliz.  to 

Richard  Brockman  of  St.  Bartholomew  in  SSUst  Sbntitjft- 
fitlDly  Gent,  who  by  his  Deed  dated  24th  of  June,  22  Eliz. 
sold  it  unto 

Rowland  Berisford  of  'SohbOlly  Gent,  who  was  a  Grocer 
there;  and  on  the  5th  of  December,  Anno  1608,  he  con- 
veyed it  to 

Robert  Spence,  Citizen  and  Fishmonger  of  'S.onlyon;  who 
was  Master  of  the  Levant  Company  of  Merchants,  and  he 
devised  it  bv  his  Will,  dated  1616,  to  Audry  his  Wife,  for 
the  Term  of  her  Life,  leaving  Issue  Robert  Spence,  Esq.  his 
only  Son  and  Heir. 

Audry  Spence  enjoyed  this  Manner  until  the  Year  1635, 
when  she  died,  then  it  came  to 

Robert  Spence,  who  dwelt  at  Nslanll  in  iSaltOmb^  in  the 
County  of  ^USSeXy  was  in  Commission  of  the  Peace  for  that 
County  for  many  Years,  a  Collonel  in  the  Militia  for  the 
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Hwtd.  ^f    same  County,  and  had  Issue  WUUam  and  John ;  and  by  Deed 
^f^J^!^  dated  Anno  1647,  on  the  Marriage  of 

William  his  Son  and  Heir  apparent  settled  this  Mannor 
on  him  and  the  Heirs  males  of  his  Body,  to  be  begotten  on 
the  Body  of  Mary  Daoghter  of  Samuel  Sharif  a  mncher  of 
Gray*8  Inn,  and  for  Default  of  snch  Issue,  on  the  Heirs 
male  of  the  said  William,  the  Remainder  to  the  right  Heirs 
of  him,  the  said  Robert  Spence.  This  WUUam  Spence  was 
an  Utter-barister  of  Lincoln*$  Inn,  a  learned  Man  in  the 
Laws  of  this  Realm,  and  a  great  Lover  of  Antiquity;  he 
was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Sb^XiSiXf  and 
Anno  —  Charles  II.  Sheriff  of  the  same  Uounty,  Imt  dying 
without  Issue,  this  Mannor  and  all  his  other  Lands  came  to 
John  Spence  of  SbOttti  iltBlUng  in  the  same  County,  Esq. 
being  his  sole  Brother  and  Heir;  he  was  also  an  Utter-ba- 
rister of  LincoUe  Inn,  well  learned  in  the  Law,  and  durine 
the  life-time  of  his  Brother  WUliam  was  constituted  High 
Sheriff  for  the  same  County,  Anno  —  Charles  II.  from 
whom  it  descended  to  John  Spence,  Esq.  his  Son  and  Heir, 
the  present  Lord  thereof. 

HIS  Rectory  in  Anno  i6  henry  VIII.  was  rated  in  the  Ring'i  Booki 
at  the  yearly  Vahie  of  151.  per  Anman^  and  the  Lords  of  this  Mannor  are 
Patrons  hereof.

45  years.

for  as  Dane  signifies  in  the  Saxon  Language  a  Valley,  as  I 
have  shewed  in  the  last  Parish,  so  Don  signifies  a  Hill, 
which  agrees  with  the  Soitimtion  of  this  Church :  And  IR/- 
Uam  the  Conqueror  gare  this  Manner  to  Earl  ilfait,  for  his 
good  Serrices,  who  possest  it  at  the  time  of  making  that 
general  Survey,  where  'tis  recorded  under  the  Title  of 
Terra  Ahmi  Comitis.

Earl  Aim  held  gtMBim  In  IMMlstet  Handrsd,  it  was  rated  for 
seven  Hides  and  half  a  Virgate,  in  the  tune  of  Khig  JSdiMrd  (the  Con- 
fessor.^  The  arable  is  fourteen  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  foor  Hides  and 
one  Virgate;  and  there  are  foar  Camcates,  sixteen  Villains,  with  six 
Bordan,  havfais  ten  Camcates;  there  is  one  Cottager,  and  two  Servants, 
and  one  Mill  of  ten  Shillings  Reot^  Wood  to  feed  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Hogs,  and  Roger  de  Mueetgroe  took  away  from  this  Manner  another 
Wood  (where  two  hundred  Hogs  were  fed)  after  Earl  Ralph  had  forfeit- 
ed it,  as  the  whole  Shfare  can  witness.  In  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth 
sixteen  Pounds  by  the  Year,  when  he  received  it  twelve  Pounds,  in  the 
time  of  King  £duMtrdf  sixteen  Pounds.    Fair  Eddeva  held  this  Manner. 

I  have  given  an  Account  of  this  great  Earl  in  the  Parish 
of  (Sj^Cftj^ltnl)  to  which  I  refer  the  I&ader;  for  this  Manner 
was  Parcel  of  the  Possessions  of  the  Earldom  of  ?GUdftnumb, 
and  continually  passed  with  that  Honour  till  it  came  to 
ConatancBy  the  Daughter  and  sole  Heir  of  Conan  Alan. 
She  married  Jwgry,  the  fourth  Son  of  Hmry  II.  King  of 
<Sllgbcnb.  And  after  the  King  had  retained  this  Earldom

Gerrard  de  Fumival,  from  whom  this  Vill  borrowed  the 
Adjunct  of  Fumival,  which  is  annexed  to  its  Name;  he 
was  a  younger  Son  of  Funtival  of  SUilSirfRry  was  at  the 
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Hwd.  0/    Siege  of  9Um  in  the  f^B  laiib,  with  King  Richard  I. 

^^^^^U^  and  at  his  return  he  married,  and  had  lasae 

Gerrardt  who  married  Maud^  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of 
William  de  Luvetot,  a  great  Baron  in  jCottdtdbamSJ^toy 
and  Kiog  John  did  accept  his  Homaee  for  that  Barony  for 
400  Marks.  The  King  employ'd  hmi  as  Commissioner 
with  John  de  Laci,  Constable  of  (S'itSitXf  and  Jeeffry  de 
NeviU,  Lord-chamberlain,  to  treat  with  Robert  de  Kooe^ 
and  some  others  of  the  Barons,  to  reduce  them  to  Obedience, 
and  he  was  very  fidthful  to  the  King  in  the  time  of  all  his 
Troubles  which  the  Barons  gave  him,  for  which  Cause  the 
'  King  commanded  himilnno  18th  of  his  Beign,  to  reside  at 
his  Castle  of  2SoIl90bn  in  the  County  of  Sntg,  to  keep 
the  Peace  in  those  Parts  of  the  Kingdom:  Afterwards  he 
died  at  ^Smtsalmif  Anno  3  H.  III.  whereupon  this  Lordship 
of  Jttanbotl)  by  the  King's  Appointment  was  asngned  to 
The  lady  Nichola  de  Haya,  for  her  better  Support  in 

!^ii.1?fof598.  the  Custody  of  the  Castle  of  IflUOllL  which  she  then  held 
for  the  King.  She  was  an  eminent  Lsdy»  who  stoutly  ad- 
hered to  King  John  in  the  time  of  the  Troubles  which  he 
had  with  his  Barons,  to  whom  he  granted  Anno  17th  of  his 
Reig^,  all  the  Lands  which  WtUiamde  HuntingfeUd  had  in 
the  County  of  Kmoln  and  Town  of  TS^yHmXQ  m  the  same 
County,  to  hold  during  the  Bong's  Pleasure,  and  made  her 
Governess  of  JPramton  Castle;  and  in  the  18th  Year  of  King 
John  she  had  the  Custody  of  the  County  of 'Xfncoln ;  which 
Office  she  also  held  1  JET.  III.  and  obtained  a  Confirmation 

j^.^  of  all  the  Lands  which  William  de  HuntingfeUd  had  there. 

She  married  Gerrard  de  Camvill,  by  whom  she  had  Issue 
Richard^  and  procured  Livery  to  be  made  to  her  and  her 
Son  of  the  Manners  of  (ZTj^nUton  and  If^nuttirugEy  of  which 
they  had  been  dispossest  by  Hubert  de  Burgh,  Justice  of 
Snnanb;  and  was  again  constituted  Sheriffess  of  the  County 
of  »n(Oln  Anno  2  H.  III.  and  Governess  of  the  City  and 
Castle  of  Kncoltly  having  this  Manner  assigned  to  her  again 
for  her  Support,  being  then  in  the  King's  Hands.

Edward  Arri$  granted  the  Manner,  Royalties,  and  Pro- 
fits of  Courts  to 

Thomas  Arris  his  eldest  Son,  Doctor  in  Physick,  who 
died  seized  hereof,  leaving 

Edward  Arris  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  sold  it  to 

Robert  Hadgely^  who  is  the  present  Possessor  hereof. 

The  Priory  ofROHEINY,  alias  ROWENEA. 

Con  AN  Dnke  of  38dttaim^Earl  of  laidbmoiOl,  and  Lord 
of  the  Manner  of  UShMt  imttsdNm,  aboat  Anno  10  ir.II.  M^vif 
1164,  founded  this  Priory  of  Nuns,  and  dedicated  it  to  the 
Honor  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  ordering  that  they  should 
live  regularly,  according  to  the  Order  of  St.  Benedict, 
and  gave  Lands  and  Tenements  to  support  the  House  and 
maintain  the  Religious  there.  The  Prioress  and  Nuns, 
and  their  Successors,  held  and  enjoy'd  the  same  until  Jnito 
96  if  .YI.  when  they,  through  Negligence  and  Carelessness, 
suffered  die  Church  to  fall,  the  House  to  decay,  the  Reve- 
nue thereof  to  be  wasted,  that  there  was  not  sufficient  Means 
left  to  rebuild  the  Church,  to  repair  the  House,  to  maintain 
the  Religious  according  to  the  Foundation  thereof,  and  to 
defray  all  the  Charges  incumbent  upon  them,  left  the  House 
desolate.  Agnes  iSslby,  the  Prioress,  and  the  Nuns,  con- 
sidering that  John  Fray,  then  Lord  of  the  Manner  of  ^tat 
/nanboilf  was  the  true  Patron  thereof,  who  had  a  sincere 
Devotion,  and  pious  Intent  to  convert  all  the  Rents  and 
yearly  Profits  thereof  in  some  better  Manner  to  pious  Uses 
for  the  Souls  of  the  Founders  of  the  said  Priory,  by  their 
unanimous  Assent  and  Consent,  did  surrender  the  Church 
and  Priory,  together  with  all  the  Manners,  Lands,  Tene- 
ments, Meadows,  Feedings,  Pastures  and  Woods,  Rents, 
Reversions,  and  Services,  and  all  the  Rights,  Profits,  and 
Emoluments  belonging  to  it :  To  have  and  to  hold  the  same, 
to  John  Fray^  his  Heirs  and  Assigns  for  ever. 

This  John  Fray  was  constituted  second  Baron  of  the   sFeb/dria. 
Court  of  Exchequer,  by  Patent  dated  Anno  13  H.  VI.  and    hJ}-  »  ^eb. 
the  Year  following  made  Chief  Baron  thereof:  Moreover,    or^.jM 
King  H.  VI.  by  his  Charter  dated  at  »B(StminSter»  granted   Mo^AngL 
to  him,  that  he  might  found  and  establish  a  Chantry  of  one   ^^k^olm. 
Priest,  to  the  Honour  of  God  and  the  Virgin  Mary,  the 
Mother  'of  Christ,  and  St.  John  Baptist  the  Forerunner  of 
our  Saviour,  at  the  high  Altar  in  the  said  Church,  for  the 
good  Estate  of  the  King,  Queen  Marharet,  Prince  Edward,

for  the  Souls  of  the  Donors  of  the  said  Lands,  Tenements, 
and  Possessions  above  specified;  and  of  all  the  Faithful  de- 
ceased every  Day,  unless  reasonable  Cause  did  interveen,  r 
to  be  for  ever  celebrated  according  to  his  Order;  and  when 
it  shall  be  so  founded,  it  shall  be  for  ever  called  The  Chan- 
try of  St.  John  BaptUt  of  IftotDntg,  and  shall  have  per- 
petual Succession;  and  that  the  said /oAn  Fray,  may  grant 
to  the  Chaplain  of  that  Chantry,  all  the  Houses,  Mansions, 
Buildings,  Lands,  Tenements,  and  Possessions  whatsoever, 
with  all  die  Appurtenances  belonging  lately  to  the  said 
Church  or  Priory. 

When  this  Priory  was  founded,  it  was  valued  at  ten 
Marks  by  the  Year;  upon  the  Surrender  of  this  Chantry, 
Anno  26  H.  VIII.  it  was  valued  at  18/.  10«.  9d.  per  Ann. 
And  the  King  granted  it  to  Henry  Barl  of  Sssex^  from 
whom  it  passed,  with  the  Manner  of  SSmdlgtOny  till  it  re- 
tum'd  to  the  Crovm  again. 

In  the  time  of  King  Charles  h  it  came  to  the  Possession 
of  one  Birchinghead,  who  settled  it  upon  his  Wife  for  her 
life;  and  she  surviving  him,  enjoy'd  the  same.  After  her 
Decease,  it  descended  to 

I^omas  Birchinghead  their  Son/ who  sold  it  to  Sir  Tho- 
mas  Jennor^  Kt.  one  of  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer ,  who 
settled  it  on  Fronde  Brown,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  Esq. 
upon  his  Marriage  of  Ann  his  eldest  Daughter,  as  Part  of 
her  Portion,  who  is  the  present  Possessor  hereof.

And  in  that  great  Assembly,  AsHU  a  Monk  of  the  Monas-« 
tnr  of  (ScOBbrMt  in  the  Name  of  hu  Abbot  Siward,  and  ,the 
Monks  tl^re,  made  grievona  Comidaints  of  very  many  Losses 
and  Injuries  lately  brought  on  their  Monastry  by  the  neigh- 
bouring DaneSf  and  other  deceitfal  Enemies:  And  in  Jne* 
paration  thereof.  King  Beriulfe  not  only  granted  very  large 
Mannors,  bnt  aho  conferred  on  the  same  Monastry,  most 
splendid  Liberties,  as  ma?  be  seen  in  Us  Charter,  which 
soortly  after,  vas  solemnly  confiimed  in  a  Parliament  or 
Conncil  held  at  SiRSAmnL 

This  Seat  might  in  all  Probafcility  eontioDein  the  Ciown,  Dtmnd  lAb 
nntil  it  came  to  Aimer  de  BeBnian,  who  was  a  Saxm»  and  *^^^^'^  ^ 
the  Possessor  hereof,  in  the  time  of  King  jEtffsorif  (the  Coi^ 
fessor)  frcmi  whence  he  might  receive  h»  Name.

Peter  de  VaUmgiee  held  Velintottf ;  it  was  rated  for  ten  Hides,  the  ar- 
rable  Land  is  eleren  Canieates(or  ploagh  Lands,)  in  Demeasne  she  Hides 
and  an  half,  and  there  are  three  Camcates,  and  now  two  more  might  be 
made;  there  are  sixteen  Villains,  with  a  Presbyter  (Priest)  and  seven- 
teen Bordars  having  eight  Caracates;  there  was  one  Cottacer  and  ^^e 
Servants,  Wood  to  feed  an  hundred  Hogs,  a  Parit  of  Deer.  In  the  whole 
Valae,  it  is  worth  twelve  Pounds  by  the  Year,  when  he  received  it,  six 
Pounds  by  tiie  Year,  in  the  time  of  Kin^  £daMrd  (the  Confessor)  four* 
teen  Poonds.

Lord 
Parre  of  IBUntlBl.  But  the  Earl  adventuring  to  ride  a 
younff  unruly  Horse  at  his  Manner  of  SDaSE^  Anno  31  Hen. 
VlII.  was  overthrown,  and  by  the  Fall  broke  his  Neck. 

Anno  as  H,  VIII.  Crast.  Animarum,  this  Sir  William 
Parre,  Lord  Parre  of  IGtenlNlIt  levyed  a  Fine  of  the  said

In  34  Henry  VIII.  the  Children  of  this  Lady  Anne  were 
bastardized  by  Act  of  Parliunent;  yet  notwithstanding 
Anno  35  H.  VIII.  this  Sir  WiUiam  Parre,  then  Knight  of 
the  Garter,  was  created  Earl  of  SsMXy  by  Letters  Patents, 
and  the  King  g^ranted  to  him  the  SMne  ^lace  and  Voice  in 
Parliament  as  Henry  BourchAer  Eari  of  <SsstX  had.  And  in 
38  Hen.  VIII.  was  one  of  those,  whom  the  King  then  lying 
on  his  Death-bed  associated  to  his  Executors,  for  their  As- 
siatance  in  Matters  of  Consequence.  He  was  advanced  to 
^  Title  of  Marquis  of  Ifottgaiiq^ton,  1  EdwardW.  and 
waa  constituted  Lord  Groat  Chamberlain  of  CBngbntt,  in 
the  fourth  Year  of  Edward  VI.  in  the  Place  of  John  Earl 
of  SRM»icfc^  who  surrendred  that  Office. 
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He  married  EHsuibeih  Daaghter  to  Gtorg^  Lord  Cabham^    ^^"^^  ^ 
Anno  5  Edw.  VI.  and  obtained  a  special  Act  of  Parliament,  ^aJ>«to8tet 
for  the  ditanniilling  his  Marriage  with  the  Lady  Anne  Bour-    ^^^"^^'''^^ 
chier.  Daughter  to  Henry  Earl  of  SsttX,  and  also  for  rati- 
fring  this  Marriage  with  EHxateih,  and  legitimating  the 
Children  which  he  should  hare  l>y  her. 

Bat  upon  the  Death  of  King  Edw.  VI.  and  proclaiming 
the  Lad  J  Jans  Chrey,  he  accompanied  the  Duke  of  ^^ottj^" 
ItmherlanDr  at  his  going  ont  of  'X^bon  with  Hone  and  Foot, 
for  the  suppressing  of  those,  which  were  raised  in  §bttffbft| 
on  the  Behalf  of  Queen  Mary,  for  which  he  was  committed 
to  the  To#er  of  limtum  on  the  26th  of  Jtdy,  arraigned  be- 
fore the  Duke  of  jgotfbftt  then  High  Steward,  in  the  Month 
of  August  following,  and  had  Judgment  of  Death  passed 
upon  him;  But  his  Execution  was  stayed,  and  before  the 
End  of  that  Year,  he  was  restored  in  Blood  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament, but  not  to  his  Honour  or  Estate,  and  the  Queen 
reserved  this  Manner  of  38tnftl{ton»  and  divers  others  of  his 
Manners  to  herself.

But  after  the  Expiration  of  this  Term  of  Years,  this  Man- 
ner remained  in  the  Crown,  and  Queen  Elizabeth,  consider- 
ing that  this  late  Marquis,  had  been  deprived  of  his  Titles 
thro^h  the  Potency  of  his  Adversaries;  she,  by  her  Let- 
ters Patents  dated  in  the  Tower  of 'Sonllan,  on  the  13th  of 
January,  1  Regni  sui,  advanced  him  affain  to  the  Dignity  of  /w.  1  eiu. 
Marquis  of  .^tortj^omptOlli  and  made  nim  one  oi  the  Lords 
of  her  Privy  Council.

Queen  Elizabeth^  by  her  Letters  Patents,  dated  the  10th 
of  November,  in  the  12th  Year  of  her  Reiffn,  granted  to 
Walter  Viscount  f^etefotk  the  Reversion  of  this  Manner  to 
hold  in  Soccage»  reserving  the  yearly  Rent  of  44/.  4s.  2d, 
ob.  And  upon  that  Rebellion  of  die  Earls  of  ^^tottlutlAer- 
Ian)y,  and  SStStmonlaiUr  in  the  same  Year,  made  him  Field 
Marshal  of  those  Forces,  then  sent  ag^nst  them. 

The  Lady  Anne  Bourchier  Aiei  on  the  26th  Day  of  Jan. 
in  the  13th  Year  of  Queen  Eliz.  and  Robert  Savile,  John 
^  Massingberd,  and  Dorothy  his  Wife,  Maraaret  Tharold, 
Widow,  Mary  Hall,  Thomas  Horseman,  and  William  Clop- 
ton,  Esq.  the  Heirs  of  Sir  William  Say,  levyed  a  Fine  in 

Fm.  i3Eiii.  October  HUlarii,  in  the  18th  of  the  Queen,  of  this  Manner 
to  the  Use  of  Walter  Viscount  f^mfolb,  who,  by  Reason 
of  his  Descent  from  Cicely,  the  Sister  and  Heir  to  Henry 

PM.  u  EUs.  Bourchier  Earl  of  CBSSCX,  4th  of  May,  14  Eliz.  was  created 
Earl  of  dsstX,  and  was  one  of  the  Peers,  that  sat  upon  the 
Tryal  of  the  Duke  of  Notfoft,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord 
1572;  Anno  15  Eliz.  he  married  Lettice^  Daughter  to  Sir 
Francis  Knolls,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  by  whom  he  had 

j^^^^  ^^      Issue  two  Sons,  Robert  and  Walter,  and  two  Daughters, 

r9L  M.  178.  Penelope  first  married  to  Robert  Lord  Rich,  and  afterwards 
to  Charles  Blunt,  Earl  of  Sebon,  and  Dorothy  first  mar- 
ried to  Sir  Thomas  Perrot,  Kt.  and  afterwards  to  Henry 
Earl  of  Xortfttlinbetlanb;  He  devised  this  Manner  of  iSe* 
nfngton  by  his  Will  dated  18  Eliz.  1576,  to  Lettice  his  Wife 
for  the  'term  of  her  life,  and  died  of  a  Flux,  22d  of  Sept.

this  Sir  Christopher  Blount  and  Lady  Lettice  his  Wife,  and 
her  Son  Robert  Earl  of  JEfWX,  and  others,  conveyed  this 
Manner  to  Thomas  Crompton,  Esq.  and  to  his  Heirs ;  which 
Thomas,  on  the  first  of  July,  37  Eliz.  held  Court  Leet  and 
Baron  here ;  but  soon  after,  he  settled  it  upon  Mary  his 
Ibid.

to  Sir  Charles  Adelmare  alias  Uasar ;  29th  of  April,  in  the 
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same  Year  held  a  Court  here;  and  aoon  after,  Sir  Charhs  HftMd,  qf 
settled  tiie  same  on  Dame  AnM  his  Wife,  the  Daughter  of  ^^J^jj^ 
Sir  Peter  Ywdore^  Kt.  and  on  Thursday,  4th  of  April,  An. 
14  Jac.  another  Court  was  held  here,  in  both  their  Names ; 
he  was  made  one  of  the  UDasters  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
on  the  30th  of  September^  1619,  and  Master  of  the  Bolls  on 
the  18th  of  March^  1638,  which  Office  he  held  about  four 
Years;  and*  upon  the  Decease  of  Anne  his  Wife,  he  mar* 
ried  Jtme  One  of  the  Daughters  of  Sir  Robert  Bariham,  Kt, 
one  of  the  Aldermen  and  Lord  Mayor  of  the  City  of  JUm» 
ttm ;  by  whom  he  had  Issue  JhUiu^  Henry,  Charhs,  Ed- 
ward, Ukarles,  and  Hugh,  but  Sir  Charles  dyed  of  the 
small  Pox  at  38gw(natOn,  on  the  6th  of  December,  in  the 
Year  of  our  Lord  1^8,  and  JuKue  his  Son  dyed  Dec.  11th 
following,  and  they  were  buried  together  in  this  Chancel. 

Henry  succeeded,  ai^d  being  within  Age  at  the  Death  of 
his  Fattier,  his  Wardship  was  granted  to  Jane  his  Mother: 
He  q)ent  some  time  in  the  Study  of  Logick  and  Philosophy 
in  Jeeus  CoUedge  in  (EatnfofbgE)  thence  was  removed  to  the 
Iwur  Temple,  and  shortly  after  married  EUxabeth  the  sole 
Dauffht^  and  Hehr  (jf  Robert  Angel  of 'SonlKOnt  Merchant, 
by  whom  he  had  Issue  Julius^  who  dyed  in  his  Infancy, 
Charles,  and  Jane  afterwards  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Pope 
Blunt  of  ^(ttenianaft,  in  this  County,  Baionet.   He  served 
this  County  faithfully,  in  that  Healing  Parliament  held  An. 
1660, 12  Car.  IL  which  called  King  Charles  to  his  Crown, 
was.  active  there  to  suppress  the  Court  of  Wards  and  Live- 
ries, and  to  ease  the  Feople  of  the  Hardships  and  Charges 
which  accrew  to  them  by  the  Tenures  of  Knight  Service, 
and  from  the  Composittona  which  was  jrearly  paid  for  Com 
and  Victual ;  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  Quorumt  and 
Deputy  Lieutenant  for  this  County :  He  received  the  Hon- 
our of  Knighthood  on  the  7iho{July,  in  the  same  Year  at 
ffitj^ftfjftalli  which  he  justly  merited,  and  at  the  next  suc- 
ceeding Parliament  was  chosen  a  Member  thereof  for  thi& 
County  (upon  the  Death  of  Thomas  Lord  Viscount  J^n« 
SlafOy  in  the  Kingdom  of  Srelanlf)  but  during  the  Sitting  of 
that  Parliament,  he  nnhappUy  fell  sick  of  the  small  Pox,  of 
which  Distemper  he  dyed,  generally  lamented  of  all  good 
People,  and  was  bimed  here  on  the  12th  Day  of  January, 
1667.     He  was  endowed  with  good  Learning,  great  Parts, 
a  quick  Apprehension,  and  a  clear  and  discerning  Judgment, 
he  was  very,  loyal  to  the  King,  faithful  to  his  Trust,  always 
ready  to  ease  the  Subjects  or  their  Grievances,  and  to  alle- 
viate all  Impositions  charged  upon  the  County,  which  ren- 
dered him  the  Darling  of  the  People:  He  was  very  hospita- 
ble in  his.  House,  charitable  to  the  Poor,  faithful  to  his 
Friend,  Just  in  his  Government,  and  a  true  Assertor  of  the 
reformed  Religion;  he  left  Issue 

CAarfe^,  who  was  his  Heir,  spent  some  Years  in  Katha- 
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Hund,  of  rine-halU  in  the  University  of  <!Canil6rQigi,  where  he  com- 
*'!!S!52?f  menc'd  Master  of  Arts,  received  the  Honour  of  Knighthood, 
on  the  4th  of  October ^  Anno  1671,  when  that  University 
entertained  King  Charles  II.  And  in  short  time  after  mar- 
ried Susanna  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Bonfoy 
of  llotibony  Kt.  Merchant;  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Charles 
Henry t  Elizabeth^  and  Thomas;  he  served  this  County  in 
two  several  Parliaments,  one  held  Anno  30  Car.  II.  at 
SScsttnhtSUTy  and  the  other  at  the  Convention  held  Anno 
1  W.  and  JIf.  and  also  for  the  Burough  of  |^£tt(od)(f  in  the 
Parliament  held  Anno  —  Car,  II.  He  was  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  of  the  Quorum^  and  a  Deputy  Lieutenant  for 
this  County :  He  died  seized  of  this  Manner,  among  several 
others,  on  the  15th  of  August^  Anno  1694.  He  was  very 
reg^ar  in  his  life,  and  orderly  in  his  Family,  which  made 
the  Lives  of  his  Servants  very  easie,  and  ms  House  very 
quiet,  never  repremanding  a  l^rvant  oftner  than  once,  and 
if  the  Party  offended  again,  he  was  silently  discharged  with- 
out Noise  or  Notice  of  his  Displeasure:  this  created  in 
them  an  Awe  and  a  great  Observance  to  him;  he  was  Very 

Ssnerous  to  all  whom  he  employed,  but  seldom  pardoned  a 
light  to  his  Person,  or  a  Contempt  of  his  Business ;  he 
kept  a  splendid  House,  and  a  bountiful  Table  for  those  that 
visited  him,  and  was  very  noble,  yet  prudent  in  his  Enter- 
tainments; he  declined  all  publick  Imployments  during  the 
Reigns  of  King  Charles  II.  and  King  James  his  Brother, 
and  affected  not  the  Roman  Party  nor  their  Proselites;  he 
would  not  contract  any  Friendship  or  Acquaintance  with 
any  he  thought  scandalous,  and  abhorr'd  those  who  would 
purchase  the  Favour  of  their  Prince  with  the  Price  of  the 
Rights  of  the  People;  he  would  not  willingly  quarrel  with 
his  Neighbours,  nor  spair  any  Cost  or  Change  to  obtain  his 
Point;  ne  never  made  more  than  one  false  Step  in  his  life- 
time, which  was  pardonable,  for  when  he  discerned  the  Er- 
ror, he  mended  Uie  Fault,  but  Death  cut  him  off  before  he 
could  express  it  to  the  World,  and  doubtless  he  is  happy  in 
the  Place,  to  which  he  is  gone :  And  now  I  must  proceed  to 
Charles  his  eldest  Son,  who  succeeds  him,  is  a  Deputy 
Lieutenant,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  the  present  Lord 
hereof;  He  gives  Chiles,  three  Roses  Argent  on  a  Chief  of 
the  second,  as  many  more  of  the  Field;  Crest  on  a  Wreath, 
a  Dolphin  embowea  naiant  in  Water  proper.

Lands  were  seiaed  into  the  King's  Hands  in  the  Reign  of  wH'^^kot. 
R.  I.  but  upon  the  Payment  of  one  hundred  Marks  to  the  J^  n'tST* 
King,  he  obtained  Favour,  was  restored  to  his  Estate,  and 
died  Anno  12  Johan.  as  it  seems,  for  then  Hawise  his  Wife 
paid  200  Marks  for  his  Lends. 

William^  who  I  suppose,  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  succeeded, 
for  Alan  Baseet,  Anno  14  /oA.  gave  to  the  Kingman  bun-  Roi.

John  d' Burgh,  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  held  this  Manner 
of  SSRaRtnitt  m  her  Bight,  daring  her  life,  by  whom  she 
had  Issue  John ;  she  died  Anno  1249,  33  H.  III.  and  after 
her  Decease,  he  held  her  Inheritance  as  Tenant,  by  the 
Courtesy  of  the  Barony  of  lonbalbSi  paying  one  hundred 
Pounds  for  his  Belief. 

After  his  Decease,  John  their  Son  and  Heir  had  Livery 
of  this  Manner,  Anno  3  Edw.  1. 1275,  and  died  seized  here- 
of in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  1280,  8  Edto,  I.  leaying  Issue 
three  Daughters  who  were  his  Coheirs;  Hawise  married  to 
Robert  cTCrreUey,  Devorgil  mwnied  to  Robert  Fitz  Walter, 
and  Margery  a  Nun  at  (ZTj^tdfclanlK.in  the  County  of  SStb- 
fbrlKt  and  upon  the  Partition,  this  Manner  fell  to  the  Lot  of 
Devorail,  the  Wife  of  Robert  Fitz  Walter,  who  held  it 
in  her  Bight;  he  had  Liveir  thereof  upon  the  Assignment 
of  her  Purparty  of  the  Lands  of  John  d Burgh  her  Father, 
and  he  surviving  held  it  by  the  Courtesy  of  ^BltglHtlb  for  his 
Life,  and  obtained  License  of  the  King  Anno  6  Edw.  II. 
that  Christian,  one  of  the  Daughters  and  Coheir  of  her 
Mother  Devorail,  being  then  of  full  Age,  might  have  this 
Lordship  for  Fart  of  her  Purparty.  He  had  Summons  to 
Parliament  from  the  23d  Year  of  Edw.  I.  to  the  19th  of 
Edw.

Hawise  his  Sister,  who  at  the  time  of  his  Death  was  fif- 
teen Years  of  Age ;  she  married  Robert  Lord  iHotkB^  who 
had  Livery  of  the  lands  of  her  Inheritance,  Anno  10  Edw. 
II.  held  the  Office  of  Marshal  of  ItelaidK  by  Descent,  and 
had  Issue  by  Robert  her  Husband,  WUliam,  who  was  her 
Son  and  Heir;  however  Robert  dMorky  surviving  his 
Wife,  was  Tenant  of  this  Manner  by  the  Courtesy  of 
Snalanb^  during  his  life. 

After  his  Death,  William  who  was  Heir  to  Hawise  his 
Mother,  then  knighted,  and  30  Years  of  Age,  held  it,  and 
doing  his  Homage  had  livery  hereof;  He  married  Cicely, 
Daughter  of  the  Lord  iSattolfe^  by  whom  he  had  Issue 
Thomas  and  Robert ;  he  was  summoned  to  Parliament  from 
the  38th  Year  of  Edw.

II.  bequeathed  his  Body  to  be  buried  ^""d  ^ 
in  the  Church  of  the  Friars  Augustines  at  ^MBi^ ;  and  ^^JJlJlf 
on  the  30th  April  following  he  died  seized  hereof,  leaving 
JTunnas  his  Heir;  bat  Cicely  his  Wife  then  surviving,  she 
held  this  Manner  for  her  Life,  bequeathed  her  Body  by 
her  Will  dated  on  Thursday,  the  Eve  of  St.  Matthew  the 
Apostle,  in  the  Year  13  86, 10  Rich.  II.  to  be  buriedin  the 
same  Church  where  her  Husband  lay  interred;  she  died  on 
the  Friday  next  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle 
then  following.

This  Church  is  dedicated  to  the  Honour  of  the  Virgin  Jlfary,  and  is  si- 
tuated near  the  Vill,  on  the  East  side  of  the  River  Sfsiis  in  uie  Deanery

Tlie 
arrable  Is  fifteen  Canicates,  in  Demeasne  four  Hides,  and  there  are  four 
Carucates  and  a  fifth  may  be  made,  there  Is  a  Presbyter  and  eleven  Vil- 
lains, with  five  Bordars  having  ^ve  Carucates,  and  five  other  may  be 
made,  there  are  six  Cottagers,  and  four  Servants,  Meadow  two  Cat  a- 
cates,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  two  hundred 
Hogs;  in  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth  eighteen  Pounds  a  Year,  when  he 
received  it  fourteen  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor) 
twenty  Pounds.  Three  Men  (under  the  Protection)  of  Stigand  the 
Archbishop,  held  this  Mannor  and  might  teU  it 

When  Kin^  William  had  secured  the  Crown  of  Znrionb 
to  himself,  his  Normatu  began  to  rebel,  upon  whicn  he 
made  his  Brother  Odo,  Bishop  of  SSagntX^  and  William 
Fitz- Osborne,  Earl  of  fj^mfotttf  Wardens  of  £nalan)ir»  and 
retum'd  into  l^^onUEn&Bf  with  divers  of  the  Nobility  of 
£ngIan)Kt  to  reduce  the  People  in  that  Country  to  their 
former  Obedience,  whilst  he  was  employed  there;  he  had 
Notice  that  Odo,  Bishop  of  SdaBettX,  and  Earl  of  lEMtf 
aspired  to  the  Papacy,  and  that  he  had  bought  a  Pallace  at 
lionUy  whither  he  was  going  with  a  great  Ketinue  of  Nor- 
mans,  and  much  Treasure,  but  on  the  sudden  meeting  him 
unexpectedly  in  the  Isb  til  BBUgi^t)  seiz'd  on  him  with  his 
own  Hands,  when  he  could  not  persuade  others  to  do  it, 
and  took  from  him  all  his  Treasure,  for  oppressing  the 
People  under  his  Grovemment,  seducing  them  to  leave  the 
Realm,  robbing  the  Churches,  and  sent  him  Prisoner  to  the 
Castle  of  lAioan  iniptonnaidlfBy  where  he  continued  until 
the  Death  of  King  WUliam;  thus  this  Mannor  came  to  the 
Crown.

I.  gave  it  to  the  same 
Abbot  and  Monks;  with  Soc,  Sac,  Thol,  Tbem,  Infaogthef, 
and  other  Liberties,  as  freely  as  she  held  in  Demesne  of  the

King  John,  and  Henry  III.  confirmed  the  Grant  with  di-  *^^*^ 
vers  other  Liberties  and  Additions,  that  they  should  be 
quit  and  discharged  from  Shires  and  Hundreds,  from  Toll, 
&c.  bat  upon  tne  general  Dissolution  of  Monasteries,  it 
came  to  the  Crown,  from  whence  it  was  conveyed  to  Sir 
John  Butkr  of  SSBtton  SSootfj^alli  Knight,  and  continueMd 
in  bis  Name,  until  it  came  to  John  Boteler,  Esq.  who  is  his 
Descendant,  and  the  present  lx)rd  hereof.

The  Bishop  of  ISOQeitZ  held  Wtian,  it  was  rated  for  ten  hides.  Tlie 
arrable  is  fifteen  Canicates,  in  Demeasoe  four  Hides,  and  there  are  four 
Carncates  and  a  fifth  may  be  made,  there  is  a  Presbyter  and  eleven  Vil- 
lains, with  five  Bordars  having  five  Carncates,  and  five  other  may  be 
made,  there  are  six  Cottagers,  and  four  Servants,  Meadow  two  Cai  n- 
cates.  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  two  hundred 
Hogs;  in  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth  eighteen  Pounds  a  Year,  when  he 
received  it  fourteen  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  JSdtMfd  (the  Confessor) 
twenty  Pounds.  Three  Men  (under  the  Protection)  of  Stigand  the 
Archbishop,  held  this  Mannor  and  might  seU  iL 

When  Kin^  William  had  secured  the  Crown  of  Znglanb 
to  himself,  his  Normatis  began  to  rebel,  upon  whicn  he 
made  his  Brother  Odo,  Bishop  of  iSagntX^  and  William 
FitZ' Osborne,  Earl  of  |^mfot)y»  Wardens  of  £nglan)y»  and 
retum'd  into  Notman^^  with  divers  of  the  Nobility  of 
Znglanlly  to  reduce  the  People  in  that  Country  to  their 
former  Obedience,  whilst  he  was  employed  there;  he  had 
Notice  that  Odo,  Bishop  of  iSasettX,  and  Earl  of  JBitntf 
aspired  to  the  Papacy,  and  that  he  haid  bought  a  Pallace  at 
3UlOtlU|  whither  he  was  going  with  a  great  Ketinue  of  Nor- 
mans, and  much  Treasure,  but  on  the  sudden  meeting  him 
unexpectedly  in  the  Isit  Of  VSifjUitf  seiz'd  on  him  with  his 
own  Hands,  when  he  could  not  persuade  others  to  do  it, 
and  took  from  him  all  his  Treasure,  for  oppressing  the

King  John,  and  Henry  III.  confirmed  the  Grant  with  di-  ^^j!*^ 
▼ers  other  Liberties  and  Additions,  that  they  should  be 
quit  and  discharged  from  Shires  and  Hundreds,  from  TolU 
&c.  but  upon  uie  general  Dissolution  of  Monasteries,  it 
came  to  the  Crown,  from  whence  it  was  conveyed  to  Sir 
John  Butler  of  SStatton  SSoobjftan,  Knight,  and  continued 
in  his  Name,  until  it  came  to  John  BoieUr,  Esq.  who  is  his 
Descendant,  and  the  present  lx>rd  hereof* 

JLHE  Rectory,  Ann»  26  H.  Vm.  wms  valoed  in  the  King's  Books  at  the 
yearly  Valae  of  S6I.  lit.  6d.  and  the  Lords  of  this  Manner  have  been 
Patrons  hereof.

Servants,  and  two  Rustidts,  and  one  Mill  of  twelve  Shillings  Rent  by  the 
Year,  Meadow  half  a  Camcate,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the 
Vill,  Wood  to  feed  a  thonsand  Hogs.

William  Lytton^  who  was  his  Heir,  Govemour  of  the 
Castle  of  SSulIofCtnt  in  Jprance*  and  constituted  Sheriff  for 
this  County  and  lEsittXf  Anno  2  H.  VIII.  He  married  Au- 
dry  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Sir  Philip  Booth,  Kt.  by 
whom  he  had  Issue,  Robert,  Rowland,  and  Dorothy ;  he 
dyed  and  was  buried  in  the  Burial-place  near  his  FaUier  in 
this  Parish.

He  was  also  made  Custos  Ro- 
iulontm,  Captain  of  the  Band  of  Pensioners  under  Queen 
Elizabeth,  Sheriff  of  this  County,  Anno  1504,  S6Eliz.md 
knighted.  An,  1605,  3  Jac,  I.  He  married  Anne,  one  of  the 
Daughters  of  Oliver  Lord  Saint /oAit,  Baron  of  SSIetSOty  in 
the  County  of  SBeMotH,  (the  Widow  of  Robert  Corbet,  Esq.) 
and  Mother  to  Eliziibeth  memei  to  Sir  Henry  Wallop,  Kt. 
and  Anne  married  to  Adulph  Cary,  Esq.;  this  Rowland  had 
Issue  by  her  William,  Rowland,  PhiKp,  Anne  married  to 
Sir  William  Webb,  Judith  to  Sir  George  Smith  of  Aima- 
hlt%f  Kt.;  and  after  his  Decease,  to  Sir  JTiomas  Barring- 
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ion,  Knight  and  Baronet;  Elizabeth  to  Thomas  Windham,     Hund,^ 
Esq.  and  Jane  to  Sir  Charles  Crofts  of  SSatUDel  in  gbuf-  ^?^5l5S^ 

Sir  Witliam  Lytton  was  his  Heir,  knighted,  and  consti- 
tuted Sheriff  of  this  County,  Anno  1  Car.  I.  he  married 
Anne  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Stephen  Slany  of  J^rton 
in  the  County  of  S&BloP)  Esquire,  by  whom  he  had  Issue 
Rowland,  Margaret  married  to  Thomas  Hillersdon,  Esq. 
and  after  his  Decease  to  Sir  Thomas  Hewyt  of  ^isj^obtttBf 
in  this  County,  Knight  and  Baronet;  Dorothy  married  to 
Sir  John  Barrington  of  SSanfngton-j^ally  in  the  County  of 
SsStXii  Baronet ;  Mary  married  to  Sir  Edward  Gostwici 
of  S3ltnttS6ton,  in  the  County  of  SScMotby  Baronet;  Jom  to 
Sir  Robert  Boswel  in  the  County  of  IGUntt  Knight;  and 
Elizabeth  to  John  Scrogs  of  ^I&ttro  in  this  County,  Esq. 
He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  a  Deputy  Lieutenant  for 
this  County  divers  Years,  and  dyed  the  14th  of  Aug.  166S0. 

Rowland  Lytton,  Esq.  was  knighted  Anno  1660,  served 
this  County  in  the  Parliament  12  King  Car.  II.  called  the 
Healing  Parliament;  was  constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County 
Anno  14  of  the  same  Kin? ;  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  a 
Deputy  Lieutenant  here  divers  Years :  he  married  Judith 
the  youngest  Daugher  of  an  East-land  Mei  chant  in  'X^iibon^ 
by  whom  he  had  Issue  William,  Rowland,  Judith  married 
first  to  Maurice  Abbot  of  J^ttlmn  in  CDanAtOy^esj^tot  ^q« 
after  his  Decease  to  Sir  Nicholas  Strode,  Knight,  of  ^t. 
in'S  (Slose  in  ^OAnItStX ;  Anne  married  to  Sir  Francis 
lel  of  Sbttei(ISl)am  in  SSlomStnsiltre,  Baronet :  and  upon 
the  Decease  of  the  said  Judith  his  Wife,  he  married 
Rebeccah  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Thomas  Chapman  of 
'XonbolTi  Scrivener;  and  the  B^lictof  Sir  Richard  Lucy  of 
SBtOXbonUy  Kt.  and  Baronet;  by  whom  he  had  Issue  IZe- 
beccah,  who  married  Anthony  Viscount  Ipal&Ianb  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Jbf^tlanlT :  Sir  Rowland  died  the  1st  of  No- 
vewSer,  1674,  from  whom  this  Manner,  with  others,  des- 
cended to 

Sir  William  Lytton,  who  was  knighted  the  6th  of  May, 
Anno  1677,  29  Car.  II.  and  constituted  Sheriff  in  this 
County,  in  the  Year  1678, 30  Car.  II.  He  married  Mary 
Daughter  of  Sir  John  Harrison  of  SSbIIs  in  this  County, 
Kt.  by  whom  he  had  no  Issue ;  After  her  Decease,  he  mar- 
ried Philippa  the  second  Daughter  of  Sir  John  Keyling  of 
S&OUtll-jftil  in  the  County  of  33(W6rll|  Knight,  and  one  of  the 
King's  Serjeants  at  Law.  He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
a  Deputy  Lieutenant  for  this  County,  and  the  present  Lord 
of  this  Manner.  He  gives  Ermin,  on  a  Chiefindented 
Azure  three  Ducal  Coronets  Or;  Crest  on  a  Wreath,  a 
Bitterns  among  Reedes  proper. 
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This  knightly  Family  gives  me  Occasion  to  shew  the  An-  ^?f;^ 
tiquity  of  flieir  Honour,  which  the  Chrecians  had  in  great  ^JJJS^IJJJ' 
Esteem  before  the  Trojan  Wars:  who  gave  the  same  Title 
to  Nestor,  for  Homer  uses  the  Word  emrdrriQ  in  the  same 
Sense  as  the  Laiinee  afterwards  termed  Eques, 

Tolffi  Bi  Kai  furi  ecire  yepi/ytoy  lirw6rai  Vi<map. 
Among  whom  thus  Nestor  spoke,  thai  honoured  Knight, 

The  famous  Tydeeus,  King  of  ^tolia;  and  Philides  the 
Son  of  Phileus,  attributed  that  Honour  to  themselves,  the 
chiefest  of  the  Achaians  greatly  coveted  it,  the  principal  of 
the  Orecians  much  valued  it,  the  Chalcedonians  and  the 
Romans  prized  it  so  much,  that  those  who  were  rich  and 
wealthv,  bore  the  Title  of  cxirojSarai  that  is  Emntes,  and  in 
other  Nations  were  denominated  from  the  Horse.  The 
Italians  termed  them  Caveleiri,  the  Frenchmen,  Chivalers, 
the  Britaitis  in  89tabS|  Morgogk,  and  the  Germans  called 
them  Bidders,  which  in  English  signifies  a  Rider  or  Horse- 
man; in  high  Dutch  they  are  called  Ritterschaffs,  in  low 
Dutch,  Riaerschap,  and  the  learned  Selden  observed,  that 
the  Grerman  Ritter  or  Ridder  was  the  same  with  Miles  a 
Gentleman;  so  the  Gheslaaen  Ridder  signifies  Eques  au- 
ratus,  a  Knight  created  by  the  Ceremony  of  a  gentle  Stroke, 
or  light  Touch  by  a  naked  Sword  upon  the  Shoulder,  for 
Gheslaeghen  sig^nifies  Percussus;  and  though  the  Gentle- 
men in  tSennang  write  themselves  at  this  Day  in  Latin 
Equites,  yet  no  Man  is  called  Ritter  or  Rider  there, 
but  such  as  is  Eques  auratus,  actually  knighted;  which 
Epithet  of  auratus  the  Romans  added  to  them  from  their 
Priviledffe  of  wearing  Gold  upon  their  Swords  and  Spurs. 

Rommus  constituted  them  for  his  life-guard  and  called 
them  Cekres,  as  some  say,  d  Celeritate,  from  their  active 
and  quick  Dispatch  in  martial  Affairs;  but  Claudius  Salmar 
tius  derived  it  from  the  Greek  Word  KcXec,  which,  saith  he, 
among  the  AEolians,  signifies  a  Horse;  and  from  an  Horse, 
the  ancient  Romans  derived  the  Title  of  Eques ;  hence  Livy 
called  them  Equites:  and  when  the  Roman  Citizens  were 
distributed  into  three  Degrees,  lAvy  rankt  them  after  this 
Order;  Sertatus,  Equester,  Ordo,  and  Plebs;  which  Order 
was  confirmed  by  that  remarkable  Elogie,  Consensu  Sena- 
tus,  et  Equestris  Ordinis  Populiq;  Romani;  and  though 
this  Equestrian  Order  was  inferior  to  the  Degree  of  Sena- 
tors, yet  Cicero,  Pliny,  and  others  afiirm,  they  were  next 
in  Dignity,  and  invested  with  Honours  almost  equivalent  to 
them,  for  they  were  made  Judges  at  Idonu ;  before  whom, 
saith  Cicero,  Causes  were  pleaded  and  argued,  and  they 
often  managed  the  civil  Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth :  Tur- 
neius,  in  his  Comment  upon  some  Pieces  of  Cicero,  ap- 
plauds the  Excellency  and  Integrity  of  their  Judgments ;

Btmd.^  and  the  Senators  were  elected  from  (his  Equestrian  Order, 
'^MMMmi:  ^hich  caused  Perseus  King  of  i)lta(tbon,  and  after  him 
^^^^'^^^  Severus  the  Emperor ,  to  term  this  Degree  the  Seminary  or 
Nursery  of  the  Senators :  From  hence  I  may  pafellel  that 
Order  with  the  Knighthood  in  Sng^Blitly  who  generally 
spring  from  the  most  ancient  Families,  are  elected  into  this 
Order  for  their  Birth  and  Estates,  are  plac'd  between  the 
Nobility  and  common  People,  the  Judges  and  privy  Cpun- 
cellors  have  the  Honour  of  this  Dignity,  and  generally  the 
Barons  are  chosen  out  of  their  Rank  and  Quality.  Biit 
afterwards  Salmatius  complained,  that  whenever  the  Cen- 
sor elected  a  Person  into  the  Equestrian  Order,  he  con- 
sidered nothing  in  him  but  the  Equestrian  Sense,  which  for 
the  most  Part  will  find  two  near  a  Parallel  among  the 
Knights  of  this  Age;  upon  which  Andrew  Tiraguell  made 
this  Distinction  between  these  Knights;  those  who  were 
noble  before  their  E[nighthood,  he  termed  Milites ;  but  those 
who  were  ignoble  he  called  Equites  aurati,  an  Appellation 
#hich  Franciscus  Philelphius  first  gave  them  in  the  time 
of  William. the  Conqueror;  those  Gentlemen  who  held 
Lands  by  Knighfs  Service  to  the  yearly  Value  of  20/.  were 
termed  in  Domesdei  Boot,  Milites,  d  Militia,  for  that  it 
was  then  held  a  sufficient  Estate  to  support  the  Dignity  of 
a  Knight,  and  to  m^tain  a  Man  and  Horse  compleatly 
D^  Qfs^  armed  to  serve  the  King  in  the  Wars ;  which  Service  in  old 
roiii»p..ii9.  time  was  called  Regale  Servitium,  because  it  was  done  to 
and  for  the  King  and  the  Realm;  these £night's  Fees  de- 
scended entirely  to  the- eldest  Son  by  Succession  of  Heri- 
An.7Ed.in.  ^e,  that  he  might  be  the  better  enabled  to  maintain  the 
Lutfoiw.  Wars  against  the  King's  Enemies  or  his  Lords;  and  the 
Law  had  so  great  a  Respect  to  the  Dignity  of  Knighthood, 
that  he  was  not  bound  by  his  Tenure  to  go  in  Person,  as 
ordinary  Soldiers  hired  or  entertained  by  prest  Mony  or 
Wf^es,  but  might  find  an  able  Person  to  serve  in  that  Ex- 
pedition for  him. 

When  the  King  conferred  the  Dignity  of  a  Knight,  he 

slightly  struck  him  upon  the  Shoulder  with  a  gentle  Touch 

on  the  flat  Side  of  the  Sword,  but  in  old  time  Vinffulo  jittZt- 

tari  donati,  or  as  Mr.  Bracton  expresses  it.  Ringed  glddiis, 

because  the  King  did  not  only  smite  him  with  the  Sword, 

but  invested  him  with   Sword  and  Belt ;  neither  is  this 

Ceremony  wholly  lost,  for  the  Knights  of  the  Bath  are  girt 

with  Sword  and  Belt,  when  they  receive  this  Honour,  and 

^tis  not  unusual  now  a  days  for  the  Prince  to  bestow  the 

Sword  upon  the  Person  whom  he  kniehteth. 

8tid.titHon.       ^^  Degree  is  truly  accounted  with  us  the  most  ancient 

ot.3,cap.3,'  Title  of  Honour  in  Zltglaitilf,    and  the  first  of  a  military 

fci  wo.4fti.     Dignity;  'tis  the  Basis  and  Foundation  of  all  Honours  in 

our  Nation,  and  hath  the  Addition  of  Batchelor  from  the 
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Name  of  Buccdlarii,  which  signifies  as  much  as  a  Soldier  or  Hmui.  ^ 
military  Servant,  always  ready  for  Imployment;  and  BacceU  'Jjjji^j^ 
lariuSf  as  the  Frenchmen  call  it,  and  Baccalaureus  (made 
from  Buccellarius  denoting  at  first  every  Soldiw,)  when 
joyned  with  Chivelier,  the  first  Deg^ree  of  Knighthood: 
From  hence  it  was  transferred  to  the  first  Degree  in  the 
Universities,  and  to  those  that  are  Magieteriicandidaii  in 
Trades,  and  to  Woers  that  have  not  been  married,  but  are 
eonjugii  ac  amoris  candidati :  Bachelette  is  attributed  to  a 
tfaid  wood,  as  Batchehr  to  him  that  woes. 

As  the  Romans  gave  to  their  Knights  the  Titles  of  Splen-  onpini, 
didi  and  Illusires,  Marks  of  Eminence,  and  equivalent  to  tI^'j^^'^^' 
that  of  Nobilee,  so  the  Kings  of  this  Realm  have  stiled  our  8«^  titHon. 
Knights,  Trus^  and  Right  Worshipful,  and  annexed  to  ^^Sf  ^ 
their  Christian  Name  the  word  Sir,  which  cometh  from  the 
French  word  Sire^  and  in  old  French  signifieth  Seignieur  or 
Lard;  and  the  ancient  Barons  in  ;ffxHXUt  afiected  rather  to 
be  called  by  the  Name  of  Sire  than  Baron,  as  Li  Sire  de 
MtrntmorencUf  Le  Sire  de  Bevien,Le  Sirede  Cauci,  and  the 
like:  the  words  Master,  Lord,  or  Sir,  were  familiarly  used 
among  the  Jews  in  their  common  Salutations  and  Addresses, 
and  ^neca  observed  that  where  the  Name  of  a  Man  occurred 
not  in  common  Speech  among  the  Romane,  he  was  saluted 
by  the  Name  of  Dominef  as  Daminef rater  is  frequent  in 
the  Epistles  v£  Sidonius  ApoUinaris  and  others,  or  as  every 
Batchelor  of  Art,  Vicar,  or  Parson,  with  us  were  called 
Damine :  but  the  Name  Daminus  here  is  used  to  distinguish 
an  Attribute  of  Greatness,  as  doth  our  English  word  Lord, 
without  Relation  to  an  Interest  of  Property,  or  to  Servi- 
tude; as  the  Children  of  Heth  stiled  Abraham^  Jacob   on.xxiii6, 
termed  Esau,  il%a/ entitled  David,  or  Uriah  called  Joab;  is!  xiS*t 
and  in  other  Countries  it  denotes  Superiors,  as  Kinr  or  \^\  ^^^ 
Subjects  of  the  greater  Nobility,  or  Men  of  special  £mi- .  ^»^i  a^.- 
nency,  known  by  the  Name  ofHeres,  Dons,  Sieurs,  Siffniors, 
Signeurs,  Sennores,  Seniores,  and  the  like.     Though  'tis 
not  known  when  this  Title  of  Sir  was  first  prefixt  to  the    . 
Christian  Name  of  a  Kniffht,  yet  I  find  it  very  ancient,  for 
in  the  time  of  King  Etheidred,  a  Saxon  Prince,  this  Title 
of  Sir  was  annext  to  the  Name  of  Sir  OdyueU  of  iSarins* 
ton.  Baron  of  StUsony  and  in  the  Reign  of  Hen.  II.  to  tie 
Names  of  St.  John  Curcy,  Sr.  Amoric,  Sr.  Roger  Paer,  ^f^[>/?''' 
great  Commanders  under  that  King  in  Irtlaitb^  also  of  Sr.  Ses!^  ^ 
Renaud  le  Fitz  Oures,  Sr.  Hugh  de  Morvih,  Sr.  WiUiam  ^{^^: 
Tracy,  and  Sr.  Richard  le  Brut,  the  four  Knights  that 
slew  St.  Thomas  a  Becket ;  and  this  Addition  of  Sir  is  pro- 
perly attributed  to  the  Names  of  all  Knights  Bannerets, 
Knights  of  the  Bath,  and  Knights  Batchelors,  and  is  ac- 
counted Part  of  their  Stile ;  as  Messire  is  used  in  the  same 
Nature  among  the  French. 
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Hund,^  The  Stile  of  Madam  and  Lady  is  also  given  to  their 
^I^J^J^  Wives,  though  the  Masculine  of  it  is  Lord,  which  is  not 
g^ranted  to  their  Husbands,  and  also  to  the  Daughters  of  all 
Earles,  and  Dignities  above  them ;  and  the  like  or  greater 
Honour  was  attributed  to  that  Sex  in  the  time  of  the  old 
Empire,  for  though  the  word  Damine  was  used  frequently 
in  that  Nation,  where  nothing  of  Honour,  but  Salutation, 
or  Compellation  is  only  exprest;  and  also  Adont  and  Rabbi, 
which  signifies  the  same  thin^,  was  used  among  the  Jhds  ; 
yet  the  Word  Domine  was  given  to  Women,  for  a  special 
Mark  of  Honour,  but  by  the  Law  of  (Snglaitllt  the  Wives 
of  Knights  and  Baronets,  in  Conveyances  are  only  stiled 
Dames  to  distinguish  them  from  other  Ladies  of  greater 
Quality;  yet  if  they  be  named  Ladies  in  any  Action,  the 
14  H.  VI.  3  Writ  snail  not  abate,  because  they  have  that  Title  by  the 
c».  fl^Rej^rt.  Curtesy  of  CBnglanb;  as  it  is  familiar  with  the  French,  and 
among  the  Itcuians  at  this  Day,  but  if  they  be  named  Coun- 
tesses or  Baronesses,  the  Writ  shall  abate. 

The  principal  Ensignes  of  Knighthood  were  a  Horse, 
gold  Ring,  Shield  and  Launce,  Belt  and  Sword,  guilt  Spurs, 
gold  Chain  and  Collar;  but  the  later  Ages  have  selected 
from  these,  the  Belt  or  golden  Girdle,  Sword,  Collar,  Spurs, 
and  Ring^,  which  are  called  the  Ornaments  and  Ensignes 
that  belong  to  Knighthood,  in  some  imperial  Diploma's: 
And  Catsanus  saith,  that  a  Sword  shall  be  ly^ng  up  in  the 
Church  at  the  Funeral  of  a  Knight;  because  Eques  and  Mi- 
les, are  the  proper  Attributes  given  to  a  Knight  at  his  first 
•  Creation  or  Dubbing;  which  import  some  military  Atchieve- 

ment,  and  they  were  anciently  wont  to  take  an  Oath  chiefly, 
among  all  other  their  military  Design,  to  defend  the  Church 
and  the  Christian  Religion, 
j^  ^.  Though  a  Knight  received  his  Dignity  from  a  foreign 

roiii,'p.i3o.     Prince,  yet  he  shall  be  stiled  a  Kniffht,  in  all  leading  Pro- 
ceedings within  lEnglanbt  ^^^  shall  have  Place  and  Prece- 
dency here,  from  the  time  of  his  Knighthood:  This  Degree 
is  not  onlv  a  Dignity  and  Honour  to  the  Party,  but  also 
honourable  and  useful  to  the  Kingdom;  touching  Matters 
of  Justice  in  civil  Affairs,  as  iu  a  W  rit  of  Right,  the  hiffhest 
Writ  in  the  law,  for  the  Trials  of  Titles  touching  Imieri- 
i>yer,79,roi.    tauco;  for  upon  the  Return  of  the  Writ,  de  magna  Assiza 
t       ehgenda,  the  four  Knights  named  in  it,  must  WPear  Gla- 
diiscincii;  and  if  the  Tenant  shall  make  his  Election  by 
*  Battle,  each  Party  shall  choose*their  Champions,  the  Court 

shall  award  Battel,  Day  shall  be  given  to  tne  Parties,  and 
two  Knights  must  bring  the  Champions  into  the  Lists,  and 
if  a  Tenant  lay  an  Essoin  de  malo  lecti,  and  have  a  Writ  out 
of  Chancery  to  warrant  it,  four  Knights  shall  be  command- 
ed to  view  him,  and  if  they  find  him  sick,  then  they  shall 
give  him  Day,  to  the  End  of  a  Year  and  a  Day;  for  these 
Reasons,  the  Kings  of  this  Realm  could  heretofore  compel 
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Men  of  Worth  by  their  Prerogative,  to  take  this  Deffree  at  Wund,  of 

their  Pleasure,  or  pay  a  Fine;  and  every  Lord  of  a  Mannor  'Jjjjl^jfj^ 

onght  by  the  common  Law  to  have  of  every  of  his  Tenants  Bnct,for36 
a  reasonable  Fine  to  make  his  eldest  Son  a  Knight. 

Precedency  of  Knights, 

Some  hold  that  if  a  Knight  received  his  Honour  before

of  Magistracy  confined  within  the  Compass  of  their  own 
Walls :  But  the  other  were  general  Magistrates  throughout 
the  Realm,  whose  Imployment  concern'd  the  publick  Hon- 
our, Justice,  and  Interest  of  the  whole  Commonwealth  and 
Estate ;  therefore  they  more  meritoriously  draw  from  thence 
a  greater  Respect  of  Honour,  according  to  the  Generality 
of  their  Administration  and  Imployments,  than  an  inferiour 
and  more  confined  Magistracy  can  claim.

The  Abbot  of  CSiCftmiilftcr  held  J^ttsnucc;  in  the  Hondred  oflMlns> 
tiMrtcr.  it  was  rated  for  eight  Hides.  The  arrable  is  ten  Canicates,  in  De- 
measne  fonr  Hides,  and  there  are  two  Canicates,  there  are  sixteen  Vil- 
lains, with  eight  Borders  haTing  seven  Canicates,  and  an  eighth  may  be 
made,  there  are  fonr  Servants,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood 
to  feed  fifty  Hogs ;  in  the  whole  Valoe  it  is  worth,  and  was  worth, 
twelve  Poonds  by  the  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor) 
thirteen  Pounds,  this  Mannor  did  ly,  and  now  doth  ly,  in  the  Pemeasoe 
of  the  Church  of  St.  Peter. 

But  since  most  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Vill  have  remov- 
ed their  Houses  from  the  Church,  about  half  a  Mile  towards 
the  South,  where  they  have  made  a  fair  Street,  and  inrich 
themselves  by  the  Advantages  of  the  great  Numbers  of  Peo- 
ple and  Cattle  that  daily  pass  to  and  fro  upon  that  Road: 
/M.  jv«r.M,  <uid  by  an  Inquisition,  it  was  found  Anno  6  Edw.  I.  that 
nmit  soi^''  ^^^^  Mannor  was  ancient  Demesne,  that  the  Abbot  held  it 
of  the  Gift  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor,  and  claimed 
here  very  large  Liberties,  by  the  Grant  of  the  said  King,  and 
the  Grants  of  WiUiam  the  Conqueror,  H.  I.  and  R.  I.  which 
upon  a  Quo  Warranto  were  then  allowed;  and  the  Abbots 
thereof  did  continually  enjoy  it;  until  that  fatal  Year  of  the 
general  Dissolution  of  the  great  Monasteries,  when  it  came 
to  the  Crown. 

Then  King  H.  VIII.  changed  this  Monaste^  into  a 
Bishoprick,  about  33  Regm  «im,  and  Thoma$  Thirlby  was 
consecrated  Bishop  thereof,  who  in  short  time  dilajiiaating 
all  the  Patrimony  granted  to  his  See,  the  Bishoprick  was 
dissolved,  and  King  Edw.Yl.  by  Patent  dated  4  MUani  sui, 
granted  the  Manners  of  Sbtebtna^f  fSlSffiOtl^  |^IfoeI»  ^Tab- 
foeL  and  Sattf^fDOttj^t  in  this  County;  late  belonging  to  the 
Bishoprick  of  SBbStmtnSttr^  to  Nicholas  RuBsy,  then  Bishop 
of  'Xonbont  and  his  Successors,  to  hold  in  free,  pure,  and 
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perpetual  Alms,  paying  yearly  one  hundred  Pounds  at  the     Unnd,  of 
Feast  of  the  Birth  of  our  Lord.  BraJftaltr 

When  Queen  Matv  came  to  the  Crown,  she  removed 
Nicholas  Ridley  from  tne  Bishoprick  of 'Eon&OIty  vacated  the 
Grant  of  these  Manners  to  this  Bishoprick,  because  it  was 
not  confirmed  by  the  Pope's  Bull,  advanced  Edmund  Bonner 
to  it,  obtained  a  Bull  from  the  Pope,  8  die  Martii,  Anno  1  Otrt- 1  Mu . 
Reffni  sui,  and  by  Authority  thereof,  granted  these  Man- 
ners by  a  new  Grant  to  the  said  Edmund  Bishop  of 'loit' 
bOft)  and  his  Successors,  Bishops  of  14^11011  for  ever;  to 
hold  in  free,  pure,  and  perpetual  Alms,  and  paying  yearly 
one  hundred  Pounds,  as  in  the  former  Grant. 

King  Jitc.  I.  by  Patents  dated  the  fifth  of  April,  An,  22  Gmt.  sa j.  i. 
Regni  sui,  granted  to  George  Mountain,  then  Bishop  of 
'SfCnAont  and  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town,  one  Market 
to  be  held  in  this  Vill,  on  Monday  in  every  Week  of  the 
Year,  and  also  three  Fairs  to  be  yearly  held,  the  first  on 
the  Feast  of  the  Ascension  of  our  Lord,  another  on  the 
Feast  of  St.  Swithen,  and  the  other  on  the  Friday  next  be- 
fore Palm  Sunday ;  And  this  Manner  has  continued  in  the 
several  Bishops  of  'Sonbotl  till  it  came  to  Henry  Compton, 
the  present  Bishop  of  that  See,  and  Brother  to  the  late 

Earl  of  Nodj^ampton. 

King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  by  their  Charter  dated 
at  aauistinimUr,  18th  of  June,  m  the  fifth  Year  of  their 
Reign,  granted  a  Market  to  the  Bishops  of  'iloiiifon)  for  the 
time  being,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  §btcbnitllfgt«  to  be  held 
on  Friday  in  every  Week,  instead  of  the  former  Market  held 
on  the  Monday,  and  three  Fairs  to  be  held  as  in  the  former 
Charter;  this  JSenrv  Bishop  of  lonbOH)  is  the  present 
Lord  hereof,  and  it  lyes  within  his  Liberty.

lying  by  J^tomnfT  then  newly  built,  now  called  AU  Chrietian  Sonl  Honee. 
and  a  small  Piece  of  Land  lying  in  i!P|ittr)C^,  and  ^wo  Pence  of  yearly 
Rent,  issuing  out  of  two  Acres  of  Land,  one  lying  in  IScDtDfUiifl)^,  and  the 
other  in  S^ixhurroutH^lU,  to  the  Use  of  his  will ;  and  by  his  Will 
dated  the  90th  oi  December,  1601, 17  Hen.  VII.  devised  a  Messuage  vdlh 
the  Appurtenances  newly  built,  lying  in  a  Lane  called  9^s  ftanCi  nigh 
unto  ^inniKr  in  the  Parish  of  ^tebmage,  as  it  appears  more  evidentlv  bv 
the  Feoffinent  made  concerning  the  same,  which  Messuage  he  called  AH 
Chrietian  Soul  Houee,  and  built  for  the  Habitation  of  three  poor  Folk 
without  payment  of  any  Rent,  for  so  long  as  the  House  shall  endure ; 
and  moreover  willed  that  every  one  that  dwelleth  in  it,  shall  say  daily 
in  the  Name  of  the  Holy  Trinity;  O  Thou  Bleued  frhntq,  Father,  Son, 
and  Help  Ohott  have  Merep  and  pitp  upon  the  Soul  ^Maeter  Stephen  Hel- 
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lard,  0m^  aPM  all  CkriMiim  SouU^  with  three  Pilfer  Nctien,  three  Av€  Bund,  of 
Mofuu,  and  one  Creed ;  also  when  one  of  the  said  Hooses  happened  to  ISraHelDatcr 
he  empty,  he  further  willed  that  the  Feoffees  or  greater  nnrnber  of  tbem 
should  provide  another  poor  Man  or  Woman  within  four  Months,  and  if 
the  Feoffees  shall  be  equal  in  their  Votes  on  hoth  Sides,  then  he  also 
willed  that  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  Chvreh  of  ^tehmose  for  the  time  be- 
ing, should  give  his  Voice  according  to  his  Mind  on  ei&er  of  the  Sides. 
NiekoUu  Ckrkf  Gent,  by  Deed  dated  S7  J«ly,  17  Car.  II.  in  Considera- 
tion of  6Sl.  sold  to  Stafford  Leventkorpef  Clerk,  Gtarge  Batnater^  Sen. 
George  JB«»tf(«r,  Jun.  Edmoud  Nodee^  JeningB  Chapman,  John  HHehin^ 
Sen.  John  ifticJktii,  Jan.  Richard  Hiichin,  Robert  Heath,  Sen.  Robert 
Heath,  Jan.  WUttam  Heath,  John  Gymi,  John  Trigge,  Jun.  and  Themae 
Oreene,  two  Pieces  of  Land  and  Inclosure  in  J^tttioiage,  one  called 
^Motnfi  Crvft  the  other  l^ma  J^tocfcin,  containing  in  the  whole  six  Acres, 
upon  Trust,  that  the  Profits  of  the  Premises  should  be  employed  to  the 
Use  of  the  most  aged,  impotent,  and  poor  People,  for  the  time  being, 
resident  in  the  Almshouse  of  JMtheMgf;  but  who  gave  the  Consideration 
Money  I  cannot  learn. 

Robert  Ginne,  by  his  Will  dated  1  Jae,  I.  charg'd  his  Dwelling-house, 
Lands,  and  Tenements  with  the  payment  of  ten  Bushels  of  Mislyne  for 
the  Relief  of  the  poor  People  of  the  Town  of  §tMMtm,  to  be  yearly  distri- 
buted by  the  Churchwardens,  and  six  of  the  most  suostantial  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town,  at  the  Feast  of  Easter,  or  within  three  Days  after,  and  in 
default  of  Payment,  the  Parson  and  Churchwardens  of  the  Town  shall 
enter  and  hold  the  Premises  until  the  same  shall  be  paid.  He  also  gUTe 
SOfl.  a  Year  to  the  Parson  and  Churchwardens,  and  tneir  Successors,  to  be 
paid  out  of  a  Messuage  called  the  llUthtaicaIr,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
Inhabitants  of  SMMm^  with  a  Clause  of  entry .  fie  gave  the  Me8sua|^ 
called  the  4Sad»n|C8h,  and  all  the  Lands  and^-Tenements  belonging  to  it, 
unto  RUhird  €Knac  and  his  Heirs,  upon  Coaditioa  that  he  should  pay  to 
the  Parson  and  Churchwardens  of  ^telMMfle  for  the  time  being,  the  Sum 
of  30s.  a  Year  at  the  Feast  of  St.  Miehaetf  <nr  within  four  Days  after;  the 
one  half  to  be  bestowed  in  Cloth  of  I2d.  the  Yard ,  for  the  Cloalhing  of 
poor  Fatherless  Children,  or  others  most  needful,  the  other  half  in  Mo« 
ney.  He  also  gave  to  ThMnao  Clarke  one  Tenement  or  Messoage  situat* 
ed  in  §tMMWUt,  the  Orchards,  Lands  and  Tenements  belonging  to  it,  to 
the  Heirs  of  nis  Body,  with  the  Remamdera  over,  upon  Condition  that 
Thomoi  Clarke  shall  yearly  pay  to  the  Parson  and  Churchwardens  of 
SMuM^t  at  St.  Michael,  or  withui  four  Days  after,  the  Sum  of  aOs.  for 
the  Use  of  the  poor  People  of  Ibtchenagf,  to  be  distributed  as  aforesaid, 
with  a  Clause  of  entry. 

George  Clarke,  by  his  Will  dated  the  8th  of  Octo.  S  and  4  P.  and  If. 
gave  all  his  Ty  th  Com,  called  V«Aeirp  Ty  th,  to  his  Son  William  in  tail, 
upon  Condition  that  he  should  pay  6/.  a  Year,  whereof  SO*,  to  the  Poor  of 
|bnd)Bnrfil|f  by  the  oversight  of  the  Vicar,  Churchwardens,  and  two  or 
three  of  the  Honest  Men  of  that  Parish,  at  C^hristmas,  for  ever  more ;  and 
60t.  to  the  Poor  of  this  Parish  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner,  whereof  2Sf. 
in  ready  Money,  and  the  other  85«.  in  Cloath  towards  the  Cloathing  of 
the  poor  People  of  this  Parish,and  also  shall  pay  at  Christmas  unto 
the  poor  People  of  ttnittilistoilt  the  other  50f»  in  such  manner  as  is  ap- 
pointed to  die  Poor  of  this  Parish. 

Thomas  Chapman,  Clerk,  by  his  Will  dated  the  8th  of  March,  19  Car.  II.

the  Yard,  and  six  doien  of  good  sweet  Bread  to  soch  poor  People  in  the 
Parish  of  Jbt  Vauhl  Qa9aUiai :  and  also  seven  Yards  ot  Yard- wide  CloJith 
of  2«.  the  Yard,  and  six  dozen  of  good  sweet  Bread  to  snch  poor  People 
in  the  Parish  of  Nottim,  with  a  Clause  of  Distress. 

Riekard  Shaare^  Clerk,  Rector  of  Jbtfbeiiagc;  George  Nodee  and  ThomM 
Harvtff  Churchwardens  of  J^tfbtnosf;  Robert^  Baifnaa,  Clerk,  Vicar  of 
man.  Robert  Coiltp  and  Jokm  Boaes,  Churchwardens  of  Hfltere,  ware  im- 
powered  by  a  Decree  to  make  a  Lease  dated  17th  of  AftrUf  SO  Cor.  II.

MUaunOlIVy  9Mlt  QSUaumirlv,  and  gmtHiH  charging  the  same  with  a 
Rent  Charge  of  121.  per  Ann.  payable  at  the  Feast  of  SL  Miehaei  tlie  Arch* 
Angel,  the  Birth  of  our  Lord  God,  the  Annunciation  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  and  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptist,  by  even  and  equal  Por- 
tioiMy  to  be  distribntcd  to  tha  said  Schools  with  a  Clania  of  Distress.

Adam  held  one  Hide  and  one  Virgate  of  the  Bishop  of  ISspctll  in  nUs 
nmUfflfSy  in  the  Hundred  of  BrtfUctoOtfr.  The  arrable  is  one  Carucate, 
and  it  is  now  with  three  Bordars,  Meadow  half  a  Carucate,  it  is  worth 
and  was  worth  ten  Shillings  a  Year,  in  the  time  of  Ring  Edward  (ihe 
Confessor)  twenty  Shillings;  Alfiet  held  this  Land  of  Rtbert  IKtMcre,he 
could  not  sell  it  without  his  Licence^  as  the  Shire  can  witness.

Wittiam  held  of  Robert  Gernon  one  Hide  in  WUmM^.  The  arrable 
Is  one  Carucate,  but  now  it  is  not  there ;  there  is  one  Cottager,  Meadow 
half  a  Carucate;  it  is  worth  six  Shillings  a  Year,  when  he  received  it  ten 
Shillings  a  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  fifteen 
Shillings  a  Year,  Alftet  held  this  Land  under  Robert  de  Winuarck  on  the 
Day  in  which  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  was  alive  and  dead,  he 
could  not  sell  it  without  his  Licence. 

Shortly  after  these  Parcels  were  united  in  the  Possession 
of  Fiizteck,  a  great  Norman,  from  whom  they  passed  (as  is  jtS^juom. 
set  forth  at  large  in  the  next  Vill)  to  Richard  Arymton,   ^'^"^^ 
who  was  Lord  of  both  Vills,  and  in  the  time  of  H.  III.  found- 
ed a  Priory  here  of  Cannons  Regular,  to  be  govern'd  after 
the  Order  of  St.  Benedict,  which  they  held  until  the  time 
of  the  Suppression  thereof,  when  it  was  valued  to  be  yearly  ^J^'- 1^^* 
worth  37/.  10«.  Qd.  ob.  bat  in  the  Monasticon  at  no  more       '^'' 
than  29/.  19«.  8d.  oh. 

When  this  Priory  came  to  the  Crown  by  the  Dissolution, 
King  H.  VIII.  by  Deed  dated  10  Decern.  Anno  29  Regm  ^-^ 
eui,  devised  to  James  Needham,  Oent.  Clerk  and  Surveyor  £j^^*^ 
of  the  King's  Works,  all  the  Lordship  and  Scite,  late  of  the 
Priorv  and  Monastery  of  SSBinoilUfti,  in  the  Countv  of 

Sttlbtll.  suppressed  bv  Authoritv  of  Parliament,  with  all 
uds,  Meadows,  and  Pastures  belonging  to  the  Monastery 
and  the  Rectory  of  the  Parish  Church  of^SUwnMn  IPocfea, 
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Bmd.  «r  and  all  Tytlies,  Oblations,  Profits,  Obventions,  and  Com- 
IMntoato  modities  whatsoever  belonging  to  the  Rectory,  for  the  Term 
of  one  and  twenty  Years,  to  commence  from  the  Feast  of 
St.  Michael,  then  last  past,  reserving  to  the  King,  his  Heirs, 
and  Successors,  the  yearly  Rent  of  19L  7s.  And  the  King 
did  farther  grant,  as  well  the  Stipend  and  Wages  of  a  Chap- 
lain to  celebrate  yearly  divine  Service,  and  to  take  the  Care 
of  the  Church  of  SSgrnohllket  as  also  all  Rents,  Fees,  An- 
nuities, Pensions^  Portions,  and  Sums  of  Money  issuing  out 
of  the  Premisses,  except  the  Rents  above  reserved. 

His  James  was  the  Son  of  Christopher  Needhean,  who 
was  the  Son  of  John,  who  was  commonly  called  Black  John 
Needham  of  XedABm-gtange  in  the  County  of  Sedig,  for 
that  he  was  a  very  black  Man:  his  Children  have  inherited 
the  same  Complexion,  and  hold  it  to  this  very  Day ;  and  for 
his  Arms  he  bore  Argent,  on  a  Bend  ingreyVd  Azure,  be- 
tween two  BueVs  Heads  cahosVd  Sabh,  (to  distinguish  his 
lane)  an  Escallop  Gold;  and  for  his  Crest  or  Omam  ent  of 
the  Helme,  a  BwcVs  Head  Sable  attired  Gold  issuing  out  of 
a  Crown  or  Crarland.  ^^bIIbS  Gold,  anciently  in  the  flour- 
ishing Estate  of  the  Roman  Commonwealth,  was  wont  to 
be  as  a  military  Reward,  bestowed  on  such  as  had  valiantly 
entered  into  the  Trench  or  Bulwork  of  the  Enemy. 

King  Henry  sent  this /am««  toUvSUAmz  in  Jpranct,  where 
he  died  in  the  Month  of  Sept.  Anno  86  JBT-VlII.  and  left 

John  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  obtained  a  Patent  of  this 
Manner  and  Rectory  from  King  Henry,  to  the  Use  of  him- 
self and  his  Heirs;  then  conve/d  it  to  the  Use  of  himself 
for  Life,  the  Remainder  to  the  Use  of  hb  Son  George  and 
his  Heirs,  and  in  the  Month  of  July,  Anno  34  Eliz.  he  dyed 
and  was  buried  in  this  Chancel,  where  his  Tomb  remaineth. 

George  succeeded,  and  was  possest  hereof  till  the  Month 
of  June,  Anno  1626,  when  he  died  at  this  Mannor-house, 
leaving  Issue 

Eustace,  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  lived  here  until  the 
Month  of  May,  Anno  1658,  then  died  and  was  buried  in 
this  Church. 

Creorge,  who  was  his  Heir,  enjoy'd  it,  much  improv'd  it 
during  the  time  he  was  possest  thereof,  and  died  in  July, 
1669,  leaving  Issue  George  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  the  pre- 
sent Possessor  hereof. 

This  Prio^  has  been  a  fair  old  Building  with  Cloys ters; 
there  was  a  Chappel  in  it  consecrated  since  the  Dissolution, 
almost  surrounded  with  a  Mote,  is  scituated  upon  the  Side 
of  a  small  Hill,  incompassed  with  near  400  Acres  of  rich 
meadow,  pasture,  and  arrable  Land  inclosed  to  it,  with  a 
very  hit  Orchard  and  Garden,  yeilding  the  best  Sort  of 
Fruit.  The  House  is  supply'd  from  a  Conduit,  with,  sufficient 
Water  to  turn  the  Spit  in  the  Kitch^i  upon  all  Occasions. 
.  This  Priory  was  dedicaited  to  the  blessed  St.  Mary^ 
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Xri^Propnetors  hereof  have  contloaaUy  provided  Priesti,  and  Co-    ™5S?J*J^ 
Ht^S)  to  serve  the  Cure  at  their  Pleasure;  it  is  situated  in  the  Deanery  of     ^*^^f^^

X  HIS  Vill  i)orrowed  its  Name  from  some  vndent  Proprie- 
tor ;  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor,  Earl  fla- 
rold  held  it,  and  -after  his  Deadi,  WUliam  the  Conqueror 
seized  it  into  his  Hands,  and  was  possest  hereof  at  the  time 
the  general  Survey  was  made,  for  it  is  there  recorded  under 
the  Title  of  Terra  Regis.

Kins  WiUiam  held  tflfttaton^Ies  in  die  Hundred  of  Idfoaftrtooter.  it  was 
rated  for  eight  Hides,  the  arrable  Is  eighteen  Canicates,  in  Vemeasne 
two  Hides  and  hn  half,  and  there  are  three  Caivcates  and  four  and 
twen^  Villains,  and  one  Socman,  and  five  Borders,  and  fi?e  Cottagers 
having  fifteen  Carucates,  there  are  six  Servants  and  one  Mill  of  twenty 
Shillings  Rent,  Meadow  one  Camcate,  and  two  Oxgangs,  Conunon  of 
Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  ViU,  Wood  for  Hedges;  this  Manaor  was 
in  the  Demeasne  of  the  Chnrch  of  St.  Sfory  tff  Ctflirt^,  but  Earl  Barotd 
took  it  from  thence,  as  all  the  Shire  can  witness,  and  laid  it  to  his  Man- 
ner in  i^if  about  three  Years  before  the  death  of  King  Edward  (the 
Confessor.) 

Goiebert  de  Belvaee  held  fEMiimiltUiles,  it  was  rated  for  three  Hides 
and  one  Vlrgate.  The  arrable  is  four  Carucates,  in  Demeasne  two

in  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth  sixty  Shillings  a  Year,  when  hereceived  it 
twenty  Shillings  a  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  £dvertf  (the  Confessor,) 
sixty  Shillings  a  Year,  8wtn  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Earl 
HtarMf  held  this  Manner  and  might  sell  it; 


tit."H JS[^  Afterwards  the  King  granted  it  to  Fiizieck,  a  noble  JVbr- 
foi  406.  nutrif  to  hold  of  him  by  the  honourable  Tenore  of  Grand 
Seijeanty,  that  the  Loras  thereof  should  serve  the  Kings  of 
®ndanb  upon  their  Coronation-day  with  his  first  Cup  in 
die  Nature  of  his  Cup-bearer,  which  honourable  Service, 
certain  noble  Gentlemen  of  that  Family  held,  until  the  Reig^

NceptbcM.  Reainald  demanded  against  the  Abbess  of  SIntStOfalti  the 
Actvowson  of  SSUmon&lsIeS,  as  his  Right,  wbich  belonged 
to  his  Inheritance  held  in  Serieanty  of  the  King;  and  Simon 
de  Ouy,  Attorney  to  the  Abbess,  came  and  defended  her 
Right,  and  said  that  Judith  the  Countess,  Niece  to  King 
Jf^liam  the  Conqueror,  who  founded  the  Abbey  of  AIn£S« 
VoSatf  me  to  the  Church  of  ^neStOiD  the  ViU  of  f^ftdft,  with 
the  Church  of  the  same  Vill,  and  the  Chappel  of  89t(liuni« 
besbp*  which  belonged  to  the  Church  of  fditcj^y  by  her  Deed 
which  he  produced;  and  it  was  attested  tnat  she  g^ve  it  in 
free  and  perpetual  Alms,  in  which  Deed  the  Grant  and  Con- 
firmation of  King  William  the  Conquerour,  with  the  Con- 
sent of  King  WiUiamhia  Son,  was  contained:  He  produced 
also  the  Confirmation  of  Kins  Henry  thereupon,  the  Con- 
firmation of  King  Henry  Father  of  the  Eang,  die  Writings 
of  the  Bishop,  who  were  Officials  in  that  Diocess,  the  Evi- 
dence of  the  Archbishop,  who  attested  that  the  Church  of 
SSimonbltB  was  appurtenant  to  the  Church  of  f^Ul^tf  the 
Evidence  of  the  Bishop  who  dedicated  that  Church,  and  the 
Testimonv  of  the  Legate  Reginald,  said  that  the  Church  of 
SSfolOliblCB  was  never  purtinat  to  the  Church  of  ^^fciCt 
and  that  King  William  never  held  SKJmontlleS  in  his  De- 
mesne, but  in  his  time  held  that  Land  which  A^ed  had,  and 
did  present  the  Parson  to  that  Church,  and  after  her  the 
KinggaveSKfmonlybB  as  an  Escheat  to  Reginald  his  Grand- 
father in  Seijeanty,  and  diereupon  he  presented  two  Par- 
sons to  that  Church,  whereof  the  last  was  named  Oshert, 
and  upon  this  he  brought  his  Suit,  &c.  and  because  the 
Prioress  had  not  Entry,  she  put  herself  upon  the  Country, 
and  Day  was  given. 
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Thifl  Reginald  was  constituted  Sheriff  of  the  Counties  of 
(tDomlrrfbS^  and  l^ntfns^Ollt  Anno  6  &  7  of  It.  I.  but  adhere- 
ing  to  the  rebelhous  Barons,  Anno  17  Johannis  had  Letters 
of  safe  Conduct  to  come  to  the  King,  to  treat  of  Peace  for 
them»  wherein  he  effecting  nothing  at  that  time,  but  making 
his  own  Composition,  Command  was  given  to  the  Sheriff  of 
(ECamhtfiygtSl^ite  to  give  him  Possession  of  all  his  Land  in 
the  same  County,  which  had  been  seized  for  that  RebeOion : 
After  his  Decease 

Richard  de  Argenion  succeeded,  was  constituted  Sheriff 
for  the  Counties  of  ®S0ex  and  fj^ertforb,  8  H.  III.  also  Gov- 
ernour  of  the  Castle  of  fbettfolAL  and  one  of  the  Stewards 
of  the  King's  Houshold  Anfu>  ll^Edw.  III.  He  founded 
a  Priory  for  Canons  Regular,  went  on  Pilgrimage  to  the 
Holy  Land,  14  Hen.  III.  and  dyed  Anno  1246,  30  Hen. 
III.  leaving  Issue 

Giks  his  Son  and  Heir,  a  Knight  of  great  Valour,  who 
was  with  the  King  in  his  Expedition  made  into  SSaltSy  16 
H.  III.  where  he  was  taken  Prisoner  with  some  others  in  a 
sharp  Fight  with  the  Wekh  near  itlontgomnB ;  afterwards 
he  assisted  the  rebellious  Barons,  who  took  tke  King  Pri- 
soner in  that  fatal  Battel  of  "fUbfSf  and  was  elected  one  of 
those  nine  Counsellours  who  govem'd  the  Realm,  but  after 
the  Battel  of  JSbmUfiOaf  where  the  Strength  of  those  Re- 
bels was  totally  vanquisht,  the  Lands  of  him,  and  Reginald 
his  Son  then  with  him  in  that  Insurrection,  were  extended ; 
afterwards  he  dyed  11  Edw.  I.  seized  of  this  Manner  by 
Grand  Seijeanty,  to  serve  the  King  upon  the  Day  of  his 
Coronation  with  a  silver  Cup,  leaving 

Reginald  Argenion  his  Son  and  Heir,  at  that  time  forty 
Years  of  Age;  he  did  his  Homage  soon  after  his  Father's 
Death,  had  Livery  of  all  his  Lands  in  the  Counties  of  <!Dain- 
^bdb^f  iSorfoQ^y  SbttSbKe,  and  J^ntforll ;  and  having  been 
summon'd  to  Parliament  Anno  25  Edw.  I.  dyed  1  Edw.  Ih 
leaving 

John  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  did  his  Homage,  had  Livery 
of  his  Land,  and  by  Joan  his  first  Wife,  hsd  Issue  three 
Daughters,  Joan,  Elizabeth,  and  Dioniee,  who  were  Heirs 
to  their  Mother ;  and  by  Anne  his  second  Wife,  one  Son 
named  John :  And  dying  12th  of  Edw.  II. 

John  was  his  Heir,  aged  six  Months  at  the  Death  of  his 
Father :  this  Manner  continued  in  this  Family  till  the  time 
of  Hen.  VI. 

When  the  Name  expired  for  Want  of  Issue  Male ;  Eliza- 
beth Argenion,  one  of  the  Daughters  and  Coheirs,  but  at 
length  the  entire  Heretrix  of  her  other  Sister,  brought  this 
Mannof ,  with  divers  other  fair  Possessions,  to  Sir  William 
Alingion,  Kt.  whcnn  she  espoused,  whose  Pedigree  I  think 
proper  to  set  forth  in  this  Place.

WiUiam  AUngton  was  hia  Brother  and  Heir,  succeeded 
him  in  the  Honoui*  of  iBtfllBtlTi  ftnd  this  Manner,  afterwards 
was  created  Baron  AUngton  of  SKhnoitUieBi  by  Letters  Pa- 
tents, dated  the  5th  of  "December,  1682,  Anno  35  Car.  II. 
He  married  Katharine,  the  Sister  of  Philip  Earl  of  ®§tS(- 
mfillb^  and  after  her  Decease,  Julian  Daughter  of  Baptist 
Noel  Viscount  tfambttm,  and  after  her  Decease,  Diana, 
Danghter  of  John  Earl  of  30eMl»lf  ^  and  the  Relict  of  Sir 
Grevil  Vemsg  of  (!Dmiqiton  in  the  County  of  SEtatfofd^i  Kt.

ID  his  Infancy,  and  Julian ;  and  by  Diana  his  last  Wife,  he 
bad  HUdebrand,  who  died  in  his  Minority,  Diana  and  Ka- 
tharine, who  dyed  unmarried  1603,  and  Oiles  Baron  Aling- 
ton  of  iBUIIatb  and  SftfnumlgrbBy  who  dyed  1691,  upon  whose 
Deadi  the  Bwrony  of  SEUaionillD  expired  tiirough  Want 
of  Heir  male  of  the  Body  of  the  last  William  Lord  AUng- 
ton, but  the  Barony  of  iKflbttt  descended  to 

HUdebrand  Lord  AUnaton,  as  the  third  Son  and  Heir  of 
William  Lord  AUngton  his  Father,  succeeded  him  in  this

Elizabeth  Hambleton,  the  Widow  and  Relict  of  James 
Hambleton,  Esq.  who  commanded  a  Regiment  of  Foot,  in 
the  time  of  King  Charles  II.  in  the  Nar^  against  the  Dutch, 
where  he  was  shot  in  the  Leg,  upon  which  Wound  he  dyed. 
She  was  one  of  the  Daughters  of  Sir  John  Colepeper,  a  rex* 
son  of  great  Ability,  and  perfectly  loyal  to  his  .rance;  He 
was  constituted  Chancellour  of  the  Exchequer,  afterwards 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  and  sworn  of  the  Priyy  Councel,  to 
Kinff  Charles  I.  on  whose  Behidf  he  couragiously  yentured 
his  lUfe  in  the  Battles  of  ?EUtlttm»  }f  etriins»  and  diyers  other 
sharp  Encounters ;  for  which  Seryice  he  was  adyanced  io  the 
Dignity  of  a  Baron,  by  the  Title  of  Baroor  Colepeper  of 
^POOtnAHm  in  the  County  of  Ifncolnr.  by  Patent  datedf  at 
^jXffdif  2ist  of  October,  1644, 20th  of  the  same  King.  She 
had  Issue  by  her  Husband,  James  married  to  Elizabeth  the 
Daughter  of  Sir  Roberi  Bedding,  and  Jam  his  Wife,  Coun- 
tess of  ittontnrtj^  in  ItelaiA;  George,  who  commanded  a 
Regiment  of  Foot  in  the  Seryice  of  King  William  and 
Queen  Margin  ^anlttt9«  where  he  was  slain  in  the  Year 
TSM,  and  WiBiam  Hambleian :  and  she  is  the  present  Lsdy 
hereof.

VIII.  was  Talned  in  the 
King's  Books  at  61.  per  Ann,  whereof  the  Masters,  Fellows,  and  Scholars 
of  IVgntiy  CMMgi^  are  Patrons.

This  Chnrch  is  erected  upon  low  Groand  in  the  middle  of  the  VUl,  in 
the  Deanery  of  p^itr^in,  in  the  Diocess  of  fttocoUif ;  the  Body  is  covered 
with  Lead,  to  which  a  sqvare  Tower  is  annexed  at  the  West  End,  where- 
in are  four  small  Bells,  withoat  any  Spire  upon  it,  or  other  Remark  in 
the  Chnrch. 

In  this  Vill  there  is  a  Water-mill  upon  the  Wxttf  from 
thence  called  ^frral'mfllt  which  in  the  time  of  iriffiam  the 
Conqueror,  was  yearly  rented  at  twenty  Shillings,  as  appears 
by  Domesdei.  Mills  were  of  great  Antiquity,  for  I  find  it 
recorded  among  the  ancient  Laws,  that  if  any  Man  shall  vio- 
lently break  a  Water-mill,  he  shall  be  bound  to  repair  it 
within  thirty  Dayes,  and  moreover  to  pay  thirty  Shillings 
for  the  Tresspass;  and  a  little  after  iollows.  We  command 
the  same  of  Water-poles,  which  serve  such  Mills,  and  that 
the  Water-dams  shall  be  kept  and  preserved.

JBtot  was  one  of  those  Lords,  who  assisted  Odo  Bishop  of  ^J^EjjJ*?^ 
SdagettX.  and  Robert  Earl  of  ifSlotetOn  and  (iTomiDd,  the  luiph  de  di. 
King's  Uncles,  to  advance  Robert  Curthose,  Duke  of  Nor-  Sf^.^**^' 
maiurgt  and  elder  Brother  of  King  William  Rufus,  to  the  ^\JI^  ^* 
Crown  of  £ndanlf ;  but  afterwards  covetous  of  Riches,  and 
ambitious  of  Honour,  and  having  an  Assurance  of  bodi,  if 
he  would  promote  the  Interest  of  WUliam  Rufus,  he  desert- 
ed Robert  Curthose,  Anno  1093,  (6  Will.  Rufus  J  who  was 
his  liege  Lord  to  whom  he  had  sworn  Fealtr*  and  came 
into  Snalaniil)  where  he  ofifered  his  Service  to  King  William 
Rufus:  out  'tis  observable  that  those  Men  who  will  not  hold 
to  their  Principle,  but  sell  their  Prince  for  private  Gain  or 
Preferment  are  not  to  be  trusted,  for  they  that  will  be  false, 
to  one  Master,  will  never  be  true  to  another;  so  it  happen'd 
with  this  Earl  WiUiam,  for  shortly  after  he  joyned  with 
Robert  de  Molbray,  Earl  of  ICortJbum&erlanlr,  m  that  Con- 

Siracy  to  murder  Rufus  in  a  Wood,  and  being  charged  with 
is  Plot  by  some  Person,  whom  he  challenged  to  a  Duel, 
for  the  Justification  of  his  Innocency  therein,  and  being  van- 
quished in  the  Duel,  his  Eyes  were  pulled  out,  and  his 
Privy-members  cut  off  at  SbBttSbQtgt  whilst  the  Kinff  ce- 
lebrated a  ereat  Council  there  on  the  Octaves  of  the 
Epiphany,  Anno  1096, 9  WiU.  Rufus. 

Yet  Aenry  his  Son  succeeded  him  in  the  Earldom  of 
Sioe^  who  joyned  with  the  Earl  of  ^fSltVit^  and  others  in 
that  honourable  Reception  of  King  H.  I.  made  by  the  No- 
biUty  of  ^^tcnnnantot  when  he  first  landed  there,  after  he  had 

got  the  Crown  of  vnglantr. 

But  he  conspired  with  Baldwin  Earl  of  JflantrttS*,  to  ad- 
vance William,  Son  to  Robert  Curthose,  to  the  Crown  of 
Snglanby  and  the  King  having  Notice  of  it,  secured  him  at 
^RoaiTi  and  kept  him  in  Cust^y  till  he  had  surrender'd  up 
all  his  Strong  Holds. 

Howbeit  the  next  Tear,  he  made  some  Satisfaction  for 
this  Offence,  for  he  attended  the  King  in  that  memorable 
Battel  at  30tni1lfbfl  near  iiflffm^  where  the  English  obtain'd 
a  glorious  Victory  against  Lewis  King  of  JfxBXUti  but  find- 
ing that  this  Manner  came  to  the  Lords  ot^iibt%m^f  which 
was  in  the  Possession  of  Peter  de  VaUmgies,  as  appears  by 
Domesdei  Boot,  where  'tis  recorded  under  the  Title  of 
Terra  Petri  de  Valongies.

Geifirey  held  one  Hide  and  an  half  of  Peter  de  Vatangiee  in  tu^Qu. 
in  the  Hundred  of  IMMwlnE.  The  amble  is  one  Carocate,  and  it  is 
there  with  two  Borders  and  one  Servant,  it  is  worth  thirty  Shiilinas  a 
Year,  when  he  received  it  twenty  Shillings  a  Year,  in  the  time  of  Ring 
Edward  (the  Confessor)  forty  Shillings  a  Year,  Alvine  held  one  Hide  and 
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Hund,  •/     an  half  of  thU  Land,  «zcept  ten  Acres  and  oae  Tolt,  which  Al»m€  Ihde, 
Utsit^toaUt  a  Man  (ander  the  Protecuon  of  little  Alwrie  held,  and  did  Ijf  e  in  WiiUm, 
he  coaid  not  lell  them  from  thence. 


Bat  in  the  time  of  H.  III.  both  these  Manoors  were  in 
^^)^u  <"/  the  Possession  of  William  de  Chives,  who  erected  a  Seat 
iib.i>L  MS.  upon  this  Hilly  and  called  it  by  his  own  Name,  to  perpetu- 
ate the  Memory  thereof  to  Posterity;  for  many  Persons 
would  often  give  their  own  Names*  or  the  Names  of  their 
Ancestors  to  Monotains  or  Riyers,  as  to  things  after  their 
Judgement  freest  from  any  Alteration*  for  the  Names  of 
great  Kingdoms  were  often  changed  by  Conquerours*  and 
the  greatest  Cities  burnt  or  demoUsht. 

This  William  de  Monte  Cameo  was  one  of  the  great  Cap- 
tains* Anno  1264*  48  H.  III.  that  lead  the  second  Battalia 
under  the  Command  of  OUbert  de  Clara,  the  second  Gene- 
ral of  the  Army  which  the  Barons  had  then  raised  against 
King  H.  III.  for  by  that  Means  he  was  known  Aimis  1258* 
and  1259*  42  and  43  H.  III.  during  the  Space  of  both  which 
Years  he  served  the  King  in  the  Office  of  Sheriff  for  the 
Counties  of  |^mto)l  and  Qiwn. 

Ralph  de  Monte  Caxneo  succeeded  him*  and  did  his  Ho- 
mage and  Service  to  Humphry  de  Bohun,  Earl  of  f^mfeltf 
and  ZsstXf  for  the  Tenements  which  he  held  of  him  in  the 
Viil  of  ODiibesfieDr  in  this  County*  and  .^tmimcs  in  the 
County  of  iVUIlMtSIX ;  and  he  served  as  Knight  of  the 

prrat Pu.      Shire  for  this  County  in  the  Parliament  held  Anno  1300* 2 

'^'^'  Edw.  II.  which  Parliament  continued  but  a  short  time*  for 

I  have  not  seen  any  Statute  made  there. 

After  his  Decease*  this  Manner  came  to  the  Possession  of 
Bichard  de  Monte  Caviso,  who  was  a  Person  of  great  Es- 
teem and  much  Value  in  his  time*  for  he  served  this  County 
in  four  several  Parliaments*  one  held  Anno  4  Edw.  III.  an- 
other Anno  5  Edw,  III.  another  ilnno  7  Edw.  III.  and  an- 

^^'^  other  ilnno  14  Edw.  III.     He  was  also  constituted  Sheriff 

of  this  County  and  £ssex«  but  I  suppose  dyed  in  his  Shrie- 
valty* for  that  he  held  it  no  longer  than  the  first  Half  of 
that  Year.

in  Trust  for  the  JBenefit  of  Elizabath  Parker,  and  by  Force 
of  this  Settlement,  the  Trustees  held  a  Court  on  W  ednes- 
day  next  before  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  Anno  1507,  22 
H.VII.  in  their  Names,  and  upon  her  Death  both  these  iwi. 
Manners  descended  to 

Sir  Nicholas  Barrington,  E^iugfatp  who  conveyed  them  in 
Trust  to  Sir  John  Greene,  Kt.  and  other  Feoffees  to  such 
Purposes  as  were  directed ;  by  the  Authority  of  which  Set- 
tlement, these  Feoffees  held  a  Court  on  the  13th  of  Jim, 
1518,  9  H.  VIII.  for  both;  in  the  mean  while  this  Sir  "^ 
Nicholas  by  Will  dated  22d  of  July,  1515,  disposed  of  them 
with  the  Manners  of  'ixi^bmfib  and  SSbfttOtl,  which  he  had 
given  to  7%omas  Leventhorpe,  Thomas  Peryent,  Esquires, 
and  Edmund  Brocket,  Gent,  and  others,  for  17  Years,  to  the 
Use  of  his  Will,  and  the  Residue  of  all  his  Goods  unbe- 

Jueathed,  to  Dame  Elizabeth  his  Wife,  except  the  Stan- 
erts  of  his  Houses  of  ®]^{sfielb  and  iflgrcfaaton^ftan,  which 
he  willed  to  be  left  to  his  Heir  apparent  John  Barrington, 
when  he  came  to  the  Age  of  22  Years;  and  it  seems  he  dyed 
about  the  Year  1521,  tor  in  the  Month  of  October,  in  this 
same  Year,  this  Will  was  proved. 

John  Barrington,  Esq.  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  enj^ed 
these  Manners,  and  settled  them  in  Thomas  Peryent,  Esq.  ^^^ 
and  other  Trustees,  who  by  Force  hereof,  held  Court  here 
on  the  4th  of  November,  1584, 25  H.VIII.  after  the  Deadi 
of  this  John  Barrington.  '^ 

Thomas  Barrington  his  Son  and  Heir  succeeded :  but 
whilst  he  was  under  Age,  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Barrington, 
who  survived  her  Husband,  was  Guardian  to  her  Son,  and 
held  Court  in  these  Manners  in  her  Name  on  the  5th  of 
May,  1546, 38  H.VIII.  and  when  Thomas  the  Son  attain*d  ibM. 
to  Age,  he  held. a  Court  here  in  his  own  Name,  then  con-

Elizabeth  Barringtonlas  Mother,  who  held  another  Court 
the  20th  of  AprU,  1555, 1  fc  2  P.  fc  ilT.  in  her  Name,  but 
shortly  after  dying,  these  Manners  returned  again  to  Thomas 
Barrington, 
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Htmd.  ^  But  to  return  to  ThomoM  Barrimgton,  whose  Arms  were

Points  Azure.  He  sold  diese  Manners  to  Geo.  Clerke  of 
iStrnifngtra  in  this  County,  Gent,  who  soon  after  this  Pur- 
chase dyedy  leaving  Issue  four  Sons,  Will.  Tho.  Joh.  and 
Oeo. 

William  Clerk  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  educated  at  the 
Inns  of  Court,  where  he  iinproved  his  time  in  the  Study  of 
the  Law,  was  called  to  the  Bar,  sedulous  and  diligent  in  his 
I^rofession,  and  had  a  great  Reputation  among  the  Learned ; 
he  dyed  leaving  Issue 

George,  to  whom  these  Manners  descended  by  Right  of 
Inheritance;  he  lived  retiredW  in  the  Country  upon  his 
Estate,  enjoyed  them  some  Years,  then  dyed,  and  left 
them  to 

William  Clerk,  who  loved  a  country  Life,  delighted  much 
in  the  Pleasure  of  Hawking^,  and  would  be  very  free,  brisk 
and  merry  in  all  ConH>anies;  he  snfifered  much  for  his 
Loyalty  to  Eling  Char.  I.  when  the  factious  Party  was  pre- 
valent, and  in  the  Height  of  those  troublesome  times,  he 
rose  one  Evening  from  Supper,  sat  down  in  his  Chair  by  the 
Fire,  and  dyed  suddenly  there,  leaving  Issue  William, 
Nicholas,  and  Francis. 

William  Clerke  was  his  Heir,  possest  these  Manners, 
and  held  divers  Courts  here ;  he  married  Mary  the  Daughter 
and  sole  Heir  of  John  Bagshaw  of  1<ontlon#  Merchant,  by 
^homhehad  Issue  four  Dauffhters,  Elizabeth,  Jane,  yah' 
anna,  and  Frances,  and  dyed. 

Mary  his  Widow  succeeded,  held  these  Manners  for  her 
life,  and  during  her  time,  Elizabeth  her  eldest  Daughter 
married  Georae  Throckmorton,  Esq.  descended  from  that 
ancient  Family  of  Throckmorton  in  BBoriofC&SJ^ilt;  and 
after  her  Decease,  Jane  the  second  Daughter  married 
William  Capel  of  ^tanton,  in  the  County  of  Jbtt&A,  Esq. 
who  descended  from  Sir  Arthur  Capel,  Ancestor  to  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  lEsStCI  Valeanna  the  third 
Daughter  married  Thomas  Story  of  JttOttllan  in  the  County 
of  (S^mbribj^t  Esq.  and  Frances  the  youngest  Daughter 
married  Sir  Charles  Neah  of  SRooIlBSton  in  the  County  of 
V(nrtiainptOII»  Kt.  who  w^re  the  Coheirs  to  these  Manners, 
and  upon  the  Partition  of  the  Estate  of  this  William  Clerk 
among  these  Daughters,  these  Manners  with  the  Manner- 
house  and  Seat  was  dlotted  by  Agreement  to 

Elizabeth  the  eldest  Daughter,  who  joined  with  her 
Husband  in  a  Conveyance  of  them  to  the  Use  of  them  for 
their  Lives,  and  the  longer  Liver,  the  Remainder  to  him 
and  his  Heirs,  by  Reason  whereof  he  became  Lord  of 
these  Manners. 

His  Pedigree  is  set  out  by  Sir  Wittiam  Dugdale  iu  hb 
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Survey  of  Sftaiflrfc&l^fte,  and  brought  down  to  Sir  George  ^«"'-  ^

this  Gentleman,  the  last  Owner  of  these  Manners.  He 
dyed  at  (S^{gSiz%  on  the  first  of  October,  1696,  leaving 
Issue  John,  G^orae,  WtUiam,  Thomae ;  Mary  married  to 
Thomas  Broomfieui,  Gent.

and  €DttefieDi  at  five,  and  that  the  Uncertainty  of  their  Bounds  could  not 
be  known,  whence  such  Contentions  arose  between  the  Incumbents,  that 
thev  meeting  together  upon  Preambulation,  one  Parson  kiird  the  other, 
and  the  Churches  were  not  distant  above  Half  a  Mile. 

Yet  both  these  Churches  have  been  continued,  and  the  several  Patrons 
heretofore  presented  to  them  in  their  Turns,  as  appears  by  the  Register 
in  the  Church  of  IrtacoUu;  where  'tis  recorded  that

By  these  Entries,  it  seems  to  me  that  Tkomae  Brocket,  in  Right  of  Elita- 
betk  his  Wife,  presented  WiUimm  Seelff,  because  they  are  named  before 
TkomoM  Pakner,  and  Chrietian  his  Wife,  which  shews  it  was  their  Turn  to 
present,  and  that  Tkomae  Palmer,  in  Right  of  Ckrietian  his  Wife,  present- 
ed Roger  Megtw  in  the  next  Course,  for  that  their  Names  are  placed  be- 
fore Tkomae  Brocket  and  Eliiabetk  his  Wife,  which  was  in  those  Days,  the 
Usage  in  Cases  of  this  Nature,  and  the  like  Order  was  not  only  observed 
here,  but  also  between  the  joynt  Lords  of  the  Manner  of  fllhurVi  when 
they  held  Courts  for  that  Manner  in  their  Turns,  to  which  I  refer  the 
Reader:  And  the  Patrons  presented  joyntly  after  this  Manner  in  tueir 
Turns,  as  appears  by  the  following  Account,  taken  from  the  Register  in 
the  Church  of  fttoroiat ;  and  these  Churches  have  been  rated  together  in 
the  King's  Books,  at  the  yearly  Value  of  121.  8d.  but  since  the  Refoima- 
tion  every  Rector  read  Prayers,  and  preached  at  the  one  Church  in  the 
Forenoon,  and  theotherin  the  Afternoon,  which  Course  wasduly  observed.

The  Chnrch  of^xahtltQ,  is  sitoated  in  a  Bottom  near  the  Vill,  the  Body 
thereof  is  covered  with  Lead,  there  is  a  fair  Chancel  at  the  East  End  cov- 
ered with  Tyle,  and  a  sanare  Tower  is  annexed  to  the  West  End  thereof, 
in  which  hang  fonr  small  Bells,  'tis  covered  with  Lead,  and  a  short  Spire 
upon  it.

As  for  the  sncceeding  Rectors  I  refer  the  Reader  to  those  of  ^vttittUs. 

On  Cflibei  Hill  stands  an  antient  small  Church  or  Chappel,  with  a  Chan- 
eel  adjoyning  to  the  same,  both  which  are  covered  with  Tyles,  there  is  a 
small  Chappel  adjoyningto  the  Sooth  Side  of  the  Chancel,  which  belongs 
wholly  to  the  Lord  of  etibet&Qr,  and  two  very  small  Bells  hang  in  the 
Roof  of  the  West  End  of  the  Chnrch,  whereof  one  is  broke. 

In  the  Chancel  there  is  not  anv  thing  remarkable,  for  the  Windows  were 
defac'd  in  the  late  late  time  of  Rebelliofa,  Anno  1642,tbnt  in  the  North 
Window,  there  are  the  Figures  of  some  Bishops,  one  supposed  to  be  St. 
Edmond,  in  his  Habit,  with  a  Crosier  In  his  Hand,  another  is  thought  to 
be  St  Thowuu  of  ^Dontntttrp,  in  his  Archiepiscopal  Habit,  with  his  Crosier 
in  hit  Hand ;  and  at  the  East  End  thereof  are  the  Figures  of  several  other 
Bishops  and  holy  Men  now  deAced. 

In  ue  Passage  or  Arch  between  the  Chancel  or  Chapel  is  a  Tomb  raised 
about  two  Foot  high,  wherein  some  suppose  tiiat  the  Founder  of  the 
Chnrch  may  He ;  and  In  the  Chapel  did  lye  the  Body  of  Sh-  Fhmos  Throck' 
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HvMl.  ^    wmUm^  i»f  ttlMl  fCoM^tlR  ki  the  Coaaty  of  WfanMt,  Bar.  who  dyed  the 

dagr  of  ^•oMer^  leBO,  which  Chapel  b  adorned  with  hia  Banner 

and  Banrol,  and  other  Eotigns  belonging  to  hia  Degree;  bat  bii  eldest  8oa 
Sir  Rthtti  lately  reaioved  his  Body  from  hence  #the  aaeieBt  Burying 
Place  of  his  Aaeevtors  at  €Co«tttoil  in  HUKhKclfltef. 

In  the  upper  WhMlow  on  the  North  Stde  of  the  Church,  inore  Pictnres 
appear  defaeed,  whereof  remaint  a  Bitbop  in  his  Habit,  with  a  Crosier 
Staff.    Near  it  is  a  Coat  of  Arms,  Galsa,  iknt  tmter  Cwft  Argent. 

in  the  West  Wiadow  is  a  Coat  of  Arms,  Axme  ten  FUmer  de  Lnutf  Or. 

Each  Church  has  alwayes  two  distinct  Chnrch-wnrdens,  and  the  Pa- 
risboners  of  either  Parish  pav  their  respectiTe  Duties,  and  repair  their 
several  and  respective  Cbwrehes  to  which  they  particularly  belong;  and 
the  Incaoibenl  payee  Duties  to  the  Archdeaeoa  for  two  disdnct  Livings, 
because  the  Archdeacon  did  agree  vrith  the  Bishop  to  unite  them;  but 
the  Parishoners  of  the  several  Parishes  pay  all  Rates  and  Taxes  to  the 
King  and  the  Poor,  ioyntfy  together,  and  the  Officers  are  called  Officers

WiUkm  de  Ow  held  nMoit.  it  was  rated  for  ten  Hides.  The  arrable 
is  twenty  tliree  Camcatesy  in  Demeasne  five  Hides,  and  there  are  fi'^^ 
Cameates,  and  a  sixth  may  be  made,  there  are  thirty  three  Villains  with 
two  Presbyters  and  one  Knight,  and  two  F^nchmen  bom,  havinc  sixteen 
Cameates,  and  now  another  may  be  made,  there  are  fifteen  Bordars  and 
twelve  Cotars,  and  ten  Servants,  and  one  Mill  of  ten  Shillings  Rent  by 
the  Year,  Meadow  three  Cameates,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle, 
Wood  to  feed  five  hundred  Hoes;  of  Wood  and  Pasture  thirteen  Shill* 
isgs  and  four  Pence  Rent  by  the  Year;  in  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth 
twenty  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  thirty 
Pounds.  AUetwn  a  Thane  of  King  Edword  (the  Confessor)  held  this 
Manner. 

Gilbert  of  ^latt  was  Lord  of  this  Mannor  of  SBbston,    ord.ru.  qm. 
made  Earl  of^gmfaoJe,  Anno  1188,  after  which  he  gave  y^%iSl!' 
this  Church  of  iBBBwton,  and  Lands  worth  ten  Pounds  per  *^' ""  ^ 
Annum,  within  the  Precinct  of  this  Mannor,  to  the  Eoiights 
Templers,  whereon  they  built  a  Town  called  (STamlfaCt  since 
enriched  by  several  Purchasers;  divers  Priviledgeshave  been 
obtained  from  the  King  for  them,  all  wUch  were  afterwards 
confirmed  by  William  Mareschal,  Earl  of  Tj^imMkif  his  he- 
reditary Successor  in  his  Lands  and  Honours. 

He  married  Elizabeth  the  Sister  of  Waieran  Earl  of 
ifStelbnt,  and  dyed  Anno  1148,  14  StepK.  and  was  buried  in   Ya^^^ 
the  Abby  of  ^ntrnit,  leaving  Issue  Richard,  sirnamed   ^^  "f;^^^^^^ 
Strongbow,  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  Bal^ipin  a  younger  Son,    ork/iv/.  9*22. 
who  fighting  stoutly  for  King  Stephen,  in  the  Battle  of 
Ifncolne,  6  Steph.  was  taken  Prisoner. 

King  H.  II.  16  Regni  sui,  deprived  this  Earl  of  all  his  Dogd.iPn. 
paternal  Estate,  AnnoiVTO,  16  Regni  sui,  upon  which  he  in-  ^*»^*^  ^<»>  -^ 
vaded  Itflaitb  with  what  Forces  he  could  get  together,  won 
SSaterfotlD  and  StAIfHi  and  sent  certain  Messengers  fi-om 
thence  to  Kinff  Henry,  Anno  1171,  17  JET.  II.  ofiering  to 
him  those  Cities  of  BuhUlt  and  aStBtttforlr,  and  all  those 
Castles  which  he  was  to  have  there,  after  the  Death  of 
Dermutius  King  of  Stdblfo^  whose  Daughter  he  had  mar- 
ried; this  pleased  the  King  so  well  that  be  restored  to  him 
'  all  the  Lands  in  lEnalatib  and  lCmiumto>  ^^^^^^^  he  had  taken 
from  him,  and  freely  granted  that  he  stiould  enjoy  all  those 
Lands  in  Inlanbt  which  he  had  with  his  Wife,  and  consti- 
tuted him  Constable,  which  was  chief  Governour  of  that 
Realm.  This  moved  King  Henry  to  go  into  Irelanbi 
which  he  subdued  wholly  without  anv  considerable  Resist- 
ance, tho'  the  Monk  of  ^(^tbattlx  gives  another  Relation  j«rrTtuix

^"^^"^^^         When  the  King  had  obtained  Inlanll^  he  made  this  Bhrl 
Justice  of  that  Realm,  and  soon  after  he  dyed  untimely  up- 
^oi'S^tbfSo.  on  the  Nones  of  April,  1176,  22  H.  II.  and  was  buried  in 
the  Chapter-house  at  CKIotBStCti  where  this  Inscription' was 
engraved  on  the  Wall; — Hie  jacet  Richardus  S^ongbow., 
Filius  Gilberti  Comiiis  de  ^pmbro&t.    And  he  left  Issue 
Isabel  who  was  his  Daughter  and  Heir,  and  married  Rid^ 
ar  J  Earl  of  Sbtrfgul^  in  Ri^ht  of  his  Wife,  of  whom  he  be- 
ibid.  foi.  000.  QQuie  £Qf  1  Qf  (^lare.  and  bemg  thus  advanced  to  this  Honour, 
he  bore  the  royal  scepter  of  Gold,  with  the  Cross  on  the 
Head  of  it,  at  the  solemn  Coronation  of  R.  I.   He  was  con- 
ibdti^nuto     stituted  Sheriff  of  1.fncoInd|^ire»  Anno  2  R.I.  and<:ontinued 
Lincoine.        iu  that  Employment  till  6  R.  I.  inclusive,  in  which  Year  he 
iM^eiTLb     was  made  Sheriff  of  JbuSSe^C,  which  Office  he  held  during  the 
suaex.  whole  Reign  of  King  Richard,     In  1  Johannis,  that  King 

M.p«riM96.   sent  him  out  of  iSmnanbg  into  (Snglantt,  with  Hubert 
iLHoved.       Archbishop  of  (StanttlbUTg^  to  keep  all  m  Peace  here  till  he 
came  over ;  whereupon  they  appointed  those  of  the  Nobility 
and  others,  of  whom  they  most  doubted,  to  meet  at  Xott]^- 
ampton,  and  to  take  their  Oaths  of  Fidelity  to  King  John, 
and  the  same  Tear  he  was  appointed  Shenff  of  QErtottSttt* 
S^frtt  and  again  of  §|^US0£X.     He  proved  very  loyal  and  faith- 
ful to  that  King  during  all  the  time  of  his  Keign,  and  being 
a  Person  of  great  Power  and  Prudence,  he  convened  many 
of  the  Earls  and  Barons  together,  and  setting  young  Henry 
among  them,  said.  Behold  your  King,  whereupon  they  ap- 
pointed a  Day  for  his  Coronation;  he  was  the  chief  Agent 
that  set  the  Crown  upon  his  Head,  and  the  Rest  of  the  No- 
bility constituted  him  Protector  during  the  King's  Minority.

^^i?eru.  -^^^^  1218,  2  If.  III.  executed  the  Office  for  three  Parts 
'    '      of  that  Year,  and  for  Half  the  second  Year,  during  which 
time  he  did  many  Work&  of  Piety,  among  which  be  granted 
divers  Liberties  and  Priviledges  to  the  Borough  of^autlac 
formerly  given  to  the  Knights  Tenipkrs  by  his  noble  An- 
cestor Gilbert  Slronabow,  sometime  Earl  of  ^Pembtrofct; 
and  also  gave  unto  them  the  Mill  lEla&etoelteSJ^eb^t  with 
two  Husbandmen  in  that  Town,  and  then  died  at  <9)abet« 
^Sl^*"      Sftam,  1219,  3  H.  III.  and  his  Body  was  buried  in  the 
^  New  Tentple. 

This  g^eat  Eari  left  five  Sons,  William,  Richard,  Gilbert, 

Dngd.  Bar,      Walter,  and  Anselme ;  they  succeeded  one  after  another  in 

Toi.i>i.w2.  j^ig  Honours  and  Lands,  all  of  them  died  without  Issue; 

and  five  Daughters,  Maud  married  to  Hugh  Bigot,  Earl  of

(SmdoM;  SiWl  to  William  de  Ferrers,  EarlofBctbB; 
and  Eoe  to  William  de  Braheuse. 

WiUiam,  the  eldest  Son,  who  succeeded  hb  Father.    In  ^  j,^^.  ^.^ 
8  H.  III.  he  was  made  Governor  of  the  Castles  of  (Satbf-  317.  ""^ 

San  and  (ZDonnarti^:  and  haying  married  Alianare,  the 
lister  of  King  H.  lit.  he  died  without  Issue,  Anno  1231,   ^^1^"* 
15  JET.  III.  and  was  buried  in  the  New  Temple. 

Richard  Maresohal  his  next  Brother,  returning  into  MattPu-u, 
Sndaidy  about  the  Month  of  August  following,  repaired  to  ^^  ^^- 
the  King  then  in  SSbUSi  and  presenting  himself  to  him  as 
Heir  to  his  deceased  Brother,  offered  to  perform  his  Hom- 
age, apd  whatsoever  else  oould  justly  be  required  of  him  for 
that  Inheritance;  but  the  King,  upon  the  Suggestion  of 
Hubert  de  Burgh  refused  to  Grant  him  Livery.  This 
caused  him  to  return  into  8Sabs>  enter  upon  the  Castle  of 
^Pmtbniftty  with  the  whole  Honor  thereunto  belonging,  and 
to  raise  all  the  Power  he  could,  resolving  to  get  his  Inheri- 
tance by  Force  if  he  could  not  obtain  it  ol£erwise;  upon 
which  the  King,  feioinga  Disturbance,  accepted  his  Hom- 
age and  Fealty,  and  restored  to  him  all  hb  Rights. 

But  afterwards  the  King  was  so  exasperated  against  him, 
that  he  caused  his  Houses  and  Lands  to  be  wasted,  his 
Castles  to  be  besieged ;  and  the  Bishop  of  SKfo4l(St£r» 
who  here  the  great  sway  at  that  time  at  Court,  sent  Let- 
ters to  Maurice,  Chief  Justice  of  Irtlaitbt  and  other  his 
seeming  Friends  there,  lliat  if  thOT  should  take  him  when 
he  should  come  into  Icflantr»  the  lung  would  bestow  ail  his 
Lands  in  that  BeaLm  among  them,  and  sent  them  a  Pa- 
tent under  the  great  Seal  to  that  purpose,  whereupon  they 
encouraged  with  these  fair  Pr<»nises,  enter'd  upon  his 
Lands  and  Casdto  there  with  a  military  Power:  This  Earl 
upon  Notice  of  it  hasted  thither,  raised  what  Force  he 
could,  laid  Siege  to  IfllierfAy  which  yielded  to  him  in  four 
Days,  took  divers  Castles,  none  daring  to  make  Head 
against  him;  but  those  great  Men  endeavouring  to  effSact 
by  Policy  what  they  could  not  obtain  by  Strength,  desired 
a  Truce  with  him;  they  corrupting  several  of  his  Party: 
in  the  mean  time  discovering  Uiatne  was  betray'd,  then 
declared  that  he  would  rather  die  with  Honour  than  quit 
the  Field,  put  his  Men  in  order,  boldly  charging  into  the 
midst  of  his  Endues,  but  some  of  his  own  Party  perfidiouslv 
deserting,  and  others  submitting  to  the  adverse  Party,  till 
he  was  almost  left  alone,  then  opprest  with  Numbers  on 
every  side,  his  Horse  kill'd  under  him,  and  he  stab'd  in  the 
Back,  was  carried  Prisoner  to  his  own  Castle;    where  he 
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Hund,^    not  minding  bis  Wounds,  fell   into  a  hi^h  Feyer,  and 

^^Jljjjj^  through  the  Anguish  thereof  died  upon  the  sixteenth  of  the 

Calends  of  May,  and  was  buried  accordijo^  to  his  Desire 

in  the  Oratory  of  the  Friars  Minors  at  iKfl&Clltlg,  where 

a  noble  Monument  was  afterwards  erected  to  his  Memory. 

But  soon  after  the  King  seeing  his  Errour»  removed 
those  Aliens  from  his  Court  and  Council,  received  to  Fa- 
vour all  those  Noblemen  who  had  assisted  this  Earl,  and 
restored  his  whole  Inheritance  to 

Gilbert  Mareschal  his  Brother,  who  ntarried  Margaret 
the  Sister  of  the  Kins^  of  Sbcotlaitb,  Anno  1235, 19  Hen. 
III.  with  whom  he  had  above  ten  thousand  Marks  fbr  her 
Portion,  besides  a  noble  Dowry  in  S&COtlBldlyand  after  her 
Decease  he  espoused  Maud  de  Lanvaley,  without  the 
King^s  License,  for  which  his  Lands  were  seized.  He 
was  at  a  Tumament  held  Anno  1241,  25  Hen,  III.  at 
SBare  near  l^ettforllf,  mounted  upon  a  lusty  Italian  Horse 
witfi  whose  Qualities  he  being  not  acquainted,  first  curb'd 
him,  and  then  gave  him  the  Spur,  the  Horse  furiously 
mounting,  broke  both  the  Reins  of  his  Bridle,  and  cast  him 
out  of  the  Saddle;  whereupon  hanging  in  one  of  the  Stir- 
rups he  was  so  drag'd  about,  trodden  upon,  and  bruised,  as 
that  he  died  the  same  Evening,  the  5th  of  the  Calends  of 
July,  in  the  Priory  of  fBertfortt^  without  Issue,  and  the 
next  Day  was  carried  to  tbe  New  Temple  in  %Otl))fon  where 
he  was  interr'd. 

The  King  granted  Livery  of  this  Earldom  and  Marshal's 
Office,  and  of  all  those  Lands  which  were  of  the  Dowry  of 
Margaret  his  Wife,  Daughter  ofRohert  de  Quincy,  Widow 
of  John  Earl  of  %{ncoIne,  and  Constable  of  <!%e$ttt  her  late 
Husband,  to  Walter  his  Brother,  through  the  Intercession 
of  the  Queen,  the  Bishop  of  Stttj^Bllt^  and  some  other  noble 
Persons,  on  the  Sunday  preceding  the  Feast  of  All-Saints, 
reserving  to  himself  two  of  his  Castles  in  SBtolcs^  (SanrWoSIt 
and  (Somartj^nit  and  in  27  Hen.  III.  he  paid  a  Belief  to 
the  King  for  those  I^nds  which  Hawise  de  Quincy, 
Mother  of  the  said  Margaret  held  in  Capite  and  he  died. 
Anno  1246,  90  H.  III.  8th  of  the  Calends  of  December,  at 
the  Castle  of  <!lrOtlferk&. 

Anselme  his  Brother  and  Heir  succeeded,  but  shortly 
after  died  at  Sbttfj^IIy  upon  the  Nones  of  December;  He 
was  a  Youth  of  smgular  Comeliness,  and  great  Hopes, 
being  the  last  of  the  five  Sons  of  the  renowned  William 
Mareschal,  late  Earl  of  Sembtofctf  of  whom  their  Mother, 
as  'tis  said,  prophetically  foretold  their  Deaths  in  this  Soit, 
and  both  of  them  were  buried  at  ^ntmtty  not  far  from 
SbtriSUlI}  among  divers  of  their  noble  Ancestors. 

Upon  the  Division  of  the  Estate  of  these  great  Earls, 
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this  Mannor  of  SBtS^tOn  fell  to  the  Part  of  Maud  the  eldest  J^"^-  ^ 

Sister,  who  married  Hugh  Bigot,  Earl  of  iSotfoIft,  by  whom  r!$^ 

he  had  Issue,  Roger  and  Hugh,  and  died  Anno  1225,  9  Dogd.  Bur. 

JT.IILleayine  ~ri>i.i33. 

Roger  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  obtained  the  Office  and 
Honour  of  Marshal,  Anno  1245,  29  H.  III.  in  Right  of 
Maud,  his  Mother,  eldest  Daughter  to  Walter  Mareschal, 
Earl  of  ^PeminpAt ;  and  the  Eing  solemnly  gave  the  Mar- 
shal's Rod  into  her  Hands,  Anno  32  H,  III.  in  Regard  of 
her  Seniority  in  the  Inheritance  of  Walter  Mareschid  her 
Father,  which  she  thereupon  delivered  unto  this  Earl  Roger 
her  Son  and  Heir,  whose  Homage  the  King  received  for 
the  same,  commanding  the  Treasurer  and  Barons  of  his 
Exchequer,  by  his  Precept,  that  he  should  thenceforth  en- 
joy whatsoever  belonged  to  that  Office,  and  to  admit  whom- 
soever he  should  assigpn  and  depute  to  sit  for  him  in  that 
Court,  in  Case  he  should  be  a  fit  Person  for  the  same. 
This  Maud  afterwards  married  John  de  Waren,  Earl  of 
SbmcSf  died  Anno  1248, 32  Hen.  III.  and  was  buried  in  the  S!)^ 
Abbey  of  ®(nttntt  in  VRsAt%;  her  four  Sons,  Rogfer,  Huah, 
Ralph,  and  John  carrying  her  Body  into  the-Quire.  Alter 
the  Battle  of  'XffDCS/  where  the  King  was  taken  Prisoner,  p_  ^^ 
Anno  1264,  49  H.  III.  the  Barons  constituted  this  Earl  ToLi/foLisft. 
Governor  of  the  Castle  of  <!Motto  in  §bttffbliu  and  he  died 
Anno  1270,  54  H.  III.  without  Issue.  Then  this  Mannor 
came  to  the  Possession  of 

Thomas  Brotherton,  fifth  Son  to  King  Edw.  I.  to  whom 
King  Edw.  II.  granted  all  the  Honour  which  Ro^  le  Bi-  j^^  ^^  ^^ 
god,  sometime  Earl  of  ICorfoA  and  Marshal  of  snglanb»  foi.  63.  ' 
enjoy'd ;  and  he  died  Anno  12  Edw.  III.  leaving  Issue  by 
AUce  his  first  Wife,  Daughter  to  Sir  Roger  Halye  of  f^Ot- 
fold^y  Knight,  two  Daughters,  Margaret  and  Alice  his 
Heirs;  the  one  married  John  de  Segrave,  afterwards  Sir 
Walter  Manny,  ICnight  of  the  most  noble  Order  of  the 
Garter;  the  other  to  Edward  de  Montacute ;  both  whom  did 
their  Homage,  Anno  23  Edw.  III.  and  had  liverjr  of  all 
their  Lands  which  tlieir  Wives  had  in  Irefal*;  This  Tho- 
mas Brotherton  their  Father  left 

Mary  his  second  Wife,  the  Daughter  of  William  Lord 
Iftoog,  and  Widow  of  William  Lord  Braose  of  HxtfoOnt, 
who  had  an  Assig^nment  of  Uiis  Mannor,  among  divers  others, 
for  her  Dowry:  She  married  Sir  Ralph  Cobham,  and  died  jg^  ;^^ 
Anno  36  Edw.  III.  and  upon  her  Death  this  Mannor  was  m.' 
assigned  for  the  Purparty  of 

Maraaret,  then  the  Wife  of  Walter  Manny,  and  she 
claimed  the  Office  of  Marshal  of  lEnglaitby  and  to  execute 
the  same  by  her  Deputy  at  the  Coronation  of  Richard  II.  chunR.ii. 
with  the  Fees;  but  Henry  Percy  performed  that  Service, 
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because  her  Claim  could  not  be  determined  in  so  short  a 
time,  and  she  was  advanced  Anno  21  Rich.  II.  to  the  Title 
of  Dutchess  of  J^totfoft  for  Life,  and  had  forty  Marks  per 
Ann.  allowed  her  out  of  the  Profits  of  that  County,  but  she 
died  the  next  Year,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church  of  the 
Fryers  Minors  in  'Xonbonj  Afterwards  this  Manner  came 
to  the  Possession  of 

TTiomas  Barrinffion,  Esq.  from  whom  it  was  conveyed  in 
such  Form  as  the  Manner  of  (E^f^is8$VUf  to  whidi  I  refer  the 
Reader,  till  it  came  to 

John  Barrington^  Esq.  who  was  his  lawful  Descendant, 
and  sold  it  to 

King  HenryWlll.  who  in  k  short  Space  after  granted  it  to 

Sir  William  Parre,  Kt.  Lord  Pisrre  of  iSnAial.  ^o  hel4 
it  till  the  18th  of  August,  March  1,  when  he  was  attainted 
of  High  Treason ;  from  which  time  it  was  conveyed  by  the 
same  Grants,  with  the  Manners  of  SStnlngtoni  Arffimtfne, 

inoidycn  ^fba,  ^Ifamfrni  .^Aagna,  SbaAdbocfDor^fiRttgBtc 

Jbttettt  SbosnVamt  and  the  Advowson  and  Right  of  Patro- 
nage of  adenington,  ittoniien  pitte,  iHoiAnt  iMamui, 

until  it  came  again  to  the  Crown,  then  Queen  Elizaoeih 
granted  it  to 

John  Puckering  of  Limeoln-Inn,  Esq.  who  was  one  of 
the  Govemours  there.  Anno  18  Eliz.  read  in  that  Society 
on  the  Quadragesime,  in  the  Year  1577, 19  £Kz.  was  called 
by  Writ  to  the  State  and  Degree  of  a  Sergeant  at  Law, 
1580,  22  £/iz.  was  made  the  Queen's  Serjeant  and  recei- 
ved the  Honour  of  Knighthood,  1588, 80  Eiiz.  the  Custody 
of  the  Broad  Seal  was  committed  to  his  Charge,  1592,  ^ 
EHiz.  and  he  died  within  four  Years  after,  leavine 

Thomas  Puckering,  who  was  created  Baroiiet  by  Patent, 
dated  the  25th  of  Novemb.  1612,  10  Ja.  I.  he  left  Issue 
only  one  Daughter,  to  wh<mi  this  Manner  descended,  and 
she  dying  without  Issue,  it  came  to 

Sir  Henry  Newton  alias  Puckerina  the  Son  and  Heir  of 
the  only  Sister  of  Sir  Thomas  Puckering,  who  was  Tery 
loyal  to  King  Charles  I.  and  sold  this  Mannor  to 

John  Hale  of  Sbtagmj^oet  £^*  about  the  Year  1654,  who 
was  knighted  at  the  Entertainment  which  Sir  Harbottle 
Chrimston,  Baronet,  Speaker  of  the  House  .of  Commons, 
gave  to  tl^e  King  at  his  House  in  %fncoIng*Inn-;^(eU»  the 
25th  of  June,  1600.  He  married  Rose  the  Daughter  of 
Colonel  Beale,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Rose,  and  he  died  on 
the  22nd  of  January,  in  the  Year  1672,  and  was  buried 
among  his  Ancestors  in  the  Chancel  at  IEURg'0  SSalbtn. 

JBose  Hale  was  his  Daughter  and  Heir,  married  to  Sir 
John  Austen,  the  Son  and  Heir  of  Sir  Robert  Austen  of 
ddvitJS  in  the  County  of  IGUntt  who  was  created  Baronet  by

The  Church  is  erected  about  the  Middle  of  the  Parish,  in  the  Diocess  of 
Italhwit,  in  the  BishopriclL  of  ftuuoIttC,  after  the  Manner  of  a  Cathedral, 
the  Tower  standinc  between  the  Church  and  the  Chancel;  In  the 
Tower  is  a  Ring  of  five  Bells,  with  a  Spire  over  it  In  the  Chancel 
is  a  fair  Monument,  which  is  made  of  black  and  mixt  Marble, 
on  the  top  whereof  are  three  Coats  of  Arms.  Under  these  are  two 
naked  Boys  of  white  Marble,  holding  up  an  EarPs  Coronet,  and  under 
one  Boy  is  writ,  VMtpoet;  under  the  other,  .F^oMra  Ftrliiff;  down  one 
Side  the  Figures  of  a  Book,  a  Bill,  a  Coffin,  and  a  Mattock ;  down  the 
other  Side,  a  Death's  Head,  Cross-Bones,  an  Hour  Glass,  a  Cross  Dart,  a 
Book,  a  Spade,  a  Mattock;  underneath  the  Monument,  a  Death's  Head 
and  Sheet;  and  upon  the  Table  of  the  Black  Marble,  these  Lines  are 
writ  in  Gold.

Gilbert  Earl  of  yenArdte^  Lord  of  the  Mannor  of 
SaUston^  about  the  4th  or  Sth  Year  of  tfe  Reign  of  King  fj;^^^ 
Stephen,  gave  to  the  Knights  Templers  a  Parcel  of  Land  /«tir.vol.i, 
lying  in  the  Champion  within  the  Precincts  of  that  Man-  *^^^ 
nor»  containing  about  120  Acres,  of  the  yearly  Value  of  10/. 
whereon  they  built  a  Town  called  itattbaty  and  he  gave  ten 
Marks  to  the  Church;  they  improved  the  Town  bv  several 
Purchases,  and  obtained  divers  Priviledges  from  the  King, 
all  which  were  afterwards  confirmed  by  William  Mares- 
chal.  Earl  of  ^PtmbTO&e#  his  Hereditarjr  Successor  in  his 
Lands  and  Honours. 

About  the  Year  of  our  Lord  1118,  certain  Gentlemen 
honoured  with  Knighthood,  took  upon  themselves  a  reli-  ^r  ffran 
gious  Course  of  life,  under  the  Patriarch  of  3i<tU8ainn9  ^'  ''^ 
after  the  Rule  of  Canons  Regular,  and  began  vSa  Order ; 
Hugh  de  Paganie  and  Godfrey  de  St.  Audomare  were  the 
first;  they  were  valiant  Men,  but  so  poor  that  both  of  them 
had  no  more  than  one  Horse  to  ride  on ;  from  hence  the  Figure 
of  two  Men  riding  on  one  Horse  was  engraved  on  their  Seal, 
to  put  them  in  Imnd  of  their  primitive  Poverty.  Baldwyn, 
Kin^  of  ^mtsaleiltt  assigned  to  them  a  Piece  of  Ground 
withm  his  own  Palace,  on  the  South  Part  of  the  Temple  of 
our  Lord,  for  their  Habitation,  to  which  the  Canons  of  the 
Temple  added  the  adjacent  Street,  to  erect  Buildings  ne- 
cessary for  their  Use ;  the  Patriarch,  with  the  King,  iNobles, 
and  Prelates,  allowing  them  Lands  for  their  Support 
in  Food  and  Rayment. 

They  first  undertook  to  defend  Pilgrims  from  Spoil  and 
Robbery  by  Thieves  in  their  Passage  to  and  from  ^(cntsa- 
UvXf  upon  winch  their  Order  was  ordained  in  the  Council  of 
^teCBS:  and  Pope  Honorius  gave  them  a  white  Habit, 
after  wnich  their  Estates  greatly  encreased,  and  they  multi- 
plied very  much  in  the  time  of  Pope  Eugenius;  they  sewed 
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AMif.  ci  Crosses  made  of  red  Cloth  npon  the  left  Shoulder  of  their 
*|J^1JJ^  Mantles,  to  distinguish  them  from  other  religious  Persons, 
and  that  triumphal  Sign  encouraged  and  animated  them 
instead  of  a  Buckler,  to  defend  &eir  Religion  against  all 
Infidels:  They  were  originally  cdled  Knights  Templers, 
from  their  Residence  in  certain  Rooms  adjoyniog  to  that 
Temple  which  was  built  by  King  Solomon.  They  wore 
linnen  Coifs  on  their  Heads  tike  Serjeants  at  Law,  for  their 
Habit;  and  red  Caps  close  over  them;  Shirts  of  Mail,  and 
Swords  gprded  round  their  Bodies  with  broad  Belts;  and 
over  these  a  white  Cloak  reaching  to  the  Ground,  with  a 
red  Cross  on  the  left  Shoulder,  and  they  wore  theirJBeards 
of  a  great  Length. 
Jordan  Briset,  a  wealthy  and  devout  Man,  founded  in  the 
c/'iZS^  Reign  of  S.  II.  an  House  near  §bmit]ftfieltr,  where  these 
M.483.  Knights  first  settled  in  Snglanlly  from  whom  it  was  called 
St.  John's  of  ^fmtsaUnii  and  these  bv  the  Austerity  of  their 
lives  at  first,  obtained  from  a  low  Beginning  vast  Posses- 
sions ;  then  this  Order  removed  to  fi^oInOttntt  where  they  re- 
mained a  while;  and  in  the  time  of  JET.  II.  built  the  Tsm- 
o/e,  and  erected  a  Church  in  JpUtt-Stltftf  according  to  the 
JPorm  of  the  Temple  of  ^^ntsalemi  dedicated  to  God  and 
our  blessed  Lady  by  Heraclius,  Patriarch  of  ^^mooikvXfAn, 
1185.  Afterwiurds  they  obtained  ffreat  Privuedges  and  vast 
Possessions  in  this  Kingdom  and  elsewhere  in  Christendom ; 
so  that  their  Potency  became  a  great  Terrour  to  most  Princes, 
which  caused  their  Ruin;  for  at  a  general  Council  held  at 
Vixnm  in  JFtanCCi  in  the  Year  1311,  under  Pope  Clement 
V.  their  whole  Order  was  condemned,  and  their  Possessions 
were  seized  into  the  King's  Hands;  but  by  a  general  De- 
cree of  the  same  Pope,  dated  at  Vi^XdBf  the  Nones  Of  May, 
in  the  7th  Year  of  his  Papacy,  they  were  incorporated  to 
the  Knighis  HoepiiaUerSt  an  Order  instituted,  or  rather 
restored  by  one  Gerrard  a  Nobleman,  who  visited  the  Se- 
pulchre, and  other  holy  Places  about  ^kntsaleilti  out  of  an 
extraordinary  Devotion,  before  the  time  of  Godfry  of  33ul« 
lo^^  Duke  of  lorrafot  when  the  |^b  %JBXib  became  fa- 
mous by  the  Expedition  of  Christian  Princes,  and  by  the 
Assistance  of  divers  zealous  Gentlemen,  who  arrived  there 
for  the  same  Purpose,  built  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of 
^ntsabniy  for  a  Relief  and  Harbour  for  the  Christians,  and 
plaoed  a  Rector  or  Governor  to  maintain  ^ood  Order  there : 
Afterwards  Pope  Crelasius  II.  allowed  this  Institution,  and 
gave  them  for  their  Habit,  a  long  Robe  or  Cloak,  whereon 
a  white  Cross  was  fixt,  containing  eight  Points,  for  an  En- 
sign or  Mark  of  their  Purity,  or  of  the  eight  Beatitudes, 
which  they  aspired  by  the  Concession  of  Pope  Honorine  II. 
and  were  oblij^  by  their  Profession  charitably  to  relieve 
all  such  as  visited  those  holy  Places ;  to  guide  them  in  the 
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Way,  and  to  secure  themagahist  the  Arabians,  Iiifidds,and  ^STiwNi.  qf 
all  other  bacbarous  People,  which  Duty  they  did  so  worthily  *5v!>^ 
perform,  by  the  Assistance  of  divers  Princes,  tiiat  few  Con- 
querors have  exceeded  them  in  Worth  or  Valour.  But 
after  the  Loss  of  all  in  3^b(Pt{net  they  took  from  the  Pagans 
the  Isle  of  UJMttS,  which  they  held  above  S0O  Tears,  dur- 
ing which  time  they  changed  their  Names,  and  were  called 
Knights  of  Iftj^obtS :  but  when  Solyman,  the  second  Empe- 
ror of  the  Turlff,  by  the  TVeachery  of  oneof  their  own  Citi- 
zens, after  several  Assaults  made,  had  won  that  Island  from 
them,  Charhs  V.  and  Pope  CltmerU\II.  in  Pity  of  their 
Loss,  and  for  the  Reward  of  their  incomparable  Valour, 
gave  to  them  the  Isle  of  .^KaltHi  where  they  have  twice 
beaten  the  Turk,  notwithstanding  his  Greatness,  and  con- 
tinue there  to  this  Day,  from  which  Island  they  are  now  call- 
ed. Knights  of  iWalta. 

T%e  Kniahis  Tempfers  complained,  S  Jah.  that  the  -Prior  pimu.  Mich. 
of  Hoses  ®r(W»  took  from  their  Men  of  30aIbttC  87».  Rent,   ^  f«*S'n 
and  other  Customs  granted  by  the  Ohavter  of  the  same  ^^cept  scac. 
King,  upon  which  the  Prior  allowed  the  Stallage  taken  from 
their  Men,<&c. 

But|not  to  omit  the  special  Priviledges  which  they  had  jro«Mf.ToL3, 
in  38sulfQC|  Ki^  *B.  III.  Anno  1  Ttegni  jut,  granted  to 
them  and  their  Successors,  that  they  should  hold  one  Fair 
yearly  in  the  Town  of  38aItlod^  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Mat- 
ihew  the  Apostle,  and  to  continue  four  Days  following; 
and  also  one  Market  on  Wednesday  in  every  Week  in 
the  Year. 

WiUioM  Marshal  Earl  of  jacmbro&e^  Anno  1201,  2  Joh. 
confirmed  to  the  Kniahts  TempUrs  the  Grant  of  all  the 
Priviledges  which  Earl  Gi&ert  bis  Predecessor  and  Ances- 
tor had  given  them,  among  which  tfae;y  had  Power  to  try  by 
Ordale  and  by  Battel. 

Ordale  came  from  a  Saxon  Word  Ordale,  which  signi- 
fied Judiiium  magnumjastum  indifferens ;  and  the  first  Men- 
tion of  it  that  I  find,  was  at  the  Council  of  ^tlttMf  after- 
wards at  the  Council  of  ^tgltSi  and  it  was  introduced  into 
this  Nation  about  the  time  of  King  Jita,  and  inserted  into 
the  Laws  of  King  Athelstan,  tho'  doubtless  it  was  in  Use 
before  that  time,  and  was  of  two  Sorts,  by  Fire  and  by  Water. 

1  By  Fire,  when  the  Party  accused  did  bear  an  hot  Iron 
in  his  Hand,  nine  Foot  from  the  Stake  to  the  Mark,  accord- 
ing to  the  Measure  of  his  Foot  who  was  to  come  to  Judg- 
ment, or  else  walked  barefooted  and  blindfolded  between 
certain  Ploughshares,  red  hot,  placed  at  some  Distance,  ac- 
cording to  the  usual  Manner.  This  Iron  was  sometime  of 
one  Pound  Weight,  which  was  single  OfdaUum,  some&ne 
of  ^hree  Pound  Weight,  which  was  treble  OrdaUum;  and 

losoever  walked  between  the  said  Ploughshares  without 
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Hwtd,  lit     Hurt  of  hii  Feet,  was  admdged  innocent,  but  if  his  Skin 
*^jJ5!I^  was  scorched,  he  was  forthwith  condemn'd  as  guilty  of  the 
Trespass  whereof  he  was  accused,  according  to  the  Propor- 
tion and  Quantity  of  the  Burning. 

The  fiery  Manner  of  Purgation  belonged  only  to  Noble- 
men and  Women,  and  such  as  were  free-bom,  and  the  Pro- 
ceedings were  after  this  Manner. 

jLHE  Accusation  was  lawfully  made,  and  three  Days  spent 
in  Fasting  and  Prayer,  the  Men  who  were  to  be  tryed,  were 
brought  to  the  Church,  and  the  Priest  clad  in  all  his  holy 
Vestures,  saving  his  Vestment,  took  the  Iron  laid  before 
the  Altar  with  a  Pair  of  Tongs,  and  singing  the  Hymn  of 
the  three  Children  in  Latin,  Benedicite  omnia  opera,  tfc. 
O  all  ye  Works  of  God  the  Lord,  &c.  carried  it  solemnly  to 
the  Fire,  (where  it  was  cast  upon  the  Coals,  and  lay  from  the 
Beginning  of  the  Benediction  to  the  last  Collect)  saying  these 
Words  in  Latin,  over  the  Place  where  the  Fire  was  kindled, 
whereby  this  Purgation  was  to  be  made,  Benedic  Domine 
DeuSj  Inc.  Bless  thou  O  Lord  thisTlace,  that  it  may  be  to 
us  Health,  Holiness,  Chastity,  Virtue,  Victory,  Pureness, 
Humility,  Goodness,  Gentleness,  and  Fulness  of  the  Law, 
Obedience  to  God  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  .the  Holy  Ghost : 
This  Blessing  be  upon  this  Place  and  all  that  dwell  therein. 

Then  followed  the  Blessing  of  the  Fire. 

Domine  Deus  Pater  Omnipotens,  l^c.  Lord  God,  Father 
Almighty,  light  everlasting,  hear  us,  since  thou  art  the 
Maker  of  all  Lights;  Bless  O  Lord  this  Light  that  is  al- 
ready sanctifyed  in  thy  Sight,  which  hast  lightened  all  Men 
that  come  into  the  W  orld,  to  the  End,  that  by  the  same 
light  we  may  be  lightened  with  the  shining  of  thy  Bright- 
ness. As  thou  didst  lighten  Moses,  so  now  illuminate  our 
Hearts  and  our  Senses,  that  we  may  come  to  everlasting 
Life  through  Christ  our  Lord. 

This  ended,  the  Priest  said  the  Pater  Noster,  after  that, 
these  Words  in  Latin,  Salvum  fac,  Sic.  O  Lord  save  thy 
Servant,  8cc.  Send  him  Help  from  thy  holy  Place,  8u5.  De- 
fend him  out  of  Sion,  8lc.  The  Lord  hear,  8lc.  The  Lord  be 
with  you,  &c. 

The  Prayer. 

Benedic  Domine,  2rc.  Bless  we  beseech  thee,  O  Lord  holy 
Father,  everlasting  God,  through  the  Invocation  of  thy  most 
holy  Name,  by  the  coming  of  tiiy  Son,  and  the  Gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  to  the  Manifestation  of  thy  true  Judgment, 
that  this  Kind  of  Mettal  being  hallowed,  and  all  fraudulent 
Practices  of  the  Devil  utterly  removed,  the  manifest  Truth 
of  thy  Judgment  may  be  revealed  by  the  same  Lord  Jesus, 
&c.

This  done,  the  Iron  iras  laid  into  the  Fire,  sprinkled  with  ^*<^*  ^ 
holy  Water,  and  whilst  it  heated,  the  Priest  said  Mass,  *^Sl™^ 
and  did  as  Order  required.

The  Prayer, 

Absolve  quasimus  Domine,  2fc.  Pardon,  we  beseech  thee, 
O  Lord,  the  Sins  of  thy  Servants,  that  being  loosed  from 
the  Bond  of  their  Iniquities,  which  they  have  contracted 
through  their  Infirmities,  thev  may  be  cleared  by  thy  pre- 
venting Justice  according  as  th^  have  deserved,  and  obtain 
a  manifest  Declaration  of  the  Irnth  by  Christ  our  Lord. 

Then  follows  the  Lesson  taken  out  of  Lemtums,  Chap. 
xix.  Ver.  10 — ^14,  beginning  Ver.  10.  I  am  the  Lord  your

Then  followed  these  Responses.

Help  us,  O  Lord  God  of  our  Salvation,  and  deliver  us, 
O  Lord,  for  the  Honour  of  thy  Name. 

Allelujah!  God  is  a  just  Judge,  strong  and  patient,  he 
will  not  be  angry  for  ever. 

The  Gospel  is  taken  out  of  St.  Mark,  Ch.  x  Ver.  17—21. 

Then  the  Priest  called  the  Men  to  be  purged;  and  ab- 
jured them  after  this  Form. 

Adjuro  vos  per  Patrem,  ftc.  I  adjure  you,  by  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  tne  holy  Ghost,  and  by  the  Christian  Religion 
which  ye  profess,  by  the  only  begotten  Son  of  Grod,  the  holv 
Trinity,  the  sacred  Gospels,  and  all  the  holy  Relicks  which 
are  in  this  Church,  and  by  that  Baptism  wherewith  the 
Priest  did  regenerate  you,  that  you  do  in  no  Wisepreinime 
to  communicate,  or  draw  nigh  to  this  Altar,  if  you  have 
either  committed,  or  consented  to  or  do  know  who  has  com- 
mitted this  Fact.

God  of  whom  it  is  written,  that  thou  art  righteous,  and 
that  thy  Judgments  ure  true,  deal  with  these  thy  Senrants 
according  to  thy  gpreat  Mercy,  that  they  be  not  judged  for 
their  former  Sins,  but  in  this  Trial,  according  as  they  haye 
deseryed,  they  may  through  thy  preyenting  Benediction, 
obtain  a  Judgment  of  die  Truth.

yet  not  to  consume;  O  Giod,  who  delivered  the  three  Chil- 
dren from  bodily  Harm  in  the  Furnace  of  the  Chaldees, 
while  diyers  were  consumed;  O  God,  who  by  Fire,  didst 
wrap  the. People  of  iSecIbffi  in  their  Destructtoii,  and  yet 
sayedst.l>>^  and  his  Daughters  finom  Peril;  O  God,  who, 
by  the  shining  of  thy  Brightness  at  the  coming  of  the  holy 
Crhost  in  Likeness  of  Fire,  didst  separate  the  Faithful  from 
such  as  believed  not ;  shew  unto  us  in  the  Trial  of  this  our 
Wickedness,  the  Power  of  the  same  Spirit,  &c.  and  by  the 
Heat  of  this  Fire  discern  the  faithful  from  the  unfaithful,  that 
the  guilty,  whose  Cause  is  now  in  Trial,  by  touching  thereof, 
may  tremble  and  fear,  and  his  Hand  be  bom^d,  or  being 
innocent,  that  he  may  remain  in  Safety,  8cc.  O  God,  from 
whom  no  Secrets  are  hidden,  let  thy  Goodness  answer  to 
our  Faith,  and  grant  that  whosoever  m  this  Purgation  shall 
touch  and  bear  this  Iron,  may  either  be  tryed  as  innocent, 
or  revealed  as  an  Offender,  &c. 

After  this  the  Priest  sprinkled  the  Iron  with  Holy  Wa- 
ter saying 

The  blessing  of  God  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  be  upon  this  Iron  to  the  Revelation  of  the  just 
Judgment  of  God. 

Then  the  Person  accused  bore  it  by  the  length  of  nine 
Foot;  that  done,  his  Hand  was  wrapped  and  sealed  up  fur 
the  space  of  three  Days;  after  this  if  any  corruption- or  raw 
Flesh  appeared  where  the  Iron  touched  it,  he  was  condem- 
ned as  Guilty :  if  it  was  whole  and  sound,  he  gave  Thanks 
to  God. 

WATER  ORDAUE 

Was  appointed  for  Husbandmen  and  Villains ;  and  was 
of  two  Sorts,  either  by  hot  Water,  or  cold  Water.  1. 
Trial  by  hot  Water,  where  the  Person  accused  was  requi- 
red to  put  his  Hand  up  to  the  Wrist  into  a  Vessel  of 
scaldine  Water,  or  his  Arm  up  to  the  Elbow  in  a  Chaldron 
of  seething  Water,  from  whence  if  he  withdrew  his  Hand 
or  his  Arm  without  any  Manner  of  Damage,  he  was  adjud- 
ged Innocent ;  but  if  Ms  Hand  or  Arm  was  scalded;  he  was 
then  held  guilty,  and  punisht  fbr  it.  2  Trial  by  cold  Wa- 
ter was  when  the  Party  thoufi^ht  Guilty,  was  tumbled  into 
some  Pond  or  huge  Vessel  of  cold  Water>  where  if  he  con- 
tinued for  a  Season  without  stnigling  for  life,  he  was  pre- 
sently acquitted  as  euiltless  of  the  Fact  whereof  he  was  ac- 
cused ;  but  if  he  began  once  to  plunge  and  laboui'  for 
Breath  immediately  upon  his  falling  into  Liquor,  he  was 
condemn'd  as  guilty  of  the  Crime,  and  received  his  Punish- 
ment for  it. 
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Hmnd.^  The  Form  of  the  Trial  fty  Water  woe  q^er 

^^oM^etH  Manner. 

When  the  Mass  was  done,  the  Priest  shall  make  Holy 
Water,  go  to  the  Place  where  the  Men  are  to  be  tried,  and 
shall  give  of  the  Holy  Water  to  them  to  drink,  then  he 
shall  conjnre  the  Water  wherein  they  are  to  be  put. 

The  Exorcism  of  the   Water. 

0  God,  who  by  the  Substance  of  Water  did  assert  thy 
Judgments  by  destroying  thousands  of  .People  in  the  great 
Flood,  and  didst  spare  Noah  thy  Servant  and  his  Family : 
Thou,  O  God,  who  didst  drown  the  Armies  of  the  Egyptians 
in  the  Red  Sea,  and  at  the  same  time  didst  lead  the  Chil- 
dren of  Israel  through  the  Sea  without  Fear ;  vouchsafe 
we  beseech  thee  to  pour  down  the  Virtue  of  thy  Blessing 
upon  these  Waters,  and  to  manifest  a  new  and  wonderful 
Sign,  that  they  may  receive  the  Innocent  according  to  their 
Nature,  upon  whose  Trial  we  are  to  put  them  into  the 
Waves  and  carry  them  down  into  the  Deep;  but  repel  and 
throw  from  them  those,  who  are  guilty  of  this  Grime,  nor 
suffer  that  Body  to  enter  therein,  which  being  void  of  the 
Weight  of  Goodness,  is  puft  up  with  the  vain  Air  of 
Iniquity,  and  that  as  they  want  the  Weight  of  Virtue,  they 
may  not  have  the  Weight  of  their  natural  Substance,  in 
these  Waters,  through  our  Lord. 

Another  Form  of  Exorcism  of  the  Water. 

1  adjure  thee,  O' Creature  of  Water,  in  the  Name  of 
God  the  Father  Almighty,  who  created  thee  in  the  Begin- 
ning, and  charged  thee  to  minister  to  Human  Necessities, 
who  also  commanded  that  thou  shouldest  be  separated 
from  the  Waters  that  were  above;  I  adjure  thee  by  the  in- 
effable Name  of  Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  the  living  God,  under 
whose  Feet  the  Sea  and  the  divided  Element  yielded  itself 
to  be  trod  upon  :  who  also  willed  himself  to  be  baptized  in 
the  same  Element  of  Water ;  I  adjure  thee  also  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  who  descended  upon  our  Lord  in  his  Bi^tism ; 
I  adjure  ^ee  by  the  sacred  Name  of  the  individud  God- 
head, at  whose  Will  the  Element  of  Water  was  divided,  and 
the  People  of  Israel  passed  over  on  dry  Land,  and  which 
the  Prophet  Elisha  did  invoke,  causing  the  Iron  to  swim 
thereby,  when  it  was  parted  from  the  Handle  of  the  Ax, 
that  in  no  wise  ye  do  receive  these  Men  if  they  are  any 
ways  Guilty  of  this  Fact  whereof  they  are  accused,  eidier 
in  Deed,  or  by  Consent,  or  Knowledge  thereof,  but  cause 
them  to  swim  upon  thee,  and  that  no  Imposture  of  th^ 
Enemy  may  effect  any  thing  whereby  it  may  be  concealed; 
but  we  charge  thee  being  f^iured  in  the  Name  of  Christ, 
that  thou  be  obedient  to  us  through  his  Name,  whom  every 
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Creature  does  serve,  whom  Cherubim  and  Seraphim  do  Bund.^ 
praise,  saying,  Holy,  Holy,  Holy,  Lord  God  of  Hipts,  who  ^^J^' 
reigneth  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

A  third  Form  of  adjuring  the  cold  Water, 

I  adjure  thee,  O  Creature  of  Water,  in  the  Name  of 
God  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  by  the 
dreadful  Day  of  Judgment,  by  the  twelve  Apostles,  and  the 
•seventy  two  Disciples,  bv  the  twelve  Prophets,  and  the 
four  and  twenty  Elders,  who  do  perpetually  praise  the  Lord, 
and  by  the  hundred  and  forty  four  thousand  which  follow 
d^e  Lamb,  and  1^  all  the  Troops  of  Holy  Angels,  Archan- 

fels.  Thrones,  Principalities  and  Powers,  Cherubim  and 
eraphim,  and  by  all  the  thousands  of  Holy  Martyrs,  Vir- 
gins, and  Confessors :  I  adjure  thee  by  the  Blood  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  die  four  Gospek  and  Evange- 
lists, by  the  seventy  two  Books  of  the  old  and  new  Testa- 
ment, and  by  all  the  Holy  Writers  and  Teachers  of  them : 
I  adjure  thee  by  the  holy  Catholick  Church,  bv  the  Com- 
munion of  Saints  and  their  Resurrection,  that  thou  dost  be- 
come exorcised  Water,  adjured  and  fortified  against  that 
Enemy  of  Man  the  Devil,  and  against  the  Man,  who  being 
seduced  by  him,  hath  committed  this  Fact,  whereof  we  do 
now  make  this  Enquiry,  that  by  no  Means,  thou  dost  re- 
ceive him,  or  buffer  him  to  sink  down  in  thee,  but  that  thou 
do  reject  and  put  him  from  thee,  nor  suffer  that  Body  to 
enter  in,  whicn  is  void  and  empty  of  Goodness,  but  that  as 
it  doth  want  the  Weight  of  Virtue,  so  it  may  want  the 
.Weight  of  its  natural  Substance  in  thee;  and  that  thou  after 
the  Manner  of  Water,  receive  those  that  are  innocent  of  the 
idledged  Crime,  .and  draw  them  down  into  the  Deep 
without  any  Hurt  or  Harm,  through  Christ  our  Lord. 

After  these  Conjurations  of  the  Water,  the  Men  who  were 
supposed  to  be  guilty,  putting  off  all  their  Grarments,  kissed 
the  holy  Gospel  and  tne  Cross,  and  the  Priest  sprinkling 
holy  W  ater  upon  them  all,  and  their  Thumbs  and  tneir  Toes 
tied  together,  were  one  after  the  other  cast  into  the  Water. 
Those  who  sunk,  were  judged  innocent,  but  those  who 
swam  were  deemed  guilty;  and  all  those  who  were  present, 
were  required  to  be  fastinff. 

In  the  time  of  King  AtheUtan^  a  Law  was  made  for  the 
regulating  of  the  Proceedings  upon  these  Tryals  by  Fire 
and  Water,  after  this  Manner. 

Concerning  Ordale,  we  command  in  the  Name  of  God,  AwsUda. 
and  by  the  Precepts  of  our  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  that  ifb!'^^f^. 
no  Man  enter  into  the  Church  after  the  Fire  is  brought  in,  AtSwuSTc.. 
wherewith  the  Judgement  is  to  be  made  hot,  except  the  3o- 
Priest,  and  he  who  is  to  undergo  the  Trial ;  and  let  there  be 
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/^Mf  tf    meaflured  nine  Foot  from  the  Stakeunto  the  Mark;  accord. 
ing  to  the  Measvre  of  his  Foot,  who  is  to  come  to  Judgment. 

And  if  the  Trial  be  by  Water,  let  it  be  made  hot  till  it 
boil  in  a  Vessel  of  Iron,  brass.  Lead,  or  Clay;  and  if  it  be 
single,  let  his  Hand  be  put  therein,  after  a  Stone  or  Stock, 
up  to  his  Wrest;  but  if  the  Accvsation  be  threefold,  then 
to  his  Elbow.  And  when  the  Jndffement  shall  be  prepared, 
let  two  Men  be  bronght  in  on  eacn  Side,  to  make  'Exfen- 
ment,  that  it  be  as  hot  as  is  before  ezprest. 

Let  as  many  come  in  on  each  Side  the  Jndgpnent  along 
the  Church ;  and  let  them  be  fSuting  and  abstain  from  their 
Wives  that  Night,  and  the  Priest  shall  sprinkle  holy  Water 
on  them,  and  give  them  the  Text  of  the  holy  GhMpel  to  kiss, 
as  also  the  Sign  of  the  Cross.  And  no  Man  shall  make  the 
Fire  any  longer  than  whilst  the  Benediction  besinneth ;  but 
shall  cast  the  Iron  upon  the  Coals  unto  the  last  CoUeet. 

Afterwards  it  shall  be  put  upon  the  • without  any  more 

Words,  then  that  they  pray  earnestly  to  God,  that  he  will 
vouchsafe  to  manifest  the  Truth  therein.  Then  ^lall  the 
Person  accused  drink  holy  Water,  and  his  Hand,  wherewith 
he  shall  carry  th6  Judgement,  sludl  be  sprinkled  therewith, 
and  so  let  him  go,  the  nine  Foot  measured,  being  distin- 
guished by  thr^  and  three. 

At  the  first  Mark  next  to  the  Stake,  heshallset  his  right 
Foot,  and  at  the  second  his  left  Foot»  and  thence  he  shaU 
remove  his  riffht  Foot  unto  the  third  Mark,  where  he  shall 
throw  down  the  Iron,  and  hasten  to  the  holy  Altar;  which 
done,  his  Hand  shall  be  jiealed  up,  and  the  third  Day  after 
viewed  v^iether  it  be  dean  or  unclean,  where  it  was  so  sealed. 
And  he  who  shall  transgress  these  Laws,  let  the  Ordale 
Judgment  or  Tijal  be  done  upon  him,  that  he  pay  190 
ShilUnffs  for  a  Fme  or  Mulct. 

I  find  other  Laws  made  touching  Ordale,  which  the  Read- 
er mi^  see  recorded  in  the  same  King's  Reign,  and  'tis  said 
that  tSmma,  Moti^er  to  Kin^  Edtoardihe  Confessor,  did  un- 
derffo  this  Kind  of  fiery  Trial,  and  that  Richard  Haiward 
suffered  in  the  time  of  H.  II.  bythe  Judgement  of  Water; 
and  it  was  used  until  the  time  of  King  JJ.  ill.  who  abolish'd 
foL^^"^  it  Anno  3  Regnl  sui,  as  appears  by  a  Record  set  forth  by 
Sir  William  Dugdale  at  large,  in  ms  Origines  Juridiciales, 
to  which  I  refer  the  Reader. 

TRIAL  BY  BATTEL. 

These  Trials  by  Combat  or  Battel  and  bv  Ordale,  came 
to  us  from  the  Lombards ,  who  coming  out  of  ^bOaMSL  overran 
®ttrope«  and  'tis  thought  that  it  was  instituteaby  Frotho  III. 
Kin?  of  9emilBt6»  at  the  time  of  the  Birth  of  Christ,  for  he 
ordained  that  every  Controversy  should  be  determined  by 
the  Sword,  and  it  continued  in  fl^oUutfo  until  the  time  of 
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ChriHian,  the  third  King  ofiBgiUiUnt,whobeganhis  Reign,  -^^il^ 
1535.    And  in  Appeals,  was  after  this  Manner.  ^~rjj™ 

A  the  Appellee  with  his  left  Hand  took  B  the  Appellant  j^J^^^f^ 
by  his  right  Hand,  and  laid  his  own  right  Hand  upon  a  Book,  uSfiM? ' 
and  said. 

Here  yon  this,  yon  Man,  that  call  yonrself  D,  that  I  Man 
who  call  myself  A,  such  a  Day  and  such  a  Year,  did  not 
kill  C  yonr  Father,  as  you  surmised,  neither  am  I  guilty  of 
that  Felony,  So  help  me  God :  And  kissing  the  Book  saith. 
This  will  I  defend  against  you  by  my  Body,  as  this  Court 
will  award. 

Then  B  the  Aj^pellant  with  his  left  Hand,  takes  A  the 
Appellee  by  his  riffht  Hand,  and  laying  his  own  right  Hand 
upon  the  Book,  saith. 

Here  you  this,  you  Man  who  call  yourself  il,  that  you 
furiously  in  such  a  Day  and  such  a  i  ear,  did  kill  C  my 
Father,  So  help  me  Uod :  And  kissing  the  Book  saith. 
This  will  I  justify  against  you  by  my  Body,  as  this  Court 
will  award. 

Then  the  Court  appoints  them  a  Day  to  make  their  Com- 
bat, and  the  Appellee  puts  in  Pledges  to  the  Court  to  per- 
form the  Battel,  and  to  defend  himself;  the  Plaintiff  puts 
in  Pledges  to  deraign  the  Battle  at  the  Day  assigned ;  the 
Appellant  shall  go  at  Liberty,  but  the  Appellee  shidl  be  kept 
in  Prison  at  Ea»e,  and  haye  sufficient  Meat  and  Drink. 

The  Marshal  apparels  the  Appellant  and  Appellee,  both 
alike  at  their  own  Costs,  the  Night  before  the  Combat  is 
appointed  to  be  fought,  that  they  may  be  in  the  Field  the 
next  Morning,  ready  to  perform  the  Combat  by  the  rising 
of  the  Sun;  the  Apellee's  Head  shall  be  poled,  but  not  the 
Appellant's,  and  uie  Marshsd  brings  them  attired  into  the 
Field  ready  to  perform  the  Battel  before  the  Justices,  who 
causeth  Proclamation  to  be  made  when  they  be  set,  and  the 
Appellant  and  the  Appellee  brought  within  the  Lists,  ready 
to  atchieye  the  Combat* 

That  none  but  the  two  Combatants  shall  be  so  hardy  to 
stir,  or  make  any  Noise  whatsoeyer  he  shall  see  and  hear, 
whereby  the  Battle  may  be  disturbed ;  and  whosoever  shall 
do  any  thing  contrary  to  the  Proclamation,  shall  be  im- 
prisoned for  a  Year  and  a  Day. 

When  the  Appellant  and  the  Appellee  are  ready  to  join 
Battel,  or  in  Battel,  if  the  Appellant  will  confess  his  Ap- 
peal to  be  false,  'tis  a  sufficient  Vanquishment,  for  by  this 
Acknowledgement,  be  shall  be  adjudged  to  be  oyereome  in 
the  Field,  and  barred  of  his  Appeal  for  ever;  but  if  the 
Appellee  confess  himself  in  the  Field  to  be  yaaquished,  he 
shall  be  presently  hanged*    They  fought  with  W  eapons  of 
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Hund.  of  small  Length,  bareheaded,  having  their  Hands  and  Feet 
IMiuSBaatn  \^jq^  ^th  two  Staves  of  one  Length  homed  at  both  Ends, 
^■*^^^^^^*^  and  either  of  them  have  a  Scutcheon  four  cornered,  without 
any  Iron,  for  that  one  may  not  hnrt  the  other  with  the  Iron ; 
and  if  the  Appellee  can  defend  himself,  until  the  Stars  may 
be  seen  in  the  Firmament,  then  he  shall  go  quit  from  the 
Appellant. 

It  seems  by  Mr.  Glanvil,  that  Tryal  by  Duel  or  Combat 
was  much  used  for  Tryal  of  Right  before  King  H,  II.  in- 
stituted or  revived  the  Way  of  Tryal  by  Grand  Assize  in  " 
Favour  of  life;  however  this  Tryal  by  Battel  was  not,  nor 
yet  is  repealed  in  (Bnglanb. 

In  a  Writ  of  Right,  wherein  Chevin  demanded  certain 
Lands  against  Paramour,  Termino  Trin.  13  Eliz.  the  Te- 
nant chose  Tryal  by  Battel,  for  whom  George  Thorn  was 
Champion,  and  the  Demandant  elected  Henry  Nailer,  a 
fencing  Master  for  his  Champion,  and  the  Champions  were 
^r. i3Eiii.  jjjainprize,  and  sworn  to  perform  the  Battel  at  ^t^fli  Fields 
in  SSUSUndtSttt)  on  Monday  next  after  the  Morrow  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,  which  was  the  first  Day  of  the  Utas  of  the 
Term,  and  me  same  Day  was  given  to  the  Parties,  at  which 
Day  and  Place  a  list  was  made  in  an  even  and  plain  Ground ; 
their  Squadrant,  that  is  to  say  every  Square  consisted  of 
sixty  Foot  East,  West,  North  and  South,  and  the  Place  or 
Court  for  the  Justices  of  the  Common  Bench  was  made 
without;  and  upon  the  lists  fumisht  with  the  same  Cloath, 
which  belonged  to  their  Court  in  Westminsier-haU,  and  a 
Bar  was  made  there  for  the  Serjeants  at  Law;  and  about 
the  tenth  Hour  of  the  same  Day,  Dyer,  Weston,  and  Har- 
per, Justices  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  (JVelshe  only 
absent  by  Reason  of  Sickness)  appeared  in  their  scarlet 
Robes,  with  their  Appurtenances  and  their  Coiffs,  also  the 
Serjeants  in  their  Scarlet  Robes;  then  Proclamations  were 
solemnly  made  with  three  O  yes,  bic.  that  done,  the  De- 
mandant was  first  solemnly  demanded,  and  did  not  appear, 
whereupon  the  Mainprize  of  the  Champion  was  demanded 
to  bring  forth  the  Champion  of  the  Demandant,  who  came 
to  the  Place  apparalled  with  red  Sandells,  upon  his  Back 
Armour,  bare  legged  from  the  Knee  downward,  bare  head- 
ed, and  bare  Arms  to  the  Elbows,  being  brought  in  by  the 
Hand  of  a  Knight,  Sir  Jerom/e  "Bowes,  who  earned  a  red  Bas- 
ton  of  an  Ell  long,  tipped  with  Horn,  and  a  Yeoman;  the 
Target  made  of  double  Leather;  they  were  brought  in  at 
the  North  Side  of  the  lists,,  went  about  the  Sides,  and  then 
came  towards  the  Bar  before  the  Justices,  with  three  solemn 
Congies,  and  was  made  to  stand  there  on  ^e  South  Side  of 
the  Place,  being  the  right  Side  of  the  Court ;  after  that  the 
other  Champion  was  brought  in  like  Manner  at  the  South 
Side  of  the  Lists,  with  hke  Congies  by  the  Hand  of  Sir 
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Henry  Cherry,  Kt.  and  was  placed  on  the  North  Side  of    Htnuf.  4|C 
the  Bar,  and  two  Serjeants  being  of  Council  of  each  Party  ^^'^'^Mtrr 
in  the  Midst  between  them ;  this  done,  the  Demandant  was     ^^'^'^^^^^ 
solemnly  called  again,  and  appeared  not,  but  made  Default; 
Serjeant  Barham  for  the  Tenant,  prayed  the  Court  to  record 
the  Nonsuit,  Quod  factum  fmt.    Then  Dyer,  Chief  Jus- 
tice, reciting  the  Writ  and  Count,  and  Issue  join'd  upon  the 
Battel,  and  the  Oath  of  the  Champion  to  perform  it,  and  the 
Prefixion  of  the  Day  and  Place,  gave  Judgment  against  the 
Demandant,  and  that  the  Tenant  should  have  the  Land  to 
him  and  his  Heirs  for  ever. 

And  the  Demandant  and  his  Pledges,  de  prasequendo  in 
MUericordia  Regina,  then  solemn  Proclamation  was  made, 
that  the  Champions  and  all  other  present  there,  who  were 
above  four  thousand  Persons  by  Estimation,  might  depart 
in  the  Peace  of  God  and  the  Queen.  Et  sicfeceruni  maa- 
no  clamore,  vivai  Regina ;  and  upon  another  Writ  of  Rmht 
in  Bttrj^am*  Termino  MichaelU,  Anno  14  Car.  I.  the  Te-  2?u£mK; 
nant  waged  Battel,  which  was  accepted,  and  at  the  Day  to  ^^^^-^ 
be  performed.  Exception  was  taken  to  it,  and  what  became 
of  it  afterwards  I  know  not;  but  whoever  would  read  more 
of  those  Tryals  by  Battel,  may  read  Bracton,  lib.  3.  cap.  18.  ' 

Breton,  cap.  of  Appeals,  and  Dugd.  Origines  Jurididales, 
from fol.  75  to  86. 

Richard  Earl  of  Sbttfgttlly  who  married  Isabel  the  sole 
Daughter  and  Heir  of  Richard  Strongbow,  Earl  of  3Bein-  ST'J^  ■* 
fmikp  rave  divers  Liberties  and  Priviledges  to  the  Borough  "^ 
of  SdawaCy  (formerly  .granted  to  the  Knights  Templers,  by 
his  noble  Ancestor  CHlbert  Strongbow,  sometime  Earl  of 
^miirooft)  and  gave  unto  them  the  Mill  of  lBiBltittotUt%f^ri>t1if 
with  two  Husbandmen  in  that  Town. 

King  Hen.  III.  1  Regni  sui,  granted  to  the  Knights  ju^i.^^ 
Templers,  and  their  Successors  forever,  that  they  should   Toi.2,foL55s. 
have  a  Fair  yearly  in  the  Town  of  33aIifodk«  on  the  Feast  of 
St.  Matthew  the  Apostle,  and  four  Days  following,  also  one 
Market  to  be  held  on  Wednesday  in  every  Week  of  the 
Year,  in  the  new  Borough. 

The  Master  of  the  Knights  Templers  in  Snglaidy,  claimed 
by  the  Grant  of  H.  III.  very  large  Liberties,  with  Exemp- 
tion from  all  secular  Service,  Soc,  Sac,  Toll,  Them,  Infan- 
geneth,  Outfangeneth,  Hamsocne,  Discharge  in  all  things, 
in  all  Places  and  Causes,  &c.  from  Toll,  and  all  secular  Ser« 
vice  and  Custom,  in  as  large  a  Manner  as  an^  kingly  Power 
can  grant  to  any  religious  House,  and  Fair  and  Market. 
Also  the  Correction  of  the  Assize  of  Bread,  Wine,  and  Ale, 
Tumbrel,  Pillory,  View  of  Franc-pledge,  &c.  and  they 
were  allowed. 

King  If  .VII.  7  Regni  sui,  granted  to  John  Kendal  Prior 
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^^^  of  the  HoBpital  of  St.  John  of  f^JemMlnR,  in  <E^lldanIr,  and 
\^^!!^  his  Fraternity  and  their  Successors,  a  Market  to  oe  held  on 
Wednesday  in  every  Week  of  the  Year,  in  this  Town,  free 
from  all  Tolls,  Taxes,  Tallages,  Piccage,  Stallage,  or  other 
CharTO  whatsoever,  to  them  that  shall  sell  any  Wares  or 
Mercnandize ;  And  also  two  Fairs  there  every  i  ear,  one  on 
the  Vigils  and  Feast  of  St.  Matthew  the  Apostle,  and  for 
one  Day  then  next  ensuing ;  and  the  other  Fair  on  the  Eve 
and  Feast  of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  and  one  Day  next  after, 
with  Power  to  receive  Tolls,  Taxes,  Tallages,  Stallages, 
Piccage,  and  other  Charges  or  Profits  of  Merchandizes, 
and  other  things  saleable  there. 

But  upon  the  Dissolution  of  Monasteries  in  the  time  of 
Hen.  Vill.  this  Manner  of  ISalbodk  came  into  the  King^s 
Hands;  afterwards  it  was  conveyed  to  Thomas  Rivet  of 
lUnboni  Mercer,  and  his  Heirs,  who  in  the  eighth  Year  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  surrendered  up  his  Patent  to  the  Queen, 
and  in  Consideration  thereof,  she  granted  to  the  said  Tho- 
mas Rivet  and  his  Heirs,  a  Market  on  the  Saturday  through- 
out the  Year  in  this  Town,  for  Beasts  and  other  things,  and 
Wares  to  be  bought  and  sold  there,  and  also  three  several 
Fairs  to  be  held  yearly  in  this  Town,  whereof  the  first  to  be 
on  the  Feast  of  ot.  James  the  Apostle,  and  the  Day  follow- 
ing the  same,  the  second  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew  the 
Apostle,  and  the  Day  following,  and  the  third  on  the  Feast 
of  St.  Matthew  the  Apostle,  and  the  Day  following,  with  a 
Grant  of  all  Stallage,  Ficca^e,  Tolls,  Taxes,  customary  and 
other  Profits  of  the  same  Ubirkets  and  Fairs,  with  a  Pypow- 
der-court,  and  all  the  Profits  thereunto  belong^g. 

This  Thomas  Rivet  had  Issue  Thomas,  who  was  his  Son 
and  Heir,  and  succeeded  him  in  this  Manner,  and  after  he 
had  enjoyed  it  sometime,  sold  it  to  the  Lady  itntM  Winde- 
sor  and  James  Jeeve,  and  Katharine  his  W  ife,  and  their 


The  Lady  Windesor,  by  Deed  date^  the28d  o{  January, 
1605,  conveved  her  Moiety  of  it  to  John  Hurst,  who  fined 
for  Sheriff  of  Uoitbon.  he  dyed  leaving  Issue  John,  William, 
and  Edward;  upon  his  Death,  thb  Moyety  came  to

hib  Life-time;  and  he  deceased  on  the  80th  of  Dec.  W99, 
learing  John  his  Heir,  who  save  for  his  Arms  Argent,  a 
Siar  of  sixteen  Points,  Oides;  Crest  on  a  Wreath,  a 
Grove  of  Wood  Proper;  and  he  sold  this  Manner  to 

Pierce  Clever,  Esq.  who  is  the  present  Lord  hereof,  and 
gives  for  his  Arms,  Or,  three  Bars  Vert  on  a  Canton  Ar- 
gent, a  Fesse  between  as  many  Masdes  Sable. 

To  this  Manner  belongs  Court  Leet  and  Baron,  and  'tis 
the  Custom  when  the  Steward  appears  at  any  Court,  the 
Bell  tolls,  and  Ihe  Tenants  immediately  attend  the  Court, 
do  their  Suit  and  Service  at  Dinner,  whither  every  Baker 
and  Victudler  sendeth  a  Loaf  of  Bread,  and  a  Flaggon  of 
Ale  or  Beer,  that  the  Steward  and  Jury  may  examine  the 
Measures  of  their  Pots,  weigh  their  Bread,  and  taste  whether 
their  Bread,  Aie,  and  Beer,  be  wholsom  for  Man's  Body.

The  Church  is  a  fiur  Pile  of  BaUdtng,  erected  within  the  Town  by  the 
Knights  Tempters  about  the  beginning  of  the  Reign  of  King  Stefthan  ;  is 
sitoated  about  the  middle  of  the  Town,  in  the  Deanery  of  wlOodb,  in  the 
Diocese  of  lUlUOlnf.  The  Chorch  and  three  Chancels  are  large,  covered 
with  Lead,  to  whidi  a  goodly  Tower  is  annexed,  in  which  is  a  larse  Ring 
of  six  excellent  Bells,  the  greatest  very  ancient;  it  was  baptiz'd  in  tiie 
time  that  the  Romish  ReUpion  was  exercised  here,  whidi  Custom  b  still 
cotttinned  amonir  the  Papists  to  this  Day,  where  a  Bell  was  lately  bap- 
tiz'd at  9tletree  in  JtalQ*  after  this  Manner. 

The  Bell  was  placed  at  the  lower  End  of  the  Church,  hanging  upon 
two  Gudjeons  cohered  with  rich  Velvet  of  a  Violet  colour,  and  the  Bell 
itself  with  a  Robe  of  the  same.  Two  Theatres  were  built  on  each  Side 
of  it  for  the  Musicians,  and  an  Ampitheatre  for  the  Ladies  who  desired 
to  see  the  Ceremony.    The  Pillars  and  Walls  of  the  Church  were  curl- 
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Hfmil.  ^  oiuly  adorn'd  with  Sheets  of  Silk  and  Plctnres ;  an  Altar  was  erected 
ViahftaMdrr  near  the  Bell,  very  neatly  set  forth;  a  white  Sattin  Robe  was  laid  npon 
ity  in  order  to  cover  the  Bell,  so  soon  as  it  was  baptlE'd ;  and  a  great 
'  fair  Garland  of  choice  Flowers  stood  by  It,  to  be  plac'd  opon  it:  There 
was  also  a  Roman  Ritoal,  a  Censor,  and  a  Vessel  of  Holy  Water ;  and 
rich  Velvet  Chaits  were  set  round  the  Altar  lor  the  Priests  appointed  to 
perform  the  Ceremony:  And  a  Throne  was  erected  by  it,  magnificently 
hung,  for  the  Godfather  and  Godmother  of  the  Bell. 

About  ten  of  the  Clock  in  the  Forenoon  the  Company  came,  and  hav- 
ing taken  their  several  Places,  the  Priests  began  their  Function ;  the 
BUbop  of  Kitten  being  at  that  time  very  sick,  another  was  deputed  for 
that  Purpose,  and  his  Chair  was  placed  upon  the  Steps  of  the  High  Altar: 
He  sang  the  first  Psalm,  which  was  continued  by  the  Musick,  and  when 
all  the  Psalms  were  ended,  the  Risbop  bless'd  the  Holy  Water,  that  it 
might  afterwards  sanctify  the  Bell.    This  Benediction  was  very  long,  but 
when  it  was  finish'd  the  Bishop  and  Priests  dipt  Spunges  in  it,  with  which 
they  rub'd  theBell  within  and  without,  from  the  Crown  to  the  Skirts  thereof, 
repeating  in  the  mean  while,  divers  Prayers  full  of  Heavenly  Blessings, 
to  purify,  sanctify,  and  consecrate  the  Bell ;  Ut  hoc  Tiutinuahulumy  said 
they,  caflcMti  henedUiiomjfer/uHderey  jmrifiearej  Manetijteare,  et  contecrare^ 
digneris.    That  thou  wouldst  be  pleased  to  rinse,  purify,  sanctify,  and 
consecrate  this  Bell  with  thy  heavenly  Benediction.  The  Bell  being  thus 
wash'd,  they  dryed  it  with  clean  Napkins,  and  the  Bishop  taking  the 
Viol  of  Holy  Oyl  ^which  were  those  tney  blest  on  Ascention  Day  for  the 
whole  Year  followmg)  he  anointed  the  Cross  of  Metal  fixed  on  the  Crown 
of  the  Bell,  in  order  to  make  the  Devil  flee  at  the  Sound  of  it,  Ut  koe  ««- 
dient€$  Tintinnalmlmn  tremUeanif  etjkgiani  mUe  Cmcts  tii  to  depietum  vex- 
iOmm,    That  hearing  this  Bell  they  may  tremble,  and  flee  before  the 
Banner  of  tiie  Cross  designed  upon  it.    llien  he  made  seven  other  Crosses 
with  the  Oyl  on  the  outside,  and  four  more  on  the  inside  of  the  Bell ;  this 
done  he  caused  the  Godfather  and  the  Godmother  to  draw  near,  and  de- 
manded of  them  in  Itatum  whether  they  were  the  Persons  that  pre- 
sented this  Bell  to  be  consecrated  ?  they  answered,  they  did.  He  pro- 
ceeded, and  ask'd  whether  the  Founder  was  paid,  and  satisfy'd  for  the 
Metal  and  Workmanship  of  the  Bell?  They  answered.  Yea.    Then  he 
demanded  whether  they  believed  all  that  the  Catholick,  Apostolick  Ro- 
man Church  believes  concerning  the  Holiness  and  Virtue  or  Bells?    The 
answer  was.  Yea.    Lastly,  he  demanded  of  them,  what  Name  they  de- 
sired should  be  put  upon  the  Bell?    The  Lady  answer'd,  MARY.    Then 
the  Bishop  took  two  great  Silk  Ribons,  which  had  been  fastened  to  the 
Gudjeons  of  the  Bell,  and  gave  each  of  tl^em  one  In  their  Hands,  and 
pronounced  with  a  loud  intelligible  Voice  the  Words  of  Consecration,  Csn- 
secretur,  et  SatteHflettur^  8i§i»tud  in  n&ming  Pofrit,  FUU  et  SfhrUue  Sanctis 
Amen.    Let  this  Sign  be  consecrated,  and  sanctified,  in  the  Name  of  the 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  Amen.    Then  turning  himself  to  the  Peo- 
ple, he  said,  the  Name  of  this  Bell  ibMARY;  after  that  he  took  the  Censor, 
and  censeth  it  round  about  on  the  outside,  then  put  the  Censor  under  the 
Bell,  full  of  sacred  Fumes,  repeating  all  the  while  Prayers,  and  Invoca- 
tions, that  it  might  be  fiil'd  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  saying;,  Tu  kec  TuUin- 
nalnUum  8piritu$y  Sancti  rors  perjkndere^  nt  ante  eonttvm  Uluu  eemper 
fugiat  Bonomm  Inimieue:    Do  thou  besprinkle  this  Bell  with  the  Dew 
of  thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  the  Enemies  of  all  Good,  may  always  fly  at  the 
Sound  thereof.    Tlie  Office  was  carried  on  with  a  great  many  Psalms, 
which  the  Bishop  and  Priests  repeated,  the  Musick  playing  all  the  while; 
then  the  Bishop  covered  the  Bell  with  a  white  Robe  of  a  Convert,  and 
with  a  loud  Voice  read  the  Gospel  of  Martha,  and  Mwrjf.    The  whole  so- 
lemnity thus  ended,  the  Bishop  gave  his  Benediction  to  the  People,  and 
the  Godfather  and  Godmother  great  Presents  to  the  Priests.    See  the 
whole  form  of  Baptizing  Bells  in  the  Roman  Ritual  at  large.

Within  tills  Chnrch  are  three  Arches  made  m  the  Wall,  whereof  two  in 
the  Soath|  and  the  other  in  the  North  Wall,  where  the  Inhabitants  have  a 
Tradition,  that  three  Knights  Templers  were  buried  in  Stone  Troughs  or 
Coffers,  and  the  two  Coffins  in  the  Sonth  Wall  happening  to  be  opened  in 
the  Year  1601,  there  was  a  fair  Skelleton  of  a  Man  lying  in  either  Coffin, 
whereof  one  of  them  had  Hair  on  his  Head.

Land  to  raise  an  Annuity  of  40s.  a  piece  for  every  poor  Person  settled  in 
those  Houses. 

Several  Persons  whose  Names  I  cannot  learn  gave  abont  eleven  Pounds 
per  Ann.  issnins  out  of  some  Houses  and  Lands  in  ISaltlorlt,  ^^tBffi, 
dtoton.  (Dlot^  and  mtlisn,  towards  the  Repair  of  this  Chnrch. 

Several  Persons  whose  Names  I  know  not,  gave  the  yearly  Value  of 
WL  for  repairing  of  the  Chnrch  and  the  payment  of  fifteenths,  and  de- 
fraying of  Charges  of  the  Parish. 

John  Yardlff  gave  ^ve  Acres  of  Land  in  the  Parish  of  WBiiXinu  the 
Rent  to  be  disposed  among  the  poor  and  indigent  Persons  in  this  Parish.

Walter  Tany  panted  and  confirmed  to  God  and  the 
Church  of  §btt  ^iBan^  the  Agreement  made  between  the 
said  Monks  and  Gilbert  his  Father,  of  one  Vimite  and  an 
half  of  Land  in  Sftflie,  which  his  Father  held  m  this  Vill, 
and  as  the  said  Monks  held  it  now  of  him  and  his  Heirs, 
freely  from  all  Services  which  belonged  to  him  and  his 
Heirs,  paying  yearly  12d.  at  the  Octaves  of  Easter,  saving 
the  Service  due  to  the  Lord  of  the  Soil,  which  was  the

of  SRIIiet  of  the  Fee  of  Gilbert  de  Tany,  to  hoU  of  them 
by  Bight  of  Inheritance,  paying  five  ShiUings  to  the  Celle- 
rer,  at  the  four  usual  Terms  of  the  Year,  saring  the  Ser- 
yice  due  to  the  King  and  the  Lord  of  the  Soil,  which  the 
same  ilfaflt  shall  pay ;  the  Witnesses  were  JiicAarildis  Cro^ 
cAcsb,  Ralph  d4  Aidant  PhiKp  de  Cimitray, '  Robert  the 
Porter,  and  Richard  the  Dispenser. 

And  this  OeofffYt  in  the  time  of  Edw,  I.  granted  to  the 
TeneraUe  Father  Koger,  Abbot  of  S&t.  AltenS^  and  his  Co* 
yent,  all  the  Bight  and  Claim  which  he  had,  or  in  any  Man- 
ner might  have,  in  a  certain  Tenement,  which  the  Abbot 
of  Sbt  jaOBtom  held  of  him  in  the  ViU  of  VR&iif  with  the 
Landa,  Bents,  Homages,  Fealty,  Beleases,  Escheates, 
Aides,  Wardes,  and  otiber  Gifts  and  Profits  to  the  same 
Tenement  emerging ;  which  Deed  was  executed  in  the  Pre- 
senceof  Robert  de  €hraveU,John  Oyhf  Williamde  la  Moore, 
Roger  de  Ptmchardon,  Walter  de  Chrevile,  Walter  de  lAn- 
Ke^  Oeoffiy  Ptmchardon  of  It^^Ot^lf  Wygan  de  la  Mare.

IS  the  second  Part  of  the  third  Division  of  this  County' 
was  denominated  from  the  Town  of  f^t^t  since  changed 
its  Name  with  that  Town  to  fBfttj^in,  and  was  Parcel  of  the 
Revenue  of  the  Crown :  The  Sheriffs  of  this  County,  have 
collected  the  Profits  thereof  for  the  Use  of  the  King,  and 
the  Justices  of  Peace  have  usually  held  their  private  Sessions 
and  publick  Meetings  for  this  Hundred  at  the  Town  of  |^(; : 
Most  of  the  Hundred  is  Champion,  and  bounded  on  the 
North  and  West  with  the  County  of  iSe&fotlry  on  the  East 
and  South,  with  the  Hundreds  of  SStoaMoBttt  and  (tai%io^ 
and  contains  these  Parishes  or  Hamlets,  which  are  divided 
between  two  High  Constables,  whereof  one  has  for  his  Di- 
vision, the  several  Towns  and  Hamlets  of  ^it^ixif  im^fns- 

ben,  Prtston,  Binesks,  f^qipolfts,  Itftleforb^  ^t  ^j^omas 

(J^j^appely  and  Wxton ;  and  the  other  High  Constable  has

jlHIS  Town  was  Parcel  of  the  Possessions  of  the  Mertian 
Kings,  which  may  be  the  Reason  why  this  Manner  extends 
into  the  Parish  of  <!ME(kB^  wher^  the  magnificent  Offa  some-  ^viu  o&. 
times  held  his  Court,  and  at  last  ended  his  life :  It  was 
called  fBi}^  from  the  Name  of  the  River  that  passes  through 
it;  and  doubtless  was  a  Place  of  some  Remark,  when  King 
il/^e J  divided  this  County  into  Hundreds;  for  at  that  time, 
this  Hundred  was  denominated  from  this  Town,  which  re- 
mained then  in  the  Possession  of  the  Saxon  Eang^,  and  con- 
tinued in  the  Crown  until  King  Edioardthe  Confessor  gave 

it  with  ®fBaSi  aStaRreng,  aSSimonbtsIaSt  SSSelm,  ^SSiBbt-  a^.^/a^, 
irnw,  Bnuslag,  l^esnure,  f^egcstanwton,  and  ^ge,  all  in  ^>  '• '«» « 

this  Countv,  to  "Eail  Harold,  who  held  and  enjoyed  them 
so  long  as  he  lived ;  but  when  he  was  slain  at  wattle^  nine 
Miles  from  f^aStingS  in  ^lU^seXi  they  came  to  King  Wil- 
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Hund.^    Ham  the  Conqueror,  who  reserved  this  Mannor  in   the 
f^ttcjim     Crown,  for  'tis  reeorded  in  Domesdei  Book  under  the  Title  of 

TerruRigia.

King  IFiUtam  held  %ii^  in  the  half  Handred  of  %%  it  was  rated  for 
fkH^  Hides.  The  amble  u  four  aud  thirty  Camcatet,  in  l)eiiieaBne  one 
Hide,  and  there  are  siz  Canicatea  and  one  and  forty  Villains,  with 
seventeen  Bordars,  having  twenty  Carocatesand  now  eight  more  may  be 
made,  there  are  two  and  twenty  Cottagers,  and  twelve  Servants,  and 
four  Mills  of  three  and  fifty  Shillings  and  four  Pence  Rent,  Meadow 
four  Camcates,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill,  Wood  to 
feed  siz  hundred  Hogs;  Earl  Harold  held  this  Mannor:  Of  these  five 
Hides,  two  lye  in  the  Monastery  of  this  Vill,  the  arrable  is  four  Cam- 
cates, in  Demeasne  one  Hide  and  an  half,  and  there  is  one  Ctmeate,  and 
another  may  be  made,  and  there  are  four  Villains  having  two  Camcates, 
and  seven  Cottagers,  there  are  Meadow  to  feed  two  Ozen,  Common  of 
Pasture  for  the  Cattle;  these  two  Hides  are  worth  siz  Pounds  by  the 
Year,  when  he  received  it  forty  Shillings,  in  the  timeof  King  Edvord  (the 
Confessor)  four  Pounds.    Earl  Harold  held  this  Mannor* 

King  IViUiam  held  ma^tunt,  it  was  rated  for  three  Virgates.  The 
anrable  is  two  Camcates  and  siz  Ozgangs,  and  they  are  there  with  siz 
VUlains,  Wood  to  feed  forty  Hogs.  Earl  Harold  held  this  Land  in  his 
Mannor  in  l^i^,  and  there  it  now  lyeth. 

King  William  held  €rrbtOl»:  it  was  rated  for  one  Vlrgate.  The 
arrable  is  one  Camcate,  and  it  is  there  with  two  Cottagers,  and  one 
Mill  of  twenty  Pence  Rent ;  it  is  worth,  and  alwavs  was  worth,  ten  Shil- 
lings by  the  Year.  TVo  Sochmen  held  this  Land  of  Earl  Harold  by  the 
Year,  and  might  sell  it  without  his  leave.  The  Soke  was  always  in  1)^. 
When  IU>ert  was  Sheriff  he  laid  it  in  1$i^ 

Among  all  the  Rent,  1^^,  with  the  Appurtenances,  was  worth  an  hundred 
and  siz  Pounds  by  the  Year,  burnt  and  weighed,  and  ten  Pounds  nmn* 
bred :  When  Peter  the  Sheriff  received  it,  he  held  it  for  as  much  as  siz 
and  twenty  Pounds  of  1(Q,  u  the  time  of  Kuig  Edward  (the  Confessor) 
stzty  Pounds  br  the  Year,  and  of  the  So^e  there  belong  to  it  forty 
Pounds  nnmberd. 

This  Mannor  was  ancient  Demesne  of  the  King;  and 
William  Rufus  gave  it  to  Bernard  de  Balioh  whom  that 
King  had  made  Baron  of  SSttDell  in  Ifortjftaillinlanlr.  He 
was  sent  with  Robert  de  Bruce,  in  the  third  Year  of  Kine 
Stephen,  unto  David  King  of  S&tOtIaiA»  then  advanced  with 
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bis  Anny  to  the  Banks  of  ^ete^  to  persnade  his  Retreat ;     ^^^  ^ 
but  not  prevailing,  he  raised  all  the  l^ower  he  could  make,    ^|^^^^^ 
to  oppose  him,  and  at  length  shared  in  the  Honour  of  that 
glorious  Victory,  which  the  English  obtained  by  the  exem« 
plary  Valour  of  WUUam  Earl  of  ^tbemofle,  and  other 
valiant  Men  of  those  Parts  near  ^Ttjb  SUertOn,  in  that 
memorable  Battle  fong^t  upon  the  lith  of  the  CflJends  of 
Septtmb&r,  called  the  Battle  of  the  Standard:  But  after  ^-^^^ 
this  Engagement  for  King  Stephen,  the  Earls  of  <SloCtSttt 
and  tftistett  General  of  Siat  Army  raised  on  the  Behalf 
of  Mtmd  the  Empress,  Anno  1142,  7  Steph.  took  the  King 
and  him  Prisoners:  He  with  the  Consent  of  Ingelram  his 
Son   gave  Lands  of  the  yearlv  Value  of  15/.  lying  in 
SRltoue^  a  Member  of  ^iUfymf  and  King  Stephen  con-  ^^^ 
firmed  the  Grant;  but  it  seems  tins  Ingelram  died  without 
Issue  in  the  lafe-time  of  his  Father,  for  upon  the  Death  of 
his  Father 

Euetace  de  Baliol  succeeded;  He  gave  one  hundred 
Pounds  for  a  License  to  marry  the  Widow  of  Robert  Fitz- 
piers,  and  had  Issue 

Hugh  de  Baliol,  of  whom  'twas  certified  that  he  held  the 
Barony  of  idfodl  of  the  King,  by  the  Service  of  five 
Knights'  Fees,  and  to  find  thirty  Soldiers  for  the  Guard  of 
^UtdCBStle  upon  ®(nf f  and  held  this  Lordship  of  f^icj^e^  in 
Capite  of  the  King,  as  an  Augmentation  of  his  Barony  by 
the  Service  of  two  Knights'  Fees;  He  had  a  fair  Estate, 
for  upon  levying  the  Scutage  of  SStabS»  Anno  13  Joh.  he 
answered  for  thu ty  Knights'  Fees,  and  in  the  17th  Year  of 
the  same  King  he  was  in  g^reat  Favour  with  him:  He  was 
also  very  serviceable  to  King  Henry  III.  who  in  the  fourth 
Year  of  his  Reign  gave  him  the  Lordship  of  .^fVttm  for  his 
better  Support. 

John  de  Baliol  his  Son  and  Heir  paid  Anno  13  H.  III. 
one  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  for  his  Relief  for  the  thirty 
Knights'  Fees  which  he  then  held:  He  married  Dervor- 
guiU,^  one  of  the  three  Daughters  and  Heirs  to  Alan  of 
(Salfom,  (a  great  Baron  in  SbCOtlanb^)  by  Margaret  the 
eldest  Sister  of  John  Scot,  the  last  Earl  of  WbtfittXy  and  one 
of  the  Heirs  of  David,  sometime  Earl  of  |^unt(nQ[bony  by 
Reason  whereof  he  was  seized  of  CEfaltom  in  SbCOttaidly  and 
had  in  her  Right  an  Assignment  of  the  Manner  ^Ottotg 
in  the  County  of  Ifncoln,  the  Fee-farm  of  iStmmntb  in 
.^totfolfct  and  lu&IindBtAin  S^uffolit^  until  the  King  should 
make  them  a  reasonable  Exchange  of  other  Lands  in  Satis- 
faction of  her  Part  of  the  Earldom  of  (Sj^CStCt : ,  He  stoutly 
assisted  that  King  against  the  rebellious  Barons  in  that 
ffreat  Defeat  pven  to  thenf  at  Kottj^anupttm^  Anno  48  H. 
III.  but  fighting  again  soon  after,  on  the  Behalf  of  the 
King  at  lStot%f  was  taken  Prisoner  with  the  King  in  that 
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iiund,  qf  fatal  Battel,  but  it  seems  he  made  his  Escape  soon  after- 
^^^^  wards:  For  Monfard,  Earl  of  Ixicestet,  having  there  got 
the  King  into  his  Custody,  and  made  all  (Sn^anlK  subject 
to  him,  excepting  the  utmost  Parts  of  the  North,  which  op- 
posed his  usurped  Power:  At  the  Instigation  of  the  King 
of  Scots,  and  thb  valiant  Lord  John  de  BalioU,  and  by  the 
Assistance  of  the  other  norther  a  Barons,  h«  raised  a  great 
Force,  and  redeemed  the  King:  At  length  he  died.  Anno  53 
H.  III.  seized  of  this  Manner,  leaving 

Hugh  his  Son  and  Heir,  28  Years  old,  who  then  doing 
Homage,  had  Livery  of  his  Lend :  But  I>etM>rcrtn7/his  Wife 
surviving,  this  Manner  of  |^(clitf  with  several  other  Lord- 
ships, were  assigned  to

of  her  Life.    She  enjoy'd  the  Profits  of  all  these  Manners 

until  the  11  Hen.  VII.  1496,  when  she  died,  and  they  re- 

Yerted  to  the  Crown,  where  this  Manner  has  remained  to 

this  Day,  several  Queens  of  £nglaitb  having  since  that 

time  successively  enjoyed  it,  as  Parcel  of  their  Jointures. 

This  Manner  hath  J  urisdiction  of  Court  Leet  and  Baron ; 
it  extends  into  several  other  Parishes  near  adjoyning,  and 
the  Courts  have  been  usually  held  every  Year  after  the 
Feast  of  St  Michael  the  Arclmneel,  where  two  Constables 
have  been  yearly  chosen  for  the  Town,  and  two  for  the  For- 
rein ;  two  Headboroughs  for  33BnCtoft  Ward,  two  others  for 
lOiSifSt  Ward,  and  two  others  for  ^pbj^OttSe-Street  Ward ; 
also  two  Leather-sellers,  two  Ale-tasters,  a  Bell-man,  and 
an  Heyward,  have  been  yearly  elected  there. 

The  Inhabitants  within  this  Leet  have,  time  out  of  Mind, 
yearlv  paid  to  the  Lord  of  this  Mannor,  at  everv  Court  Leet, 
the  Sum  of  40«.  for  a  common  Fine,  whereof  the  Inhabi- 
tants within  |^itft(n9Bortmanpavl2«.  within ||ttc|b{n  IFor- 

xHUf  128.  within  the  Hamlet  of  iLailgleBy  7s.  within  iSimQp 
4tM.  within  8K{n4-j^flI,  2«.  and  SBaitbon-mb,  3s.  which  com- 
mon Fine  in  some  Places,  is  called  Capitaaium,  in  other 
Places,  Cerium  LeUe,  and  is  a  certain  Sum  of  Money,  which 
the  Resiants  and  Inhabitants  have,  by  Custom  paid  to  the 
Lord  at  the  Leet,  in  Regard  that  his  Predecessor  had  pur- 
chased the  same  to  discharge  them  from  their  Attendance 
at  the  Sheriff's  Turn,  which  was  a  great  Ease  to  them ;  or  in 
Respect  that  the  Lord  of  the  Leet  was  obliged  to  claim  his 
Liberty  at  his  own  Costs  and  Charges,  whensoever  the  Jus- 
tices in  Eire  should  come:  and  the  Lords  of  this  Mannor 
have  allowed  the  Steward  60«.  yearly  for  his  Fee,  the  Bai- 
liff 100s.  for  his  Fee,  and  100s.  more  for  the  Diunenof  the 
Steward,  Jurors,  and  Homa^rs. 

The  Fines  upon  Admissions  to  Copihold  Estates  are 
certain,  by  the  Custom,  viz.  the  Moyety  of  a  Year's  Quit- 
rent  for  the  Admission  either  upon  Descent,  Alienation,  or 
other  Change,  or  upon  a  license  to  Demise^ 

The  King,  in  Consideration  of  266/.  granted  An.  6  Jac.  I. 
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all  the  Wood,  Timber-trees  growing,  or  which  shall  hereaf- 
ter growy  upon  any  of  the  Copihold  Lands  within  this  Man«- 
nor,  to  certain  Trustees,  for  the  Benefit  and  Use  of  the 
Copiholders  within  this  Lordship. 

The  Mannor  of  the  Rectory  ofHICHR 

King  WUHam  Ru/us  gave  the  Church  of  St.  Andrewe 
of  f^Ufytj  with  the  Cfhappek,  one  Virgate  of  Land  worth 
40Lper  Annum^  the  Tymes,  and  all  the  Liberties  thereunto 
belonging  to  the  Church  of  gbt-  .^RatD  Itt  |i|e{en(StOto,  and 
the  Nuns  there ;  afterwards  King  H.  H.  connrm'd  the  QUt, 
and  the  Abbess  of  ClmstofDC  claimed  at  f^fttfotDli  before 
John  de  Reygate  and  others.  Justices  Itinerants,  in  a  Quo 
Warranto  brought  Anno  6  Edw.  I.  by  the  Ghrant  of  H.  III. 
Soc,  Sac,  Toll,  Them,  Infanffthef,  and  Discharge  from  all 
Aides,  Gelds,  Danegelds,  Assizes,  Hidages,  Murders,  Pleas, 
and  from  all  Actions,  Plaints^  Scutages,  Ward-peny,  and 
upon  View  of  the  Grant,  they  were  allowed ;  and  whilst  they 
were  possest  hereof,  this  Church  was  rebuilt,  and  dedicated 
to  the  Honour  of  the  Virgin  JIfary,  the  particular  Saint  of 
their  Monastery ;  but  when  the  fatal  Year  of  their  Dissolu- 
tion happened,  this  Rectory  came  to  the  Crown,  and  King 
Htfnry  VIII.  bestowed  it  upon  his  own  Foundation,  dedi- 
cated it  to  the  Holy  Trinity  in  QDanAtft^t  ^  ^o\d  of  the 
King  in  free  Socage,  as  of  his  Mannor  of  l^t  <!ErltenfD(t|i  in 
IBUnt ;  and  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of  the  same 
Colledge,  are  the  present  Possessors  hereof. 

The  Mannor  of  MOREMEAD 

lilES,  like  the  last  Mannor,  promiscuously  among  the 
Lands  within  the  Mannor  of  |^ltc|^in»  from  whence,  doul^- 
less  both  these  Manners  were  at  the  first  derived;  most  of 
the  Lands  belong^g  to  them  are  freehold,  and  Sir  Ra^h 
Ratcliffe  is  the  present  Possesaor  hereof. 


I%e  Priory  of  WHITE  CARMELITES. 

In  this  Town  John  BhmviU,  Adam  Rouse,  and  John  Cob- 
ham  founded  a  Priory  of  White  Carmelites  pf  the  Order  of 
St.  Benedict,  dedicated  it  to  the  Honor  of  our  alone  Saviour 
and  the  blessed  Virgin,  and  King  Edward  confirmed  the 
Grant :  These  Friars  held  this  House  until  the  9th  of  May, 
Anno  21 H,  VIII.  when  they  surrendered  it  into  the  Hands 
of  that  King;  it  was  then  vfuued  at  no  more  than  4/.  9s.  4d. 

King  H.  Vlll.  snpprest  this  Fraternity  of  tiie  CarmeU 
ites,  and  granted  by  Patent  dated  22d  July,  38  H.  VIII.  the 
Scite  of  the  House  to  Edmund  Watson  and  Henry  Herd- 
son  in  Fee,  who  conveyed  it  to 

Ralph  Radcliffe,  the  Son  of  Thomas  RadcUffe,  descended 
from  a  younger  Brother,  sprung  from  iftattdiSie  ®OfDer» 
others  say,  from  ®rlli|ton  in  lAltCOSiilf  i  and  married  EUza- 
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heih  the  Daughter  of MarshaU,  in  this  Town,  Gen-     Bund,^ 

tleman;  by  Whom  he  had  Issue  three  Sons,  Ralph,  Jeremy »  yH^SS^ 
Edward,  and  Elizabeth  Wife  to  William  Fryar  of  ^tebtll* 
digf  f  He  lived  here  above  the  Space  of  twenty  three  Years, 
and  laid  the  Foundation  of  an  Estate;  then  died  An,  1559, 
1  Eliz.  leaving  the  Care  of  his  Children  daring  their  Mi- 
nority to  the  Government  of  his  Wife,  who  survived  him, 
and  afterwards  married  Thomas  Nor  Ion,  Gent,  from  whom 
the  Nortons  of  <!MBeB  descend. 

Ralph  Raicliffe  was  his  Heir,  a  Member  of  the  Inner  Tem^   Ongm.  /wid. 
pk,  wnere  he  improved  his  time  in  the  Study  of  the  Com-   ni.'^'  ^^^' 
mon  Law;  was  Reader  there  in  Autumn,  Anno  1541,  33 
Eliz.  double  Reader  to  that  Society  in  the  Quadragesimes, 
1600,  42  Eliz.  and  Treasurer  of  that  House  the  Year  fol- 
lowing ;  also  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  this  Coun- 
ty:  He  married  Elizabeth  the  Relict  of  William  Wilcocis, 
Esq.  and  Daughter  oiJohn  Edelphe,  by  whom  he  had  six 
ChUdren,  all  whom  died  in  his  life-time,  and  Elizabeth  his    ^ 
Wife  deceased  Anno  1587,  39  Eliz.    He  lived  a  Widower 
about  the  Space  of  twenty  fdur  Years,  during  which  time, 
he  gpreatly  augmented  his  Estate  by  the  Practice  of  the  Law, 
departed  this  life  in  January,  Anno  1621, 19  Jac.  I.  and 
leaving  no  Issue, 

Edward,  one  of  his  Brother^s  Sons,  was  his  Heir,  and 
married  Anne  one  of  the  Daughters  of  Sir  Robert  Chester 
of  IftogStoni  in  this  Countv,  Kt.  who  was  a  vertuous  and 
religious  Woman,  a  wise  and  indulgent  Wife,  courteous  and 
obliging  to  her  Neighbours,  knowing  and  skilful  in  Chirur- 
gery,  uways  ready  to  help  the  lame  and  indigent,  bounti- 
ful and  charitable  to  the  Poor;  kep|t  her  Family  in  great 
Order,  govem'd  it  with  much  Discretion,  and  died  about  the 
Year  1656,  to  the  great  Grief  of  all  that  knew  her;  and  he 
deceased  on  the  fifth  Day  of  October,  1660,  being  at  that 
time  about  seventy  Years  of  Age. 

Ralph  Ratcliffe,  the  Son  of  Kalphy  the  youngest  Son  of 
Sir  Edward  Ratcliffe,  was  his  Heir,  and  married  Anne  Pi- 
got,  one  of  the  Daughters  of  John  Pigot  of  ^Ungton  in  the 
Coimty  of  dramlirfiirQtt  ^^^'  '^^  Frances  his  Wife,  by  whom 
he  had  Issue  Edward ;  this  Ralph  was  knighted  on  the  18th 
of  February,  Anno  1667,  by  King  Charles  II.  After  the 
Decease  of  Anne,  he  married  Sarah  the  Daughter  of 


-,  and  after  her  Death,  Elizabeth  the  Daughter  of  Sir 
John  Musters  of  lUmfettnu  Kt.  and  Widow  of  Sir  Richard 
Spencer  of  HMtBf  ^^*  He  is  the  present  Possessor  hereof, 
and  gives.  Argent,  two  Bends  engraiTd  Sable. 

The  Priory  of  NEWBIGGING. 

X  HERE  was  another  small  Priory  founded  in  this  Town, 
called  Xlfubfggfng,  of  the  Order  of  St.  Benedict,  valued  at

John  Cote  and  his  Heirs;  In  the  time  of  £Ao.  VI.  it 
was  conveyed  to 

Thomas  Parrjfs,  to  hold  of  the  King,  by  the  yearly  Rent 
of  1/.  llcf.  and  these  Lands  have  been  since  granted  to  di- 
vers Persons,  among  whom  Mr.  Joseph  Kemp,  Master  of 
Arts,  and  Schoolmaster  in  this  Town,  purchased  some  Part 
of  them,  and  did  convert  the  House  into  a  School  in  the 
Year  1655,  and  devised  it  among  several  other  Lands  in 
|^ft4ini  to  charitable  Uses. 

This  Town  is  situated  in  a  Vale  at  the  Foot  of  a  great 
Hill  in  the  Champion  Country,  which  secures  it  from  the 
cold  Easterly  Winds,  is  water'd  with  a  small  River  termed 
the  |^{;^  and  contains  three  Wards,  iSailCroft  Ward,  Sdrfirge 
Ward,  and  ^uk-j^OttSt'Mtett  Ward,  is  reputed  the  second 
Town  in  this  County  for  the  Number  of  Streets,  Houses, 
and  the  Multitude  of  Inhabitants ;  heretofore  it  has  been  ac- 
counted famous  for  the  Staple  Commodities  of  this 
dom ;  and  divers  Merchants  of  the  Staple  of  (StoUce  have 
«ided  here;  therefore  I  think  it  may  be  some  Satisfaction 
to  the  Reader  to  shew  what  these  Merchants  were 

A  Merchant  was  a  Person  who  transported  the  Merchan- 
dize, Ware,  or  Goods  of  his  own  Country,  over  the  Seas, 
into  a  foreign  Country ;  where  he  sold  them  by  wholesale* 
for  ready  Money,  or  exchanged  or  bought  other  Commodi- 
ties there,  and  imported  them  to  his  Warehouse  in  his  own 
Country. 

Staple  signified  a  City  or  Town,  whither  the  Merchants 
of  ^ndanby  by  Order  or  Command,  carried  their  Wooll, 
WooUfelis,  Cloaths,  Lead,  Tin,  and  such  like  Commodities 
of  this  Land  for  Sale  by  the  Great;  and  in  the  Saxon  Lan- 

fiage  signified  the  Stay  or  Hold  of  a  thing,  because  the 
lace  is  certain  and  settled;  in  the  French  'tis  called  JBs- 
tape,  which  signifies  Forum  Vinarium;  because  the  French 
Merchants  jneet  the  English  Merchants  at  those  Places, 
where  they  brought  their  Commodities  to  trade  and  traffick 
with  them,  which  consisted  chiefly  in  Wines ;  and  Dr.  Cowett 
thinks  this  the  truer,  because  these  Words  are  written  in 
French  in  the  Mirrour  of  the  World,  A  Calais  y  avoit  Es- 
tape  de  la  laine,  8ic.  which  is  the  Staple  of  Wool  at  (ZDalaiS* 
In  ancient  time,  when  Staple  Towns  and  Cities  were  ap- 
tt^if***'     pointed  in  foreign  Parts,  Merchants  carried  away  the  Trade 
SS/.9H.ni.   of  Wooll,  Leather,  and  WooUfelis  hence  into  those  Coun- 
<*p- 1-  tries,  where  those  Staples  were  held,  which  much  inriched 
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those  People  with  our  native  Commodities,  and  impoverish-     Buad,  9f 
ed  our  own;  for  which  Reason  divers  Laws  were  made  to    JJSSJUl/ 
encourage  Merchant  Aliens  to  reside  and  keep  their  Mar-   i4£d.iiL 
kets  here:  But  when  these  Laws  obtained  not  that  Effect  sss^nlt^ 
which  was  designed.  King  Edward  appointed  that  the  Sta-   ^^ya, 
pie  for  English  Wooll,  Leather,  Woollfell,  and  Lead,  should  m. ' 

be  held  for  @ngfon>  at  iSetocostb  upon  ^ine^  |^orifc«JLIn- 

cj^esttr.  SxetCY^  and  90rfstol ;  for  SSales  at  (JDanrnattj^m ;  and 
for  Sttlanb  at  iDttblfn,  SSSatnfotlr,  (EToibt  and  Brooj^etra^ 

and  not  elsewhere ;  that  in  every  Staple  Town,  there  should 
be  a  Mayor  and.two  Constables;  the  Mayor  should  be  yearly 
chosen,  as  well  by  the  Aliens  as  Denizens.  The  Mayor  and 
Constables  had  Power  to  keep  the  Peace,  to  arrest  Offen- 
ders for  Debt,  Trespass,  or  Contract,  *to  imprison  and  punish 
them  according  to  the  Law  of  the  Staple,  and  had  a  Prison 
for  that  Purpose.  The  Mayor  was  also  authorized  to  take 
Recognizances  for  Debt  in  the  Presence  of  one  of  the  Con- 
stables, and  had  a  Seal  to  seal  every  Obligation  upon  such 
Recognizance,  and  after  Default  of  Payment,  the  Mayor 
could  imprison  the  Debtor,  arrest  his  Goods,  and  sell  them 
for  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Creditors;  but  if  the  Debtor 
could  not  be  found  within  the  Staple,  the  Mayor  retum'd 
the  Obligation  into  Chancery,  whence  issued  out  a  Writ 
against  the  Debtor,  his  Lands,  Goods,  and  Chattels,  re- 
turnable there,  and  Execution  was  awarded  thereupon  as 
the  Statute  Merchant  directed.  In  every  Staple  there 
were  Correctors  appointed,  to  record  Bargains  between 
Buyers  and  Sellers,  and  a  certain  Number  of  Porters, 
Packers,  Winders,  and  other  Labourers  of  WooU  and 
Merchandize;  and  all  Officers  of  the  Staple  were  duly 
Sworn  before  the  Mayor,  to  execute  their  several  Offices. 

When  any  Merchandize  was  to  be  exported,  it  was  first 
brought  to  the  Staple,  weighed  by  the  Standard,  and  every 
Sack  or  Sarplet  of  WooU  was  sealed  under  the  Seal  of  the  «^  3-*^ 
Mayor,  who  took  an  Oath  of  all  Merchants  that  transported  m.  c^i.  7. 
Merchandize,  that  they  held  bo  Staple  thereof  beyond  the 
Seas:  these  Mayors  and  Constables  had  only  Conusance 
of  Debts,  Covenants,  Contracts,  and  all  other  Pleas  touch- 
ing Merchandizes,  and  the  Surety  thereof  between  known 
Merchants. 

The  Staple  was  removed  from  (SDalat^  to  the  Towns  nam-  ^^  ^^  ^  ^^ 
ed  for  (Snglanir  in  the  Statute  of  the  Staple,  27  Edw.  III.   c«p.'i. 
by  the  Statute  made  Anno  14  R.  II.  and  Recognizances 
taken  before  the  Mayor  of  the  Staple  at  (iCalafo)  were  made 
effSdctual  in  lEnglaitbi  Anno  10  H.  VI.  and  the  Merchants  Ata/.ioH.vi. 
that  resided  here  conveyed  their  Commodities  to  the  Sta-  ^^  ^ 
pie  at  CTalafSy  and  were  sworn  before  the  Mayor  and  Consta- 
bles there,  to  maintain  the  Laws  and  Usages  of  the  Staple, 
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^aai-^    which  might  be  the  Beason  why  these  Merchants  styled 
^^1^    themselves,  Mercatores  Stapula  Villa  OTalMtt. 

For  the  better  Inconragement  of  Trade  in  this  Town,  the 
Inhabitants  have  used  to  hold  a  Market  here  every  7\ies« 
day  in  the  Week  by  Prescripdoo  free  from  the  Payment  of 
Toll  for  any  Sort  of  Cora  or  Grain  sold  here :  also  three 
Fairs  eveiy  Year,  one  on  Easier  Tuesday,  another  on 
Whitsun  Tuesday,  and  another  on  the  13th  of  October,  for 
the  Sale  of  all  Manner  of  Cattle,  Corn,  Grain,  and  other 
Merchandize,  paying  Piccage  and  Stallage  of  the  Markets 
and  Fairs,  to  the  Lord  of  the  Mannor  of  |^(tt|^ln.

1660  Sir  Thomae  Byde,  Kt.  gave  the  two  Stone  Dials  on  the  Sooth  Side 
of  the  Church:  And  in  Jtimo  1670,  gave  the  Ground  whereon  the  eight 
Almes-houses  are  built. 

Thomas  Hoaylove  of  ftoiOlOll,  Haberdasher,  built  the  Wall  of  the  Free- 
School  next  to  the  Street. 

1668  John  Skynner^  Gentleman,  gave  by  bis  Will  8001.  to  build  Almes* 
bouses,  8002.  to  purchase  Lands  for  a  Revenue  to  the  same,  1001.  to  put 
out  poor  Children  Apprentices,  1002.  to  purchase  Lands  for  the  educate 
ing  poor  Children  in  the  Free-School,  and  also  an  Orchard  near  the 
Churchvard;  and  upon  his  Death,  this  Inscription  was  fixt  over  the 
Gate  of  the  Alms-houses.

The  arable 
is  eight  Carucates,  in  Demeasn  two  Hides  and  twoVirgates  and  an  Half, 
and  there  are  tiiree  Carucates,  a  Presbyter  or  Parson,  with  eight  Vil- 
laines  and  two  Cottagers  having  three  Carucates,  and  now  two  more  may 
be  made,  there  are  six  Servants,  Meadow  one  Carucate,  Common  of  Pas- 
ture for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill,  Wood  to  feed  thirty  Hogs.  This  Manner  did 
lie  and  doth  lie  in  1|(|.  Earl  tforold.  held  it. 
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Scttfilci  now  Ccwpb  JKnfTfg-  Hund,  of 

King  TTti/iam  held  Bfiifftlft,  it  was  rated  for  seven  Hides.  The  arable  il^ttrtm. 
is  twenty  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  three  Hides  and  an  Half,  and  there  are  v^^y^w/ 
three  Cariicates,  and  nineteen  Villaines  hayinv  eight  Camcates,  and  nine 
more  may  be  now  made,  there  are  seven  Bordars,  and  seven  Cottagers, 
and  six  Servants,  and  one  Frenchwoman  bom  an  ^Imswoman  of  the  King; 
there  are  two  Mills  of  sixteen  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year,  Meadow  one 
Camcate,  common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill,  Wood  to  feed  SOO 
Hon ;  in  the  whole  Value  it  yielded  by  the  Year  fourteen  Pounds  burnt 
and  weighed,  and  five  Pounds  told.  i  .  « 

Likewise  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confe8sor]|^^heQ  Peter  the 
Sheriff  received  it,*'lwo  Socmen  held  this  Mannor  for  two  ]$fannors  of  Earl 
Harold^in  the  time  bf  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  and  might  sell  them, 
notwithstanding  either  of  them  did  find  two  Horses  and  two  Horse  trap- 
pings in  1^1^,  but  by  Force  and  unjustly,  as  the  Hundred  can  witness,  h- 
lert  held  these  two  Mannors  for  one  Mannor,  and  was  thereof  seized  by 
the  King's  Writ,  so  long  as  he  was  Sheriff,  as  the  Shire  can  witness;  but 
after  he  demised  the  Sheriffdom,  PeUrde  VahugieB  and  Ralph  TaUgebosch 
took  It  from  this  Mannor  and  laid  it  to  '^if,  for  that  he  would  not  finci  an 
Horse  for  the  Sheriff;  GoUbert  de  Beck  Successor  to  Ilbert  did  obtain 
again  Judgment  of  the  King  for  this  Mannor. 

Barnard  BalioU  Son  of  Guy  de  Baliol,  Lord  of  the 
Mannor  of  ^itt^in  gave  to  the  Knights  Templers,  Land  iS'i.lSl^as. 
worth  15/.  per  annum^  called  WMtUt,  a  Member  of  |^t- 
Cj^in,  and  the  rough  and  plain  Fields,  with  the  Grove  called 
:ffMldo^f  which  Grift  was  made  in  the  Capital  of  Iftotnt, 
where  Pope  Eugenins  was  present,  on  the  Octaves  of  Eas- 
ter, and  at  ^rfs  where  the  King  of  ;^me  the  Archbishop 

of  Sbceabett  SOatM,  lflot|oma(|^»  jBtascumbt  and  ISO 

Knights  Templers  clothed  in  their  white  Vestments,  were 
present;  and  Everard  de  Bretvilt,  Theodore  Waleran^ 
Baldwin  Colder^  and  divers  others,  were  Witnesses,  and 
King  Stephen  did  confirm  the  Grant. 

John  de  Baliol  purchased  the  Mannor  of  iMenles^eiU  of 
Wiat  de  Bodicot ;   but  when  he  obtained  the  Crown  of 
SbCOtlantlt  and  levied  War  against  King  Edward  the  first, 
that  King  seized  it  into  his  own  Hands,  and  granted  it  to 
Roger  le  Strainge  for  his  Life;    afterwards  to  Robert  de  hiii  39 Ed 
Kendall,  and  Margaret  his  Wife  for  her  Life,  and  to  the  ^|//^t.f' 
Heirs  of  their  Bodies,  tipon  which  Presentment,  Sir  Ed-  ^^^i^^ ' 
ward  de  Kendall,  Kt.  Son  and  Heir  of  Robert,  was  im- 
pleaded, who  said,  the  Mannor  of  ^tellbltAni  was  a  certain 
Hamlet  of  fj^ftcf^utf  and  in  the  Parish,  but  the  Jury  found 
it  was  in  Gross  by  itself,  as  was  supposed  by  the  Present- 
ment, and  not  Parcel  of  the  Mannor  of  f^ft^eiti  nor  at  anv 
time  was,  and  that  the  Mannor  of  ^Stenbles^am  was  worth 
13  Marks  by  the  Year,  and  the  Ajrable  473  Marks,  and 
Judgment  was  given  for  the  King. 

The  Master  of  the  Knights  Templers  in  CEnglanly  claim- 
ed by  the  Grant  of  Henry  III.  in  all  their  Lands,  divers    n.,  jfr^  ^ 
large  Priviledges,  with  Exemption  from  all  secular  Services,  p-  '•  ^''^  37. 
Soc,  Sac,  Toll,  Them,  Infangeneth,  Utfangthef,  Hamsocne,   In  scm^^^* 
&c.  and  Dischai^  from  sul  Business  in  all  Places,  &c. 
and  Causes  8cc.  and  from  all  Toll  and  Custom,  &c.  in  as 
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Hamd.y    ample  a  Manner  as  kingly  Power  can  erant  to  any  reli- 
*^?|\    gious  House,  and  also  Free-warren  in  Suiskt  8cc. 
ibUL^        The  Prior  of  SSfmonlyles,  held  the  Scite  of  the  Castle  of 
Stntsltf  and  gave  the  yearly  Rent  of  10s.  for  the  same. 

An  Agreement  was  made  between  the  Knights  Tempters, 
and  the  Abbess  and  Nans  of  JSlXMUtof  by  the  Assent  and 
Free-will  of  their  Chapters,  that  the  Nuns  of  ®ImStOfo, 
should  find  a  Chaplain,  who  should  reside  at  9(ntsle»  and 
celebrate  Mass  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays  in 
every  Week  in  the  Mornings,  and  Vespers  in  the  After- 
noons, unless  it  should  happen  that  a  Festival  should  fall 
in  the  Week,  then  that  snould  be  accounted  one  of  the 
three  Days ;  and  the  Chaplain  or  Minister  of  f^ftcj^illi 
shall  make  Oath  to  the  Brethren,  for  the  Performances  of 
these  Duties:  And  the  Kniffhts  Templers  shall  pay  to  the 
Nuns,  with  all  Integrity,  all  the  Tytnes  of  Com  issuing 
out  of  all  the  Lands,  which  they  plough  in  fj^ftcj^dl^  of 
whom  the  Church  of  f^itcj^fni  or  d^e  Church  belonging  to  it 
was  used  to  have  received  Tythes,  and  also  of  aU  the 
Ground  newly  broken  up  and  sowed. 

In  Anno  21  Edw.  III.  'twas  found,  that  the  Prior  of  the 
Hospital  of  St.  Johns  of  ^(ttQSabllti  in  Sngfonllt  held  the 
Manner  of  ^[tniplt  IDtnsUs  with  the  Appurtenances,  which 
>  lately  was  the  Templers,  in. free,  Ppre^  and  perpetual  Alms, 
of  the  Heirs  late  of  the  Lords  of  f^lt^tltt  iDtolePf  Jpttmi- 
baly  and  ?Gttna^S  WUlXbttlf  by  finding  yearly  two  Chaplains 
to  celebrate  divine  Service  in  the  Chapel  of  this  Manner 
for  ever,  for  the  Souls  of  the  Feoffees  of  the  Templers  for 
all  secular  Services. 

The  Knights  Hospitallers  held  these  Manners  until  the  fa- 
tal Year  of  the  Dissolution  of  Monasteries,  when  it  came  to 

King  Henry  VIII.  who  by  Letters  Patents  dated  at 
SSSeStmfnSttn  the  13th  of  March,  33  JBe^itt  sut,  in  Con- 
sideration of  843/.  2s.  6d.  g^nted  to  Sir  Ralph  Sadlier,  Kt. 
one  of  the  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  the  Manners  of 

tJTemoIe  Sfnslesand  tSTemple  ®iebhi|  and  all  their  Rights, 

Memoers,  and  Appurtenances,  lately  belonging  to  the  dis- 
solved Priory  of  St.  Johns  of ^^tttXBBkVXf  and  all  the  Mes- 
suages, Mills,  Buildings,  (j^rdenings.  Knight's  Fees, 
Wards,  Marriages,  Escheats,  Reliefs,  Heriots,  Fairs,  Mar- 
kets, Tolls,  Customs,  Warrens,  Rent-Charges,  Rentseck, 
Annuities,  Fee-Farms,  Waters,  Fishings,  Piscaries, 
Court- Leets,  Profits  of  Courts,  View  of  Franc- Pledge^ 
Fines,  Amerciaments,  Assize  and  Assay  of  Bread,  Wine, 
and  Ale,  Goods  and  Chattels,  Waifs,  Estreats,  &c.  and  all 
other  Rights  and  Profits,  in  as  full,  large,  and  ample  Man- 
ner, as  the  last  Prior  and  his  Brethren,  or  any  of  their 
Predecessors  enjoyed  them,  to  have  and  to  hold  of  the 
King  in  Capite,  by  the  Service  of  the  twentieth  Part  of  a 
Knight's  Fee,  rendring  yearly  to  the  King  4/.  95.  4d.  at  the 
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Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel^  in  Lieu  of  all  Services.     SS^l^^ 

Which  Sir  Ralph  Sadlier  by  Indentore  Tripartite,  dated  * 
the  25th  of  October,  in  the  12th  Year  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
did  covenant  to  convey  this  Manner  to  Trustees  for  the  use 
of  himself  for  his  Life,  without  Impeachment  of  Waste, 
the  Remainder  to  the  Use  of  Edward  Sadlier  and  Anne 
his  then  Wife,  (the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Sir  Rich.  Leigh) 
and  to  the  Heirs  of  Edward,  on  the  Body  of  the  said  Anne, 
lavrfuUy  to  be  begotten,  and  for  Want  of  such  Issue  to  the 
Use  of  the  said  oir  Rcdph  Sadlier  for  ever. 

'Twas  found  by  Inquisition  taken  at  l^trtfotb,  on  Satur- 
day the  2nd  of  December,  Anno  35  ElizlukHt  Edward  Sad- 
lier, Esq.  died  seized  of  the  Remainder  of  this  Manner  on 
the  4th  o{  April,  in  the  26th  Year  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
left  Anne  his  Wife  surviving  by  whom  he  had  Issue, 
Leigh,  Richard,  Edward,  and  Thomas  and  died  in  the  life- 
time of  his  Father,  afterwards  Sir  Ralph  Sadlier,  Kt.  died 
seized  hereof  in  the  29th  Year  of  the  Queen,  after  whose 
Death,  Anne  entered  into  the  Premises,  held  it  for  her  Life, 
and  upon  her  Death,  the  Remainder  thereof  descended  to 

Leigh  Sadlier,  who  married  Elizabeth,  Daughter  of 

Paschall  of  BtCStOll  in  the  County  of  SsHSCX,  by  whom  he 
had  Issue  Thimuu  Sadlier,  and  one  Daughter,  Anne  mar- 
ried to  Edward  Aston,  Esq.  Brother  of  Walter  Lord  As- 
ton: He  died  on  the  fifth  Day  of  June,  Anuo  30  Eliz.

He  married  Frances  Daughter  of 
Francis  Berry  of  HHAttini  SParft  in  the  County  of  iSeb" 
fotto)  bv  whom  he  had  Issue  Thomas  who  died  in  his  Infan- 
cy, Edwin,  Ralph  who  died  unmarried,  Leigh,  Edward  who 
deceased  without  Issue,  William  married  Sarah  Daughter 
toJ(Msper  Symonds,  Minister  of  XabtftttB  in  the  County  of 
Nortj^amptony  Richard  and  Robert,  both  whom  died  with- 
out Issue,  and  five  Daughters,  Elizabeth,  Frances,  Anne, 
Jane,  and  Sarah. 

Edwyn  Sadlier  was  the  Heir,  created  Baronet  bv  Let- 
ters Patents  dated  the  3d  of  December,  Anno  1668, 13  Car. 
II.  He  married  Elizabeth  the  eldest  Daughter  of  Sir  Wal- 
ter Walker,  Kt.  Doctor  of  the  Civil  Law,  by  whom  he  had 
Issue  Walter,  Ralph,  both  whom  died  in  their  Childhood, 
and  Edwyn;  also  two  Daughters,  Mary  bxA  Elizabeth. 

Sir  Edwyn  Sadlier  succeeded,  and  married  Mary  Daugh- 
ter and  Coheir  of  John  Lorymer,  Citizen,  and  an  Apothe- 
cary of  Hoitbont  who  fined  for  Alderman  of  that  City,  and 
the  Relict  of  William  Croane,  Doctor  in  Physick:  His 
Arms  are.  Or,  a  Lyon  Rampand  per  Fesse  Azure  and 
Oules;  Crest  on  a  Wreath  a  demi  Lyon  rampant  Azure 
crowned  Or ;  Motto,  Servire  Deo  sapere.

JLHE  Charch  of  thisVill  was  dedicated  to  a  supposed  Saint 

called  St.  Hippolits,  from  whom  this  Vill  received  its  Name,   ^""^^  ^^^ 

who  was  a  good  Tamer  of  Colts,  an  excellent  Horse-leach, 

and  so  devontly  honour'd  for  these  Qualities  after  his  Death, 

that  all  Passengers  that  passed  that  Way  on  Horseback, 

thought  themsetyes  bound  to  brin^  their  Steeds  to  the  high 

Altar  in  this  Church,  where  this  holy  Horseman  was  shrined, 

and  a  Priest  continually  attended  to  bestow  such  Fragments 

of  Hippoliis'  Miracles  upon  their  untamed  Colts,  and  old 

wanton  and  forworn  Jades,  as  he  had  in  Store,  and  did  avail 

so  much  the  more  or  less,  as  the  Passengers  were  bountiful  or 

hard  handed ;  but  he  that  was  nitrgardly  of  his  Coin,  had  but 

a  cold  and  coanterfeit  Cai«.    '^Holrses  were  brought  out 

of  the  North  Street,  through  the  North  Gate,  and  the  North 

Door  of  the  Church,  which  was  boarded  on  Purpose  to 

bring  up  the  Horses  to  the  Altar,  since  which  time,  the 

Church  has  always  been  boarded.     This  Vill  is  situated 

a  Mile  distant  from  |^itc|^in  towards  the  South.

Sir  Thomas  Nevill/yrho  had  Issue  only  Margaret  his 
Daughter  and  Heir.  She  married  Thomas  Beaufort,  the 
youngest  Son  to  John  of  Gaunt^  Duke  of  %mtB,Stttf  by 
Katharine  Swineford,  his  third  Wife,  and  he  did  his  Hom- 
age, Anno  1  H,  v.  and  had  Livery  of  her  Lands  of  Inheri- 
tance. He  commanded  the  Rereward  of  the  English  Army 
in  the  Battle  of  ^gtncourt)  and  was  made  Lieutenant  of 
iSormaidyn  the  28th  of  February ,  3  H.  V.  /created  Duke  of 
£xet£T  in  the  Parliament  held  at  'Eonlfon  about  the  Feast  of 
St.  Lucy  for  his  life,  18th  of  November ,  4  H.  V.  having 
only  a  Grant  of  1000/.  per  Annum,  out  of  the  Exchequer, 
and  40/.  per  Annum  more  payable  from  the  City  of  i&xt\Zt ; 
and  he  died  seized  hereof  on  the  27th  of  DecenAer,  Anno  5 
IT.  VI.  among  divers  others,  at  his  Mannor-house  ofHSttttl' 
M^i  and  was  buried  at  §bt*  <SbmttntrsbutS»  leaving 

John  Earl  of  S^metset  his  Nephew,  (Son  of  John  Earl  of 
^tntrSft  his  Brother)  his  next  Heir,  at  that  time  twenty 
four  Years  of  Age. 

But  I  have  lead  nothing  more  of  this  Manner  until  it 
came  to  the  Possession  of  Ralph  Radcliffe,  whom  I  have 
spoken  of  in  the  Parish  of  f^ttd^dt^  from  whom  by  meer 
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Assignment,  it  came  to  Sir  Ralph  Radcliffe,  the  present 
Lord  hereof. 

This  Mannor  has  Jurisdiction  of  Court  Leet  and  Baron, 
and  extendeth  itself  within  the  Mannor  and  Parish  of  |^it- 
^iti  i  the  Fines  of  the  Copiholds  upon  every  Alienation, 
Descent,  or  Change,  are  at  the  Will  of  the  Lord,  and  no 
Tenant  may  fell  and  carry  away  any  Timber  growing  upon 
any  of  the  Copyhold  Lands,  without  License  of  the  Lord  of 
the  Manner. 

The  Mannar  o/ALMESHOE. 

The  Bishop  of  i3a|!ettX>  who  was  Uncle  to  William  the 
Conqueror,  was  Lord  of  this  Mannor  in  those  Days,  for 'tis 
reconied  in  Domudei  Book,  under  the  Title  of  Terra  Efi.

The  Land  of  the  Btuhop  of  ISsBfUx. 

Adam  held  of  the  Btthop  of  IBapcttl  one  Hide  in  fllneslilt.  The  arrable 
Is  one  Canicate,  and  it  is  there  with  three  Bordars,  Wood  to  feed  sixty 
Hogs;  it  is  worthy  twenty  Shillings  a  Year,  when  he  received  it  ten  Shill- 
ings, in  Uie  time  of  King  Edward (tht  Confessor)  thirty  Shillings.  Edwumd 
a  Man  under  the  Protection  of  Earl  Harold,  held  this  Land  and  mightsell  it. 

This  Mannor  came  tp  the  Possession  of  Simon  Fitz  Ade, 
who  upon  the  Day  of  his  Marriage  endowed  Fyne  his  Wife, 
ad  Ostium  Ecclena;  Anno  1241, 25  If.  III.  with  this  Man- 
nor, the  capital  Messuage,  and  all  the  Lands  belonging  to 
it,  together  with  the  Advowson  of  the  Church  of  CErtabcItei 
and  the  Service  of  Ralph  de  Gravelee,  and  all  his  Lands  in 
iSlinlcsben,  in  the  Parish  of  gftcfiu  with  the  Rents  and 
Services,  &c.  and  all  he  had  in  lunaue,  Zsttbenacj^)  d&St' 
ItlSf  SSKgUei  and  'X^tt&toortj^i  with  all  the  Demeasn,  Bents, 
and  Services,  &c.  which  Deed  was  attested  by  twelve  Wit- 
nesses, who  were  present  at  the  Marriage,  whereof  seven 
were  Knights;  and  of  the  other  five,  one  was  William  of 
f^atfieibi  and  another  was  Roger  de  Wylie. 

This  Simon  Fitz  Ade  had  Issue  Sir  John  Fitz  Symon, 
who  received  his  Simame  from  his  Father,  and  upon  his 
Death,  he  left  Issue,  Hugh  Fitz  Synwn,  who  also  received 
the  Honour  of  Knighthood,  and  left  Issue  Sir  Richard 
Fitz  Symon,  who  was  installed  a  Elnight  of  the  most  noble 
Order  of  the  Garter;  and  after  he  hiul  been  possest  some- 
time, he  died  seized  hereof,  leaving  Issue 

Adam  Fitz  Symons,  who  had  Issue  Hugh  Fitz  Symons, 
who  left  Edward  and  Nicholas. 

Edward  was  knighted,  afterwards  died  without  Issue, 
then  it  came  to 

Nicholas  Fitz  Symon  his  Brother,  and  next  Heir,  who 
had  Issue  two  Daughters,  whereof  one  had  only  one  Son, 
who  died  without  Issue,  whereupon  this  Mannor  came  to 
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Elizabeih,  the  Grandaughter  of  the  said  NichoUu  by  his  Hund.of 
other  Daughter;  She  married  Thomas  Brocket,  Esq.  in  the  f^^^ 
time  of  H,  VI.  who,  in  Bight  of  his  Wife,  became  Lord  of 
this  Manner;  and  since  it  has  continued  in  his  Name  for 
divers  Generations,  which  I  forbear  to  mention,  for  that  they 
are  set  forth  in  his  Pedigree,  which  you  may  read  under  the 
Name  of  the  Manner  of  SbptOn&Sfi)ioe  in  the  Parish  of  ^at- 
tbliff  and  it  has  always  passed  with  the  Manner  of  ^gmoras- 
ffiitf  through  the  same  Hands,  until  it  came  to  Sir  John 
Spencer,  who  is  the  present  Lord  hereof. 

The  Lord  of  this  Manner  granted  to  the  Prior  and  Con- 
Tent  of  our  blessed  Lady  next  f^ettfotb,  a  l^ortion  of  Tythes 
out  of  Parcel  of  the  Demeans  of  this  Manner,  before  the 
Council  of%BtMU^  which  was  held  Anno  1215,  when  the 
Laity  were  restrained  from  giving  of  their  Tythes  to  any 
relig^ouA  Houses,  and  retaining  them  in  their  own  Hands, 
which  before  that  time  was  usual;  but  since  all  these  are 
now  become  due  of  common -Right  to  the  Minister  of  the 
Parish  where  they  arise,  excepting  Tythes  formerly  given  to 
some  religious  Houses,  and  the  Custom  of  tithing  in  particu- 
lar Towns  and  Places ;  and  these  are  the  Lands  that  are  now 
exempted  from  the  Payment  of  Tythes  at  this  Day, 

JTionuu  the  Prior  of  the  House  of  our  blessed  Lady  next 
f^erttoll)  and  the  Convent  there.  Anno  1535, 26  If. VlII. 
by  Deed  indented  and  executed  under  their  common  Seal, 
viz.  a  Lady  with  an  Infant  in  her  Arms,  demised  to  Edward 
Brocket,  Esq.  all  their  Tythes  of  Com,  Grain,  Hay,  Wood, 
WooU,  and  Lamb,  arising  within  the  Parishes  of  f^ftd^fn, 
iWfnrten,  UanskP)  and  fe^polte,  for  forty  and  oneYears; 
which  Lease  coming  to  Edward  Brocket  of  33ta&fi£Rlf|  his 
Son,  as  Administrator  to  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  his  Fa- 
ther, assigned  over  the  said  Tenn,  Anno  4  Eliz.  to  John 
Brocket  of  33taC&tt-daU»  Esq.  then  Lord  of  this  Manner. 

The  Priory  at  ^etttolr  was  dissolved.  Anno  27  H. VIII. 
and  all  their  Manners,  Lands,  Tythes,  and  Portions  of 
Tythes,  were,  by  Act  of  Parliament,  g^ven  to  the  King  and 
to  his  Heirs  and  Successors  for  ever. 

The  King,  by  Letters  Patents  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
Snglaiifef)  Anno  29  H.  VIII.  granted  unto  Anthony  Denny, 
Esq.  and  Joan  his  Wife,  and  the  Heirs  of  Anthony,  the 
Priory  at  fj^ettfOTbi  together  with  divers  other  Manners  and 
Lands;  and  among  them,  the  Tythes  issuing  out  of  this 
Manner,  late  belonging  to  the  dissolved  Monastery,  to  hold 
of  the  King  and  his  Heirs  in  Capite, 

Hefiry  Denny  and  Edward  Denny  of  SStalt^antt  Esq. 
An.  11  Eliz.  sold  these  Tythes  in  f^iUDdl,  iHgnslyenylang- 
Ira,  and  W^imAitSf  to  Sir  John  Brocket  of  iSrodftet-gaflt 
Kt.  and  nis  Jaeirs  for  ever,  who  died  Anno  40  Eliz.  After 
his  Death,  it  was  found  by  Inquisition,  that  Sir  JohnBroc- 
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^«M^y  tet  was  seized  of  these  Tythes  in  ^mesjftoe,  in  Fee,  and  the 
JJ^^  same  were  held  in  Capite,  and  they  passed  to  Sir  Richard 
Spencer,  who  married  Hellen  one  of  the  Daughters  and  Co- 
heirs of  the  said  Sir  John  Brocket,  and  upon  the  Death  of 
.  Sir  Richard  Spencer,  the  like  Office  was  found;  and  that 
John  Spencer  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  was  created  Ba- 
ronet by  Patent  dated  Anno  1626, 1  Car.  Land  married  the 
Daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Anderson  of  S^Ig  in  this  Coun- 
ty, Kt.  he  levied  a  Fine  Anno  6  Car.  I.  of  the  Mannor  of 
^ItlUSJboUy  these  Tythes  and  two  Messuages  at  ^gtetS-nibf 
with  the  Lands  belonging  to  them;  and  obtained  a  License 
to  alien  to  Sir  John  Boteler  and  Brocket  Spencer,  Esq.  the 
two  Messuages,  Lands,  and  the  Tythes  of  Com,  Hay,  and 
Wood,  arising  in  400  Acres  of  Land,  40  Acres  of  Pasture, 
and  140  Acres  of  Wood,  in  |g|UOJpoIitCS,  ^Imesj^OtAuTS, 

}lttbitu  WimonbltQ  ittagna,  eraimonbles  Barbeu  and 

IrtStOH)  which  were  holden  of  the  King  in  Capite ;  but 

Sir  John  dying  without  Issue, 

Sir  Brocket  was  his  Brother  and  Heir,  from  whom  they 
came  to  Sir  Richard,  from  him  to  Sir  John  the  present 
Owner  hereof. 

HIS  Vicaridge,  Anno  26  H.Vill.  was  rated  at  the  yearly  Valoe  of  5/. 
per  Annum;  The  Parsonage  is  appropriated  to  the  perpetual  Use  of  the 
Master  and  Fellows  of  TVtiit^  CUledge  id  CamtrCBgr,  who  are  the  Patrons 
hereof.

The  Chnrch  is  erected  near  the  Vill,  in  the  Deanery  of  ]l{ttr(ifi,  in  the 
Diocess  of  S^tltcoln,  where  there  is  a  square  Steeple,  in  which  are  three 
tmall  Bells,  and  this  Inscription  upon  a  Gravestone  in  the  Chancel. 

Here  lieth  hnried  the  Body  of  Alice  Hughei,  late  Wife  of  Rice  Hughes, 
Citizen  and  Haberdasher  in  94nill01t,  by  whom  he  had  Issue,  one  Son  and 
two  Daughters  all  deceased,  and  lie  bnried  likewise  in  this  Church,  at 
the  Chancel  Door,  she  being  the  Daughter  of  Thomaa  Kybewortk  an  an- 
cient Dweller  in  this  Parish,  she  dyed  the  ISth  ofAugvut,  1594,  being 
of  the  Age  of  89  Years. 

Her  Body  and  Bones  tlie  Ground  doth  possess, 
Her  Soul  to  Heaven  is  gone  for  redress : 
Who  living  in  Life,  did  die  unto  Sin, 
And  dying  by  Death,  to  live  did  begin.

This  ViU,  I  suppose,  was  waste  Ground  in  the  time  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  for  there  is  no  Mention  of  it  in 
Domesdei  Book,  and  I  believe  it  was  then  comprehended 
under  the  Name  of  ^^ftOll^  for  without  the  Addition  of 
this  Vill  I  cannot  find  so  much  Land  in  ^ettton*  as  is  con- 
tinued under  that  Name  in  Domesdei,  but  when  this  Ground 
was  improved  and  became  a  Parish,  it  was  termed  Icfcltton 
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or  Icfcltf Orbf  from  the  old  Roman  Way  called  Idbiali  and     Hiiiui.  ^ 
the  Ford  which  crosses  the  River  there.  ^1^^*, 

This  Manner  was  anciently  Parcel  of  the  Revenue  of  the 
Argentines,  of  whose  Family  I  have  treated  in  the  Parish 
of  QEfrtat  SBImoiibbS)  to  which  Parish  I  refer  the  Reader. 
Bat  this  Name  expiring  through  want  of  Issue  Male,  about 
the  Reign  of  Hen.  VI.  it  was  conveyed  to  the  Crown, 
where  probably  it  remained  till  King  Rich.  III.  by  Letters 
Patents  dated  the  4th  of  March,  2  Regni  sui,  granted  the 
Manners  of  lAfDnarUDgiu*  Iftglfbrbi  and  ^pmton  in  this 
County,  and  Lands  in  ^x\t%UB  ^^  ^^^  County  of  33eMor&| 
(which  had  been  Sir  Roger  Towcofs,  Kt.)  to  Sir  William 
Meering,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  him,  and  the  Heirs  Males 
of  his  Body,  who,  I  suppose,  married  Agnes,  Heir  oi  Henry 
Gloucester  of  (JDatCOlston^  by  whom  he  had  Issue 

John  Meering,  who  espoused  Katharine,  one  of  the  Sis- 
ters and  Coheirs  of  Sir  John  Hercy  of  CErrobti  by  whom  he 
had  Francis,  Thomas,  and  John. 

Then  it  came  to  the  Dearmans,  an  ancient  Name  in  this 
County,  in  which  Family  it  remained  till  about  the  Year 
1580,  when  Thomas  Auncel  of  the  County  ofNottfiamptOn 
purchased  it,  and  since  that  time  the  Owners  hereof  have 
born  the  Name  of  T%ojnas  for  four  or  five  Generations  to 
this  Day,  Thomas  Auncel  being  the  present  Possessor 
hereof;  was  constituted  High  Sheriff  of  this  County  Anno 
1698,  he  has  Jurisdiction  of  Court  Leet  and  Baron,  all  the 
Tenants  being  Freeholders. 

The  Mannor  of  ROMERICK. 

This  was  Parcel  of  the  Possession  of  the  Church  of 
iCUtnStSy  and  Anno  8  H.  III.  that  King  made  an  Agree-  roT^fo^i. 
ment  at  ^^efDC&Stb  upon  ^gne*  between  Aldunn  the  Abbot, 
and  ReinaU  de  Argentuem,  concerning  the  Mills  of  Id^Us- 
fxntif  and  the  Land  of  the  Fee  of  the  Abbot  and  Reinald,  to 
wit,  that  Reinald  shall  hold  the  Mill  and  Lands,  and  one 
Part  seated  in  the  Fee  of  Reinald,  so  long  as  he  shall  live, 
and  after  his  Death,  the  Abbot  shall  resume  the  Mill  and 
Land  in  his  Demeasne,  with  all  the  Encrease  which  Reinald 
shall  make  upon  it,  and  Oundrit  shall  hold  the  Mill  of  the 
Abbot,as  he  held  it  of  Reinald,  and  if  Reinald  shall  die  in 
Gnglamiiry  he  shall  be  buried  in  the  said  Abby,  and  for  this 
Agreement,  Reinald  shall  nve  to  the  Abbot  every  Year, 
ten  Shillings,  and  the  same  King  confirmed  these  Gifts  and 
Grants  to  5tfftoit,  then  Abbot  of  IftamseSf'and  the  Convent 
of  the  same  Place. 

Which  Abbots  held  it  till  the  Dissolution  of  their  Church, 
when  it  came  to  the  Crown;  where  this  Mannor  remained 
till  the  time  of  King  Jamesl.  who  Anno  5  Regni  sui, 
granted  the  Court  Le^t  and  View  of  Franc-pledge,  of  all 
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Uumd*^    the  Tenants  belonging  to  this  Manner  to  the  Master,  FeU 
*JJ*||^ '  lows,  and  Scholars  of  St.  John's  CoUedge  in  (SamMbge, 
who  are  the  present  Lords  hereof. 

X  HE  Rectory  of  this  Paruh  Choreb,  with  the  Charcb  of  9irt01t,  An.  96 
H.  VIII.  wu  valoed  together  in  the  King's  Books  at  SI,  per  An.  whereof 
WiUiam  DMiie,£sq.  is  Patron.

This  Church  is  situated  in  the  Middle  of  theVill,  which  is  in  the  Deanery 
of  1|ftc)isi  in  the  Diocess  of  1(ci1finii;  The  Charch  is  smell,  covered  with 
Lead,  having  a  low  square  Tower  without  Battlements,  at  the  West  End 
thereof,  covered  also  with  Lead,  where  hangs  a  Ring  of  five  Bells  with  a 
short  Spire  about  four  Foot  long. 

ST.  THOMAS  CHAPPEL 

Xs  a  small  Hamlet  scituated  about  two  Miles  distant  from  JrhlctbtH 
Church,  severed  firom  any  Part  of  this  County  about  Haifa  Mile,  bv  the 
Interposition  of  the  Parishes  ofJ^Uto  and  St^teMm  in  the  County  omM* 
toit^;  and,  I  suppose,  was  wast  Ground  in  the  time  of  WiUiam  the  Con* 

J|ueror,  for  there  is  no  Mention  of  it  in  DometdH  Book^  audi  might  then  be- 
ong  to  some  Manner  in  this  County,  for  that  Cause  made  Part  hereof,  as 
I  have  observed  some  other  Hamlets  have  been,  as  fl;olIf|iU,  &c.  and  it 
was  denominated  from  the  Chappel,  which  was  dedicated  to  St.  Hbeinas 
a  Beeket;  but  after  it  came  to  be  improved,  it  was  granted  to  the  Monas- 
tery of  Cr^idnanlrin  Vdrtillitl0lktrr,and  the  Abbots  enjoy'd  it,  until  the  time 
of  their  Dissolution,  when  it  came  to  the  Crown,  from  whence  it  was  con- 
veyed to  the  Earl  of  ttfst  in  Exchange  for  the  Manaor  of  ^tiypingls  in 
the  County  of  IMrtSaiH ;  from  whom  it  came  by  mean  Conveyance,  to  Graff 
LonguemUf  Esq.  who  is  a  Branch  of  that  noble  Family,  and  the  present 
Possessor  hereof. 

In  this  Hamlet  is  a  pretty  Chappel,  now  converted  into  a  Bam,  and  has 
no  Relation  to  religious  Offices,  more  than  that  the  Rector  of  ^qinv^I, 
time  out  of  Mind,  beyond  the  Memory  of  Man,  have  read  the  second  Ser- 
vice there  upon  Ascention  Day,  after  he  has  performed  the  first  Service, 
at  the  Parish  Church  of  JllfyrifiaL

and  twenty  Borders,  having  twelve  Camcates,  and  now  two  more  may  be      jl^ttc|in. 

made*  there  is  one  Knight,  an  Englishman  born,  and  one  Sochman  with     v^^v"^ 

four  Cottagers,  there  are  four  Mills  of  seventy  three  Sbilluigs  and  four 

Pence  Rent  in  the  Land  of  the  Englishman  and  the  Sochman,  that  is  one 

Villain  and  eight  Cottagers  remained  of  two  Hides.  Meadow  ten  Acres, 

there  are  ten  Servants,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattel  of  the  ViU, 

Wood  to  feed  five  hundred  Hogs,  of  Pasture  and  Wood  ten  Shillings  Rent; 

in  the  whole  Value  it  Is  worth  twenty  Pound  a  Year,  when  he  received  it 

twenty  two  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  twenty 

five  Pounds.  Stigand  the  Archbishop  held  this  Manner,  and  there  were 

two  Sochmen  and  now  they  are  there,  they  could  not  sell.  Moreover  this 

IS  in  the  Half  Hundred  of  1|(}. 

This  Ralph  de  Limesy  founded  a  Church  in  this  Vill,  to 
which  he  gave  two  Parts  of  his  Ty thes,  issuing  out  of  one 
of  his  chief  Seats,  called  SSSolbttUt.  scituated  on  the  North 
Part  of  l&oKiluI  Parish  in  SSattoiCRSJbttey  from  which  Place 
he  derived  the  Title  of  his  Barony. 

But  afterwards  this  Ralphs  having  a  great  Respect  to 
the  Abby  of  S&t  ^HianSt  gave  the  Tythes  of  this  Church  Bar.  tol  i 
of  ^Mton,  and  the   Church  of  f^rttfotft,  which  he  also  Si^JJ^,^],,. 
built  and  endowed  with  divers.  Lands  and  Tithes,  to  that 
Monastery. 

Alan,  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  succeeded  him,  and 
gave  to  the  Monks  at  f^ettfottt,  the  Church  of  Itj^entone^ 
in  the  County  of  89tatto(c6|  he  had  Issue  Ckrrard  wno 
was  his  Son  and  Heir. 

Which  Gerrard  married  Amy  the  Daughter  of  Home- 
lade  de  Bidun,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  John,  and  Basilia 
who  married  Hugh  de  Odingseh,  Grandson  to  Hugh  de

This  John  had  Issue  Hugh,  who  died  in  the  life-time  of 
his  Father  without  Issue,  and  afterwards  this  Manner  and  Miqif^Km. 
Barony  of  linuftg  came  to  Basilia  and  Alianore,  the  Sis-  ^i-  329. 
ters  and  Coheirs  of  John  de  lAmesy,  by  Reason  hereof  they 
were  on  the  12th  Year  of  King  John,  divided  between  the 
said  Basilia  and  Alianore;  and  the  said  Hugh  Odingsells, 
and  Basilia  his  Wife,  paid  a  Fine  of  five  hundred  Marks 
to  the  King,  for  Livery  of  the  Moyety  of  those  Lands  by 
Inheritance,  pertaining  to  her  upon  the  Death  of  her  Bro- 
ther, John  de  Limesy,  Ijing  in  the  Counties  of  f^ertfotly^ 

^xfarb)  aatorostir,  Sbttffoi6^  and  aOarfotcii,  and  for  the 

Security  of  the  Payment  thereof,  Hugh  and  William,  two 
of  his  Sons  became  bound;  which  John  de  Limesie  dyed   lud. 
9  Rich.  I.  whereupon  Alice  his  Widow  married   Walter 
Earl  of  aatattofci. 
This  Hugh  de  Odingsels  was  a  Knight,  and  a  Man  of  ibid. 
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Uund.^  great  Note  in  his  time,  for  in  5  of  Hen.  III.  he  attended 
the  King  in  Person  to  the  Siege  of  SBitj^atn  Castle  in  the 
County  of  Kncoltlt,  with  considerable  Forces,  for  which 
he  had  a  Warrant  to  levy  Escua^e  upon  all  his  Tenants, 
that  held  of  him  by  Military  Service,  he  died  Anno  23  If. 
III.  whereupon  Gerrardha  Son,  had  Livery  of  the  Lands 
that  were  of  the  Inheritance  of  Basilia  his  Mother,  and 
held  of  the  King  in  cajpite,  doing  then  his  Homage,  and 
giving  Securii^  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  fifty  Founds  for  his  Relief. 

This  Gerrard  Anno  26  Hen.  III.  being  a  Kt.  gave  a 
Fine  of  fifty  Marks,  to  be  freed  from  Attendance  upon  the 
King  into  ®aSCOfp  towards  the  Payment  whereof,  he  had 
Power  to  levy  Escuage  upon  all  the  Knights'  Fees  held  of 
him;  he  had  Summons  with  many  other,  and  great  Men  to 
be  at  ®xforb,  in  Midknt.  Anno  48  Hen  III.  sufficiently 
fumish'd  with  Horse  and  Arms,  to  give  the  King  Advice 
there,  and  assist  him  against  Lewellin  Prince  of  SSaleS, 
and  his  Adherents  then  in  Rebellion. 

But  the  other  Moyety  of  this  Estate  of  John  de  Limesy, 
came  to  il/ioiiore  his  younger  Sister,  who  had  married  Da- 
vid de  Lflgeey.  .   • 

In  6  H?  III.  Alexander  King  of  SbcOtlaiOr^  gave  200/. 
for  the  Wardship  and  Marriage  of  the  Heirs  of  David  de 
Limesy,  and  for  all  the  Lands  of  their  Inheritance,  which 
were  the  Lands  of  John  de  Limesy  his  Kinsman,  and  lay 

in  the  Counties  of  £ssex,  f^ertforU,  HdxkHif  SSKatfoicK, 
'Xetcesier,  jNTodbK,  and  SbuSbw. 

To  whom  another  David  succeeded,  he  died  Anno  25  If. 
III.  leaving 

Ckrrard  his  Brother  and  Heir,  who  doing  his  Homage 
had  Livery  of  his  Lands,  but  departed  this  life  without 
Issue,  Anno  93  H.  III.  whereupon 

Henry  de  Pinkney  who  had  married  Alice,  his  Sister 
and  Heir,  and  paying  fifty  Pounds  for  his  Relief,  for  her 
Moyety  of  the  Barony  of  Limesy,  had  Livery  thereof,  he 
died  Anno  38  H.  III.  leaving 

Henry  his  Son  and  Heir,  §6  Years  of  Age,  who  perform- 
ing his  Fealty,  and  paying  one  hundred  Pounds  for  his 
Relief,  had  liands,  he  was  commanded  to  fit  himself  with 
his  Horse  and  Arms  Antio  42  H.  III.  to  attend  the  King 
at  (E'it%ttt9  upon  Monday  meceding  the  Feast  of  St.  John 
Baptist  to  restrain  the  Welch  in  their  Hostilities.  But 
shortly  after  this  Moyety  of  the  Mannor  came  to  the  Pos-

This  Vill  received  its  Appellation  from  Offa^  that  g^at  AuttP^Hsde 
King  of  the  Meriians,  who  was  the  Lord  hereof,  resided  of-  ^m^xl' 
ten  here,  and  in  this  Place  resigned  his  Soul  to  the  Dispo- 
sal of  God ;  this  Parish  derived  its  Name  from  him,  for  in 
the  Saxon  Language  it  signifies  the  Land  of  Offa;  after  his 
Decease,  the  Crown,  with  his  Possessions,  came  to  his  Son 
King  Egfrid,  who  imitated  his  Father  in  his  Judgment  and 
Mercy,  after  him  it  continued  in  the  Crown  till  it  came  to 
Earl  Harold,  who  enjoyed  it  in  the  time  of  King  Edward 
the  Confessor,  and  after  this  EarUs  Death,  it  came  to  King 
William  the  Conqueror,  who  held  it  when  that  memorable 
Survey  was  made,  for  it  is  recorded  in  Domesdei  Book,  that

King  TTiUttiin  held  ^MCrUs;  it  was  rated  for  two  Hidea;  The  arable 
b  DIDO  Camcatesy  five  Sochmen  held  it  hi  tlie  time  of  KiD|f  Edward  (the 
ConfeMor)  and  now  they  hold  it  of  King  WiUiam;  there  are  eight  Cara- 
catei,  ana  a  ninth  mir|r  be  made ;  there  are  two  Ylllatns,  and  seventeen 
Borders,  and  three  Cottagers,  and  three  Serrants,  Meadow  one  Cam- 
cate.  Common  of  Pasture  tor  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  one  hondred  and 
twenty  Hogs,  Wood  for  the  Hedges;  In  the  whole  it  is  worth,  and  al- 
wat  was  worth,  four  Pounds  and  fonr  Shillings  a  Year:  These  held  it  of 
Earl  Harold,  and  might  give  or  sell  it,  bnt  &e  Soke  lay  always  in  1ti|, 
and  they  fonnd  two  Horses,  and  two  Horse  Trapphigs  or  Fomitore. 

Edward  de  Perton  held  three  Virgates  in  the  same  Vill.  The  arable 
is  two Camcates ;  there  is  half  a  one,  and  one  and  a  half  may  be  made; 
there  is  one  Villain,  and  Wood  for  Hedges;  it  is  worth  five  Shillings  a 
Year,  when  he  received  it  six  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  a  Tear,  In  the 
time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor^  ten  Shillings. 

Alwin,  a  Man  (onder  the  Protection)  of  Stigan  the  Archbishop,  held 
half  an  Hide  of  this  Land ;  and  a  Man  (onder  the  Protection)  of  Earl 
Harold,  by  Name  Abo,  had  one  Tircate:  These  might  both  give  or  sell 
their  Land.    The  Soke  remains  in  '^. 

Not  long  after  the  Conquest,  this  Mannor  came  to  that 
noble  and  ancient  Family  of  St.  Legiers,  who  were  lords 
hereof  for  many  Descents,  till  it  came  to  John  St.  Legitrs, 
who  had  Issue  only  Isabel  who  was  his  Daughter  and  Heir, 
and  having  no  Son  to  preserve  the  Memory  of  his  Name, 
the  Addition  of  St.  Legiers  was  added  to  tM  Name  of  this 
Mannor,  and  upon  his  Death  this  Isabel  succeeded  him:

.  tie  of  the  ViU,  Wood  to  feed  twelve  Hogs;  in  the  whole  Value,  it  is  worth 
nine  Poirads  by  the  Year,  when  he  received  it  eight  Pounds,  in  die  time 
of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  sixteen  Pounds:  Alestan  of  Itacombc  a 
Thane  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  held  this  Mannor.

ceeded him;  Upon  his  Decease,  it  descended  to  Wil- 
liam who  was  hut  Heir,  and  had  Issue  Richard,  who 
succeeded  him ;  from  whom  it  came  to  William  his  Son, 
who  had  Issue,  Richard  Spicer  alias  Helder,  the  present 
Owner  hereof;  and  long  before  this  Estate  was  in  the  Crown, 
the  same  was  held  by  long  Xeases  in  the  Heldet^s  from  the 
time  of  H.  VI.

One  Sochman  held  one  Hide  in  MUU.  The  Arable  is  Bre  Carncates, 
in  Demeasne  is  one,  and  two  may  be  made,  there  are  foar  Bordars  hav- 
ing one  Cariicate,  and  another  may  be  made;  Common  of  Pasture  lor 
the  Cattle  of  the  ViU,  Wood  for  Hedges;  in  the  whole  it  is  worth  twenty 
six  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  a  Year,  when  P«<er  received  it  forty  Shill- 
ings, in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor^  sixty  Shillings ;  Leveva 
held  this  Land  of  Earl  Harold,  and  might  sell  it.  Ilbert  laid  it  to  his 
Mannor  in  AitlhlrQ  when  he  was  Sheriff;  after  be  lost  the  Shrivalty  Peter 
de  VaUmgiee  and  Ralph  T^tHgeboeck  took  it  away  from  him  and  laid  it  to 
]bit,  as  the  whole  Shire  can  witness,  that  it  did  not  lye  there  in  liie  time 
of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  nor  paid  any  Rent. 

This  Mannor  was  denominated  from  the  Springs  that 
arise  out  of  an  adjacent  Hill,  from  whence  it  is  supplied 
with  Water,  by  leaden  Pipes,  from  a  Conduit  contiguous 
to  the  Spring  Head. 

But  in  Process  of  time  it  came  to  the  Possession  ot  John 
Earl  of  (f^xfotb,  who  was  possest  hereof  in  the  time  of  Edw. 
III.  He  was  in  several  Expeditions  in  JbCOtIan)l»  jfftBWt^ 
and  jpIanbttS.  He  married  Maud,  one  of  the  Sisters  and 
Coheirs  of  GUes  de  liadlesmere  a  great  Baron  in  JBUUtf  and 
Widow  of  Robert  Fitz  Pain,  by  whom  he  had  Issue 
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Thomas  de  Fer«  of  Age,  Avbrev,  and  two  Daughters,     S^J!^*®-^ 
Margaret  married  to  Henry  Lord  Beamont,  and  after  to    ^^H^ 
Sir  John  Devereux,  and  Isabel  first  married  to  Sir  John 
Courtney,  Grandfather  to  Hugh  the  fifth  Earl  of  Bebon, 
of  that  Feunily,  and  after  to  Sir  Oliver  Denham,  Kt.  and  he 
died,  leaving  Sir  JTiomas  de  Vere,  Kt.  his  Heir,  but  Maud 
the  Mother  then  surviving  had  for  her  Purparty  of  the  In- 
heritance descended  to  her  by  the  Death  of  Oiles  de  Bad-  ^{^-  '• 
/e9ffi€r«  this  Manner  of  38UUS   among  divers  others:  and   Bar.^iA.a, 
shortly  after  it  was  sold  to  ^*'^-  ^'  '^ 

Thomas  of  SSodtetod,  Earl  of  39udUngiam,  and  Duke 
of  (!Kfa)CeSttr»  who  married  Alianore,  one  of  the  Daughters 
and  Coheirs  of  Humphry  de  Bohun,  late  Earl  of  f^mfottV 
and  lEsseX.  He  obtained  the  Custody  of  all  those  Castles, 
Manners,  and  Lands  in  Sndantt  and  StStaltS,  Anno  3  R. 
II.  which  were  allotted  to  her  upon  the  Partition  made 
between  her  and  Mary  her  Sister,  the  other  Daughter  of 
Humphry  de  Bohun,  Earl  of  l^ettfotb  and  CBsstX.  He 
founded  a  Colledge  in  the  Parochial  Church  of  l^lcssp,  in 
£SS£X,  anno  17  K.  II.  consisting  of  nine  Priests,  two 
Clerks,  and  two  Choristers,  and  endowed  the  same  with  folTiTL'  ^' 
nine  Acres  of  Land  in  3BkS0B>  ^^^  ^^^  Advowson  of  that 
Church,  the  Manners  of39oiunfieDir,  and  aSSj^ftStapk  in  the 
County  of  IGUnty  and  this  Manner  of  SSKelleS)  and  the  Man- 
nor  of  iSenuStone  in  iB%UXi  but  upon  the  Dissolution  this 
Manner  came  to 

Henry  YIIl.  from  whence  it  was  conveyed  to  Sir  John 
Gates,  who  was  attainted  of  Treason  in  the  time  of  P.  i;  M. 
of  whom  I  have  treated  in  the  Parish  of  (STfllSJ^unt :  Upon 
his  Attainder  it  returned  again  to  the  Crown,  from  whence 
it  was  granted  to  Sir  Henry  Gates  and  Dame  Lucy  his 
Wife,  and  their  Heirs,  reserving  the  yearly  Bent  of  ^.  2s. 
Id.  which  is  still  paid  to  Katharine  the  Queen  Dowager, 
being  Parcel  of  the  Fee-Farm  Bents  that  were  settled  for 
her  Dowry. 

Sir  Henry  Gates  and  Dame  LtLcy  his  Wife,  granted  it 
to  Richard  Spicer  alias  Helder,  and  his  Heirs,  who  disposed 
thereof  to  William  Crawley  who  sold  the  same  to  Wells 
who  had  Issue  one  Daughter,  his  Heir,  married  to  Henry 
Doldeme,  since  which  it  has  been  divided,  and  one  Part  of 
it  is  now  come  to  the  Possession  of  Sir  Ralph  Ratcliffe,  ano- 
ther Part  remains  in  the  Possession  of  Richard  Helder, 
Esq.  and  the  Manner  House  and  chiefest  Part  of  it  to  Mr. 
Henry  Dolderne  the  present  Owner,  Great  Grandfather  to 
Mr.  Wells. 

This  Mannor-house  is  scituated  in  a  very  dry  and  warm 
Place,  under  the  Brow  of  an  Hill,  in  a  most  pleasant  and 
healthful  Air,  and  at  all  times  much  more  dry  and  clean  than 
any  other  Place  in  this  Parish  of  iMiggf  it  is  much  im- 
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*Haifitf.y    proved  by  good  Husbandry,  and  neatly  adorned  with  Walks 
^JJJj^HJJ^    which  shews  the  Ingenuity  of  the  Owner,  and  the  Delight 
that  he  takes  in  his  Habitation 

The  Rectory  of  OFFLEY. 

'The  Church  of  <!MEUp»  anciently  dedicated  to  the  bles- 
sed Mary  Magdalen,  was  appropriated  by  that  Name,  and 
annexed  to  the  Chauntrey  of  Cj^aljgtabt  in  the  County  of 
SBeMotb)  which  Sir  Nigell  Loring  directed  by  his  Will,  da- 
ted about]the  Beginning  of  H.  I  V's  Reign,  should  be  foun- 
ded, and  made  Robert  Brayhrote  then  Bishop  of  'S>Onitlfon, 
his  Executor :  But  the  Bishop  living  a  short  time  after  him 
could  not  accomplish  it  in  his  Life- time,  but  made  his  Will, 
and  appointed  oir  Crerrard  Braybroke,  Kt.  Edmund  Caw- 
den,  Esq.  Roger  Albrighton,  Clerk,  and  JohnWicke,  Clerk, 
his  Executors,  and  devised.  That  his  said  Executors  should 
found  such  a  Chauntry  to  celebrate  divine  Service,  in  the 
Parish  Church  of  (Bmm^t,  for  the  Souls  of  Sir  Nigel  Lo- 
rain, his  Parents  and  Friends,  and  the  said  Bishop  Bray- 
broke, and  for  the  Souls  of  all  the  Faithful  departed. 

Pursuant  to  the  said  Will,  these  Executors  the  lOtb 
Year  of  H.  IV.  obtained  a  License  of  the  said  King  to 
found  a  Chauntrey  accordingly,  and  endowed  the  same  in 
these  Words,  viz.

Which  was  afterwards  confirmed  on  the  2nd  of  August, 
Anno  1411,  by  the  apostolical  Letters  of  John,  then  Bishop  of 
jUoiUEy  to  Thomas,  then  Archbishop  of  (ZTantcdmtgt  his  Dele- 
gate, directed:  and  was  also  confirmed  the  Year  following 
by  Philip  Bishop  of  Ibicoln  then  within  his  Diocess. 

This  uhauntrey  at  last  had  the  Fate  of  other  B.eligious 
Houses,  to  be  dissolved  about  the  1st  of  Edw.  VI.  At 
which  time,  one  Thomas  Shele,  and  Sir  William  Rote  his 
Co- fellow,  had  long  before  let  a  Lease  of  the  said  Parsonage 
to  one  John  Friday  for  the  Term  of  44  Years,  which  was 
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injoyed  accordingly,  and  some  time  after  the  Expiration 
thereof.  Queen  Elizabeth  by  her  Letters  Patent,  in  the  32nd 
Year  of  her  Reign,  granted  the  same  to  Richard  Spencer 
Esq.  and  Edward  Adams  tod  their  Heirs,  who  sold  it  to 
George  Gravely,  who  had  one  Daughter  Lettice  his  only 
Child  and  Heir.  She  married  Luke  Norton,  and  by  Rea* 
son  thereof  the  Impropriation  of  the  Parsonage  of  (J^flBUgy 
came  into  the  Family  of  the  Nor  tons,  and  from  Luke  it  des- 
cended to  Gravely  Norton  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  disposed 
of  the  greatest  Part  of  the  Tithes  and  Glebe  belonging  to 
the  said  Impropriation  to  several  Persons,  but  the  Residue 
thereof  descended  to  Lute  Norton  his  Son  and  Heir,  who 
conveyed  it  to  WiUiam  Angel,  Gent,  and  his  Heirs ;  and 
by  this  Division  of  the  Parsonage,  the  greatest  Part  of  the 
Parishioners  have  purchased  the  Tythes  of  their  several 
Lands  to  themselves  in  Fee. 

During  all  the  time  of  the  Graveley^s  9nd  Nortoris,  the 
Right  of  Presentation  to  the  Vicaridge  was  in  them,  and 
Mr.  Gravely  Norton  presented  Mr.  Willows  the  last  In- 
cumbent. 

There  are  two  Manners  more  within  this  Parish ;  the  one 
called,  the  Manner  of  HMtS  ^^  SHbStbmBy  and  the 
other  fJ^aUboipt  of  which  having  but  an  imperfect  Account 
I  purposely  omit. 

XhIS  Vicaridge  Anno  26  H.  VIII.  was  rated  in  the  King's  Books  at 
the  yearly  VaJue  of  9^  and  pays  about  6s.  8d.  a  Year  for  Tenths.

The  Church  is  erected  near  the  Mannor  House  of  <Mte9  Ibt.  ftl(fri, 
in  the  Deanery  of^it^in,  in  tlie  Diocess  of  Hincoln;  The  Chancel  and 
Church  are  covered  with  Lead,  having  a  square  Tower  at  the  West  End 
thereof,  where  is  a  Ring  of  six  Bells :  In  the  Chancel  are  these  In- 
scriptions.

Goie/ride  de  Beeh  held  WUnlte,  in  the  half  Hnndred  of  l^tf.  It  w&s 
rated  for  five  Hides.  The  arable  is  oiDe  Caracates,  in  Demearae  two 
Hides,  and  there  are  three  Caracates ;  there  are  nineteen  Villains  with 
a  Presbiter  or  Priest  havlnr  five  Canieates,  and  a  sixth  may  be  made, 
there  are  six  Bordars,  and  roar  Cottagers,  and  six  Servants,  Common  of 
Pastore  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  six  Hogs,  in  the  whole  Vahie  it  is 
worth  and  was  worth  one  hundred  Shillings  by  the  Year,  in  the  time  of 
King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  seven  Pounds,  ieteoa  held  this  Mannor  of 
Earl  Harold^  and  there  is  one  Sochman,  a  Man  (nnder  the  Protection)  of 
Earl  Harold^  be  had  three  Virgates  and  an  half  of  the  tiame  Land,  and 
might  sell  it,  and  he  found  one  Horse  in  1|if»  or  paid  tliree  Pence  Half* 
penny. 

This  Vill  received  the  Addition  of  |^00  to  its  Name  from 
that  ancient  Family  of  the  Hoos,  who  in  old  time  were  Pos- 
sessors hereof,  and  in  the  Reign  of  Edw,  I.  Robert  d*Hoo, 
whose  chief  Seat  was  at  |^0,  in  the  County  of  SSeMotb, 
was  Lord  of  this  Mannor ;  but  having  treated  of  this  Fami- 
ly in  the  Parishes  of  IGUubbortj^  and  <!Mk|f,  and  intending 
to  sav  more  of  them  in  ^tds  SRalbnt,  1  shall  refer  the 
Reader  thither,  and  conclude  this  Name  with  ITiomas  Hoo, 
who  sold  it  in  the  time  of  H,  VII.  to 
Exstennte         Nickokis  dViMux,  who  dosceuded  from  Robert  d*Vaux,

II.  but  William  d'Vaux,  the  chief 
Branch  of  that  Family  in  the  time  of  those  sharp  Contests 
between  the  Houses  of  Ifoti  and  %anCBStet|  lost  all  for  his 
Fidelity  to  King  H.  VI.  but  at  length  Henry  Earl  of  l&i^- 
monb  obtaining  the  Crown,  Nicholas  his  Sou  and  Heir  had 
Restitution  thereof,  which  caused  him  to  fight  stoutly  for 
that  King  in  the  Battle  of  Sbtoftt  (near  l^efoati)  against  John 
^nXZr"'    Earl  of  Ihttoln  and  his  Adherents  in  Arms,  2  H.  VII.  on 
stowv^if  ^^^  Behalf  of  Lambert  Simnel  (a  counterfeit  Son  to  George 
Duke  of  (SUsxtnUf)  for  which  good  Service  King  Henry 
conferred  on  him  the  Honour  of  Knighthood,  and  17  ff . 
VII.  he  wore  a  Gown  of  purple  Velvet  at  that  great  Solem- 
nity of  Prince  Arthur's  Marriage,  adorn'd  with  Pieces  of 
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Gold  so  thick  and  massy,  that  it  was  valued  at  a  thousand 
Pounds  beside  the  Silk  and  Furs,  also  a  Collar  of  SS's 
weighing  eight  hundred  Pounds  in  Nobles.  He  was  one 
of  the  Embassadors  who  were  then  sent  into  rjftanCE  to 
confirm  the  Articles  of  Peace  between  King  Henry  and 
the  French,  and  shortly  after  grew  in  that  great  fisteem 
at  Court,  that  on  the  27th  of  AprU,  16  H.  VIII.  he 
was  advanced  to  the  Dignity  of  a  Baron  of  this  Realm, 
and  the  Solemnly  of  his  Creation  was  performed  at  the 
King's  Royal  Pallace  of  SOrilietod  in  the  Suburbs  of  Hon- 
)(0n:  He  married  first  Elizabeth  Daughter  and  Heir  to 
Henry  Lord  Fitzhugh,  Widow  of  Sir  William  Parre,  Kt. 
by  whom  he  left  Issue  three  Daughters,  Katharine  mar- 
ned  to  Sir  George  Throckmorton  of  (Swtj^ton  in  Com. 
SSatfoidtoj^fee^  Kt.  Anne  to  Sir  Thomas  Strainge  of  l^uns- 
tOlli  in  Com.  tNTorfoli)  Kt.  and  Alice  to  Sir  Edward  Sapcote 
of  (SIton  in  the  County  ofj^tttttini^oni  Kt.  after  her  De- 
cease he  married  Anne  Daughter  of  Thomas  Green  of 
CEftemS  i^ton  in  the  County  of  Nortj^ampton,  Esq.  by 
whom  he  had  Issue  two  Sons,  Tliomas  and  William,  and 
three  Daughters,  Margaret  married  to  Francis  Pultney 
of  iWfotttton  in  the  County  of  JL^tt%tZtf  Esq.  Maud  to 
Sir  John  Farmer  of  SstOllt  near  ^OttOSttTy  in  the  County 
of  ^^or^amBtont  Kt.  and  Bridget  to  Maurice  Welch  of 
IbtlUbtttB  in  the  County  of  CErloCtSteT)  Esq.  he  died  the  third 
of  July  following. 

Thomas  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  one  of  those  who  at- 
tended Cardinal  Wolsey  Anno  19  Henry  VIII.  when  he  went 
Embassador  in  great  State  beyond  the  Sea  to  make  Peace 
between  the  Emperor,  King  Henry  of  lEndanllf  and  King 
FrancisofJ^XBXItt.  He  took  ms  Place  on  the  19th  o{  January 
22  H,  Vlfl.  among  the  Peers  in  Parliament,  waited  on  the 
King  to  Calais  on  the  24  H.  VIII.  and  thence  to  iSoIoflU; 
was  one  of  the  Knights  of  the  Bath  made  at  the  Coronation 
df  Queen  Anne  of  Bullm,  on  the  25th  Year  of  H.  VIII. 
also  Captain  of  the  Isle  of  j^)tt8£Bt  and  surrendred  that 
Trust  Anno  28  H.  VIII.  £(emarried  Elizabeth  Daugh- 
ter and  Heir  to  Sir  Thomas  Cheny  of  Irtltogbttroj^  in  the 
County  of  .^Ottj^ampton^  Kt.  by  whom  he  had  issue  two 
Sons,  JVilliam  and  iticholas,  and  two  Daughters,  Anne  mar- 
ried to  Reginald  Bray  Brother  to  Edmond  Lord  Bray  of 
(StOHy  in  the  County  of  33t))fforto>  and  Maud  who  died  un-

his  second  was  Jane  one  of  the  Daughters  and  Heirs  of  Sir  William 
PerioMf  Kt.

Some  hold  that  thU  Vill  was  denominted  from  Salvis 
Silvestris^  the  woody  Dean«  but  others  rather  believe,  that 
i^  was  so  named  from  the  Springs  where  the  Head  of  the 
iStartan  or  iUlmetam  did  rise,  for  the  Syllable  Wal  in 
the  Saxon  Language  signifies  as  much:  In  the  time  of 
JSiBg  Edward  the  Confessor,  Earl  JEfaro/cf  was  Lord  hereof 
and  died  seiz'd  of  this  Manner ;  upon  his  Death  it  came  to 
King  William  the  Conqueror,  who  annexed  it  to  the  Crown, 
from  which  it  miffht  receive  the  Adjunct  of  iEUtlg^S  QBUcI- 
httty  to  distinguish  it  from  the  other  SBalbftli  and  'tis  re- 
corded in  Domesdei  Book,  That

King  WiUiam  held  OtaUiai  in  the  half  Haadred  oflttf.  It  was  rated 
for  two  Hides,  the  arable  is  twenty  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  two  Vir- 
gates,  and  there  are  two  Camcates,  a  Presbiter  or  Priest  with  thirteen 
Villains,  and  foar  Bordars,  having  six  Camcates,  and  now  two  others  may 
be  made ;  there  are  two  Cottagers,  and  four  Servants.  Meadow  half  a 
Camcate,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill,  Wood  to  feed 
foar  hundred  Hogs;  in  the  whole  Valne,  it  is  worth  and  was  worth  eight 
Pounds  a  Year,  in  tlie  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  ten  Pdunds. 
Leveva  held  this  Manner  of  Earl  Barotd,  ana  might  sell  it  without  his 
leave.  He  found  one  Horse  and  Furniture  in  the  King's  Service,  but  un- 
justly and  by  force,  as  the  Shire  can  witness.  A  certain  Woman  the  Wi- 
dow of  ilif^ar  held  one  of  these  two  Hides  of  the  King  for  one  Mtnoer, , 
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and  she  hath  then  one  Canieatey  and  seventeen  Villains^  with  seven 
Bordars,  having  six  Canicates,  and  three  others  may  be  made,  there  are 
five  Cottagers,  and  Meadow  half  a  Carncate,  Wood  to  feed  fonr  hundred 
Hogs,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill;  in  the  whole  Value 
it  is  worth  and  was  worth  four  Pounds  a  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  Ed- 
ward (the  Confessor)  eight  Ponnds:  Hie  same  Woman  held  this  Manner 
in  the  time  of  Ring  Edward  (the  Confessor)  of  Earl  HarM^  and  she 
might  sell  it  without  his  leave,  and  he  did  find  unjustly  one  Horse  and 
Furniture  by  force  in  the  King's  Service,  as  the  Shire  can  witness,  Ilhert 
laid  these  two  Manners  to  Hi\  when  he  was  Sheriff,  witness  the  Hundred. 

'King  Henry  I.  granted  this  Mannor  to  Peter  de  Vtdoinee, 
to  whom  he  was  very  generous,  of  whom  I  have  treated 
in  l^ettfngforWbttTB :  From  that  Family  it  might  pro- 
bab^come  to  the  Nemb,  for  it  was  found  Anno  6  Edw. 
I.  that  Wedter  de  NevU  held  this  Vill  of  the  Honour  of 
Valoynes  by  the  Service  of  one  Knight's  Fee,  and  he  paid 
vearly  to  the  Sheriff  for  the  View  of  Franc-pledge  half  a 
Mark. 

Walter  de  NevU  and  Alan  Hayrun,  Patrons  of  this 
Church,  gave  it  to  the  Canons  of  the  Order  of  Semplingham 
at  XortOtty  in  the  County  of  f^Ot&i  for  ever :  but  the  Man- 
ner in  short  time  after  was  granted  to  — — ...  Dokesworth, 
who  died  seiz'd  hereof  An.  11  Edw.  III. 

In  Process  of  time  it  came  to  the  Possession  of  Thomas 
Lord  Buraht  who  died  seizM  hereof  Anno  4  Edw.  VI.  leav- 
ing Issue  William  Lord  Burghs  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir, 
of  full  Age  at  the  time  of  his  Father's  Death,  and  sued  out 
his  Livery  the  same  Year. 

King  H.  VIII.  granted  the  Rectory  Church  and  Advow- 
son  of  the  Vicaridge  of  IBUn^^S  SBtaibtn,  late  Parcels  of 
the  Possessions  of  the  late  Phory  of  .lUafton  to  Sir  Ralph 
Sadlier,  Kt.  and  his  Heirs. 

Richard  Hale,  Citizen  and  Grocer  of  'Xoflbon^  in  the  time 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  purchased  this  Mannor,  married  Mary 
Daughter  and  Heir  of Xiam&erl,  erected  and  endow- 
ed a  Free-School  at  |^ertfol)l|  and  did  many  Acts  of  Chari- 
ty, and  died  seiz'd  hereof,  leaving  Issue  William  and 
Richard. 

William  succeeded  his  Father,  and  married  Rose  the 
Daughter  of  Sir  Cteorge  Bond,  Kt.  was  Lord  Mayor  of 
'XohSoily  ilit.1568,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  William,  Rowland, 
Barnard,  John,  and  divers  other  Sons  and  Daughters :  he 
was  constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County  Anno  1621 19 /oc.  I. 
and  died  seiz'd  hereof  17  Aug.  1634,  leaving  Issue. 

William,  who  was  his  Heir,  but  I  presume  he  died  on  the 
21st  otJuly,  An.  1641  without  Issue,  for  it  came  to 

Rowland,  who  succeeded  his  Brother,  and  married  Eliza- 
beth Daughter  to  Sir  Henry  Garway,  tLt.  by  whom  he  had 
Issue  William:  He  was  constituted  Sheriff  for  this  County, 
Anno  28  Car.  I.  1647,  and  died  on  the  seventh  Day  of 
AprU,  1669. 
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Upon  his  Death,  this  Mannor  came  to  William,  who  Bund^cf 
seired  twice  in  Parliament  for  this  County,  where  he  so  ^]^S!^j!^ 
gained  the  Hearts  of  the  People,  that  if  he  was  named  in  an 
Election  for  Parliament  for  thb  Connty,  the  Free-holders 
would  choose  him  contrary  to  his  Inclination ;  he  desiring 
to  be  excused  in  Regard  of  his  Health:  He  was  endowed 
with  excellent  Parts,  great  Integrity,  and  general  Learn- 
ing ;  he  was  a  good  Philospher,  a  great  Historian,  and  used 
an  excellent  Stile  in  writing,  was  Arm  to  the  established  Re- 
ligion in  the  Church  of  Sltdanb;  a  kind  Husband,  a  provi- 
dent Father,  prudent  in  his  House,  and  very  faithful  and 
stedfast  to  the  Interest  of  his  Country;  he  built  a  Chappel 
or  Burying-place  for  his  Family,  adjoyning  to  the  Chancel, 
and  died  seiz'd  of  this  Mannor,  leaving  Issue  Richard,  Hoio- 
land,  WiUiam,  John,  Hierotns,  Henry,  Barnard,  Thomas, 
and  Ifarv  married  to  John  Plomer  of  33Iato(iDatt  in  this 
Countv,  Esq.  Katharine  and  Elizabeth  both  unmarried. 

Richard  succeeded,  and  married  Elizabeth  the  Daughter 
of  Isaac  Mennel,  Alderman  of 'SoitbOn,  by  whom  he  had  Is- 
sue William  and  Mary,  he  died  the  13th  Day  of  Apr.  1689, 
and  William  who  was  his  Heir,  is  now  the  present  Lord 
hereof. 

X  HIS  Church  is  a  Donatire,  and  the  Rectory  is  appropriated  to  the 
Use  of  the  Lord  of  this  Mannor,  who  is  Patron  of  this  Church,  and  hath 
given  10/.  per  Annum  to  maintain  a  Minister  to  officiate  here.

whose  Successor  John  de  Verdun  was  possest  of  them  in  the  inq.  pro 
ninth  Year  of  King  Edw.  I.  and  was  then  in  Ward  to  the  ^m'(w[' 
Earl  Marshal.  s^ 

Sir  John  deVerdun,  Kt.  I  suppose  succeeded  him,  by  the 
Calculation  of  the  time,  who  levied  a  Fine  Anno  12  Edw. 
III.  between  himself  and  Mattdhia  Wife,  Quer.  and  Mas- 
ter Alan  de  Hotham,  Deforceant,  of  the  Manners  of  §bHX« 
Hnjlbam  and  ittotdton^  and  the  Advowsons  of  the  Church- 
es m  ^^totfbft.  and  other  Manners  in  ig^tttfofti  who  settled 
them  to  the  Use  of  himself,  and  his  Wife,  and  to  his  Heirs. 
There  was  likewise  one  Thomas  de  Verdune  who  lived  at 
the  same  time,  and  died  in  the  one  and  twentieth  Year  of  PedetHo. 
the  same  Eling's  Reign,  but  what  Manners  he  died  seized  ^.SeL 
of,  is  not  to  our  Purpose  to  mention.  After  this  a  Fine  was  ^^^'  ^^^» 
levied  of  this  Mannor,  An.  24  Edw.  III.  and  that  of  OTi^ete-  "^  ^ 
intrar  in  Sbt^ft>  between  Edmund  de  Verdune,  and  Jane 
his  Wife,  Plaintiffs,  and  John  de  Verdune,  Deforceant;  in 
which  John  granted  them  to  Edmondsnd  Joan  in  Tail,  with 
the  Services  of  divers  Tenants  of  these  Manners  herein  par- 
ticularly named;  in  which  Family  it  continued  till  Marga- 
ret the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Sir  John  Verdun,  Kt.  and 
Widow  of  Hugh  Bradehaw,  brought  it  with  other  Manners 
to  the  Pilkingions,  a  Family  of  good  Account,  simamed 
de  PUkinaton  in  %xam$tixt ;  for  though  this  Mannor  is  not 
particularly  named,  yet  there  was  a  Fine  levied  of  a  Part  of  FincKUrer. 
the  Inheritance  of  the  Family  of  Verdun,  in  the  first  Year  ^/"^^ 
of  King  Hen.  TV.  vit.  the  Mannors  of  iSrisfngl^am  in  the 
County  of  1NrprfbI69  and  SStidUesfDOrtlft  in  the  County  of 
Nort|^ailipton»  between  Sir  John  Pilkington,  Kt.  and  Jnar- 
garet  his  Wife,  Plaintiffs,  Robert  de  Veere  de  Lobenham 
and  John  Weston,  Deforceants,  wherein  they  settled  them 
on  Sir  John  and  Margaret,  and  the  Heirs  Males  of  Mar- 
garet, with  Remainders  to  their  right  Heirs,  which  Settle-r 
men!  would  not  have  been  made,  if  those  Manners  bad  not 
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been  the  Inheritance  of  the  Wife,  and  IStteiligliant  Maqnor, 
and  this  had  the  same  Owners  as  abovesaid. 

These  Pilkinqtons  were  possest  of  a  great  Estate  in  lail- 
tZSHiixtf  as  by  tne  Escheat  Rolls  in  the  Tower  may  be  seen* 
and  by  this  following  Record,  amongst  many  others,  which 
I  have  seen,  being  a  Grant  of  Free-warren  to  this  very  Sir 
John  Pilkington,  Kt.  (in  all  his  Manners  in  %Bam%iixtf 
wherein  at  least  twenty  are  named)  Grandson  and  Heir  to 
Roger  de  Pilkington,  who  had  a  Grant  of  that  Liberty  in 
them  An.  19  Edw.  I.  The  Family  of  the  Pilkinpone  I  have 
incerted,  by  which  the  Reader  may  plainly  perceive  the  Rea- 
son of  levying  the  Fines  which  I  shall  hereafter  quote.

Raipk  held  ItomilltOlie  of  the  BUhop  of  Itagfiii.  in  the  half  Unndred  of 
P^if;  It  was  rated  for  foar  Hides.  The  arable  is  ten  Camcates,  in  De- 
Dieasne  are  two,  and  a  third  may  be  made ;  there  are  two  Frenchmen 
born,  and  twelve  Villains,  with  two  Borders  having  seven  Camcates. 
there  are  three  Cottagers,  and  five  Servants,  Meadow  for  six  Oxen,  Wood 
to  feed  eight  hondred  Hogs,  and  one  Mill  of  eight  ShiUinss  Rent  by  the 
Year;  in  the  whole  Valae  it  is  worth,  and  was  worth,  twelve  Poonds  by 
t|ie  Year;  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  fifteen  Pounds.

In  old  time  was  termed  |^ttdflt|^an|^«  from  some  Owner 
hereof^  who  having  no  Issue  Male,  might  so  call  it  to  pre- 
serve the  Memory  of  his  own  Name  to  Posterity;  after- 
ward it  came  to  the  Lord  Mordant,  in  whose  Name  and 
Family  it  continued  for  divers  Generations,  until  such  time 
that  it  was  sold  to  T%omas  HoOf  Esq.  and  William  Hoo, 
Gent,  who  was  Son  and  Heir  apparent  to  the  said  Thonuis, 
both  whom»  on  the  22nd  of  September,  Anno  38  Eliz.  held 
a  Court  for  this  Manner.  WiBiam  had  Issue  William 
Hoo,  0  who  succeeded  him,  and  held  a  Court  here  on  the 
26th  of  September,  Anno  3  Car,  I.  He  was  constituted 
Sheriff  of  this  County,  Anno  5  Car,  I«  and  died  seized  here- 
of the  14th  of  March,  An,  1636,  Susan  his  Wife  surviving 
him,  by  whom  he  left  Issue  Thomas  and  Elizabeth. 

Shortly  after  Thomas  died,  and  this  Manner  came  to 
Elizabeth,  who  was  his  Sister  and  next  Heir :  She  married 
Sir  Jonathan  Keate,  Bart,  who  held  a  Court  Baron  here. 
Anno  1657,  and  is  now  the  present  Lord  hereof. 

The  Mannar  of  PARKBURY and  LEOATS 

vv  AS  so  denominated  from  one  Legat,  who  was  Lord 
hereof;  but  since  it  became  Parcel  of  the  Possessions  of  the 
Knightons,  and  afterwards  of  the  Ferrers,  whose  Daughter 
and  Heir  married  Tliomas  Fanshaw,  Esq.  of  all  which  Fami- 
lies I  have  treated  in  the  Parish  of  ISeBfottK.  This  Thonuu 
Fanshaw  and  Katharine  his  Wife,  held  a  Court  Baron  here 
on  the  fifth  of  April,  1649,  but  s^iortly  after  conveyed  it  to 
the  Lady  Amy  Mordant,  who  married  Basset  Cole,  and  held 
two  Courts  for  this  Manner,  one  on  the  first  of  Apr,  1656, 
and  the  other  on  the  first  of  June,  1658,  but  soon  after  it 
was  sold  to  Sir  Jonathan  Keate,  Bar.  who  called  a  Court 
in  his  Name  on  the  seventh  oi  April,  1665,  and  is  the  pre- 
sent Lord  hereof. 

The  Mannar  of  BYBBYSWORTU  HALL 

vv  AS  Parcel  of  the  Possessions  of  that  ancient  Family  of 
Biibbusworth,  from  whence  it  was  denominated,  for  I  find 
Sir  waiter  Bihbysworth  held  it  in  the  time  of  H*  III.  died 
seized  hereof,  Anna —  Edw,  I.  and  was  buried  before  the 
Altar  of  the  blessed  Peter  in  the  Church  of  Sttmnofo. 

It  continued  in  this  Name  till  the  third  Year  of  H.VII. 
when  it  expired  in  a  Daughter  and  Heir,  who  had  Issue, 
Richard  Barky;  at  length  it  was  sold  to  Robert  Barley,  a 
Kinsman  and  Tenant  to  William  Wiseman,  both  whieh^ 
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Btmd,  nf  Robert  and  WiUiamt  by  Indentore  dated  the  26th  of  Jfoy, 
^||^^  1659,  sold  it  to  Sir  Jonathan  Keat,  Bar.  who  is  the  present 
^'^^^^^^    Lord  hereof. 

This  Vicandge  wu  rated,  Amu  26  Hm.  VIIL  in  the  King's  Books 
at  ISi.  per  Anmum^  and  Sir  JonaikamKtaii  U  Patron  hereof. 

John  MUkt^  VICAR. 

This  Chorch  is  ereeted  in  the  Deanery  of  K(ictla  in  the  Bioeess  of 
lUllfOltl,  in  the  Middle  of  the  Hill,  and  consists  of  the  Body  and  one  Isle, 
with  a  Chapel  erected  on  the  North  Side  ot  the  Chorch,  which  is  covered 
with  Lead,  and  a  square  Tower  adioyns  the  West  End  of  the  Cboitfa, 
wherein  hang  a  small  Ring  of  six  Bells,  with  a  Spire  upon  it,  abont  Mtvm 
Foot  bigh|  which  hath  a  Weather  Cock,  and  a  Cfrown  of  Thorns  under  it. 

In  this  Church  are  two  ancient  Monoments,  one  raised  half  a  Yard 
above  the  Ground,  the  other  a  Yard,  in  which  it  is  believed  that  two  ot 
the  Bibby9worih»  lye  interred ;  and  Uiere  is  a  Grave  Stone  widch  has  the 
Name  of  Margaret  Bibbffewortk  inscribed  upon  It. 

Here  I  conclude  this  Hundred  with  this  Parish,  and  pro- 
ceed to  the  fourth  Division  of  this  County,  which  is  the 
Hundred  of  (Saisboe.

CONTAINS  the  Hundred  of  gUbancston,  so  tenned  „  ,  . 
heretofore  from  the  Town  of  gbt  gllbans,  but  now  called  ©alrtoe: 
Catebo  from  (Ssb^Of  the  ancient  Seat  of  Cassibelan,  King 
of  the  Cassians:  since  it  became  Parcel  of  the  Possessions 
of  the  late  Monastery  of  §bt  ^IbailS.  It  was  made  a 
Liberty  by  the  Grant  of  Edward  IV.  and  upon  the 
Dissolution  of  that  Church,  it  rested  in  the  Crown,  and  re- 
mained there  until  such  time  that  King  James  I.  by  Letters 
Patents  dated  the  7th  of  April,  Anno  9  Reani  8ui,  ^ranted 
the  whole  Liberty  of  the  late  Monastery  of  5bt*  ^luans  in 
the  County  of  fj^fttfDtbt  ^^^b  all  and  every  the  Appurte- 
nances, to  William  Whitmore,  Esq.  and  John  Eldred,  and 
their  Heirs,  who  conveyed  it  in  the  same  Year  to  Ro- 
bert Earl  of  SbatebutPt  from  whom  it  is  lineally  descended 
to  James  E^l  of  SbausburBf  the  present  Lord  hereof. 

Within  this  Liberty  stood  the  great  City  of  Umlaoi^ 
where  Cassihelan  kept  his  Court,  and  was  afterwards  made 
a  Free-city  of  the  Romans,  but  since  destroyed,  so  that 
nothing  now  remains  thereof,  more  than  the  Foundation  of 
the  Walls,  with  the  Marks  of  the  Ditches  that  enclosed 
about  four  hundred  and  fifty  Acres  of  Ground;  which 
shewed  the  Extent  of  the  City,  and  also  the  Borough  of  ^t. 
iStlbanSt  which  was  built  out  of  the  Ruins  of  it,  and  is 
scitaated  within  this  liberty. 

HTis  bounded  on  the  North  and  East  with  the  Hundreds 

of  |^(ttb(n  and  ^toaAb)attr,-on  the  South  with  ^(btrlestY, 

andon  the  West  with  the  Hundred  of  SaCOtUm :  The  Town 
and  Borough  of  §^t.  jSlIbanS  is  the  chief  Place  where  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace  hold  the  general  Sessions,  and  act  the 
publick  Business,  as  well  for  the  Liberty  as  the  Borough : 
It  contains  these  Parishes  and  Hamlets,  which  are  divided 
between  three  high  Constables ;  whereof  one  has  in  his  Di-

of  itself  within  the  Liberty  of  ^t  fStSmif  exempted  from  it 
by  the  Kind's  Grant,  for  that  it  giyes  them  Justices  of  the 
I'eace  and  Officers  of  their  own,  chosen  out  of  themselyes ; 
and  then  I  shall  proceed  to  the  other  Parishes  and  Hamlets 
after  the  Manner  I  haye  prescribed.

VEROLAMIUM,  VERULAMIUM. 

TT  AS  a  great  and  populous  City,  when  Julius  CiEsar, 
Emperor  of  the  Romans,  inyaded  the  BritainSf  and  the 
Place  where  Cassibeian^  Prince  of  the  Cassians,  and  the 
most  great  and  potent  of  the  Kings  of  this  Island  kept  his 
Court,  which  was  the  Reason  they  chose  him  their  General  by 
common  Consent;  but  Casar  knowing  their  Desigp,  forth- 
with marched  on  the  South  Side  of  Uie  ^iiailWty  with  his 
Army,  towards  the  Frontiers  of  his  Country,  which  was 
diyided  from  the  maritime  Cities  by  that  Biyer,  to  a  Place 
now  called  (JCofDag  S&tadkes,  near  ®atlan&  in  Sbutm^  dis- 
tant from  the  Sea  about  eighty  Miles;  where  some  Prison- 
ers and  Fugitiyes  showed  him  that  the  Riyer  was  forda- 
ble,  but  the  Passage  preying  difficult,  because  the  Bank 
itself  was  fenced  with  sharp  Stakes  of  the  Thickness  of  a 
Man's  Thigh,  coyer'd  oyer  with  Lead  and  Water,  that  they 
could  not  be  discem'd  and  driyen  deep  into  the  Bottom  of  the 
Riyer,  that  they  were  unmoyeable,  and  as  the  Watermen 
there  now  say,  do  remain  to  this  Day ;  and  he  perceiying 
nreat  Forces  of  the  Enemy  in  good  Order,  ready  to  receiye 
him  on  the  other  Side  of  the  Ri^er,  first  commanded  his 
Horse  through  the  Water,  then  sent  his  Legions  after 
them,  who  waded  through  the  Riyer  with  great  Speed  and 
Resolution,  (their  Heads  only  appearing  aboye  Water)  then 
both  Horse  and  Foot  charged  the  Enemy  with  such  Vio- 
lence, that  they  forsook  the  Bank  and  fled. 

Cassibehm  despairine  of  Victory,  dismist  his  Forces,  and 
the  Cassians  by  their  JSimbassadors  yielded  themselyes  to 
C€BS€ur,  from  whom  he  understood  that  l^etoIaiHy  where 
CiissUfelan  usually  resided,  was  not  far  off,  strengthened 
and  surrounded  with  Woods  and  Marshes,  well  filled  with 
Men  and  Cattle,  for  the  BHtains  called  intricate  Woods, 
compast  about  with  a  mud  Wall  and  a  Ditch,  a  Town  whi- 
ther they  were  wont  to  resort,  for  the  ayoiding  the  incur- 
ftioQ  of  their  Enemies. 
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Caesar  marched  with  his  Legions  thither,  and  though  he    ^*?i'^ 
found  the  Place  notably  forti&d  by  Nature  and  Art,  yet    ^^^ 
he  assaulted  it  in  two  Places:  The  BrtlatfM defended  it  for  findy'ijsRiii 
some  time,  but  when  they  were  not  able  to  withstand  the  ^f^^^- 
Force  and  Power  of  the  Romans,  they  fled  out  at  another 
Part  of  the  City,  where  the  Romans  took  many  Prisoners, 
put  great  Numbers  of  them  to  the  Sword  in  theView  of  the 
Kest,  and  seized  great  Store  of  Cattle  for  the  present  Sup- 
port and  Provision  of  their  Army. 

This  City  was  scituated  on  the  gentle  Descent  or  Side  ^^^^  ^^^ 
of  the  Western  Hill  facing  the  East,  fenced  about  with  utHertu  ' 
yery  strong  Walls,  a  double  Kampire,  deep  Trenches  toward  ^^  ^^ 
the  South,  and  water'd  with  a  Brook  on  the  East  Part, 
which  in  old  time  made  a  great  Meere  or  standing  Pool : 

Tacitus  called  it  Fmtlammm ;  Ptolomy,  JSSUammmm  and 

VwAamiwaif  so  denominated  from  the  River  Vtt;  and  S?£t^ 
Humphrey  Lhuid  makes  it  as  if  it  was  VtttiS^BMy  a  Church 
upon  the  Vtx\  When  the  Inhabitants  hereof  had  lived 
sometime  under  the  Government  of  the  Romans,  divers  of 
them  became  excellent  Soldiers,  and  did  notable  Service  for 
them ;  in  Consideration  whereof,  the  Romans  granted  to 
them  the  Priviledges  of  Roman  Citizens,  and  made  the  Town 
a  Free-city :  In  the  time  of  Jiero  it  was  accounted  a  Muni- 
opium,  so  that  Ninius  in  his  Catalogue  of  Cities,  calls  it 
(Ewe  ^imtC^iami  which-  makes  it  probable,  this  was  the 
very  ^BtX  j^nttUhfiVM  which  Hubert  Coltzius  found  in  an 
old  Inscription.  These  Municipia,  saith  Cambden,  were 
Towns  endowed  with  the  Rights  of  Roman  Citizens;  this 
Name  came  a  muneribus  Capiendis,  of  having  publick  Of- 
fices and  Charges  in  the  Commonwealth,  as  I  have  shewed 
before  in  treating  of  the  Town  of  |^ertfoi)lf. 

Whilst  Suetonius  Paulinus,  lieutenant  of  38tfta{n#  and  , 
one  of  the  most  fisunous  military  Men  of  his  Age,  was  busied  «/ j^f  fou 
in  the  Conquest  of  iSlona^  (the  Isle  of  AngbsCB^)  Bun-  '^ 
duica  or  Boaditia,  Queen  of  the  Icenians,  incited  by  the 
deep  Love  she  bore  to  her  Country,  and  exasperated  by 
the  bitter  Hatred  she  had  to  the  Romans,  took  the  Oppor- 
tunity to  raise  a  bloody  and'mortal  War  upon  them ;  broup;ht 
a  great  Army  hither,  and  rased  and  destroyed  this  City, 
because  the  Inhabitants  were  very  true  and  faithful  to  the 
Romans;  therefore  they  hanged  some,  burned  others,  and 
crucifv'd  others,  using  all  the  Cruelty  and  inhumane  Out- 
rage that  a  giddy  Babble,  elevated  with  Success,  could 
think  of:  They  took  no  Prisoners  to  preserve  for  Ransom 
or  Exchange,  according  to  the  Law  of  War;  but  cut  in 
Pieces  both  Romans  and  their  Allies,  to  the  Number  of 
seventy  thousand,  or,  as  Dio  saith,  eighty  thousand:  They 
stripped  naked  the  noblest  and  honestest  of  their  Matrons, 
hanged  them,  cut  off  their  Breasts,  and  sowed  them  to  their 
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jf imil.  ^  Mouths^  that  they  might  seem  to  eat  their  own  Flesh ;  all 

Csifior.  ^hich  they  did,  whilst  they  sacrificed  and  carowsed  in  the 

^"^"^^^^  Temple  of  Alibate,  their  Goddess  of  Victory. 

i^citni.  Abb.  D^nng  the  time  these  things  were  acting,  SuttcnivM  re- 

4,  «^,  ^  tnmed  from  JllonB  with  the  fourteenth  Legion,  the  Stan- 

^'  dard  Bearers  of  the  twentieth,  and  abont  ten  thousand  of 


the  Auxiliaries,  resolved  to  fight  them,  and  forthwith  chose 
a  Place  with  a  narrow  Entrance,  a  thick  Wood  for  Defence 
behind  him,  a  wide  Plain  before  him,  and  prepared  for 
Battle:  the  Legionaries  were  drawn  np  in  close  Order,  and 
encompast  them  with  the  light-armed  Horsemen,  who  al- 
ways fonght  first,  and  moved  as  Occasion  ofler^d.  In  the 
meantime,  the  BrtlosiM,  ranged  abroad  in  great  Companies 
and  Brigades,  trinmphing,  and  supposing  no  Force  could 
resist  them;  in  Confidence  whereof,  they  brought  their 
Kai:.  BM. «/  Wivos,  and  plac*d  them  in  Waffons  about  die  utmost  Parts 
v^  rTtt,  of  the  Plain,  to  View  the  Slaughter  of  the  Romam,  and  to 
»ct3,foi.i63  Y^  Witnesses  of  their  expected  Victory:  Boaditia  com- 
manding in  Chief,  mounts  ner  Chariot  with  her  two  Daugh- 
ters, after  the  usual  Manner  of  the  ancient  Britains,  who 
were  wont  to  fight  in  Chmots  against  the  Romans,  armed 
like  the  JEgyptianM^  with  sharp  and  broad  Hooks  on  both 
Sides,  like  the  Mower's  Scythe,  and  encouraging  her  Army 
with  a  Speech,  used  many  Arguments  to  animate  her 
Soldiers,  who  were  a  rude  and  undisciplined  Multitude, 
consisting  of  280,000  fighting  Men,  and  i)er8wading 
them  to  pursue  their  Enemies,  as  Dog^  and  Wolves  chase 
fearful  Hares  and  Foxes;  she  let  lose  a  live  Hare  out  of 
her  Lap,  at  which  the  Britains  shouted,  apprehending  the 
speedy  Course  of  the  Hare  through  the  Army  was  ominous, 
and  presag'd  the  Flight  of  the  Romans:  Suetonius  on  the 
other  Side,  exhorted  nis  Soldiers  not  to  be  frightened  with 
the  great  Numbers  of  their  Enemies^  but  to  fall  on  boldly, 
and  iLeeping  close  together,  to  continue  the  fight,  which 
coidd  not  be  long  aft^  they  should  break  their  Front,  for 
the  rest  were  but  an  inregular  unweildy  Multitude.  At  the 
first,  the  Britains  surrounded  their  Enemies,  throwineDarts 
where  they  saw  Advantage,  and  oftentimes,  ^the  Fierce- 
ness of  their  Horses,  and  Rufllings  of  thdo*  Wheels,  tiiey 
brake  their  Ranks,  and  crowding  themselves  in  among  the 
Troops  of  Horse,  they  leapt  out  of  their  Chariots,  and  fought 
on  Fobt;  in  the  mean  time  the  Drivers  withdrew  from  the 
Battle,  and  so  plac'd  themselves,  that  if  their  Masters  were 
opprestin  Fight,  or  outnumbred,  they  might  readily  return 
to- them,  when  they  had  perform'd  the  Duties  of  Horsemen 
in  their  nimble  motion,  and  of  Footmen  in  keeping  their 
Grround ;  and  they  were  so  expert  by  Use  in  managing  their 
Horses,  that  they  could  stop  or  turn  them  on  a  Speed, 
"   down  a- steep  Hill,  and  could  run  along  on  the  Pole  of  the 
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Chtariot,  stand  fittn  upon  the  Yoke,  and  return  speedily  BumL  ^ 
into  it.  But  the  Legions  kept  the  Strdght  as  a  Place  of  ,^^*||^ 
Defence*  whilst  the  Briioins  spent  their  Darts,  then  march- 
ing into  the  Plain,  where  the  Auxiliaries  and  Horsemen 
made  Way,  they  marshall'd  the  Body  of  their  Army  in  the 
Form  of  an  irresistible  Wedge,  which  enter'd,  broke,  and 
dissipated  the  Party  that  opposed  them,  the  Best  fled  but 
oould  not  easily  escape,  by  Reason  of  Uieir  own  Wagons 
i^hich  were  placed  about  the  Plain ;  they  spared  none,  and 
the  dead  Bodies  of  Men  and  W<Mnen  were  intermixt  toge- 
ther, on  Heaps  with  the  dead  Carcasses  of  Horses :  'Tis  said 
there  were  eiffhty  thousand  BritatM  slain  in  this  Fight, 
and  four  hundred  Rinnans  killed,  and  as  many  wounded. 
Boadiiia,  Taciius  saith,  poisoned  herself;  but  Dio  report- 
ed she  died  of  Sickness,  when  the  Britaina  had  prepared 
for  another  Battle. 

After  the  Romans  had  subdued  this  Isle,  and  made  the 
Briiains  subiect  to  their  Government,  by  the  great  Pru«  o/sii,§on'. 
dence  and  Wisdom  of  Agricola,  who  was  a  Terrour  to  them 
that  opposed  him,  and  a  Patron  to  those  who  were  obedient 
to  their  Mwistorates:  He  assisted  and  encouraged  the  Peo- 
ple to  bulla  Houses,  Temples,  and  Courts  of  Justice ; 
Taught  the.  Sons  of  Noblemen  die  Boman  Eloquence,  and 
by  Degrees  brought  their  Gowns  and  Habits  in  Beauest 
with  the  Britains.  He  taught  the  Gentry  the  liberal  Arts, 
and  the  Common  People  Uie  Adyantages  of  Trade  and 
Traffick  among  themselves;  which  made  the  Government 
acceptable,  and  Order  and  Civility  very  de%htful  to  them:  ^ede  ub.  i 
Then  the  Breaches  of  this  City  were  repaired  and  it  began  g^V*.^'  i\ 
to  flourish  again ;  for  it  grew  exceeding  populous,  and  the  fei^.'  ^*''' 
Inhabitants  very  rich :  Then  the  ancient  Coins  of  Money 
were  stamped  here,  Money  became  very  plentiful,  and  the 
Briiains  lived  at  great  Ease  and  Quet  till  the  Year  of 
Christ  908,  when  the  innocent  and  harmless  Christians, 
throughout  the  Empire,  suffered  under  a  most  horrid  and 
dreadful  Persecution,  because  they  would  not  worship  the 
Roman  Grods  according  to  the  Command  of  Diooksian, 

Bamaibas  and  &111/ assembled  themselves  about  the  Year 
of  the  World  4046,  at  Antfocj^jwhere  they  preached  the  Gos- 
pel to  the  People,  and  their  Disciples  were  first  denominat- 
ed Christians,  tiecause  diey  profess  the  Name  of  Christ,  and  ^fttofjhg 
all  the  Articles  of  their  Faiw  were  afterwards  comprised  in  ^y'^^' 
the  three  Creeds,  called  the  Aposilss\  the  Aihanasian,  and 
the  Nicene  Creed,  confirmed  by  the  four  first  Geiieral  Coun- 
cils observed  by  the  primitive  Christians,  and  are  now  prae- 
tis'd  in  the  Church  of  'StDSJMtf  without  any  Addition,  Dimi- 
nution,  or  Alteration,  as  is  nmnifest  by  the  same  Creeds, 
which  makes  it  the  same  Church  that  our  Saviour  Christ  in- 
stituted, and  the  Scripturea  now  warrant.    But  whosoever 
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thmd.  tf  shall  add  to  these  Articles  of  Faith,  and  force  new  tfoc- 
^J^J'v  trines  upon  tiieir  Proselites,  do  erect  a  new  Church,  and 
may  reasonably  dread  the  .Ajiathema  of  St.  Paul,  who  de- 
Gakt.  i.8k  9.  clared,  ITiouah  we  or  an  Angel  from  Heaven,  preach  any 
other  Gospel,  than  that  which  we  have  preached,  let  him 
9  Tim.  i».  16.  ^  accursed ;  for  all  Faith  is  founded  upon  divine  Authori- 
nSimyi^'  ^  ^  ^^^  there  is  now  no  divine  Authority  but  the  Scriptures 
^  "'  '  which  were  given  by  the  Inspiration  of  Grod,  and  delivered 
by  holy  Men,  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  which 
was  the  Reason  that  neither  the  Jewish  Church,  (to  whom 
coaaea  of  the  Oraclos  of  God  were  committed)nor  the  Christian  Church 
alnjS^  would  allow  the  Apocriphal  Books,  because  they  were  wrote 
!^!ll!d!i^'^  u!"  ^^^  ^®  ^i™®  ^^^  Prophecy  and  divine  Inspiration  ceased ; 
neither  is  it  rational  to  believe  that  our  blessed  Saviour  will 
know  them  at  the  Day  of  Judflnnent,  who  separate  from  his 
Church,  and  communicate  with  others  who  prefer  their  own 
extemporary  Notions  before  that  sacred  Prayer  which  he 
composed  for  the  Use  of  his  Disciples,  and  glory  in  their 
rude  Addresses  to  God,  which  could  never  proceed  from 
his  Spirit,  for  they  are  fraughted  with  Nonsense,  which 
none  will  dare  to  charge  upon  the  Wisdom  of  God.  This 
was  the  Cause  that  Liturffies  were  first  ordained,  that  we 
midbt  worship  Grod  in  Order,  in  Decency,  in  Humility,  and 
xX».'?^9.  in  Jiiffhteousness:  To  this  Purpose  St.  James,  whom  the 
Apostles  ordained  the  first  Bishop  of  ^J)mtsalem>  composed 
a  litun^  for  that  Church,  from  whence  he  was  called  Ja- 
cobus Liturgus;  St.  Clement  his  Constitution;  St.  Basil 
and  St.  Chrysostome  their  Liturgies  in  the  Greek  Church; 
St.  Ambrose  and  St.  Augustine  their  Hymn  of  Te  Deum ; 
the  Apostles,  St.  Athanasius,  and  the  Fathers  in  the  Coun- 
cil of  ^ktf  diose  sacred  Confessions  of  the  Christian  Faith, 
and  excellent  Compendiums  of  the  holy  Gospel,  from  whence 
the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  SnalanA  was  compiled,  by 
Men  famous  for  the  Excellency  of  their  Lives,  and  the  Glo- 
ry of  their  Martrydom ;  which  Compilers  were  so  cautious 
of  Oflence,  that  they  would  jiot  admit  any  thing  in  it  which 
might  give  Occasion  to  the  inquisitive  Fresbyter,  or  the 
most  industrious  Wits  of  the  Roman  Party  to  raise  a  Doubt, 
or  scarce  a  Scruple  in  a  wise  Spirit,  so  that  they  joyn'd  with 
us  in  Devotion  about  ten  or  eleven  Years  after  the  Decease 
of  Queen  Mary,  till  the  temporal  Interest  of  their  Church 
widen'd  the  Schism,  and  then  they  charged  it  only  with  Im- 
perfection or  Want  of  something  which  they  thought  con- 
venient to  be  inserted  in  it;  and  these  Compilers  sfaew'd  a 
prophetick  Spirit,  to  compose  every  Word  ther^  at  that 
time,  proper  to  the  present  Language  used  in  this  Age. 
'Tb  reported  when  the  Apostles  were  sent  abroad  to  propo- 
gate  the  Gospel,  some  of  them,  or  others  who  lived  in  the 
next  succeeding  Age,  might  bring  the  Christian  Religion 
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hither.  Some  hold,  when  Philip  one  of  the  twelve  Apos- 
tles came  to  JpraitCtt  where  he  converted  divers  Pagans, 
bearing  there  of  the  Britains,  sent  Joseph  of  ^rimatj^ea,  with 
Josephus  his  Son,  and  eleven  more  of  his  Disciples  hither, 
who,  with  great  Zeal  and  undaunted  Couragej[>reached  the 
true  and  lively  Faith  of  Christ:  And  when  King  Arvira- 
gu8  considered  the  Difficulties  that  attended  their  long  and 
dangerous  Joutney  from  the  f^olg  'Xan}|f>  beheld  their  civil 
Behaviour  and  innocent  Lives,  and  observed  their  Sanctity 
and  the  Severities  of  their  Religion,  he  gave  them  a  certain 
Island  in  the  West  Part  of  his  Dominions  for  their  Habita- 
tion, called  AbaloU)  containing  twelve  Hides  of  Land,  where 
they  built  a  Church,  which  was  made  of  wreathen  Wands, 
and  set  a  Place  apart  for  the  Burial  of  their  Servants :  These 
holy  Men  were  devoted  to  a  religious  Solitude,  confined 
themselves  to  the  Number  of  twelve,  lived  there  after  the 
Manner  of  Christ  and  his  Apostles,  and  by  their  Preaching 
converted  a  great  Number  of  the  Britains,  who  became 
Christians.  ' 

Upon  this  Ground  the  Ambassadors  of  the  Kings  of  CBltg- 
laiib*  claimed  Precedencyof  the  Ambassadors  of  the  Kings 
of  Jpranct^  Sbpa(n»  and  ^COtlan&t  in  several  Councils  held  m 
<Bunuie;  one  at  IfibOif  Anno  1409,  another  at  (Eonstance  in 
the  Year  1414,  another  at  §b(nta,  Anno  1424,  and  especial- 
ly at  iSasfl}  Anno  1434,  where  the  Point  of  Precedency 
was  strongly  debated,  and  the  Ambassadors  from  Jprance 
insisting  much  upon  the  Dignity  and  Magnitude  of  that 
Kingdom,  said,  'Twas  not  reasonable  that  snolanb  should 
enjoy  equal  Priviledgeswith  4ptanct;  but  the  Ambassadors 
for  CKndaiib  insisting  upon  t£^  Honour  of  the  Church,  de- 
clared uiat  the  Christian  Faith  was  first  received  in  Sltg- 
lanlKi  affirmii^,  that  Joseph  of  ^tttnatjftta  came  with  others, 
in  the  15th  Year  after  the  Assumption  of  the  Virgin  Mary, 
and  converted  a  great  Part  of  the  People  to  the  Faith  of 
Christ,  and  in  short  time  after  the  Passion  of  Pope  Elulhe- 
rius,  reduced  the  whole  Kingdom  entirely  to  the  Faith ;  but 
prance  received  not  the  Christian  Religion  till  the  time  of 
iHonisius,  by  whose  Ministery  it  was  converted,  and  by  Rea- 
son thereof,  the  Kingps  of  this  Land  ought  to  have  the  Riffht 
of  Precedency,  for  that  they  did  far  transcend  all  other 
Kings  in  Worth  and  Honour,  so  much  as  Christians  were 
more  excellent  than  Pagans. 

But  to  return  to  these  religious  Men ;  when  they  died. 
King  Lucius  confirmed  the  Grant  of  this  Island  to  Phagian 
and  Diruvian,  and  their  Successors,  who  baptised  him,  his 
Nobles,  and  People,  at  the  holy  Font ;  and  limited  their 
Company  to  the  same  Number,  until  St.  Patrick  came,  and 
taugnt  them  the  Order  of  a  monastick  Life,  and  became  their 
first  Abbot;  after  whom  Beniffnus,  Columkilkt,  and  Gildas 
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HifluL  ^     lived  mo$t  religiooslyhere  with  these  Brethren:  Then  Da- 
^SS^    ^^'  Archbishop  of  iWnttbiBi  now  called  Sbt  BahOr^  came 
hither,  and  adjoyned  another  small  Chappel»  after  the  Form 
of  a  Chancel,  on  the  East  End  of  the  Chnreh,  and  consecrate 
ed  it  to  the  honour  of  the  Virgin  Ifory ;  to  whose  Memory 
he  built  an  Altar  in  this  Place,  and  erected  a  Pyramid 
without,  on  the  North  Side,  and  a  Pair  of  Stairs  within  the 
Pyramid,  and  the  Chappels  were  divided  by  a  Line  or  Step, 
where  the  holy  /osspA,  and  many  pious  Men  are  said  to  lie 
buried,  according  to  some  Antiquaries.} 
^tscLAtdiq.         But  others  hold,  that  this  Story  was  a  mere  Invention  of 
^cMbi  8    ^^  Monks  of  ffilaSSenlmrBt  to  adrance  the  Reputation  of 
4&.  '    their  Monastery;  and  that  St.  James  the  Son  of  Zebtdee^ 

another  of  the  Apostles,  taught  the  Christian  Relinon  in 
38titBtll|  about  the  time  of  Clauditts  Tiberius  Casar:  Others 
ii>i^  attribute  this  great  Work  to  Simon  ZeJoiee ;  and  others  af- 

firm. That  St.  Pan/ came  from  fbpRte  to  the  British  Islands, 
and  planted  this  Religion  in  the  time  that  the  BjomanB  go- 
verned here,  and  have  proved  it  by  several  Passages  from 
GUdas,  EuseUHSt  neodorett  St.  Jerome,  (Sement  Roma- 
HU8,  and  others ;  but  be  it  whomsoever  you  will  that  brought 
it  hither,  'tis  certain  it  came  from  some  of  the  Eastern 
Churches;  for  when  Augustine  the  Monk  came  hither,  he 
found  a  great  Number  of  Christians  here,  but  to  his  great 
u^m*^^'  Grief,  they  observed  the  Usages  and  Customs  of  the  East- 
em  Churches. 

The  religious  Men  who  first  brought  it  hither,  resided  to- 
gether with  the  Bishop  in  his  House,  where  they  lived  un- 
der his  Grovemment  after  the  Manner  of  Chnst  and  his 
Apostles,  and  the  People  resorting  to  them,  worshipped 
God  with  great  Zeal  and  Fervency  of  Spirit,  and  the  Bishop 
continually  sent  them  abroad  to  preacn  the  Crospel  to  the 
People ;  and  they  lived  upon  the  free  Offerings  wnieh  those 
Christians  sent  to  the  Bishop,  from  the  several  Places  of 
their  Devotions ;  and  the  Bishop  allowed  to  every  Clerk  his 
Dividend  out  of  the  same  for  his  Maintenance ;  and  they 
were  seldom  seen  abroad  by  Reason  of  th^  continual  Resi- 
dence with  the  Bishop,  which  caused  the  People  to  flock 
about  a  Clergjrman  whensoever  they  espied  him,  and  to  beg 
coaDcii  of      ^^  Benisons  with  all  Reverence,  which  he  would  g^rant, 
Antioch,cap.    either  by  signing  them  with  the  Cross,  or  by  recommending 
sj^aiin.      them  to  God  in  his  Prayers;  and  their  great  Zeal  and  reli- 
^^'  ^  gious  Deportmenti  raised  in  the  People  the  greater  Earnest- 

ness of  Attention  when  they  preached.  And  after  the  Num- 
ber of  these  religious  Men  grew  too  great  for  the  Bishop's 
Family,  Monasteries,  so  termed  from  the  Greek  Word  Motor, 
were  erected  for  their  Habitation;  and  these  were  mado 
Schools  or  Nurseries  at  the  first  for  these  religious  Men^ 
before  Universities  were  founded. 
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But  when  some  Christians  that  lived  remote  tiom  them,     Bumd,  ^ 
could  not  upon  all  Occasions  repair  to  them  by  Reason  of    f^j^!^ 
the  Distance  of  their  Habitations,  the  great  and  wealthy    ^^'^^^^^ 
Men  erected  Churches,  Chapels,  and  Oratories  in  the  Coun- 
try Villages,  after  the  Form  of  Building  used  in  those  Days, 
by  pubUcK  Contributions  of  well  affected  Converts ;  and  they 
were  supplied  by  such  Ministers  whom  the  Evangeliccd 
Bishops  sent  to  oflBciate  there ;  then  the  Founders  of  those 
Oratories  provided  them  Houses  for  their  Habitation,  and 
gave  them  Offerings  for  the  Provision  of  their  Families. 

But  when  these  Priests  were  driven  from  their  Habita* 
tions,  because  they  would  not  sacrifice  to  the  Roman  Gods 
in  the  time  of  DiocUsianf  their  Churches  and  Oratories 
were  burnt,  and  the  Christians  fled  to  remote  and  obscuxe 
Places  to  preserve  their  Lives;  at  that  time  a  Christian 
Preacher,  called  bv  some  AmphUHdw,  flying  from  (ZDottboil 
in  SBtebs  to  the  East  of  this  Island,  that  he  might  avoid  the 
Persecution,  came  to  the  House  of  Alban,  an  eminent  Citi- 
zen of  l^ftobm*  who  received  him  there,  and  observing  for 
some  time  Uie  strict  and  holy  life  of  his  Guest,  and  his  con- 
tinual Perseverance  therein,  accompanied  with  a  fervent 
Zeal  and  hearty  Devotion,  it  made  a  great  Impression  upon 
his  Heart,  and  raised  an  ardent  Desire  in  him  to  discourse 
and  know  the  Reasons  of  the  Severity  of  his  life,  and  the 
Ground  of  his  Religion;  thus  he  gave  the  Priest  Opportu- 
nity to  make  him  sensible  of  the  Blindness  of  Idolatry,  and 
the  Danger  that  attended  the  Worship  of  false  Gods;  then 
he  gladly  learnt  the  Knowledge  of  the  true  God,  and  was 
convinced  that  Jesus  Christ  was  the  Son  of  God  and  the 
Saviour  of  the  World ;  by  this  Means  he  made  Alban  a  true 
Convert  and  a  perfect  Christian. 

When  the  Judge  of  the  City  was  informed  that  this  Clerk  Bcde,  ub.^ 
(for  so  he  was  then  stiled)  h>dged  in  Alban's  House,  he  sent  jUn,  A,  m, 
some  Soldiers  to  conveen  him  before  him,  but  ilf&an  having  ^' 
Notice  oi  it,  privately  sent  him  away,  and  clothing  himseU' 
in  his  Habit,  personated  his  Guest,  and  offered  hunself  to 
the  Soldiers,  who  bound  and  brought  him  to  the  Pagan 
Judge,  at  the  time  whilst  he  was  sacrificing  unto  Devils  at 
his  Altar;  upon  his  Sight  of  Albaw,  be  was  moved  with 
great  Ra^  because  he  had  conveyed  his  Guest  awav,  and 
offered  hmiself  a  Prisoner  in  his  Stead  to  the  Soldiers; 
therefore  commanded  to  bring  him  before  the  Images  of  the 
Devils,  saying.  Because  thou  hadst  rather  hide  and  convey 
away  a  Rebel,  than  deliver  him  to  the  Officers,  if  thou  shalt 
refuse  to  worship  these  Gt>d8,  thou  shalt  suffer  the  same 
Punishment  which  he  should  have  done ;  But  the  holy  AlboH 
who  had  betray'd  himself  to  the  Persecutors,  being  amed 
with  spiritual  Warfare,  slighted  the  Threats  and  Menaces 
ef  the  Judge,  and  openly  declared  he  would  not  obey  his 
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Bfmd^rf  Commands;  then  said  the  Judg^,  what  is  your  Family  or 
^J[^*^  Kindred  ?  AJhan  answered,  That  is  nothing  to  thee  m>m 
what  Stock  I  descend ;  but  if  tliou  desirest  to  know  my  Re- 
ligion ?  I  am  a  Christian,  and  apply  myself  to  the  Profession 
of  that  Religion.  The  Judge  demanding  his  Name,  he  an- 
swered, My  Parents  called  me  Alban,  and  I  adore  and  wor- 
ship the  true  and  Hying  God,  who  created  all  the  World. 
The  Judge  moyed  with  Anger,  said.  If  thou  wilt  enjoy  the 
Happiness  of  this  present  Life,  delay  not  to  sacrifice  to  these 
mighty  Grods?  AAtm  replied.  These  Sacrifices  which  you 
offer  to  Devils,  can  neither  helpthem  that  sacrifice  to  them, 
nor  yet  answer  the  Prayers  and  Desires  of  their  Supplicants ; 
but  whosoeyer  shall  offer  Sacrifioes  to  these  Images,  shall 
receiye  the  eternal  Pains  of  Hell  for  their  Reward :  These 
and  the  like  Words  moyed  the  Judge  to  great  Wrath,  so 
that  he  commanded  the  Tormentors  to  whip  the  holy  Con- 
fessor of  God,  fancying  that  Stripes  might  oyercome  the 
Constancy  of  his  Hieart,  when  Words  would  not  prevail ; 
but  he  conauer^d  their  Cruelty  by  his  Patience,  and  re- 
joyced  that  ne  had  the  Honour  to  suffer  for  the  Lord's  Sake, 
till  rather  their  Weariness  than  their  Pitty  made  them  de- 
sist ;  At  leng^  the  Judge  finding  this  I'unishment  would 
not  prevail,  commanded  that  his  Head  should  be  sever'd 
from  his  Body. 
B«i«,  ibid.  Many  People  ffoing  to  a  Hill  called  fj^olmsj^tttst,  the 

Place  appointed  for  his  Execution,  were  stop*d  at  a  Bridge 
which  crost  the  River,  because  the  Passage  being  streight 
admitted  few  to  go  on  Breast ;  so  that  A&an  following  the 
Multitude,  could  not  pass  over  before  the  Eyening,  and 
covetous  of  a  Crown  of  Martyrdom,  came  to  the  Stream, 
where  lifting  up  his  Eyes  to  Ueayen,  prayed  that  the  Water 
might  part,  that  the  Crowd  of  People  might  pass  through 
the  River  on  dry  Ground,  whereupon,  'tis  said,  the  Water 
immediately  stopM,  and  the  Multitude  walked  over  like  the 
Child  renof  Israel  through  the  River  of  ^(orlKBn.  The  sight 
of  this  Miracle  made  so  great  an  Impression  upon  the  Heart 
of  the  Executioner,  that  he  refused  to  perform  his  Office, 
choosing  rather  to  die  for  him,  than  to  offer  any  Violence 
to  him ;  whereupon  another  was  substituted  in  his  Place, 
and  he  condemned  to  suffer  the  same  Punishment  for  his 
Contempt  and  Disobedienee. 
B«w,  ibid.  Alban  deck'd  with  divers  Flowers,  and  his  Face  adorn'd 

with  a  natural  Comliness,  came  to  the  Top  of  the  Hill,  dis- 
tant about  two  hundred  Paces  from  the  River;  and  being 
thirsty  desired  some  Water,  and  upon  his  Prayer  my  Author 
adds,  that  a  Spring  of  Water  immediately  gushed  out  of  the 
Earth  at  his  Feet,  to  the  Amazement  of  all  that  saw  it: 
Then  the  Head  of  the  most  constant  Martyr  was  pwrted  from 
his  Body,  and  he  received  a  Crown  of  immortal  life  on  the 
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20th  day  of  June,  in  the  Year  299.     At  the  same  Instant,     £*^*^ 
the  Eyes  of  the  Executioner  drop'd  out  of  the  Sockets  and    ^^^ 
fell  to  the  Ground  with  the  Head  of  the  Martyr ;  soon  af-  cund.  btu, 
ter,  the  Convert  Executioner  appointed  to  perform  thb  fti^io!^ 
bloody  Part  upon  Alban,  was  executed  in  the  same  Man- 
ner for  refusing  to  act  this  Office,  after  whom  Aaron  and 
Julius^  two  other  Citizens  of  VttfABXXf  suffered  Martyrdom 
with  them. 

The  Citizens  of  VfXiAxkXX  engraved  the  Martyrdom  of  gun*i  Atdiq. 
Alban  on  a  Marble  Stone,  and  inscribed  the  same  upon  3(3^^'  '^'' 
their  Walls,  to  reproach  the  Martyrs  and  terrify  the  Chris-  c^-  ^rn. 
tians;  till  such  time  that  the  Blood  of  Martyrs  conquered  foL4i. 
the  Cruelty  of  Tyrants:  Afterwards  Christianity  was  re-  ^''1^%''' 
stored  ag^n,  and  established  by  Conatantine  the  Great,  who  ^^  ^-^ 
was  the  first  Christian  Emperor,  Son  of  Constantius  King  DnPin*£&ci 
of  38nta{n>  who  secured  the  Christian  BelMon,  and  would  £1*11!**'^ 
not  suffer  any  Person  to  die  for  it  in  his  Dominions;    He 
deceased,  was  buried  at  |9otfc|  and  Constaniine  his  Son 
was  proclaimed  Emperor  toe  sixth  Day  ofiliijFtc«#,  in  the 
Year  of  Christ  306. 

He  raised  here  an  Army  of  forty  thousand  Foot,  and  eight  Bndy'a  ^</. 
thousand  Horse,  against  Jtfitixffnfiiw,  who  opposed  him  at  •/^^'•<vi.33 
Ifbmitf  committed  the  civil  Administration  of  iSdtafn  to 
Pacaiianus  Vicar  to  the  Pretorian  Prefect  of  QSfallCay  de- 
clared himself  a  Christian  in  the  Head  of  his  Army,  which 
certainly  he  would  never  have  done  had  not  Christianity 
at  that  time  been  profest  in  SSrftafn. 

He  in  his  March  towards  ItBiD  beat  back  the  Barbarians,  unPin'^BccL 
who  would  have  passed  the  IBJ^dt  to  enter  into  his  Terri-  j^^/^'  ^ 
tones,  won  the  Affections  of  all  his  Subjects,  attack'd  the 
TjTwutMiixentiust  who  had  exercised  his  Cruelties  atSttOQie^ 
seiz'd  upon  all  the  Cities  that  opposed  his  Passage,  defeat- 
ed the  Troops  of  Maxeniius  three  several  times,  and  meet- 
ing him  with  a  great  Army  near  ifUwUt  totally  routed  him, 
and  McLxeniius  was  destroyed  in  his  Flight,  by  the  Fall  of 
a  Bridge,  as  he  endeavoured  to  make  his  Escape  over  it.  * 
Conatantine  told  Eusdnus  that  in  his  March  he  saw  in  the 
Heavens  a  Cross  of  Light  with  this  Inscription,  jMoc  rigno 
vinces.  By  this  Signe  you  shall  overcome  your  Enemiee, 
After  that  Jesus  appeared  unto  him  in  his  Sleep,  and  com- 
manded him  to  mslke  a  Standard  in  the  Form  of  a  Cross, 
which  he  did  inObedience  to  this  Revelation;  and  after  his 
Victory,  he  placed  his  Standards  amon^  his  Trophies  in  the 
Midst  of  the  City  of  IClotlUy  with  this  Inscription ;  By 
this  Salutary  Siane,  which  is  the  Marts  of  the  true  Power ^ 
I  have  delivered  your  City,  from  the  Yoke  of  Tyranny, 
and  established  your  Senate  and  People  in  their  andeni 
Splendor. 

After  Constantine  had  settled  the  Affairs  of  iftotne^  he 
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HutuL^  celebrated  the  Nuptiali  of  hia  Sister  with  the  Emperor 
®^^^  Lkiniu$  at  inffloitt  then  the  two  Emperors  pnblish'd  their 
first  Edict  in  FaTonr  of  the  Christians,  by  which  they 
gpranted  Liberty  of  Conscience  to  aU  their  Subjects,  and  at 
their  going  thence,  they  allowed  the  Christians  by  another 
Edict,  the  pnblick  Exercise  of  their  Religion,  and  com- 
manded those  Places  should  be  restored  to  them,  where 
they  were  wont  to  serve  God. 

Shortly  after  a  great  Breach  arose  between  the  two  Em- 
perors. War  was  proclaimed  in  the  Year  314,  and  they 
fought  a  great  Battle  at  ^PaiUmiSf  where  the  Army  of  £t- 
cinius  was  defeated,  after  that  another  in  HP^ItBtia^  wliere 
the  Advantage  proving  equal  on  both  Sides,  the  EmperOrs 
concluded  a  Peace  for  that  time;  but  this  did  not  hinder 
Consitmiine  from  promoting  the  Affairs  of  the  Christians; 
for  upon  the  Compmint  of  the  Danatists^  he  called  a  Coun- 
^^'^"  cil  at  Aries  in  the  Year  314,  where  EbaniuM,  Bishop  of 
33-  Yocftf  ReMiiiutuM  Bishop  of  'Smbmiy  and  Adslpkiu  Bishop 

QDanioIokranitlll  or  JttaDNm^  Sacerdas  a  Priest,  and  Armin- 
ius  a  Deacon  were  present,  and  brought  thence  the  Can- 
nons of  this  Council  into  SBtftafllt  that  they  might  be  ob- 
served here;    in  which  Council  'twas  ordain'd  that 
DuPin'tAr/.       Mastors  should  manumise  their  Slaves,  that  were  within 
^tf/.^Toi.  3,     the  Church,  in  the  Presence  of  the  Bishop  and  the  People. 
The  People  should  observe  the  Sunday,  and  no  Person  be 
allowed  to  travel  on  that  Day,  and  all  Men  should  be  per- 
mitted to  devise  Goods  by  their  Will  to  the  Church.  Dur- 
^^^  ing  all  thb  while,  IAciniu9  Emperor  of  the  East,  publish'd 

Edicts  against  the  Christians,  persecuted  them,  and  demol- 
ish'd  their  Churches  ,upon  which  Constaniine  declared  War 
fl^nst  him  Anno  324,  conquer'd  him  near  ^riaiuqib  and 
Cj^alceten;  then  besieged  him  in  X(miU)l(Bt  whither  he  re- 
tired after  his  Defeat.     liciniuM  unable  to  maintain  the 
Siege  surrender'd  and  lav  himself  at  the  Feet  of  Ckmstan- 
tine^  who  sent  him  to  ^esSBlonfca^  where  shortly  after  he 
was  put  to  Death  under  Pretence,  that  he  design'd  to  stir 
up  Sedition;  then  Consiantine  repeal'd  all  the  Edicts  that 
Lidnius  had  made  against  the  Christians,  released  those 
who  had  been  condemned  to  the  Mines,  recalled  them  who 
had  been  banish'd,  restored  those  who  had  been  deprived 
of  their  Honours  or  Estates  upon  the  Account  of  Religion, 
l"T^%m.   '^^"™'^  ^^^  Goods  of  the  Martyrs,  which  had  been  confis-. 
ri?,i?'37to     cated,  to  their  Heirs,  rebuilt  the  Christian  Churches,  and 
seid.  jK«/.</  restored  their  Burial  Places  to  them.    Then  he  demolished 
i^t^n^  9    ^^  Pagan  Idols  and  Temples,  and   suppress'd  Idolatiy 
11,  is.  "^  '  throughout  the  Roman  Empire:  After  that  he  erected  di- 
vers stately  Churches  for  the  publick  Worship  of  God  in 
severab  Places  and  by  his  great  Magnificence  and  pious 
Example,  other  Christian  Kings,  Princes,  Nobles,  and  Men 
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of  Fair  Estates  (in  his  Reign  and  in  sacceeding  Ages)  at     ^«"^-  ^/ 
their  proper  Cost  and  Charges,  built  conyenient  Charches,     ^^^S^ 
Chapels,  and  Oratories,  as  well  in  all  Christian  Realms,   Eua\Antiq, 
as  in  this  Island,  within  their  several  Lordships,  near  their  ^f^^-^-^^- 
Mansion  Houses,  for  the  most  Part  where  they  with  their 
Families  and  Tenants  might  conveniently  worship  God, 
receive  the  Sacrament,  and  enjov  all  publick  Ordinances 
for  the  better  Edification  and  Salvation  of  their  Sonls : 
Hence  three  Sorts  of  Chnrches  were  instituted. 

I.  Cathedrals,  denominated  from  the  Bishop's  Chair  or 
See,  where  the  Bishop  or  Snperintendant  over  the  Diocess 
resided,  as  the  Dean  and  Chapter  do  to  this  Day. 

II.  Convents  or  Monasteries,  which  were  derived  from 
the  Commanities  of  religious  Men  and  Women  in  the 
primitive  Church,  who  lived  after  the  Manner  of  the  Apos- 
tles, with  the  Believers  of  both  Sexes,  that  they  might  be 
the  better  instructed  in  the  Faith  and  Duties  of  Christian- 
ity, and  enabled  to  provide  for  their  Poor,  live  charitably 
together,  and  continue  to  practice  all  religions  Duties : 
Monasteries  were  of  three  kinds. 

The  first  consisted  of  Clerks  and  Monks  who  professed 
some  Order  of  Religion;    shaved   their  Heads  like  St. 
Paul  at  iRitttXtBf  and  lived  under  a  Vow.    These  were  the 
Schools  and  Universities  of  those  times,  wherein  Men  were 
qualified  for  the  several  Offices  in  Religion,  as  the  Monas- 
tery of  39am(0t,  where  Bede  tells  us,  above  two  thousand 
Persons  resided  together  in  seven  CoUedges;    of  which 
none  had  less  than  three  hundred  Monks :  and  William  of 
ittalmslmts  who  writ  about  4(K)  Years  after  Bede,  seems  goiijiuiiia. 
to  confirm  it,  where  he  saith.  We  see  so  many  half  ruin'd  "  V\*  3*"**' 
Walls,  so  many  Windings  of  Porticos,  so  great  an  Heap  of  ^ 
Ruins,  as  you  shall  scarce  meet  with  else- where. 

Another  Sort  consisted  of  Men  and  Women,  who  lived 
like  the  religious  Women  that  followed  and  accompanied 
the  blessed  Apostles  in  one  Society,  and  travelled  together 
for  the  Advantage  of  their  Improvement  in  an  holy  life; 
from  diose  Women  these  Monasteries  were  deriv'd,  and 

Sovem'd  only  by  devout  Women,  so  ordain'd  by  the  Foun- 
ers,  in  respect  of  the  great  Honour  they  had  for  the  Virgin 
Mary,  whom  Jeeus  upon  the  Cross  recommended  to  St. 
John  the  Evangelist:  These  Governesses  had  as  well  Monks 
as  Nuns  in  their  Monasteries,  and  Jurisdictions  over  both 
Men  and  Women,  and  those  Men  who  improved  themselves 
in  Learning,  and  the  Abbess  thought  qualif/d  for  Orders, 
she  recommended  to  the  Bishop,  who  ordained  them,  vet 
they  remained  still  under  her  Government,  and  officiated  as  ^^^',^* 
Chaplains,  until  she  pleased  to  send  them  forth  upon  the  ^^^^'^' 
Work  of  the  Ministnr.     Ehba  Abbess  of  (EDIOttbfSbutgd,  St.   yh»,ih$cri,t 
Bridget  Abbess  of  WSttHXt  in  ItrfaiA,  the  Abbess  of  lU-   "'^  '*

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HtMd,^f    paiitfttn  in  Snglanb^and  others,  had  seyeral  Honks  under 
^te)oe.     ^ij^jf  Charge ;  particularly  Hilda,  great  Grandchild  to  King 
'hi^^X^,     Edwine  Abbess  of  ^btrcanSJ^akj^nofD  Wi^i^h  famous  for  her 
p.  Mo,3M,      Learning,  Piety,  and  excellent  Govemment  in  the  time  of 
the  Saxons;  when  Bede  said.  She  held  her  Subjects  so 
strictly  to  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  and  the  Performance 
of  the  Works  of  Righteousness,  that  many  of  them  were  fit 
to  be  Churchmen,  and  to  serve  at  the  Altar;  so  that  after- 
wards, saith  he,  we  saw  five  Bishops  who  came  out  of  her 
MonasteiTy  and  Tatfrith  a  sixth  was  elected,  but  died  before 
he  could  be  ordained.     She  was  a  profest  Adversary  to  all 
the  Rights  of  IfUmUt  especially  clerical  Censure:  And  we 
read,  she  appeared  with  her  Clergy  in  the  Synod  held  at  her 
Monastery  Anno  664,  for  the  deciding  of  that  great  Con« 
troversie  about  the  right  time  of  holding  Easier,  and  main- 
tain'd  the  Argument  on  the  Part  of  Coleman,  a  Scotchman, 
Bbhop  of  fJ^oIgj^CBb,  who  held  the  Quartodeciman  Way, 
according  to  the  Asian  Tradition  on  the  Behalf  of  the  Scoicht 
Bedf,cmp.4,    agaiust  Wilfride  an  Englishman,  who  maintained  the  Cus- 
ws^R/tf.    tom  of  the  Romish  Church  in  the  Behalf  of  the  English; 
o/^«ru.  foi.      gjj j  9^  reported  the  like  Government  is  continued  at  this 
Day  in  the  Abby  of  ;|p0ttntetaalt,  scituated  three  Leagues 
from  Sbattmor  inmwm^  near  the  Confines  of  ^utabl,  where 
the  Monks  are  obliged  by  solemn  Vow  of  Obedience  to  the 
Nuns,  make  Profession  between  the  Hands  of  the  Lady  Ab- 
bess, and  are  very  observant  to  her  Commands  in  all  tmnffs : 
The  Novices  declaim,  dispute,  and  perform  all  publick  Ex- 
ercises before  her  and  the  Nuns,  in  a  very  g^reat  Hall,  di- 
vided in  the  Middle  by  a  curious  guilded  Iron  Giate,  the 
one  Half  assigned  to  the  Nuns,  the  other  to  the  leathers  who 
maintain  the  Disputations:   'Tis  said  that  most  of  those 
Nuns  very  well  understand  both  Latin  and  Philosophy;  and 
my  Author  likewise  adds,  that  he  heard  some  of  them  dis- 
pute very  prettily  upon  some  metaphisical  Points;  and  that 
they  had  conceived  a  Design  of  establishing  the  Study  of 
the  liberal  Arts  amongst  themselves,  declarmg  they  would 

five  the  World  a  sensible  Demonstration,  that  it  is  a  great 
4eoe  of  Injustice  done  to  their  Sex  not  to  suffer  them  to 
study,  that  they  may  keep  them  the  more  in  Subjection 
and  Ignorance.  Among  the  Abbesses  of  this  Monastery, 
fifteen  have  been  Princesses,  whereof  five  of  the  House 
of  33ttlbon;  for  their  Habit  they  are  cloathed  in  White, 
and  wear  a  black  Veil  over  it,  and  in  the  Quire  a  great 
black  Cloke  or  Mantle.  The  Monks  wear  a  black  Cassock 
and  a  Hood,  and  in  the  Church  they  put  on  a  black  Cloke 
or  Mantle.  This  Order  contains  about  threescore  Abbies 
of  Nuns,  all  whom  own  ;(^ontetattIt  for  their  Mother,  and 
depend  on  it.  The  Abbess  is  General  of  the  Order,  visits 
those  Monasteries,  sends  them  Directors  and  Confessors, 
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and  recalls  them  at  her  Pleasure.    Though  I  do  not  prefer,     ^""^'  ^ 
yet  it  does  not  become  any  Person  to  contemn  the  Govern-     ^JIISJ^ 
ment  of  this  Sex,  nor  my  Author  to  redicule  that  of  this 
Monastery,  when  God  coast^uted  Deborah^  the  Wife  of 
Lapidoih,  a  Judge  over  Israd^  Huldah  the  Wife  of  Shal-  /«kMiT.4. 
/urn,  a  Prophetess  to  King  Josiah  Hilkiah  the  High  Priest,  f^-^"** 
and  their  other  Officers;  delivered  the  Jews  by  the  Hand  of 
Joel  and  Judith,  and  ordained  Women,  Governesses,  not 
only  over  Men  in  private  Families,  but  also  constituted  them 
Sovereign  Queens  over  the  People  in  many  Slingdoms:  £u- 
dochia  Bjnd  Theodora  governed  the  Roman  Empire;  Senn- 
ramis,  Sbcgftfa;  the  Queen  of  Sb5Aa,at8bfaJfaMx;  Boa- 
ditiat  the  lc€Bnians ;  Richard  I.  and  Henry  V.  constituted 
their  Mothers  Regents  of  this  Realm,  whilst  they  remained 
in  JftBXltt  J    Queen  Mary  and  Elizabeth  held  this  Crown 
during  their  lives;  and  five  Abbesses  made  Laws  and  sign- 
ed the  Acts  of  Counsel  in  the  great  Counsel  at  39f  canceftK 
iniSUnt 

A  third  Sort  consisted  of  religious  Women,  govemM  by 
an  Abbess  or  Prioress,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  their 
Order:  These  were  excellent  Nurseries  for  the  Education 
of  young  Virgins  in  the  Practice  of  Piety,  and  all  other  ne- 
cessary Accomplishments  fit  for  Grentlewomen,  as  working, 
sinking  by  Notes,  dancing,  and  plajring  upon  Instruments 
of  Musick ;  this  Form  of  Government  much  resembled  that 
used  now  in  Colledges  in  our  Universities,  where  the  Abbess 
or  Prioress,  represented  the  Master,  the  Nuns,  the  Fellows ; 
the  Novices  and  Boarders,  the  Scholars  and  Pensioners ; 
and  these  holy  Virgins  were  totally  freed  from  the  Cares  of 
this  World,  accommodated  with  aU  the  Helps  convenient 
for  a  religious  life,  and  attended  with  all  Officers  and  Ser- 
vants necessary  for  their  Society ;  but  in  those  Days  no  Re- 
ligious were  restrained  by  Vows  from  Matrimony,  for  the 
Apostle  declared.  That  Marriage  was  honourable  in  all,  BM.xiii.4. 
and  gave  an  hard  Character  on  that  Doctrine  that  forbad  it,  ^  ^^  ^^'  ^ 
because  God  and  Nature  had  created  Desires  in  them  for 
the  Pleasures  of  a  nuptial  life,  establishingthereby  the  Con- 
tinuance of  Mankind  to  the  End  of  the  W  orld ;  and  since 
that  time  divers  of  the  holy  Apostles  and  devout  Men  of 
the  primitive  times,  and  several  Bishops,  Priests,  Deacons, 
and  other  rel^ous  Persons  of  both  oexes  in  after  Ages, 
changed  the  Condition  of  their  lives  when  they  could  con- 
tain no  longer,  and  followed  the  Advice  of  the  Apostle  ra- 
ther to  marry  than  bum:  Neither  were  any  of  these  reli-  ,  i;^,vii& 
gious  bound  by  Vows  of  Inclosure  from  their  natural  Liberty, 
which  God  eranted  and  ordained  for  their  Health  and  the 
Pleasure  of  their  lives ;  for  they  did  not  think  to  merit  there-  ISE^kHf^ 
by  at  God's  Hands,  yet  kept  their  Chastity  inviolate;  and  ^^^«<  ". 
the  Bondage  of  Vowes  with  the  Opinion  of  Merit  and  Per- 
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Bund,  rf    fection  were  things  unknown  to  the  holy  Women  of  those 
^^*5!^    primitive  time«,  till  the  Votarists  of  these  later  A^  trans- 
ported with  such  Delusions,  confined  themselves  (like  Birds 
in  Cages)  to  melancholly  Cells,  where*  instead  of  serving 
God  with  merry  and  cheerful  Hearts,  as  becomes  all  mod 
Christians,  some  of  these  poor  Souls  have  been  most  gnevi- 
ously  afflicted   and  tormented  with  the   sad  and  dismal 
Thoughts  of  their  Confinement,  because  it  excluded  them 
from  the  Enjoyment  of  their  choicest  Friends,  and  they  were 
buried  there  alive,  without  the  least  Hopes  of  seeing  them 
again,  but  must  be  forgotten  of  them  for  evermore;  which 
often  moves  them  to  cutse  the  Parents  or  Persons  that  de- 
coyed them  thither  with  fair  Speeches  to  save  their  Portions^ 
or  to  gain  their  Fortunes  to  themselves,  and  forced  them  to 
make  that  unreasonable  Vow,  which  can  never  be  reversed, 
but  has  often  given  great  Occasion  of  Sin,  for  'tis  natural 
for  all  young  People,  especially  those  who  are  oonfin'd,  to 
desire  liberty,  and  I  could  give  sad  Instances,  where  young 
Virrins  have  severely  repented  the  taking  of  these  Vows, 
and  nave  been  immured  between  two  Walls,  for  attempt* 
ing  their  Escape  from  their  Cloisters. 
seid.  Hi$L  of       III.  Parochial  Churches,  which  were  erected  in  Villages,

AdwS.^S,        When  Churches  were  thus  erected,  ConMiantine  endea- 
^JdkSiaL    voured  to  quiet  all  Sects  and  Schismes  in  the  Church ;  to 
VOLS,  foL  13.    that  Purpose  he  summon'd  a  General  Council  consisting  of 
the  Eastern  and  Western  Bishops  called  from  all  Parts  of 
the  Roman  Empire  in  the  City  of  0jX!f  in  SBitj^iniB)  about 
Ibid.  foL  450.   the  Month  of  July,  in  the  Year  325,  wh«re  divers  Canons 
and  the  Nicene  Creed  were  made,  the  Council  happily  end- 
ed the  25th  of  August  following,  when  Ckmstantine  gave 
the  Bishops  a  noble  Entertainment,  exhorting  them  to  Unitv, 
and  sent  them  loaded  home  with  Presents :  and  notwith- 
ibid.  foL  13.    8t&°<lii^S  ^c  g^reat  Care  he  took  of  the  Christian  AfiSsdr,  I 
have  read  that  he  deferr'd  hb  Baptisme  to  the  time  of  his 
Death,  as  some  think  because  that  Sacrament  might  tho- 
roughly expiate  his  Sins,  that  he  might  so  appear  innocent 
before  God,  and  when  he  fell  sick,  he  had  the  Imposition  of 
the  Bishop's  Hands  to  make  him  a  Catechumen,  and  Eu$$» 
hius  baptized  him  at  l^elciUxpiUSr  a  little  before  his  Death, 
which  was  in  the  Year  337. 

This  Canstaniine  assiffn'd  over  the  Government  of 
l/^jsi^foL^  v^tame^  Sbpain,  and  i8ritBtn»  to  Qmtantme  his  eldest  Son, 
who  enjoyed  it  three  Years,  then  was  murdered  by  the  Con- 
trivance of  his  Brother  Cansians,  who  usurped  this  Part  of 
the  Empire,  but  before  he  was  fully  possest  hereof,  Maxenr 
tius  destroyed  him,  and  seized  the  greatest  Part  of  the  Em- 
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pire;  whereupon  his  Brother  ConstantiuM  invaded  him»  iiumd.qf 
routed  him  from  Place  to  Place,  till  deserted  by  all,  he  slew  ^^^^^ 
himself. 

CimiianiiuM  thus  obtaining  the  Government  of  iStftailli 
deputed  MartinuM  under  the  Pretorian  Prefect,  whose  For- 
tune it  was  to  be  slain;  he  favoured  the  Arian  Heresie, 
which  made  a  great  Disturbance  in  SSritaflli  and  called  four 
hundred  Bishops  of  theWestem  Church,  whereof  three  came 
from  iStitain  to  Amftiam  to  maintain  the  wicked  Opinions 
of  the  Arians,  but  the  British  Bishops  being  very  poor  and 
necessitous,  accepted  the  Allowance  of  Diet  from  the  Emperor 
which  the  other  refused;  he  died  of  a  Fever  in  October,3l82 
and  made  Julian  his  Suocessor  by  his  Will ;  after  him/ot;faii 
succeeded,  both  whose  reinis  were  short.  Then  Valantinian 
was  chosen  Emperor,  and  about  Anno  364,  (which  was  in 
his  time)  the  Picts  and  Scots,  with  the  Francs  and  Saxons, 
invaded  SStitaflly  killed  Nsctaridius  the  Admiral  of  the  Sea 
Coast,  and  surprized  Btu:hobaudesthe  General  of  the  Land 
Forces bya  Stratagem ;  harassed,  destroyed,  and  ruined  al- 
most all  38r{tB(n  with  Fire  and  Sword;  he  sent  Tkeodosius 
a  Man  of  known  Valour  and  Experience,  with  an  Army  of 
stout  young  Men  to  relieve  therewith  SSdtadlf  where  he 
divided  his  Army  into  several  Bodies,  and  took  the  Enemy 
as  they  roved  up  and  down  in  Parties  to  piUage  and  plunder; 
recovered  frcmi  them  the  Prisoners  and  Spoil  which  they 
had  taken,  and  restored  it  to  the  right  Owner ;  but  the  Huns, 
Ooihs,  Vandals,  and  other  barbarous  People  invaded  the 
Empire,  and  most  of  the  Soldiers  being  transported  out  of 
Brittdn  for  the  Defence  of  ViffUUf  the  Scots  and  Picts  took 
that  Advantage  to  spoil  and  wast  this  Country  again;  but 
the  Roman  Empire  unable  to  aflTord  the  Britains  any  fur- 
ther Assistance,  thev  bv  Degrees  laid  aside  their  Laws,  and 
fell  from  them,  took  Arms  and  used  all  the  proper  Wavs 
they  could  imagine  to  free  and  deliver  themselves  from  the 
Danger  of  their  barbarous  Neighbours;  and  during  this 
great  Distraction  and  Confusion,  Agricola  a  Disciple  to 
Pelagius  a  Monk  of  38ail80t  in  ^Hltsj^itf »  set  up  here  the 
Pelagian  Heresie,  and  the  sounder  Part  of  the  Christians 
disliking  his  Opinion,  but  not  able  to  confute  him,  beg'd 
Assistance  from  the  Churches  in  JplBllCti  who  sent  Crerman 
Bishop  of  Auxmti  and  Lupas  Bishop  of  IBxniB^i  they,  by 
their  assiduous  preaching  in  Churches,  Fields,  and  Streets, 
confirmed  many  in  the  Faith^  and  regained  others:  Shortly 
after  a  Sinod  or  Council  was  held  in  this  City  of  ITctoIail, 
Anno  429,  which  was  then  famous  for  Religion,  where  these 
Bishops  confuted  the  chiefest  of  the  Hereticks  in  a  publick 
Disputation,  which  almost  extinguished  that  Heresie,  and  ^^  ^^ 
gaining  thereby  a  great  Reputation  among  the  Britains  to  tit.  Hcrtt.  m. 
themselves,  especially  German,  to  whose  Memory  mainy  ^'^' 
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Churches  in  this  Island  have  since  been  dedicated,  among 
which  a  Chapel  here  lately  bore  his  Name,  where  he  usuatl  j 
preached  in  publick,  and  it  remained  near  the  ruin'd  Walb 
of  this  decayed  City,  till  of  late  Days,  when  it  was  converted 
into  a  Barn,  and  pnt  to  prophane  Use:  This  German  com- 
manded the  Sepulchre  of  St.  Alban  to  be  opened,  and  de- 
posited in  it  several  Beliques  of  Saints,  that  whom  one  Hea- 
ven had  received  should  be  lodged  in  one  Sepulchre  together. 

Not  long  after  the  Engli$h  Saxons  won  this  City,  and 
termed  it  SStatUngCtSttt  from  the  famous  Road  called 
SStatUngStrtet*  which  passeth  through  it,  yet  it  did  not  to- 
tally lose  its  old  Name,  for  when  Uthur,  the  Britain  sir- 
named  Pendagron  for  his  serpentine  Wisdom,  recovered  it 
again  by  a  long  and  sore  Sie«e,  about  the  Year  498 ;  it  was 
then  called  V^tABmMtXt ;  He  reigned  18  Years,  and  upon 
his  Death  the  Saxons  obtained  the  Possession  of  it  again* 

Pope  Gregory  sent  Auaustine  the  Monk,  in  the  Year 
596,  to  convert  the  Pagans  here,  where  he  found  a  consider- 
able Church  among  the  BritainSt  which  had  seven  Bishops, 
who  had  seven  Churches,  one  at  |^mfbtb#  another  at 
tSabansiS  or  lanbaff,  another  afE^atVaban-l^BttX,  another 
at  SSangott  another  at  ttlbimsfoy  or  Sbt  ^sapjft,  another  at 
SSomStninOTganensfat,  supposed  by  Hovedon  to  be  (!DfttS« 
teti  but  by  Archbishop  Usher  to  be  (ZDact  (Svbji  or  |^oIs« 
^eab  in  the  Isle  of  SlllglcSBi  all  which  were  under  the  Su- 
perintendancyof  a  Metropolitan,  whose  Archiepiscopal  See 
had  been  formerly  at  dDarbon  upon  VHsAz  in  iWonmoutl)- 
%Hxtf  but  some  Years  before  the  Arrival  ofAugustine  had  been 
translated  to  .^llnitbfa;  and  besides  the  Episcopal  Sees 
the  Britaitu  had  at  that  time  CoUedges,  or  Semenaries, 
andffreat  Numbers  of  Christian  Monks  in  them,  especially 
at  39an)J0r»  as  I  have  shewed  before.  He  converted  £lA€/- 
hert  King  of  IBteltt)  and  the  greatest  Part  of  his  People  to 
the  Faith,  whom  he  baptized  in  the  Church  of  St  Martin 
at  (ZTantedbUTB^  on  the  Day  of  Pentecost  in  the  Year  597, 
then  he  went  to  SlrltS  where  Etherius.  Archbishop  of  that 
City,  by  the  Command  of  Gregory ^  ^ordained  him  the 
Archbishop  of  the  English;  upon  his  Ketum  to  Znglaiitt 
the  King  and  People  received  him  with  all  Im;d^able  Joy 
and  Solemnity  suitable  to  his  Quality :  TheKing  gave 
him  the  Royal  City  of  (EantnbutB  for  au  JSpiscopal  See, 
and  his  Pallace  for  a  Cathedral  Church  to  be  dedicated  to 
Christ :  Then  he  consulted  with  Gregory  by  Messengers, 
and  Questions;  what  form  of'  Government  ne  should  im- 
pose on  the  Church,  which  he  had  lately  established  amoqg 
the  English  Saxons ;  Gregory  advised  him  to  act  in  the 
Church  according  as  St.  Paiil  directed  Timothy  in  his 
Epistle,  where  he  endeavoured  to  teach  him  how  to  behave 
himself  in  the  House  of  God :   ordcrM  how  he  should  di- 
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vide  every  thing  that  came  to  the  Altar,  declaring  that  the     ^''^^ 
Clergy  ought  to  possess  nothing  a^t  from  the  Best  of  the    ^^^^ 
Church,  which  by  God's  Grace  is  lately  brought  to  the 
Faith,  but  to  imitate  the  Conversion  used  by  the  Fathers 
in  the  Beginning  of  the  Church,  when  no  Man   owned 
any   thing  which   he    possest,    but    all    things  were  in 
common  among  .them;   that  secondly,  If  any  of  the  Clergy 
could  not  contain,  he  ought  to  marry ;   and  that  thirdly, 
He  should  carefully  choose  whatsoever  Custome  of  Mass  or 
Service  he  could  find  iu  the  Boman,  Gallick  or  any  other 
Church  most  pleasing  to   God,  and  introduce  into  the 
English  Churcn  whatsoever  he  could  collect  from  any 
Churches  of  honest  Institution,   for  things  were  not  to 
be  loved  for  the  Places,  but  the  Places  for  the  good  things 
in  them,  therefore  he  should  choose  whatsoever  was  pious, 
religious  and  right  out  of  every  Church,  and  infuse  them 
by  Practice  into  the   Minds  of  the    English ;     the   rest 
are  Trifles  and  therefore  I  omit  them,  then  Gregory  gave 
him  the  Honour  of  a  Pall,  which  signified  the  Fulness  of 
Power,  in  the  Year  of  Christ,  601,  but  this  did  not  make 
him  an  Archbishop,  for  Sir  H.  Spelman^  saidi  that  the  Ti- 
tle of  Archbishop  was  never  given  by  Chregary  to  Agus- 
iin€t  for  it  is  scarce  so  old  in  the  Western  Church;  but 
Isidore  the  Disciple  of  Gregory ^  and  one  that  understood 
the  Language  of  that  Age  very  Wl^U,   saith  Augustine 
could  not  properly  call  his  Successors^  Archbishops,  for 
that  Title  belonged  only  to  them  who  had    Power  over  8peim.GnM. 
Metropolitans  as  well  as  other  Bishops,  and  Mabilan  and  b^.  « 
others  observe,  that  it  was  not  commo^y  used  for  a  He-  c^^'iiuia. 
tropolitan  before  the  ninth  Age. 

Augustine  called  a  Council  at  fSU  or  <!^aft  ia  SKotttSttr- 
Sjfttltt  that  he  might  be  near  the  British  Bishops  and  Clergy 
then  residing  inSSato,  whom  he  summoned  thither;  when 
he  demanded  from  them  Obedience  to  the  Bishop  of  IBJmtf 
and  the  Beception  of  the  Boman  Ceremonies  into  the 
British  Churcn;  the  Britains  stifly  opposed  it,  for  that 
they  could  not  lay^  aside  their  ancient  Ckistoms,  without  the 
Consent  and  free  Leave  of  their  whole  Nation,  and  there- 
upon desiiJlfii  that  another  Synod  might  be  called,  because 
their  Ntu^ber  was  small.  This  agreed,  seven  British 
Bishops,  and  many  learned  Men,  went  thither  from  their 
famous  Monastery,  called  38amomaimf9,  over  which  Abbot 
Dinoth  presided,  in  their  Wa^  an  holy  and  wise  Man,  who 
lived  like  an  Anchorite,  advised  them  that  if  Augustine 
should  rise  up  to  them  when  they  came  near  him,  he 
was  the  Servant  of  God,  and  they  ought  to  hear  him;  but 
if  he  should  sit  still,  and  shew  no  Respect  when  they  were 
more  in  Number,  then  he  is  proud,  and  comes  not  from 
.God,  and  in  such  a  Case  ought  not  to  be  regarded. 
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HwU.rf  They  appeared  brfore  AuguMtimB^  and  observinr  he  sat 
^^^!^  still  in  his  Chair  withont  shewing  any  Goortesie  or  Respect 
to  them,  they  were  very  ang^,  and  discoursing  among 
themselves,  said.  If  he  will  not  now  rise  np  nnto  ns,  how 
mnch  more  will  he  contemn  ns  when  we  are  subject  to  him. 
Then  Augustine,  renewing  the  old  Controversie,  exhorted 
them  earnestly  to  embrace  the  Rites  and  Usages  of  the 
Chnrch  of  IftOQtf ;  but  they  were  so  fixed  to  their  own  IVa- 
ditions  and  Customs,  that  they  would  not  exchange  them 
without  the  Leave  and  license  of  their  own  Church;  and 
Abbot  Dinoth  plainly  told  him,  they  owed  no  more  to  him 
whom  they  called  Pope  of  Ifhmtty  and  would  be  stiled 
Father  of  Fathers,  tlum  Obedience  of  Lovie  and  broUierly 
Assistance,  which  was  due  to  every  Godly  Christian;  for 
they  were  under  the  Government  of  the  Bisnop  of  (ZCacdton 
upon  HSUS^  who  under  God  was  to  oversee  and  guide  them ; 
and  that  they  could  no  more  change  the  Rites  and  Usages 
of  their  Church  without  his  Leave,  than  AuauMtime  could 
alter  the  Customs  of  the  Romish  Church  without  tfie  li* 
cense  of  his  Bishop.  Then  AugugitM  desired  their  Con* 
formiW  only  in  three  things,  1  In  the  Observation  of  EnuUr. 
2  In  ute  Administration  of  Baptism.  8  In  their  Assistance 
by  Preaching  to  the  English  Siixans.  But  when  he  could 
not  obtain  their  Compliance  with  him  in  these  things,  he 
threatned  them,  that  if  they  would  not  accept  Peace  with 
his  Brethren,  they  should  receive  War  from  tneir  Enemies, 
and  because  they  would  not  preach  the  Way  of  life  to  the 
English  People  thev  should  suffer  by  their  Hands  the 
Punishment  of  Death. 

But  Augustine  behaved  himself  verv  uncharitably  to- 
wards the  poor  Britains,  when  he  depnv'd  them  suddenly 
of  .the  old  Customs  and  Ceremonies  of  their  Church,  and 
.      imposed  new  upon  them,  contrary  to  the  Directions  of  his 
0/^.m!'    great  Master  Ors^ory,  who  advised  him  to  proceed  with 
^^^  more  Moderation  m  the  Affairs  of  the  Church,  for  there 

were  different  Customs  in  several  Churches,  and  he  ought 
not  to  impose  the  Roman  Rites  themselves  every  where, 
but  wisely  to  consider  the  Custom  of  the  Place,  the  Cir- 
cumstance of  Time,  and  the  Constitution  of  Believers;  for 
he  said,  things  were  not  to  be  valued  for  the  Sake  of  the 
Place,  but  tb  Places  for  the  good  things  in  them:  How- 
ever, Augustine  depriVd  the  Archbishop  of  (Zfonlfon,  and 
the  other  British  Bishops  x>f  their  sevenu  Provinces,  which 
they  and  their  Predecessors  had  enjoy'd  from  the  time  of 
Eling  Lucius,  almost  400  Years,  without  Crime  or  the  Sen- 
tence of  the  Synod;  and  procured  Ediifrid,  King  of  the 
Northumbrians,  and  other  Saxon  Princes,  to  raise  a  great 
Army  against  tne  innocent  Christians,  and  exposed  their 
naked  niests,  standing  apart  on  a  Place  of  Advantage, 
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because  tbey  came  thither  to  pray  for  the  Success  of  their    Hwd.  qf 
Army»  slew  1200  of  them,  and  routed  their  whole  Army,    SSr!^ 
But  observe  the  Justice  of  God:  when  this  bloody  King    ^^^^^^^^ 
was  hastning  home  in  Triumph,  to  destroy  the  Remains  of 
this  famous  Monastery,  three  British  Princes,  the  Reven- 

Eers  of  Grod's  Wrath,  routed  the  Northumbrian  King  with 
is  whole  Army,  reeking  in  the  Blood  of  those  poor  Inno- 
cents, killed  ten  thousand  and  threescore  of  them,  and  put 
the  wounded  King  with  some  others  to  Flight;  from 
whence  'tis  manifest,  that  the  British  Church  at  that  time 
acknowledged  no  Subiection,  either  to  the  Roman  Bishop 
or  any  other  foreign  Patriarch;  neither  had  it  Communion 
with  the  Roman  Church,  but  was  subject  from  the  Days  of 
EHeutheritu  to  a  Metropolitan  of  its  own,  the  Archbuhop  of 
(EBtAtMif  who,  as  'tis  reported,  acknowledged  no  Superior 
in  Dignity,  but  under  Grod  governed  the  Church  and  Peo- 

Ele  committed  to  his  Charge  without  any  other  Sharer  in 
is  Authority ;  and  they  received  their  Customs  from  the 
Eastern  and  Ajsiatick  Churches. 

This  Augutiine^  saith  Capgrave,  was  very  tall  by  Stature, 
his  Fade  lovely,  but  withal  majestical:  The  Wonders  and 
Cures  he  perform'd  among  the  People,  'tis  said,  were  many : 
He  always  walked  on  Foot,  and  most  commonly  visited  nis 
Provinces  barefooted ;  and  the  Skin  on  his  Knees  was  grown 
hard  and  insensible,  through  continual  kneeling.  'Tis  re- 
rorted  that  he  was  a  learned,  pious  Man,  an  Imitator  of 
primitive  Holiness,  frequent  in  W  atchings.  Fastings,  Pmy- 
ers,  and  Alms;  zealous  in  propagating  the  Church  of  his 
Age,  and  of  the  Roman  Religion ;  earnest  in  rooting  out 
Paganism;  diligent  in  repairing  and  building  Churches; 
extraordinary  famous  for  working  Miracles,  and  from  hence 
perhaps  his  Mind  mightbepuftup  through  human  Frailty, 
with  tne  Greatness  of  his  Miracles,  which  caused  St.  Gre^ 
gory  to  admonish  him  for  it.  He  was  the  first  Introducer 
of  Koman  Monks  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies :  but  b 
much  censur'd  for  the  Massacre  of  the  Priests  of  ISanaOTy 
and  not  without  Cause,  if4t  was  true,  as  'tis  reported,  that 
he  excited  King  Edilfrid  to  that  horrid  Slaughter;  but  now 
I  shall  retumr  to  the  City  of  If  noIaW)  which  was  govem'd 
by  Offa  King  of  the  Merciam,  in  the  Year  of  Christ  796, 
in  whose  Reign  Humbert  Archbishop  of  lit^lfitltli  lately 
made  the  Metropolitan  See,  and  Unwora  Bishop  of  3oC« 
^tBUXf  holy  and  wise  Men,  and  the  chief  of  the  King's  mm.  pkw 
Council,  advised  him  to  marry  JElfieda  his  third  Daughter,  t^J^ix^'^' 
to  Prince  Albert  King  of  the  Eaet  An^Ue,  a  Prince  ofgreat 
Learning,  very  charitable,  delighted  in  good  Works,  wise 
in  Council,  merciful  in  Judgment,  and  sober  in  Speech, 
whom  the  Poet  thus  describes. 


Albertos  Jmoemb  fuenU  tUx,  F^rtis  «d  Arme, 
Pm4  PiMSf  PMkker  C«nMr«,  MnU  Begtx. 
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Hmnd.^  These  Qualifications  encouraged  Offa  to  propose  the 
^^S^  Match,  the  King  valued  the  Offer  as  a  great  Honour,  which 
incited  him  to  make  his  Address  at  Offas  Court,  where  he 
found  a  noble  Reception;  but  Queen  Drida  fell  with  An- 
ger, and  full  of  Wrath,  gprievin^  that  the  Prince  should  be 
so  acceptable  to  the  King  and  his  People ;  and  inraged  that 
her  wicked  Arguments  could  not  prevail  to  send  this  Daugh- 
ter beyond  the  Seas,  to  be  disposed  of  at  her  Pleasure: 
She  curs'd  the  Bishops  who  were  the  Authors  of  it,  and 
vented  her  poison'd  Malice  against  King  Albert. 

Qffd^  ignorant  of  these  things,  never  suspecting  her  Mal- 
ice, verily  believed,  she  was  well  pleased  with  it,  till  such 
time  that  the  King  advising  with  her,  how  and  when  these 
things  shall  be  accomplishtf  She  unexpectedly  answered; 
Behold  God  hath  this  Day  delivered  thy  Enemy  into  thy 
Hand,  if  thoo  be  wise,  to  be  murdered,  who  conceals  his 
Treason  against  thee,  (as  'tis  reported)  desiring  whilst  he  is 
young  and  eloquent,  to  supplant  thee,  now  an  old  Man,  of 
thy  Kingdom ;  and  moreover  to  vindicate  the  Wrong  which 
he  and  many  others  have  suffered,  (as  he  boasts)  whose 
Kingdom  and  Possessions  thou  hast  unjustly  spoiled;  with 
more  Words  to  the  same  Effect. 

This  much  disturbed  the  King  in  his  Mind,  but  he  giving 
no  Credit  to  her,  with  great  Indignation  answered;  Thou 
speakest  like  one  of  the  foolish  Women ;  Be  gon  from  me, 
be  gon;  I  abhor  so  villanous  an  Act,  which  done,  would  be 
a  Blot  to  me  and  my  Successors  for  ever,  and  the  Sin  would 
return  upon  my  Family  with  great  Revenge ;  with  these 
Words  the  angry  Kingleft  her,  detesting  such  great  Wick- 
edness in  a  Woman. 

But  when  his  troubled  Thoughts  were  somewhat  allayed, 
and  these  things  concealed,  both  the  Kings  sat  down  at  Ta- 
ble to  Dinner,  where  they  eat  and  drank  together  with  Plea- 
sure: and  when  their  Appetites  were  satisfied,  they  reioyc'd 
all  Day  with  great  Mirth,  in  Timbrels,  Drums,  Jftarps, 
Songs,  and  Dances. 

W  hilst  the  malicious  Queen  rrfhdning  her  wicked  Pur- 
poses in  her  Mind,  commanded  a  Chamber  to  be  richly  fur- 
nisht  with  Tapestrv  and  Silk  H&ng^ngs,  after  a  princely 
Manner,  wherein  &ng  Albert  might  take  his  Repose  at 
Night ;  and  caused  the  King's  Couch  to  be  prepared,  gar- 
nished with  most  noble  Trimming,  beset  on  every  Side  with 
Curtains,  directing  withal  a  deep  Ditch  to  be  made  under 
the  Chamber  to  effect  her  wicked  Purposes. 

But  the  Queen  dissembling  her  villanous  Design,  with 
a  serene  Countenance,  enterNi  the  Palace,  that  she  mi^ht 
make  as  well  King  Offa  as  King  Albert  merry,  andjokmg 
with  him  whilst  he  suspected  no  111,  said,  Son,  I  am  come 
with  an  earnest  Expectation  to  see  my  Daughter  married 
to  thee  in  my  Chamber,  that  your  future  Loves  may  be  re- 
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new'd  with  most  pleasing  Discourses;  and  onderthis  Dis-  BmyLtf 
guise,  she  invited  King  Albert,  who,  poor  Prince,  not  2SS!j 
dreaming  of  any  ill  Contrivance  against  him,  immediately 
arose,  and  followed  the  Queen  to  her  Chamber,  whilst  Kmg 
Offa  staid  behind,  not  mistrusting  the  least  Mischief:  King 
Albert  being  ^ne  with  the  Queen,  all  the  Soldiers  who 
followed  at  their  Heels  were  shut  out ;  and  when  he]expected 
the  youn^  Princess,  the  Queen  said.  She's  called,  sit  down 
my  Son  till  she  comes ;  and  when  he  had  sat  sometime  in  a 
memorable  Seat,  set  forth  with  delicate  Furniture,  longing 
for  the  delightsome  Company  of  the  Princess,  the  innocent 
Eang  drop'd  suddenly  through  a  Trap-door  into  a  deep 
Ditch  made  under  the  Chamber,  where  he  was  strangled  by 
the  Executioner,  whom  the  Queen  had  hid  there,  and  she 
and  her  wicked  Instruments  immediately  smothered  him 
with  the  Boulsters,  Cloaths,  and  Curtains,  so  that  none 
could  hear  him  cry :  Thus  this  elegant  young  King  and 
Mart]rr  Albert  was  innocently  destroyed  without  Offence, 
and  immediately  received  a  Crown  of  Glory. 

When  the  most  beautiful  .Mlfied  heard  these  things,  she 
abhorred  the  Yillany  and  detestable  Wickedness  of  her 
Mother,  bewailed  the  Loss  of  the  unfortunate  King,  and 
slighting  all  the  Pomp  and  Vanity  of  this  World,  took  upon 
her  a  religious  Habit,  that  she  might  follow  the  Steps  of 
her  Martyr:  Whilst  the  Queen,  glorying  in  her  Cruelty, 
caused  the  Head  of  Prince  Albert  to  be  severed  from  ms 
£ody,  because  it  seemed  that  he  breathed,  and  the  Body 
was  ignobly  buried  by  the  Executioner. 

After  this  wicked  Act  was  known  to  the  Soldiers  of  the 
blessed  King  and  Martyr,  they  feared  the  like  Fate  would 
fall  upon  themselves,  but  the  Queen  counterfeiting  a  great 
Passion  of  Grief,  threw  herself  upon  her  Bed,  feigning  she 
was  sick  at  Heart,  confin'd  herself  to  her  Chamber.  When 
King  Offa  learnt  the  Truth  hereof,  his  Heart  was  over- 
come with  Grief,  and  he  lamenting  the  villanous  Act  with 
a  vehement  Passion,  shut  himself  up  in  his  inner  Chamber, 
refusing  Meat  and  Drink  almost  for  three  Davs,  drowning 
his  Soul  in  Tears,  afflicting  his  Heart  with  I^entations 
and  Fasting,  and  cursing  the  Wickedness  of  his  Wife ;  ban- 
isht  her  from  his  Bed,  and  inclosed  her  in  a  private  Place, 
where  she  might  bewail  her  Sins  all  the  Days  of  her  life ; 
And  when  she  had  lived  some  Years  in  the  Place  assign'd 
for  her  Confinement,  she  was  rob'd  of  all  her  Silver  and 
Gold,  and  drown'd  in  a  deep  Well;  in  the  mean  While 
Humbert,  Archbishop  of  IftCJ^fieOK^  solemnly  buried  the 
Body  of  King  Albert  at  his  Church  of  lUdM^eQlf,  where  all 
the  Deacons  and  Clerks  performed  his  Obvequies. 

But  when  King  Offa  had  received  some  Comfort  from  all 
the  holy  Bishops,  who  were  well  satisfied  in  his  Innocence 
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Hmd.  af    tonohing  this  Murther ;  he  mider  Pretence  that  he  was  the 
^^^,    next  Heir,  wisely  oonsolidated  the  Kingdom  of  the  Ea»t 
AnaUM  to  his  own. 

Bnt  whflst  helraji  thus  boned  with  carefiEil  Thonghts,  how 
he  might  expiate  the  the  treacherons  and  base  wirther  of 
King  Albert 9  he  thought  as  he  slept  one  Night  npon  his 
Conch,  in  the  City  of  38a^t  ^^  an  Angel  ammir^d  to  him 
from  Heaven,  ana  admonish'd  him  that  he  snonld  search 
for  Atban^  the  holy  Saint  of  God,  and  the  Protomartjrr  of 
the  English  and  Jirttotn^,  and  shonld  lay  np  his  Reliqnes 
in  a  Chest:  And  studying  how  he  might  perform  this  divine 
Command,  he  imparted  it  to  CeohDolfB  and  Unwan^  his 
Sufingan  Bishops,  who  explain'd  the  same  unto  him;  then 
the  Archbishop  taking  the  Suflfragan  Bishops,  and  a  great 
Number  of  People  with  him,  met  the  King  on  the  Day 
appointed  at  l^nolanty  where  he  beheld  the  Beams  of  a 
Light  to  shine  after  the  Manner  of  a  g^reat  Torch,  darting 
irom  Heaven  apon  the  Place  of  hu  Sepulchre;  which 
Miracle  all  the  People  beholding,  rejoyced,  and  were  fully 
satisfied  with  the  Truth  of  the  Vision ;  then  King  Offa 
caused  the  Beliques  of  this  holy  Man  to  be  taken  up  in  the 
Month  of  Augwtf  798,  and  put  in  a  Shrine  adorned  with 
Gold  and  precious  Stones:  and  in  the  same  Month  he  held 
a  Parliamentary  Counsel  at  17noIasi|  where  Archbishop 
Humbert f  his  Sufiragans,  and  all  his  chief  Govemonrs  of 
Cities,  diligently  and  effectually  treated  together  of  select- 
ing a  Convent  of  Monks,  building  a  Monastery,  and  endow- 
ing it  with  gpreat  and  royal  Priviledges,  in  the  Place  where 
he  found  the  Reliques  of  this  Protomartyr,  which  he  con- 
secrated with  his  own  Blood;  and  relying  upon  the  whol- 
some  Advice  of  his  great  Lords,  presently  took  a  painful 
and  costly  Journey  to  IfUmitf  where  Adrian  the  Bishop  un- 
derstanding the  Reason  of  his  coming  thither,  received  this 
penitent  FVince  with  the  like  Compassion  and  Joy  as  the 
Father  did  the  Prodigal. 

But  others  hold,  that  Matthew  Paris,  and  the  other 
Monks  of  $bt  ^flbonS)  invented  these  fabulous  Stories  to 
blind  the  World,  and  induce  the  People  of  future  Ages  to 
believe  the  Innocency  of  this  wicked  King,  because  he  was 
their  Founder,  and  by  such  Artifices  they  were  wont  to  en- 
crease  their  Benefactions,  and  the  Revenue  of  their  Church, 
when  'tis  evident  by  divers  Circumstances,  that  King  Offa 
decoyed  him  into  his  Dominions,  under  the  specious  IVe- 
tence  of  marrying  his  Daughter  to  him,  that  he  might  take 
off  his  Head  and  seize  the  Kingdom  of  the  Eaet  Anghe, 
which  he  claimed  as  his  Right  by  Inheritance ;  and  to  ex- 
piate this  foul  Murther  he  went  to  %omf  t  where  he  humbly 
implored  that  Bishop's  P^urdon. 
When  Offa  had  confest  all  his  Sins,  and  manifested  his

F^nitency  to  the  World ;  lus  Holiness  imposed  this  Penanoe    ^^^^ 
upon  him,  that  the  blesised  Albert  should  be  canonized  for    ^!^!l!^ 
a  Saint  at  his  Charge,  and  that  he  should  build  the  Cathe-  Biatt  pwk 
dral  at  IJ^ubrtK,  and  dedicate  it  to  him ;  and  moreover  that  iSHd^io.* 
he  should  forthwith  erect  a  fair  Monastery  to  the  Memory 
of  the  blessed  ABhmh^  ia  the  Place  where  he  suffered  Mai^ 
tyrdcmi;  this  done,  he  gave  him  Absolution^  dismist  him 
with  his  Benediction :  And  the  King  returning  safe  to  Sng* 
lantoy  he  called  another  parliamentury  Counsel  at  this  City 
of  JSfttfAWBXf  by  the  Advice  of  his  Bishops  and  Nobles,  and 
the  unanimous  Consent  and  Goodwill  of  lus  People,  and  pro-      . ,  ^^ 
ceeded  to  the  building  of  the  Monastery,  which  he  dedicated  o/piu  pt  i\ 
to  St.  Alban,  and  gave  large  Revenues  to  it,  that  great  ||^i„  cnm. 
Hospitality  might  be  keptth^e,  because  the  Highway  called  ^^' 
WSlBthxiMtntt  lay  near,  through  which  Men  continually 
travelled  to  and  from  'XoillHni  to  the  North  and  back  again; 
and  he  accounting  it  a  pious  thing  to  erect  a  House  where 
Travellers  might  be  freely  entertained,  built  one  near  the 
Monastery,  which  he  honoured  with  divers  Priviledges  and 
Immunities;  and  confirmed  the  famous  Alms  called  Peter- 
Fence,  toward  the  maintaining  of  a  Saxon  School  at  Iftotll^^ 
which  was  a  Penny  of  every  House  or  Family,  payable  year- 
ly at  the  Feast  of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula,  which  is  the  first 
of  August, 

About  the  Year  792,  Charles  the  Great,  King  of  #tancet 
sent  the  Decrees  of  the  second  Counsel  of  i^fy  which  he  ^ij-foi^' 
imposed  upon  the  English  Saxons,  which  contain  many  |^  ,^^^ 
things,  which  Hovedon  says,  were  inconvenient,  nay  quite  c/sif.M.' 
contrary  to  the  true  Faith,  especially  the  worshipping  of  *^' 
Images,  which  the  Church  of  God  doth  absolutely  hate. 
Agamst  which  Book  ABinus  wrote  an  Epistle,  excellently 
well  strengthened  with  the  Authority  of  the  holy  Scripture,  "^ 

and  presented  it  with  the  Book  in  the  Name  of  the  Irinces 
and  Bishops  of  this  Land  unto*  the  said  Oharles  King  of 

ipYance. 

Afterwards  this  City  of  ITeYOlaill  was  sackt  and  destroy'd 
by  the  continual  Wars  which  happened  among  the  Saxons 
in  the  time  of  the  Heptarchy,  wno  were  ambitions  to  en- 
large their  Dominions  out  of  the  neighbouring  Territories, 
and  the  Depredations  made  here;  and  King  EtheluH)lph, 
his  Nobility  and  Clergy,  apprehending  that  these  Calami- 
ties and  Miseries  were  inflicted  upon  them  for  their  Sins, 
considered  what  Atonement  they  might  make  to  pacify  the 
Wrath  of  God,  whereupon  the  King  call'd  another  great 
Council  or  Parliament  at  SKin^C^tCt  in  the  Year  855,  where 
King  Ethelwolph  granted  the  Tytiie  of  the  Profits  of  all 
Lands  free  from  all  Burthens,  Taxes,  and  Exactions  what- 
soever to  the  Church,  which  Grant  was  past  by  the  Consent 
of  that  Council,  and  signed  by  Beorred  King  of  0UttiSip  an^ 
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Htmd.  ^    Edmund  King  of  the  EoMt  Angles,  both  then  Snhjects  and 

^^^^    Tributaries  to  Eihthoolph.  and  all  the  Archbishops,  Bishops, 

Bndviii&i.    and  secular  States  of  Gnglonibf;  which  being  done.  King 

^''  ''^         Eihelwolph  ofTer'd  it  upon  flie  Altar  of  St.  Peter  the  Apos- 

tie  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  8KmciMter»  and  the  Bishops 

caused  it  to  be  publish'd  in  eyery  Church  of  their  seyeral 

Diocesses  or  Parishes.    This  is  the  first  pnblick  Act  that 

(I  find)  imposed  the  Payment  of  Tythes;  but  doubtless  they 

were  paid  before  this  Grant  by  some  Persons  in  divers  Places, 

sua'aBrii.     foT  B.  Law  was  made  by  King  Ina,  who  hemn  his  Reign, 

^tliel  ^  ^'^no  689,  that  the  Portion  or  Dues  of  the  Church  shall  be 

paid  by  the  Feast  of  St.  Martin,  and  he  thsit  shall  not  pay 

them  by  that  time,  shall  be  punish'd  40«.  and  moreover  shaU 

pay  the  Dues  twelve  times  over;  and  by  the  same  King, 

another  Law  was  made,  that  every  one  shiul  pay  his  Church 

Dues  at  that  Place  where  he  resided  in  the  Midst  of  Winter.

TITHEN  ITmtlam  was  abnost  destroyed  by  the  Wars  of

fl^oImEJ^tttSti  where  the  Remains  of  St.  Alban's  Bones  were 
said  to  be  found,  a  goodlv  and  large  Monastery  to  the  Mem- 
ory of  that  Saint ;  and  m  this  Church  he  laid  those  Bones 
under  a  Marble  Stone,  with  an  Inscription  upon  it  to  this 
Effect.

793,  83  Regni  sut,  and  in  the  Presence,  and  by  tne  Advice 
and  Consent  of  King  Ceolmlf,  Egfrid  Son  of  Offa,  King 
Cenyolf,  King  Beomu^,  rLing  Ludec,  King  Yuaf,  King 
Eghright,  King  Beortutf,  King  Bukred,  and  Kingit^rao; 
also  Higberd,  and  Ayleheard,  Archbishops;  and  Keotyolf, 
Vayonan,  Ceolumudyng,  Eatheard,  Delfhum,  Heaberch, 
Keneaherd,  Headored,  Benefer,  Keneyalh,  Yarumud,  Yit- 
hum,  and  Imberd,  Bishops;  also  Duke  Brordan,  Duke 
Duma,  Duke  Erne,  Duke  Yicga,  Duke  Ayemud,  Duke 
Euberch,  Duke  Harberch,  Duke  Ceolyard,  and  Duke 
Ceolmund  gave  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  St.  Alban 
the  Martyr,  thirty-four  Mansions  at  XUmsj^^  six  Mansions 
at  l^anjbamstely,  and  ten  Mansions  at  ^tanemmi  with  the 
^om  Fields,  Meadows,  Feedings,  Woods,  and  all  things 
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belong^g^  to  those  Places,  in  Hope  ofpresent  Prosperity  and     Htnid.  of 
future  Happiness ;  and  by  the  great  Name  of  Almighty  6od»     ^^^^ 
and  his  terrible  Judgment,  he  adjured,  that  no  King,  Bi- 
shop, or  other  Person  should  hereafter  dare  to  change,  take 
away,  or  diminish  any  of  these  Gifts,  which  he  had  dalioated 
to  God  and  his  holy  Martyr,  nor  presumeto  molest  either 
the  Church  or  the  Woods  belonging  to  it ;  but  that  it  should 
be  free  from  all  Tribute  and  Taxes;  and  desired  that  his 
Successors  would  as  freely  aid,  defend,  and  take  Care  of 
this  Church  as  he  has  done,  that  they  may  enjoy  the  Bless- 
ing and  Protection  of  the  holy  Martyr  for  ever;  and  if  any 
shall  evilly  intreat  it,  that  he  shall  be  deprived  of  the  Bless- 
ing of  the  holy  Martyr,  and  be  accountable  for  the  same  be-   ^tviS^ce, 
fore  the  Tribunal  of  Christ ;  and  he  did  constitute  Pilcoea  ^^^^-^ 
the  Presbyter,  so  named  in  the  Record,  but  others  call  him   dtvuuA^. 
WUligod,  the  first  Abbot,  to  whom  he  committed  the  Care  ^  ^ 
of  this  Church,  the  Government  of  the  Monks,  and  the  Man- 
agement of  the  Revenues  of  this  House ;  and  he  did  com- 
mand in  the  Name  of  God,  and  adjure,  that  the  Monks  and 
all  others  there  should  live  reverently  and  regpilarlv  under 
him,  according  to  the  Order  of  St.  Benedict;  and  that  con- 
tinual Intercessions  should  be  made  for  the  Souls  of  himself 
and  Friends  at  Canonical  Hours  in  the  Church ;  and  then 
did  confirm  this  Gift  with  the  Sign  of  the  Cross. 

The  affixing  of  Crosses  to  all  publick  Instruments,,  and  Piui.<»fKent. 
other  original  Charters,  was  the  Manner  of  Signature  in  lupip.  cktm 
these  Days,  for  Ingvlphw  says,  the  ancient  English  Char-  ^^,^'*''- 
ters  to  the  time  of  £!enparJthe  Confessor,  were  attested  by 
Witnesses,  who  set  their  Names  with  Golden  Crosses  or 
other  Marks  before  them.    But  Edwardihe  Confessor,  who 
was  bred  up  in  ^floniumftlBt  where  Seals  were  usually  fixed 
to  Deeds,  brought  that  Custom  with  him  into  this  Nation, 
for  that  it  was  more  conspicuous  and  distinguishable  than  ^aSliifaSSX 
that  of  Crosses  ;  but  others  hold  sealing  of  Deeds  and  Char-   ^^  '^• 
ters  much  more  ancient;  for  the  Charter  of  King  Edwine, 
Brother  of  King  Edaar,  dated  956,  made  of  the  £and  calFd 
%C(Ieain  the  Isleof  lEInj^was  not  only  sealed  with  his  own 
Seal,  as  appears  W  these  Words,  Ego  fidwinus  Oratia  Dei 
totius  39ntante,  TeUurie  Rex  meum  Donum  propria  Siaillo 
canjlrmatn;  but  also  the  Bishop  of  SSfnc^estet  i^xt  his  Seal 
to  it.  Ego  Elfewinus  Winton  Eccksia  Divinue  Speculator 
proprium  SigiUum  impreeei  :  The  Charter  by  which  King 
Chfh  gave  the  P«l«r-pence  doth  yet  remain  under  Seal ;  and 
lung  Cnut  used  Seals;  but  Seals  were  commonly  used  in 
the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  for  Mr.  Twyne  af- 
firms he  saw  a  Charter  of  that  King  sealed  on  the  left 
Side  of  the  Parchment ;  and  a  pendant  Seal  was  fixed  to  the 
Charter  oi  Battle  Ahby,  printed  by  Mr.  Selden;  the  Great 
Seal  was  put  to  the  Charter  of  H.  1.  granted  to  Aneelme  on 
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Hwnd.  ^    the  left  Side  of  the  Parohment,  and  the  Charter  which  H. 
^^^^    II.  granted  to  the  Abbgr  of  (SlaSMlAltlD   had  a  Seal  of 
ffreen  Wax  hanging  to  it  by  a  String  of  red  and  white 
Silk.     Kiw  £»  1.  sealed  with  a  Seal  of  two  lioni,  and 
King  John  in  Bight  of  Stcqttitatltt  bore  three  liont^  and 
osed  a  Seal  with  three  Lions*  and  all  the  modem  Kings 
have  foUowed  him:  But  I  have  read  that  WiUiam  Earl  -of 
SSarnii  ilimo  2  H.  II.  sealed  with  the  Figureof  a  Cheva- 
lier on  Horseback ;  his  CaparixoM^  ToMrdf  and  ShmU 
beina  all  Cheque,  the  patmial  Coat  of  his  Family ;  and 
Richard  Cunar  of  (EcOK-INn  in  WtdKSf^mp  in  the  Beign 
of  King  John,  was  povrtray'd  in  a  standii^  Postore  in  a 
Window,  ehaihed  toiih  a  Surcoat,  surwumnied  with  a 
Bend,  charged  with  a  Martlet.    And  Seds  were  so  sacied 
in  former  Days^  that  being  lost  they  wore  nsnally  decry'd 
by  the  Owners^  who  were  wont  in  such  Intervius  to  eeet 
with  tiie  Seal  of  the  Bishep  of  Uie  JDieoess,  or  next  adja- 
cent Abbot,  aU  Deeds  or  instraments  of  public  or  private 
Interest. 
iMpex.9H        About  two  Yoars  after,  the  same  King  by  his  Charter 
^uT         dated  at  18mmi«  Ml^  Anno  795,  and  Ream  em  85,  with 
M.  177.  '      the  Consent  of  Efjfrid  his  Son,  and  in  the  Presence  of 
Lnghberth,  Archbishop,  OeeHumf,  Heccored,  nndBunaem, 
Bishops,  and  Aehmind,  Beonunam,  and  Muniummd,  Abbots, 
and  also  Duke  Brardant  Duke  Bunnan,  Duke  Eleiemm, 
Duke  Alimund,  Duke  %fterlt,  Duke  jElie&mfiMl,  Duke 
Edgar,  Duke  Heharberij  Duke  Eathmmnd,  Duke  Cuth- 
hert,  Duke  Eadbj/rth,  and  Duke  Tulfheard,  gave  twelve 
Mansions  at  (BttomxtetattStt,  and  three  Mansions  at  Sbcdf • 
Imiie  or  iDabnfngiOty  whereof  three  of  those  Manaons  were 

called  SboAiudntnift  )E{ioi(nucCf  Sbtnmbdhctt;  also  ten 

Mansions  called  SbbintmAIattn  or  tftmitttil^  with  the 
Wood  called  fJdonrfDOOil,  and  five  Mansions  at  JUffxam, 
which  Aehmund  the  Abbot  had  given  to  the  King  upon 
his  Beconciliation;  and  he  did  also  nrant  that  this  Church 
and  all  die  Possession  thereof  should  from  thenceforth  be 
always  free,  and  ouit  from  all  Tributes  and  Taxes,  aad 
from  the  Be^ir  of  Bridges,  Castles,  and  making  of  Trenches 
agmnst  the  JSnany ;  and  that  the  Abbot  and  Mmks  and  aU 
their  Churches  shall  be  free  from  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  ;  and 
that  Part  of  the  Punishment  which  shdl  hereafter  be  in- 
flicted upon  any  Persons  for  Theft,  Fornication,'  or  the  like 
Offence  within  thw  liberty,  which  shall  belong  to.  the 
King,  shall  be  alwm  given  to  this  Monastery* 

And  the  same  King  by  another  Charter  gwe  to  God 
and  this  Church,  the  Mannors  of  9StodC|l,  iSm(fm$ 

Wdmmtbmfib^  Sacj^estoortjftt  giWMirffgi  ittfebilCeiDir, 
SteAsntoel,  SRatfoaf,  39teM^  MUidiW,  ttdbinl^t 
Sbmti  30imfeUf,  Sbcttnitoiie.  ^ObtiiMis,  and  two  other 
Vills,  called  38Bn(tani  and  SKIticelfrOi. 
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Pope  Adrian  the  first  granted  by  his  Bull,  that  the  Mund.tf 
Abbot  or  Monk  whom  he  should  appoint  Archdeacon,  should  S!^^ 
hare  Pontifical  Jurisdiction  over  the  Priests  and  Laymen 
of  all  the  Possessions  belong^g  to  this  Church ;  and  that  no 
Archbishop,  Bishop,  or  Iterate,  save  the  Pope  himself, 
should  intromit  herein ;  and  also  that  the  Abbot  shall  collect 
and  receive  through  all  the  Province  of  p^ertfotft,  all  the 
Bent  and  Imposition  called  Ramscot  or  P«fer-pence;  when 


no  KinflTf  Archbishop,  Bishop,  Abbot,  Prior,  or  other  Per- 
son in  the  Kingdom,  had  the  like  Exemption. 

The  Bishops  of  VouU  called  Charters  of  Grants,  Bulls 
Uapa  riv  BbX^v,  d  ConcUio,  of  Council :  for  that  anciently 
a  golden  Bull,  Broach,  or  Ornament  round  and  holk>w  within, 
was  usually  fastened  about  the  Necks  of  voung  Children, 
and  to  all  their  Pictures,  signifving  that  tneir  tender,  un- 
bridled Age  ought  to  be  govern  d  by  the  grave  Counsel  of 
others  of  more  Maturity  in  Tears ;  and  they  were  confirmed 
with  leaden  Seals,  which  had  on  one  Side  the  Impression  of 
the  Name  of  the  Pope,  and  on  the  other  Side  the  Head  of 
St.  Paul  on  the  right  Side  of  the  Ciross,  and  of  St.  Peter  on 
the  left ;  which  was  done  to  the  Church  in  Regard  of  Hon- 
our, not  Preeminence,  for  though  St.  Peter  be  Head  of 
the  Apostolick  Order,  yet  the  Church  will  have  them  to  be 
of  an  undistinct  Excellence. 

In  the  Space  of  five  Years,  this  King  erected  divers 
Houses  for  ue  necessary  Habitation  and  Use  of  all  Officers 
and  Servants  that  belonged  to  this  Monastery,  which,  in 
Process  of  time,  did  encrease  to  a  Town,  and  was  called  by 
the  Name  of  this  Saint ;  and  when  he  had  ahnost  completed 
all  his  Buildings,  and  settled  all  the  Officers  and  Govern-  2!'^/cJf«. 
ment  of  this  Monastery,  he  died  (as  many  believe)  in  the  ^f^-^- 
Vill  of  <!MErl9  in  this  County,  and  his  Bodv  was  buried 
royally  in  a  Chappel  in  a  Vill  scituated  upon  the  <!^nsenear 
IBMoi^f  where  to  the  great  Shame  of  the  Monks  of  this 
House,  they  suffered  it  to  remain  till  the  Water  washt  away 
the  Body  with  the  Banks  of  the  River. 

Egfirid his  Son  succeeded,  who  resembled  his  Father  in  j^^^^^p^^^ 
Judgment  and  Mercy,  and  Anno  Christi  796,  and  1  Regni   r^uAuSt, 
sui,  did  not  only  confirm  aU  the  gracious  Concessions  and  ^'^' 
noble  Gifts  of  his  Father  to  this  Monasterv,  but  farther 
granted  to  it  five  Manners  in  a  Place  called  ^Pgltedfeny^  with 
tiieir  antient  Bordars,  together  with  the  Manners  of  S>Bn- 
l^mtoei  and  ^trrfelb;  and  the  same  Year,  this  Abbot 
WiUegod,  commended  much  for  the  good  Government  of 
this  Church,  but  greatly  opprest  with  oorrow  for  the  Death 
of  King  Offa,  whom  he  exceedingly  loved,  and  the  great  In- 
gratitude of  the  Monks,  who  had  not  removed  his  Body  to 
the  Monastery,  but  suffered  the  Water  to  destroyit,  pined 
away,  till  at  length  he  died,  and  was  buried  in  a  Place  un- 
known to  this  Day.

II.  Edric^  who  was  near  related  in  Blood  to  King  Offa 
and  King  Eqfrid^  by  both  whom  he  was  well-beloyed,  was 
in  the  same  i  ear  elected  and  advanced  to  the  pastoral  Seat, 
without  Delay  or  Difference  among  them»  according  to  the 
Desire  of  King  Offa^  who,  whilst  he  lived,  often  and  ear- 
nestly advised  them  that  they  should  never  choose  an  Ab- 
bot out  of  any  other  Church ;  he  was  supported  by  the  King's 
Aid,  which  enabled  him  to  govern  well,  tho'  the  most  potent 
Men  greatly  opposed  him,  and  murmured  at  the  Munificence 
of  King  Offa^  which  they  called  Prodigality,  and  endea- 
voured to  possess  King  Egfrid  that  the  Generosity  of  his 
Father  to  this  Church,  had  m  a  ffreat  Measure  lessened  the 
Revenues  of  the  Crown,  and  uereby  charged  the  royal 
Dignity. 

ill.  When  this  good  Abbot  died,  Vulsig  or  Ulnn  did 
succeed  him:  He  issued  from  the  roval  Family,  yet  was 
soon  elated  with  Pride;  he  wore  silk  Vestments,  rid  a 
hunting,  eat  and  drank  sumptuously,  and  always  preferred 
the  Goodwill  of  Princes  before  his  Dutv  to  God;  he  would 
often  invite  many  noble  Women  to  his  Table,  where  he 
would  exceed  the  Bounds  of  Modesty,  which  drew  upoo 
himself  a  Scandal,  that  did  reflect  upon  the  Honesty  of  his 
Brethren,  though  there  was  no  Cause  for  it:  When  his 
good  Name  was  lost.  Charity  grew  cold,  and  the  Devotion 
of  many  dwindled  away:  H!e  wasted  the  Revenues  of  the 
Church,  sold  the  Vestments  and  Furniture  which  Q^had 
ffiven,  and  could  not  be  recovered  again;  he  often  married 
his  Kinswomen  to  Lords,  gave  them  great  Fortunes,  and 
sumptuous  Apparel,  all  wmch  possest  his  Convent  against 
him,  and  in  the  Reign  of  King  Edward  he  died,  'tis  said 
bv  Poyson,  under  the  Hatred  and  Curse  of  the  Convent: 
Then  the  most  grave  and  powerful  Men  there,  sued  all  his 
Relations  for  their  Goods  which  they  had  gotten,  and  re- 
covering them,  many  of  his  Kindred  became  poor  through 
Want. 
Ibid.  M.  38.  IV.  Vulnoih  was  created  Abbot  in  the  time  of  King 
EtheUtan,  and  in  two  or  three  Years  reformed  the  Errors 
of  his  Predecessors ;  he  caused  the  holy  Semi-seculars  to 
live  after  one  and  the  same  Manner  in  one  House,  that  they 
mi^ht  be  free  from  the  Suspition  of  ill  Report,  restrained 
their  wandring  abroad,  appointed  the  times  and  Places  for 
their  Silence,  sleeping,  eating,  drinking,  andprayinr,  regu- 
lating their  Dyet  and  eating  of  Flesh ;  and  commanded  that 
they  should  duly  hear  Morning  Prayer  in  the  great  Church, 
and  perform  their  Duty  there. 

W  hilst  this  Abbot  govern'd  this  Church,  the  Danes  raged 
in  this  Isle  in  a  hostile  Manner,  and  came  to  the  Tomb  of 
St.  Alban,  where  they  hearing  the  Fame  of  the  Protomar- 
tn,  took  away  his  broken  Bones,  carried  them  into  their 
Country,  and  there  reverently  laid  them  in  a  precious  Cof-

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fin  made  for  that  Purpose  in  a  certain  religious  House  of    Bund.^ 
Black  Monks;  that  as  in  IBnglanlJ,  so  in  SenntBtftt  they     ^WJ«- 
might  be  worshipped:  But  when  this  Abbot  had  governed 
this  Church  about  the  Space  of  eleven  Years,  he  ended  this 
Life  most  happilv. 

V.  Eadfrith  nrom  a  Prior,  was  elected  Abbot,  and  gov- 
ern'd  here  in  the  Reign  of  Ednumd  the  Just:  He  issued 
from  the  Saxon  Nobility,  was  neat  and  large  in  Body,  but 
vain  and  contemptible  in  Deeds;  he  delighted  much  in  riot- 
ing and  Idleness,  was  frequent  in  his  Chamber,  seldom  in 
the  Cloyster,  not  worthy  to  appear  in  the  Quire ;  he  was 
careful  to  preserve  the  Goods  of  the  Church,  but  slow  to  pur- 
chase, and  was  a  Pastor  that  gave  ill  Example  to  his  Flock. 

In  his  time  Ulpho  the  Prior  of  St.  Alban,  a  Man  of  great 
Holiness,  by  his  JPermission,  built  a  famous  Chappel  to  the 
Honour  of  at.  German,  a  venerable  Bishop  of  worthy  Mem- 
ory;  and  another  Chappel  was  built  by  his  Licence,  where 
Ulpho  a  Dane,  a  Relation  of  the  Abbot's,  a  Monk  of  the 
Cloyster,  and  a  Man  of  great  Sanctity,  had  for  a  long  time 
like  an  Hermit,  tilled  Gardens,  and  was  indefatigable  in  set- 
ting Herbs  and  Pulse,  and  admirable  in  abstaining  from 
Wine,  and  so  remarkable  for  his  Holiness,  that  many  Bishops 
and  grave  Men  came  to  him,  that  by  Confession  they  might 
be  worthy  to  be  absolved  from  their  Sins,  and  be  recommend- 
ed to  God  by  his  Prayers ;  and  after  his  Death  he  was  reve- 
rently laid  among  the  Abbots  for  his  great  Virtues. 

The  Death  of  this  good  Man  caused  the  Abbot  to  reflect 
so  severely  upon  his  own  Condition,  that  he  laid  aside  all 
State,  and  resig^'d  up  the  Burden  and  Honour  of  his  pas- 
toral life,  with  his  Staff;  he  retired  himself  to  a  small 
House  near  the  Chappel,  where  the  Hermit  dwelt,  bewail- 
ing his  former  Sins,  betook  himself  to  a  solitary  life,  and  by 
this  great  Change  Arom  his  Pallace  to  his  Cell,  made  himself 
a  Ccnrnpanion  and  Coheir  of  the  former  Hermit,  following 
the  Steps  of  his  Holiness ;  by  Reason  hereof,  the  Abbot- 
ship  became  void,  and  continued  vacant  for  the  Space  of  a 
Year,  and  during  that  time,  a  Division  arising  among  them, 
touching  the  Election  of  a  new  Abbot,  the  Goods  of  the 
Church  were  imbezzUed,  and  there  was  a  great  Distraction 
in  the  Monastery  on  every  Side,  for  the  Prior  with  his  Fa- 
vourites was  averse  to  the  greater  Part  of  the  Convent  in 
their  Election,  till  at  length  by  Mediation  of  the  neighbour- 
ing Bishops,  the  Difference  was  composed,  and  the  Monks 
chose  an  Abbot  by  their  unanimous  Consent. 

VI.  UUin  or  Ulsia  was  a  pious  Man,  and  of  good  life,   ibid.foi.39. 
famous  in  all  spiritual  and  secular  Affairs,  and  govem'd  here  aS^mm, 
in  the  Reign  of  King  Eiheldred,  sumamed  the  Most  Pious, 
An.  ChrisH  950,  from  whom  he  obtained  a  Confirmation  of 
all  the  former  Grants  to  this  Monastery ;  and  abo  procur'd 
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a  new  Grant  of  a  Market  in  this  Town,  where  be  built  di- 
vers  Houses  at  his  own  Costs  and  Charges,  for  the  Con- 
▼eniency  of  all  those  who  were  disposed  to  live  here,  and  by 
the  Addition  of  these  Houses,  this  Town  became  a  Borough: 
Then  he  built  the  Church,  dedicated  to  St.  Peter^  in  the 
North  Part,  the  Church  of  St.  Stephen  in  the  South  Part, 
and  the  Church  of  St.  Michael  in  the  West  Part,  as  well 
for  the  Ornament  and  Profit  of  the  Borough,  as  the  Health 
of  his  Soul ;  He  honoured  Eadfrith,  the  late  Abbot,  and 
then  an  Hermit,  giving  him  great  Reverence  for  his  strict 
and  holy  life,  and  at  his  Death  performed  the  Solemnities 
of  his  Funeral,  buried  him  among  the  Abbots,  and  greatly 
loved  the  Church  wherein  he  lived ;  and  for  the  great  Reve- 
rence of  St.  German,  and  the  Saint  of  God,  he  often  cele- 
brated Mass  there,  built  another  Chappel  near  it  to  the  Hon- 
our of  St.  Mary  Magdalen ;  and  he,  holy  Man,  and  full  of 
Davs,  did  happily  go  from  hence  to  God. 

Vll.  Alfric  was  the  next  Abbot,  who  for  a  great  Sum 
of  Money,  the  precious  Cup  wherein  the  Body  of  our 
Lord  was  kept,  and  divers  other  great  Gifts,  purchased 
of  King  Edgar,  a  large  and  deep  Fishpool,  which  lay 
between  old  l^enilaill  and  this  Town,  and  belonged  to  the 
Castle  of  lEUngsbttrBf  a  stately  Pallace  soituated  at  the 
North  West  End  of  the  Town,  where  the  King  often  re- 
creating himself,  passed  bv  Boat  to  and  fjro  within  the  Pool, 
according  to  the  Order  of  the  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen  of 
IKotntt  who  usually  made  fair  Fishponds  0bout  their  Houses 
to  recreate  themselves^  and  those  with  exceeding  Cost,  as 
Marcus  Varro  related .  of  the  wonderful  large  and  costly 
Fishpond  of  Hortensme,  Hircius,  and  LucuUns ;  and  these 
Citizens  of  ITetttlain  took  their  Pattern  for  this  great  Pond 
from  these  and  such  other  princely  Romans,  who  coming 
afterwards  to  the  Kings  of  this  Land,  they  often  recreated 
themselves  herein,  accompanied  commonly  with  no  small 
Troops  of  their  Nobles,  therefore  the  Boats  were,  provided 
of  large  Hull,  furnished  with  Cable  and  Anchor,  tnat  they 
might  at  the  Eansfs  Pleasure,  be  moored  in  any  Part  of  the 
Pool,  which  might  cause  the  Use  of  so  large  Anchors  as 
have  been  found  there,  and  by  Reason  hereof,  the  King's 
OflScers  and  Fishers  so  frequently  resorted  to  this  Monas- 
tery, that  they  were  a  rreat  Burden  and  Charge  to  the  Ab- 
bot and  Monks,  which  thing  induced  this  Abbot  to  purchase 
the  same,  and  to  drain  the  Water  out  of  it,  that  no  more 
Fish  might  remain  there,  so  this  Grievance  was  removed ; 
but  the  Bounds  and  Banks  hereof  may  yet  be  seen  near 
the  Street  now  called  Jpfsj^pool-Street. 

YIII.  j&dred  succeeded  next  in  the  Government  of 
this  Church,  in  the  Reign  of  King  Edgar,  he  searched  for 
the  ancient  Vaults  under  Ground  at  l^irttlaiHf  and  found 
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seTend  Ways  and  Passages,  which  were  strongly  and  arti* 
ficially  arched  over-head,  where  Men  were  wont  in  antient 
time  to  make  Vaults,  hollow  Places  and  Substructions  under  omLui 
Ground  for  Receipts  or  Beceptacles  for  keeping  of  their  ^"' 
Wives*  Children,  Money,  and  Goods  secret,  to  avoid  Vio* 
lence  and  Rapine  in  time  of  Hostilitv  or  Rebellion;  these  coke.inita* 
Kind  of  Buildings  they  had  from  the  old  Germans,  who  ^  ^ 
used  to  build  Vaults  under  the  Earth,  for  where  the  Ene- 
my was  wont  to  come  he  destroved  all  upon  and  above 
Ground,  but  such  things  as  were  hid  in  a  Cave,  eidier  they 
were  unknown,  or  at  least  they  deceived  them  in  tiiat  they 
were  forc'd  to  find  them  out. 

He  stop'd  them  up  Anno  960,  {er  that  they  were  lurk-^ 
inff  Holes  of  Whores  and  Thieves,  and  levePd  all  the 
Ditches  of  the  City^  and  certain  Dens,  into  which  Male- 
fiictors  used  to  fly,  as  Places  of  Refuge;  and  near  unto 
the  Bank  they  found  Planks  of  Oak,  with  Nails  driven 
into  them,  cemented  with  Stone  and  Pitch,  and  the  Tackle 
and  Furniture  of  Ships,  as  Anchors  half  eaten  with  Rust, 
fltnd  Oars  of  Furre ;  but  the  whole  Tiles  and  Stones  which 
he  found  fit  for  building  he  laid  aside,  with  an  Intent  to 
have  raised  a  new  Church  out  of  the  Ruins  of  the  old,  but 
that  Death  hindred  him. 

IX.  Eadmer  his  Successor  proceeded  with  the  Work  nbtt  vnia, 
that  jfi^^Vjc  had  begun,  and  his  Pioneers  overthrew  the  w^^'feL 
Foundation  of  a  Pallace  in  the  Middle  of  the  old  City;  and  m>- 

in  the  hoUow  Place  of  a  Wall,  as  it  was  ia  a  little  Closet,  ^*^ 
Books  were  found  covered  with  oak^i  Boards  and  silk 
Strings  fix'd  to  them,  whereof  one  contained  the  life  of 
St.  Alban,  written  in  the  British  Tongue,  the  rest  the 
Ceremonies  of  the  Heathen ;  and  when  they  delv'd  into 
the  Ground,  they  found  old  Tables  of  Stone,  Tiles,  Pillars, 
Pitchers,  Pots  of  Earth,  and  Vessels  of  Glass,  containing 
the  Ashes  of  the  Dead,  &c.  And  out  of  the  Remains  of 
Kimlaill^  Eadmer  built  a-new  the  greatest  Part  of  his 
Church  and  Monastery,  with  an  Intent  to  have  finished  the 
whole,  but  Death  disappointed  him. 

About  the  time  of  thb  Abbot,  Anno  10  9,  Spebnan 
thinks  a  Council  was  held  at  lEanj^atlt  of  all  the  great  and 
iriae  Men,  at  the  Instance  of  jElfage,  Archbishop  of  ^ntet* 
btttg,  and  Wulstan,  Archbishop  of  ^(nkf  where  it  was 
decreed  amour  other  things,  that  Priests  should  not  marry, 
it  being  the  Cmstom  then  for  them  to  have  two  or  three 
WivQS ;  that  none  should  be  sold  out  of  their  Country,  es- 
pecially to  Pagans;  and  that  Widows  should  remain  single 
for  twdlve  Months  after  their  Husband's  Death. 

X.  lie^ric.  Son  of  the  Earl  of  IBUnt,  a  Manofcomly  S'iT,/^ 
Stature  and  beautiful  Aspect,  was  elected  Abbot:  whilst  ^^l^}^- 
he  was  a  Secular,  he  exchanged  his  paternal  Estate  for  a  m."' 
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Uund»^  Celestial,  for  he  gave  his  temporal  Inheritance  to  his 
CTatoloe.     younger  Brother,  whom  he  entirely  loved,  and  took  upon 

^^^'^'^^^^  him  a  religious  Habit.  He  was  very  charitable  to  the 
Poor,  and  strengthened  by  Friends  and  noble  Relations, 
represt  the  rebellious,  and  with  a  strong  Hsqid  defended 
the  Possessions  of  the  Ghurch;  but  his  great  Merits  ad- 
vanced him  to  the  Archbishopriok  of  (STantetbutp,  and  he 
departed  with  the  Benediction  of  his  Brethren,  leaving  his 
Monastery  very  rich ;  afterwards  died  Anno  1046. 

Matt  Paris,         ^I«  Alfric  his  youugor  Brother,  a  learned  Man,  and 

M.  43.  equal  to  him  in  Shape  and  Mind,  succeeded :  He  gloried  in 

the  Works  of  his  Brother,  and  was  a  Teacher  and  a  Pastor 
to  the  People,  without  Fault  in  his  Life,  eloquent  in  his 
Speech,  wary  in  his  Counsel,  bountiful  to  Strangers,  pious  to 
his  Brethren,  austeer  to  the  Refractory,  fru^  to  Uie  Poor, 

Lib. Mr. Cox.  ^ory  compassiouate  to  the  Afflicted;  and  being  admonish'd 
in  a  Vision,  compiled  the  life  and  Death  of  St.  Alban, 
Whilst  he  was  a  Secular,  he  was  Chancellor  to  Kinf 
Eiheldredf  and  perswaded  him  to  renew  the  Charters,  and 
confirm  the  Gifts  of  his  Predecessors,  and  bestow  an  Onyx 
Stone  on  this  Church :  He  bought  of  the  same  King  the 
royal  Manner  of  iEUng^buC^f  with  the  Parks  and  Woods 
belonging  to  it,  excepting  one  small  Fortress  near  the 
Monastery,  which  the  King  would  not  suffer  to  be  demo- 
lish'd,  that  the  Marks  of  his  royal  House  might  not  be 
forgotten.     He  also  purchased  ®xonage  and  ^tufinton  for 

1000  Marks;  INTortj^on,  ^toiu  iSccccSi  and  9SKart|iam  for 

50  Pounds,  which  he  gave  to  this  Church,  and  the  Land  of 
TiuHU,  which  was  then  mor^aged  for  ten  Pounds  to  Xeq/"- 
sigo  and  his  Fellows ;  to  the  Intent,  that  if  the  Monks  alone 
shall  pay  the  Money»  that  then  they  should  have  the  Land, 
if  not,  Leofoigo  and  bis  Partners  should  have  their  respective 
Shares,  for  their  several  Lives,  and  after  their  Deceases  it 
should  return  to  the  Monks. 
Mall.  Pari  XII.  Leofstan,  who  was  of  the  Family  of  King  Edward 

foi.  46.  the  Confessor,  and  Counsellor  to  him,  and  Queen  Editha 

his  Wife;  was  advanced  to  the  Government  of  this  Monas- 
tery, and  prevailed  with  the  King  to  confirm  the  Grant 
of  this  Manner  of  Sbtobftanit  which  Oswalph  and  Ade-- 
lilha  his  Wife  had  made  to  this  Church,  and  the  Grant 
of  the  Manners  of  lUlAimi,  JUkXvAx]^^  ®tmdmxftop  and 
^fnaiUtony  with  all  the  Rents,  Gifts,   and   Ornaments 
which  Egelwine  the  Black,  and  Wincelfl^d  his  Wife  had 
g^ven  to  this  Monastery- 
This  Abbot  caused  the  thick  and  shady  Woods  near  the 
£r«6^^     Edge  of  the  (S^ikitm  by  aKatlftlg-SttfCt,  to  be  stock'd  up. 
Matt.  Paris,     the  rugffed  Plains  to  be  levelled,  Bridges  to  be  built,  the 
roi.45.  uneven  Ways  to  be  made  plain  and  safe  for  Passage;  and 

gave  to  a  certain  Knight  call'd  Thurnoih  and  his  two  SoU

dicrs,  WaldefBnd  T%urman,  the  Mannor  of  -fflini|$(tellt  ^^^-^ 
for  ivhich  Thurnoth  gave  him  presently  five  Ounces  of  rjj{j?jf\ 
Gold»  and  a  fair  Palfrey,  upon  Condition^  that  Thurnoth 
with  his  two  Soldiers  and  their  Fellows,  should  keep  ail 
^Passengers,  who  should  travel  thro'  that  western  Road  safe 
from  the  Harm  of  Thieves  and  Beasts,  who  greatly  infested 
those  Parts,  and  if  any  Traveller  should  suffer  by  them, 
that  they  should  answer  the  Damage;  and  if  any  publick 
War  should  happen  in  the  Kingdom,  then  they  should  use 
all  their  Diligence  and  Power  to  preserve  the  Safety  of 
this  Church ;  and  they  did  perform  the  same  until  King 
William  conquered  this  Island,  when  he  took  this  Mannor 
from  them  because  they  would  not  bear  the  Yoke  of  the 
Normans;  and  gave  it  to  Roger  de  TAont,  who  wilFd  that 
Bight  should  be  done  to  St.  Alban,  and  the  same  Service 
should  be  strictly  performed.  He  gave  certain  Ornaments 
to  the  Church,  and  died  soon  after  the  Death  of  King 
Edward  the  Confessor. 

XIII.  Frederic  sprung  from  the  antient  Saxons,  related 
to  Canutus,  King  of  the  Danes,  and  his  next  Heir  by  lineal  ^r^. 
Descent,  was  elected  Abbot  of  this  Church  in  the  Reign  of  ^^'  *^' 
King  Harold,  who  rashly  usurped  the  Crown  contrary  to 
his  Oath,  and  was  slain  at  the  Battle  near  ^BMlt^f  before 
he  had  reigned  the  Space  of  a  Year;  and  when  King  Wil- 
liam  prevml'd  against  him,  he  marched  to  SBaUmgfortt, 
and  crossing  the  River  there  rested  his  Army  awhile,  then 
came  to  wiedtj^aniStttK  in  this  County,  in  order  to  go  for- 
ward to  'Sonbony  but  was  forced  to  make  some  Stay  there, 
for  that  this  Abbot  had  caused  the  Timber  Trees,  growing 
near  that  Road,  which  belonged  to  his  Church,  to  be  fell'd 
and  laid  across  the  Way  that  he  could  not  pass  with  his 
Forces,  by  which  Means  this  Abbot  preserv'd  this  Monas- 
tery from  Spoil ;  whereupon  King  William  sent  for  him, 
and  demanded  why  so  much  Wood  was  fell'd  about  him 
more  than  in  other  Places?  To  which  Frederic  answer'd, 
I  have  done  what  I  ought,  for  if  all  the  spiritual  Persons 
thro'  this  Land  had  used  their  Endeavours  to  have  hindred 
thee  as  they  should  and  might  have  done,  it  would  not  have 
been  in  your  Power  to  have  come  thus  far ;  then  King  Wil- 
liam reply'd.  Is  the  Spirituality  of  Gnglar^of  such  Power? 
If  I  may  live  and  enjoy  what  I  have  got,  I  will  make  their 
Power  less ;  whereupon  this  courageous  Abbot  snmmon*d 
all  the  great  Lords  and  Nobles  of  ISnglanb  together,  and 
consulting  them  how  they  might  free  themselves  from  the 
Slavery  of  the  Norman  Yoke,  repair'd  to  the  Conqueror 
at  SSn&i^aillStA,  where  after  great  Debate  of  Matters,  in 
the  Presence  of  Archbishop  Lanfranc,  the  King  doubted 
the  Result  hereof,  and  fearing  that  if  he  should  not  complv 
with  them»  he  should  lose  the  Kingdom  with  Shame,  which 
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Hund.  rf    he  had  got  with  the  Effusion  of  so  much  Blood,  oonde- 
^^"^^^     scended  so  far  to  them  for  his  own  Security,  that  he  laid  his 
^^^^^"^^^    Hand  upon  the  holy  Grospel,   and  swore  upon  all  the 
Reliques  of  St.  Alban's  Church  before  tUs  Abbot,  who 
administered  the  Oath,  that  he  would  observe  and  keep 
inyiolably  the  rood  and  approved  antient  Laws  of  the 
Kingdom,  which  the  holy  and  devout  King^  of  (Knrianiy 
his  Predecessors,  especially  King  Edward,  h^l  ordained  and 
appointed ;  which  done,  they  submitted  themselves  to  his 
<70vemance,  and  swore  Fealty  to  him,  who  with  many  fair 
Words,  received  them  immediately  into  his  Protection,  and 
the  People  departed  with  great  Joy  to  their  Habitations; 
but  the  bold  Answers  which  this  Abbot  gave  the*  King,  so 
offended  him,  that  he  deprived  this  Church  of  the  Manners 
of  IBUUntHItt  and  aU  the  Lands  and  Revenues  belonging  to 
it,  which  lay  between  iSmift  and  %OldRm«Stime ;  whereupon 
this  Abbot  caQed  a  Chapter  of  his  Brethren,  shew'd  to  them 
their  approaching  Dangers,  and  to  avoid  the  present  Stonn^ 
he  went  to  lEIgi  miere  he  desisted  not  from  his  Contrivances 
against  the  Conqueror,  until  he  ended  his  Days  thore  in 
ffreat  Grief  of  Mind;  And  when  King  WiUiam  heard  of 
nis  Death,  he  seized  this  Church  into  his  Hands,  destroyed 
the  Woods,  and  impoverished  the  People:  and  had  not 
Lanfranc  the  Archbishop  interposed,  he  had  destroyed  the 
Monastery,  but  at  length  he  prevail'd  that  Paul  his  Kins- 
man, whom  he  brought  with  him  into  X^gbnbf  should  be 
chosen  Abbot.   'Tb  recorded  in  Damudei  Book  under  the 
Title  of

The  Vul  of  St.  Tttban  was  rated  for  ten  Hides,  the  arable  is  sixteen 
Camcates,  in  Demeasne  three  Hides,  and  'there  are  two  Camcates  and  a 
third  may  be  made,  there  are  four  Frenchmen  bom,  and  sixteeo  ViUams, 
with  thirteen  Bordars,  having  thirteen  Camcates,  there  are  forty  six 
Borgesses,  of  Toll  and  other  Rent  of  the  Vill,  eleven  Pounds  and  fonr- 
teen  Shillinn  by  the  Year,  and  three  Mills  of  forty  Shillings  Rent  by  the 
Year,  Meadow  two  Camcates,  VFood  to  feed  a  tloioasand  Hogs  in  pann* 
age  time,  and  seven  Shillings  Rent ;  in  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth  twenty 
Aonds  by  the  Year,  when  he  received  it  twelve  Pounds,  in  the  time  of 
King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  four  and  twenty  Pounds;  in' the  same  Vill 
there  are  now  twelve  Cottagers,  and  there  is  one  Park  of  Peer^  and  one 
Vivary  of  fishing,  the  aforesaid  Burgesses  had  half  an  Hide. 

In  the  Year  of  our  Lord  1075,  a  Counsel  was  held  at 

^S!%m!T^    lolAinti  where  Archbishop  Lanfranc  presided,  in  which  it 

Bnd^^i  But   ^ag  decreed,  that  no  Bishop  or  Abbot  or  any  of  the  Clergy, 

should  give  Judgment  touching  the  Life  of  any  Man  or  Loss

of  Member,  nor  by  their  Authority  should  countenance  any     tf««ij.y 
that  should  do  it,  according  to  the  Council  of  Slibetfe;  and   y^^^w 
the  eleventh  of  ^lAo  ;  and  at  another  Council  held  the  8pei111.foi.13. 
Year  following  at  VRiwbt%ttt  it  was  decreed  that  no  Can- 
non should  Inarry ;  and  that  Priests  who  lived  in  Buroughs 
and  Villages  that  had  Wiye^  should  not  put  them  away : 
but  if  they,  had  none,  they  were  prohibited  to  take  any;  and 
Bishops  were  to  take  Care  that  they  did  not  ordain  married 
Men  either  Deacons  or  Priests. 

XIV.  This  Paul  i^as  preferred  to  the  Gdvemment  of  M«tt  Pwude 
this  Church,  Anno  1077,  11  WiBielmi  dmqu^i.  ft  4  Ca-  f^',/^*^ 
lend  Julii,  who  rebuilt  it  and  all  the  other  iStructures  (but 
the  Bake-house  and  the  Pastry)  out  of  the  Stones,  Tyles, 
and  wooden  Materials  of  the  City  of  l^erttknit,  which  his 
Predecessors  had  reserved.  He  was  a  religious  and  learned 
Man,  rigid  and  prudent  in  the  Observance  of  the  religious 
Order,  and  by  Degrees  refoniied  th^  Rule  of  the  Mdnastery; 
so  as  this  Church  waft  like  a  School  of  Religion  and  Disci* 
pline,  for  he  had  brought  hither  the  Customs  pf  Ldnfranc, 
and  the  written  Statutes  approved  by  the  Pope;  cbmmand- 
ed  the  Observance  of  them,  which  made  this  Church  glorious, 
and  the  Fame  thereof  flew  to  the  Romati  Coiirt,  and  the 
remotest  Kingdoms, '  and  did  hiippily  draw  the  Hearts  of 
many  Prelates  and  Lords  to  this  Monastei^.  This  Abbot 
recovered  the  Maiinors  of  WbUy  fBtfia^  and  <En(adn&f ^  with 
the  most  pleasant  Wood  of  £(iDOlA|  which  this  Church  en* 
jo^d  in  the  Reign  of  King  Ethoard,' hut  in  th^  time  of 
Trouble,  was  coiistrain'd  to  mortgage  it ;  for  in  the  lifb- 
time  of  Abbot  Frederick,  Odo  ih6  Bishop  of  38af  tttX,  and 
Earl  of  iBteitt  had  the  Mannoir  of  "Wtoa  and  tSipM  now  9[f%m 
fnxm  with  lEpfDlMA  in  their  Demeasne ;  and  Remwiue  Bishop 
of  'llncolne  had  (Snicuntt  which  they  held  until  the  Manners 
with  the  Wood  were  restored. 

This  Abbot,  in  the  Space  of  eleven  Years,  finished  this  j^^^^  p^^^^ 
Church  with  many  other  Buildings,  by  the  Help' of  Lat^  foi.«f. 
franc,  who  'tis  said  gave  an  hundred  Marks  to  the  same ; 
he  recovered  what  AUwin  the  Black,  and  Ailfied  his  Wife 
had  g^ven  to  this  Church  in  the  Vill  of  iCUMntm,  and  a 
Place  called  (SlbfUbMif  of  their  Gift,  which  had  been  fraudu- 
lently alienated  from  them ;  and  was  so  called  because  it 
was  given  for  the  Sustenance  of  the  younger  Monks  with 
Milk.  There  was  also  another  Place  for  Cows,  which  was 
anciently  called  (S^fXU  langbg  for  the  same  Reason,  which 
Abbot  Paul  could  never  recover. 

He  obtained  the  Grant  of  two  Hides  of  Land  in  SbCQtt"  ibid. 
ffdf  which  AskeiiU  de  Ras  formerly  held  of  Lahfranc,  and 
since  of  this  Church,  and  three  Virgates  of  Land  in  ^^MtOII 
which  Ji.  Flandrensie  held,  one  Carucate  of  Land  called 
l^tingr,  the  Land  of  tlMlnlOll  with  the  Appurtenances,  the 
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Hmmd.  ^  Land  of  three  Houses,  where  one  Smith  now  lireth,  with 
^^^^,  three  Grardens  in  firlastontand  a  Camcate  of  Land  in  the 
same  Vill,  the  Manner  of  l^fnmtjft,  which  Abbot  Richard 
rave  since  to  the  Monks  of  QHsdngi  the  Chnrches  of  St. 
Ben/Bi,  and  the  Churches  of  AUrsainis  in  <SBlldbt(bge.  with 
the  Tithes  and  aU  things  belonging  to  many  Churches  in 
lailbon;  one  Church  in  Sbtammlr.  and  eleyen  Acres  of 
Land  in  that  Town,  and  the  Church  of  <!na8t0n  with  one 
Camcate  of  Land,  and  the  Tithes  belonring  to  it. 

He  also  obtained  the  Ghrant  of  the  Tiuies  of  <Sun))ffnt 

UdioMm.  VIomgcs,  38mic]ftam,  ^nlB^j^^mtUods^  (SIH' 
toitf  fi^unufltcffy  drtttj^cj^onit  38ntnftflb#  sUtUdS^^  and  two 

Parts  of  thetith  of  gb^fnOtDIl  and  iSocton,  all  the  Tith  of 
tEntnipfnstoni  two  Parts  of  aSaOtlp ;  and  two  Parts  of  the 
Tiths  of  StnKlOlon,  iAtfMb,  and  f^ettfoitauAM  in  this 
County. 

This  Abbot  erected  a  Cell  of  Monks  at  SRalKnoforlr,  and 
appointed  that  the  Order  used  in  this  Church  should  be  ob- 
senred  there ;  he  perswaded  Robert  de  Moubrai  Earl  of  the 
Vortj^mbecSy  to  place  Monks  of  this  Church  in  the  Cell  of 
Sfrfntimtf ;  Robert  de  Ihdenei  to  give  the  Cell  of  iSelber  ; 
Robert  de  Idmeei  the  Cell  of  fj^ettfotlV,  and  William  deVor 
loins  and  Wittiam  his  Son  the  Cell  of  90(l^am  to  this 
Church ;  and  Robert,  a  Knight,  to  nve  two  Parts  of  the 
Tiths  of  his  Demesne  in  the  ViU  of  |E{BtfieIi(»  to  purchase 
Books,  and  a  Library  necessary  for  this  Church ;  he  caused 
several  choice  Books  to  be  writ  at  his  Charge ;  and  gave  a 
silver  Bason  to  contain  burning  Wax  continually  before  the 
great  Altar,  three  Candlesticks  covered  with  Gold  and  Sil- 
ver of  rare  Work,  to  stand  before  the  same  Altar,  with  wax 
Lights,  two  silver  Candlesticks  of  admirable  Work  and  ex- 
cellently gilded,  to  be  carried  before  the  Martyr,  upon  the 
chief  Festivals,  with  wax  Lights :  He  also  ordain'd  a  pitcht 
Lanthom  with  a  Candle  in  the  Quire,  to  be  carried  about 
in  the  Night,  that  he  might  stir  up  the  idle  and  drowsy  Peo- 
ple, and  appointed  a  greater  Lanthom,  to  be  bom  before 
those  who  were  guilty  of  greater  Offences;  made  a  Prison 
for  the  Stubborn,  and  rebuilt  the  Tower  for  a  Bell :  But 
when  this  Abbot  had  governed  thb  Church  sixteen  Years 
and  four  Months,  he  died  the  third  of  the  Ides  of  November, 
Afmo  Christi  1093,  qtdnto  Ite^w  Willielmi  secundi.  After 
whose  Death  this  Church  was  vacant  four  Years,  during 
which  time  King  William  held  this  Monastery  in  his  own 
Hands,  and  did  miserably  impoverish  it,  felling  the  Woods 
and  extorting  Money  from  the  Monks ;  but  when  the  Con- 
test in  the  Convent  between  the  Normans,  who  were  now 
encreased  there,  and  the  English  who  were  old  and  les- 
sen'd  in  Number,  was  quieteii,  they  agreed  to  choose  Rich- 
ard for  their  Abbot. 
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XV.  This  Richard  took  upon  him  the  pastoral  Care  HwmI.  •/ 
Anno  1097,  10  Will.  II.  He  descended  from  a  noble  ^^^- 
Family  of  the  Namuin$,  was  supported  by  the  Assistance  ^"^^""^^^^ 
of  his  JParents  and  Friends,  and  by  the  Favour  of  WUL  II. 
and  Henry  I.  obtained  many  Honours  and  Possessions ;  for 
by  his  ffreat  Eloquence,  wherein  he  exceeded  ail  the  Abbots 
of  Slt^an&y  he  perswaded  King  H.  I.  to  confirm  the  Cell 
and  the  Church  of  St.  Mary  of  SSimoilbls,  with  the  Ap- 
purtenances which  Richard  Atyentine  had  given,  and  the 
Cell  of  l^eatj^feUr,  with  the  Church  of  imAtOU  and  all 
things  belonging  to  them ;  also  the  Manner  of  ®iltg|^ttrst» 
and  the  Church  with  all  the  Tyths  belonging  to  it;  the 
Town  of  KRibalbeMnbet  and  thirty  Shillings'  worth  of  Land 
in  the  Town  of  ^Satenotfblty,  the  Manner  of  (SBaStfawk  in 
IBUntt  which  Nigel  de  Alban  gave,  and  to  grant  the  Manner 
of  iSteSOpeSCOte^  and  confirm  the  Manner  of  3dtenttfelb» 
yurhich  Hardmne  de  Scalereand  Odelphi  his  Wife  had  given 
to  St.  Alban. 

King  Henry  I.  by  his  Charter  dated  at  SKcstmlltStet 
granted  and  confirmed  to  God  and  this  Church,  all  their

Xottj^,  which  Peter  de  Valoines  held  for  his  life,  i0er« 
net,  with  the  Wood  of  SbOtttflBtot  SSottj^aiitt  ?^tUttie08 »  and 
the  Park  with  all  the  Soke,  'ianglcv,  (Sa&iftoe,  ^Atdtmom- 

foottb,  Sbntt^t  ffireensburst  SSDiuslafD,  Sb^eton,  and  |^or- 

toooir,  with  the  Forest  and  Chase,  <!Bston,  iDisj^optSCOte^

them ;  and  he  also  granted  the  Churches  of  (S2yelfin{^  and 
Sbt.  SbttpJN^y  with  their  Chappels,  %mton,  f^optont^  and 
^tesgrabft  with  all  the  Manners,  Lands,  and  Tythes  to 
maintain  their  Kitchin;  the  Churches  of  99UiIwn  and 
^uUon  in  l^odtojkictt  and  99Katfdtly  to  entertain  Strangers,

William  de  Wiche^  and  Nicholae  his 
Son,  and  Ralph  de  HetpeMd^  with  all  things  belonging  to 
them»  with  Soke  and  Sake,  on  Stronde  aod  Strram,  on 
Mnde»  Feld,  Toll  and  Them,  and  Gribntche,  Hamsoche, 
Murdre,  Forestall,  Danegeld,  Infan^netheof  and  Oat- 
fangenetheof,  Flemenefremth,  Blodewite,  Wrec,  that  they 
may  have  upon  all  their  Lands,  and  are  npon  their  Tenants, 
in  as  large  a  Manner  as  the  King^s  Officer  might  have 
them  to  his  Dse,  and  that  no  Person  should  intromit. 
The  same  King,  by  another  Charter  dated  at  SBUncj^tS- 
iiMpeximm.  ^^  granted  and  confirmed  to  this  Abbot  and  his  Church, 
all  the  Inquisitions  which  Adam  the  Monk,  the  Cellarer  of 
the  Abby,  hath  purchased  of  Eli  de  Sumer,  the  Church  of 
AlUeainte  in  SbtMlttTO^^  with  the  Chappel  of  38eb)roni  and 
and  all  the  Land  of  JwUtlletOlli  which  is  of  the  Fee  of  the 
Earl  of  flrloctSttti  with  all  other  their  Appurtenances ;  one 
Messuage  in  iOijtahf  i  and  five  hundred  Acres  of  Land,  and 
the  Church  of  the  same  Vill  of  the  Gift  of  William  de  We- 
don ;  the  Chunfi  of  VSktHgtp  with  all  the  Appurtenances, 
^  and  nine  Acres  of  Land,  and  one  Messuage  of  the  Gift  of 
WUUam  de  MdOt/itchet,  and  Rohais  his  Wife,  and  William 
their  Son;  the  Church  of  ILr^lbot^t  with  all  things  be- 
longing to  it,  and  twelve  Acres  of  Land  in  the  same  Vill, 
and  all  their  Part  of  the  Church  of  nUiakeUnfiton  belonging 
to  their  Fee;  and  sixty  Acres  of  Land  in  the  same  Vill,  of 
the  Gift  of  William  the  Son  of  Robert  de  Waulington,  and 
all  his  Part  of  the  Church  of  SBRtottbtlteOton ;  and  four  and 
twenty  Acres  of  Land  in  the  same  Vill,  of  the  Gift  of 
Eueiace  de  Chauz;  twenty  Acres  in  SKaubrUngton^  of  the 
Gift  of  T%ureton  the  Archer,  and  all  his  Land  in  90miet ; 
and  six  Acres  of  Land  in  SKautteUngtoni  of  the  Gift  of 
Julian  and  Hamond  her  second  Husband ;  six  Acres  in  the 
same  Vill,  of  the  Gift  of  JKofoA  and  Herbert  his  Son;  sixty 
Acres  of  Land  in  the  same  Vill  of  the  Gift  of  Eudo ;  twenty 
Acres  of  Walter  de  Gravely ;  five  Acres  of  Poll  Measure, 
and  ten  or  eight  Foot  in  ftittlle,  of  the  Gift  of  Ade  the  Son 
of  Humphry  and  Alum  Wiethard  and  OdeUna  his  Mother; 
and  all  the  Land  inclosed  by  the  Ditch,  within  the  Bounds 
in  SBooUDinfofd,  of  the  Gift  of  AUen  de  Winter,  and 
Christian  his  Wife,  and  5!tmofi  their  Son ;  half  an  Hide  in 
^tej^opcSCMei  of  the  Gift  of  Richard  de  BircheroUe,  and  of 
Clare;  the  old  Mill  of  9btaBbfOt)y|  with  the  Place  where  it 
is  scituated  and  the  Pool  ^joyning,  and  all  the  Marsh  on 
ttther  Side  of  the  Water  unto  the  Ditch  which  the  Monks 
made;  and  sixt3^  Acres  of  Land,  of  the  Gift  of  Ajfnes  Fai 
and  Ralph  her  Son ;  seventy  and  six  Acres  of  arable  Land, 
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with  one  Marsh  in  S&epej^Bki  of  the  Gift  of  Wimer  de  Ar-     ^^  ^ 
des  and  Alice  his  Wife,  and  all  their  Land  lyinfl^  between    ^^S^ 
the  Highway  which  leads  to  |^£rl(bri)f»  and  divided  from 
Sbepeftate^  of  the  Gift  of  Robert  de  Talbais  and  Ralph  his 
Son;  fonr  hundred  and  one  and  thirty  Acres  of  I^nd  in 
tiHt^ttlStt  of  the  Gift  of  William  the  Son  of  Racan ;  half 
an  Hide  in  (£tadl»tone»  one  Acre  in  SRatfoliir^  of  the  Gift 
of  SiMOH  Talbaii;  half  a  Virgate  of  Ralph  of  aBan^rbon, 
another  half  in  1Dac|be8im4>>  of  the  Gift  of  Ivo  dk  Beretone; 
forty  Acres  of  r  I^and,  one  o£  Meadow,  and  one  House  in 
ifto^^emcM^t  >e^en  and  twenty  Acres  in  the  same  Vill,  of 
the  Gift  of  Oodfry  de  Tiwina ;  and  sixty  Acres  in  ^ifarfng, 
all  the  Land  at  WOMy  which  lies  between  the  Water  at 
(BMne*  and  the  ploughed  Ground  called  the  fl^otsniolef 
which  Alexander  the  Son  of  Turvld,  before  all  the  Court 
at  ^t.  AHianSy  did  release,  with  one  Croft,  which  lies  be* 
fore  the  H  ouse  of  SerUmg  at  Stea^*  of  the  Gift  of  Ade  the  •Apcabury. 
Son  of  Ralph  BuchnUte  and  Ade  his  Wife;  and  all  the 
Land  which  lies  between  the  Lands  of  St.  Alban  de  Com- 
vera,  and  the  Lands  -of  St.  Bartholomew^  which  is  of  the 
Fee  of  WiUiam  de  Raunee,  near  the  Wood  of  Attenj^am; 
forty  Acres  of  Land  of  Helie  in  Sacj^tSfDOftj^  and  Oilbert    ' 
her  Son  and  Heir;  seyenteen  Acres  of  Land  in  the  Vill  of 
SacJMoot^  of  the  Gift  of  Walter  of  the  ®adli;  a  Portion 
of  I^d  of  ^umbliton^  which  in  Length  is  twelTo  Perches, 
and  in  one  Place  six  in  Breadth,  and  in  other  Places  three; 
four  or  five  Perches,  of  the  Gift  of  Richard  Talbot  of 
his  Land  in  WtomS/if  and  at  least  twenty  Foot  in  Breadth, 
and  as  much  in  Lengfth,  to  make  the  Pool  to  the  Mill  at 
tfrOStont  to  hold  quit  of  aU  Customs  and  Services  for  the 
Use  of  the  Monks  Kitchin,  and  that  none  shall  presume  to 
convert  them  to  any  other  Use. 

The  King  also  granted  to  this  Abbot  and  his  Church  a  |Qq^x{„a^ 
Fair  to  be  held  every  Year  within  this  Town  of  5bt  Sltetlr 
to  continue  for  the  Space  of  eight  Davs  next  before  the 
Nativity  of  St.  Johm  uxe  Baptist,  and  also  Free- Warren  in 
all  the  Lands  within  five  Miles  of  §bt  SUbaiat  that  belong- 
ed to  this  Church,  and  that  his  Tenants  should  be  discharg- 
ed from  the  Pavment  of  all  Tolls. 

This  Abbot  also  obtained  the  B.estorationof  one  Virgate, 
half  an  Hide  of  Land  in  (BvHiaxUf  half  an  Hide  of  Land  in 
KUMbunit  and  the  Vill  of  Sbtanuteete,  and  all  things  belong- 
ing to  them,  which  had  been  taken  away  by  Force ;  and 
he  gave  to  Oeoffery  Mapehame  the  Land  of  .^tetflttue  in 
Exchanse  for  the  Land  of  38l8ittflMl5t  according  to  the 
Deed  of  Agreement  made  by  King  Henry. 

This  Abbot  bouffht  of  the.  same  Kinr  twenty  Shillings 
worth  of  Land  in  IStoqwuote  for  one  hundred  fiit  Oxen, 
and  obtained  for  this  Church  a  Saltpit  at  Viom,  with  the 
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Hund.i^    Salter  and  Land»  one  Hide  of  Land  in  .IttdtiUieton  vnih 
CtttoSoe.     thg  rj^^  ^f  the  Church  of  that  Vill.  and  the  Hermitage  of 
JMoM >  which  was  Ralphs  the  Hermites,  with  the  Church- 
es, Tyth,  and  many  other  things. 

In  Anno  1115»  15  H,  I.  this  Church  was  dedicated  by 
Archbishop  Rodulf,  Jeoffery,  Richard  of  fmbmi,  Ralph  of 
BttT^am.  Robert  of 'Efncoln,  Roger  of  gbonilll.  Bishops,  and 
many  Abbots,  King  Hen.  I.  Queen  Maud,  and  many  Earls, 
Barons,  and  great  and  famous  Persons,  Archdeacons,  Deans, 
Presbiters,  and  Guardians  of  Churches,  whereof  the  Num- 
ber is  not  known  for  Multitude,  on  the  fifth  of  the  Calends 
of  January,  where  the  greatest  Part,  as  well  banqueting  in 
the  Pallace,  as  worshipping  in  the  Church,  eating  and  re- 
joycing  in  the  Court  of  St.  Albans,  did  honourably  continue 
till  the  Epiphany,  to  the  Ionise  of  the  blessed  Protomartyr 
Alban;  and  when  he  had  goyem'd  this  Church  one  and 
twenty  Years,  he  died  the  17th  of  the  Calends  of  June,  An. 
1119,  19  H..  I.  and  was  buried  in  the  Chappel  which  he  had 
built  near  the  Church,  dc*dicated  to  St.  Cuihbert. 

XVI.  Jeoffery  was  a  Persqp  born  of  the  noble  Progeny 
of  the  Normans,  endowed  wiui  moral  Honesty  and  divine 
Knowledge,  elected  by  all  the  Monks,  with  the  Assent  of 
King  Henry,  and  took  upon  him  the  Grovemment  of  this 
Church ;  he  gave  to  the  Sacrist  of  this  Monastery  the  Chur<ih 
of  St.  Mary  of  Uttmmsteottp  and  the  Appurtenances,  and 
the  Church  of  St.  Peter  in  this  Town  to  the  Infirmary,  for 
Medicines  for  the  Sick;  he  founded  the  Hospital  of  St. 
Julian,  by  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Convent ;  called 
together  divers  poor  People,  and  assign'd  to  them  the  Tyth 
of  the  Rent  of  the  Town  of  §bt.  SUian,  which  was  60s.  also 
80s.  which  Peter  of  fbmet  received  of  Redings  of  Sbptf t 
all  the  Tyth  Com  of  the  Lordship  of  II^Blll9tld)fe,  all  the 
Tyth  of  the  Lordship  of  WitaplbntJ!,  andtwo  Parts  of  the 
lyth  Corn  of  St.  Michaels  and  St.  Stmhens,  except  that 
which  the  Chaplain  of  the  Leapers  had ;  two  Parts  of  the 
Tyth-com  of  the  Lordship  of  lEstim,  two  Parts  of  the  Tyth- 
Com  of  the  Lordship  of  JDratefDiA,  two  Parts  of  the  Tyth- 
com  of  the  Lordship  of  Roger  de  JAmes  in  iStattiofdu  two 
Parts  of  the  Tvth-com  of  Richard  d'How,  two  Parts  of  the 
Tvth-com  of  the  Lordship  of  William  Son  of  AntetM  of 
iB/ttbicote,  the  tenth  Part  of  the  Com  of  the  Lordship  of 
Sbttatle,  the  half  Part  of  the  Tyth  of  Stephen  de  Lege  of  his 
Lordship  of  |^antIofD»  two  Parts  of  the  Tyth  of  Roger  de 
Chandes  of  his  Lordship  of  SbibdCil^O,  and  two  Parts  of  the 
Tyth  of  Simon  de  Bellocampo  of  bis  Lordship  of  Sbtamfol&» 
lud.  foL  M.  This  Abbot  built  a  large  and  noble  Hall  with  a  double 
Boof  to  entertain  Strangers  honourably,  near  to  which  he 
built  a  fair  Bed-chamter,  which  they  usually  called  the 
Queen's  Bed-chamber,  because  it  was  assign'd  to  her  Ulse, 
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besides  it  was  not  lawful  for  any  other  Woman  to  lodge  in  ^"i^*  ^^ 
the  Monastery :  He  built  another  House  like  the  Hall,  with  ^j^^ 
a  Chappel  towards  the  East,  where  was  the  Infirmary ;  in 
which  and  the  Chappel,  he  commanded  Silence  to  be  strictly 
observed,  and  the  sick  Men  to  be  called  every  Day  to  a  Ta- 
ble in  the  Refectory  by  a  Bell;  also  he  commanded  another 
Hall  to  be  built  by  the  same  Workmen,  conformable  to  the 
former  at  SKest  SSSicant,  for  his  Friend  and  Kinsman,  who 
had  been  bountiful  to  this  Church. 

He  did  also  erect  a  small  Nunnery  at  JbopfPtll  for  a  select  JJ^^^^^*^^ 
Number  of  Virgins,  with  a  Church-yard  which  he  caused 
to  be  dedicated ;  and  ordained  that  none  but  those  of  the 
same  Nunnery  should  be  buried  there. 

Anno  1143,  8  Stq)h.  when  Henry  Duke  of  igtmiumbs  ^^  ^yi- 
had  received  the  Honour  of  Knighthood  from  l>at7itf  King  ^9  Ijj^ 
of  ScotSt  and  came  into  Sltglailb  with  the  Countenance  of 
many  of  the  ffreat  Men  here.  Earl  Jeoffery  de  MagnavUe, 
an  expert  Soldier,  adhereing  to  the  King  for  a  time,  was 
charged  through  Envy  by  some  of  the  Prince's  Nobility,  for 
complying  with  the  Kings's  Enemies ;  and  at  a  Council  call'd 
at  this  Town,  he  was  seized  by  the  Eang^s  Command,  and 
committed  to  safe  Custody;  and  tho'  many  of  his  Friends 
interceded  for  him,  alledging  that  those  Accusations  were 
not  true,  yet  they  could  not  obtain  his  Liberty,  till  he  had 
Tendved  up  the  Tower  of  ILonbotl,  with  his  Castles  of  83tal- 
tol  and  ^ta^B  into  the  King's  Hands. 

This  Aobot  gave  many  rich  Ornaments  to  thb  Monastery, 
with  a  Chalice  and  Cover  of  massy  pure  Gold,  which  after- 
wards he  sent  to  Pope  Celestine  il.  that  he  might  appease 
or  mitigate  the  Covetousness  of  his  Holiness,  who  would 

have  impropriated  the  Manner  of .    When 

he  had  governed  this  Church  twenty  six  Years  and  some 
Months,  he  died  on  the  fifth  of  the  Calends  of  March,  An. 
1146, 11  Steph.  and  was  buried  in  this  Church,  with  this 
Inscription  upon  his  Stone.

XVII.  Ralph,  who  was  Chaplain  and  Treasurer  to  the  ibid.foi.64. 
Bishop  of  'Etntollly  by  his  Means  was  made  a  Monk,  and  in  M8.Mr.cox. 
the  Keign  of  King  Stephen,  advanced  to  be  Abbot  of  this 
Church,  in  whose  time  Queen  Maudgaye  the  Manners  of 
iStrfokl  and  'Efllehume  to  this  Monastery. 

King  Stephen,  by  his  Charter,  confirmed  to  this  Abbot 
and  the  Monks,  all  their  Customs  and  Lands,  and  granted 
that  this  Church  should  be  free  from  all  Tribute,  and  the 
Reparation  of  Castles,  and  making  of  Trenches  against  the 
Enemy,  and  granted  to  them.  Toll  and  Them,  8cc.  and  ex* 
emptcd  them  from  episcopal  Jurisdiction.

which  was  incurable,  and  seeing  the  Monastery  would  be 

destitute  of  a  Rector,  be  recommended  Robert  de  Garham 

the  Prior,  and  all  the  Monks  unanimously  desired  him  to 

take  that  Province  upon  him.  and  after  that  Election,  the 

old  Abbot  lived  some  small  time,  and  then  died  Anno  1151.

XVill.  This  Robert  was  Nephew  to  Abbot  Geoffery, 
and  took  upon  him  the  Abbot  of  a  Monk  beyond  the  Seas ; 
but  obtaining  Leave  there  to  see  his  Friends  in  Snjgjbllib. 
came  to  this  Monastery,  where  he  was  received  witik  great 
Respect,  and  when  he  saw  the  Glory  of  their  Discipline,  he 
desired  that  they  would  admit  him  into  their  Monastery ; 
and  upon  Letters  dimissory  from  his  own  Monastery,  and  the 
Request  of  his  Uncle  Jeonery,  then  Abbot,  he  was  admitted 
a  Monk  and  a  Brother  of  this  Church ;  sometime  after  he  was 
made  Secretary,  in  which  Office  he  decently  cover'd  the 
greater  Part  of  this  Church  with  Lead;  from  thence  he  was 
advanced  to  be  Prior,  and  when  he  had  held  that  Office  near 
two  Years,  the  Place  of  Abbot  falling  Anno  1151. 16  Stejfh. 
he  was  preferred  to  the  pastoral  Sta^.  and  prevailed  with 
King  Stephen  to  give  him  a  Promise  that  he  would  demolish 
MS.  Mr.  Cox.  the  Castle  of  IGUlttdMtip.  for  that  Thieves  lurked  there,  and 

were  troublesome  and  very  vexatious  to  the  Abby. 
Matt  Pkr'  '"  ^^  ^^^  Nicholas,  Son  to  Robert  Breakepeare,  bom 

ibL  66. 70^  in  a  Village  near  this  Place  call'd  Abbott  'SimaUo.  a  Youth 
in  Age  and  coraly  in  Body,  but  an  easy  Clerk,  addrest 
himself  to  the  Abbot,  and  humbly  beg'd  the  religious  Ha- 
bit; when  he  was  examin'd  and  found  insufficient,  the 
Abbot  gave  him  this  civil  Answer,  wait  my  Son  a  while, 
and  fit  thyself  at  School,  that  thou  mayest  be  qualified  for 
the  Cloath  which  thou  desirest :  He  modestly  taking  this 
Answer  for  a  Denial,  went  away,  and  reflecting  upon  his 
own  Neglect  and  and  Loss  of  time  at  School,  set  forth  im- 
mediately for  ^tfe.  where  he  improved  his  time  with 
great  Diligence  at  School,  and  by  the  Advantage  of  his  qidck 
and  natural  Parts  soon  recovered  his  lost  time,  became  a 
great  Proficient  in  all  sorts  of  Learning,  and  far  exceeded 
all  his  Schoolfellows,  so  that  he  was  removed  to  §^t.  Iftll6l9> 
a  Place  not  much  distant  from  17aUltt(a»  where  he  was 
made  a  Regular,  and  in  short  time  was  advanced  by  his 
great  merits  to  be  Abbot  there,  from  whence  he  was  sent 
on  a  Messuage  to  IftottU  on  the  Behalf  of  his  Monastery, 
and  by  this  Means  gained  the  Opportunity  of  shewing  his 
Parts  and  Learning ;  and  by  the  Performance  of  his  Busi- 
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II688  he  obtain'd  a  g^reat  Opinion  in  Pope  Evgenius,  who  ^^"^^ 
said,'  it  was  great  Pity  that  so  much  iLeaming  should  be  ®5^*J** 
buried  in  a  little  Hole,  and  thinking  him  fit  to  serve  the 
Church  in  a  higher  Station,  chose  him  Bishop  of  SHba  near 
3Kpiiu;  not  long  after,  his  Holiness  having  great  Occasion 
to  send  two  prudent  and  learned  Men,  to  convert  the  Peo- 
ple of  .^tofDBg  from  Paganisme  to  the  Christian  Religion, 
thought  him  a  fit  Person  for  that  great  Work*  and  sent 
him  thither  with  another,  where  he  managed  his  Part  ad- 
mirably well,  and  upon  his  Return,  declaring  the  Success  he 
obtain'd,  with  gpreat  Gravity  and  Eloquence,  the  Pope  ad- 
vanced him  to  be  a  Cardinal,  in  which  Office,  he  gain'd 
much  Credit  and  Reputation  among  the  whole  Conclave  of 
Cardinab,  insomuch  that  when  the  Chair  became  vacant, 
they  chose  him  Pope  of  Xlomf  for  his  great  Worth  and 
Merit,  by  the  Name  of  Adrian  the  fourth. 

When  the  News  of  the  Promotion  of  this  Pope  reach'd  M^tt  pvis. 
this  Monastery,  this  Abbot  rtrjoyced  much,  and  resolved  to  ^^-  ''^' 
make  a  Joumev  to  ISifmz  to  confirm  the  antient  Privi- 
ledges  of  this  Church ;  and  acauainting  King  Henry  II. 
with  his  Intentions,  he  employ'a  him  upon  an  Embassage 
thither,  and  gave  him  Letters  under  his   Royal  8ml, 
humbly  and  devoutly  requesting  his  Holiness,  that  he 
would  be  pleased  to  extend  his  Favour  to  him,  as  well  in  the 
Business  of  this  Church,  as  in  his  own  Affairs:  This  Abbot 
then  set  forth  and  came  to  SSnttbentttllly  where  he  found 
the  Pope,  who  received  him  with  a  serene  Countenance 
and  a  joyful  Heart,  and  treating  him  with  more  than  usual 
Honour,  the  Abbot  presented  his  Holiness  with  Gold  and 
Silver  of  no  small  Weight,  and  other  precious  Gifts  of 
great  Value,  also  three  Mitres  and  Sandals  of  admirable 
Work,  which  the  Lady  Christian,  Prioress  of  iWatSSte. 
had  diligently  made;  the  Pope  viewed  the  Mitres  and 
Sandals,  and  commended  greatly  his  Devotion  and  Cour- 
tesie;  but  merrily  said,  I  reftise  thy  GKfts,  because  thou 
once  denied  me  shelter  under  the  Wings  of  your  Religious 
House  when  I  craved  your  Charity,  and  beg'd  the  Mo- 
nastic Hdbit;  to  which  this  Abbot  readily  answer'd,  my 
Lord,  it  was  not  in  our  Power  to  receive  you  when  the 
Will  of  God  opposed  it,  whose  great  Wisdom  had  designed 
you  to  serve  him  in  a  higher  Station;  then  the  Pope  ap- 
plauding  his  witty  and  ingenious  Answer,  added,   dear 
Abbot,  ask  boldly  what  thou  desirest,  for  nothing  shall  be 
wanting  to  the  blessed  Alban;  then  the  Abbot  incouraged 
by  the  Leave  of  the  Pope,  disposed  of  all  those  Gifts  of 
Sulver  and  Gold  (valued  at  two  hundred  Marks)  to  the 
Cardinals  and  Servants  of  the  Pope,  with  pleasant  Speeches 
and  Repartees:  He  gave  many  pretty  Trifles  which  he  had 
got  at  'Mnton  and  paxiB  among  them,  and  by  this  Means 
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Himd.  ^  obtained  so  great  Favour  of  the  Romans,  that  hu  Name 
^i^^i'i^'  was  extol'd  to  the  Skies;  but  one  Day  whilst  the  Pope 
^•^^^'^^^  and  the  Abbot  were  familiarly  and  secretly  talking  toge- 
ther, the  Abbot  intimated.  Tears  trickling  down  his  Cheeks, 
the  great  and  intolerable  Oppressions  which  the  Church 
suffered  under  the  Bishop  of 'SifUOlflt;  and  the  Pope  pity- 
ing him  for  the  same,  gpranted  this  great  Priviledge,  that 
this  Church  henceforth  should  be  so  free  from  the  Subjec- 
tion of  any  Bishop,  as  well  in  the  Body  of  the  Monastery 
as  in  their  Cells  and  Vills,  that  no  Bishop  (except  the 
Roman  Bishop)  should  intermeddle  there. 

When  this  Abbot  had  dispatchd  his  Business,  and  re- 
BUiLVwiu,  ^|y* j  the  Apostolic  Benediction,  he  returned  to  Sitj^nbi 
where  within  few  Days  after  a  National  Synod  was  call'd 
at  'XonlVOnf  and  the  Abbot  produced  his  Letters  from  the 
Pope,  and  shew'd  the  Priviledges  which  he  had  granted, 
and  the  Presents  which  he  had  sent  to  this  Monastery. 

King  Hen.  II.  granted  and  confirmed  to  God  and  this 
Church,  all  their  Cells,  Lands  and  Possessions,  viz,  ®mu-

and  the  Churches  of  WbV^%  UeUrame  and  aSBmudatoi 
with  their  Chappels,  and  of  %axilAtBf  to  cloath  their  Monks ; 
and  the  Churches  of  <!^ldfiimQI  and  Jbt.  S)^tm,  with 
their  Chapels,  to  sustain  the  Kitchen  of  their  Monks ;  and 
the  Lands  of  (iDumbes  and  CEftmtSt^  in  SbttSSex^  and  of

S&irei  and  ^j^Otpe  in  I^Of&SJfttoy  with  the  Church,  and 
tMTOTton  with  their  Appurtenances,  also  the  Lands  of  the 
Knights  who  held  the  Demeasne  of  the  Abbot,  to  defend 
all  Scutagcs  and  all  other  Foreign  Services;  also  (!DtOC||CS« 
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fcS,  ittOTfliene,  (WOtoWt,  the  Hide  of  UanrfcB,  S§S«-    ,59^ 

btnUf  the  Land  of  Alexander  the  Son  of  Turold,  lutlttOIUy 
KRiniTin^)  the  Land  of  William  de  Norihum,  the  Luid  of 
Hugh  Derrarius,  the  Hide  of  ^WCftStdXtif  the  Land  of 
Bichard  de  Rennes,  the  Land  of  Ko6er^  TaJbayes^  also  the 
Lands  of  all  the  Free  Tenants,  John  de  Weld  in  SBaOk 
and  in  tS^ftcbtttSt,  the  Land  of  Hugh  de  Titebursi,  of  Fet- 
/»«  de  Theyhurge^  Hugh  de  Brmwere,  Helie,  Peter  de 
Chambre,  WUliam  de  Hahaie,  WiUiam  de  Wich,  Nicholas 
his  Son,  and  Ralph  of  |^eIpeSfeD)f|  and  all  their  Appurte- 
nances, with  SoKe  ana  Sake,  ou  Strode  and  Stream,  on 
Wude  and  Feld,  Toll,  and  Them,  and  Gribuche,  and 
Hamsochne,  Murdre,  Forestald,  Danegeld,  Infangene- 
theof,  Outfangenetheof,  Flemenfreneth,  Blondwite,  Wrec 
upon  all  their  Tenements  wheresoever,  in  as  full  and  ample 
manner  as  the  King's  Minister  ought  to  have  for  his  Use, 
and  the  King  will  not  that  anj  French  or  English  shall  in- 
tromit in  any  thin?  upon  their  Lands  or  their  Tenements, 
unless  they  themselves  and  their  own  Ministers  desire  them 
for  their  Use,  to  whom  thev  have  committed  the  Care 
hereof,  because  the  King  hath  given  them  to  God  and  this 
Church  of  St.  Alban,  for  the  Redemption  of  his  Soul  and 
his  Parents,  with  all  the  liberties  and  Free  Customs 
which  Kingly  Power  hath  or  can  Grant  to  any  Church ; 
and  the  King  prohibited  upon  Forfeiture,  that  not  any  one 
shall  presume  m  any  manner  to  break  them ;  also  the  King 
prohibited  that  neither  Munscher,  Steward,  Baker,  Cham- 
berlain, Porter,  Gustos  or  Reeve,  shall  enter  into  their 
Lands  or  Houses,  withouttheir  Leave  orAssent,  in  his  time 
or  his  Successors,  by  the  means  of  any  Prince  or  Justice 
whatsoever. 

King  Hen.  11.  by  several  Charters  confirm'd  to  this  Matt  Pkrii, 
Church  the  Grants  of  all  the  Manners,  Lands,  Tenements,  '^''  ^^' 
Priviledges,  Liberties  and  Immunities,  which  any  of  his 
royal  Predecessors  had  heretofore  made,  yet  the  Bishop 
of  JUxioAnt  and  hitf  Chapter  incited  many  powe^rfnl  Men 
to  the  Prejudice  of  this  Church,  and  at  length  raised  the 
King's  Anger  against  the  Abbot  and  Monks  hereof,  where- 
upon Hugh  Bishop  of  Sttviam  interposed,  and  being  an 
eloquent  and  noble  Man,  amicably  ended  the  Difference; 
from  that  time  the  Bishop  of  lincolnt  dared  not  to  attempt 
again,  to  bring  this  Monastery  under  his  Subjection 
whilst  Pope  Adrian  lived,  but  when  he  died  and  Alexander 
III.  succeeded,  the  new  Priviledges  which  Pope  Adrian 
had  granted  were  disputed  again,  till  Anno  117§,  24  Hen. 
II.  when  that  Pope  confirm'd  them. 

About  twenty  Years  after,  new  Commotions  and  Quar- 
rells  were  raised  again  between  this  Monastery  and  the 
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HicjMi.  •/    Church  of  Knctdnt :  but  Clement  III.  qiuetod  them  and 
^^^1^    confirmed  again  all  the  PiiTiledffes  mnted  to  this  Cfaofch. 
Matt  PiriB,         ThU  Ab^t  procur'd  the  Church  of  %ltt9n»  to  be  an- 
nexed to  thig  Monastery;  and  when  he  had  nobly  gOTem'd 
this  Church  fifteen  Years,  and  four  Months^  and  some 
Days,  he  died  on  the  tenth  of  the  Calends  of  Abutmkr, 
Anno  1166, 12  Hen.  II.  and  was  buried  at  the  Feet  of 
Abbot  Pml  in  this  Monastery. 
ibid.rai.9i.        XIX.  Simon,  a  learned  and  moral  Man,  bom  in  Cng* 
Iailto»  and  educated  in  this  Monastery,  sucoeeded;    was 
▼ery  diligent,  to  support  and  augment  the  Order,  caused 
many  Books  to  be  written  for  the  Use  of  the  Convent ; 
and  began  to  gather  a  Treasury  of  Gold,  Silver,  and  preciotts 
Jewels;  and  a  most  noble  Bier  or  Coffin ;  at  his  Instance, 
the  Bishop  of  Sutj^m  dedicated  the  Chapel  of  St.  Cuii^ 
bert,  which  was  near  the  Cloister  of  St.  Albans,  to  the 
Honour  of  the  same  Saint  and  St.  John  BaptUt. 
Ibid.  foi.  93.        This  Abbot  gave  a  great  golden  Chalice  of  most  pure 
Gold,  adom'd  with  precious  Gems,  and  beautified  with  de- 
licate Works  of  curious  Flowers  to  this  Church ;  and  a 
little  Cup  worthy  of  great  Admiration,  of  pure  and  shining 
Gold,  with  incomparable  Gems  of  divers  Kinds,  neatly  an- 
nexed to  it,  in  which  the  Work  did  exceed  the  Substance, 
to  lay  up  the  Eucharist;  to  set  upon  the  gpreat  Altar  of  the 
Martyr ;  and  King  Henry  sent  another  noble  and  precious 
Cup,  in  which  the  Body  of  Christ  might  be  contained;  this 
Abbot  gave  three  other  small  Chalices  of  GoM  to  this 
Church,  and  a  noble  Cross  gulden  Plate,  with  a  golden 
Jewel,  plac'd  in  the  middle  of  it;  and  when  he  had  ffo- 
vem'd  this  Church  about  fifteen  Years,  he  died  iinno  llo8, 
ultimo  H.  II. 
iwd  foi.  56.        xx«  Oarine  was  born  at  <2Dandbrlbtt,  and  the  Year  be- 
fore  he  took  upon  him  the  Monastic  Habit,  Us  Fame  was 
spreat,  and  his  Name  was  celebrated,  for  the  Reverence  of 
his  honest  Life;  He  was  excellently  well  learned,  and  imr 
in  Body,  for  which  Reasons  he  was  received  into  this  Mo- 
nastery ;  in  short  time  after  he  was  made  Prior,  and  thence 
promoted  to  the  pastoral  Staff  by  the  unanimous  Consent  of 
all  the  Convent,  except  William  Martel  the  Sacrist,  who 
then  aspir'd  to  the  same  Dignity;  soon  itfter  Maitkew  his 
Brother  was  elected  Prior,  who  built  the  School  in  this 
Borough,  which  at  that  time  was  rerj  famous,  gready 
flourisht,  very  profitable,  and  had  more  Scholars  in  it  than 
any  School  in  Snglai^f  and  he  prefer'd  his  Nephew  Mr. 
Chirinus  to  be  Master  there,  who  govern'd  it  many  Years. 
Hyi^,  This  Abbot  obtained  a  Grant  from  King  Richara  I.  that 

foi.  ie,  $7,  no  Prior  of  any  Cell,  that  belonged  to  tids  Monastery, 
should  be  made  Collector  of  Tenths,  or  Substdien,  or  of 
any  other  Tax,  or  Duty  whatsoever;  and  he  «id  hki  Con- 
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vent  gave  to  tbe  sick  Women  of  St.  Mary  de  Praia,  the    ^^  ^ 
Place  wherein  their  Church  was  bailt,  the  Shops  on  either    ^^1^^ 
Side  the  public  Street,  with  the  Way  in  the  End  of  the  BiattPkri^ 
arable  Feild  and  Meadow  of  iBUne^ttts;   and  for  their  *»!»*•»«•  9^- 
Sustenance,  all  the  Procurations,  which  were  wont,  or 
should  after  that  time,  be  given,  at  the  Decease  of  the  Ab- 
bots, also  the  Procuration  of  King  Offa^  King  Henry  ^  and 
Pope  Adrian^  with  Meat  and  Drink  assigned  at  the  same 
Procurations  for  ever;    and  until  they  should  fall  they 
should  receive  of  the  Cellerer  four  Loaves  of  Bread,  and 
one  for  Sopwell,  and  the  same  Measure  of  Beer,  and  a 
Mess  of  Meat  of  the  Cook,  and  the  first  and  last  Loaf  of 
Bread  from  the  Oven  of  the  Court;  and  they  shall  quietly 

Sind  every  Week  the  Chief  of  their  Dichmuln,  and  their 
ault,  at  the  Maultmnln  of  the  Abby,  and  every  of  them 
shall  have  an  old  Coat  of  a  Monk  e^etv  Year;  and  one 
Frock,  to  the  Number  of  thirteen^  and  three  Pence  every  . 
Year,  out  of  the  Toll  of  St.  Albam;  and  the  Chq>lain  that 
shall  serve  at  the  Chiqiel  of  St.  Mary  de  Praia,  shall 
have  one  Loaf  of  Bread,  and  one  Measure  of  Beer,  and 
one  Mess  of  the  Cook;  and  the  Chaplain  and  the  Clerk 
shall  have  one  Mark  of  the  Church  of  SBaQUcn  eveiy  Year, 
and  half  a  Mark  of  the  Church  of  X(to|taili;  they  more- 
over granted  to  the  sick  Women,  that  thev  should  have  the 
Tvth  of  the  Lordship  of  ItttOll  and  a  uttle  Bam  there, 
where  their  Tyth  should  be  laid,  and  the  Servant  that  shall 
gather  this  Tyth  shall  eat  with  the  Familv»  with  many 
other  things  too  long  to  relate,  and  when  thb  Abbot  had 
govern'd  this  Church  eleven  Years,  eight  Months  and 
eig^t  Days,  he  full  of  Years  died  the  third  of  the  Calends 
of  Jfoy,  Ann.  1195,  6  R.  I. 

XXI.  Jahn  de  CeUa,  a  Person  bom  of  mean  Parents*  ibid.  foi.  loa. 
not  far  from  a  Street  called  §btoW^,  but  of  great  Piety 
and  a  Lover  of  the  Order  and  Disoipliae  of  the  Cloyster; 
in  his  Youth  he  was  a  diligent  Frequenter  of  the  Schools  at 
^rtey  and  became  a  Companion  for  the  Masters  there, 
and  when  he  took  upon  him  the  religious  Habit,  he  daily 
increased  in  Vertue,  and  by  Reason  thereof  was  chosen 
Prior  of  SRallmigfoAt  where  he  behaved  himself  so  well 
in  that  Office,  that  his  Merits  induced  the  Convent  to  ad-  ^ 
vance  him  to  the  Government  of  this  Church ;  but  after  the 
Manner  of  Schollars,  ignorant  of  the  Care  of  the  Family, 
he  devoted  himself  wholly  to  Study,  Contemplation,  and 
continual  Devotion,  and  quitted  himself  of  the  Trouble  %£ 
Martha,  choosing  tiie  better  Part  like  Mary ;  for  he  care- 
fully observed  the  Commands  of  his  Master,  as  the  most 
worthy  thing,  and  committed  the  Reins  of  the  Gh>vernment 
of  the  outward  things  to  the  Lord  Rrimvnd  his  Prior, 
(who  who  was  a  Persos  of  great  Council,  nmdence,  and 
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Religion),  and  to  the  Lord  Roger  de  Parco  his  Cellerer, 
(who  was  very  provident  and  circumspect  in  secular  Af- 
fairs), that  being  eased  of  the  Charge  of  those  worldly 
things  he  might  be  at  Leisure  more  freely  to  contemplate 
and  pray;  and  by  the  Advice  and  Assistance  of  those  two 
Brethren,  and  with  the  Encouragement  of  an  hundred 
Marks  laid  up  by  his  Predecessor,  designed  for  the  Work 
of  the  Church^he  puU'd  down  the  Wall  of  the  Front  of  the 
Church  to  the  Ground,  with  the  old  Roof,  and  indissolyable 
Cement ;  after  that  the  old  Refectory  and  Dormitory,  and 
built  a  new  and  fair  Refectory,  where  he  rejoiced  with  his 
Brethren,  then  a  most  noble  Dormitory;  and  the  C<mvent 
spared  their  Wine  for  fifteen  Years  towards  the  building 
of  these  two  Houses. 

In  the  time  of  this  Abbot,  King  John  sent  his  Precept 
to  all  Sherifis  of  Znglaiiby  that  they  should  cause  four  law- 
ful Men  with  the  R^ve  of  every  Vill,  which  they  kept  in 
their  own  Hands,  to  meet  at.  this  Town  of  Sbt  AIwUS» 
that  by  those  and  their  other  Ministers,  he  might  enquire 
and  be  informed,  what  Damage  every  Bishop  had  sus- 
tain'd?  what  had  been  taken  from?  and  what  was  due  to 
them  ?  and  the  same  Year  confirmed  all  the  Grants  of  his 
Predecessors  to  this  Church. 

In  Anno  1213,  14  Johan,  a  Parliament  was  held  at  this 
Town  of  ^t.  ^Ibam,  where  Jeofery,  the  Son  of  Peter^ 
and  the  Bishop  of  SBUncj^nsttt*  with  the  Archbishop,  Bi- 
shops, and  Nobles  of  the  Kingdom  were  assembled;  at 
which  time  the  -King's  Peace  was  declared  to  all,  and  it 
was  firmly  commanded  on  the  King's  behalf,  that  the  Laws 
of  King  Henry  his  Grandfather  should  be  kept  by  all  in 
the  Kingdom,  and  all  unjust  Laws  should  be  made  void; 
moreover  all  Sherifis,  Foresters,  and  other  the  King's  Of- 
ficers were  commanded,  that  as  they  loved  their  Lives  and 
Members,  they  should  not  in  any  manner  extort  any  thing 
violently,  nor  presume  to  wrong  any,  nor  make  Scotalsany 
where  in  the  Kingdom,  as  they  were  wont  to  do. 

This  Abbot  did  many  works  of  Piety;  and  when  he  had 

Sovemed  this  Church  eighteen  Years,  in  Anno  1214, 16 
bhan.  he  exchanged  this  life  for  ^  better. 
XXII.  William  de  TVumpington,  on  the  Day  of  St. 
Edmond  the  King  and  Martyr,  was  elected  and  installed, 
and  on  St.  Andrew's  Day  was  blest  by  Eusiace,  Bishop  of 
JSigf  and  received  the  Reward  of  his  Blessing  as  the  man- 
ner was  before  the  great  Akar :  When  the  Pope  suspended 
Stephen,  Archbishop  of  Q^nttAwCBp  for  holding  Correspon- 
dence with  the  Barons,  and  endeavoring  to  dethrone  the 
King;  upon  Notice  thereof,  he  came  to  this  Monastery, 
caused  the  Suspension  to  be  published  here,  and  sent  it 
from  hence  to  be  published  in  m  Cathedral  and  Coventual 
Churches  thro'  SnglanlK.

William  Earl  of  SbaKsbtltS  and   Fakatius  de  Brent,  ^*^'^^ 

with  the  Forces  left  under  their  Command  at  this  Town,  ^Jl^^ 

put  yery  strong  Garrisons  into  the  Castles  of  SSUlifefSOr,  Bndy*a  #!£•/. 

l^ettfOTtt,  and  Snftj^bmstettf  to  observe  the  Barons  in  the  ^  ^* 
City  of  ILonbon,  and  to  hinder  People  from  going  and  car- 

2ing  Victuals  thither;  then  marched  into  the  Counties  of 
%%tx,  MftMtstXj  l^ertforliL  (Sambtfiroe,  and  f^anttoig^on, 

where  they  made  the  like  Waste  upon  Uie  Barons'  Estates, 
as  the  King  did  Northward,  and  farther  destroyed  the 
Parks  and  Warrens  and  cut  down  their  Hortgrounds. 

In  Anno  1217,  1  H.  III.  Prince  Lewis  took  the  Cas-  ibid.  m.  588. 
ties  of  l^trtfbtly  and  iSeritbamsteb^  then  ravished  this 
Country,  and  plundered  the  Inhabitants  that  resided  in  the 
way  untU  he  came  to  this  Town,  and  required  the  Abbot  to 
do  Homage  to  him;  which  he  refused  unless  he  was  re- 
leased from  his  Homage  to  the  King  of  (Bnglailb;  Lewis 
inraged  at  this  Answer  swore  he  would  burn  both  the 
Abby  and  the  Town,  unless  he  would  do  it ;  whereupon 
the  Abbot,  by  the  Mediation  of  S{iher  Earl  of  SBitnton, 
made  a  Composition  with  him  for  himself  and  the  Town, 
till  the  Candlemas  following,  and  gave  him  fourscore 
Marks  of  Silver,  to  spare  the  Abby  and  Town  so  long,  and 
then  he  returned  to  ilontion. 

The  22nd  of  January  following,  Fakatius  de  Brent,  q^^,..^^,. 
having  gathered  aNumber  of  Ruffians  out  of  the  Castles  of  fjl; '^f^.    ' 

<!^ottt,  ^rtftatraton^  iSeMbrl!,  and  SSintosoty  came  to  toi^mliw 

the  Abby  of  St.  Albans  in  the  Evening,  spoiled  the  Town, 
took  Men,  Women,  and  Children,  bound  them,  and  slew 
some,  so  that  the  Abbot  to  save  the  Abby,  and  Town  from  Dagd. ibr. 
burning,  was  forc'd  to  give  Falcatius  one  hundred  Pounds  ij|^^7lS^' 
of  Silver. 

'Tis  reported  of  this  Falcatius,  that  after  he  had  plun- 
dered this  Town,  slain  divers  of  the  Inhabitants,  carried 
away  others  as  Prisoners,  and  extorted  a  great  Sum  of 
Money  from  the  Abbot  and  Townsmen,  he  came  hither  ac- 
cidentally, to  speak  with  Pandulph,  Bishop  of  jN'otfofCJ^ ; 
and  the  Bishop  asking  him  in  the  Presence  of  the  Abbot, 
and  others,  if  he  had  ever  offended  St.  Alban,  he  an- 
swered, no ;  the  Bishop  reply'd,  I  asked  thee  this  Question, 
because  as  I  lav  asleep  in  my  Bed  one  Night,  I  dreamed, 
that  I  was  in  the  Church  of  St.  Alban,  where  standing  be- 
fore the  High  Altar,  and  praying,  I  looked  behind  me,  and 
saw  thee  standing  in  the  Quire;  and  casting  mine  Eyes 
upward,  I  saw  a  mighty  Stone  fall  out  of  the  Steeple,  with 
such  a  Force,  that  it  ci;^shed  thy  Head  and  Body  together, 
so  that  thou  didst  thereupon  vanish,  as  if  thou  hadst  been 
drowned ;  wherefore  my  Advice  to  thee  is,  that  if  diou  canst 
call  to  mind,  that  thou  hast  in  any  sort  offended  that  bless- 
ed Martyr,  that  thou  wilt  make  full  Satisfaction  to  him  and 
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Hund.  9f  all  his,  before  the  Stone  doth  fall  upon  thine  Head ;  but 
€aii|o«.  ^^  wretched  Man,  desiring  Pardon  from  the  Abbot  and 
^^"^^^^^  Convent,  refused  to  g^ve  them  any  Satisfaction  at  all,  for 
what  he  had  extorted  from  them;  and  'tis  said,  that  his  Death 
happened  soon  after,  by  Poison  taken  in  a  Fish,  wherein  it 
was  put;  and  lying  down  after  Supper,  he  was  found 
dead,  black,  and  noisome. 
Bra^t  HiMi.  When  the  Solemnity  of  Easier  was  past,  and  the  Castle 
Si^w'nA^,  of  ifStount  SbodI  was  beseiged,  Prince  Lbwis,  at  the  In- 
^^  "'^'  stigation  of  Saher  Earl  of  aBUncj^fSttT^  the  Lord,  or 
Owner  of  the  Castle,  sends  out  of  'SiOldian  six  hundred 
Knights,  and  above  twenty  thousand  armed  Men,  who  all 
gaped  after  Plunder,  whereof  the  Chief  were  the  Earl  of 
aBercj^,  Marshal  of  Jpianct,  Saher  Earl  of  aUncj^ttl, 
Robert  Fiiz- Walter 9  and  many  others,  who  were  judged 
very  fit  for  that  Expedition:  They  set  forth  the  last  of 
AprUf  marched  towards  this  Town,  burning  and  robbing 
all  the  Towns  and  Churches  in  their  Way,  spoiling  all  Sorts 
of  Men,  and  cruelly  tormenting  them,  that  tibey  might 
force  excessive  Bansoms  from  them,  neither  did  they  spare 
this  Abbv,  tho*  the  Abbot  a  little  before  had  satisfied 
Lewis:  Then  they  proceeded  to  iftdllNintt.  where  they 
spoiled  the  Church,  and  from  thence  marched  to  SttllS* 
wUif  where  they  did  much  mischief  to  that  Church  and 
from  thence  went  forward  to  the  North,  with  Intent  to  re- 
move the  Siege  before  the  Castle  of  ftlmM  ^b^tSl. 

This  Abbot  was  summon'd  to  smpear  among  all  the  great 
foi/ns.  *"*  Prelates  of  Christendom,  at  the  Council  of  'latcnui* 
which  was  called  by  Pope  Innocent  III.;  from  hmice  he 
went  at  great  Charge,  carrving  with  him  two  Monks,  Alex- 
ander  de  Apphton^  a  very  learned  Man,  and  of  good  Beha- 
viour, and  Roger  Poretane,  who  were  well  acquainted  at 
the  Court  of  Iftoiltt;  and  when  this  Abbot  appeared  in  Coun- 
cil, he  behaved  himself  with  that  Learning  and  Discretion, 
that  the  Pope  and  all  the  Prelates  greatly  applauded  him. 
im,  uno  On  the  16th  of  the  Calends  of  January,  Anno  1282, 16 

1339,  foi.  37S.  H.  III.  a  great  Consistory  of  Abbots,  PHors,  Arch-deacons, 
with  almost  all  the  Nobility  of  the  Kingdom,  Masters,  and 
Clerks,  met  here  by  the  Command  of  the  Pope,  that  they 
might  celebrate  the  Divorce  between  the  Countess  of  SssKX 
and  her  Husband ;  but  on  the  Morrow,  the  Consistory  was 
discharged,  and  every  one  returned  to  their  Homes. 
lud.  M.  114.  This  Abbot  appointed  a  melodious  and  most  sweet  noted 
Bell,  called  by  the  Name  of  St.  Mary,  to  be  tolled  thrice 
every  Day  at  seasonable  times,  to  c^il  six  Monks,  with  the 
chief  at  the  Altar,  and  other  faithful  People  of  Christ  and 
St.  Mary  humbly  and  devoutly  administering  to  th»n,  and 
praying  for  the  Pkrosperity  of  this  Church  and  their  own. 
He  also  rebuilt  St.  Cuiiberfs  Chappel,  being  as  then 
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niinoas  and  ready  to  fall  down,  wUch  he  made  to  the  Hon-     Btmd.  ^ 
our  of  St.  Cuthbert,  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  St.  Agnes  the    ^^SS*!^ 
Virgin;  and  when  he  had  goTern'd  this  Choroh  twenty  SbttPvu. 
Years  and  almost  three  Months,  he  died  on  the  Feast  of  St.  ^^  '^' 
Maithew,  An.  1235, 19  H.  III.  and  was  boned  on  the  3d  of 
the  Calends  of  JlforcA  following,  by  the  Abbot  ofBStantam* 

XXIIL  John  of  f^MfnlK,  bora  at  that  Town,  from  >wd.ibi.i33. 
whenoe  he  received  hisName,  and  Prior  of  the  Cell  there, 
was  created  and  instalFd  Abbot  of  this  Charch ;  he  mve  a 
Cap  well  embroider'd,  with  a  bushy  Robe  to  wear  m  the 
Qnire,  and  a  Cup  guilded  with  silver,  very  precious  in 
Work  and  Substance,  which  he  assig^'d  for  the  Kefectory: 
He  built  a  mdst  noble  Hall  for  the  Use  of  Strangers,  and 
added  very  many  Bedchambers  to  the  same,  with  an  inner 
Parlour,  and  a  Chimney,  and  a  most  noble  Picture,  and  an 
Entry,  and  a  small  Hall;  also  a  most  noble  Entry,  with  a 
Porch  or  Gallery,  and  very  many  fair  Bedchambers,  with 
their  inner  Chambers,  and  Chimneys,  to  receive  Strangers 
honourably ;  for  the  Hall  which  was* there  was  become  ruin- 
ous, and  very  unsightly,  but  the  new  Hall  was  covered  with 

King  Hen.  III.  bv  his  Charter  dated  at  SRtKtetoA,  17 
May,  Anno  1248,  32  Rsgni  sui,  granted  Free-warren  to 
this  Abbot  and  his  Successors,  in  lul  their  Demesne  Lands 
whatsoever  in  SnglBltb^  and  that  no  Person  should  hawk  or 
hunt  there  without  his  License,  upon  the  Pain  of  1(M. 

Anno  1250,  34  H.  III.  upon  St.  Lucies  Day,  there  was  hoii.toi.  % 
a  great  Earthquake  in  this  Town  and  the  Parts  thereabouts,  ^^^ 
'with  a  Noise  under  Ghround  as  tho'  it  thundred,  which  was 
the  more  strange,  for  that  the  Ground  is  chalky  and  sound, 
nor  hollow  or  loose  as  those  are  where  Earthquakes  often 
happ^i ;  and  this  Noise  did  so  friffht  the  Dawes,  Rooks,  and 
other  Birds,  which  sat  upon  Houses  or  Trees,  that  they 
flew  to  and  fro,  as  if  they  had  been  frighted  by  a  Ooss-hawk. 
Auguitine  GaUstius,  in  his  Book  of  EarthcjudLes,  says,  d^at 
the  Cause  of  them  proceeds  from  the  Wmd  when  it  gets 
into  the  Bowels  of  the  Eiuth,  and  being  rarified  by  the  sun 
or  Stars  beginneth  to  swell,  and  seeking  Passage  to  get 
forth,  is  pent  up  by  the  Solidness  of  the  &rth,  of  which  he 
setteth  forth  three  Kinds ; 

1*  ChoBmaHus,  when  the  Ground  gapeth  or  sinketh 
down,  like  that  which  happened  Anno  1175,  26  H.  II.  at 
Oxnd^allnear  BatTlfnOtOlli  in  the  Bishoprick  of  Bmj^Bmt  the 
Earth  lifted  up  itself  Tike  an  high  Tower,  and  so  stood  fitnn 
Morning  till  Night,  then  it  fell  down  widi  a  terrible  Noise, 
leaving  a  hugh  deep  Pit,  which  Lelandasl^  he  saw,  and  is 
now  called  lien  Bfttlt. 

2.  Another  Kind  is  Brasia  or  BroMmaiius,  as  when  the 
Earth  riseth  up  like  an  Hill,  and  so  moveth  as  iMmUe 
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Hmui.  1^    Hill  in  f^mbntej^tte.  Anno  1571»  which  for  three  Days  to- 

Caieiof.     gether  raised  itself  to  a  great  Height,  and  so  moTed  in  a 

frightful  Sort,  with  a  roaring  Noise,  it  overthrew  IBtmiBSton 

Chappel,  Sheepcoat,  and  Trees,  and  at  length  rested,  being 

now  of  the  Height  of  12  Fathoms. 

3.  The  last  Kind  is  J^tcAiento,  as  when  the  Earth  trem- 
bleth  and  shdceth,  like  that  great  Earthquake  in  1165,  12 
H.  II.  in  the  Isle  of  Sip,  i^rfoRt,  and  ^ttSoft,  that  over- 
threw them  that  stood  on  their  Feet,  and  made  Bells  to  ring 
in  the  Steeple. 

King  Henry ^  by  his  Charter  dated  13th  of  October,  An. 
1254,  38  Regni  eui,  discharged  the  Abbot  of  an  Amerce- 
ment of  100/.  assessed  upon  this  Town  and  Liberty ;  because 
the  Inhabitants  came  not  before  Henry  de  Mare  and  Wil- 
liam de  Wilifm  at  (Sj^isj^ttnt,  which  is  out  of  the  Liberty, 
to  enquire  ofTrespasses ;  and  he  released  to  this  Abbot  two 
Marks  and  an  Half,  which  Nicholas  de  Espiter,  Alexander 
Stoikf  William  de  Saurige,  and  Reginald  the  Groldsmith, 
Tenants  of  the  Abbot,  were  amerced  out  of  the  liberty,  for 
that  Trespass,  and  the  King  confirmed  this  Priviledge  be- 
cause the  Tenants  of  this  Abbot  ought  not  by  their  Charters 
to  be  summoned  out  of  this  liberty  before  any  Justice  or 
Inquisitors  for  any  Cause  whatsoever. 

Anno  1247, 31  H.  IIL  John  and  Alexander,  two  Friars 
Minors,  Englishmen  by  Birth,  were  sent  by  the  Pope  to  col- 
lect Money  in  (Snglanby  by  his  Authority,  and  under  the 
Pretence  of  Charity ;  they  obtained  the  King's  License  for 
it,  then  came  to  this  Monastery,  where  they  demanded  of 
this  Abbot  400  Marks  to  be  paid  to  them  for  the  Pope's  Use: 
Who  answered,  that  such  Exactions  were  never  known  be- 
fore, and  very  umust,  for  that  it  was  impossible  to  answer 
them,  and  in  the  Beginning  of  Lent  following,  they  demand- 
ed again  of  the  Abbot  other  400  Marks,  and  then  cited  the 
Abbot  to  appear  at  'SiOntton  within  three  Days,  to  satisfie  the 
Pope's  Demand ;  upon  which  the  Abbot  sent  his  Archdea- 
con to  appear  for  him  at  the  Place  appointed,  who  after  De- 
mand made,  obtain'd  with  some  DuBBculty  a  Copy  of  the 
Brief,  and  answer'd  that  the  Abbot  designed  to  send  special 
Messengers  to  Iftotne.  to  acquaint  the  Pope  with  these 
Grievances,  and  for  Remedy  appealed  to  bun ;  but  when 
the  Messengers  of  the  Abbot  came  to  HgDllS*  (where  the 
Pope  then  resided)  they  were  coldly  received,  and  met  with 
great  Difficulties,  and  some  Checks ;  but  when  they  saw 
Uieir  Entertainment,  and  no  Remedy,  they  compounded  for 
200  Marks,  and  their  Expence  amounted  to  a  hundred 
Marks  more. 

ilnno  1267,  41  JET.  III.  the  Archbishop  of  iHtewftia  came 

pt.s^  foL  955.  as  Legate  from  the  Pope  with  a  great  Train  of  Servants  and 

Horses,  and  Letters  of  Procuration,  and  Authority  to  de- 
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mand,  receive,  andpunish  sVich  as  should  resist^  and  sent     tfnaul. of 
his  Commands  in  Writing  to  every  Prelate  to  provide  him    ,^^1^*?^^ 
Money  by  Way  of  Proxy,  so  that  he  received  21  Marks  of    ^^^^^^^^ 
this  Church,  and  the  Cells  belonging  to  it,  and  when  the 
Monks  gave  him  a  Visit  in  his  House,  and  brought  no  Mo- 
ney with  them,  he  asked  them  why  they  were  such  Beggars, 
and  advised  them  to  send  to  some  Merchant  that  would  lend 
them  the  Money,  and  detained  them  there  as  Prisoners  un- 
till  such  time  that  they  had  satisfied  his  covetous  Demands. 

This  Abbot  and  Convent  on  Patm-sunday,  Aimo  1257 ^  ^  . . 
received  Letters  from  the  Pope  to  let  them  know  that  they  ofid^tJlf* 
must  pay  five  hundred  Marks  to  certain  Merchants,  to  whom       ' 
they  were  bound  in  that  Sum  within  a  Month,  otherwise 
they  were  to  understand,  that  after  that  time  they  should  be 
suspended;  tho'  they  did  not  know  that  they  were  bound 
to  any  Man. 

The  Exactors  or  Usurers  being  severe  upon  this  Church 
about  the  Feast  of  Simon  and  Jtuile,  it  was  under  Interdict  ibid.foi.e20. 
fifteen  Days,  not  that  it  wanted  great  Priviledges,  but  that 
the  detestable  Addition  of  Nan  Obstante  annuU'd  the 
pious  Concessions  and  Authority  of  all  the  holy  Fathers ; 
therefore  the  Convent  rather  chose  to  comply  with  an  unjust 
and  violent  Sentence,  than  be  guilty  of  a  Contempt. 

Anno  1258, 42  If.  III.  King  If.  came  to  this  Monastery ;  Matt  p^b^ 
he  continued  three  Days,  caused  them  to  carry  the  Martyr  ^'^  ^'^' 
solemnly  in  Procession  thro'  the  Cloyster  of  St.  Katharine, 
where  he  perform'd  his  devout  Oblations ;  and  whilst  he 
staid  there.  Messengers  brought  News  that  Walter  Cumin, 
the  most  potent  Earl  of  §b(OtlBtib»  was  killed  by  a  Fall  from 

his  Horse ;  and  he  also  heard  that  / Son  of  Geoffrey, 

not  far  from  CEfttflfbrto^  was  dead,  for  whom  the  King  caused 
Mass  to  be  solemnly  celebrated  in  the  Convent ;  and  he  was 
farther  informed  that  Brancaley,  a  Senator  of  iSottU,  was 
dead,  which  was  no  small  Detriment,  and  his  Unkle  was 
substituted  in  his  Place. 

Anno  1265,  49  Hen.  III.  this  Town  was  fortified  with  a 
Wall,  and  so  close  shut  up  with  Locks  and  Bars  on  the 
Gates  on  the  inside  and  outside  for  Fear  of  War,  that  Tra- 
vellers desirous  to  pass,  especially  Horsemen,  were  denied 
.  Passage  thro'  the  Town ;  at  which  time  Gregory  of  Sbtf^Ap 
Constable  of  l^ntfoiby  envying  the  Courage  of  die  Alban- 
esses,  boasted  that  he  would  enter  the  Town  with  three 
Youths  and  four  of  the  best  Villains  he  had  at  fj^trtfoitt, 
and  in  Order  to  it,  enter'd  the  Town,  and  looking  up  and 
down  as  though  he  had  done  a  ereat  Act,  making  every 
where  some  toolish  Discourse,  he  at  length  said  to  his 
Youths,  See  which  Way  the  Wind  stands ;  by  and  by  an 
Executioner  thinking  that  he  would  burn  the  Town,  I  will 
teach  thee,  saith  he,  which  Way  the  Wind  stands,  and  pre* 
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tfMiA  9f    sentlv  gave  him  a  Blow  on  the  Cheek  with  sneh  FV>roe, 

^M^fM-     that  he  laid  him  on  the  Gronnd  at  his  Feet,  and  thereapon 

^^^^^^'^^^    he  with  hifl  Youths  were  encompassed  in,  and  secnied  with 

Iron  Rings  and  Fetters,  and  presently  their  H^ids  were  cut 

off  by  the  Executioner,  and  fixed  upon  long  Poles,  plai^ 

at  the  four  Ends  of  the  Town ;  but  when  the  King  heard 

all  this,  he  amerced  the  Town  at  a  hundred  Marks,  who 

presently  paid  the  Money. 

This  Abbot  did  appropriate  the  Churches  of  ,^ort01l# 

(EBbUnglBmi  fj^ntcbttnui  and  Sbt  iSUc^ae I ;  and  bought  a 

House  in  (EDj^tttQ-Stntt,  very  fit  for  Strangers,  because  'twas 
a  comer  House,  and  open  to  the  Street  on  the  East,  and  to 
the  other  Street  ririit  orer  against  the  Abby  Gate. 
Wot.  Ada        XXIV.  Rogw  vn  the  time  of  Edm.  I.  succeeded,  he  was 
Ssi.^"  foL    ^  y^^  pious  and  religions  Man,  and  wondrously  loved  the 
Beauty  of  this  Church,  he  laid  out  great  Costs  and  Charges 
upon  the  Bepair  thereof,  and  adorning  it,  gave  three  tuna- 
ble Bells  to  the  Steeple,  whereof  two  were  dedicated  to  the 
Honour  of  St.  Attan,  and  the  third  to  the  Honour  of  St. 
AmphibabUf  which  he  appointed  to  be  runff  at  nine  of  the 
Clock  every  Night;  whereupon  it  was  owed  Cor/sii,  or 
cover  Fire-bell,  ror  that  every  one  was  bound  to  cover  their 
Fire  when  the  Bell  was  rung. 
j^^  XXV.  John  of  iSeckllBlltttdl  was  the  next  that  was  pro- 

moted to  the  pastoral  Staff,  who  apply'd  his  Mind  wholly  to 
Works  of  Piety,  and  to  Prayers  for  the  Health  of  his  Soul. 
King  Edw.  I.  by  his  Charter  dated  at  VBUMUfmin,  33 
loipniiiMM.  Jam.  4  Be^ni  svi,  granted,  that  since  the  Abby  was  imme- 
diately subject  to  ue  Court  of  Iftomf «  and  exempt  from  all 
ecclesiastical  and  secular  Authority,  the  Abbot  shall  certify 
all  Excommunications  into  the  Chancery,  which  shall  be  as 
effectual  as  the  Certificate  of  uiy  Bishop;  and  farther  grant- 
ed, that  the  Abbots  should  nave  episcopal  Power  over  all 
Persons  within  their  Jurisdiction. 

ilnno  1290, 18  Edw.  I.  Queen  fZtonor  died  on  the  28th 
of  November,  of  a  grievous  Sickness  at  fJ^ClUbSy  a  Town  near 
Hoii.  ToL  9.  %foC0ln|  as  the  Kmg  was  on  his  Journey  to  ^COtiontli  where- 
Nordeo,p.s2.  upon  hc  retumod  to  convey  her  Corps  to  'S^onboili  and  in 
every  Town  and  Place,  where  her  Bodv  staid  in  her  Pas- 
sage from  thence  to  SKe»tm{ll9ttr#  the  King  caused  astute- 
ly Cross  to  be  erected,  whereupon  one  was  built  in  this 
Town,  gamish'd  widi  the  Image  of  the  Queen,  and  his  and 
her  Arms  fixt  upon  it  in  Commemoration  of  her ;  he  lament- 
ed her  Death,  and  bewailed  the  Loss  of  her  all  the  Days  of 
his  life,  for  she  was  a  vertuous  Lady,  modest,  pitiful,  a 
Lover  of  the  English  Nation,  and  as  it  were,  a  Pillar  of 
Defence  to  the  whole  Realm ;  her  Bowels  were  buried  in 
the  Lady  Church  at  lincolne.  where  a  Tomb  was  erected 
with  the  Arms  of  QIDaStOe,  but  her  Body  was  buried  at 
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XXVI.  John  MarinsM  was  the  next  Abbot  in  Succes- 
sbn,  and  gave  a  Censor  of  great  Price,  and  many  other  Ne- 
cessaries to  this  Church. 

Anno  1902,  30  Edw.  I.  King  Edward,  by  his  Charter 
dated  at  iSalbfStieamf ,  20  July,  granted  to  the  Abbot  and 
Convent,  thit  the  Prior  and  Convent  in  all  times  of  Vaca- 
tion after  the  Death  of  any  Abbot,  shall  have  the  Custody 
of  the  Abby,  and  of  all  their  Lands  and  Groods,  and  shall 
dispose  of  them  at  their  Pleasure ;  saving  to  the  King  and 
his  Heirs,  all  Knights'  Fees  and  Advowson  of  Churches, 
which  shall  happen  in  the  times  of  any  such  Vacation,  and 
one  thousand  Marks  per  Annum,  to  be  paid  by  two  equal 
Payments  for  so  long  time  as  the  Vacancy  shcul  continue ; 
and  that  no  Sheriff,  £!scheator.  Bailiff,  or  other  Officer  shall 
intromit  into  any  of  their  Lands,  during  an  v  Vacation;  only 
the  Escheator  shall  enter  the  Ally  Gate  in  the  Vacation,  and 
make  a  Seisure  for  the  King,  and  that  being  taken,  shall 
presently  depart  from  thence  without  taking  or  carrying  any 
thing  away ;  nor  that  the  Prior  or  the  Convent  in  the  time 
of  Vacation,  shall  be  disturbed  for  their  own  Knights' Fees. 

XXVIL  Hugh  enlarged  the  Revenues  of  this  Church, 
for  he  purchased  the  Manner  of  QCafiKeCDtt  and  divers  other 
fair  Possessions,  and  obtained  from  King  Edward  divers 

great  Gifts,  with  a  Crucifix  of  Gold  beset  with  precious 
tones ;  a  Cup  of  Silver  Gruilt  of  great  Value^  and  divers 
Scotish  Beliques,  and  Timber  to  repair  the  Quire,  and  one 
hundred  Pounds  in  Money. 

The  Burgesses  held  this  Town  of  the  King  in  Chief,  and  Bndvt 
they  (as  the  Burgesses  in  other  Boroughs  in  this  Kingdom)  "^'^ 
of  Kight,  did  send  to  the  King^s  Parliaments  two  Burgess- 
es, when  they  happened  to  be  summoned,  as  they  were  used 
to  do  in  all  past  times,  for  all  Services  which  they  ought  to 
perform  to  the  King,  these  Burgesses  and  their  Predecessors 
performed  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  late  Father  of  the 
King,  and  his  Progenitors,  and  in  the  time  of  the  present 
King.

Anno  1315,  8  Edw,  II.  the  Burgesses  of  this  Borough 
complained  to  the  King  by  Petition,  that  the  SheriflTof  this 
County^  by  the  Procurement  of  the  Abbot,  refused  to  warn 
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the  Burgesses  for  this  Boroagh,  or  retora  their  Names  ac- 
cording to  his  Duty,  that  they  might  do  their  Service,  which 
was  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  Burgesses,  and  manifest  Danger 
of  disinheriting  them :  To  whicn  the  King  answered.  That 
the  Rolls  of  Chancery  should  be  searched,  if  in  the  time 
of  the  Icing's  Progenitors,  the  Bur^ses  Jised  to  come  or 
not  ?  and  then  they  should  have  Justice  done  in  this  Matter, 
and  such  as  have  been  called  should  be  called,  if  there  was 
Occasion;  and  afterwards  they  sent  two  Burgesses  again  to 
Parliament,  as  appears  by  this  Catalogue.

All  which  Burgesses  were  made  by  the  Commonalty  of 
the  Borough,  as  is  manifest  by  tiie  Records  and  Writs  for 
their  Election,  who  were  the  governing  Burgesses  of  this 
Borough ;  But  from  the  fifth  x  ear  ofEdw.  III.  I  cannot 
find  that  this  Borough  sent  any  more  Burgesses  to  Parlia- 
ment, supposing  the  Abbot  prevailed  with  the  King  to  dis- 
charge them  from  this  Service :  But  when  this  Monastery 
was  dissolved.  King  Edw.  VI.  restored  this  Priviledge  to 
them  by  Charter  dated  7  Regni  sui,  which  I  shall  shew  in 
theproper  Place. 

XXVlII.  Richard de  Wallinaford  the  next  Abbot,  was 
a  Person  ende  w'd  with  all  Kind  ofLearqing,  both  moral  and 
divine,  and  pass'd  thro'  many  Troubles  in  Defence  of  the 
Rights  of  this  Church ;  he  gave  a  Clock  to  the  same  which 
far  exceeded  all  the  Clocks  that  were  at  that  time  in  (Sng- 
lanby  and  he  repaired  the  Mills  of  the  Park,  the  ittoOTi  <^- 
ilgCOtt  and  lutinii  and  made  a  Mill  at  this  Town,  and  another 

at  Jbtan&fd&y. 

Anno  1321, 14  Edw.  II.  Thomas  Earl  of  %jmCBiSMt^  the 
voiri,foi.30].  Earl  of  l^mfolyy  and  divers  other  Koblemen  incited  others 
to  their  Party,  and  with  one  Accord,  met  at  Sblb^ume  in 
XIin^C»  and  thence  with  Banners  displaid,  came  to  this 
Town,  whence  they  sent  the  Bishop  of  Sbalfoburp,  f^etefoflr^ 
and  (S^icj^tsm  to  the  King,  requiring  him  to  banish  the 
ly Spencers,  in  Regard  of  their  excessive  Charge  and  Cove- 
tousness,  and  that  thev  sway'd  him  which  Way  they  pleas'd, 
and  to  grant  his  Pardon  to  all  those  who  were  in  Arms 
against  them :  To  which  the  King  rave  a  sharp  Answer, 
which  so  exasperated  these  great  L^rds,  that  they  forthwith 
marched  to  ILonbOll :  When  the  King  discerning  his  own 
Danger,  he  assented  to  their  Demands,  at  the  Instance  of 
the  Queen ;  whereupon  the  Barons  called  a  Parliament  by 
Writ,  in  which  both  the  ly Spencers  were  banish'd,  and  the 
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Sentence  was  proclaimed  at  SKcSttniMter;  and  this  Abbot  Hwd.  <tr 

died  Anno  Dom.  1334.  <9:ate»or. 

XXIX.  JlftcAae/<&Jlfen^«iiiore  well  deserved  the  Name  wwUhlf. 
of  an  Angel  (saith  my  Author)  for  the  Works  which  he  did  '^i*^^- 
do  testify  what  he  was ;  and  that  all  the  time  that  he  g^v- 

ern'd  this  Church,  he  was  so  pious  and  mild  to  his  Brethren, 
that  he  was  accounted  as  an  Angel  amone  them.  He  died 
in  the  Year  1342,  and  was  buried  in  this  Church,  with  this 
Superscription  upon  his  Stone.

XXX.  Thomas  de  la  More  Prior  of  ®fnmOttt|ft  in  the 
County  of  Nort]btltn&£rIan&|  was  advanced  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  Church. 

Anno  1347,  21  Edw.  III.  the  King  granted  to  him  and 
his  Convent,  that  they  might  improve  their  Wasts,  and  let 
them  to  Tenants  for  Years,  life,  or  otherwise,  for  the  true 
Value ;  and  by  Deed  dated  Anno  1350,  24  Edw.  III.  in  't>i« 
Consideration  that  the  Abbot  and  Convent  had  granted  to 
the  King  the  Advowson  of  9stc|^£t,  he  released  to  them* 
one  Pension  of  five  Pounds  oer  Annum,  which  they  paid  to 
the  Ki^'s  Chaplains,  till  he  was  preferred,  because  the 
King*s  Progenitors  were  Founders  of  the  Abby ;  and  Anno  n^j^ 
1357, 31  Edw.  III.  the  King  granted  Leave  to  the  Abbot 
and  Convent,  to  inclose  the  Abby  with  a  stone  Wall,  and 
that  they  should  hold  two  Fairs  in  the  Town  of  SStatfotlT, 
every  Vear,  the  one  to  continue  for  three  Days,  the  other 
for  two  Davs. 

Anno  13ol,  4  R.  II.  Wat  TyUr  and  Jack  Straw  raised   hoii.  n»i.  3. 

Seat  Commotions  in  several  Counties,  which  brought  much  ^^'  ^^' 
isturbance  and  Trouble  upon  this  Abbot,  for  the  Rebels 
came  hither,  demanded  of  him  and  the  Monks  all  the  Char- 
ters that  concerned  their  Liberties,  and  -to  take  such  new 
ones  as  might  serve  their  Purpose ;  the  Abbot  and  Monks 
fearing  every  Hour  that  they  would  bum  their  House  be- 
cause thev  had  them  not;  the  Prior,  certain  Monks,  and 
Laymen,  Servants  to  the  Abbot,  fled  for  Fear  of  the  Rabble, 
knowing  their  Hatred  to  them ;  but  when  they  understood 
that  their  Captain  Wat  Tyler  was  slain,  they  began  to  be 
more  moderate,  and  the  rather,  for  that  a  Knight  brought 
the  King^s  Letters  of  Protection  in  Behalf  of  the  Abbot  and 
his  House,  yet  they  continued  their  Demands,  that  the  Ab- 
bot would  discharge  them  of  all  Services  and  accustomed 
Labours,  so  that  they  intended  to  be  freed  from  all  such 
Works  and  Customs,  as  heretofore  they  had  usually  done 
for  their  Landlords. 

When  the  King  had  quieted  the  Commotions  in  JE%%tXf 
he  came  with  a  great  Number  of  armed  Men  and  Archers  to 
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H««tf.  9$    this  Town»  where  be  caused  the  Malefiieton  to  be  hfOQu^t 
^^"^"^     from  l^ertfbrly  Gaol  to  this  Place,  in  Order  to  be  tried  fov 
^'^'^^^^^    their  several  Treasons  before  Sir  Robert  JVesilian,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  King's  Bench ;  whereupon  Join  JBtdl,  a  wick* 
ed  Friest,  brought  from  <2Dobnitl5t  was  tryed  by  the  Kins^s 
Order,  on  Saturday  the  13th  Day  of  July,  Anno  5  R.  fh 
for  High  Treason,  and  the  same  Day,  was  eondemned  to  be 
drawn,  hanged,  and  quartered ;  but  thro'  the  Intercession  of 
William  Bishop  of  lohbon^  his  Execution  was  respited^  that 
he  might  obtain  Repentance  for  the  Health  of  his  Soul,  un- 
til Monday  following,  being  the  fifteenth  Day  of  July,  when 
his  Body  was  quarter'd,  and  sent  to  four  Cities  of  the 
Realm;   then  William  Oreendecob,  WUliam   Codington, 
,   John  Barbor,  and  others  of  this  Town  and  County,  to  the 
Number  of  fifteen  Persons,  were  tryed,  condemned,  drawn, 
and  handed  ;  also  diyers  of  the  chief  Men  of  this  Town,  as 
Richard   Wallingford,  John  Oarleel,  William  Berewel, 
Thomas  Putor,  and  about  eighty  Persons  of  the  Country, 
were  committed  to  Prison,  but  aiterwards  were  discharged 
upon  the  King^s  Pardon.    The  Townsmen  possess'd  with 
great  Hatred  and  Malice  against  the  Abbot  and  Conyent, 
Hoii  TOi  9,     *'*^  many  Ways  to  saye  those  that  were  to  be  executed ; 
M.  431 .'       and  seyeral  of  the  Townsmen  and  Tenants  of  the  Abbot  and 
Conyent  haying  gotten  Letters  of  Discharge  from  perform- 
ing any  bond  Seryice  to  them,  the  King  directed  his  Let- 
ters to  John  Ludowick,  John  Westwicombe,  John  Kentiny, 
Richard  Perers,  Walter  Saunford,  Richard  Gifford,  Tho- 
mas Eidon,  and  William  Eccushal,  to  make  Proclamation 
in  all  Towns  and  Places  where  'twas  necessary,  through  the 
Counties  of  33m6lnslbani  and  f^ertfoilr ;  That  all  and  every 
Person  and  Persons  that  ought  to  do  any  Manner  of  Ser^ 
vice  or  Duty,  to  the  Abbot  and  Convent^  whether  they  were 
Bondmen  or  Freemen,  should  do  and  perform  the  same  in 
such  Manner  as  they  had  used  to  do,  before  the  late  Troun 
bles  upon  their  Faith  and  Allegiance,  to  the  King,  upon  the 
Forfeiture  of  all  that  they  had  to  lose,  and  if  any  rejitsed  to 
do  the  same,  that  the  Cfommissioners  should  commit  them 
to  Prison,  till  further  Order  for  their  Punishment. 
n>i4.  fbi.439.        On  St.  Margarets  Day  all  the  Commons  of  this  County 
that  were  between  fifteen  and  threescore  Years  of  Age,  a 
summoned  to  appear  before  the  King  in  the  great  Court  of 
this  Abby,  came  hither,  and  took  an  Oath  from  henceforth 
to  be  faithful  Subjects  to  him  and  neyer  to  rise,  or  make  any 
Commotion  to  the  Dbturbance  of  his  Peace,  and  rather  die 
than  consent  to  any  rebellious  Persons,  whom  they  should 
to  the  uttenoost  of  their  Powers  apprehend,  and  deliyer  to 
Prison,  that  they  might  be  forth  coming. 

^  Soon  after,  the  Kiue  came  to  lEastpamstAt  to  recreate 
himself  with  hunting,  where  he  heard  that  the  Bodies  which 
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were  hanged  here  were  taken  down  from  the  Gallowes,  and    A«"<f •  of 
remdyed  a  mat  Way  from  the  same ;  this  so  incensed  the    f^^^J 
King,  that  ne  sent  a  Writ,  tested  the  8d  of  August,  Anno  wmv.  foi. 
1S81,  to  the  Bailiffs  of  this  Burroughs  commanding  them  ^^' 
upon  Sight  thereof,  to  cause  Chains  to  be  made,  and  to  hang 
the  Bodies  in  them  upon  the  same  Gallowesy  there  to  re- 
main so  long  as  one  Piece  might  stick  to  another,  according 
to  the  Judgment ;  but  the  Townsmen  not  daring  to  disobey 
the  King's  Command,   hanged  the  dead  Bodies  of  their 
Neighbours  again,  to  their  great  Shame  and  Reproach, 
When  they  could  not  get  any  othar  for  any  Wages  to  come 
near  the  stinking  Carcasses,  but  they  themselves  were  com- 
pelled to  do  so  Tile  an  Office. 

King  BicKatd  by  his  Chfurter,  dated  the  6  of  September 
following,  reciting,  whereas  King  Edward  I.  had  granted 
to  the  Abbot  and  Monks,  that  the  Prior  and-  Convent 
should  receive  the  Profits  of  the  Lands  of  the  Abby,  pay- 
ing one  thousand  Marks  per  Annum  to  the  King,  granted 
to  them  all  their  Groods  and  Temporalities ;  and  all  that 
they  should  hereafter  purchase  for  this  Church  to  the 
Prior  and  Convent,  as  if  it  were  sede  plena ;  saving  to  the 
Kingjthe  Knights*  Fees,  and  Advowsons  of  the  Churches, 
mid  Escheats,  which  should  fall  in  the  time  of  such  Taca- 
tion ;  yeilding  yearly  to  the  King  and  his  Heirs  for  ever, 
fifty  Marks,  and  to  be  for  ever  discharged  of  the  Payment 
of  the  thousand  Marks  in  the  time  of  any  Vacation,,  and 
alsa  to  be  excused  from  serving  in  his  Wars,  for  the  Lands 
^they  faetd  of  him ;  after  this  Abbot  had  waded  through  dl 
bis  Troubles,  he  adorned  this  Church  much  more  nchly, 
than  any  of  his  Predecessors  had  done,  appropriated  the 
Church  of  Anpleton,  and  covered  the  West  Fart  of  the 
Floor  with  Pavements,  and  the  several  Gifts  which  he 
gave  to  the  same,  cost  him  above  four  thousand  Pounds ; 
then  he  ended  his  tHys  very  piously,  Anno  1896,  and  was 
buried  in  this  Church. 

XXXI.  John  Moot  was  the  next  that  was  preferred  to  wmt.  jtm. 
the  Government  of  this  Church,  whom  King  Richard  fa*-  ^'^  ^^'' 
voured ;  for  he  by  hiA  Charter  dated  at  VSlt»mimin,  Feb. 
Anno  1307,  SO  neffni  eui,  reciting,  whereas  the  Abby  was 
immediatelv  subject  to  the  Pope  of  9Roiliet  and  by  the  in^** 
Pope's  Bull,  they  may  elect  their  Abbot,  paying  twenty 
Marks  yearly  to  the  Pope's  Collector  in  <SnQlatl&;  he  con- 
firmed llns  Bull,  so  as  under  the  Seal  of  Convent  they 
satisfied  the  King  of  the  Death  of  every  Abbot ;  and  prayM 
Leave  to  choose  a  new  Abbot ;  he  pardoned  their  Ofience  in 
procuring  the  Apostolical  Letters  without  Leave,  and  grant- 
ed the  Kent  of  twenty  Pounds  jMr  Annum  to  the  Pope. 

Thb  Abbot  erected  a  very  fair  House  for  himself  and  his 
Successors  in  the  Manner  of  ®rtten|lBnani  where  they  ^^'^'' 
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ffund.  ^    might  retire  for  their  Ease  and  Pleasare,  recreate  tkem- 
^1^^    selves,  and  be  merry  with  their  Friends  and  Relations;  but 
wetT.iToN.     died  before  he  had  finisht  the  same.  Anno  Ckristi  1401,  1 
**'^^'  Henry  nil. 

XxXII.  William  HaytDorth  goyem'd  this  Church, 
was  admir'd  mnch  for  his  great  Holiness  and  Deyotion, 
beloved  both  of  God  and  Man  for  the  Strictness  of  his  life, 
and  the  Excellency  of  his  Government,  when  he  had  per- 
formed many  Acts  of  Piety,  he  died  about  the  Year,  1434, 
12  Hen.  VI.  and  was  buried  in  thb  Church. 
Ibid,  foi  582.  XXXIII.  John  de  Whethamsted  was  denominated  from 
the  Soil  of  his  Place  of  Birth,  a  Village  near  this  Town 
called  SStj^ttj^amSt^ ;  but  from  his  original  Parents,  Bos- 
tock.  He  was  a  Monk  of  the  Priory  of  ^(nillOtttjft  in 
jBortj^umietlantry  to  which  he  bequea&ed  a  Challice  of 
Gold,  and  from  thence,  was  worthily  promoted  to  the  Govern* 
ment  of  this  Church ;  where  he  was  very  famous  for  his  great 
Learning,  his  Godly  life  and  Conversation,  his  pleasant 
Disposition,  and  his  ereat  Affection  to  the  Beauty  of  the 
House  of  God;  and  he  was  so  espoused  and  betrothed  to 
it,  that  he  raised  great  Sums  of  Money  to  adorn  and  enrich 
the  same,  and*  caused  our  Ladies  Chappel  to  be  trimmed 
and  rarely  painted,  with  Stories  out  of  the  Sacred  History, 
and  with  Verses  curiously  drawn  in  Gold;  he  built  a  small 
Chappel  on  the  South  Part  of  the  Church  for  his  own 
burial  Place,  and  caused  new  Windows  to  be  made,  and 
glaized  in  the  North  Part  of  his  Church,  which  were  some- 
what dark,  that  it  might  appear  more  light  and  glorious^ 
and  several  Hexameters  were  inscribed  in  the  Glass  under 
the  Images  of  certain  Heathen  Philosophers,  which  had 
testified  of  the  Incarnation  of  Jesus  Chnst,  and  caused  a 
fair  larffe  Window  to  be  made  in  the  West  End  of  tiie 
North  isle,  to  illuminate  his  Church. 
Ibid.  foi.5S3.  He  made  a  reyerend  kind  of  embroidered  Vesture  for 
himself  and  his  Successors  to  use  when  they  entered  into 
the  Sanctum  Sanctorum,  a  new  Mitre,  and  a  Pastoral 
Staff,  a  Chalice  of  pure  Gold,  a  Pair  of  Silver  Censers* 
and  a  Pair  of  Silver  Flagons  Guilt,  upon  which  the  simili- 
tudes of  a  Lamb  and  an  Eagle  were  engraved,  for  the  Use 
of  the  Holy  Altar;  and  upon  the  Pictures  of  Christ,  the 
blessed  Virgin,  St.  Alban,  and  the  sacred  Host,  as  they 
were  to  be  carried  into  the  Cloister  or  into  the  Town,  and 
he  caused  diverse  Verses  to  be  written,  to  bring  the  People 
into  a  reverend  Esteem  of  them. 

He  likewise  trimmed  up  his  Monastery  with  curious 
painted  Imageries,  and  divers  Inscriptions  in  Golden  Let- 
ters, some  in  his  own  Lodgings,  others  in  the  Walk,  be- 
twixt the  Hall  and  the  Abbot's  Chamber,  others  in  the 
Chamber  adjoyning  to  his  Study,  and  others  in  the  Win- 
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dow8  of  the  Abbot's  Study  or  Library;  he  gave  a  great  S^^'^ 
Bason  of  Silver  double  Guilt  to  the  Monastery,  built  a  2!^ 
Chappel  for  the  Gonyent,  and  in  all  his  new  Building  or 
RepairingSy  he  caused  the  Pictures  of  a  Lamb  and  an  Eagle 
to  be  drawn  or  painted  thereupon  with  Verses,  which  might 
lately  have  been  read  upon  the  Roof  or  Top  of  the  Quire 
of  the  Abby  Church. 

He  also  built  much  at  his  Manner  of  ^fttttlj^angeri 
greatly  enlarged  the  Chappel  there,  and  caused  the  Simili- 
tudes of  all  the  Saints  of  his  own  Christian  Name,  John, 
with  his  own  Picture  to  be  painted  upon  the  Walls;  and 
this  Prayer  in  a  distick,  that  the  unworthy  He  might  have 
a  Place  with  his  Namesakes  in  Heaven,  He  rebuilt  the 
Church  of  IfUWbunii  and  consecrated  the  Altar  again;  he 
erected  a  Library  in  the  Monk's  CoUedge  in  <!^xforbf|  to 
which  he  gave  many  Books,  also  a  Chappel  adjoyning  to 
the  Library,  and  in  the  principal  Windows  the  Pictures  of 
the  Crucifix,  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  St.  John  Baptist  were 
painted. 

He  bestow'd  great  charges  upon  the  Abbot's  House  in  iimL 
'XontfOllt  and  by  his  great  Wisdom,  jperswaded  Humphry 
Duke  of  CEfbcrStert  to  give  a  Suit  of  V  estments  worth  3000 
Marks,  with  the  Manner  of  ^^btooft  in  S&Otttj^  SKabs,  that 
the  Monks  should  pray  for  his  Soul ;  chose  this  Church  for 
the  Place  of  his  Burial;  and  when  he  had  govem'd  this 
Monastery  about  twenty  Years,  he  resigned  up  his  Staff. 

XXXI V.  John  Stock,  Prior  of  iBKBlmg{orto»  about  Ann. 
1455,  33  Henry  VI.  was  elected  from  tnence  to  govern 
this  Church  the  same  Year ;  the  Duke  of  Yotfc  accompanied 
witii  his  choice  Friends,  the  Earls  of  SbaUsi^Utg  and  eSat-  IV"^^"^ 
fDiC&i  the  Lord  Cobham  and  others,  raised  a  potent  Army, 
and  marched  towards  'Xoillyon :  The  King  levied  another 
with  iSuAfnjAamt  Humphry  his  eldest  Son,  Earl  of  Sbtaf- 
Unti^  Edmund  Duke  of  ^bommet,  and  divers  others  of  the 
Nobilitv  and  Gentry,  to  the  Number  of  two  thousand 
Men  of  War,  set  fortbfrom  SEbStminStet)  the  21st  Day  of 
May,  Anno  1445,  33  Hen.  IV.  and  marching  towards  this 
Town  to  meet  them,  quartered  that  Night  at  SBatfottK  or 
SRabcfotlVi  and  the  next  Morning  came  early  to  this  Town; 
about  which  time  the  Duke  of  l^otdfc  appeared  in  the  Head 
of  his  Army,  drawn  up  together  in  a  Place  called  WitJ^Sb 
near  this  Borough,  but  the  King  pitched  his  Banner  in  a 
Place  called  CEosdoto  some  time  IbanMort]^  in  ^t.  ^fitttt^S 
^tttett  and  commanded  the  Wards  and  Barriers  of  the 
Town  should  be  strongly  guarded. 

When  the  Duke  of  ^Of6  had  continued  with  his  Army

in  the  Feild  from  seven  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning,  till  Hou.  toi.2, 
almost  ten,  the  Duke  by  the  advice  of  his  Council,  desired  **^^^ 
of  the  King  in  Writings  that  his  Majesty  would  be  pleased 
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Hund.^    to  deliver  such  as  they  should  acGVSBt  that  they  mig^t 

®5i*J*\    suffer  as  they  had  deserved. 

^'^"^^^^^  So  soon  as  the  King  received  this  Message,  he  com- 
manded all  People  to  av(Hd  the  Field,  and  threatraed  to 
punish  every  Mother's  Son,  according  to  Law,  who  should 
assist  the  Traitors,  and  rather  than  they  dKmld  have  any 
Lord  to  protect  them,  he  would  that  Day  liye  and  die  in 
the  Quarrel. 

Hoii.  vol.  2,        Bat  Hottingshead  reports  from  this  Abbot,  that  when 

M  ^^  the  Kbg  first  heard  of  the  Duke's  Approach,  he  .sent  the 
Duke  of  iOttdkinsJ^ain  and  others,  to  know  the  Cause  of  his 
coming  in  that  hostile  Manner ;  the  Duke  answered,  he  and 
his  Army  were  the  King^s  faithful  liege  Subjects,  and  in- 
tended no  Harm  to  his  Majesty,  only  desired  that  he  would 
deliver  up  into  his  Hands  the  Duke  of  Sb^MlteiSiett  who  had 
lost  iSormanlXB,  taken  no  Care  to  preserve  <SrawrflU|  and 
had  brought  the  Realm  into  this  miserable  Condition;  then 
they  woiUd  without  Trouble  or  Breach  of  the  Peace,  return 
to  their  Countries,  otherwise  they  would  rather  die  in  the 
Field  than  suffer  this  Grievance. 

Ibid.  The  King  resolving  rather  to  try  the  Hasard  of  a  Battle, 

than  to  deliver  the  Duke  to  his  Enemies,  the  Duke  of 
¥o  A  made  a  Speech  to  encourage  his  Army  to  fight,  and 
sounding  their  Trumpets  to  Battle,  between  eleven  and 
twelve  at  Noon,  broke  in  with  his  Soldiers  in  three  several 
Places  of  the  Town,  during  which  time  the  King  beine  at 
the  House  of  Edmand  Weatby^  Hundredor  of  that  Liberty, 
and  hearing  the  Duke  was  coming,  commanded  his  Sol- 
diers to  kill  all  the  Lords,  Knights,  Gentlemen,  and  others, 
that  should  be  taken  on  his  Part.  This  done,  the  Lord 
Clifford  kept  the  Barriers  of  the  Town  so  strongly,  that 
the  Duke  of  York  could  not  enter  into  the  Town  with  all 
his  Power,  the  Earl  knowing  this,  drew  all  his  Men  toge» 
ther,  and  broke  into  the  Town,  by  the  Garden  Side,  be- 
tween the  Sign  of  the  Key  and  the  Eaechequer  in  |doU(« 
buM  SbtXtttf  and  as  soon  as  his  Soldiers  had  entered  the 
Town,  they  hollowed  with  an  extraordinary  Shout !  crying 
a  Warmck,  a  Warwick !  and  then  the  Duke  of  Yoik  en- 
tred  the  Town  with  a  strong  Hand,  broke  down  the 
Barriers,  and  fouffht  a  fierce  and  cruel  Battle,  where  there 
were  slain  on  the  King's  Part,  Edmand  Duke  of  Sbommttf 
Henry  Earl  of  iSMvibAnlaaibi  Humphry  Earl  of  Sbtaf- 
fbtb^  Son  to  the  Duke  of  SSudtliqslatK.  John  Lord  Clifford, 
Sir  Robert  Vere,  Sir  Barthram  EtUwieeU,  Em^i,  (a 
Normanhj  Birth,  who  forsaking  his  native  Country,  to  con- 
tinue in  his  loyal  Obedience  to  King  Henry,  came  into 
£nglanb  when  jformaiUyif  was  lost)  Sir  William  Chamber- 
lain, Sir  Richard  Foriescue,  and  Sir  Rtdph  Ferrers,  Kts. 
William  Zouch,  John  Bouireux,  Ralph  Babikorpe,  with 
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his  Son  William  Corwin,  WiUiam  Coitfm,  Oilbert  Fold-    Band.  4^ 
inger,  Reginald  Griffon,  John  Dawes,  EUce  Wood,  John    ^SJSSl'* 
Ekth,  Ralph  Woodward,    Gilbert  Sherlock,   and  Ralph    ^^^"^^^ 
WUlaughby,  Esquires^  with  many  others ,  as  Hall  saitfa 
eight  thousand,  bat  certainly  he  meant  eight  hundred,  which 
is  more  agreeable  to  the  Number  of  the  King's  whole 
Army,  which  he  brought  with  him  to  that  Battle,  for  they 
did  not  exceed  two  thousand,  and  of  the  other  Part  about 
six  hundred  were  slain,  of  all  which  Persons  about  forty 
eight  were  buried  in  thb  Town,  tod  at  the  Battle  were  di- 
vers wounded;  of  whom  the  King  was  shot  in  the  Neck  with 
an  Arrow,  Humphry  Duke  of  &liA(ng]^atni  and  the  Lord 
Stidley,  in  their  Visages,  and  Humphry  Earl  of  §btaflfoA 
in  his  right  Hand  with  Arrows:  The  Earl  of  IBotSft  was 
sore  hurt  that  he  could  not  ffo,  but  was  carried  Home  in  a 
Cart,  and  Sir  John  Wenlociw^B  so  wounded,  that  he  was 
conveyed  thence  in  a  Chair,  and  divers  Knights  and  Gen- 
tlemen were  also  wounded ;  Ja$nee  Butler,  Earl  of  <9r* 
montr  and  SRflittSIre,  and  Thamae  Thorpe,  Lord   Chief 
Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  with  many  others,  fled  away  thro' 
Gardens,  Backsides,  Shrubs,  Hedges,  and  Woods,  leaving 
their  Harness  there,  and  seeking  Places  where  to  hide 
themselves,  until  the  Storm  of  that  Battle  were  past;  di- 
verse of  the  King^s  House,  who  could  better  act  the  Part 
of  Courtiers  tiian  Soldiers,  fled  with  t)ie  first,  and  the 
speedy  FHght  of  those  of  the  Eastern  Parts  of  this  Realm, 
did  manifest  their  want  of  Courage ;  the  King  perceiving 
his  Men  to  have  deserted  him,  retired  into  a  poor  Man's 
Cottage,  to  save  himself  from  the  shot  of  Arrows,  which 
flew  like  Snow  about  him;  the  Battle  ended;  the  Duke  of 
I^Oti,  and  the  Earls  of  SBOatbUb^  and  §balfobttt6t  finding 
the  King  there,  humbled  themselves  before  him  on  their 
Knees,  and  begged  his  Majesty's  Grace  and  Pardon,  for 
what  they  had  done  in  his  Presence ;  whereupon  the  King 
desired,  that  they  would  require  and  charge  their  People, 
to  withold  tiieir  Hands  from  doing  any  more  Miseheif, 
which  Command  they  immediately  obeyed;  in  the  mean- 
while the  Soldiers  that  had  obtained  the  Victory,  stripped 
not  only  those  that  had  borne  Armour  against  them,  but 
also  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  and  'twas  thought  if  the 
King  had  lodged  at  his  first  coming  in  the  Abby,  as  he  did 
in  the  Midst  of  the  Town,  to  provide  the  better  against  his 
Enemies,  the  Abby  had  been  also  spoiled. 

Soon  after  the  Queen  obtained  great  Victories  at  8Kaie»  stowi^uMfr^ 
Selbi  and   encoun^;ed  with  the  Success  hereof,  was  de-  ^o^^^^ 
sirous  to  recover  the  Company  of  her  Husband  the  King, 
and  to  repeal  the  Laws  which  had  been  made  in  the  \m% 
Parliament,  to  that  intent  she  recruited  her  Army  by  the 
Assistance  of  the  Northern  Lords  who  came  with  them 
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hither,  where  she  heard  that-  the  Dukes  of  tMfmloIfc  and 
S&tt&Ifct  the  Earls  of  aBBtfoidt  and  ^nitibeU  and  the  Lord 
BonvUe,  and  others,  whom  the  Duke  of  Ytltft  had  left  to 
govern  the  Kingin  his  Absence,  had  gathered  a  great  Army, 
which  encamped  near  this  Town. 

The  Queen  with  these  Lords  on  Shrove-tuesday,  17th  of 
Febr.  Anno  1461,  39  Hen.  VI.  marching  forward  with  an 
Intent  to  pass  through  this  Town  that  they  might  fight 
their  Enemies,  received  in  the  Market-place  a  Storm  of 
Arrows,  which  flew  as  thick  as  Hail,  and  quickly  repulsed 
them,  so  that  they  were  forc'd  with  Loss  to  retire  to  the 
West  End  of  the  Town,  where  by  a  Lane  that  leadetb 
Northwards  up  to  ^U  ^ttt^S  Sbtteet  they  entered,  and  had 
a  sharp  Encounter  with  the  King's  Army;  but  after  a 
great  slaughter  on  both  Sides,  they  made  theur  way  through 
them,  and  upon  the  Heath  at  the  North  End  of  the  Town, 
called  by  some  38amBrta  f^eatjft,  by  others  NoifStanS 
'Xanlir)  tney  had  a  far  greater  Conflict  with  four  or  five 
thousand  of  the  King's  Ajrmy,  which  made  so  fierce  an 
Onset  at  the  Beginning,  that  the  Victory  rested  doubtful 
for  some  time,  so  that  if  the  Eastern  and  Southern  Men 
had  continued  as  they  began,  they  had  obtained  the 
Victory,  but  after  the  Fight  had  continued  a  long  time» 
and  none  came  to  their  Relief,  Captain  Lovelace  with  hi& 
Kentish  Men,  which  was  the  Van  of  King  Hienrv'^  Army, 
began  to  faint  and  soon  after  turning  their  jSacks  fled  away, 
over  Hedge  and  Ditch,  through  Woods  and  Bushes,  seek- 
inff  to  escape  the  bloody  Hands  of  their  cruel  Enemies,  that 
followed  them  fiercely  and  killed  many  of  them  in  the 
Flight,  and  more  had  been  destroyed,  if  the  Night  had  not 
approached. 

The  Earl  of  aStatfoidl  fled  to  the  Earl  of  0Ua^^  who 
was  coming  out  of  QStaltS  towards  'SontfOlti  and  the  No- 
bles that  were  about  the  King,  perceiving  that  the  Field 
was  lost,  and  saw  no  Hopes  of  the  Song,  who  inclin'd  to 
the  contrary  Part,  withdrew,  leaving  the  King  accompanied 
only  with  the  Lord  Bonnevile,  and  Sir  Th4nnas  Kiriell  of 
IGUnti  who  would  also  have  gone  away,  but  the  King  as- 
sured them,  that  they  should  have  no  Hurt,  and  upon  this 
Assurance,  they  tarried  with  him ;  nevertheless  at  the  In- 
stance of  the  Queen,  the  Duke  of  'Sxititj  and  the  Earl  of 
9ebOIIS|^to»  both  of  them  were  beheaded. 

In  this  Battle  Stow  saith  1916  Persons,  but  HoUingshead 
saith  230  Men,  were  slain,  of  whom  no  Nobleman  is  re- 
membred,  but  Sir  John  Gray,  who  was  the  same  Day 
knighted,  in  the  Company  of  twelve  others,  in  the  Town  of 

When  the  King  was  in  a  Manner  left  alone  without  any 
Guard,  Thomas  Hoo,  Esq.  a  Man  well  learned  in  Lan- 
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frvLBJges,  and  well  read  in  the  Law,  advised  the  Kine  to  Himd.  nf 
send  a  Messenger  to  the  Northern  Lords,  and  let  them  ^^^^ 
know,  that  he  would  gladly  come  to  them,  for  he  knew  they 
were  his  Friends,  and  meant  to  serve  him ;  the  King  ap« 
proving  it,  appointed  him  to  carry  the  Message,  who  first 
delivered  it  to  the  Earl  of  i9art|^UllAetIanbt.c^d  returning 
back  to  the  King,  brought  several  Lords  with  him;  they 
conveyed  the  I^g  fint  to  the  Lord  Clifford^ s  Tent,  that 
stood  next  to  the  Place,  where  the  King's  Army  had  en- 
camped ;  then  they  brought  the  Queen,  and  her  Son  Prince 
Edward  to  him,  whom  he  joyfully  received;  embracing 
and  kissing  them,  and  thanking  God,  who  had  restored  his 
only  Son  to  his  Possession ;  and  the  Queen  caused  him  to 
dubbe  the  Prince  a  Knight,  with  thirty  other  Persons, 
which  the  Day  before  had  fought  valiantly  on  her  Part ; 
then  they  went  to  thq  A.bby,  where  the  Abbot  and  Monks 
received  them  with  Hvmns  and  Songs,  brought  them  to  the 
High  Altar,  then  to  the  Shrine,  and  thence  conveyed  them 
to  the  Chamber,  in  which  the  King  was  wont  to  lodge,  the 
Abbot  moved  the  King  and  Queen  to  restrain  the  Northern 
Men  from  spoiling  the  Town;  and  Proclamation  was  made 
to  that  Efiect,  but  it  availed  nothing,  for  the  Queen  had  co- 
venanted with  them,  that  they  should  have  the  Plunder 
and  Spoil  of  their  Enemies  after  they  had  past  the  River 
*!E/tmXf  and  they  spared  not  any  thing  that  they  found,  that 
was  fit  for  them  to  carry  away ;  after  these  Troubles  were 
past  this  Abbot  died  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord,  1452. 

John  of  SSIttiamSttb  was  elected  a^n  into  this  Place, 
and  caused  the  Vallies  once  more  to  rejoice  with  Com ;  He 
purchased  the  Mannors  of  (SafSton  in  the  Parish  of  SEtat- 
mSf  &SSMS[%  in  the  Parish  of  3tt(tlbltniet  ^^  built  the 
beautiful  Chappel  at  his  own  Charge  on  the  North  Side  of 
Sbt*  ^Ibaili  which  was  solemnly  consecrated  to  the  Honour 
of  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle;  He  also  purchased  the  Man- 
ner of  KUMoell  near  Norton  iSutSton  near  the  Park  of 

<SBiiHioi)f,  iSotmfDfte  within  the  ViU  of  Sbleepe,  ^folanb 

and  SbqftttbOIm  in  the  Vill  of  IgtaAt^  lUfiBttS  within  the 

ViU  of  aSBaOfen^  Outsells  within  the  Vill  of  ^cxton,  the 

Messuage  heretofore  belonging  to  Alan  Brit  in  'X.on&on} 
also  by  wa^  of  Escheat  the  Iminnor  of  f^Blpesfttlly  within 
the  Lordship  of  aBoiftsotol,  the  Manner  of  i0{gg(n  in  3Kicfc« 
mnSfDOttjftt  (the  Land  and  Pasture  formerly  oelonging  to 
Simon  Pekmhill  in  38mietf  of  the  yearly  Value  of  five 
Marki,  one  Messuage  near  the  Church  in  jSottOlli  and 
manv  other  Places. 

He  obtained  also  of  the  Lord  Grey  of  Idat^fni  a  Release 
of  the  Advowson  of  the  Priory  of  SSlHoIocOi  and  by  his 
great  Merit  he  procured  the  Grant  thereof  from  Pope 
EMgeniuB  IV.  for  the  Union  of  that  Place.     King  Edw.

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HiMf.  ^  IV.  by  his  Cluurter  dated  at  nbstwtotet,  the  dd  of  Aw. 
^^!^^-  2  JBe^fti  ^,  1462,  granted  to  him  that  tiie  Abbot  accord- 
ing to  the  Charter  of  Hen*  II.  shonld  have  the  Setorae 
oi^  Execution  of  all  theSLing^s  Writs,  all  Goods  and  Chat-^ 
ties  of  all  their  Men,  Tenants,  and  Iidiabitants  within  thdr 
Lands,  Tenements,  or  Fees,  ontlaVd  for  High  Treason, 
Felony,  CSontempt,  Trespass,  Debt,  Accompt,  or  any  Caose 
whatsoever.  Felons  of  themselves,  and  other  Felonies  what- 
soever,  of  Faptives,  and  condemned  Persons,  or  of  any 
other  Persons,  that  for  any  Felony  or  other  Occasion 
whatsoever,  ought  to  lose  their  life  or  Member,  or  riball  fly 
and  refuse  to  receive  Jndgmrat,  or  shall  be  outlawed,  or  for 
any  Fault  or  Oflence,  or  any  other  thing  they  shdl  do,  for 
wmch  their  Goods  and  Chatties  ought  to  1^  lost,  wheresoever 
Justice  ought  to  be  done  thereupon,  and  that  the  Servants  of 
the  Abbot  may  Seise  all  such  Goods  and  Chattels  without 
the  Hindrance  of  the  King^s  Officers,  and  keep  the  same  for 
the  Use  of  the  Abbot  and  Convent,  though  those  Persons  held 
of  the  King:  And  that  the  Abbot  shall  have  all  Fines  and 
Amerceaments,  for  all  Trespasses  and  other  Offences 
committed  by  their  Tenants  and  Inhabitants  within  or  upon 
their  Lands  or  Fees,  and  all  Deodands,  Treasure,  Trove, 
Wreck  of  Sea,  and  all  things  which  ought  or  may  belong  to 
the  King,  arimng  within  the  Yills  or  Hundreds  of  or  in  any 
of  their  Lands  or  Fees,  in  any  of  the  King's  Courts. 

The  Abbot  shall  have  Jurisdiction  of  all  Manner  of 
Pleas,  Lands,  and  Tenmnents  arising  within  their  Towns 
of  ^t.  Albans,  H^tmXf  the  Hundred  of  <Slrfri^,  and  Li- 
berty of  §bt«  Subailf  and  Assizes  of  Novell  disiezin,  Mor- 
dauncester.  Certificates,  and  Attaints  of  the  same  Lands 
and  Tenements  before  the  King,  or  any  of  his  Justices,  &c* 
or  before  themselves,  and  their  Stewards,  who  may  hear 
and  determine  the  same,  and  that  none  of  the  Justices  or 
Ministers  of  the  King  shall  intromit. 

The  Abbot  and  Convent,  and  their  Successors,  shall  ap- 
point within  their  Liberty,  their  Justices  to  keep  the 
Peace,  and  to  hear  and  determine  all  Manner  of  Felonies, 
and  IVespasses ;  and  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the 
County  shall  not  intromit :  And  they  shall  have  a  Ghtal  for 
their  liberty  within  the  Town  of  ^t  Alban  to  keep  safe 
Felons,  and  other  Malefactors,  which  shall  be  taken  within 
their  Vills,  Hundreds,  and  liberties,  until  they  shall  be 
discharged  according  to  Law :  And  the  Steward  of  the 
Abbot  shall  associate  one  or  two  learned  Men  of  the  Law 
(whereof  the  Steward  shall  be  one)  who  shall  be  Justices 
to  deliver  the  Groal  of  the  Prisoners  committed  there  for 
what  cause  soever;  and  no  other  Justice  shall  enter  into 
the  liberty  to  deliver  the  Goal. 

The  Bailiff  of  the  Abbot  shall  retom  all  Juries,  Pan- 
nels,  Inquisitions   Attachments,  and  Process,  to  Justices 
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and  Steward,  or  to  two  of  tbem  af^nted  to  deliver  the    ^*"^^ 
Ooal,  and  shall  retom  and  execute  all  Preoepts,  Warrants,    C^!i^ 
and  Judgments  of  the  Justice  and  Steward,  as  ia  usual  for 
the  Sheriff  to  do. 

The  Abbot  stall  have  the  Assise  and  Assay  of  Breadj^ 
Wine,  Ale,  Meat,  and  Drink,  and  all  other  Victual,  Mea- 
sures, and  Weights  whatsoever,  and  of  all  other  things  per<< 
tainiag  to  the  Ulerk  of  the  Market  of  the  King^s  House- 
hold, and  to  punish  and  correot  so  often  and  when  it  shall 
be  expedient,  and  shall  have  all  Fines,  Bedemptions, 
Amerceaments,  and  other  Profits  issuing  from  thenoe,  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  King's  Household  shall  not  intromit. 

The  Abbot  and  Convent,  and  all  their  Tenants  and  In- 
habitants whatsoever,  of  the  Vills,  Hundred,  and  liberty, 
shall  be  free  and  quit  from  all  Prizes,  and  from  the  taking 
of  Hctfses,  Carts,  and  other  Carriages;  also  of  Wheat, 
Barley,  Winter-corn,  Oats,  Beans,  Steers,  Oxen,  Cows, 
Heifers,  Hogs,  Porkers,  Goats,  Sheep,  Lambs,  Calves, 
Geese,  Pullets,  Capons,  Hens,  Chickens,  Pidgeons,  Fiah, 
£els«  flying  Fowls,  Conies,  and  wild  Beasts,  Salt,  Wood, 
Underwood,  Coal,  and  other  Utensib  whatsoever,  so  that 
no  Purveyor  shall  enter  into  the  said  Vills,  Hundred,  or  li^ 
berty,  to  take  away  anv  such  Victual  or  Premises  for  the 
King's  Household,  without  License  of  the  Abbot. 

This  Abbot  did  stoutly  defend  the  Lands  and  Liberties 
of  his  Church,  adom'd  Duke  Humphry's  Tomb,  save  Mo- 
ney bv  his  Will  to  make  a  new  Bell,  which  was  os^ed  John 
after  his  own  Name,  and  to  new  glaze  the  Windows  in  the 
Cloysters;  and  that  which  is  most  memorable  and  commen- 
dable of  him  was,  that  after  so  many  great  Charges  and 
Expences^  he  left  this  Church  free  from  Debt,  and  dyed 
the  aOth  of  Jan.  1464,  4  Edw.  IV.  and  was  buried  the 
25th  of  Feb.  then  next  following. 

XXXVI.  William  Alban,  Dr.  of  Law,  bom  in  this 
Town,  whence  he  derived  his  Simame,  was  first  chosen 
Deacon  of  this  IHace,  then  raised  to  be  Prior  of  this 
Church,  after  that  was  elected  to  the  pastoral  Staff  on  the 
last  Day  of  January,  1464,  in  whose  time  the  Art  or 
noble   Science  of  Printing  was  brought  into  (SEnglaiitlf. 
The  rude  and  savage  People  of  fSxtUtf  ascribed  the  In- 
vention of  Letters  to  Cadmus,  because  he  brought  them 
thither,  and  instructed  them  therein,  when  they  were  as  an- 
cient as  Seth  or  Enoch,  for  they  left  Letters  written  on 
Pillars  of  Stone  and  Brick  long  before  the  Flood,  which  S^j^/^ 
Josephus  affinns.    Jude  proves  the  Prophecies  of  Enoch,  ^'i{^'^'^'** 
and  some  Part  of  his  Books,  which  contained  the  Course  of  Judc^t«/.2i. 
the  Stars,  and  Origen  saith  their  Names  and  Motions,  inS^^7. 
were  afterwards  found  in  Sfabia  ^dix  in  the  Dominion  of 
the  Queen  of  Sbi^eta.     TerUdlian  affirms  be  had  seen  and

Bwfd.9f  read  some  whole  Passages  of  it:  and  TeriuJUan^  Oriaen, 
Cstflo^  Bede^  Procapius,  Gageus,  and  others,  cite  them  in  their 
^"^^^^^^    Writings. 

The  Chineses  had  Letters  and  the  Art  of  Printing  long 
before  the  JEgyptioM  or  the  Phenidans^  when  tiie  weeks 
had  not  any  eivil  Knowledge  or  Letters  among  them ;  bnt 
Jo.  Curthenberge,  a  German  Ejiight,  brought  the  Device  of 
Fating  from  the  Eastern  Pkurts  of  the  World  to  .^ttaQtimt 
in  <!EfmiianD ;  and  Canradus  and  Altnaine  being  taught  by 
him,  bronrat  the  Practice  thereof  to  ISomf ;  after  which 
Nicholas  Uerson^  a  Frenchman,  improyed  the  Letten  and 
the  Inyention ;  and  about  the  Year  1471,  William  Caxton^ 
Mercer  of  lonbon,  brought  this  noble  Art  of  Printing  into 
(Snotenbf  which  was  first  practised  in  the  Abby  of  St.  Peter 
at  WUstmfoSUt ;  then  John  Insomuch,  a  Monk  and  School- 
master in  this  Town,  erected  a  Printing  Press  in  this  Mon- 
astery, where  seyeral  Books  were  printed ;  one  intituled  the 
Fruit  of  Time,  another.  The  Cfentkman*s  Recreation,  or  the 
Book  of  St.  Albans,  so  termed,  because  printed  here  in  a 
thin  Folio,  Anno  1481,  and  compiled  by  Julian  Bams,  the 
Abbess  of  Stofnill ;  and  another  Book  intituled  The  Rules 

of  Honest  lAje,  vnritten  by  Martin  Bishop  of ,  to 

HfoVeSr*  which  is  added  the  Inchiudion  of  a  Spiritual  life,  written 
foL  4M^**^  at  Sbt*  aifWinS  in  Octavo  by  John  Hereford  tor  Mr.  Richard 
Stevenage,  Annol558.  Soon  after  Printing  was  used  here, 
it  was  practised  in  the  Abbies  of  St.  Augustine  at  (Santit' 
hutUi  and  other  Monasteries  in  lEimlantf :  This  Abbot  goy- 
em^  this  Church  with  great  Wisdom  and  Satisfaction,  and 
exchanged  this  life  for  a  better  on  the  first  of  July,  1476« 
16  Edw.  IV. 

XXXVII.  William  Wallingford  was  first  Archdeacon 
of  Sbt*  SLlbBmSf  then  made  Prior,  after  that  adyanced  to  the 
Pastoral  Staff  on  the  5th  of  August,  1476,  16  Edw.  IV. 
when  he  took  this  following  OATH.

This  Abbot  was  abundantly  charitable  to  the  Poor,  very 
noble  to  this  Church,  built  that  rich  and  costly  Front  of  the 
High  Altar,  which  dazzled  the  Eyes  of  all  those  that  beheld 
it,  and  cost  him  a  1100  Marks ;  he  paid  one  hundred  Pound 
Sterling  for  his  Chapel  and  a  Tomb  in  the  South  Part  of 
the  Church  near  the  lligh  Altar,  and  the  Iron-work  Stone, 
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and  the  Engraving  of  his  Effigies  in  Marble,  with  the  Rest     Htmd.qf 
of  the  Ornaments  of  his  Ch^ppel.  S^^ 

King  Edw.  IV.  by  his  Charter  dated  the  2d  of  May,  An.   hmpeximm. 
21  Regni  sui,  1481,  granted  to  this  Abbot,  the  Monks,  and 
ttoeir  Successors,  the  Ad vowson  of  the  Priory  of  ^fiif  montj^f 

the  County  of  ICottj^ttittinlanly. 

,  This  Abbot  diligently  defended  the  Liberties  and  Privi- 
ledges  of  this  Church  against  the  Archbishop  of  (JCaRtttblltSy 
and  the  ereat  ChanceUor  of  (SEndonll ;  he  sent  two  of  his 
Monks,  John  and  Thornton,  to  mOtnt^  appealed  there,  and 
cited  the  Archbishop  and  the  Dean  of  the  ^rcj^  thither, 
and  those  Monks  solicited  his  Right  until  he  obtained  a  just 
Victory,  and  preserv'd  the  Priviledges  which  had  been  vio- 
lated against  God  and  St.  Alban ;  he  laid  out  much  Money 
in  Repairs  and  Purchases,  all  which  he  concluded  very  pious- 
ly on  the  eighth  Day  of  Auffust,  Anno  1484, 1 R.  ut.  and 
was  buried  in  this  Church  under  a  Stone  with  this  Inscrip- 
tion upon  it.

XXXVIII.  Thomas  Ramrige,  who  had  formerly  been  weav.jfim. 
Prior  of  this  Monastery,  Anno  1492,  7  H.  VII.  was  pro-  ^'^ 
moted  to  the  Government  of  this  Church ;  he  was  a  pious 
and  religious  Man,  beloved  both  of  God  and  Man,  and  his 
Name  was  celebrated  among  them  for  his  good  Works  to 
Posterity. 

XXXiX.  Thotnas  Woobey  horn  of  mean  Parentage  in  staw^MAmab, 
Ipsiolcj^  in  the  County  of  SbuffoI&^  and  very  industrious  at  SiiK^t  i^ 
School,  was  removed  early  from  thence  to  ^xfotbi  where  ^fin- 
he  commenced  Batchelour  of  Arts  at  fifteen  Years  of  Age, 
and  within  short  Space,  made  Fellow  of  St.  Mary  Magda- 
len Colledge,  and  Master  of  iKtau&Itlt  School,  at  which 
time,  the  Marquis  of  XOYStt  committed  three  Sons  to  his 
Tuition,  and  when  he  found  the  g^eat  Improvement  of  them, 
he  rewarded  him  with  a  Benefice  at  Uraimgton :  After  the 
Death  of  this  Marquess,  Sir  John  Naphant,  Treasurer  of 
(SalolSy  introduced  him  to  the  King,  who  made  him  one  of 
his  Chaplains,  in  which  Station  he  was  always  veiy  obser- 
vant to  those  who  had  the  greatest  Influence  upon  the  King: 
He  obtained  the  Honour  to  serve  his  Majesty  in  the  Quality 
of  an  Ambassador  to  the  Emperor,  which  Business  he  per- 
formed with  so  great  Speed,  that  upon  his  Return  the  King 
blamed  him  that  he  was  not  gone,  not  knowing  he  had  been 
there,  for  his  Expedition  seemed  incredible ;  he  produced 
his  Letters  of  Credence  from  the  Emperor,  and  declared  his 
Business  to  the  King  and  Council  with  that  Gravity  and 
Eloquence  that  he  obtained  the  greatest  Applause  of  the 
King  and  Council ;  this  inclined  the  King  to  bestow  upon 
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him  the  Deanery  of  Ihicaln^  which  was  then  one  of  fhe  best 
Promotions  under  the  Office  of  a  Bishoprick,  and  increasing 
dayly  in  Favour  with  the  King,  he  was  promoted  to  be  his 
Almoner. 

When  King  Henry YTI.  died,  and  the  Crown  earned 
H.  VIII.  he  behaved  himself  with  that  Pcikj  at  Court,  tiiat 
he  was  advanced  to  be  one  of  the  Privv  Council  and  made 
Lord  Chancellor  of  £nd8fAr#  An.  1516,  7  JErYIII.  after 
that  Bishop  of  tSamfg  m  jkmtt ;  when  the  King  returned 
thence  he  was  prefer^d  to  tne  Bishoprick  of  UtntAWf  and 
the  sameTear  translated  to  the  Archbiahoprick  of  Sect ;  but 
iSBtittAvm  claiming  Superiority  over  him,  the  ^^  sent 
him  a  Cardinal's  Cap,  made  him  his  Legate  and  General 
Overseer  of  this  exempt  Monastery,  An.  1524, 15  JSr.VIII. 
was  elected  Abbot  of  this  Church  on  the  30th  of  Novemlb. 
in  the  Year  1586,  17  Regni  sm,  and  held  this  Oflioe  in 
Cotntnendam. 

He  was  twice  sent  on  Embasseys  to  the  Emperor  Charles 
V.  upon  very  great  Importance  between  the  King  and  the 
Emperor,  and  was  fumish*d  with  all  things  suitable  to  a 
great  Prince. 

This  Cardinal,  saith  Campion  in  his  History  of  Ittbliili 
was  exceeding  wise,  fair  spoken,  high-minded,  full  of  Re- 
venge, vicious  of  his  Body,  lofty  to  his  Enemies,  courteous 
to  his  Friends,  a  ripe  Schoolman,  allured  with  Flattery, 
insatiable  to  ^t,  and  more  princely  in  his  Benefactions,  but 
whosoever  will  know  the  Splendor  of  his  Chappel,  the  No- 
bleness of  his  Tables,  the  Order  of  his  daily  Attendance  m 
Term-time  to  SSlSfm(ns(ttr,  and  the  Glory  of  his  State  and 
Grandeur,  may  read  the  same  in  Stow  and  HottingAead^  to 
whom  I  refer  the  Reader.  But  when  he  fell  under  the 
Kins^s  Displeasure  touching  the  Matter  of  Divorce  between 
the  King  and  Queen  Katharine^  thro'  Despair  of  recover- 
ing his  Favour,  a  deep  Melancholly  seiz'd  him,  and  he  died 
on  St.  Andrew's  Eve  at  Ittottt.  ilfuio  1580,  21  ff  .YIII. 
in  his  Passage  from  Yotfc  to  XoiUIOn)  and  was  buried  in  the 
great  Church  there,  of  whom  HolUngshead  gives  this  Dis- 
cription.  That  he  was  of  a  great  Stomach,  counted  himself 
equal  with  Princes,  obtained  a  vast  Treasure  by  crafty  Sug- 
^stion,  forced  little  on  Simony,  was  not  pittiful,  conceited 
m  his  own  Opinion,  would  say  in  publico  that  which  was 
false,  was  double  in  Speech  and  Meaning,  would  promise 
much  and  perform  little,  was  an  ill  Pastor  to  the  Clergy, 
sorely  hated,  and  he  feared  the  City  of  l4)ntlon* 

XL.  Robert  Catton  succeeded,  and  governed  this  Mon- 
astery about  eight  Years,  of  whom  I  read  no  more  than  that 
he  died  Anno  29  H.VIII. 

XLI.  Bichard  Boremanvl\9iS  Stevenache,  Prior  of  Wof* 
iofcjbf  was  the  last  that  was  advanced  to  the  Government  of 
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this  Clinrch,  An.  Christi  1538,  but  enjoyed  it  a  short  tine ;    ^^^^-^ 
for  on  the  fifth  of  December,  the  next  ensnin?  Year,  the    2v^ 
Abbot  and  Conrent  of  this  Monasteinr,  through  Fear,  snr-  9cow,foi.577. 
render'd  to  the  King  all  their  rich  Monastery,  with  dl  the  44^149!' 
Revenues  belonging  to  it,  by  deliTering  the  Seal  of  the  Con- 
vent into  the  Hands  of  Thomas  Pope,  Dr.  Peter,  Mr.  Ca^ 
vendteh,  and  others,  the  King^s  Visitors,  which  Act  afforded 
Matter  of  Example  to  many  others ;  few  enjoying  that  Se- 
curity of  Conscience,  that  they  dared  to  claim  their  own. 

And  in  Consideration  hereof,  the  King,  by  his  Charter, 
dated  the  14th  Day  of  the  same  Month,  eave  to  the  same        "^^"^  ' 
Abbot  the  yearly  Pension  of  266/.  18s.  4a.  for  the  Term  of 
his  life,  or  to  present  him  to  one  or  more  Benefices,  or  other 
Promotions  of  the  clear  yearly  Value  of  266/.  13s.  4d.  Ajid 
to  Thomas  Kinffsbury,  a  Monk  there,  38/.  Qs.  8d.  per  An. 
To  John  Atban  another  Monk  13f.  6«.  8d.per  An.  To  Tho- 
mas Island  another  Monk  8/.  per  An.  To  William  Beming- 
ford  8/.  per  An.  To  WilKam  EstridgeSl.per  An.  To  Wil- 
liam Asnwell  10/.  per  An.  To  John  JPenaovor  71.  per  An. 
To  Thomas  Newnham  lOl.per  An.  To  William  Wyach  6/. 
IStf .  Ad.  per  An.  To  Ralph  Bary  91. 19s.  4d.  per  An.   To

When  this  Monastery  was  dissolved,  all  the  royal  Con- 
cessions and'Orants  which  the  former  Prince  had  made  to 
this  Church,  were  reserved  in  the  Crown ;  but  for  the  Pre- 
servation of  the  Government  of  this  Town,  King  Edw.  VI. 
by  his  Charter  dated  12  Majj,  7  Regni  sui,  15m,  ffraated  cwt  7  Ed. 
that  this  Town  shall  be  incorporated  by  the  Name  of  Mayor  ^^ 
and  Burgesses  of  the  Burrough  of  ^t  ^BtettS,  and  shall 
have  perpetual  Succes3ion ;  and  the  Bounds  of  the  Burrough 
shall  include  all  the  four  Wards;  whereof  the  East  Ward 
shall  extend  to  the  Bars  in  Jb^Vioell-Ianei  the  West  Ward  to 
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B(n«bttIB-bme»  the  North  Waid  to  ^^Ubbmgiy  and  the 
South  Wiurd  to  the  Bars  near  the  DweUing-hoiise  of  Sir 
Rodph  Rawht,  called  the  ^tobmicSy  and  all  the  Messuages, 
Parcel  of  the  Burroug^  incorporate:  And  the  Mayor  and 
Burffesses  shall  impl^id  and  be  impleaded  by  the  Name  of 
the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  the  Burrongh  of  Sbt.  ftHNins; 
and  shall  haye  a  Common  Seal  which  they  may  alter  at  their 
Pleasure ;  and  by  that  Name  may  purchase  ^Ands,  not  ex- 
ceeding 50/.  per  Annum. 

There  shall  be  ten  Chief  Burgesses,  who  shall  assist  the 
Mayor,  be  the  Common  Council  of  the  Burrough,  may  make 
other  Burgesses  at  their  Discretion,  and  Laws  and  Ordin- 
ances for  the  Goyemment  of  the  Burrough. 

All  such  Persons  who  shall  dwell  in  the  Burrough,  and 
be  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  shall  not  exercise  any  Art, 
Mystery,  or  Occupation  diere;  shall  not  be  free  of  the  Bur- 
rough,  nor  intropiit  in  any  Matters  of  the  Burrongh  farther 
than  they  are  inabled  by  the  Commission  of  the  Peace ;  but 
in  all  other  Respects,  shall  be  as  Foreigners  to  the  Burrough. 
There  shall  he  a  Steward  and  a  Chamberlain,  who  shall 
perform  those  Offices  within  the  Burrough. 

There  shall  be  a  Clerk  of  the  Market,  who  shall  do  all  such 
things  as  shall  belong  to  that  Office  in  the  Burrough,  as  the 
Clerk  of  the  Market  of  the  King's  House  may  do ;  and  no 
other  Clerk  of  tiie  Market  shall  intromit  within  the  Bur- 
rough. 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  this  Burrough,  so  often  as 
any  Parliament  shall  be  summon'd,  shall  choose  two  discreet 
and  honest  Men  to  be  Burgesses  of  Parliament  for  this  Bur- 
rough, and  shall  send  the^^  to  Parliament  at  their  Charge, 
who  shall  be  satisfy'd  in  such  Manner  and  Form,  as  is  us^ 
in  other  Burrouglis,  and  those  Burgesses  shall  sit  in  Coun- 
cil, and  shall  haye  Voices  so  long  as  the  Parliament  shall 
continue,  and  shall  do  all  other  thmgs  which  any  other  Bur- 

S^sses  may  or  ought  to  do  in  Parliammit  for  any  other 
urrough. 

John  Lockey  shall  be  the  present  Mayor,  and  being  sworn, 
shall  execute  the  Office  until  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  the 
Archangel,  when  another  shall  be  elected*  * 

Thonuts  Johnson,  Henry  Gape^  John  Nonney,  Robert 
Wanton,  Thomas  Moninaham,  James  Ashford,  Rkhard 
Sharps,  John  Sibly,  Ralph  Dawe,  and  John  Spencer,  shall 
be  the  ten  Chief  Burgesses  and  Common  Council  of  the 
Burrough. 

William  Hudson  shall  be  Chamberlain,  John  Mainard, 
Esq.  shall  be  Steward  for  his  life ;  the  Major  shall  be  Clerk 
of  the  Market. 

The  Mayor  and  Steward,  with  others  assign'd  by  Commis- 
sion, shall  be  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  this  Burrough,  and 
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shall  enqnirc,  hear,  and  determine  all  things,  in  as  large  a  AMd  ^f 
Manner  as  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  any  County  may  or  ^^^\ 
ouffht  to  do ;  and  no  other  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  mtromit. 

The  Charnel  House  or  the  Town  House  shall  be  the  com-  The  common 
mon  Hall,  or  House  of  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  where  ^^ 
their  Conventions  may  be  appointed,  their  Courts  held,  and 
their  necessary  Business  of  the  Burrough  be  performed. 

The  Burgesses,  or  the  greater  Part  of  them,  shall  every  ^.^ 

Year,  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Matthew  the  Apostle,  between  ofUieBby!?! 
the  Hours  of  nine  and  twelve  in  the  Forenoon,  meet  in  this 
HaU,  or  other  convenient  Place  within  this  Burrough,  and 
shall  th^re  nominate  two  of  the  Chief  Burgesses  before  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  Burrough,  to  the  Intent  that  they,  or 
the  greatest  Part  of  them,  shall  choose  one  of  these  two 
Burgesses  to  be  Mayor  for  the  Year  following,  who  shall 
iake  his  Oath  to  execute  the  Office ;  and  if  any  Person,  af- 
ter Notice  of  his  Election,  shall  refuse  the  Office  without 
reasonable  Cause,  the  Mayor  and  ten  Chief  Burgesses,  or 
the  greater  Part  of  them,  shall  commit  him  to  the  Goal, 
there' to  remain  until  he  shall  execute  the  Office,  or  shall 
impose  a  competent  Fhne  upon  him,  and  detain  him  in  Pri- 
son until  he  shall  pay  the  same ;  and  every  Mayor  elect 
shall  be  sworn  before  the  last  Mayor,  if  he  shall  be  living 
and  present,  but  if  dead  or  absent,  before  the  Steward  and

And  the  S  tewflord  shall  hear  and  determine  the  same  ac- 
cording to  tiie  Laws,  Statutes,  and  Constitutions  of  this  King- 
dom ;  so  that  none  of  the  King's  Justices,  Barons  of  the  Exche- 
auer.  Steward  or  Marshal,  Clerk  of  the  Marketof  the  Kin||f s 
Household,  Sheriff  or  other  Officer,  shall  by  any  Means  in- 
tromit, nor  shall  hold  any  Pleas  there,  nor  Juries,^  or  Psb- 
nels  concerning  any  Causes  whatsoever,  arisii^  within  the 
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Burroiigli,  not  exeeeding  38/.  shall  retoni,  nor  any  other, 
bat  only  the  Steward  and  Officers  of  the  Burrough  shall  de- 
termine and  perform  the  same. 

The  Mayor  and  Bnrffesses  shall  have  a  Groal  within  the 
Bnrroagh,  to  keep  safe  all  Felons  and  Malefactors  taken 
there,  until  they  shall  be  delivered  according  to  Law. 
^  The  Mayor  and  Steward  shall  be  put  in  erery  Commis- 
sion with  others  assigned  to  delirer  I^risoners  in  the  Goal ; 
and  no  Gustos  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  intromit :  And 
the  Serjeants  of  the  Mace,  and  other  Officers  of  this  Bur- 
rough  shall  retome  all  Juries,  Pannels,  Inquisitions,  imd 
Attachments  to  the  Justices  assigned  to  deliver  the  Goal, 
and  shall  execute  all  Precepts,  Mandates,  Warrants,  and 
Judgments  of  the  same  Justices,  in  all  things,  as  the  Sheriff 
of  any  County  may  retome  and  execute. 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses  shall  have  the  Assay  and  As- 
size  of  Bread,  Wine,  and  Ale,  and  other  Victuals  within 
the  Burrough ;  of  the  Measures  and  Weights,  and  the 
Emendation  and  Correction  of  them ;  and  of  all  other  Offi- 
cers belongring  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  of  the  King's 
Household,  with  the  Punishment  of  them,  and  to  execute 
whatsoever  doth  belong  to  that  Office,  they  shall  think  ne- 
cessary, and  shall  have  all  Fines,  Redemptions,  Amerce- 
ments, and  other  Profits  arising  thereupon,  to  the  Use  of  the 
Burrouffh. 

The  Mayor  and  Bur^^esses  shall  have  the  View  of  Franc- 
pledfi;e  of  all  the  Inhabitants  and  Besciants  within  the  Bur- 
rougn,  in  tfie  Month  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  and  in 
the  Month  next  after  the  Feast  of  EoiUrg  which  Courts 
shall  be  always  held  before  the  Mayor  and  Steward,  or  be- 
fore the  Steward  alone. 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses  shall  have  one  Market  on  every. 
Wednemhjf  and  Saturday,  in  every  Week  except  ChrUt- 
«Mw,  and  shall  hold  three  Fairs  yearly,  one  at  the  Noon  of 
the  Viffils  of  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation  of  the  blessed 
Mary  ue  Virgin,  to  continue  until  the  Noon  of  the  Morrow 
of  the  said  Feast  then  next  following ;  another  Fair  at  the 
Noon  of  the  Vigils  of  St.  Alban,  and  to  continue  until  the 
Noon  of  the  Morrow  after  the  Feast,  and  the  third  Fair  to 
begin  at  the  Noon  of  the  Vigil  of  St.  Michael  the  Archan- 

fle,  and  to  continue  until  the  Noon  of  the  Morrow  after  the 
^east,  with  a  Pipowder  Court,  Stallage,  Picage,  Fines, 
Amercements,  and  all  other  Profits  whatsoever,  with  all 
Liberties  and  free  Customs  belonging  to  the  same,  to  be 
taken  for  the  Use  of  the  Mayor,  Burgesses,  and  Commonal- 
ty of  the  Burrough. 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses  shall  have  the  Retome  of  As- 
sizes, and  of  all  Manner  of  Writs,  Precepts,  Bills,  Man- 
dates, and  Warrants,  and  of  all  Summons,  Extracts,  and 
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Precepts  of  the  Exchequer ;  and  Extracts  and  Precepts  of 
the  Justices  Itinerants,  as  well  at  the  Pleas  of  the  Forrest, 
as  at  the  Common  Pleas,  or  of  other  Justices  whatsoever, 
and  Attachments  of  Pleas  of  the  Grown,  and  of  others  in  this 
Burrouffh,  and  the  full  Execution  of  them ;  so  that  no  She- 
riff, Bauiff,  or  other  Officer  shall  intromit  within  the  Bur- 
rough,  unless  in  Default  of  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses. 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses  shall  haye  all  Wa^es,  Goods, 
and  Chattels  of  Felons  and  Fugitiyes,  of  Felons  of  them- 
selyes,  and  outlawed  Persons,  or  otherwise,  in  any  Manner 
condemned  and  convicted,  Deodands,  and  Estraies  whatso- 
ever within  the  Burrough. 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  or  any  of  the  Inhabitants  with- 
in the  Burrouffh  shall  not  be  put  or  impannelled  upon  any 
Inquisitions,  Juries,  Assizes,  or  Attaints  to  be  brought  of 
any  Matter,  arising  out  of  the  Burrough,  but  only  of  such 
Causes  as  shall  arise  within  the  Burrough. 

In  Consideration  that  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Burrough 
have  paid  to  the  King  the  Sum  of  400/.  the  King  did  grant 
to  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  that  the  late  Monastery  of  g^t. 
ftlbanif  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Church  of  the  Burrough 
for  all  the  Inhabitants  within  the  late  Parish  or  Chapelry  of 
Sbt.  AlibttfOS;  and  all  the  Messuages,  Houses,  Buildings, 
Lands,  Tenements,  wast  Ground  and  Soil  whatsoever  wiui- 
in  the  late  Parish  of  §bt.  Anbtebl,  shall  be  reputed  Part  of 
the  Parish  of  the  Burrough  of  %t  Aliens ;  and  also  granted 
to  them,  all  the  Walls,  Structures,  Buildings,  Roofes,  Lead, 
Iron,  Glass,  and  Bells  of  the  Church,  and  the  Land  and 
Soil  thereof,  and  all  the  Chappels,  Vestries,  and  Snmpter 
Yard  there,  and  Scite  of  the  late  Parish  Church  of  §btStn» 
tatfDt  and  the  Church-yard;  and  that  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Alban  there  shall  be  a  Rector,  who  shall  have  the  Care  of 
the  Souls  of  the  Parishoners,  administer  the  Saerament 
there,  and  perform  all  other  things,  which  shall  belong  to  the 
Office  of  the  Rector  of  any  Parish  of  this  Kingdom,  and 
the  King  doth  constitute  Creorge  Witherhall,  Clerk,  the 
first  Rector  of  the  Church  of  St.  AOfan  for  the  Term  of  his 
life;  and  granted  that  George  Witherall,  and  his  Success- 
ors, shall  have  in  Right  of  the  Church,  all  Manner  of  Tythes, 
Oblations,  and  all  other  ecclesiastical  Rights  and  Profits 
within  the  Parish  of  §^t  AGban  yearly  for  ever;  which 
Tythes,  Oblations,  Rights,  and  ecclesiatical  Pr<^ts  did  then 
extend  to  the  clear  yearly  Valae  of  10/.  and  shall  be  rated  at 
the  Value  of  10/.  to  the  Payment  of  First-fruits,  and  at  20«. 
yearly  for  the  Tenths ;  and  the  King  did  grant  the  Advow- 
son  and  Right  of  Patronage  of  the  R^tory  and  Parish 
Church  of  $^t  AlbanS)  to  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  to  hold 
of  the  King  by  Fealty  in  free  Burgage  of  the  Burrough  of 
$bt  9lXbm  I  for  all  Services  and  Demands,  and  not  in  Co- 
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piie,  rendring  yearly  to  the  King  10?,  in  the  Name  of  Fee-     Jf^ji/-^ 
farm,  to  be  paid  at  the  Court  of  Augmentation  at  the  Feast    ^J?*J^ 
of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  every  Year,  in  lieu  of  all 
Rents,  Services,  and  Demands  whatsoever. 

Provided  that  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  Liberty  TheGcai. 
of  Sbt.  ^Iban,  shall  have  a  Goal  within  the  Burrough  for 
the  keeping  safe  of  Felons  and  other  Malefactors  taken 
within  the  Liberty,  and  out  of  the  Burrough,  until  they 
shall  be  delivered  according  to  Law ;  and  may  hold  their 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  and  Goal  Delivery  for  the  Liberty 
within  this  Burrough. 

The  Mayor  and  Burgesses  may  erect  a  Grammar  School  ThsGnmmtf 
within  the  Burrough ;  and  make  Statutes  and  Ordinances  ^^^^ 
in  Writing,  touching  the  Government  of  the  School,  and 
shall  do  all  other  things  touching  the  School ;  so  that  the 
same  Statutes  and  Ordinances  shall  not  be  to  the  Prejudice 
of  the  Kins^,  nor  contrary  to  the  Laws  of  the  Realm ;  which 
Statutes  shall  be  inviokbly  kept,  and  observed  for  ever ; 
and  that  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  may  the  better  bear  the 
Charges  of  the  Burrough  and  the  School,  and  of  the  Mas- 
ter and  the  Usher,  the  King  grants  them  Leave  to  pur- 
chase Lands,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments,  not  exceed- 
itigthe  yearly  Value  of  forty  Pounds. 

By  Vertue  of  this  Charter,  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of 
this  Burrough  were  enabled  to  choose  Burgesses  again  to 
serve  this  Burrough  in  Parliament,  of  whom  I  have  col- 
lected these  Names,  out  of  the  Records  of  the  Rolls  with 
great  Exactness.

Queen  Mary  by  ber  Charter  dated  18th  December, 
1654, 1  Regni  sui,  did  confirm  the  Charter  of  Edw.  VI  in 
ipsissimis  verbU, 

In  the  3  and4  Years  of  the  Reign  of  P.  and  M.  Sir 
Richard  Lee^  Kt.  bargained  and  sold  to  Richard  Baurman, 
of 'EoiAon,  CljBrk,  late  Abbot  of  St.  Albans,  the  Scite  of 
that  Monastery  which  he  the  said  Richard  Baurman  by  his 
Deed  dated  29th  December ,  3  and  4  P.  and  M.  granted  to 
Queen  Mary  for  diverse  Uses,  which  was  done  with  In- 
tent to  restore  that  Abby  again. 

Qneen  Elizabeth  by  her  Charter  dated  7th  Feb.  Anno 
1560,  2  jR^jffit  sui,  confirmed  both  the  former  Charters  of 
Edw.  VI.  and  Queen  Mary,  and  upon  the  Petition  of  Sir 
Nicholas  Bacon,  Kt.  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Broad  Seal, 
by  her  Charter  dated  at  .<!EfOl|aill  3DU(B,  24th  Mar.  Anno 
1670,  12  Regni  sui,  reciting  the  Grant  of  the  School 
made  by  Biw.  VI.  for  the  farther  Relief  and  Maintenance 
of  the  Master  and  School,  granted  that  the  Mayor  and 
Burgesses  may  appoint  two  discreet  and  honest  Inha- 
bitants within  the  jBurrong^,  to  sell  there  all  Manner  of 
Wine,  and  may  dischar^  them,  or  either  of  them,  firom 
such  selling,  and  appomt  other  discreet  Persons  in  the 
Place  of  one  or  either  of  them,  so  often  as  the  Mayor  and 
Burgesses  diall  think  fit,  to  sell  Wine,  and  shall  grant  thep* 
License  by  themselves,  or  Assigns  in  their  Inns  or  Messuil' 
ges  within  the  Burrough,  to  keep  two  Wine  Taverns, 
so  long  as  they  shall  please  to  sell  all  sorts  of  Wine,  by  any 
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Measures  and  at  any  Price,  to  the  greatest  Profit  of  either    ^^^^  •f 
of  tbsm  without  any  Forfeiture ;  and  no  other  Person  shall    ^J!^5j^ 
sell  any  Wine  within  the  Burrongh  upon  the  Penalty  of  20/,    ^^^^^^^ 
so  often  as  he  shall  do  the  same ;  provided  if  the  Mayor 
and  Burffesses  shall  not  pay  to  the  Master  of  the  School 
the  yearly  Annuity  of  20/.  for  his  Maintenance  at  the 
Feast  of  St.  Michaelt  the  Archangel,  die  Birth  of  our 
Lord,  the  Annunciation  of  the  blessed  Virffin  Mary,  and 
Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptist  by  equal  Portions,  or  within 
one  Month  next  after  any  of  the  Feasts,  that  then  this  Fa- 
culty shall  be  supended  and  cease,  until  the  Master  of  the 
School  shall  be  fully  satisfied  of  such  Annuity  of  twenty 
Pounds,  and  all  the  Arrearages  thereof. 

King  James  I.  by  his  Charter  dated  at  SKeStmfnStet,  10  cut3  j«c.i. 
Jlfatt  Anno  1605,  8  Regni  sui,  f^m.  &  ^boA.  43,  recitbg 
the  several  Grants  touching  the  S<3iool  made  by  Edward 
VI.  and  Queen  Eliz.  and  also  reciting  another  Grant, 
whereas  he  bv  Letters  Patents  dated  at  SS(8tm(nste(#  18th 
December,  lo06,  4  Ream  «ttt,  ^ng.  &  §bcot  44.  had  grant- 
ed free  Liberty  to  RJbert  Wooley  of  this  Town,  Leonard 
WooUy  his  Son,  and  Robert  Wooley  the  younger,  another 
of  his  Sons,  and  their  Assigns,  that  Robert  Wooley  the  el- 
der during  his  natural  lafe,  Leonard  Wooley  sfter  the 
Death  of  Robert  his  Father  during  his  natural  Life,  and 
Robert  Wooley  the  younger  after  the  Death  of  Riobert 
Wooley  the  elder,  and  Leonard  Woolen  his  Son  during  the 
life  of  RiAert  Wooley  the  younger,  shall  have  one  Tavern 
or  Cellar  of  Wine  within  the  Burrough  of  Sbt.  ^Ibail  in  the 
Dwelling  House  wherein  Robert  TVboley  the  elder,  Leo^ 
nard  and  Robert  his  Sons,  now  dwell,  or  they  or  their  As- 
signs shall  dwell  within  the  Town,  and  in  it  may  sell  and . 
drink  by  Retail,  by  the  Grallon,  Pottle,  Quart,  or  less  or 
greater  Measure,  all  Manner  of  wholesome  Wines  at  their 
Pleasure,  and  for  such  Prices  as  the  Wine  with  reasonable 
Profit  may  be  sold  without  any  Forfeiture,  paying  vearly 
to  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  to  the  Use  of  the  Free  Gram- 
mar School,  for  an  Augmentation  of  the  Stipend  yearly 
paid  to  the  Master,  four  Marks  at  the  Anunciation  of  the 
blessed  Lady  the  Virgin  Mary,  the  Nativitv  of  St.  John 
Baptist,  of  St.  Michael,  the  Archangel,  and  the  Birth  of 
our  Lord,  by  equal  Portions,  during  the  natural  Lives  of 
Robert  Wooley  the  elder,  Leonard  Wooley,  and  Robert 
Wooley  the  younger,  and  the  longer  Liver  of  them,  and  to 
the  Intent  that  the  several  Bents  of  20/.  and  four  Mark4 
shall  continue  hereafter  to  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  the 
Eang  Grants  to  them,  that  within  the  Burrougn  and  two 
Mim  thereof,  there  shall  be  no  more  than  three  Wine  Ta- 
verns for  the  future;  and  that  after  the  Death  of  Robert 
Wooley  the  elder  and  his  two  Sons,  and  the  Surrender  or 
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HwU,^  Forfeiture  of  their  Interest,  the  Mayor  and  Bnrgesses 
^^^  may  appoint  one  discreet  and  honest  Ferson,  (besides  the 
^^^^^^^^  two  Persons  appointed  as  aforesaid,)  to  sell  all  Manner  of 
Wines  within  the  Burrongh,  and  to  remove  him,  and  to  ap- 
point another  in  his  Place,  so  often  as  they  shall  think  fit ; 
and  that  no  other  Person  shall  sell  Wine  within  the  Bnr- 
rough,  or  two  Miles  thereof,  npon  the  Penalty  of  20f. 
and  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  may  search  any  Cellar, 
House,  or  Place  within  the  Burrough  or  two  Miles  thereof, 
and  if  any  Wine  shall  be  found  were  to  sell  contrary  to 
this  Grant,  they  may  seize  the  same  to  the  Use  of  the 
King,  and  impnson  the  Offender,  till  he  shall  be  bound  to 
the  Mayor  and  Burgesses,  that  he  will  not  hereafter  sell 
any  Wine  within  the  Bnrrough  or  two  Miles  thereof. 

Provided  that  if  the  Mavor  and  Burgesses  shall  not 
yearly  pay  to  the  Master  of  the  School  the  yearly  Rent  or 
Annuity  of  four  Marks  as  aforesaid,  this  Faculty  shall 
cease  until  the  Master  shall  be  fully  satisfied  of  the  four 
Marks  and  all  the  Arrearages  thereof. 

Charles  I.  by  his  Charter  dated  at  SStStinfmtert  17th 
Day  of  December t  8  JSemt  «uj.  Anno  1632,  reciting  the 
ancient  Bounds  of  the  Durrough  in  the  time  of  the  Ab^ 
bot  did  extend  from  tSfmmroton  to  XUnQjAtltBy  and  from 
thence  to  the  Comer  of  9ttllfttS»  and  from  thence  to 
the  Comer  of  ^[4miltaiitrtt^»  from  thence  to  the  Grange 
of  S^t.  3Bet£t,  from  thence  to  38mttt  SBoift,  from  thence  to 
Sbtone  Cross,  from  thence  to  the  Comer  of  the  Church- 
yard of  St.  Peters,  on  the  East,  from  thence  to  the  Grange 
or  Bam  of  John,  the  Son  of  Richard  Baldurin,  from  thence 
by  tSTonniaitftrftclft  to  Sbopfoel  %Bm,  from  thence  to  the 
Croft  of  John  de  Hampton,  from  thence  to  fSrXitn  %Baii 
®vibf  from  thence  to  tJTgboail  %mtf  from  thence  to  |^oH(- 
foall  28ttilgt)  and  from  thence  to  the  Biver  of  fifumnitston ; 
and  to  ascertain  these  Meets  and  Bounds,  did  ^nt  that 
the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  by  the  Oaths  of  twelve  honest 
and  lawful  Men  of  ue  Burrough,  should  walk  round  tiie 
same,  and  set  out  all  the  Meets,  Bounds,  and  Divisions  so 
often  as  they  should  find  it  necessary. 

There  shall  be  twenty  four  Assistants  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Mayor  and  Chief  Burgesses,  which  Assistants  shall  aid  and 
assist  the  Mayor  and  Cheif  Burgesses,  so  often  as  they 
shall  require  them,  in  the  Management  of  the  Affairs  and 
Business  of  the  Burrough,  and  uiey  shall  hold  the  Offices 
.  for  their  respective  lives,  with  a  Clause  to  confirm  all 
things  contained  in  the  former  Charters. 

King  Charles  II.  by  his  Charter,  dated  at  aSbStminS- 
tet,  the  27th  of  July,  Anno  1664, 16  Regni  sui,  granted 
that  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  this  Burrough,  shall  be 
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incorporated  by  the  Name  of  Mayor,  Aldennen,  and  Bur-     ^^J!f 
gesaeB,  of  $^t.  IBllbBm  in  the  County  of  fl^ntfolb;  and  by    ^^!^ 
that  Name  shall  have  perpetual  Succession,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  purchase  Lands  and  Tenements,  Goods  or 
Chattels,  without  limitation. 

There  shall  be  a  Mayor  and  twelve  Aldermen  of  the 
Burrough,  who  shall  be  the  Common  Council  of  the  Bur- 
rough,  and  Robert  New  shall  be  the  Mayor,  until  the 
Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  and  from  thence  until 
another  of  the  Aldermen  shall  be  chosen,  and  sworn  to 
hold  this  Office ;  and  Robert  Ivory ,  Edward  Eames,  Oawen 
Crosfeild,  Thomae  Oxen,  I^omae  OowUy  the  elder,  Wil-  ^ 
liam  MarstoUt  John  Oape^  John  New^  Inomas  Cowley  the 
younger,  Rah}h  Pollard,  William  Wiseman,  and  William 
Raunce,  shall  be  the  present  Aldermen  to  continue  for  their 
lives,  unless  any  of  them  for  their  ill  Government,  or 
other  reasonable  Cause  shall  be  discharged. 

There  shall  be  twenty  four  Assistants,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  or  the  greater  Part  of 
them,  who  shall  assist  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  when  re- 
quested, in  Matters  touching  the  Government  of  the  Bur- 
roueh,  to  continue,  during  tneir  natural  Lives,  unless  any 
of  Ukem,  for  some  just  Cause,  shall  be  removed. 

There  shall  be  an  High  Steward,  to  advise  and  direct 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  in  Business  touching  the  Bur- 
rough  ;  and  a  Recorder  to  do  and  execute  all  things  in  the 
Burrough,  which  belong  to  any  Recorder  in  any  other 
Burrough,  and  a  Coroner,  who  shall  perform  all  things  in 
the  Burrough;  which  belongs  to  the  Office  of  a  Coroner; 
and  a  Common  Clerk  to  make  imd  write  all  the  Recogni- 
zances taken  before  the  Mayor,  and  other  Justices  of  the 
Peace  in  the  Presence  of  the  Mayor,  and  to  ingress  the 
same  in  Parchment,  and  to  enter  all  Actions,  Plaints,  and 
Pleas,  and  other  orig^al  and  judicial  Writs,  and  Process, 
and  Judgments  thereupon  in  Uie  Court  of  Record,  which 
any  Common  Clerk  within  any  Burrough  incorporate, 
may  do  by  his  Office,  and  he  shall  have  all  the  Fees,  Re- 
wards, and  Profits  belonging  to  the  Office  of  a  Common 
Clerk;  and  there  shall  be  three  or  four  Attornies  to  prose- 
cute, defend,  and  execute  all  things  necessary,  in  Suits, 
Plaints,  Causes,  and  Matters,  which  shall  happen  in  the 
Court  of  Record. 

Sir  Harbottie  Orimstone,  Bart.  Master  of  the  Rolls, 
shall  be  high  Steward,  and  shall  continue  during  his  Life; 
John  Simpsoti,  Esq.  shall  be  Recorder  for  his  Life ;  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  choose  a  Coroner  who  shall  con- 
tinue during  their  Pleasure;  Thomas  Richard  shall  be 
Common  Clerk,  who  shall  continue  during  their  Pleasure; 
and  they  shdl  choose  three  or  four  Attornies  of  the  Court 
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BuMi.»r  of  Beoord,  who  thall  penonaliy  attend  there;  and  the  Re- 
corder, Coounon  Clerk,  Coroaer»  Attomies,  and  Aa^ 
tants,  ahall  be  sworn  before  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  be- 
fore they  execute  thor  Offices. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  may  choose  inferior  Officers 
withfai  the  Bnrrongh,  and  ordain  and  administer  to  them  a 
fit  Oath. 

The  Markets  and  Fairs  mentioned  in  the  former  Charter 
are  confirmed;  and  the  Maycnr  and  Aldermen  shall  hold 
the  Fair  in  the  VigUs,  and  in  the  Day,  and  the  Morrow 
of  the  Feast  of  tiSd  Purification  of  the  blessed  Jtfaiw  the 
Virgin,  in  the  waste  and  void  Places  of  the  Soil  in  the  Bar* 
rough,  to  continue  as  in  the  former  Charter,  widi  Pipow- 
der  Court. 

No  Forreigner,  except  in  open  Markets  or  Fairs,  may 
buyer  sell  any  Merchandise,  beside  Yictuab,  within  the 
Burrongh  by  Parcels  or  RetaU,  nor  shall  use  any  Mistery, 
Occaupation,  or  manual  Art  widiin  the  Burrough,  or  Liber- 
ties thereof. 

The  Mayor  nor  any  Person,  who  have  been  Mayor,  shall 
be  compelled  to  carry  Arms  in  proper  Person  at  any  Mus- 
ter before  the  Lord  Lieutenants  or  Deputy  lieutenants  in 
any  County,  but  shall  be  for  ever  quit  tnereof ;  yet  they 
shall  find  some  other  fit  Person  to  serve  in  dieir  Anns, 
when  it  shall  be  necessary. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  upon  every  Market  day,  or 
other  Day  in  the  Week,  may  search  in  every  House,  Gra- 
nary, Cellar,  Chamber,  Shop,  and  other  Places  within  the 
Burrough,  where  there  shidl  be  just  Cause  of  Suspition, 
that  any  Grain  or  Com  shall  be  hid  or  laid  up,  to  advance 
the  Price  of  such  Grain ;  and  if  anv  such  Com  shall  be  found, 
the  same  shall  be  brought  into  the  open  Market  to  be  sold, 
at  a  reasonable  Price  for  the  publics  Grood  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants within  the  Burrough. 

Every  Mayor  shall  be  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  Bur- 
rough for  the  Year  next  after  his  Mayoralty,  if  he  shall  live 
so  long,  and  if  he  shall  die,  the  eldest  Alderman  shall  be 
sworn  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  his  Room,  for  the  Remain* 
der  of  his  Year  to  come ;  and  every  Mayor  during  the  Year 
next  after  his  Mayoralty,  shall  have  Precedency  of  all  the 
Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Burrourii. 

There  shall  be  a  Court  of  Record  held  before  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Recorder,  or  any  of  them,  ( whereof  the 
Mayor  or  Recorder  shall  be  one)  aisd  in  the  Absence  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  Recorder,  before  two  or  more  of  the  elder 
Aldermen  in  the  Common  Hall,  or  some  other  convenient 
Place,  on  Friday  in  every  Week,  except  the  Weeks  of 
Easier,  Pentecost,  and  ChrUtmas,  and  so  from  Week  to 
Week  for  ever.    And  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Recorder, 
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and  eyefv  of  tliem»  mBj  liear  and  determine  there  all  the    lft»»j«y 
Plaints,  Fleas,  and  Actions,  and  other  things  contained  in    ^^SUL 
the  Charter  of  Edw.  VI.  so  that  in  the  Declaration  of  any 
snch  Causes,  Pleas,  Plaints,  or  Actions,  they  do  not  exceed 
the  Sum  of  fifty  Pounds. 

The  Mayor  md  Aldermen  shall  have  all  Manner  of  Fines, 
Forfeitures,  and  Amerciaments,  which  shall  be  imposed  at 
the  Quarter  Sessions  to  be  held  for  the  Burroug^  for  any 
Cause  whatsoever. 

If  any  Person  shall  be  chosen  an  Assistant,  and  shall  re- 
fuse to  take  his  Oath  to  execute  the  Office,  llie  Major  and 
Aldormen  may  set  such  reasonable  Fine  upon  him  as  they 
shall  think  fit  to  be  levied  by  Distress  or  Action  of  Debt,  for 
the  Use  of  the  Bunrough. 

John  Simpson,  Esq.  the  present  Recorder,  may  make  a 
Deputy,  who  shall  be  sworn  before  the  Mayor,  and  in  the 
Absence  of  the  Recorder  shall  have  full  Power  to  do  all 
things  belonging  to  the  Office  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes, 
as  the  Recorder  might  have  done,  and  the  Recorder  shaU 
be  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  Qwnvm  within  the  Bur- 
rough.

Way  that  leads  to  'ftoittron;  and  called  divers  miserable 
poor  People  together,  provided  for  them,  and  gaveaMun^ 
tenance  to  support  them,  which  you  may  read  among  the 
Acts  of  that  Abbot. 

Upon  the  Dissolution  of  this  Monastery  this  Hospital 
eame  to  the  Crown,  from  whence  it  was  conveyed  to  Tho-

GARINE,  the  twentieth  Abbot  of  the  CfciiiehofSt.it/iait 
and  his  Convent,  in  the  Reisn  of  JR.  I.  gSLve  to  the  rick 
Women  of  St.  Mary  de  Free,  the  Place  wherein  the  Chnrch 
was  built,  uid  divers  other  thinn,  which  yon  maj  read  be- 
fore among  the  Acts  of  that  Abbot. 

King  John,  by  Charter  dated  the  first  of  Ma^,^  5  tUyni 
9ui,  for  the  Health  of  his  Sonl  and  the  Sonls  of  nis  Ances- 
tors, and  his  Heirs,  gave  to  God  and  the  Chnrch  of  St. 
Mary  de  Pree,  and  to  the  leprous  and  diseased  Women, 
thirty  Acres  of  the  Essart  in  the  Wood  of  XtiKOC;  to  wit, 
twelve  Acres  near  the  Essart  of  WiUiaM  Son  of  itfan,  on 
one  Side  of  the  Wav  which  leads  from  f^Bttctttdl  to  Sbi 
^ten;  and  twelve  Acres  on  the  other  Side  of  that  Way 
near  the  Essart  of  Robert  Son  of  illaii,  to  have  and  to  hold 
in  jree,  pure,  and  perpetual  Alms ;  who  enjoyed  it  till  the 
Dissolution  of  this  Monastery,  when  it  came  to  the  Crown. 

King  H.  VIII.  by  his  Charter  dated  the  12th  of  May, 
An.  32  Regni  em,  granted  the  Scite  of  this  Pdory  to  Raifii 
Rowkt  the  elder  of  Sbt*  SSQuMf  Esq.  who  was  constituted 
Sheriff  of  this  County  and  lE$%tX  the  next  succeeding  Year : 
He  was  shortly  after  knighted,  and  dyed  leaving  Issue

jTHE  Pelagian  Heresie,  by  the  Means  of  il^rtcofa.  Son  to 
the  Bishop  of  SbcbCtfonttSt  prevailing  much  in  this  Island, 
and  polluting  the  Britisn  Churches,  Crerman  Bishop  of 
^ttXmt » and  iMpuM  Bishop  of  ^coto,  were  sent  for  hither  out 
of  Jftwm  about  the  Year  439,  to  maintain  the  TVuth ;  and 
they,  especially  Oerman  gained  a  reverend  Esteem  ameBg 
the  BrUaine,  by  refuting  this  Heresie ;  which  induced  them 
to  dedicate  many  Churches  to  Oerman ;  among  whom  U^ho 
Prior  of  the  Church  of  St.  Alban,  a  Man  of  great  Holiness, 
by  the  Permission  of  Eadfrith  the  fifth  Abbot,  built  a  fa- 
mous Chappel  near  the  ruin'd  Walls  of  the  City  of  Ifnti* 
Istlli  to  the  Honour  of  this  Saint,  in  which  Place  he  had 
openly  preached  God's  Word  out  of  the  Pulpit,  as  the  an- 
cient Records  of  St.  AlbafCe  Church  do  testifie ;  winch  Gtr^ 
man,  saith  Camden,  flourished  in  the  time  of  (Jwutamime, 
and  commanded  the  Sepulcher  of  St.  Alhan  to  be  opened, 
and  laid  certain  Beliques  of  Saints  in  it,  that  whom  one 
Heaven  had  received,  should  also  be  lodged  together  in  one 
Sepulcher ;  which  he  notes  by  the  Way,  that  you  may  eb- 
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aearre  and  cottrfder  the  FashioBS  of  that  Age ;  and  the  Ruins  Buml.  ^

The  Mannor  of  SOP  WELL. 

In  the  time  of  Jeoffery,  Abbot  of  the  Church  of  §bt  SI- 
^i>&i.  banSf  and  in  the  Year  of  the  Incarnation  of  our  Lord  1140, 
or  thereabouts,  two  reliflpious  Women  made  a  poor  House 
^  by  wradliuffof  the  Bouffhs  of  Trees  with  Bods,  and  cover- 

ing it  with  Bark,  near  the  Wood  called  ®ifim)y|  not  far  from 
the  River;  where  they  began  to  live  with  Fasting  and 
Prayer,  under  a  wonderful  Abstinence,  and  happily  con- 
tinued their  new  Religion  with  irreproveable  Chastity,  af- 
fficting  their  Bodies  with  Bread  and  Water:  And  when 
their  laudable  and  unchangeable  Behaviour  for  many  Tears 
was  made  known  to  Abbot  Jeoffery,  he,  perswaded  by  the 
Matt  Pftrbc  OracIc  of  6od,  built  a  Cell  here,  and  commanded -that  eon- 
fbi.&8.  venient  Houses  should  be  erected  for  the  Women,  and  ap- 

Binted  that  they  should  be  clothed  with  Vests  after  the 
anner  of  Nuns,  and  should  live  there  under  the  Order  of 
St.  Benedict ;  and  he  undertook  bv  the  Grace  of  God  to 
build  Houses  for  their  Spirituals  and  Temporals;  and  by  the 
%  Assbtance  of  Mary  the  blessed  Mother  of  God,  to  whom  it 
was  dedicated,  he  illustrated  the  neighbouring  Parts  with 
the  sweet  smell  of  their  good  Report :  And  the  Abbot  who 
was  the  Founder  of  this  House  gave  certain  Possessions  and 
Rents  to  support  their  honest,  thou^  exiled  Life.    This 
memorable  House  was  called  SboptofU  frmn  a  neighbouring 
Well  near  that  Place,  whence  the  fonner  Women  were 
wont  to  fetch  Water  to  dress  their  Meat;  moreover,  the 
Abbot  tender  of  the  Credit  and  Safety  of  his  Nuns,  ordatt^ 
that  they  should  be  inclosed  in  theur  House  undcv  Looks 
and  Bolts,  and  the  Seal  of  the  Abbot  for  the  time  being; 
and  that  none  should  be  taken  into  their  CoUedge,  but  a  se- 
lect and  limited  Number  of  Virgins :  He  gave  to  them  a 
Churchyard,  which  he  caused  to  be  dedicated,  and  appointed 
that  none  but  those  of  the  Nunnery  should  be  buryed  there. 
iSTi  fo!!»i       ^^^  ^^  MUnf  and  the  Lady  Cicely  his  Wife,  gave  two 
^"^ '  *   '    '  Hides  of  Land  in  the  Mannor  of  (SottS  to  St.  Mary,  and 
the  House  near  ^t  Aflban^  which  Roger  his  solitary  Bro- 
ther formerly  repaired  for  the  Use  of  that  Church,  and  those 
Handmaids  and  Servants  of  God,  and  their  Successors, 
who  devoutly  worshipped  him  there ;  and  ordained  that  they 
should  take  from  the  Wood  of  the  said  Mannor,  Necessaries 
for  their  House,  their  Fire,  and  their  Enclosure.    This 
Gift  was  made  for  the  Soul  of  King  William,  who  subdued 
Stmlantly  and  his  Sons ;  and  for  our  Fathers  and  Mothers, 
ana  their  Sons  and  Daughters,  and  for  their  own  Sons, 
which  God  now  hath,  and  shall  give  to  them. 
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When  Robert  of  ^Riln  and  Cicely  his  Mother  placed     ^tuuf.  0/ 
Amy,  a  little  Maid.  Sister  of  Robert,  and  Daaghter  of    ^^^^

Cicely,  in  this  Cell,  to  serve  God  continually  there,  they  Mm.  Am^L 
gave  with  her  to  God,  and  the  Holy  Mary,  and  the  Maidens  "^ ''  ^'^ 
of  Christ  in  this   Cell,  one  Virgate  of  Land  in  (SolCS, 
which  Salid  held. 

Richard  de  Tany  granted  to  St.  Mary,  and  the  Nuns  (^  '^*^ 
Sbe|lfDen>  all  his  Land,  which  Robert  Niger  held  in  the 
Soke  of  "SSi^BXm  called  idlad^j^ftfe.  in  pure,  perpetual,  and  ' 

free  Alms,  to  hold  quit  from  all  services.  Customs,  and 
Exactions. 

At  the  Suppression  of  this  House,  Weaver  saith  it  was  w«t.  Mm. 
valued  at  no  more  than  68/.  8s.  per  Annum ;  but  Sir  IFt/*  Mii^tui 
Ham  Dugdale  says,  no  more  than  40/.  7s.  lOd.  per  Annum,  ^f^h Si' 

Upon  the  Dissolution  King  Henry  VIII.  g^ranted  it  to  Sir  "^' 
Richard  a  hnoh.  Knight,  who  married  the  Daughter  of 

Greenfield,  by  whom  he  had  Issue,  two  Daughters, 

Anne  and  Mary,  who  were  his  Coheirs:  He  bore  Per  Che- 
veron  Or  and  wdes,  in  Chief  two  Lyons  combatant  Sable. 

This  Monastery  came  to  Anne  Leigh  the  eldest  Sister, 
who  married  Edward  Sadler^  the  ssecond  Son  of  Sir  Ralph 
Sadler  of  ^bttndion  in  this  County,  Kt.  and  Bart,  by  whom 
he  had  Issue  four  Sons,  Leigh,  Richard,  Edward,  and  Tho-

StlbanSi  SbU  SbUfHnnif 
ADttnJbaillt  and  XUbgtt  and  some  of  the  Demeasne  Lands  lie 
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Hwi.  9f    in  Sbl^eidto ;  which  Paririi  Churoh  lying  nearest  to  9BeIb« 
^^^^    WXy  the  Family  usually  resorts  thither  to  pay  their  Demo- 
tions to  God  in  Respect  of  their  Distance  from  §bt*  iBetSIS» 
which  is  their  proper  Parish ;  therefore  I  have  placed  thrae 
Manners  here. 

John  Someraham  of  ^sj^am.  Lord  of  (ZCotlltltl  in  the  Conn- 
t?  of  ^ttffDlft,  possest  them  in  the  serenth  Year  ofEdw.  III. 
For  I  find  that  John  Folly  was  his  Bailiff  at  that  time,  and 
Walter  AttehaCf  An,  18th  of  the  same  King;  and  that  both 
these  Bailiffs  accounted  to  him  for  the  Profits  of  these  Man- 
ners in  those  Years :  He  had  Issue  only  Daughters,  whw«>f 
Margartt  married  WilUam  Ash,  who  thereby  became 
possest  of  these  Manners  in  her  Bight.

Elizaheth  their  sole  Daughter  and  Heir,  who  married 
John  Coningsby,  the  third  Son  of  Sir  Hmmhry  Comrngs- 
by,  who  was  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Kinfs  Bsnci,  in  the 
Keign  of  King  H.  VIII.  He  possessed  these  Mannors,  and 
was  constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County  and  <S88tXy  the  38th 
of  the  same  King ;  upon  his  Death 

Henry  Coningsby  was  his  Heir,  succeeded  him,  and  was 
constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County,  1569, 11  Eliai.  and  in  the 
Yeaf  1582,  24  Eliz.  was  knighted,  and  married  Elizabeth, 
Daughter  of  Sir  John  Botder  of  9BbltlonSS«M[|BUin  this 
County,  Kt.  by  whom  he  had  Isspe,  JZobJk,  Philip^  and 
Henry,  and  died  seised  of  these  Mannors,  leaYing 

Riuph  Coningsby  his  Heir,  who  was  oonstitutm  Sheriff 
of  this  County  Anno  1506,  38  EHz,  afterwards  knighted, 
and  married  Margery  Daughter  of  Wketle  aKas  WhetkUl, 
of  the  Town  of  (B^B&y  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Francis  and 
Thomas;  and  after  her  Decease,  he  married  Jane  Daughter 
of  Sir  John  Lamme,  and  Relict  of  WiUiam  Button  of  ^ton 
in  the  County  of  VSi&%  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Robert. 
Francis  domngsby  was  his  Heir,  succeeded  him,  was 
knighted,  and  married  the  Daughter  of  the  Lord  North  ; 
but  dybg  without  Issue  these  Mannors  came  to 
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Thawuu  Canvwshy,  who  was  hb  second  Brother  and  Hwd^qf 
Heir;  married  Martha,  Daughter  of  William  Button  of  ^^^^^ 
SAtm  in  the  County  of  JSS^tS.  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  Issue, 
Henry,  Jane,  Jane  married  to  Ellis  Hicks,  Esq.  Martha, 
Elizabeth,  Bridget,  Mary,  Maraery,  Theophania,  Susan- 
nah, Dorothy :  He  was  elected  Sheriff  of  this  County,  Anno 
1637, 13  Car,  I.  shortly  after  gpreat  Dissentions  arising  be- 
tween the  King  and  his  Parliament,  which  put  the  Nation 
into  a  great  Ferment,  the  King  being  then  at  IfUfiAKfug  in 
30edto|bice»  ^  sent  a  Commission  to  him  to  be  High  Sheriff 
again  of  this  Coimty,  with  the  Letter  here  inserted.

Soon  after  thb  Letter,  Mr.  Comngsby  received  a  Writ 
and  Proclamation  from  ^Mbtlly  which  declared  the  Earl  of 
Sssex  and  his  Adherents  Traytors,  and  authorized  him  to 
array  the  County  for  the  King's  Service :  He  executed  his 
Writ  at  Sbt.  fSBBmSf  where  Oliver  CromwM  took  him  Pri- 
soner for  executing  the  Commission  of  Airsy,  plundered  his 
House,  seiased  his  Estate,  carryed  him  to  the  Tower,  and 
kept  him  a  Prisoner  there  for  many  Years. 

Harry  Coningsby  succeeded  him,  and  mmried  Hester, 
Daughter  of  Sir  James  Cambell,  by  whom  he  had  Issue 
Marthagms,  who  married  Sir  William  Hicks  of  3Rool(obs 
in  the  County  of  (SjSSex ;  Theophania  the  WUe  of  Edward 
Briscoe  of  iROdto  38ttS^  in  this  County,  Esq.  and  Gene- 
veiva,  who  espoused  Thomas  Aram  of  6raye  Inn,  Esq.  to 
whom  he  conveyed  these  Mannors,  and  made  him  the  pre- 
sent Lord  of  them*

2Sfc  Th$  Maimar  ofKINOSBERY. 


So  termed  fr(»ii  the  Saxon  Kinn,  who  were  the  ancient 
Possessors  hereof,  and  often  resided  and  kept  their  Court 
speiokC^.  there,  amonff  whom  BerttdpK  King  of  the  Mertians^  cele- 
brated  a  paruiBmentary  Council  there  on  Frufay  after  Ea9ier^ 
in  the  Year  of  ChrUt  851,  where  King  Bertulph  himself, 
Ceolnoth  Archbishop  of  Cmtfrimtl)*  Swiihul^h  Bishop  of 
l^mtMm^  Swithen  Bishop  of  WUxushttcJEasUn  Bishop  of 
Sbbfobltnii  Orkenwakl  Bishop  of  li^Qf,  Rethum  Bishop 
of  Idaster^  Goodwin  Bishop  of  Ifto^tttt  Wulfard  Abbot 
of  Cbesianiy  LSbing  Abbot  of  aKfn^ICOnAt  ifsd&  Abbot 
of  jnAtj^St^,  Duke  Ernti^h,  HukeOfrith,  Earl  Serto^ 
Earl  Elber,  Earl  Huda,  and  Ofiai.  Cupbearer  to  King 
Ethelwolph  and  Legate  to  the  Pope,  were  present,  and 
treated  as  well  of  the  great  and  public  Affairs  of  the  King- 
dom, as  of  the  Bounds  andManhes  belongiiu^  to  the  Monas- 
tery of  (ftmlonh^  which  King  BertulpK  granted  and 
solemnly  oonfirmed  there. 

There  was  a  stately  Pallace  that  belonged  to  the  Castle 
of  iGUmuAttq^  scituated  at  die  West  End  of  the  Town  of 
Sbt.  ISmnSy  where  the  Saxon  Kings  delighted  much,  and 
their  Nobles  and  Officers  so  often  rescHrted  thither  that  they 
became  a  great  Burden  .and  Charge  to  the  Abbot  and  MouIls 
of  ^t.  AlMMt  which  induced  them  to  purchase  it;  and 
after  they  had  made  many  Addresses  to  the  King  for  ,it, 
AlfriCf  who  had  been  Chancellor  to  Kin^  Eiheldredj  whilst 
he  was  a  Secular,  prevailed  with  the  Kmg  to  sell  to  them 
all  the  roval  Manner  of  Wn^pAsxSf  ""^th  the  Parks  and 
Woods  belonging  to  it,  exceptmg  one  small  Fortress  near 
the  Monastery,  which  the  Kin^  would  not  suffer  to  be  de- 
mdisht,  that  the  Marks  of  his  royal  House  might  not  be 
foigotten ;  and  the  Abbot  ^d  Monks  bought  and  enjoyed  it 
till  the  time  of  tfie  Dissolution,  when  it  returned  to  the 
Crown;  from  thence  it  was  conveyed  to  John  Cox^  from 
him  it  descended  to  nomas  Cox,  nis  Son,  who  had  Issue 
Richard  Cox,  who  was  knitted :  His  Arms  were  Or, 
three  Barrs  Azure  on  a  Canton  Argent,  a  Lyon'e  Head 
coupi  GmUb  ;  Crest  on  a  Wreath,  a  Ooafs  Head  erased 
Sdble  attired  and  eared  Or,  struck  throwih  with  a  broken 
Arrow  Gold.    He  sold  it  in  the  time  of  £mg  James  I.  to 

Sir  Francis  Bacon,  Viscount  If  ernlam.  Keeper  of  the 
Bioad  Seal  of  SimlBlib;  but  when  the  Seal  was  taken  from 
him,  and  he  retirM  from  the  Court,  he  conveyed  it  to  Sir 
Thmnas  Meauijfs,  from  whom  it  past  in  the  same  Manner 
as  the  Manner  of  tSrOtj^OIR  did  to  Sir  Samnd  GrimsUm, 
Bart«  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader. 
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The  Mannor  of  GORBAM  BURY. 

XHIS  Ifaoaor  was  Paroel  of  Ae  ancieDt  Beveaae  of  the 
Church  of  §bt*  ^IHMtrait  and  in  all  Probalnlity  was  so  tenned 
from  Robert  de  Oorham^  who  was  elected  Abbot  of  tius 
Monasten^  Anno  USl,  16  Sept.  and  the  Abbots  held  it  ontil 
the  Dissolution  of  that  Church,  wben  it  came  to  the  Crown. 
King  Henry  VIII.  by  Charter  dated  the  12th  of  Mof, 
32  Regni  em,  mnted  the  Maimors  of  <!lit»|anB,  gbemtofilMy 

XefD^anit  (SaUtttot,  IftaHinelU  SKtstbrfc^  iSf^fUip  and  tiie 

Priory  of  the  Ifim^ 

Ralph  Rowht,  Esq.  wko  was  afterwards  knighted:  His 
Arms  were  Chdee^  on  a  GftetwrM  between  two  Coujde  tf 
Daeee  Argent  three  Lyone  rasipafif  ef  the  Field;  and  I 
guess  he  conveyed  it  to 

Sir  Nieholae  Bacon,  Kt.  who  was  descended  from  anan- 
cient  Family  in  die  County  of  §|^itflUk|  educated  in  Corpue 
Chrieti  CoUedge  in  (SmmSMty  removed  thence  to  Qrag'e 
Inn,  where  he  appl/d  himsdt  to  tlie  Study  of  the  Common 
Law,  was  made  Attorney  of  die  Court  of  Wards  Anno  S8 
If.yill:  and  his  Patent  for  that  Oflke  was  renewed  1  Edw. 
VI.  He  was  constituted  IVeasur^r  of  Grajfe  Inm,  Anno  6 
Edm.  YI.  and  was  thence  advanced  to  be  Keeper  of  the 

great  Seal  in  the  Year  1SS8,  1  Eliz.    He  married 

tJie  Daughter  of ,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  three 

Sons,  Sir  Edmwnd  Bacon  of  ffUKgrabe  in  tiie  County  of 

§|>ltffoft,  Bart  who  was  his  Heir And  after  her 

Decease,  he  married  Anne,  second  Dauriitw  to  Sir  Anihony 
Cook  of  QEffttoB-^all  in  the  County  of  S«0ex,  (Governess  to 
King  Edto.  Yl.  a  choice  Lady,  eminent  for  Piety,  Yertue, 
and  Learning,  exquisitely  skilled  for  a'W<Nttan,in  the  Greek 
and  Latin  Tongues;  by  whom  he  had  Ibsim  two  Sons,  An- 
thony and  Fnmde:  He  was  aMan  of  great  Learning,  rare 
Wit,  and  deep  Experience ;  continued  Lord  Keeper  about 
twenty  Temrs,  dunnr  which  time  tins  OflBce  was  made  equid 
in  Authority  with  tbe  Chancellor ;  but  towards  his  latter 
End  he  grew  so  corpulent  in  Body  that  it  was  very  trouble- 
some to  him  to  walk  from  Weetmineter-haU  to  the  Star 
Chamber,  insomuch  that  when  he  sat  down  in  his  Place,  it 
was  not  usual  in  those  Days  for  any  Lawy«r  to  speak  in  that 
Court  till  the  Lord  Keeper  gave  the  Signal  with  his  Staff: 
He  was  a  good  Man,  and  a  grave  Statesman,  one  who  pre- 
ferred true  Honesty  before  an  Estate  ill-gatten,  andddight- 
ed  in  a  House  suitable  to  his  Estate ;  for  when  Queen  EKz. 
came  hither  and  told  him,  my  Lord,  your  House  is  too  little 
for  you :  He  wittily  repl^d.  No  M»lam,  but 'tis  your  Hi^«* 
ness  hathmade  me  too  great  for  my  House.    He  chose  for 
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Jfim4.  ^    his  Motto  Mediocria  Jirma,  and  made  it  the  Role  of  his 

^Jjjt    P™<5*»^'  ™^  ^«*  ^^  the  20th  of  Fdnruary,  1679, 21  JHiz. 
^^'^^'^    and  was  buried  in  the  Quire  of  St.  Paul,  fljOiriiML 

This  pleasant  Seat  he  conveyed  to  AnthoHy  his  eldest 
Son,  by  his  second  Venter,  who  was  very  emment  for  his 
Wit ;  but  dying  in  the  Prime  of  his  Years  without  Issue, 
it  descended  to 

FranciM  his  Brother,  whom  he  entirely  loved,  they  two 
Imng  all  the  male  Issue  of  their  Mother;  this  Francis  was 
the  &lory  of  his  Age  and  Nation,  whose  primary  Years  past 
not  away  without  some  Mark  of  Eminency,  and  the  Preg- 
nancy  of  his  Wit  presaged  that  deep  and  universal  Appre- 
hension, which  made  hun  known  to  several  Persons  of  fl;reat 
Honour  and  Place,  especially  to  the  Queen,  who,  aaiUk  my 
Autiior,. delighted  much  to  confer  with  him,  to  prove  him 
with  Questions ;  and  asking  him,  then  a  Youth,  bow  old  he 
was  ?  He  answered  with  much  Discretion,  that  he  was  two 
Years  younser  than  her  Majesty's  happy  Beign ;  when  he 
was  grown  fit  for  the  University,  his  Father  placed  him  in 
TriniiyColUdge  in  <ZDaillbrQlQet  ^^^^^  the  Tuition  of  Dr. 
John  Whitgift,  then  Master  of  the  Colledge,  and  afterwards 
Archbishop  of  CantCTbltlB,  where  he  neatly  improved  his 
time  in  the  Study  of  Phibsophy  and  tae  liberal  Arts,  then 
he  was  sent  into  ^fflUE  with  Sir  ilmyos  PauUt  her  Majes- 
ty's Leaner  Embassador,  who  entrusted  him  with  a  Message 
to  die  Queen,  which  he  performed  with  great  Approbation ; 
after  that  returned  again  with  an  Intention  to  continue  there 
for  some  Years,  but  the  Lord  Keeper  dying  in  the  mean* 
while,  and  his  Maintenance  growing  verv  short,  heretum'd 
home  and  appl/d  himself  to  the  Study  ot  the  Common  Law 
in  Chray's  Inn,  where  he  was  highly  valued  for  his  great 
Abilities,  chosen  Reader  at  his  Age  of  twenty  eiffht.  Anno 
Origin.  Jwrid.  ^^^9  ^  ^^*  wluch  hc  performed  with  much  Applause ; 
foL  2M.         made  one  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Privy  Council  Anno  1590, 
Fkt  39  Eiis.    ^  Elix.  was  double  Reader  in  the  same  Society  Antio  1600, 
Sr&f^  42  Eliz.  was  knighted  at  WhiiekaU,  July  28, 1603,  1  Jac. 
MSJn  ooc    j^  ^3g  made  one  of  the  King's  Council  learned  in  the  Law 
pu.  9  Jac.  I.    extraordinary  by  Patent  dated  1604,  2  James  I.  in  which  an 
annual  Fee  ofwL  was  granted  to  him,  a  Favour  not  known 
before;  was  constituted  his  Majesty's  Solicitor   Greneral 
Ptt.  ft  Jac  I.    Anno  1607, 5  James  I.  was  joyned  in  Commission  with  Sir 
f^9Jm.t.    Tkamas  Vavasor,  1611,  9  Jamss  I.  then  Knight-Marshal 
of  the  Knight-Mardiairs  Court,  newly  erect^  within  the 
Virge  of  the  King^s  House ;   was  made  Attorney  General 
But.  •/ AfL    and  sworn  of  the  ^vy  Council,  27  October  1618, 11  James 
^s,  M.as.  j^  j^jj  ^Ij^j^  j^g  attained  to  the  Age  of  fifty-four  Years,  was 

advanced  to  be  Lord  Keeper  of  uie  Great  Seal  on  the  7th 
of  March,  1616,  14  James  I.  when  the  King  admonished 
him  that  he  should  seal  nothing  rashly,  judge  uprightly,  and

not  extend  the  royal  Prero^tive  too  high:  He  was  made     Hmdtf

James  I .  created  Lord  VtmUlVX  on  the  11  th  of  June  follow-  pu.  w  iac  i. 
ing,  and  advanced  to  the  Dignity  of  Yisconnt  §^t  SUbsili 
on  the  27th  of  January,  1620,  18  Jamesl.  his  solemn  In-  p^igjaci. 
vestiture  being  then  performed  at  ^j^lfAaDlfS  in  this  County,  ^-"i^^ 
where  the  Lord  Carew  carried  his  Robe  before  him,  and  the  ^  *'*' 
Lord  Wentwartk  his  Coronet.     But  soon  after  he  was 
charged  with  Corraption  in  the  Performance  of  that  great 
Office  of  Chancellor,  when  it  was  generally  believed  that 
his  Servants  were  most  guilty,  and  his  Fault  was  only  Neg- 
ligence in  not  examining  the  Extortion  of  his  Servants; 
this  caused  him  to  say  when  he  saw  his  Servants  rise  from 
their  Seats  as  he  once  passed  thro'  the  Hall  when  they  were 
at  Dinner,  Siiyou  down,  my  Masters,  Sit  you  down,  your 
Rise  is  my  Fall;  and  soon  after  the  Great  Seal  was  taken   ^^  ^ ^ 
from  him,  in  Lent,  18  James  I.  and  delivered  to  the  Custody  m.'^os." 
of  Henry  Viscount  MandevUe,  then  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil, and  other  Lords  Commissioners.    He  married  A/ic«  one 
of  the  Daughters  and  Coheirs  to  Benedict  Barham,  Alder- 
man of  loiunm^  with  whom  he  had  a  fair  Fortune,  but  no 
Children  to  perpetuate  his  Memory ;  however  his  learned 
Works  being  composed  for  the  most  Part  in  the  five  last 
Years  of  his  Life,  will  preserve  it  taProsterity.   He  visited 
the  Earl  of  Atuntrel  at  his  House  in  l^igtoate  near  lottbon, 
and  died  there  about  a  Week  after,  on  Eiauter  Day,  being 
the  ninth  of  AprU,  Anno  1626,  2  Car.  I.  in  the  sixty  sixth 
Year  of  his  Age,  and  was  buried  in  the  North  Side  of  the 
Chancel  in  St.  MichaeFs  Church  in  §^t.  SIIhaniS»  according 
to  the  Directions  of  his  Will,  because  tfie  Body  of  his  Mo- 
ther lay  interred  there,  and  that  it  was  the  only  Church  re- 
maining in  the  Precinct  of  iSOt  IferulBin*  where  he  hath  a 
Monument  of  white  Marble  representing  his  full  Body  in  a 
contemplative  Posture  sitting  in  a  Chair,  erected  bv  Sir 
Thomas  Meautys,  Kt.  who  was  formerly  Ids  Lordship  s  Se- 
cretary, afterwards  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council  under  two 
Kings,  succeeded  his  noble  Lord  and  Patron  in  this  Mannor- 
house  of  Sotiombtttgt  and  held  it  sometime,  then  it  past  to 

Sir  Thomas  Meautys,  who  was  his  Cousin  and  next  Heir, 
married  Anne  Daughter  of  Sir  Nathaniel  Bacon  of  (Jfulfottt 
l^all  in  the  County  of  §bttflfoRlf  Knight,  and  gave  this  Man- 
ner to  her  for  Life,  the  Remainder  to  his  Heirs,  and  died 
leaving  his  Wife  surviving.  She  married  Sir  Harboitfe 
Grimston,  Baronet,  and  shortly  after  Jane  her  Daughter 
dying  about  the  Age  of  ten  or  eleven  Years,  the  Reversion 
of  it  descended  (as  I  have  been  informed)  to  Hercules 
Meautys,  the  Son  of  the  Brother  of  Sir  Thomas  Meautys, 
who  sold  all  his  Bight  and  Estate  herein  to 

Sir  Harbottle  Grimston,  Baronet,  Son  and  Heir  of  Sir 
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Harioitk  GrmMton  ofiScaUctt  in  tbe  Covaiy  of  Skkx^ 
Knight,  craated  Baronet  by  Pitfent  dated  the  3Sth  Day  of 
NmemUr^  Anno  1612, 10  Jmmn  I.  He  studied  aometiaie 
the  Common  Law,  became  a  learned  Man  in  that  Prafe0» 

8ioD,  then  married Daughter  of  Sir  Oeorge  Cr^kep 

KL  one  of  Ae  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Gomnoh  PIms, 
whose  Reports  he  published;  and  by  her  he  had  Issue 
Gtorye,  wno  married  Sarah,  Daughter  and  Coheir  of  Sir 
Edward  Abiam  of  %0ldNm,  Kt.  Ur.  in  Physick,  and  died 
without  Issue,  and  Samuel;  and  two  Daughters,  ifory 
married  to  Sir  Capett  Lucking  of  little  VUiSSfBm  in  the 
County  of  CtoSttX,  Baronet,  and  ElizaXMh  to  Sir  Owrge 
Orubham  Haw  of  39BCtott  in  the  County  of  BEBfltS.  Bart. 
And  after  her  Decease,  this  Sir  Hariottle  married  ilnns, 
the  ReUot  of  Sir  T%tmaB  Meamijfs,  by  whom  he  bad  Issue 
AnuB,  who  died  in  her  BfinoritT.  He  senred  in  several 
Parliaments  for  the  Borough  of  CoI4<Mrt»  uid  in  that 
Healing  Parliament  held  An.  1660, 12  Car,  II.  was  chosen 
Speaker  thero,  where  he  was  very  actiye  and  instrumental 
to  lestoro  thai  King  to  his  Throne,  and  for  his  great  Merita 
was  wortfatty  adiraaoed  on  the  third  Day  of  ^oeasifter  in  the 
same  Year,  to  be  Master  of  the  Bolls  of  the  Court  of 
Cianoiry,  which  Office  he  executed  with  great  Justice  and 
Equity,  to  the  great  Satisfaction  of  his  Pnnce  and  all  good 
People,  for  the  Space  of  six  and  twenty  Years:  He  had  a 
uimUe  Fancy,  a  quick  Apprehension,  a  rare  Memory,  an

This  Town  was  famous  for  the  Birth  of  three  eminent 
Persons. 

1  Sir  John  MandevUle,  bom  here  to  a  fair  Estate^  attained 
to  a  great  Perfection  in  the  Study  of  Physick,  then  travelUd 
for  thirty-four  Tears  toother,  till  at  last  returning  Home, 
he,  like  Ulisses,  was  quite  grown  out  of  the  Knowledge  of 
his  Friends.  He  wrote  his  own  Itinerary  through  iSSxiXXi^ 
the  East  and  North  Part  ofg(9(a;  and  the  Variety  of  Won- 
ders caused  some  Suspition  of  the  Truth  of  his  Relations; 
but  all  things  that  seem  improbable  are  not  impossible,  and 
the  Ignorance  of  the  Reader  does  oftentimes  weaken  the 
Truth  of  the  Author;  but  his  Writings  hare  proved  of  that 
great  Value  in  foreim  Parts,  that  they  contend  as  well  for 
his  Burial  as  his  Birtn,  and  say  he  died  1372,  and  was  buried 
in  the  Conyent  of  the  Williamites  at  lefge  in  CEftnnanB,  but 
others  affirm  he  was  buried  in  this  Town. 

To  him  I  shall  add  two  others,  famous  for  their  Learning 
in  this  last  Age. 

Sir  John  King  descended  by  the  Father's  Side  from 
Monsieur  du  12oy  alias  King,  the  French  Resident  inlEng- 
bmtli  about  the  beginning  of  the  Reign  of  King  James  I. 
and  by  his  Mother  from  the  ancient  Family  of  the  Roberts 
at  aStflbm  in  iWOfellmx :  from  whom  he  deriyed  the  Prin- 
ciples of  Ingenuity  and  Goodness.  He  was  admitted  into  * 
Queen's  CoUedge  in  (JTambcflrgey  in  the  Year  1655,  where  Mr. 
Samuel  Jaeomo  yfHB  his  Tutor;  Dr.  Zaehary  Cradoct,  Dr. 
Simon  Patrick,  (two  eminent  Diyines)  and  Dr.  Walter 
Needham  (a  learned  PhysitiaD)  were  his  most  intimate  Ac- 

Juaintance ;  by  whose  Conyersation,  and  indefatigable  In- 
ustry  in  searching  the  Depths  of  ancient  and  modem  Learn- 
ing, he  improyed  his  admirable  Parts  and  rare  Endowments 
of  Nature  into  a  Prodigy  of  Learning.  When  he  com- 
menc't  Batcholor  of  Art,  his  Parents  obliged  him  to  study 
the  Law,  though  his  Inclination  was  for  Diyinity ;  yet  like 
a  dutiful  Son,  he  followed  the  Adyice  of  his  Parents,  and 
was  admitted  in  Nonember,  1660,  into  the  Inner  Temple, 
where  he  spent  seyen  Years  in  the  Study  of  the  Common 
Law ;  and  within  short  time  after  was  called  to  the  Bar : 
He  became  a  great  Practitioner  there,  was  made  SoUicitor 
General  to  the  Duke  of  jBotft.  constituted  Council  in  Ordi- 
nanr  to  Kin^  Charles  fl.  who  knighted  him  Decemb.  10, 
16/4,  and  delighted  (as  he  was  wont  to  say)  to  hear  Sir  John 
King  plead  at  the  Council-board ;  which  King  was  esteem'd 
yoL.  n.  X 
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Hmnd.  of  by  all  that  knew  him»  to  be  a  g^eat  Judge  of  English  Wit 
CDoteto^  and  Sense.  As  to  the  Conduct  and  Care  of  hb  Clients,  the 
ffreat  Lord  Chancellor  Finch  declaredj  he  had  hardly  ever- 
known  his  Equal :  And  the  Lord  Chancellor  Shaftshury, 
designing  a  BLegutation  of  the  Chancery ,  chose  him  out  of 
a  select  Number  of  learned  Men  in  the  Law  for  that  Pur- 
pose, who  met  at  his  House,  and  made  a  ^eat  Progress 
therein,  though  time  allowed  them  not  the  liberty  to  ^ect 
the  same.  He  continued  his  learned  and  eloquent  Plead- 
ings (which  were  the  instructive  Entertainment,  as  well  as 
Admiration  of  all  that  heard  him)  till  a  Fever  seised  on  him 
at  the  Chancery  Bar.  He  ordered  his  Clerks  to  return  all 
his  Breviates  and  Fees  to  his  Clients,  and  so  retired  to  his 
House  in  SbfllisitttS  (Smcty  where  he  took  his  Bed,  and  in 
full  Strength  of  Mind,  made  his  last  Will,  and  declared  that 
he  died  in  the  Communion  of  the  Church  of  ffingjaidirt  pro- 
fessing the  Christian  Faith,  as  it  is  set  forth  in  her  Articles 
and  Homilies ;  after  this  he  resign'd  his  Soul  to  his  Maker 
with  all  Quietness  and  Patience,  on  the  29th  of  June^  1677, 
whilst  he  was  in  the  Arms  of  his  near  Kinsman  and  dear 
Friend  Mr.  Robert  Wolley,  a  Merchant  in  !SiOnilon,  who  mar- 
ryed  his  only  Sbter  of  the  whole  Blood,  and  had  the  Honour 
of  a  great  and  intimate  Acquaintance  with  him.  He  lived 
thirtv  eight  Years,  four  Months,  and  twenty  four  Days ; 
and  his  Sodywasinterred  on  the  fourth  of /u/jy,  in  the  Tem- 
ple Church ;  where  the  Bight  Honourable  Heneage  Fmch^ 

Lord  IDabenttBy  ^^^  ^V^  Chancellor  of  (Snalanb,  Sir  JETar- 
botik  Orimstone,  Baronet,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  the  Judges 
and  Barons  of  the  King's  Courts  at  SftStminstet,  the  Ser- 
jeants at  Law,  the  Benchers,  Barresters,  and  Students  of 
the  Inner  Temple  attended  his  Corps  to  the  Vault.  Dr. 
Cradock  was  desired  to  make  his  funeral  Oration,  which  he 
declined  at  the  first  in  Regard  of  his  extraordinary  Respect 
and  Friendship  with  him :  however  he  accepted  the  Office 
afterwards  and  demonstrated  to  his  Auditory,  that  as  he 
neither  could  nor  would  be  g^lty  of  Flattery  in  the  Praise 
of  his  Friend,  so  Sir  John  King  deserved  theTongpie  of  an 
Anffel  to  describe  his  true  and  real  Worth. 

§bt  Albans  had  the  Honour  of  his  Birth,  <Saton  laid  the 
Foundation  of  his  School  Learning,  Queen's  Colledge  ad- 
vanced him  in  the  University  Studies,  and  the  Inner  Tern- 
fk  compleated  him  in  those  of  the  Law :  The  Temple  Church 
u  the  Repository  of  what  is  left  of  him  that  is  mortal,  and  is 
grac'd  with  an  Epitaph,  which  tho'  much  to  his  Honor,  yet 
comes  far  short  of  his  Merit.

His  Soul  was  great,  which  seemed  as  it  were  mismatcht 
with  too  slender  a  Constitution  of  Body,  his  sublime  Facul- 
ties ixrere  two  brisk  and  operative  to  be  long  confined  within 
so  brittle  a  Tenement,  therefore  we  may  think  they  made 
earlier  Preparations  for  a  Flight  to  more  lasting  Habitations. 
His  Memory  was  wonderful,  also  his  Reading  (besides  that 
of  his  Profession)  in  History,  Philosophy,  Poetry,  and  the 
Langpnages,  ancient  and  modem ;  but  especially  in  the  sa- 
cred Writings,  and  among  these  the  Gospels,  and  Epistles 
of  St.  John ;  insomuch  that  some  judicious  Persons  believed, 
that  if  he  had  lived,  the  Followers  of  Socinus  might  have 
expected  the  severest  Confutation  from  his  Pen.  In  a  Word, 
as  to  his  Intellectuals,  he  was  Master  of  all  useful  and  po- 
lite Learning ;  as  to  his  Morals,  he  was  assiduous  in  his  De-

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Hmtd,  rf  The  other  was  Sir  Francis  Petkbertan^  whose  Ancestors 
Catsia^  were  originally  extracted  ont  of  the  ancient  Family  of  Pew^ 
^^^^^^^  berton,  denominated  from  IBimbtrian  in  the  County  Palatine 
of  'XattcaStttf  from  whom  Sir  Ooddard  Pemberton,  Kt.  de- 
scended ;  who  purchased  a  fair  Estate,  settled  in  thu  Bur- 
rough,  and  was  constituted  Sheriff  for  this  County,  Anno 
1615, 13  James  I.  but  dying  within  the  Year,  Lewis  Pern- 
berton  of  this  Town,  Esq.  was  his  Heir,  succeeded  him  in 
his  Shrievalty,  and  held  it  the  last  Part  of  the  Year ;  af- 
terwards Roaer  Pemberi<m,  of  this  Place,  Esq.  inherited  his 
Estate,  was  ukewise  elected  Sheriff  for  this  County,  in  the 
Year  1620, 18  James  I.  from  whom  issued  Ralph  Pew^ber- 
ton,  twice  Mayor  of  this  Burrough,  Anno  1627, 8  Car.  I. 
and  1638,  the  14th  of  the  same  King.  He  was  the  Father 
of  this  eminent  Lawyer,  who  received  hb  first  Breath  here, 
and  was  educated  at  the  School  in  this  Town,  where  he  rave 
early  Testimonies  of  his  future  Perfection  in  Learning ;  from 
thence  he  was  transplanted  to  the  University  of  (SBinhtitot 
where  he  was  admitted  in  Emanuel  Colledge,  on  the  1^ 
o{  August 9  1640,  under  the  Tuition  of  the  late  pious  and 
learned  Dr.  Betgamin  WMchcote,  where  he  continu^  un- 
til the  22d  of  Feb.  1644,  after  which  he  was  entred  in  the 
Inner  Temple,  on  the  14th  of  Oct.  1645,  where  he  performed 
his  Exercises  with  great  Applause,  and  was  calPd  to  the 
Bar,  the  17th  of  November,  1654.  He  was  made  one  of 
the  Council  of  the  Court  of  the  Marshalsea,  and  drew  the 


Patent  granted  by  Kin?  Charles  II.  for  the  Enlargement 
and  Confirmation  of  the  Priviledges  of  that  Court  He 
studied  the  old  Records  at  SBtSktminsltti  the  Bolls,  the 
Tower,  and  made  Collections  of  them,  from  whence  he  kAm*d 
the  original  Reasons  and  Grounds  of  the  Common  Law, 
and  became  thereby  Master  of  his  Profession.  He  read 
learnedly  in  the  Inner  Temple,  in  the  Quadnwesimes  in  the 
Year  1674,  and  kept  a  noble  Table  there.  He  received  a 
Writ  to  be  Serjeant  at  Law,  retomable  the  29th  of  January 
following,  was  made  King's  Seijeant  lldi  of  Aug.  1675 ; 
knighted  at  Whitehall,  on  the  sixth  of  October  next  ensu- 
ing ;  created  one  of  the.  Justices  of  the  Court  of  KMs 
Bench  on  the  30th  of  AprU,  1679 ;  advanced  to  be  CUef 
Justice  of  the  same  Court  in  £at^sr  Term,  1^1 ;  removed 
thence  to  be  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  in  Hilary 
Term,  1682,  and  about  the  same  time  sworn  of  his  Majes- 
ty's Privy  Council.  He  would  not  sufl*er  anv  Lawyers  upon 
Trials  before  him,  to  interrupt  or  banter  Witnesses  in  their 
Evidence,  a  Practice  too  frequently  used  by  some  Council 
in  bad  Causes,  to  stifle  Truth  and  obstruct  Justice ;  but  al- 
lowed every  Person  to  recollect  his  Thoughts,  and  to  speak 
without  Fear,  that  the  Truth  might  be  the  better  discovered ; 
neither  would  he  permit  Council  to  ask  impertinent  Qnes- 
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tionSy  nor  make  long  Speeches,  nor  Harangues  in  Court,  ^^l^i:  '^ 
to  mislead  Juries ;  but  heard  all  Persons  with  great  Delibe-  ^^^1^ 
ration.  Patience,  Indifferency,  and  Impartiality,  distinguish- 
ing clearly  between  Truth  and  Falsehood  in  his  Directions 
to  the  Jury,  that  they  miffht  not  err ;  and  deliy ered  his  Judg 
ment  in  all  Causes  depending  before  him,  with  great  Justice 
and  Solemnity,  which  much  awed  the  Spectators,  and  advanc- 
ed the  Reputation  of  the  Court;  during  all  which  time  no 
Temptations  of  Profit  or  Preferment,  no  Threats,  no  Menaces 
of  Deprivation,  nor  Loss  of  Place  nor  Honour,  could  move 
him  to  act  any  thing  a^^ainst  Law ;  and  when  he  was  dismist 
from  the  Bench,  he  disdained  not  the  Attendance  at  the  Bar 
affain,  where  his  Practice  made  ample  Satisfaction  for  his 
Kemoyal  from  the  Bench  to  the  Bar,  notwithstanding  his 
great  Generosity  to  his  Friends  and  his  Charity  to  the  Dis- 
tressed. He  was  endowed  with  a  ready  Wit  and  a  quick 
Apprehension,  which  were  attended  with  a  rare  Memory  and 
excellent  Parts,  by  the  Help  of  which,  and  his  own  inde- 
fatigable Industry,  he  attained  to  agreat  Perfection  of  Judg- 
ment in  the  Laws  of  the  Land.  His  Notions  were  curious, 
his  Distinctions  nice,  and  his  Reasons  weighty ;  which  ren- 
dered him  very  skilful  in  the  Form  of  good  Fleading,  the 
Foundation  and  Basis  of  the  Common  Law,  and  very  leam'd 
in  the  Laws  of  Conveyancinff,  wherein  he  was  choice  in  his 
Method,  abandoned  all  Tautologies  and  impertinent  Expres- 
sions, and  confin*d  himself  to  the  most  apt,  neat,  sij^nificant, 
and  pertinent  Words  for  his  Purpose.  He  mamed  Anne 
the  eldest  Daughter  of  Sir  Jeremy  Whichcoti  of  fj^en&on 
in  the  County  of  fiSUtHAtfXXy  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  Issue 
three  Sons,  Francis,  Jeremy,  and  Ralph,  and  four  Daugh- 
ters, Anne  married  to  George  Scot  of  SbtOb^'j^all  in  the  Coun- 
tj  of  ?ftem»  Esq.  Mary  to  WtUiam  Stanley,  D.  D.  &c. 
Elizabeth  to  Nathaniel  Stephens,  the  present  High  Sheriff 
of  the  County  of  tSihtMttf  and  Jane  unmarried.  He  built 
a  large  House  at  fl^fg&gatt  in  the  County  of  ittfiAlImx^ 
where  he  resided,  and  died  the  10th  Day  ofJune,  in  the 
Year  of  our  Lord,  1607,  aged  seventy  two  Years,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Parish  Church  of  f^fglbgatt^  where  his  Exe- 
cutors erected  a  fair  Monument  with  this  Inscription  en- 
grav'd  upon  it.

to  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses  of  this  Borough,  and  made  it  a  Parish 
Church,  and  nam'd  it  St.  Albam;  it  was  then  valued  in  the  King's  Books 
at  the  rate  of  101.  per  Annmm,  and  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  ttieir  Suc- 
cessors were  couftitnted  Patrons  hereof.

About  three  MUes  distant  from  §bt.  SllbanS  this  Vill 
^!^M^^  appears  upon  an  Hill  amopgthe  Woods  towards  the  South: 
^^^  Eaelwins  the  Black,  and  Wine/led  his  Wife,  gave  it  to  the 

'^bots  of  §bt  IStlbanSy  from  whence  it  had  the  Adianct  of 
A&hoty  to  disting^h  it  from  the  neighbooring  Vill,  and 
was  denominated  laitobs  from  the  Lenrth  of  the  Vill,  for 
the  Name  signifies  along  Land;  and  King  Edward  the 
Confessor,  and  Queen  Editha  his  Wife,  at  tte  Instance  and 
Proeurement  of  Lm^sian  the  Abbot,  and  tbeir  Confessor, 
confirmed  the  Grant  hereof,  and  they  held  it  in  the  time  of 
the  Conqueror,  when  it  was  thus  recorded :

The  Abbot  of  St.  Alban  held  ftSligUe  in  WaMit  Hundred,  U  was  rated 
for  five  Hidei  and  half  an  Hide  in  the  time  of  Kuig  Edmmrd  (the  Con- 
foMor)  and  now  for  three  Hidei.  The  arable  is  fifteen  Camcates,  in  De- 
measne  two  Hidea  and  an  half,  and  there  are  foar  Cameates,  and  a  fifth 
may  be  made.  There  is  a  Preibiter  or  Priest  and  one  Frenchman  bora, 
witti  ten  Villains  having  ten  Carncates.  There  are  five  Borders  and 
two  Servants,  and  two  M iUs  of  twenlgr  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year, 
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Meadow  five  Cariicates,  Common  of  Pastore  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to 
feed  three  hundred  Hog3;  one  Knight  had  half  an  Hide  of  tiiis  Land. 
In  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth  ten  Pounds  by  the  Year,  when  he  received 
it  twelve  Pounds  by  the  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  Edw.  (the  Confessor) 
fifteen  Ponnds  by  the  Year.  This  Manner  did  lie,  and  doth  lie  in  tiie 
Church  of  St.  Alban,  Herbert ,  the  Son  of  Ivo  enjoyed  and  occupied  one 
Hide  of  thisMannor,  Wing  between  the  Wood  and  the  Plain>  of  the  then 
Father  of  the  Bishop  of  m$eui  this  Hide  did  lie  in  the  Church  of  St,  Al* 
ban  on  the  Day  in  which  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  was  alive  and 
dead,  now  Earl  Moreton  holds  it. 

In  or  about  the  time  of  Henry  I.  Nicholas  sarnamed 
Breakspear,  deDominated  from  a  House  of  tbi^t  Name  in 
iUiiAkSU>  was  bom  in  this  Village,  and  Son  to  a  Servant 
in  the  Abby  of  ^t  &XbBMf  where  he  was  put  to  School, 
but  neglecting  his  time  was  afterwards  denied  the  Cloath 
upon  his  Request,  for  that  he  was  not  qualified  for  it, 
whereupon  he  went  to  ^dSf  improved  his  time  much  bet- 
ter there ;  so  that  at  Length  he  was  advanced  to  be  a  Car- 
dinal, and  afterwards  elected  Pope  by  the  Name  of  Adrian 
IV.  and  continued  in  that  Station  four  Years,  eight  Months 
and  eight  and  twenty  Days,  during  which  time  he  depress'd 
the  Citizens  of  Iftonu^  when  they  aspir'd  to  their  ancient 
Freedom ;  caused  Frederick,  Emperor  of  IClomti  to  hold  his 
Stirrup  when  he  alighted  from  his  Horse,  gave  large  Pri- 
viledges  to  the  Church  of  St.  Alban,  and  as  he  was  drinking 
Anno  1158,  was  choaked  with  a  FW. 

Anno  1  Johannes  that  King  connrmed  the  Grant  of  this 
Manner  for  the  clothing  of  the  Monks  of  the  said  Monastery; 
and  it  was  found  Anno  6  Edw.  I.  the  Abbot  of  that  Church 
held  the  Manners  of  S&an&tfcj^e,  1GU(5S|fto>  ILaimelt^^  ®jftfl^- 
MAf  HSkeniBf  ^tt&esj^o,  and  ^Oierfng  in  Capite  of  the 
King  by  the  service  of  four  Knight's  Fees  and  an  half. 

The  Abbots  of  this  Church  held  this  Manner  until  the 
time  of  the  Dissolution,  when  it  came  to  the  Crown,  where 
it  remained  until  Prince  Charles  held  a  Court  here  in 
October,  22  Jac.  I.  shortly  after  it  was  conveyed  to 

I%omas  Combe,  Esq.  who  married  Anne,  Daughter  of 
Thomas  Greenhill,  Gent,  and  dying  on  the  2Ist  Day  of 
May,  1641,  without  Issue,  devised  this  Manner  with  certain 
Lands,  and  most  of  his  Library,  to  Sidney  College  in  (S>BM* 
brfllge,  and  Trinity  College  in  Gxfotllt  for  the  educating  in 
Piety  and  Learning  the  Descendants  of  his  own  and  his 
Wife's  Kindred  for  ever. 

The  President,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  of  theCoUedge  of 
the  Lady  Frances  Sidney  Sussex,  within  the  University  of 
<!Dainbrito,  by  Lease  under  their  Common  Seal,  dated  the 
10th  of  June,  1675,  demised  to  Thomas  Greenhill  and  Wil- 
liam Greenhill  their  Moyety  or  half  Part  of  the  capital  Mes- 
suage, Mannor,and  Premises  for  the  Term  of  one  and  twenty 
Years,  to  commence  from  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  then 
last  past^under  the  Rents  and  Covenants  therein  contained.

This  Chnrch  is  covered  with  Lead,  has  a  ftir  Tower  annexed  to  the 
West  End  thereof,  wherein  is  a  Ring  of  ^jt  Bells,  and  a  short  Spire 
upon  it.

soon  after  the  Earl  of  4ptbns|atn|  who  commanded  the 
King's  Army  followed  tnem  and  encamped  at  Sbtbgcmotti 
where  the  Duke  of  ittonmotttlb  viewed  his  Army  by  a  FVos- 
pective  Glass  from  off  a  Steeple  of  a  Church  in  iSnbgbatni 
and  observing  the  Number  of  Men  and  Manner  of  their  En- 
campment, marched  with  his  Army  very  silently  in  the  next 
Night  to  ^b^mnxntf  designing  to  have  past  by  the  Kind's 
Army  in  the  Night  undiscove^d,  and  to  have  surpriz'd  ue 
General  in  his  Quarters,  but  being  unexpectedly  discover'd 
by  some  of  the  King's  Scouts  was  soon  engaged  with  the 
whole  Army,  and  mistaking  his  own  Men  in  the  Dark,  for 
the  King's,  charged  upon  his  own  Party,  and  by  Reason 
hereof  was  routed  on  tne  sixth  Day  of  July  following ;  the 
Duke  fled  to  the  fifto  ipOtCSt^  was  pursued,  found  in  a  Ditch 
on  the  eighth  of  July,  and  brought  to  SK^ftt|ftsI#  where  he 
was  examined,  sent  thence  to  the  Tower,  and  being  attainted 
by  Act  of  Parliament,  was  without  any  Trial  executed  upon 
a  Scaffold  on  HUbm-ifttf  on  the  fifteenth  Day  of /«/y,  where 
his  Head  was  sever'd  from  his  Body,  and  his  Body  was  pri- 
vately interred  in  the  Chappel  in  the  Tower :  H!e  married 
the  Lady  Anne  Daughter  and  sole  Heir  of  Fronde  Earl  of 
iSttCdengl^  in  IbcotlBlAi  by  whom  he  had  Issue  two  Sons, 
Charlee  who  died  An.  11  JEiat.  eua,  Jamee,  Anne, 
and  after  the  Decease  of  this  Duke,  this  Seat  came  to 

Anne  his  Dutchess,  who  married  Charlee  Lord  Comwalr  D«ie*.  caua. 
lis.  Baron  of  (SEomfoalliS  of  Ja'j^^  in  the  Countv  of  S&uffri&,  <»/^M.p.lso. 
and  Baronet,  who  ini  her  Right,  is  Possessor  hereof.     His 
Arms  are  Sable,  yutU  argent,  an  a  Feee  of  the  eecond  three 
Comieh  Choughe  proper. 

The  Mannor  of  MICHELFELD 

VT  AS  Part  of  the  Revenue  of  the  Saxon  Kings,  and  Kinff 
Offa  gave  the  same  with  divers  other  Manners  to  the  Church 
of  Sbt.  Albans  in  the  Year  795, 35  Regni  sui,  and  the  Ab- 
bots held  it  to  the  time  of  tho  Dissolution  of  their  Monas- 
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tery»  when  it  came  to  the  Crown,  and  since  to  the  Family 
of  the  BjohiuBona  in  Sbu&Iki  whereof /oAii  Rotrinmii,  Esq. 
is  the  present  Owner  hereof. 

The  Mannor  of  WOODOAKES 

Was  the  ancient  Seat  of  the  ColU^  whereof  Sir  Joh^ 
Colt  had  Issue  John^  who  held  it  some  time,  from  him  issued 
OentiUiSf  who  was  his  Daughter  and  Heir,  and  married  Si^ 
Benjamin  Titchbumet  who  received  the  Hononr  of  Knight- 
hood on  the  20th  D^  of  January^  in  the  Year  of  Christ 
1669.  His  Arms,  Vary  Chief,  Or;  Crest  on  a  Wreath, 
a  Hint 9  Head  caupiprtmer  between  two  Wings  Chiles ;  he 
was  the  Son  of  Francis  Titchbome  of  the  Parish  of  ^(Dxn- 
Sj^Ot  in  the  County  of  Sbouftampton,  Esq.  Son  of  Sir  Walter 
Titchbome,  and  in  Bight  of  his  Lady,  is  the  present  Owner 
hereof.  Hb  Arms  are  Vary  Argent  and  Aztare  a  Chief  Or. 

Above  this  Mannor-honse  upon  the  Warren  HUi  is  an 
Eccho,  which  will  repeat  to  a  Trumpet  twelve  times  together. 

This  Town  was  honoured  with  the  Birth  of  Sir  Thomas 
White,  who  was  a  Merchant  Taylonr  of  Ibmbon,  and  Lord 
Mavor  of  the  same  City,  Anno  1553.  He  built  CSIoccSter- 
liaOC  <^^  afterwards  erected  and  endowed  St.  John^s  Col- 
ledge  in  ®xf6dlf  and  gave  g^at  Sums  of  Mony  to  several 
Corporations  to  be  emplojreid  circularly  for  the  Benefit  of 
the  poor  Freemen  who  resided  there.

Is  scituated  upon  the  Biyer  (EtHxHp  aboat  three  Miles  dis- 
tant from  mdnnmstoortj^i  towwrds  the  North-west,  and 
was  denominated  from  wUt  :fffi^p  at  the  South  End  of 
the  Town;  it  was  anciently  Parcel  of  that  large  Beyenne, 
which  that  great  and  magnificent  King  Q^a  bo  generously 

frre  to  the  Monastery  oi  St.  Albtpit  and  divers  of  his  royal 
nccessors  confirmed  this  noble  Gift,  with  the  Additions  of 
many  large  Immunities  and  Priyiledges;  among  whom 
King  Hen.  I.  granted  that  the  Abbots  mi  their  iSuecessors 
should  have  a  Market  in  this  Town ;  and  King  Edw,  IV. 
by  Letters  Patent  dated  at  SoWllttlon,  1  November,  14109, 
9  Edw.  IV.  granted  to  them  two  JPairs  to  be  held  in  this 
Town  for  Victuals,  and  other  Things,  to  continue  for  fi?e 
Days,  to  wit,  one  to  be  held  on  Monday  in  the  Morrow  of 
the  Holy  Trinity,  and  to  continue  for  two  Days  then  next 
following,  and  the  other  to  be  held  on  the  Day  and  the 
Morrow  of  the  Decollation  of  St.  John  Baptist,  with  all  the 
Liberties  and  Freedom  belonging  to  Fairs ;  and  these  Ab- 
bots and  Monks  successively  possest  and  enjoyed  this  Man- 
ner until  the  Dissolution  of  their  Monastery,  which  hap- 
pened on  the  fifth  Day  of  Dec.  Anno  1549, 98  Hen.

Patronage  of  all  the  Churches,  Vicaridges,  Chappels,  and 
other  ecclesiastical  Benefits  whatsoever  belonging  to  the 
same,  all  which  Manner  and  Premises  were  rruited  to  the 
said  Thomas  Marhury  and  Richard  Cartwright  in  Trust  for

The  Mannor  of  CAISHOBURY. 

VT  HEN  the  JZcmnoim  invaded  this  Island  the  Inhabitants 
hereof  were  called  Caeii  or  Cassians,  as  some  think  in  Re-  ouml  bhi. 
spect  of  their  martial  Prowess :  They  were  governed  at  that  B^j\ui$L 
time  by  Cassivelaunue,  or  rather  Casribelinue,  for  Beiinue  '^^'^  '^^^' 
then  signified  the  chief  King,  Prince,  or  Ruler,  as  Ceno- 
belinust  Prince  of  the  Icen(anSt  and  was  the  common  Name 
which  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Isle  gave  at  that  time  to  their 
cheif  King:  He  was  without  Doubt  the  most  Potent  Prince 
among  them,  for  all  the  other  Kinffs  of  this  Land  chose  ibid. 
him  to  lead  their  Armies  against  the  Romane,  and  when  the  gHo'  ^^^ 
Enemy  approacht  near  !Fmtbm,  hecommanded  Cinaetmx, 
CanriUiMe,  Taximagulus,  and  Seyonaaf^  four  Kings  in  JBUtMf 
to  set  upon  the  Roman  Camp,  where  their  Navy  was  kept, 
with  all  the  Power  they  could  make,  tiiat  by  this  Means 
thev  might  give  Casar  a  Diversion,  and  oblige  him  to  call 
back  his  Army.    There  is  a  TVadition  that  this  was  the 
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Htmd.  •f    royal  Seat  of  CasiibeUne,  and  'tb  very  probable,  for  the 
^^'*^^*     Name  of  this  Place  in  the  British  Language  imports  the 
^^^^^^"^^    Dwelling-place  or  Habitation  o^  CoMt,   ai^  is  scitoated 
very  conveniently  for  his  chief  City  of  ITftltlailt. 

W  hen  the  S^zxons  subdned  this  Kealm  byConqnest,  and 
divided  the  Government  hereof  into  an  Heptarchy,  this 
Manner  was  made  a  Seat  of  the  Mertian  Kings,  and  con- 
tinned  in  their  Possession  until  King  Offa  save  it  Anno 
33rd  of  his  Reign  to  enlarge  the  Revenue  of  the  Monastery 
of  St.  Alban,  and  the  Abbots  of  that  Church  held  it  in  the 
time  of  the  Conqueror,  when  it  was  recorded  that

The  Abbot  of  St.  Albano  held  euMfO  in  flOnmrtmi  Hondred,  it  fwas 
rated  at  twenty  Hides,  the  Abbot  held  nineteen  of  them.  The  arable  is 
two  and  twenty  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  six  Hides,  and  there  are  five 
Camcates,  and  a  sixth  may  be  made,  there  are  three  Frenchmen  bom, 
pnd  thirty  six  Villains  with  eight  Bordars  having  fifteen  Camcates,  and 
now  one  other  mav  be  made,  there  are  now  three  Bordars,  and  two  Ser- 
vants, and  foorMuis  of  six  and  twenty  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  Rent 
by  the  Year,  Meadow  two  and  twenty  Camcates,  Common  of  Pasture 
lor  the  CatUe,  Wood  to  feed  one  thonsand  Hogs;  in  the  whole  Value  it  is 
worth  eight  and  twenty  Poands  by  the  Year,  when  he  received  it  four 
and  twen^  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  Kina  Edward  (the  Confessor)  thirty 
Poands;  St  Alban  did  hold  and  doth  hold  this  Manner  in  his  Jurisdiction. 
Turold  held  one  Hide  of  GoiqfHde  de  ManeviU  in  0tois)o  in  aOsilfSlDl 
Hundred.  The  arable  is  one  Caracate,  but  now  there  is  not  bo  much. 
Meadow  one  Caracate,  Wood  to  feed  thirty  Hogs ;  it  is  worth  and  was 
worth  five  Shillincs  by  the  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confes- 
sor) twenty  ShiUings;  Alwine  a  Huntsman  to  Queen  Editka  held  this 
Land  and  might  sell  it,  Goiefiide  laid  this  Land  to  ISlliisi  where  it  was 
not  in  the  Ume  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor.)

Abbots  and  MonkB  of  that  Church  sacoessively  enjoyed  it  Hmd.  o/ 
in  their  Turns  until  the  time  that  their  Monastery  was  dis-  ^i<^^- 
solved,  when  it  came  to  v^^^vs*/ 

King  jff.  VIII.  who  by  Letters  Patents  dated  the  20th 
of  Aujn,  in  the  37th  Year  of  his  Reign,  conyeyed  to  Richard 
Morisin,  Esq.  this  Manner  of  (SDafsf^oebtttg)  Court  Leet, 
View  of  Franc-pledge,  Goods,  and  Chattels,  waifed  Goods, 
and  Chattels  of  Felons  and  Fugitives,  Felons  of  themselves, 
Deodands,  Estraies,  Liberties,  Emoluments,  and  Heredita- 
ments whatsoever,  in  as  large  and  ample  Manner  as  the  Ab- 
bots held  the  same. 

This  Richard  Morisin  was  in  the  time  of  his  Youth,  bred 
up  in  the  University,  where  he  studied  Philosophy ;  and 
when  he  had  attained  to  some  Perfection  of  Knowledge  in 
the  Latin  and  Greek  Tongues,  and  the  liberal  Arts,  he  re- 
moved thence  to  the  Inns  of  Court,  where  he  became  well 
skilled  in  the  Common  and  Civil  Law,  and  by  Reason  of  his 
great  Learning,  obtained  much  Esteem  and  Favour  with 
King  H.  Vlli.  and  Edw.  VI.  so  that  they  often  employed 
him  upon  several  Ambassa^es  to  the  Emperor  Charles  V. 
and  the  mightiest  Princes  in  their  times ;  he  proving  both 
honest  and  able  in  the  Performance  of  all  these  Negotiations : 
He  married  Bridget,  Dan^ter  of  John  Lord  ^uSSeg  of 
Sblefotb  in  the  County  of  lUncoIn,  by  whom  he  had  Issue 
Charles,  who  was  his  Heir,  and  two  Daughters,  Jana  Si* 
hella  married  to  EdwardJjotA  Russel,  eldest  Son  to  the  Earl 
of  iSebforby  and  after  his  Decease  to  Arthur  Lord  Crrey  of 
SSSilton ;  and  Elizabeth  married  to  William  Narris,  Esq. 
Son  and  Heir  apparent  to  Henry  Lord  Norris:  he  began 
a  fair  and  liarge  House  in  this  Place,  scituated  upon  a  dry 
Hill  not  far  from  a  pleasant  River  in  a  fair  Park ;  and  had 
prepared  Materials  for  the  finishing  hereof,  but  before  the 
same  could  be  half  built,  he  was  forced  to  fly  beyond  the 
Seas,  and  returning  out  of  Italg  died  at  §bttasbtirsb#  on  the 
I7th  Day  of  March,  Anno  1556,  2d  and  3d  of  PhUip  and 
Mary,  to  the  great  Grief  of  all  good  Men:|After  his  De- 
cease this  Manner  came  to  tlie  Possession  of 

Bridget  his  Widow,  who  enjoyed  it;  and  An.  1561,  3  Bar.o/BtyL 
Eliz.  married  Henry  Earl  of  lltttlanlrt  who  was  made  Lord   ^^^  ^'^'^  ^'' 
President  of  the  Council  for  the  Northern  Parts  of  this  Realm 
in  the  same  Year,  and  installed  Knight  of  the  most  noble  Or- 
der of  the  Garter,  during  whose  Intermarriage,  Courts  were 
held  in  both  their  Names  for  this  Manner:  He  died  without 
Issue  by  her  ppon  the  17th  of  Sept.  1563,  5  Eliz,  after  his  ibid,  foi.sao. 
Decease  she  married  Francis  Earl  of  33ellffotll|  who  died 
without  any  Issue  by  her,  on  the  28th  of  July,  Anno  1585, 
27  Eliz.  in  the  58th  Year  of  his  Age :  Afterwards  she  died 
the  12th  of  Jan.  Anno  1600,  43  Eliz.  and  in  the  75th  Year 
of  her  Age.

Henry  Heydan:  He  married  Anne  Daughter  and  Heir 
of  Edward  Twyhoe  of  <!C|(pton  in  the  County  of  iSflouttStn. 

Francis  was  his  Heir,  constituted  Sheriff  for  this  County 
Anno  25  Eliz.  and  married  Frances,  the  Daughter  of 
Arthvr  LonauUle,  Esq. 

Edward  Heydon  succeeded,  and  gave  for  his  Arms* 
Quarterly  Argent  and  Azure,  a  Cross  ingrailed,  quarterly 
counter  changed;  Crest  on  a  Wreath,  a  TaBwt  passant 
Argent,  spotted  Sable. 

This  pleasant  Seat  was  alienated  from  this  Family  to  the

William  Ashton,  Esq.  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  the  pie- 
sent  Possessor  hereof. 

The  Mannor  of  GARSTON. 

John  de  Fmmentarius,  otherwise  called  John  of  SSKj^e- 
t|bannstt&9  the  thirty  third  Abbot  of  the  Monastery  of  ^t. 
^OanSi  about  the  latter  End  of  the  Beign  of  King  Edw.  IV. 
purchased  this  Manner  for  the  Use  of  that  Church,  and  the 
Abbots  enjoyed  it  till  their  Dissolution,  when  it  came  to  the 
Crown;  from  whence  it  was  granted  to  Richard  and  John 
RandoU,  who  held  it  in  the  time  of  Edward  VI.  by  the 
yearly  Rent  of  1/.  8s.  from  whom  it  came  to  Robert  Carle, 
who  married  Petronel  Daughter  of  William  Curete,  by 
whom  he  had  Issue  William  Carter,  whose  Arms  were 
Argent,  a  Cheveron  Sable  betwen  three  Catharine  Wheels 
Vert;  Crest  upon  a  Wreath,  on  a  Mount  proper  a  Talbot 
seiant,  reposing  his  dexter  Foot  on  an  Escocheon  Argent, 
charged  with  a  Catharine  Wheel  Vert:  and  he  sold  it  to 
John  Marsh,  Esq.  who  died  seized  hereof;  from  whom  it 
descended  to  Jos^h  Marsh,  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir, 
and  is  the  present  Owner  hereof.

SUhanSi  and  falling  to  the  Crown  upon 
the  Dissolution  was  afterwards  conyeyed  to  the  Warden 
and  Fellows  of  Merton  Colledge  in  <9tfotlft  who  are  the 
present  Possessors  hereof. 

The  Mannor  ofBYRSTON 

Was  Parcel  of  the  Revenue  of  King  Offa,  which 
he  gave  to  the  Monastery  of  gbt.  fSLlbOMf  Anno  795,  35 
Regni  sui,  and  the  Abbots  held  it  till  the  fatal  Year  of  their 
Dissolution,  when  it  came  to  the  Crown,  and  King  H.VIII. 
conveyed  it  to  Anthony  Denny,  Esq.  from  whom  it  passed 
as  the  Mannor  of  JSleiwni  did,  until  it  came  to  the  Ken- 

tishes,  and Kentish  died  seiz'd  hereof,  leaving  two

The  Mannor  of  OXEY 

VT  AS  denominated  from  Sir  Richard  de  Oxey,  Kt.  who 
granted  to  God  and  the  Church  of  §bt.  ^UbanS^  all  his  Land 
which  Osbert  West  sometime  held  in  theVillof  (f^XTD^  with 
the  Meadow  belonging  to  the  same  Land,  and  the  Pasture 
in  all  his  Woods  and  I^ds  in  the  same  Vill,  which  lies  be- 
tween the  Land  of  Richard  Pinnore  of  the  one  Part,  and 
the  Land  late  Henry  Boinards  of  the  other  Part ;  to  have 
and  to  hold  to  them  and  their  Successors  the  aforesaid  Lands, 
with  the  Houses,  Gardens,  Woods,  Meadows,  Pastures, 
Wavs,  Waters,  Bents,  Homages,  Releases,  Services,  Wards* 
Escheates,  and  all  other  things  whatsoever  belong^g  to  the 
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Land,  in  pare  and  perpetual  Alms :  The  Witnesses  were  Sir  ^und,  qf 
William  AeU,  Kt.  then  Steward  of  the  Liberty  of  ^t  gtl-  ^^^, 
hwn,%f  Sir  Roger  de  Dachvoorth,  Sir  William  de  Gorham, 
Kts.  Edward  Ayndle,  John  Kenelone,  Gregory  Halegod, 
WUliam  de  Okerlee,  William  de  Bolum,  Clerk,  Roger  de 
Wymandeham,  and  others;  and  the  Abbots  held  it  to  the 
Dissolution  of  their  Church,  when  it  came  to  the  Crown ;

and  one  of  that  Name  sold  it  to 

Sir  James  Altham,  Knight  of  the  Bath,  Lord  Chief  Ba- 
ron of  the  Exchequer,  whom  I  have  mentioned  before  in  the 
Parish  of  iSttdklanb ;  he  died,  and  lies  interred  with  his  Lady 
in  the  Chappel  belonging  to  this  Place;  and  left  Issue  only 
one  Daughter  and  Ileir,  who  marryed 

John  Lord  Vaughan,  Earl  of  (AwAtttSf  and  being  pos- 
sest  hereof  in  her  Kight,  sold  it  to 

John  Heydon,  Esq.  who  was  knighted,  but  having  Issue 
only  one  Daughter,  upon  her  Marriage  with  Sir  Edward 
Boughion,  whose  Ancestor  was  created  Baronet  by  Letters 
Patents  dated  the  4th  of  Au^.  Anno  1641,  17  Car.  I.  he 
gave  her  a  considerable  Portion,  and  sold  this  Manner  to 

Sir  William  Bucknal,  who  was  knighted  on  the  20th  of 
S^t.  1070,  made  Alderman  of  the  City  of  HontfOlt,  built  a 
fair  House  here,  and  died  leaving  Issue 

John  Bucknal,  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  knighted  on 
the  23rd  of  Feb.  1685,  and  marryed  Mary  Daughter  of  Sir 
John  Read  of  33rodket  l^all  in  the  Parish  of  f^at&Ib^  in 
this  County,  Bart,  and  is  the  present  Possessor  hereof. 

The  Rectory  was  granted  to  John  Lord  Russel,  who  held 
it  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  YI.  by  the  yearly  Rent  of 
2s.  Ad.  from  whom  it  passed  to  the  Morisins,  and  from 
them  to  Arthur  Lord  Capel,  by  the  Marriage  of  Elizabeth, 
the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Sir  'Charles  Morisin  of  (BBiS^Ot 
dQutJli  from  whom  it  descended  to  Arthur  Earl  of  £sstX| 
and  from  him  to  Algernoon,  the  present  Earl  and  Owner 
thereof. 

HIS  Vicaridce,  Ann9  26  H.  VIII.  was  valaed  in  the  King's  Books  at  211. 
l^  per  Ann.  of  which  the  Abbots  of  J^t.  Alftatt0  were  anciently  Patrons; 
hot  since,  the  Advowson  past  with  the  Mannor,  and  Algemoon  Earl  of&tn 
is  the  present  Pfttron  bereof.

This  Church  is  situated  near  the  Middle  of  the  Town,  and  contains  three 
large  Isles,  with  a  fair  Chancel  at  the  East  End,  and  two  Chappels  on  either 
Side  of  the  Chancel,  whereof  the  largest  was  boilt  by  Sir  CAoriet  Afortstn, 
where  the  Lords  of  ^Mal^ebntJi  are  interred :  The  Church,  Chancel,  and 
Chappels  are  covered  with  Lead ;  at  the  West  End  of  the  Church  adjoyns 
a  s<|aare  Tower,  in  which  hang  a  Ring  of  six  Bells,  with  a  short  SbaA  or 
Spire  erected  thereupon. 
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Uumd.  •f  In  the  6r8t  Chappel,  which  bekmgs  to  €Caii|6talV9yoii  nwj  behold  a  fair 
Cfflflwi  and  costly  Monument  erected  on  the 'North  Side  hereof,  whereon  the  Effi- 
gies of  a  noble  Lady  standing  in  an  Arch,  defended  with  two  Marble 
Colomnfl  on  either  Side,  kneeling  upon  a  Cubion,  having  a  thort  Cloak 
over  her  Shoulders,  and  a  Gown  girt  round  her,  with  a  Snrsingle,  a  Bon- 
grace,  and  a  Hood  tyed  behind  her,  and  an  Hour  Glass  plac't  before  her; 
with  tiie  Words  underneath  her  contained  in  IJokmc^,  liver.  17. 

Then  a  Table  plac't  before  her  with  a  Book  upon  it,  and  divers  Texts  in 
Scripture  engrav'd  upon  it  in  Words  at  Length,  Ja6  cap.  six,  ver.

On  the  Top  of 
the  Tomb  three  Coats  of  Arms  are  encrav'd,  in  the  Middle  is  a  Woman's 
Coat  of  Arms,  with  a  black  Table  of  Marble  underneath ;  and  at  the  Foot 
of  this  Monument  lies  a  Marble  with  this  iBscriptioo.

She  was  Danchter  to  John  Lord  Aassey*  and  she  was  thrice  married^ 
first  to  Sir  tUduard  Iforrvsta,  Kt.  then  to  Edward  ManmerOf  FmtX  of  Knt:'

J^tCBAEL  Heifdon^  Esq.  granted  to  Dame  D&rMy  JIforum,  the 
Widow  of  Sir  ChariiM  Mioriion  the  elder  of  Ca(s(KAllt8  In  the  Parish  of 
WUttfottl,  by  Deed  dated  I8th  Oct.  Anno  11  Jae.  prim,  a  Lease  of  one 
capital  Messuage  in  999AttM^  called  Watford-plaeef  with  all  Bams, 
Stables,  Rooms,  Oardens.  Orchards  and  Apportenances  to  the  same  be- 
longmg,  for  one  hundred  years,  nnder  a  yearlv  Reot ;  and  the  Lady 
placed  TkamoM  FafeaHae,  M.  A.  Preacher  of  Ood's  Word,  and  four  poor 
Widow  Women,  or  Alms  Women  in  the  several  Rooms,  Parcel  of  the 
said  Messnage,  to  continae,  daring  their  Lives  and  good  Behavionr,  and 
intended  that  aifter  their  Departores  thence,  other  like  learned  Preachers 
and  poor  Widows  should  be  placed  in  their  Steads  during  the  Lease;  after- 
wards Sir  Ckarlei  AferitMi,  Kt.  and  Bar.  her  Son  and  Executor,  for  the 
Accomplishment  of  this  charitable  Act,  by  Indenture  dated  the  10th 
Marekf  8  Coroi^pHmi  assigned  over  the  Lease  to  twelve  of  the  then  cheif 
Inhabitants  of  watCntf,  to  be  Trustees  for  this  Charit^^  and  for  the  Ac- 
complishment of  the  charitable  Intention,  and  a  sufficient  Maintenance 
for  the  Preacher  and  four  Alms  Women  for  ever.  Sir  Charles  Morioon 
and  Sir  BaptiH  Hicko^  Kt  and  Bar.  afterwards  Viscount  Cambden  bv  the 
same  Indenture  granted  to  the  Trustees  and  their  Heirs  one  Annuity  of 
fifty  Pounds,  to  be  yearly  issuing  out  of  Kblg'fi  ftangUo  9«^  ^  this 
County,  to  be  paid  on  Lady-day,  and  Michaelmas  Day,  yeariy,  upon 
Trust  to  be  employed  to  the  Uses  aforesaid,  and  by  the  Deed  it  is  ap- 
pointed, that  when  such  a  number  of  the  Trustees  are  dead  or  removed 
out  of  the  Parish,  tibe  Residue  shall  choose  so  many  other  of  the  In- 
habitants of  the  Parish  as  shall  make  up  the  Number  of  twelve ;  and 
Sir  CJbaries  Jlferisoa  by  Indenture  dated  the  8th  of  Amguit^  in  2  Car.  I. 
purchased  the  Reversion  and  Inheritance  of  the  capital  Messuage  of 
Riehard  BeUamy  and  IFtUtam  Ro(^e,  Esquires,  and  granted  It  to  Trustees 
Inhabttanu  of  the  Parish  of  QBattiDYtl,  to  be  used  and  imployed  for  this 
charitable  Purpose  for  ever. 

The  Lady  Msrisea,  or  Sir  CkarUa  her  Son,  also  granted  to  the  several 
Trustees  a  Water  Com  Mill  and  Lands  belonging  to  it  hi  CMa,  now  let 
at  SOi.  p«r  aaaiun,  for  the  Maintenance  of  a  Preacher  for  ever,  who  is 
bound  to  preach  a  Semion  in  ntetfottf  Church  on  every  Twadrnf  in  the 
Forenoon  before  the  Market  Bell  rings,  from  whence  this  capital  Mes- 
suage is  now  cali'd  the  Lectwra  Jiease,  and  the  Preacher  the  Lecturer, 
who  is  nonrinated  and  chosen  by  the  present  Trustees,  Sir  CkarUs  Gerard 
ofllarroto  ontttllill  Bar.  SUIob  TUasof  VimIs,  Esq.  and  John  CoMftn 
of  the  MiddU  lWp2e,  Esq.  one  of  his  Majesties  Council,  leam'd  in  the 
Law,  who  lately  elected  NieMao  FarmbaroWf  Clerke,  the  present 
Lecturer. 

Hie  FamiW  of  the  M&rioonM  have  also  erected  eight  Alms-houses  for 
eight  poor  widows  in  nuttiiltl^,  made  a  handsome  Yard  before  and 
Gardens  beliind  the  Houses,  and  for  their  Maintenance  given  each  of 
them  two  Shillings  a  Week,  two  hundred  of  Faggots,  Cloatti  sufficient  to 
make  them  a  Gown  and  new  Hats  every  Year,  which  the  said  Earl  of 
IEmwx,  the  lineal  descendant  of  that  Family,  doth  constantly  pay  and 
allow. 

Dame  ^ory  Cowper,  first  Widow  of  Sir  Chttrle$  Moriaon  the  younger, 
afterwards  of  Sir  John  Cawper^  and  one  of  the  Daughters  and  Coheirs  of 
Baptisi  late  Viscount  CojaMea^  by  her  Deed  dated  the  eighth  Year  of 
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Hmtd.9f  Kiflg  ChaHii  I.  granted  to  MTeral  TrasteM  a  Rent  Chirge  of  twenty 
flVliiftOTi  Ponnds  per  Anmam  for  ever,  payable  oat  of  lier  Lands  in  CftoMuy  and 
s^^y^^j  other  Placet  in  €Erl0Ciltm|aYy  to  the  Chnrchwardeni  of  a^fffltfrrfr  and 
Htvg'f  ftonglfB  in  AerttSn^in,  on  the  Feast  Day  of  the  arcomcisionof 
oar  Savionr  called  New-years-day,  in  the  scYeral  Parish  Charebes  of 
nUUm^  and  itteg'fl  WMifitQ,  to  wit,  ten  Pounds  yearly  to  each  Parish; 
from  whence  it  is  called  by  the  Name  of  the  New-years  Gift  paid  by  the 
Earl  of  Ciiei,  and  otaally  distribated  yearly  on  that  Day  to  die  poor  In- 
habitants of  each  Parish. 

Dame  Mary  Cowper  by  one  other  Indentore  dated  in  Navemib,  the 
same  Year,  granted  to  several  Trostees  a  Rent  Charge  of  fifty  Poonds 
per  Amnm  issQinaoat  of  certain  Lands  in  Slntngton  and  elsewhere  in 
the  Conner  of  ttUnhliflU  to  be  paid  half  yearly  on  Michaelmas  and 
Lady-day  tor  ever,  to  the  Vicar  ofmSMotn, 

Dame  DsrolAy  Meriemi  also  granted  to  several  Trnsteesi  Inhabi- 
tants of  ll®atfim^  aforesaid,  an  Annuity  of  621.  per  Junam,  to  be  issuing 
out  of  a  Farm  and  Lands  to  HSUttorlT.  fifty  Ponnds  thereof  to  be  yearly 
imployed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  putting  forth  of  poor  Children  of  Uie 
Parish  of  Qfiattbtll  to  be  Apprentices,  and  forty  Shillings  Residue  to  be 
yearly  expended  by  the  Trustees  at  their  Meetings  to  put  forth  such 
Children. 

FremeiM  Combe,  Esq.  ofH^mtt^mfMt  in  this  County,  by  his  Will  dated 
the  Ist  of  May,  1641,  gave  out  of  all  his  Messuages,  Lands,  and  Tene- 
menU  in  l^cflKtheiliyibtr  aforesaid,  ten  Pounds  yearly  for  ever  to  a  Free- 
school  for  teachmg  poor  Children  in  lEBattorlr  to  cast  Accompt8,to  read 
English,  and  to  write. 

He  also  cave  by  his  Will  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Poor  of  HMfinrTl  for 
ever,  two  Cotteges  and  three  Acres  of  Land,  lying  at  a  Place  called 
Vrirkct  dSbloly.  and  several  other  yearly  Payments  for  ever,  for  a  Free- 
school  at  p{eiBtI)fSt90ttll>  a  weekly  Sermon  or  Lecture  in  the  Church  of 
PknttrOcmyit^.  the  Abby  Church  of  St.  AlhanMy  and  the  Parish  Church 
of  IBtnAannptt^  Jbt  Bdm  in  this  County,  and  charced  all  his  Lands  and 
Tenements  in  ''^mt^m'ffM  with  the  Payment  thereof,  and  several 
other  Gitlts  given  to  charitable  Uses  by  his  said  Will. 

Tluniuu  BMwm  of  the  Parish  of  |^t.  fSlnCtatU  in  the  Fields  in  the  Coun- 
ty  of  gSiOiltUan,  Esq.  a  younger  Brotiier  of  the  BtJdwuu  of  KeHtfatH  In 
the  Parish  of  WRmat^,  by  his  last  Will,  dated  in  September,  1699,  did 
give  his  Part  of  the  Springs  and  Waters  near  »plit»^rit  in  the  County 
of  gSiititlmif  and  brought  to  serve  the  City  ofWMtmiwAn  with  Water, 
to  the  Poor  of  QSottotS  where  he  was  bom,  to  the  Poor  of  Verlltainctell 
Sbt.  Vctn'f  where  he  was  a  Scholar,  and  to  the  Poor  of  J^t.  fSUainCt  where 
he  then  dwelt,  to  be  eaually  divided  amongst  the  Poor  of  these  several 
Parishes  aforesaid,  being  let  altogether  at  one  hundred  and  twenty 
Pounds  per  Annum^  each  Parish  received  forty  Pounds  per  Anmum  for 
their  Dividend.

MS.  Mr.  Cox.   Off  A,   King  of  the  MertioM,  gave  this  Vill  to  his 
Norden,|>.  9.'   Monastery,  which  he  dedicated  to  St.  Alban,  by  the  Name 
of  SDfen&ant)  which  signifies  an  ancient  Vill  or  Seat ;  and 
in  the  time  of  WiUiam  the  Conqueror  'tis  recorded,  that

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The  4bbot  of  St  Atbtau  held  nine  Hides  in  flDMltnil.  The  arable  U  'Himd.  o/ 
sU  Canic«tea»  in  Deraeasne  foor  Hides ;  and  there  is  one  Camcatey  and 
another  may  be  made ;  a  Reeve,  or  a  Bayliff  with  eight  Villains,  hav- 
ing three  Carucates,  and  four  may  be  made;  there  are  ^ye  Cottagers 
and  two  Servants,  and  one  Mill  of  five  Shillings  Rent,  Meadow  one  Ca* 
rucate,  Common  of  Pastore  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  eight  hundred 
Hogs;  'tis  worth  and  was  worth  three  Ponnds  by  the  Year,  in  the  time 
of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  eight  Pounds.  This  Manner  did  lie  and 
doth  lie  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  nUvtminftfT. 

Cknffride  de  Beeh  held  one  Hide  in  AQlailam  under  the  Abbot  of  St. 
Albans,  The  arable  is  one  Canicate,  but  the  Carucate  is  wanting ;  there 
are  two  Cottagers,  ^  Wood  to  feed  one  hundred  Hogs ;  it  is  worth  and 
was  worth  twelve  Shillings  by  the  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  £ifiMrd(the 
Confessor)  fifteen  Shilluags.  BUuke  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  ot  the 
Church  of  St  Alban  held  this  Land,  he  could  not  sell  it 

.  But  Frederick,  the  Abbot  of  the  Church  of  ^U  SLVbBXif  Matt  psrii^ 
in  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  well  weighing  the  great  Loss  *^^ 
which  Travellers  sustained  in  their  Passage  by  these  Woods 
from  and  to  'ftonttoni  he  demised  this  Manner  to  the  Abbot 
of  SSesnndUiter  for  the  Term  of  twenty  Years,  reserving 
every  Year  one  hundred  Shillings,  with  four  fat  Oxen, 
which  Term  being  elapsed,  the  Manner  should  return  to  the 
Hands  of  Abbot  Frederick ,  notwithstanding  upon  this  Con- 
dition, that  the  Abbot  of  SaUstminStet,  should  keep  those 
Ways  safe,  and  should  answer  the  Damage  there  sustained 
and  if  Default  should  be  made  therein  he  should  forfeit  the 
same;  but  that  Abbot  of  SSlSttninftter)  being  great  at 
Court,  and  a  Favourite  to  William  the  Conqueror,  loading 
him  with  Presents  at  his  Coronation  atSSltSUllfolSttt,  he  was 
so  elevated  that  he  would  not  perform  his  Ag^reement ;  but 
desired  to  have  more,  especiallv  the  Wood  which  was  not  far 
distant  from  ^Dlfenl^Ilt ;  and  for  its  Pleasantness  was  call'd 
Bruieitequase  Prudeiite,  or  Pritty  in  English ;  and  puft 
up  with  Pride,  he  quarrelled  with  Abbot  Frederick,  saying 
that  it  did  belong  and  ought  to  be  laid  to  the  Manner;  com- 
plaining of  this  to  the  King,  he  caused  Commotion  and  Dif- 
ference, whereupon  Abbot  Frederick  was  much  damnified; 
and  when  the  twenty  years  expired,  the  Abbot  of  SScst* 
nttnstet  would  not  restore  the  Manner  to  the  Abbot  of  ^t 
^IbwOBf  saying  that  Ahhot  Fredei-ick  had  wrong'd  him  by 
detaining  the  W  ood  from  him,  which  never  belonged  to  that 
Manner;  and  by  crafty  Insinuations,  and  continual  Cla- 
mours, wherein  he  was  supported  by  the  King's  Favour, 
notwithstanding  all  that  Frederick  could  possibly  do,  did 
hold  it  in  his  Possession  for  divers  Years ;  upon  which 
Frederick  ceased  to  contend  any  longer. 

This  Manner  coming  to  the  Crown  upon  the  Dissolution, 
King  H.  VIII.  granted  it  with  the  Advowson,  to  Henry 
Sidney,  who  died  leaving  Issue, 

Malph  Stq^y,  who  held  it  in  the  Reign  of  King  Edw. 
VI.  of  the  King  in  Capite:  He  gave  Ovles,  a  Fees  com^- 
pone,  couiUer-campane  Or  and  Azure,  between  three  Owlee 
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H«mi.^    Argent;    Crtut  on  a  Wr§aih,  a  TaOoi's  Head  erazed 
^^^^     Oulee,  eared  Or,  coUard  cany^nme,  caunter-congpone.  Gold 
and  Azure  with  an  Attire  of  a  Buck  in  hie  Mouth  Or:  He 
conveyed  this  Manner  with  the  Advowion  to 

Sir  Edward  Cory,  Kt.  and  his  Heirs ;  he  manied  Car 
tharine  the  Daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Knivet,  Kt.  and  Widow 
of  Henry  Lord  Paget,  by  whom  he  bad  Issne 

Henry  afterwards  created  Viscount  Falkland,  who  sac- 
ceeded.  was  a  most  accomplisht  Gentleman  and  complete 
Courtier,  whom  King  Jamee  constituted  Deputy  of  ItelBfi)l| 
here  he  discharged  his  Trust  very  well,  but  some  n^l- 
lious  Irieh  complained  of  hard  Usage  because  he  kept  them 
in  Subjection,  though  with  much  Lenity;  for  some  begin- 
ning to  counterfeit  his  Hand,  he  used  to  incorporate  the 
Year  of  his  Age  in  a  Eaiot  flourished  beneath  his  Name, 
concealing  the  Day  of  his  Birth  to  himself,  and  by  compa* 
ring  the  Date  of  the  Month  with  his  own  Birthday,  (un- 
known to  the  Forgers)  he  not  only  discovered  many  false 
Writings  that  were  passed,  but  also  deterred  others  from 
attempting  the  like  for  the  future;  And  when  he  retum'd  to 
Snglaiibt  he  lived  here  honourably  until  by  a  sad  Casual^ 
he  broke  his  Leg  on  a  Stand  in  ^eobolta  ^fMtf  of  which 
Wound  he  died  seiz'd  of  this  Manner,  Anno  1683,  9  Car, 
I.  leaving  Issue  by  Eiizabeth  his  Wife,  Daughter  and 
Heir  to  Sir  Lawrence  Jiinjield,  Kt.  Lord  Chief  Baron  of 
the  Exchequer. 

Luciue  nis  Son  and  Heir,  who  married  Lettice,  the 
Daughter  and  Heir  of  Richard  Moryeon  of  QMs.^pBTftin 
the  County  of  letosttr;  and  being  a  Person  emmently 
learned,  and  of  exauisite  Parts,  King  Charlee  I.  made  him 
one  of  his  principal  Secretaries  of  State;  afterwards  out  of 
his  great  Zeal  tor  his  Majesty's  Service  in  the  rebellious 
times,  he  sold  this  Manner  in  the  Year  1641,  to 

Sir/o&  Aer&y,  Knight,  one  of  the  CommissionerB  under 
that  King  in  his  Custom-houee,  and  by  Patent  dated  17tli 
of  July,  Anno  12  Car.  II.  was  created  Baronet  for  the 
good  Services  which  he  had  done  in  the  late  tune  of  Be- 
bellion,  and  he  died  seised  hereof,  leaving 

Sir  Eraemue  Herbey  his  Son  and  Heir,  but  for  the  Satis- 
faction of  the  Debts  which  hb  Father  had  contracted  upon 
the  Account  of  King  Charles  I.  in  the  time  of  that  unhappy 
Rebellion,  was  compelled  to  sell  it  to 

DeneU  Lord  Hollis,  who  was  sent  into  JftBXOt  on  the  7th 
of  July,  l&SS,  as  Ambassador  extraordinary,  where  he 
continually  kept  a  noble  Table  furnished  wim  Dishes  of 
Meat  after  the  English  Fashion  for  the  Honour  of  his 
Country,  and  in  Contempt  of  the  French  Mode;  and  he 
returned  thence  the  ^th  Day  of  JIf ay,  Anno  1666.  After 
that  he  was  sent  to  38rflni  as  Plenipotentiary  to  the  Treaty 
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there  with  the  Ambassadors  of  Jprame,  Scimiatt&i  and  the  Bmd.  ^ 
States  of  the  TSiXiMH  ^himts:  He  married  Dorothy  the  ^^^S^ 
sole  Daughter  and  Heir  to  Sir  Froficis  Ashhy  of  9otc]blS« 
ter  in  the  County  of  9otSrt)  Elnight^  Serjeant  at  Law  to 
King  Charles  I.  by  whom  he  had  Issue  four  Sons,  Sir 
Francis  HoOss  of  mfntttbttm  §bt  iVIattfo  in  the  County 
of  IDovsett  Baronet,  3  Denzil,  3  John,  4  Denzil,  which  three 
last  died  in  their  Infancies;  and  after  the  Decease  of  this 
Dorothy  his  Wife,  he  married  Jane  the  Daughter  and  Co- 
heir of  Sir  John  Sherley  of  i%Mt  in  the  County  of  ^bttSSex, 
Knight,  Widow  of  Sir  Walter  Covert,  Knight;  and  after 
her  Decease  he  married  Hester  the  second  Daughter  and 
Coheir  of  Oideon  de  Low,  Lord  of  the  Manner  of  (jfolant* 
il(ra  in  Xormantoy  Widow  of  James  Richer,  Lord  of  the 
Manner  of  (ZDdaUI&lllOll  in  the  same  Province:  but  neither 
of  these  had  any  Issue:  He  died  seiz'd  hereof  leaving 

Sir  Francis,  who  was  his  Heir,  held  it  a  while,  then  died 
leaving

out Issue,  this  Manner  came  to 

John  Mollis,  (whose  Ancestor  was  created  Baron  |^oag|«

14  JacTt.  Earl  of  ffilate  the  2nd  of  Nov.  1684,  22Jac.  I.  ?S'^ 
advanc'd  to  be  Marquiss  of  (SHate  and  Duke  of  ^^efncaS* 
tie  yma  ®fne  14  May  1694,  6  W.  if  M.  and  installed 
Knijrht  of  the  most  honourable  Order  of  the  Garter,  Anno 
169o.  He  gives  Ermin,  two  Piles,  (their  Points  meeting 
in  Base)  Smk.  He  is  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Custos  lioltf- 
lorum  for  the  County  of  If  Ottm($aill#  as  also  for  the  Town 
and  County  of  iSottingltolllf  and  High  Steward*  for  the 
Borough  of  )iUtfot&  in  the  County  of  NottteSJ^anK. 

A  Duke  was  so  termed  from  the  French  Word  Due  d 
Ducendo,  from  leading  an  Army,  therefore  the  Romans 
called  them  Duces;  Otho  and  Charles  the  Great  about  the 
Year  970,  made  this  Name  Duke  a  Title  of  Honour,  and 
to  oblige  the  Politick  aud  Martial  Men  the  more  firmlv  to 
him,  endowed  them  with  Regalities  and  Royalties,  which 
were  either  Dignities,  as  Dukes,  Marqiiisses,  Earls,  Cap- 
taines,  Valvasers,  Valvasines,  or  otherwise.  Lands  in  Fee. 
When  the  French  Kings  had  chased  the  Romans  out  of 
(SbUB)  and  found  some  of  the  Provinces  thereof  governed 
under  the  Emperors  by  certain  martial  Commanders  term'd 
Duces,  they  gave  the  same  Title  (a  little  curtailed  d  la 
Franchise)  to  their  own  principal  Captains,  which  they 
plac'd  in  their  Rooms;  but  those  French  Dukes  were  only 
Officers  tfid  Vassals,  and  their  Functions  and  Fiefs  revocar 
ble  at  the  Pleasure  of  the  Prince;  afterwards  they  held 
them  for  their  lives;  and  many  such  Dukes  were  here  in 
the  time  of  the  Saxons,  but  had  no  Addition  of  Hace,  for 
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Bund,  of  they  only  assisted  their  Kings  in  the  leading  their  Armies, 
tfatotoc  an  j  ^;^||  ^ii^j^  Advice  in  their  great  Conncils ;  which  was 
^"^'^^^^^  the  Season  that  their  Names  with  the  Title  of  Dnke  were 
only  annex'd  to  divers  Charters  made  in  those  Councik 
where  they  were  present:  And  it  is  observable,  where 
there  was  a  Duke  and  a  Count  in  one  and  the  same  Pro* 
vince  and  Town,  the  Title  of  Duke  was  conferred  on  him 
who  was  the  more  warlike,  and  commanded  the  Soaldiers, 
and  the  Title  of  Count  or  Earl  upon  him  who  was  the  civil 
Officer  and  governed  the  People.    The  Coronets  of  the

Creation ;  also  when  the  Dntchy  descended,  like  the  Crowns 
of  Kings,  by  the  greatest  Prelate  of  the  Dntchy:    But 
when  WilKam  the  Conqueror  came  to  the  Crown  he  reser- 
ved the  Power  of  these  Offices  in  himself,  that  they  might 
not  grow  too  g^eat  and  potent  for  him ;  and  to  please  his 
Normans,  who  had  obliged  him  by  their  Assistance  in  that 
Conquest,  he  dignified  them  with  the  Titles  of  all  these 
Offices,  (except  Duke,)   and  made  them  Hereditary  to 
their  Children ;   but  the  King  and  his  Successors  having 
the  Name  of  no  other  Title  than  Duke  to  ^MTotmatlbs, 
thought  it  some  Diminution  to  themselves  to  adorn  any  of 
their  Subjects  with  the  Title  of  Duke,  till  the  time  that 
Edward  III.  created  his  Son  Duke  of  (ETomfDant  by  putting 
a  Wreath  upon  his  Head,  a  Rinff  upon  his  Finger,  and  by 
[iving  him  a  Silver  Verge  or  Kod,  in  Imitation  of  the 
^ukes  of  fifftWBX6!Sf  who  were  created  in  old  time  by  the 
Delivery  of  a  Sword  and  a  Banner  to  them ;  but  afterwards 
these  Dukes  were  created  by  girding  of  the  Sword  of  the 
Dutchy,  and  a  Circle  of  Gold  garnished  with  little  golden 
Roses  on  the  Top.    And  the  same  Kinff  created  his  two 
Sons  in  Parliament,  Lionel  Duke  of  (ERatftUtf  and  John 
Duke  of 'XanCBSttty  by  girding  of  a  Sword,  and  setting 
upon  their  Heads  a  furred  Chapeau,  or  a  Cap  with  a  Cir- 
clet or  Coronet  of  Gold,  Pearl,  and  a  Charter  delivered 
unto  them ;  but  of  late  Days,  when  a  Duke  is  created,  he 
must  have  his  Surcoat  and  Hood  upon  him,  and  shall  be  lead 
between  two  Dukes,  if  there  be  any  present,  if  not,  a  Mar- 
quis or  Earl ;  and  the  Earl  shall  carry  the  Cap  of  Estate 
with  the  Coronet  on  it,  somewhat  on  the  right  Hand,  and 
another  Earl  shall  carry  the  golden  Rod  on  the  other  Side; 
and  a  Marquis  shall  bear  the  Sword  before  the  Duke  that  is 
to  be  created,  and  an  Earl  shall  bear  the  Mantle  or  Robe  of 
Estate  lying  on  his  Arms  before  the  last  Earl ;  and  ail  these 
Nobles  that  do  serve  must  be  in  their  Robes  of  Estate;  and 
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when  they  come  to  the  Kingsittin^  in  State,  they  are     Himd.^ 
created  with  these  or  the  like  Words  in  their  Charter,  We     ^^^'N- 
give  and  grant  the  Natue,  Title,  State,  Stile,  Place,  Seat, 
Preeminence,  Honour,  Authority,  and  Dignity  of  a  Duke, 

to  I — ' and  by  the  Cincture  of  a  Sword,  and  Imposition 

of  a  Cap,  and  a  Coronet  of  Golaupon  his  Head,  and  also 
by  delivering  unto  him  a  Verge  of  Gold,  We  do  really  in- 
vest  

These  Dukes  are  usually  styled  by  the  King,  Our  Right 
Trusty  and  Right  Entirely  beloved  Cousin ;  but  when  of 
his  Majesties  Privy  Council,  they  have  this  Addition,  and 
Counsellors. 

In  Letters,  they  are  stiled,  The  High,  Puissant,  and  most 
Noble  Prince ;  and  the  Title  of  Ghrace. 

These  Dukes  precede  all  Marquisses,  Earls,  8cc.  and  they 
and  their  Dutchesses  may  have  in  all  Places,  out  of  the 
King's  or  Princess's  Presence,  a  Cloth  of  Estate  hanging 
down  within  Half  a  Yard  of  the  Ground ;  and  a  Dutchess 
may  have  her  Train  bom  up  by  a  Baroness ;  and  all  Dukes' 
eldest  Sons,  by  the  Courtesie  of  Snalantt  are  styled  Mar- 
quisses, and  have  Precedency  of  Earls ;  and  their  younger 
Sons  have  the  Addition  of  Lord  to  their  Christian  Names, 
and  precede  all  Viscounts :  But  to  proceed. 

PENS  PLACE 

Is  a  small  Manner  scituated  upon  the  Common  where  Hen- 
ry  Coghill,  Esq.  built  a  fair  House  of  Brick :  He  was  con- 
stituted Sheriff  for  this  County,  ilitno  1633,  8  Car.  I.  Upon 
his  Decease  it  descended  to  Henry,  who  was  his  Son  and 
Heir,  and  also  Sheriff  for  this  County,  Anno  1673, 25  Car. 
II.  and  is  the  present  Possessor  hereof. 

PICKETS  or  NEWBERRY 

Is  another  small  Manner  which  William  Briscoe,  one  of 
the  Yeomen  of  the  Guard,  held  in  this  Vill :  Upon  his  Death 
it  came  to  Edward  Briscoe,  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  and 
is  the  present  Possessor  hereof. 

X  HIS  Church  was  falned  in  the  Ktng*s  Books  Anno  20  Henry  VIII.  at 
24i.  per  Annnm  and is  Patron  hereof. 

Tis  sitaated  about  the  Middle  of  the  Vill,  upon  an  Hill  in  the  Diocess 
of  EontKm  near  VttVft  <ftrote,  which,  I  suppose,  was  the  Wood  that  the 
AbboU  of  ^t.  fllbam  and  WMminsUn  contended  for,  and  does  extend 
from  thence  towards  the  River:  This  Church  contains  tliree  fair  Isles, 
with  two  Chancels  covered  with  Lead,  and  a  square  Tower  at  the  West 
End,  where  hang  a  Ring  of  six  Bells  with  a  Spire  upon  the  Tower,  and 
within  the  Church  and  Chancels  are  several  Monuments  and  Gravestones, 
which  have  the  Inscriptions  following.

'tis  thought  Elites  usually  bred  in  times  past;  for  though 
it  is  now  hilly  and  heathy,  yet  formerly  this  Place  did  greatly 
abound  with  st.«.ely  Trees,  where  such  Fowls  delighted  to 
resort  and  harbour:  And  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  it 
was  a  waste  Piece  of  Ground  overgrown  with  Wood,  which

Sir  Baptist  Hicks,  reserving  among  some  other  things,

SULLONICA. 

Near  this  VUl  of  <Stettf ,  in  old  time  stood  a  most  famous 
City»  which  Aniomne  mentions  in  his  Itinerary,  and  plaoeth 
twelve  Miles  distant  from  lonboili  and  nine  from  Vttohm  ; 
some,  in  Regard  only  of  this  Distance  have  thought  it  was 
scituated  about  ^j^fpnillQ  19miCt :  Mr.  Cambden  supposes 
it  stood  upon  33toautBnlflte9  1>^^  ^^'  Norden  having  the 
Opportunity  of  making  a  more  curious  Inquiry  in  his  Tra- 
veils  there,  discovered  by  some  decayed  Foundations,  and 
sundry  Pieces  of  Romish  Coin  th^t  have  been  found  there, 
and  the  Distance  of  the  said  Places  mentioned  by  Anianine, 
that  thb  City  stood  amonff  the  said  Hills  near  SSlatlins-Stteet 
extending  from  this  Vill  to  the  neighbouring  Hill  on  the 
South  in  JSIfi)Blb8CX»  where  a  fair  Seat  is  now  erected ;  and 
the  Inhabitants  there  have  confirmed  this  Opinion  to  me. 

BERONET,  HIGH  BERJVET,  or 
CHIPPING  BERNET. 

In  the  time  of  the  Saxons,  this  Place  was  a  rreat  Wood, 
granted  to  the  Church  of  §^t.  ^Ibans^  by  the  ^ame  of  the 
Woods  of  Sbtttj^afDi  9b90tjftam,  and  f^U?c]^eBr>  the  former  was 
called  Sbut^aiDy  to  distinguish  it  from  tne  great  Wood  term*d 
^rtj^afD#  where  the  Vill  of  27or4on  is  now  seated ;  but 
since  divers  Kings  of  this  Realm  have  confirmed  the  ancient 
Grant  hereof  by  the  Name  of  SSetStUt,  from  the  hiff h  Scitua- 
Non]eii.p.u.  tiou  hcroof,  for  the  Word  90erftntt  in  the  Saxon  language, 
'  "'  '  signifies  Monticulus,  a  little  Hill;  and  afterwards  it  had 
the  Adjunct  of  (JTIb^ping  IBttlUt  from  the  Market,  which 
King^en.  II.  granted  to  the  Abbots  of  ^t*  ^Ibans  to  be 
kept  in  this  Town,  it  was  famous  for  Cattle,  and  held  on 
every  Monday  in  the  Week.

I.  the  Abbot  of  fbt  ^tttlBIIS  impleaded    HuMd.0f 
aeyend  Persons  for  prostrating  his  Ditch,  and  bnming  his    ^^^ 
Hedges  and  Fences  in  the  Night  at  3Stmet ;  Richard  Ty^  Piu.  oct. 
iering  one  of  the  Defendants  said,  that  becaase  the  Abbot  Sil^/" 
inclosed  his  Pasture  with  Hedge  and  Ditch,  so  that  he  and  <^^scic 
the  Tenants  there,  could  not  have  their  Common,  as  their 
Ancestors  were  wont  to  have,  they  did  lay  open  the  same : 
The  Abbot  answered  that  they  ought  not  to  have  Common 
there ;  but  'twas  found  by  the  Jury  that  the  Tenants  ought 
to  have  Common ;  and  Judgment  was  given  against  the  said 
Richard  Tickering  only  for  that  he  burnt  the  Hedge. 

A  bloody  Battle  was  fought  on  the  6th  Day  of  April, 
being  Easter-day,  Anno  8  Edward  IV.  upon  <9rlatomote 
(tCommon  near  this  Town,  between  the  two  Houses  of  J^tit 
and  Iftncasttr,  with  variable  Success  for  five  or  six  Hours, 
but  at  length  a  thick  Mist  covering  the  Face  of  the  Ground, 
divers  Spectators  could  not  discern  which  Side  Fortune 
favoured,  so  that  some  Horsemen  galloping  to  'XonboHi 
reported  that  King  Edward  was  overthrown,  whilst  others 
hastning  thither,  affirmed  that  the  Earl  of  SEtatfoM  was 
routed,  and  thus  in  a  few  Hours  many  Men  related  what 
they  desired ;  but  in  the  End  the  Victory  fell  to  King  Edw. 
IV.  by  Reason  some  of  Warwick's  Men  mistook  their  own 
Party  in  the  Fog,  and  destroyed  their  Friends,  which  was 
the  Cause  of  his  Death,  and  made  King  Edward  Master  of 
the  Field. 

Upon  the  Dissolution  of  this  Monasterv,  this  Manner 
came  to  the  Crown,  where  it  remained  until  1  Mary,  when   Rol 
that  Queen  gran:ed  it  to  Anthony  Butler,  Esq.  who  held  a  ^*^  '  "*^y-

1695  to 
Sir  Thomas  Cooke,  Kt.  late  Sheriif  of  lon&on,  and  one 
of  the  Aldermen  there,  and  the  present  Lord  hereof. 

The  Church  is  sitaated  in  the  Middle  of  the  Town,  which  contains 
tliree  AlUet  divided  with  foor  Arches  on  either  Side  of  the  Middle  Isle, 
covered  with  Lead,  with  a  Chancel  at  the  East  End  hereof,  and  a  small 
Chappel  or  Vestry  House  ballt  by  ThmmoM  Rtnententfl,  Esq.  a  square 
Tower  is  erected  at  the  South  End  of  the  Chorch,  wherein  hang  a  King 
of  five  Bells  covered  with  Lead,  and  a  short  Spire  erected  upon  it;  but 
'tis  no  more  then  a  Chappel  of  Ease  to  Itat  Venwt,  and  hath  the  same 
Minister,  who  finds  a  Curate  to  serve  the  Cure,  and  is  the  Patron  of  both. 

A  fair  Monument  of  white  Marble  in  the  Wall  on  the  South  Side  of  the 
Chancel  railed  in  with  Iron  Bars,  and  supported  with  three.  Pillars  of 
Grey  Marble  on  an  Altar  Tomb,  where  lies  the  Portraiture  of  an  old 
Man  in  a  Gown  set  with  Buttons  and  Loops,  and  a  Ruff,  with  his  Hands 
in  a  Praying  posture,  a  Canopy  over  it,  and  this  Inscription  over  him.

This  House  is  a  Rainge  of  Brick  Bailding  scitnated  in  QiiOOlMrtnrt  in 
Rirt  Vnntf  with  a  Conrt*jrard  inclosed  from  the  Street  with  a  Bricli  Wall 
cofered  with  Freestone,  and  contains  six  Appartments  for  six  poor 
Women,  each  fhmish'd  with  a  Table,  a  Bedstead,  and  a  Chair ;  and  this 
James  Ravemerqft  gave  Houses  and  Lands  in  ^^v^it^y  to  the  Valoe  of 
almost  forty  Poand  per  AnnuMf  whereof  he  allowed  ten  Pounds  to  the 
Repair  of  the  Chappel  in  ISemct,  forty  Shillings  to  entertain  the  Govern- 
ors at  a  Meeting  once  in  two  Years ;  and  appointed  nine  Governors, 
whereof  the  Charch-wardens  of  the  Parish  of  fkiih  Vctiut,  and  the  two 
oldest  Aldermen  in  Years  of  the  Borough 'of  ^t.  wbtSMt  to  be  four,  and 
the  other  Aft  to  be  elected  out  of  the  Gentry  of  this  Country,  (none  of 
them  living  in  this  Pariidi)  and  one  of  these  Governors  to  be  Treasurer, 
who  shall  receive  the  Rents  and  pay  the  Charity;  and  Aw9  of  the  Govern- 
ors to  make  a  Court  to  elect  the  poor  Women,  and  to  let  the  Houses  to 
Tenants. 

The  F^ee  School. 

Queen  EUzabeth  erected  a  Free  School  in  the  same  Street,  a  fair  Pile 
of  Building  of  Brick  for  the  Master  and  Usher,  and  endowed  it  with  a

teach  nine  ^olis,  and  the  Rest  of  the  Children  in  the  Parish  at  a  Crown 
by  the  Qaarter.

Manner,  and  has  always  past  with  it :  Therefore  I  shall  on- 
ly take  Notice  of  two  fair  Seats  erected  within  this  Yill, 
one  \xy  Gtorge  Hadley,  Esq.  who  was  constituted  Sheriff  of 
this  County  Anno  3d  William  and  Mary,  the  other  (call'd 
by  the  Name  of  PrickitU)  by  Sir  John  Wolf,  who  was 
elected  one  of  the  Sheriffs  of 'lonton  and  ittwlcstx.  An. 
1696,  8  WiUiam  III.

The  Chnrch  is  ceiled  within  and  co?ered  with  Tvle,  to  which  joyns  an 
Erection  ofWood  at  die  West  £nd  thereof,  wherein  are  three  small  Bells 
and  a  short  Spire  npon  it,  and  the  Chancel  was  reboUt  Anns  166S,  by  Sir 
Robert  BartUtf  and  others  of  the  same 


Here  lies  the  Bod/  of  William  Green,  Esq.  who  died  qnledy  and  chris- 
danly  the  6th  of  Jim€  in  the  68th  Year  of  his  Age,  lamented  by  his  Wid- 
dow  and  three  Daughters,  and  missed  by  all  who  conversed  with  him, 
especially  by  his  poor  Neighboors. 

Here  is  also  interred  the  Body  ol  Mrs.  Grace  Green,  Wife  of  the  aboTe 
named  WHUtm  Green,  Esq.  she  lived  beloved,  and  died  bewailed  of  all 
tbat  knew  her,  especially  the  Poor,  and  on  the  4tfa  Day  of  Jan,  1686, 
departed  this  Life  in  the  87th  Year  of  her  Age,  and  the  41st  of  her 
Widowhood.

JL  HIS  Vill  was  waste  Groand  in  the  time  of  the  Conqnest, 
for  there  is  no  Mention  of  it  in  Domesdei  Book,  and  I  find 
in  ancient  Authors,  that  this  Place  was  a  Wood  which  be-  ^u^i.^Ha!' 
longed  to  the  Monastery  of  St.  Alban,  and  Paul,  Abbot  of  jjj;.^^ 
that  Monastery  in  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  voLi^foLiTs 
granted  it  to  Peter  de  Valoines  the  elder,  and  his  Son  JZo- 
ger,  for  so  long  time  as  the  said  Abbot  should  live,  upon  Con- 
dition that  when  the  Abbot  should  die,  it  should  return 
again  to  the  said  Monastery,  for  if  it  should  continue  to  the 
Son,  the  Grandson  and  the  great  Grandson  in  Succession, 
it  would  be  thought  thev  had  the  Right  of  Inheritance,  and 
by  the  Custome  of  the  Kealm,  miffht  hold  the  same  for  ever. 

But  when  this  Abbot  died,  which  was  the  third  of  the 
Ides  of  November,  An*  Christi,  1098, 5  TF.  II.  the  Church 
of  Sbt.  ^I&an  was  vacant  for  four  Years  following,  and  this 
Peter  unwilling  to  part  with  so  fair  an  Estate,  took  that 
Opportunity  to  hold  the  Possession ;  and  afterwards  to  ^ain 
the  Consent  of  Richard  the  succeeding  Abbot,  that  he  might 
still  hold  the  said  Wood ;  he  and  Albreda  his  Wife,  Sister  jal^^i.^ 
to  Eudo  Dapifer  (who  was  Steward  to  King)  H.  I.  for  die  »»>>.W44i- 
Health  of  the  Soul  of  King  William  the  Conqueror,  and 
Maud  his  Queen,  and  for  the  good  Estate  of  Kmff  Hen.  I. 
founded  the  Priory  of  iStoj^BUt  in  27ot{ol&ei  for  Monks  of 
the  Order  of  St.  Benedict,  and  made  it  a  Cell  to  this  Abby, 
amply  endowing  it  with  Lands  and  Reyenues. 

Upon  the  Death  of  this  Peter,  Roger,  who  was  his  Son  MattPkrixif 
and  Heir,  detained  the  Possession  hereof,  and  married  Gun-  foLssf^^^ 
dred  de  Warren,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Peter  and  Robert  ?f'AJ^

Which  Peter  possest  this  Wood  many  Years,  till  at  length 
falling  sick,  kept  his  Bed  and  began  to  languish,  Robert 
then  Abbot  of  9^t.  &XbWK&f  hearing  the  same,  made  no  De-  foi.  sk  ^ 
lay,  but  sent  two  Monks  to  admonish  him  earnestly  before 
he  died,  that  he  would  restore  the  Wood  of  JSi^nrtj^afoe  to  the 
Monastery  again,  according  to  the  Agreement,  but  when 
they  came,  they  were  not  suffer'd  to  see  him,  which  things 
being  imparted  to  him,  he  contest,  that  he  and  his  Ances- 
tors did  not  hold  the  Wood  by  Bight  of  Inheritance,  but 
by  the  meer  good  Will  of  the  Convent  of  Jbt  ^Ibans,  how- 
ever the  Day  following  at  Night,  he  died  before  he  had  de- 
livered the  Wood  to  tneir  Pleasure. 

When  Robert  the  Abbot  heard  of  his  Death,  he  sent  Offi-   ibid. 
cers  who  took  Possession  of  this  Wood,  whereupon  Robert 
de  Valoines,  Brother  and  Heir  to  the  said  Peter,  (for  he  had 
not  any  Children)  did  grieve  very  much  that  he  was  depriv'd 
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Uund,  ^  of  SO  much  Land,  and  often  requested  the  said  Abbot  by 
^^^  some  of  the  chiefest  of  the  Nobility,  that  he  would  give  him 
Possession  of  the  Wood,  which  the  other  in  no  Wise  wonld 
grant ;  whereupon  Robert  de  Vabnnes,  An.  1162,8  JET.  II» 
repaired  to  the  King,  who  was  then  in  JptSltCt.  and  did  ear- 
nestly move  him  that  he  wonld  command  the  Abbot  to 
grant  him  the  Wood ;  the  King  wearied  with  his  Importu- 
nities, and  busied  th^n  at  the  Siege  of  the  City  offS/ffohnxstf 
by  the  Advice  of  his  Nobles,  did  grant  his  Desires,  and  by 
lletters  sent  into  (SnjglBtllfi  by  the  same  Robert,  commanded 
the  Abbot  to  give  him  the  wood,  which  Letters  were  im- 
mediately delivered  to  the  Abbot,  who  caused  them  to  be 
publicly  read  in  the  Audience  of  him  and  his  Monks;  this 
done,  tiohert  de  V(doines  demanded  Restitution  of  the 
Wood  according  to  the  King's  Command,  inasmuch  as  he 
ought  to  hold  the  same  by  Right  of  Inheritance  of  the 
Church  of  ^t.  £tl&an»  but  the  Abbot  in  no  wise  inclining 
to  answer  his  Demand,  said  that  he  ought  not  at  any  Hand 
to  have  brought  those  Letters  to  any  of  them,  when  he  knew 
well,  that  none  of  his  Predecessors  held  any  Lands  of  them 
by  Right  of  Inheritance,  whereupon  Robert  de  Valoifus 
departing  in  an  An^er  applied  himself  to  Robert  Earl  of 
Hd CeStttf  then  Cheif  Justice  of  1Sn]|l81l)f»  and  delivered  the 
Letters  to  him  in  which  this  Clause  was  contained,  JBe  nisi 
feceritis  Robertns  Comes  Legriafaciat:  Ne  oporteat  ewm 
inde  ampKus  vexarit  pro  penuria  Recti;  From  whom  he 
easily  obtained  a  Summons  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of 
f^ettfoift*  by  which  he  should  summon  Robert  the  Abbot, 
that  he  being  instructed  of  the  said  Wood  should  shew  his 
Right,  and  should  give  him  a  full  Answer,  but  unwilling  to 
stand  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Earl,  came  not  tho'  he  was 
summou'd,  but  appointed  Hugh,  a  wise  and  discreet  Monk, 
to  appear  there  on  his  Behalf. 

The  said  Earl  not  bearing  with  the  Absence  of  the  Abbot, 
caused  him  to  be  summoned  asain,  and  he  himself  not  ap- 
pearing, the  Earl  did  condemn  him,  and  in  the  King^s  Court 
did  adjudge  the  aforesaid  Wood  to  Robert  de  Valoines,  and 
on  the  King's  Behalf  commanded  the  Sheriff  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  ftotforto.  that  he  should.put  him  into  Possession, 
who  obeyed  the  Writ,  and  did  execute  the  same. 

Robert  de  Valoines  having  obtained  the  Possession 
during  the  short  time  he  enjoyed  it  (as  one  who  un- 
justly possest  it)  often  wasted  the  same,  causing  it  to  be 
cut  beyond  Measure,  which  was  not  lawful  for  his  Ancestors 
according  to  the  Tenor  of  their  Deeds. 

When  the  Abbot  heard  these  things,  he  sent  Officers  to 
V  ie  w  the  Waste,  who  found  that  the  Damage  committed  there 
could  not  be  repaired ;  then  he  hastened  to  Earl  Robert, 
and  obtained  his  Letters  that  he  would  restrain  the  inju- 
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rioas  Acts  of  Robert  de  Valoines;  but  he  slightiiig  the  Hw^tf 
Commands  of  the  Earl  did  twice  the  Damage  he  did  before,  ^^^^!^, 
which  the  Abbot  hearing,  did  addrestf  hunself  to  Queen 
Eleanor,  then  in  lEnglaitby  requesting  her  Letters  to  Robert 
de  VaUrineet  to  reprore  his  bold,  rash,  and  unjust  Doings, 
whose  Admonitions  he  obeyed  for  a  time,  but  soon  after 
committed  double  Damage  again;  then  the  Abbot  com- 
plained of  these  Wrongs  to  the  Pope,  who  sent  his  Letters 
to  I%eobald  Atchhishop  of  (BmUmmy  and  Hillary  Bishop 
of  (RWi^tXtf  that  they  cause  the  said  Robert  within  thirty 
Days  to  restore  the  Possession  of  the  Wood  to  the  Abbot, 
and  upon  his  Contempt  to  declare  Sentence  of  Excommuni- 
cation ag^nst  him« 

The  Bishop  having  read  the  Letters,  feared  to  publish 
the  Excommunication  against  him,  for  that  the  Kii^  had 
prohibited  them  from  excommunicating  an?  of  the  Nobility 
in  the  time  of  his  Absence,  in  the  mean  while  the  Abbot  sent 
one  of  the  Monks,  to  sollicite  the  King  remaining  then  near 
^j^olottse  with  his  Army,  that  he  would  command  Robert 
Earl  of  letCCSttTt  that  he  would  hear  Judgment  in  his 
Court  between  himself  and  Robert  de  Vitloines  concerning 
the  Wood  of  ICotOdtof  according  to  the  Tenor  of  the  Char- 
ters by  which  the  Monastery  of  Sbt*  fSXbBn  did  possess  the 
same,  but  the  Eang  denying  lus  Petition  till  at  l^igth 
overcome  with  his  importunate  Prayers,  writ  to  the  afllid 
Earl  of  tjtktSUXf  commanding  him  that  he  should  not  by 
any  Means  suffer  the  said  Robert  de  Valoinee  to  cut,  give,  or 
sell,  any  of  the  said  Wood  before  his  Return  into  Stigfaifiy^ 
which  Commands  the  Earl  laid  upon  him,  and  he  tho'  un- 
willing, yet  obsery'd  them;  moreover  the  Abbot  taking  it 
very  heavily  that  himself  and  the  Church  should  be  unjustly 
bereaved  of  the  Wood,  called  a  Council  of  the  MoiU^s  and 
went  to  the  King,  retum'd  from  the  Siege  of  ^olouSCt 
still  remaining  in  tMratmantl^t  and  one  hundred  Pounds  be- 
ing given,  obtained  a  Wnting  to  Earl  Robert,  wherein 
he  was  required,  that  both  Parties  being  called  before  him 
and  the  Allegations  thereupon  being  heard,  he  should  de- 
cide the  Cause  of  the  Right  of  Propriety  according  to  the 
Tenor  of  the  Deed  of  the  Lord  Archbishop  of  (EmUi^nim, 
and  other  Deeds,  and  give  definitive  Sentence  therein,  which 
tilings  acted  so  successively,  and  having  the  Kim^s  License 
to  depart,  he  returned  Home,  and  delivered  the  Iking's  Let- 
ter to  Earl  Robert ;  thereupon  Robert  de  Valoinee  was  sum- 
moned before  the  said  EeutI,  and  forty  Days  were  granted 
to  him  to  appear ;  in  the  meantime  the  Abbot  desired  Leave 
to  visit  the  Monks  at  the  Cell  of  WbW^iMOt> 

When  the  Day  came  that  the  Abbot  and  Robert  de  Va- 
loinee ought  to  try  the  Matter  in  Difference  between  them 
at  Law,  Symon  the  Prior  of  the  Church  of  Sbt  SIIftailS» 
made  his  Claim  at  'S.otdnm  according  to  his  Mandate,  but 
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Umnd.^f  Robert  de  Valoines  never  appeared;  the  Earl  displeased  at 
CDaiiloe*    ^^  Absence  of  the  Abbot  admonish'd  the  Prior  that  he 
should  direct  a  speedy  Messenger  to  his  Abbot,  that  he 
should  not  be  absent  at  the  second  Summons  at  Imstcr. 

Robert  the  Abbot  stayed  about  fifteen  Days  at  Qll)nicmttt, 
and  then  took  a  Joomenr  towards  SbCOdatltL  and  nassmg  over 
the  Sea,  came  to  the  Abby  of  iBmnHrmtKll^  where  having 
washt  his  Hands,  he  intended  to  lie  down  to  Sleep,  and  be- 
hold a  certain  Boy  in  Hast,  and  out  of  Wind,  came  to  him, 
and  brought  him  ^Letters  from  Sywian  the  Prior,  which  hav- 
ing viewed,  he  lost  no  time,  but  refresh  t  himself  and  mount- 
ing on  horseback,  commanded  his  Servants  that  they  should 
immediately  follow  him,  whose  Command  being  fulfilled/ 
he  crossing  the  Sea,  came  the  same  Day  to  his  um  fasting, 
but  the  Day  breaking,  he  hastned  his  Journey  towards 'S.n- 
CtStft  so  fast  as  he  could,  yet  he  could  not  be  there  at  the 
prefixt  Day,  by  Reason  of  the  Distance  of  the  Place,  and 
the  high  Waters  of  the  Rivers ;  however  he  came  near  'lei- 
CCSIft,  where  he  rested  at  a  certain  Street  all  Night,  and 
humbly  excused  himself  to  the  Earl ;  but  notwithstanding, 
Sywum  the  Prior  came  thither  by  the  Command  of  the  Ab- 
bot, at  the  Day  appointed,  and  Robert  de  Vabrines  would 
not  appear  before  the  Judge,  yet  Judgment  was  deferred 
the  second  time  notwithstanding  the  Diligence  of  the  Ab- 
bot was  declared  to  all. 

Robert  de  Vahines  is  summoned  the  third  time  by  the 
Earl  to  appear  at  the  same  Place,  and  forty  Days  are  given 
to  him  again  to  be  at  the  Tryal:  but  on  the  Day  appointed 
the  Abbot  appearing  and  Rooert  de  ValomeM  absenting  him- 
self, the  Earl  seized  the  Wood  which  he  had  forfeited  to 
the  King  for  his  Contempt,  then  he  caused  him  the  said 
Robert^  to  be  summoned  the  fourth  time,  and  granted 
him  six  Weeks  for  his  Appearance,  but  the  Day  coming 
and  the  said  Abbot  making  his  Claim  at  ^btottTf  and  Ro- 
bert de  Vahines  not  appearing,  nor  sending  his  Answer, 
nor  Counsel  as  before,  he  did  adjudge  the  Wood  of  .^tot* 
tj^afo  to  the  Abbot  by  the  Judgment  of  the  Court,  and 
thereupon  put  him  into  Possession  by  the  Bough  of  a  Tree 
and  did  compel  Robert  de  Valoines  to  make  Restitution  for 
the  Damage  and  Injury  he  had  done. 

Afterwards  King  John  did  confirm  the  Grant  of  this 
Wood,  amonff  many  other  things,  to  that  Monastery,  and 
the  Abbot  and  Monks  did  quietly  enjoy  the  same  until  the 
5th  Day  of  Dec.  1539,  31  Hen.  VIII.  when  that  Monastery 
was  dissolved,  and  came  to  the  Crown,  from  whence  the 
Manner  of  Jf^ortj^ab,  Hgnnt,  and  QDaSelg  was  granted  to 

William  Cavendish,  who  held  it  of  the  King  in  the  time 
of  Edw.  VI.  by  the  yeariy  Rent  of  3/.  12s.  2d.  ob.  conveyed 
it  to  Sir  Ambrose  DwUetf,  who  in  3  Edw.  VI.  served  under 
the  Command  of  his  Father,  General  of  those  Forces  sent 
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to  suppress  the  Rebels  in  ^otfolft.     In  1  Mary  he  was     2*?^^-^ 

attainted  of  High  Treason,  but  in  8  &  4  P.  and  M.  through     ™^SJ^

He  was 

constituted  Cheif  Butler  of  (Slnglai^,  and  in  15  Eliz.  was 

s  wdrn  of  her  Privy  Council ;  he  raised  here  a  stately  House 

from  the  Ground,  and  contrived  it  in  verv  beautiful  Order, 

gracing  it  with  delightful  Gardens  and  Walks,  and  sundry 

other  Pleasant  and  necessary  Devices. 

He  married  three  Wives,  first  Anne  Daughter  and  Co-  Bv.ofSngL 
heir  to  William  Whorevoood^  ^^^  Attomy  General  to  Toi-ifoLsao. 
King  H.  YIII.  second  Elizabeth  Daughter  to  Sir  Gilbert 
TaiiboySt  Kt.  Sister  and  sole  Heir  otCreorge  Lord  Tail- 
bays,  and  the  third  Anne  Daughter  to  Francis  Earl  of  IDelr* 
fOta;  he  died  at  iSebfortt-pOtUU  without  Issue,  21  Feb.  1589, 
98  iUiz.  and  was  buried  in  that  beautiful  Chapel  at  9Stat- 
toidL  adjoining  to  the  Collegiate  Church,  where  his  Monu- 
ment is  still  to  be  seen. 

But  I  have  heard,  shortly  after  this  Manner  came  to  the 
Possession  of  Lord  Russel  of  ^omj^atuj^s,  and  after  him 
to  Richard  Sidletf^  Esq.  who  in  Anno  1^24,  22  Jac.  I.  was 
constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County. 

IFtfltom,  who  was  his  Heir,  as  I  have  shewed  before  in

Richard  Colter  save  501,  to  the  Poor  of  this  Parish,  the  Interest  there- 
of to  be  hnployed  yearly  to  their  Use,  aqd  10s.  to  the  Parson  fiir  a 
Sermon. 
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BacM  BnggaU,  Splmter,  me  501.  the  Interest  thereof  to  be  im-     Hmd,  ^ 
ploved  in  the  same  manner  as  tne  last  U  directed.  Cftto)oe.

SOr  WUlutm  Zssmii,  Lord  of  this  Mannor,  of  his  own  free  good  will, 
allows  the  Rent  of  the.  Wells  which  is  102.  per  Annum  to  the  Poor  of  this 
Parish,  and  'tis  hoped  will  settle  the  same  npon  them,  bat  that  is  at  his 
Pleasure . 

RIDGE. 

X  IS  very  propable  that  this  Vill  was  waste  Ground  at  the 
time  of  the  Conquest,  belonging  to  some  of  the  Neighbour- 
ing Vills,  for  I  find  no  Mention  of  iftfiKge  in  those  Days, 
wiucli  doubtless  was  since  denominated  from  the  Ridge  of 
the  Hill,  whereon  the  Church  is  since  erected ;  it  belonged 
to  the  Monasteiy  of  ^t  ^Ibaili  and  John  Moot,  the  sixth 
Abbot  of  that  Chrstian  Name,  began  a  fair  Mansion  at 
^Ittenj^Bnger  within  this  Vill,  where  he  and  his  Successors 
might  retire  for  their  Ease  and  Pleasure,  and  recreate  them- 
seWes  with  their  Friends  and  Relations,  but  died  before  he 
could  finish  the  sam6. 

John  of  SSSj^e^HlltSteir  succeeded  him,  who  did  not  only 
finish  what  his  Predecessor  had  beg^n,  but  also  made  a 
fair  Addition  to  it:  He  enlarged  the  Chapjpel,  and  caused 
the  Similitude  of  all  the  Saints  of  his  own  Christian  Name 
of  John  to  be  painted  on  the  Wall,  with  his  own  Picture, 
which  seemingly  thus  pray'd

The  Abbots  held  this  Manner  till  the  fatal  Tear  of  their 
Dissolution,  when  it  came  to  the  Crown,  and  King  Henry 
yill.  granted  it  to 

Sir  ISwh  PatUett  who  had  Issue  Mizabeih,  who  was  i>eFiii.Mich. 
his  Second  Daughter,  and  one  of  his  Coheirs;  she  married  \^^'. 
Sir  Thomas  Pope,  Kt  both  whom  levjr'd  a  Fine  of  the 
Manner  of  IDbo^ibe  cdias  (SfnStXijfonr  Messuages,  and 
certain  Lands  in  (B^hfDOOb  alias  Q^elflKKAf^  ®0tsen(#  and 
iCIttbget  to  the  Use  of  them  and  his  Heirs:  They  held  it  of 
King  Edward  by  the  yearly  Rent  of  5/.  Ws.  od.  ob,  and 
he  was  constituted  Sheriff  of  this    County  and  SsstX^ 
AnnoQefusdem  Regis,  and  he  served  again  in  the  same  jut.Pip.^ 
OfficMe  for  the  same  Counties  in  the  5th  and  6th  Tears  of  ^^^  ^^^ 
P.  8c  M.  and  soon  after  he  died,  leaving  one  Daughter,  who  6  p.  aodM. 
was  his  sole  Heir,  and  married 

Thomas  Blount,  Esq.  a  second  Branch  from  IDIoantt-j^II 
in  the  County  of  ^btaffotllfi  and  I  g^ess  was  bound  by  his 
marriage  A^eement  to  bear  the  Name  of  Pope,  to  preserve 
it  to  Posterity,  for  from  that  time  he  annext  it  to  his  Sir* 
name ;  and  he  was  constituted  Sheriff  for  this  County  An.  ^J'^'  ^^' 
40  Eliz.

ThomoM  Pope  Blunt  was  his  eldest  Son,  resided  here, 
married  Anne  the  only  Daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Caearot 
laenftlBtmi  lfflaCt,io  this  County,  Kt  was  created  Baronet 
by  LeUers  Patents,  dated  the  27th.  of  Jan.  Anno  1679, 
31  Car.  II.  He  served  for  the  Burrough  of  gfet.  Lilians 
in  two  Parliaments,  one  held  7  Feb.  Anno  30  Car.  II.  the 
other  held  in  the  13th  of  August,  Anno  81  Car.  IL  He 
served  for  this  County  in  three  other  Parliaments,  one 
held  1  W.ii  M.  another  in  the  second  Year  of  the  same 
Kinir  and  Queen,  and  the  third  held  Anno  7  W.  III.  and 
he  died  on  the  9th  of  June  1697,  leaving  Sir  Thomas  his 
Son  and  Heir,  the  present  Lord  hereof;  His  Arms  are 
Barry  nebuke  of  six  Or  and  Sable,  within  a  Bordure,  Go^ 
bonee  Argent  and  Azure ;  Crest  out  of  a  ducal  Coronet, 
two  Homes  issuant  Or.

This  Sir  Thomas  Pope  Blunt  being  a  Baronet,  I  think 
necessary  to  give  some  Account  of  this  Honour,  which  was 
instituted  Anno  Dom.  1611,  9  Vac.  I.  to  nuse  Money  to 
propagate  a  Plantation  in  the  Province  of  SKUtet  m  the 
fanrfom  of  Itriat*, or  to  maintain  thirty  Soldiers  apiece 
in  Iwlanb  for  three  Years,  after  the  Rate  of  eight  Pence 
Farthinir  per  Day,  which  was  paid  in  a  Sum  into  the  Ex- 
cheauer  upon  the  sealing  of  their  Patent,  which  is  the 
B^on  they  bear  the  Arms  of  Bfttettt  in  a  Cantone,  or  m 
an  Escochen,  viz,  in  a  Field  Argent,  a  sinister  Handcouped 
at  the  Wrist  Gules:  They  are  created  by  Patent  under  the 
Broad  Seal,  to  them  and  the  Heirs  of  their  Body  lawfully 
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begotten,  and  sometimes  with  a  Remainder  to  another,  and  U*n*d,  <tf 
the  Heirs  Males  of  his  Body,  a  Copy  of  which  is  at  large  ^Jj!j*?\ 
in  the  Titles  of  Heraldry. 

By  their  Patent  they  have  the  Addition  of  Sir  to  them- 
selves, and  the  Title  of  Madam  and  Lady  to  their  Wives, 
with  Precedency  before  all  Knights,  except  Knights  of  the 
Garter,  Privy  Counsellors,  Master  of  the  Court  of  Wards 
and  lAueries,  Chancellor  and  Under-treasurer  of  the  Exche- 
quer, Chancellor  of  the  Dutchy,  the  Chief  Justices  of  the 
King's  Bench,  the  Master  of  the  Rolles,  the  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Common  Pleas,  the  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer, 
and  all  other  the  Judges  and  Barons  of  the  Degpree  of  the 
Coif,  the  younger  Sons  of  Viscounts,  and  Barons  and  Ban- 
erets  made  by  the  Kingunder  his  Standard  display'd  in  an 
Army  Royal,  in  open  War  in  the  Presence  of  the  King ; 
they  have  also  Place  in  the  Gross,  near  the  King's  Standard 
in  his  Royal  Army ;  their  eldest  Sons  attaining  the  Age  of 
one  and  twenty  Years  may  receive  Sjiighthood,  they  and 
all  their  other  Sons  and  Daughters  and  their  Wives,  shall 
have  Place  respectively  before  the  eldest  Sons  and  other 
Sons,  Daughters,  and  Wives,  and  all  others  whom  their  Fa- 
thers precede.

This  ViU  borrowed  its  Name  from  the  Saint  to  whom 
the  Church' is  dedicated,  and  the  magnificent  Off  a  gave  it 
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Bm$fd.  tf  among  other  thhiffjiy  by  other  NameSy  which  is  the  Reason 
^^^^^\  that  neither  this  V  ill  nor  Manner  is  mentioned  by  these 
new  Names  in  Domesdei  Boot,  only  known  there  in  gene- 
ral under  the  Tide  of  Terra  AlbatOM  SbBnCti  9BSmA^  and 
the  Abbots  hdd  it  until  the  time  of  their  Dissolution 
when  it  came  to  the  Crown ;  then  King  H.  VIII.  held  a 
Court  Leet  and  Court  Baron  in  the  five  and  thirtieth  Year 
of  his  Reign»  in  his  own  Name»  for  this  Manner. 

But  at  a  Parliament  begun  at  BRcstminSttty  16th.  of /ott. 
Anno  33  ejusdem  Regis,  it  was  enacted  that  Anthony  Den- 
ny ^  Esq.  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Privy  Chamber,  should 
have  to  him  and  his  Heirs,  all  the  Manner  or  Lordship  of 
the  King  in  JPanAbttrgt  in  the  County  of  l^ntfinbi  and  all 
the  Lands,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments,  with  the  Ap- 
purtenances in  ^t&,  called  38oitIram«  Sbpfrtbt  and  (Sttacs- 
|Btt-fic&f#  late  in  the  Occupation  of  John  CaninyAy,  the 
first  Crop  of  a  Meadow  in  $Blfcf  called  ittap£l^Bm-1ltta)r» 
seven  Acres  of  Land  called  (Sltniitt  next  <SUllooir,  one  an- 
nual Pension  or  yearlv  Bent  of  96f.  8J.  accustomed  to  be 
paid  yearly  out  of  the  Vicaridffe  of  Sbt  Sbtq^^«  all  the 
Tvthes  of  Hey  injblttpt  Sbmalfolb,  "SiXi^i  f^taOMf  and 
dOtB^f  the  two  Water-mills  called  the  ^Bont'imn  and  the 
^Otanr-mfll,  with  all  Water-courses  and^rofits  belonging, 
to  them,  the  Ghrange,  or  Farm  called  the  jBtS^f  and  the 
Grange  or  Messuage  called  ^UttXtMAf  in  the  Parish  of

Sterling,  payaUe 
at  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel. 

Which  Anthony  Denny,  Anno  34  H.  VIII.  was  one  of 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  Pnvy  Chamber,  Groom  of  the  Stool, 
one  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  married  Joan  Daughter  of 
Sir  Philip  Champemon  in  the  County  of  9dMnt|  by  whom 
he  had  Issue  Henry,  Edward,  Arthur,  Douglas  married  to 
John  Dive,  Esq.  Mary  to  Thomas  Astley,  sworn  of  the 
Privy  Chamber  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  Honora  to  Tho- 
mas Wingfield,  Esq.  But  this  Anthony  surrendered  his  Of- 
fice of  Gentleman  of  the  Privy  Chamber,  and  conveyed  this 
Manner  of  Ifiwik  to  Henry  Denny  his  Son,  who  held  a  Court 
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Leet  and  Court  Baron  the  same  Year  for  this  Mannor :  He     ^ «jiii.  of

Esq.  Kaikarine  to  Sir  George  Fleeitoood  in  the  County  of 
IDttOUty  Kt.  and  EUzabeth  who  died  unmarried:  He  died 
about  the  17  Year  of  Queen  EHzabeih^  leaving  Eiwardhis 
Heir,  who  was  very  young  at  that  time,  with  Arthur  Lord 
Greu  of  JSRSitm,  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  Francis  Wal- 
eingnamf  Principal  Secretary  of  State,  and  one  of  the  Privy 
Council,  Executors  of  his  last  Will  and  Testament,  who  by 
Virtue  thereof  held  a  Court  Leet  and  Baron  in  their  Names 
on  the  10th  of  May,  in  the  same  Year;  and  I  find  that 
from  that  time  all  tne  Courts  for  this  Mannor  were  held 
in  their  Names  until  the  30th  Year  of  the  Queen,  who  held 
a  Court  here  in  her  Name  in  that  Year,  but  I  suppose  he 
attained  to  the  Age  of  21  Years  in  the  Year  1580, 31  Eliz.  Rotcar.  31 
for  then  the  Queen  conferred  Uie  Honour  of  Koiighthood  ^^ 
upon  him,  and.  in  the  last  Year  of  her  Belgn,  he  was  con- 
stituted Sheriff  for  this  County,  and  attended  King  Jamee  • 
with  140  Men,  suitably  apparell'd  and  well  mounted,  and 

S resented  his  Majesty  with  a  gallant  Horse,  and  rich  Sad- 
ie and  Furniture,  when  he  came  from  Sbcotbub  thro'  this 
County  to  'ftan&Ofl ;  but  before  the  Year  of  his  Shrievalty 
expiredf  he  was  summoned  by  Writ  to  Parliament  by  the 
Titie  of  Lord  Denny  of  SKaltQam  |^oIs  <ffY0SS  ;  and  after- 
wards by  Letters  Patents  dated  the  ^th  of  October,  2  Car. 
I,  was  advanced  to  tha  Dignity  of  an  Earl,  by  the  Title  of 
Earl  of  XoifD(c|^ :  He  married  Mary  Daughter  to  Thomae 
Earl  of  Sxcter,  hj-Dorothy  hu  Wife,  Dauriiter  and  Coheir 
to  John  Nevel,  Lord  'EatfmCT^  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Ho* 
norOf  who  was  his  Daughter  and  Heir :  but  this  Edward 
Lord  Denny t  5  Jacob.  I.  levied  a  Fine  of  this  Mannor  and 
conveyed  it  to 

Rolbert  Briscoe^  Esq.  who  sold  it  about  the  14th  Day  of 
August,  1607.  to 

Sir  Baptist  Hichs,  Kt.  and  William  Topperly,  and  the 
Heirs  of  Sir  Baptist  Hicks,  who  being  a  wealtny  Mercer 
in  'SonilOllt  and  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Bm.ot  b^ 
£mamXf  bmlt  a  fair  House  in  tiie  Street  called  SboiM  p^^^^ 
yMbm  Sbtmt  in  the  Suburbs  of  loidloil,  in  the  Year  1612, 
10  Jac.  L  Part  thereof  for  a  Court,  where  the  Justices  of 
the  Peace  for  that  County  might  hold  their  Sessions  of  the 
Peace,  and  the  other  Part  for  a  Prison  or  House  of  Correc- 
tion, from  whence  it  was  called  Hick*s  Hall;  and  he  founded 
an  Hospital  for  six  poor  Men  and  six  poorWomen  at  (S^inb- 
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Hund.  •f  lien  in  the  County  of  ffiloCCfttttt  in  which  every  of  them  liaye 
^^^^  two  Rooms  and  a  little  Garden  with  two  Shillings  weekly 
for  their  Maintenance ;  he  was  created  a  Baronet  by  Let- 
ters Patents  dated  the  first  of  July^  1620,  18  Jac.  1.  and 
advanced  to  the  Honour  of  a  Baron  of  this  Realm  by  tfie 
Title  of  Lord  Hkha  of  Ilmington  in  the  County  ofSBax- 
iOtcfcy  also  of  Viscount  Cambden  of  Catniitttn  in  the  County 
of  GlocestCt)  with  Remainder  for  Default  of  Issue  Male  of 
his  Body  to  Edward  Lord  NoeU  and  the  Heirs  Males  of  his 
Body:  He  married  Elizabeth  Daughter  to  Richard  May 
of  lLon&ont  Sister  to  Sir  Humphry  May,  Vice  Chamberlain 
to  the  King,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  three  Sons,  Arthur^ 
Arthur^zna  Baptist,  all  whom  died  young,  and  two  Daugh- 
ters, Julian  married  to  Edward  Lord  NoeM^  and  Mary  to 
Sir  Charles  Morisonot  (ZDaisf^oblKB  in  this  County,  Kt.  and 
after  his  Decease  to  Sir  John  Cawper  of  89Unbotime  S^t.

Sir  Charles  Morison  and  Mary  his  Wife,  fot  the  Term  of 
their  natural  Lives  and  the  Life  of  the  longer  Liver  of  thera» 
the  Remainder  to  the  Heirs  Males  of  the  Body  of  Sir 
Charles  begotten  on  the  Body  of  Mary,  the  Remainder  to 
the  right  Heirs  of  Sir  Charles  for  ever,  of  whom  I  have 
treated  in  Caisj^obtttm  he  died  Anno  4  Car.  I.  leaving 

Elizabeth  his  sole  Daughter  and  Heir,  who  married  ilr- 
thur  Lord  Capel  of  fj^allyaillt  of  whom  I  have  discoursed 
in  that  Parish,  from  whom  this  Manner  is  come  by  lineal 
Descent  to  Algernon  Earl  of  ®M(x>  the  present  Lordhereof. 

Customs  of  this  Mannor. 

All  Surrenders  of  Copthold  Estates  hoiden  of  this  Man- 
nor,  must  be  taken  bv  the  Lord  or  the  Steward  of  this  Court, 
unless  the  Coptholder  making  such  Surrender  lye  in  ex- 
tremis,  then  two  Tenants  sworn  to  take  such  Surrenders  in 
extremis  may  take  it,  but  if  such  Copihold  Tenant  that 
made  such  Surrender  shall  recover  and  go  abroad,  such  Sur- 
render shall  be  void.

In  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  I  find  that  the  Ab- 
bot of  §bt-  fSXbBXIS  was  possest  of  this  Manner,  for  'tis  re- 
corded in  Domesdei  Book,  that

The  Abbot  of  St.  Albane  held  Mia,  it  wu  rated  for  four  Hides  in  the 
time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confeisor,)  and  now  for  half  an  Hide.  The 
arable  is  four  Caracates,  in  Demeasne  two  Hides  and  an  half,  and  there 
are  two  Caracates  and  two  Villains,  with  foar  Bordars  having  two  Cara- 
cates,  tfiere  are  two  Servants,  and  one  Afill  of  ten  Shillings  Rent,  Meadow 
one  Carncate,  Common  of  Pastare  for  the  Cattle,  Wo^  to  feed  three 
hundred  Hogs  in  Pannage  time.  This  Manner  is  worth  forty  Shiliuigs, 
when  he  received  it  twenty  Shillings,  in  the  time  of  King  £diMird(tbe 
Confessor)  four  Pounds;  Godric  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Stigan 
the  Archbishop  held  this  Manner,  he  could  not  put  it  out  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  l^t.  WUbsOL 

The  Abbots  and  Monks  of  §bt.  fSXbmSi  held  this  Manner 
until  the  time  of  their  Dissolution,  and  the  Inhabitants 
hereof  paid  to  the  Abbots,  who  were  Lords  of  the  Leet  for 
the  Manner  of  ^Btftt^  one  Shilling  for  a  common  Fine,  and 
when  it  came  to  the  Crown,  King  jff. VIII.  granted  it  by  Rot  cur.  h. 
Charter  dated  12th  of  May,  Anno  32  Regni  sui  to  Ralph  ^"^'"'^^"' 
Rowlet  the  elder  and  his  Heirs,  which  Ralph,  Anno  1542,   g;^,^-  ^2 
was  constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County,  and  soon  after  was 
knighted,  and  he  died  seiz'd  hereof  without  Issue,  leaving 
two  Sisters,  who  were  his  Coheirs,  from  whom  I  guess  it 

might  come  to Marsion^  who  was  Lord  hereof.  His 

Arms  are  -^-»—  a  Fes$  danceite  Ermin  between  three 
Fhurs  de  Liz.  Afterwards  it  came  to  the  Briscoes,  and 
then  it  descended  to  William  Brisco  of  loiAon  (SCongi  Esq. 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  this  County,  and  the  present 
Possessor  hereof. 

HIS  Church  was  erected  upon  an  HiU  by  Ulein  or  UUig,  one  of  the 
Abbott  of  l^t  fllban  in  fhe  Reign  of  King  Etheldred,  about  Anno  Chriati 
950,  in  the  Deanery  of  |bt.  fiVbon  in  the  Diocess  of  ftoiOMm,  and  in  Anno 
26  Henry  VIII.  it  was  rated  in  the  King's  Books  at  the  yearly  Value  of 
IbL  whereof  If eiiry  KUtigrtw,  Esq.  is  the  present  Patron. 

The  Church  is  covered  with  Tyle  and  hath  a  small  Tower  at  the  West 
End  thereof,  with  a  short  Spire  upon  it ;  in  the  Church  are  some  Grave- 
stones with  these  Inscriptions.

AlbanSi  but  is  rated  severally  by  itself  from  any  other  Part 
of  the  Parish,  and  is  chargeable  by  the  High  Constable  of 
this  Division. 

TITTENHANOER 

Is  a  small  Hamlet  within  the  Parish  of  KUbgf  t  bnt  charge- 
able by  itself  in  all  Rates  and  Taxes  from  the  Rest  of  that 
Parish,  and  laid  to  this  Division.

Umid.t!f    others  say,  that  Redbume  signifies  red  Water,  yet  the 
Cfliftof.     Water  in  the  River  is  no  more  red,  than  the  Water  in  the 
red  Sea ;  and  others  say,  that  it  was  so  called  ab  arutuUne, 
from  a  Place  oyergrown  with  Reeds. 

When  William  the  Conqueror  had  obtained  that  great 
Victory  in  the  Battle  of 'Xdofoi  where  he  slew  King  Harold, 
^^MB '^  he  marched  with  his  Army  through  Bmt^  SbtttTBi  and  JBtdt- 
^UtecfoLM.  fsblxi  to  SSalUnsfodV^  where  he  passed  over  the   ^aneSt 
there  rested  his  Army  a  while,  them  came  from  thence 

through  <!Mat)i$iifre  and  iSadUnsJ^mnsftire,  to  90ni^amsttli 

in  this  County,  where  finding  many  Trees  laid  across  the 
Way  so  that  he  could  not  pass  with  his  Army,  and  learning 
that  Frederick  the  Abbot  of  Sbt  SXbtm  had  done  the  same, 
sent  for  him,  and  demanded  the  Reason  of  it ;  he  boldly 
answered  that  he  had  done  nothing,  but  what  the  Duty  of 
his  Birth  and  Profession  required,  and  if  others  of  his 
Rank  had  performed  the  like  (as  the?  well  might  and 
ought)  it  had  not  been  in  his  Power  to  have  marcht  so  far 
into  the  Land ;  but  this  and  his  other  bold  Answers  so  of- 
fended the  King,  that  he  took  this  Town  from  the  Abby, 
with  all  the  Lands  and  Revenues  belonging  to  that  Monas- 
tery which  lay  between  lOeniet  and  lov^on  SbtOnTi  and  the 
Abbot  to  avoid  the  Danger  of  his  Wrath,  went  to  IN}}, 
where  he  desisted  not  from  his  Contrivances  against  llie 
Conqueror,  till  he  ended  his  Days  in  great  Grief  of  Mind, 
but  upon  the  Death  of  this  Abbot,  Paul,  a  Monk  of  (Emtf 
succeeded,  and  he  by  the  Aid  and  Assistance  of  Lanfranc 
Archbishop  of  Cantttbargy  obtained  from  the  Conqueror 
the  Restoration  of  Ibis  Town,  and  all  other  Lands  and  Re- 
venues back  again ;  and  when  that  gpreat  Survey  was  made, 
it  was  recorded  that

Tbe  Abbot  of  St  Albana  held  seven  Hidei  and  one  Virgate  in  1S^ 
btttltf.  The  arable  Is  sixteen  Camcates,  in  Deneasne  three  Hides  and 
one  Virgate,  and  there  are  foor  Camcates*  there  are  sixteen  Villains 
having  twelve  Oarncates,  there  is  one  Servant  and  two  Mills  of  six  and 
twenty  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year,  Meadow  one  Canicate  and  an  half. 
Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  three  handred  Hogs;  in 
the  whole  Valae,  it  is  worth  thirtv  Pounds  by  the  year,  when  he  received 
it  fifteen  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  sixteen 
Pounds.  This  Mannor  did  lye  and  doth  lye  io  the  Jurisdiction  of  tbe 
Church  of  f»t.  AQMtn.  Stigan  the  Archbishop  held  it  on  the  Dav  of  the 
death  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor,)  but  he  conld  not  sever  it  from  the 
Church. 
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Amelger  held  three  Virgates  apd  an  half  of  the  Abbot  of  St  Albam  in      Hmnd,  tf 
ISUVbtxtW,    The  arable  is  two  Carncates,  and  they  are  there,  with  two      CAittoe. 
Villains  and  two  Cottagers,  Wood  to  feed  two  hundred  Hogs;  it  is  worth 
thirty  Shillings  by  the  Year,  when  he  received  it  twenty  Shillings,  in  the 
time  of  Kin{(  Edward  (the  Confessor)  forty  Shillings.    St  AUmm  held  and 
doth  hold  this  Land. 

King  H.  I.  confirmed  the  Grant  of  this  Vill  in  th.e  first 
Year  of  his  B^ign*  amongst  divers  other  things,  to  the  Mo- 
nastery of  ^t  SibanSf  and  moreover  gave  this  Church  to 
the  clothing  of  the  Monks,  and  King  John  in  the  first  Year         ^^ 
of  his  Reign,  confirmed  the  said  Grants  to  the  Monastery  tou,  foifne. 
again. 

Bot  about  Easter  I  H.  III.  WiUiam  Marshall  the  elder, 
Ranulph  Earl  of  (iDj^eStery  William  Earl  of  ^Ihemarkt 
William  Earl  :ffttttX%f  Robert  de*  VeterepofUi,  Brienus  de 
Instila,  William  de  Enielope,  alias  Lentelupe,  Philip  de 
More,  Robert  de  Crangis,  Falcatius  de  Brent,  and  others, 
having  gathered  together  neat  Forces  to  besiege  the  Castle 
of  iNottnt  Sbomir in  JMmtmiixtf  Henry  de  Braybrook 
the  Governor  of  that  Castle,  sent  to  Sayer  de  Quincy,  Earl 
of  JSSHn^t%UXf  then  at  Uon&on^  with  the  Frenchmen  to  aid 
him  against  them,  whereupon  Earl  Patricius  the  Marshal 
of  ;(pranC£|  Sayer  de  Quincy,  Robert  Fitzwalter,  and  others, 
marching  thither  towards  his  Relief,  in  their  Way,  spoiled 
and  defaced  this  Church  as  they  past  thro'  the  Town. 

This  Place  has  been  very  famous,  and  many  People  have  ^^,  ^^ 
resorted  hither  in  Respect  of  the  Bones  and  Relicts  of  a  MuurM  p. 
certain  Clerk,  called  by  some  Amphibalus,  which  have  been  i«<wien,p.2i 
found  here,  who  is  reported  to  have  lodged  at  the  House  of 
St.  Alban  in  the  City  of  VmiBM^  to  avoid  the  Persecution 
which  then  happened  to  the  Christians  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  Dioclesian,  during  which  time  he  had  the  Opportu- 
nity to  instruct  Alban,  and  to  convert  him  to  the  Cnristian 
Faith ;  He  was  a  Man,  saith  Bale^  unmatchable  for  Learn- 
ing and  good  life,  and  had  great  Success  in  preaching  the 
Gospel  throughout  all  Parts  of  iSrftadl.  He  fled  from  Vt* 
ntlam  with  a  great  Number  of  his  Converts  into  S^COtlanli 
to  escape  the  Execution  of  the  Edict  made  by  Diocletian 
against  all  those  who  profest  the  Christian  Religion ;  from 
thence  he  went  into  the  Isle  of  ^nglcSB  in  S9al<0t  where  he 
was  made  Bishop  of  that  Place,  and  preacht  the  Word  of 
God  in  all  Places  there,  and  disputed  against  the  worship- 
ing of  Idols  and  false  Gods,  but  being  afterwards  appre- 
hended, he  was  brought  to  the  same  Place  where  Alban 
suffered  Martyrdom,  was  whipt  about  a  Stake  to  which  his 
Entrails  were  tied,  and  so  winding  his  Bowels  out  of  his 
Body,  he  was  stoned  to  Death  like  another  Stephen ;  and 
some  of  the  persecuted  Christians  stole  his  Body  and  buried 
it  privately  here,  from  whence  it  was  removed  and  enshrin'd 
by  the  Relicts  of  St  Alban  on  the  25th  Day  of  June,  1178.

The  Convent  of  §bt*  WSbOM  was  so  carefal  that  his  Be- 
liques  should  be  devoutly  preserved,  that  T^omos  then  Ab- 
bot, made  a  Decree  that  a  Prior  and  three  Monks  should 
be  appointed  for  so  sacred  an  OflBcet  for  which  thev  allowed 
them  a  Sallaiv  of  202.  per  ilitfiiMi.  He  was  a  rare  lingnist 
and  a  great  Divine  for  those  times,  he  wrote  a  Book  against 
the  Errors  of  the  Gentiles,  and  certain  Homilies  upon  the 
fonr  Evangelists,  with  other  learned  Works  mention^  by 
Bale. 

This  Town  is  seated  upon  that  common  and  military  High- 
way which  is  called  89tatKtlg-StCttt|  and  hath  near  it  a  cer- 
tain Brook  called  SKeimur,  otherwise  SSemtr,  which 
never  breaketh  forth  and  riseth,  but  it  foretelleth  Dearth 
and  Scarcity  of  Com,  or  else  some  Extremity  of  dangerous 
times,  as  the  common  People  observe :  since  this  time  this 
Manner  has  continued  in  tne  Possession  of  the  Abbots  of 
Sbt  AlbanSy  until  the  Dissolution  of  that  Monastery  when 
it  came  to  the  Crown. 

The  Mannor  of  AIGNELL 

BOBBOWED  its  Name  ftom  John  de  Aignell,  who  was 
Lord  hereof  in  the  time  of  King  Etbo.  II.  but  he  rending 
at  ^rfngi  I  shdl  treat  of  him  there,  to  which  I  shall  refer  the 
Header.

Lands,  for  the  Soil  is  sandy,  and  Age  signifies  the  Service 
of  Bond-tenants,  and  the  Abbot  of  this  Church  held  it  in 
the  time  of  the  Conqueror,  when  it  was  recorded  that

The  arable  ii  thirteen  Camcates,  in  De- 
measne  three  Hides,  and  there  are  two  Caracates,  and  a  third  may 
be  made,  there  are  twenty  six  Villains  baring  ten  Camcates,  there 
are  two  Cottajters,  and  one  Servant,  and  one  Mill  of  ten  Shillings  Rent, 
Meadow  two  Camcates,  Cooimon  of  Past  are  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed 
thirty  Hogs;  in  the  whole  Valae  it  is  worth  eighteen  Poands  by  the 
Year,  when  he  reeelTed  it  tweWe  Pounds,  the  Rent  in  the  time  of  King 
Edward  (the  Confessor.^  This  Manner  did  lye  and  doth  lye  in  the  Juris- 
diction of  the  Chorcfa  orj^t  AOOttf. 

King  Henry  and  King  John,  in  their  several  Beigns,  con- 
firmed the  Grants  of  this  Manner  to  the  said  Monastery;

The  Abbot  of  St  Alban  held  UStollini  in  flUhsncfton  Handred,  it  was 
rated  for  ten  Hides.  The  arable  is  fonrteen  Caracates,  in  Demearae 
three  Hides,  and  there  are  two  Caracates  and  a  third  may  be  made; 
thtere  are  sventeen  Villains  and  a  Frenchman  bom,  having,  ten  Carucates, 
and  DOW  other  mav  be  made;  there  are  nine  Bordars  and  three  Servants, 
and  one  Mill  of  fifteen  Shillings  Rent,  Meadow  one  Carncate,  Comnoii 
of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle^  WckmI  for  Heifges  and  Houses;  in  the  whole 
Value  It  is  worth  and  was  worth  eighteen  Pounds  and  ten  Shillings  by 
the  Year,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  twenty  Pounds 
and  ten}  SSiillings  by  the  Year.  This  Mannor  did  lye  and  now  doth  lye 
In  the  Jurbdiction  of  the  Church  of  J^t.  SIllNllt. 

This  Vill  was  called  AbbotS-SSaltVen,  because  the  Abbots 
were  the  Lords  hereof,  and  kept  Courts  here,  which  were 
called  Hallmotes,  until  the  tenth  Year  of  H.  VIII.  and 
then  these  Courts  were  called  Views  of  Franc- Pledge,  and 
and  by  that  Name  were  held  until  the  fatal  Year  of  the 
great  Dissolutiou  of  Abbies,  when  this  Mannor  came  to  the 
Possession  of  King  If.  VIII.  and  a  Court  Leet  and  Court 
Baron  was  held  here  in  his  Name  on  the  ninth  Day  of  May, 
Anno  32  of  his  Reign ;  but  it  did  not  continue  long  in  his 
Possession,  for  about  the  36th  Year  of  his  Reign  he  grant- 
ed the  same  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  §bt.  ^aul,  lon- 
botl^  who  held  a  Court  Leet  and   Court   Baron  for  this 
Mannor  in  their  Name  on  the  7th  of  July,  in  the  same  Year 
of  that  King,  and  from  that  time  this   Parish  has  been 
known  by  the  Adjunct  of  ^ttls  SSlaltteni  and  has  ever 
since  continued  in  the  Church  of  St.  Paul,  'loitboil ;   the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  that  Church  havbg  been  the  Lords 
hereof. 

By  the  Custom  of  this  Mannor  all  Surrenders  of  Cop- 
pihold  Estates  must  be  taken  by  the  Lord  of  the  Mannor, 
or  tiieir  Stewards,  unless  a  Coppiholder  lie  in  extremis  and 
then  he  may  surrender  the  same  by  the  Hands  of  a  Coppi- 
holder, sworn  in  some  Court  to  take  Surrenders  of  Tenants, 
who  lie  m  extremis,  but  if  such  Tenant,  who  has  made  such 
Surrender,  shall  happen  to  recover  and  go  abroad,  the  Sur- 
render so  made  to  become  void.

IV^AS  derived  from  the  Mannor  of  ffitaltalt  and  received 
its  Name  from  Hough,  which  in  the  Saxon  language  sig- 
nifies high,  and  gave  Name  to  Hoo  an  ancient  Saxon,  who 
was  Lord  hereof,  in  whose  Family  it  has  continued  for  ma- 
ny Ages,  till  of  late  Days  when  the  Name  expired  by  an 
Heir  Female,  who  married  Sir  Jonathan  Keate,  Bart,  who 
in  Right  of  her  became  Lord  of  this  Mannor,  therefore  I 
think  it  necessary  to  give  what  Account  I  have  seen  of  this 
Family. 

Jloieri  Hoo  'tis  said*  possessed  this  Mannor  in  the  time 
of  Kine  Canuius  the  Dane,  and  was  a  g^reat  Man  in  those

MSS.  pertaining  to  the  Family  of  Hoo,  which  upon  the  Di- 
vision was  allotted  to  one  of  the  Coheirs,  or  remained  still  in 
the  Custody  of  Thomas  Hoo,  Esq.  Brother  and  Heir  male 
of  Thomas  Lord  Hoo  and  Hastings,  as  appears  by  several 
original  Deeds  and  other  Writings  found  in  the  Custody  of 
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Sir  Francis  Carew  of  23ell(ngton  in  the  County  of  SburtO,  ^^^^' «/ 
Kt.  of  the  Bath,  who  had  all  or  the  greater  Part  of  the  on-  ®j!jSj^ 
ginal  Deeds,  and  other  Minuments  and  Writings  in  his  Pos- 
session, after  the  Decease  of  Thomas  Lord  Hoo  and  Has- 
tings his  Brother.  The  Coat  Armour  of  Hoo  being  Quar- 
terly Sable  and  Argent  is  impaled  in  the  before-mention'd 
Descent  or  Roll,  with  the  several  Coat  Armours  as  followeth.

This  Coat  is  doubtless  one  of  those  five  which  is  seen  up- 
on the  Seals  hanging  to  the  original  Deeds  of  Sir  William 
de  Hoo,  Kt.  the  great  Grandchild  to  that  Lady  whose  Name 
was  Beatrix. 

The  other  four  Coats  are  Hoo^s  own  paternal  Coats,  in  the 
middle  of  St.  Legiers,  on  the  upper  Sinister  Comer,  St. 
Omers  in  the  lower  dexter  Comer,  and  Malmaynes  in  the 
lower  Sinister  Corner.    For  whereas  Sir  William  de  Hoo 
should  have  borne  his  own  Coat  Armour  Quarterly  in  the  ms.  penc* 
first  and  fourth  Place,  with  Andevile  in  the  second,  and  St.  S^k^ 
Legier  in  the  third,  and  so  have  impaled  the  Arms  of  St.   bv- 
Omer  and  Malmaines  quarterly,  he  only  caused  these  seve- 
ral Coates  to  be  engraved  on  his  Seals  in  Manner  and  Form 
as  is  above  expressed,  as  being  Arms  which  his  Posterity 
might  bear  and  enquarter  with  their  own.

Hardwin  de  Sealefe  held  JdtWBititlUlk  in  the  Hundred  of'^ttU$t'$;  it  was 
rated  for  Afe  Hides.  The  arable  U  six  Carocates,  in  Demeasae  four 
Hidea,  and  there  is  one  Camcate  and  an  half,  and  half  another  may  be 
made,  there  are  ten  Villains  having  two  Camcates  and  an  half,  and  now 
another  Carncate  and  half  may  be  made,  there  is  one  Ser? ant.  Meadow 
one  Camcate,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  one  han- 
dred  Hogs,  and  tweWe  Pence  Rent  by  the  Year  for  Water.  In  the 
whole  it  is  worth  fonr  Poands  a  Tear,  when  he  received  it,  forty  Shill- 
ings, in  the  time  of  Ring  Edward  (the  Confessor)  one  hundred  Shillings ; 
Acki  a  Thane  of  Earl  Harold  held  this  Manner  and  might  sell  it. 

About  the  latter  Eod  of  this  Kings's  Reign  Hardewine  de 
Scalers  and  Odel  his  Wife,  gave  this  Mannor  to  the  Abbots 
and  Monks  of  the  Monastery  of  ^U  AlbailS.  that  they  might 
pray  for  their  Souls,  and  King  H,  I.  connrmed  the  Grant 
hereof. 

In  An.  6  Edw.  I.  'twas  found  upon  a  Quo  Warranto^  dc  subtract.

before  that  time  had  withdrawn  the  Service  ofthis  Vill,  ceptscw. 
which  was  wont  to  answer  before  the  Justices  of  that  Hun- 
dred, and  he  had  there  Gallows,  View  of  Franc  Pledge, 
Tumbrell,  Pillory  and  Retorn  of  Writs,  &c.  And  the  Ab- 
bots and  Monks  of  that  Church  have  been  Lords  of  this 
Mannor  and  enjoyed  the  Profits  hereof  until  the  time  of  the 
Dissolution  when  it  came  to  the  Crown. 

But  in  short  Space  this  Mannor  came  to  George  Dacres, 
Esq.  who  in  An.

married  to  Mountjoy  Blount,  Earl  of  ,^Ufoport»  and  Master 
of  the  Ordinance,  and  after  him  to  Thomas  Earl  ofportlanb;

bfoon  purchased  the  Interest  of  Hellen,  Jane,  Olive,  Mary 
and  Anne,  Sisters  of  the  said  William  Lord  Boteler,  in  this 
Manner,  and  the  Interest  oi Audry  and  Elizabeth  Countess 
of  SbOttt]^8inpton«  who  were  Sisters  to  his  own  Lady  and 
Coheirs  with  the  sixth  Part  of  Audry  their  Mother,  where- 
by he  became  sole  Possessor  of  this  Manner,  and  is  the 
present  Lord  hereof.

of  this  Kingdom,  and  was  Parcel  of  the  ancient  Possessions         ' 
of  that  great  Monastery  of  §^t.  ^Iban,  yet  in  the  time  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  Siiffand,  the  Archbishop  of  (JTan- 
ttrbtttgy  held  some  Land  here  under  the  Abbot,  but  the 
Abbot  himself  held  the  Manner  as  appears  by  Damesdei 
Book,  where  it  is  thus  recorded  that

Chorch  of  J^t.  Altai;  neither  might  he  sell  nor  separate  it  from  the 
Chorch. 

The  Abbot  of  Jbt  Albsns  held  three  Hides  in  l&cmtak  The  arable 
u  five  Caracates,  in  Demeasne  one  Hide  and  an  half,  and  there  is  one 
Camcate  and  another  may  be  made ;  there  are  eight  Villains  having 
three  Camcates,  there  are  two  Cottagers  and  one  Servant,  Meadow  one 
Camcate,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  ten  Hogs  in 
Pannage  time;  in  the  whole  it  is  worth  four  Pounds  a  Year,  when  ha  * 
received  it  three  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor  four 
Pounds.

!N^£AR  unto  the  Roman  military  Way  called  Sdfcnilb  or 
IfttnfGy'Strttty  which  passeth  by  this  Parish  upon  a  very  high 
Hill  is  to  be  seen  a  warlike  Fort  of  great  Strength,  and  an- 
cient Works,  which  seemeth  to  have  been  a  l^ummer  stand- 
ing Camp  of  the  Romans:  And  near  it  on  the  Top  of  an- 
other Hill  caird  8SB5ttng-]^flI>  a  Hillock  was  raised  up, 
such  as  the  Romans  were  wont  to  rear  for  Souldiers  slain, 
wherein  many  Bones  have  been  found.  The  Saxons  call'd 
this  Fort  XUbtnsbardfti  from  a  City  in  CEfmnanp,  whereof 
the  Duke  of  gbsixonp  oeareth  the  Title  of  Lord  at  this  Day. 
And  this  Town,  which  the  Briiains  perhaps  calFd  "fdtsA  of 
ISitttif  which  doth  abound  much  in  tnis  Place;  theoaxons 
cdrd  l^edtotanes-tunet   that  is  the  Town  of  Reed  and

Stones,  if  not  rather  f^cbstanes-tttnty  that  is,  the  Town  of  ^«Md*  <>/ 
Mire  and  Stones,  for  old  Englishmen  call  deep  Mire,  Hocks :  ^^!^^^ 
Or  may  be  from  Grates  set  in  Biyers  or  Waters  before 
Floodgates,  which  are  call'd  Hecks ;  neither  is  it  unlikely 
but  that  the  Danes  made  some  Use  of  this  Fort,  for  a  Par- 
cel of  Ground  near  thereunto  is  called  Sant-fttdong  to  this 
Day.  Some  of  these  Conjectures  may  be  true,  but  this  is 
certain,  that  Offoj  a  Saxon  King,  of  the  Meriians  about 
795,  founded  the  Monastery  of  ^t  SUbanS^  in  Memory  of 
St.  Alban,  and  that  Seon  an  honourable  and  devout  Dane 
(as  it  is  in  the  Charlulaiy  of  the  Abby)  about  Anno  Dom. 
lOSO,  gave  to  the  said  Monastery  the  Town  of  ^edtotane- 
ttmti  and  the  Abbot  of  Jbt  Albans  held  this  Manner  in  the 
time  of  King  William  the  Conqueror,  for  it  was  then  re- 
corded in  Damesdei  Book,  that

The  A^bbot  of  ||bt.flinaRf  held  eiriht  Hides  and  three  Virgates  in  1^ 
mtsnctftone  in  the  half  Hundred  ofl|<f.  The  arable  is  twelve  Caracates, 
in  Demeasne  four  Hides,  and  there  are  four  Camcates,  and  a  fifUi  may  be 
made,  there  are  thirteen  Villains  with  three  Bordars,  having  three  Carn- 
cates,  and  now  four  more  may  be  made,  there  are  three  Cottagers  and 
foor  Servants,  and  Goi^fride  de  Seek  held  there  half  an  Hide  under  the 
Abbot,  there  are  two  MiUs  of  three  Shillings  and  four  Pence  Rent  by  the 
Year,  Meadow  two  Camcates,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle ;  in  the 
whole  Value  it  is  worth  seventeen  Pounds  and  ten  Shillinss,  when  he  re- 
ceived it  twelve  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor) 
sixteen  Pounds.  This  Manner  did  lye  and  does  lye  in  the  Demeasne  of 
the  Church  of  J^t  flOiBll.  An  Englishman  held  three  Hides  of  this  Land 
under  the  Abbot. 

This  Vill  at  that  time  did  lie  in  the  Half-hundred  of  f^i;, 
and  from  that  time  during  the  Space  of  510  Years,  the  Ab«. 
bots  of  ^U  fSXhoma  were  Lords  of  the  Manners  now  call'd 
l^exton.  They  were  also  Patrons  of  this  Church  (dedicated 
to  St.  Faith,  which  Saint  had  her  Statue  erected  over  a 
,  Fountain  near  this  Church  Yard,  call'd  Si.  Faith's  Well) 
for  John  de  Hertford,  the  28d  Abbot,  did  appropriate  this 
Church  of  l^exSlnttSton  to  the  said  MonasteiV.  The  Cel- 
larers of  which  Monastery  kept  the  Court  Leet  and  ,the 
Court  Baron,  and  received  the  Rents  of  the  Demeasnesand 
Customary  Tenants  of  this  Manner ;  and  the  Sacrists  had 
the  disposing  of  the  Profits  of  the  Rectory.  After  the  Dis- 
solution of  the  said  Monastery,  King^  H,  VIII.  in  the  96th 
Year  of  his  Reig^,  gpranted  this  Manner  to

l^fXton  Bury  stead,  and  dyin^  the  6th  of  AprU^  1601.  was 
interr'd  in  this  Chappel  peculiar  to  the  said  Bnrystead. 

The  said  Fort,  which  the  common  People  call  ICtatott* 
tenrart  Cas&t  is  cast  up  in  the  Form  of  an  Oval,  and  con* 
taineu  sixteen  Acres,  one  Hood,  and  fifteen  Poles  of  Ground, 
and  is  naturally  strengthened  with  miffhty  deep  and  very 
steep  Combs,  which  the  Inhabitants  called  Xyit« 

Tne  Town  of  fj^exton  is  seated  at  the  Foot  of  the  Moun- 
tains, whence  issue  many  Springs  of  Water;  the  Moun- 
tains are  a  continued  Rock  of  Stone. 
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a^Hi^     This  Chnrch  Aimo  26  Henry  VIII.  was  rated  in  the  King's  Books  at 
^^!*^     the  yearly  Valoe  of  71.  ISs.  4d.  and  the  Lord  of  the  Mannoris  Patron. 

The  Chnrch  contains  three  Isles  cohered  with  Lead,  and  a  Chancel 
covered  with  T^le;  at  the  West  End  is  a  square  Tower  wherein  hang 
four  Bells,  and  upon  the  Tower  stands  a  Spire  aboat  twenty  Foot  high 
covered  with  Lead.

The  Abbot  of  $tit.  WbtSM  held  Norton  in  VradjefDOtrr  Hundred,  it  was 
rated  for  four  Hides,  in  Demo asne  two  Hides,  and  there  are  three  Cam- 
cates,  there  Is  a  Presbiter  or  Priest,  and  a  certain  Frenchwoman  bom, 
with  fourteen  Villains  having  seven  Camcates,  tliere  are  five  Cottagers 
and  one  Servant,  and  two  Mills  of  sixteen  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year, 
Meadow  two  Camcates,  Common  of  Risture  for  the  Cattle.  In  the 
whole  Value  it  is  worth  and  was  worth  sixteen  Pounds  by  the  Year,  in 
the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  seventeen  Pounds,  St.  Alban 
doth  hold,  and  did  hold  this  Manner  in  his  Jurisdiction. 

At  the  time  of  the  making  this  Survey,  this  Manner  did 
lie  in  the  Hundred  of  SSraifefDattr :  and  King  H.  I.  by  his 
Charter  dated  at  SStaningfotbt  1  Regni  sui,  confirmed  the 
Grant  hereof  to  that  Church  by  the  Name  of  XottOlt^  which 
was  very  proper  in  Regard  that  it  was  situated  in  th^  North 
Part  of  the  County ;  and  Simon  the  Abbot  granted  in  the 
Reign  of  King  H.  II.  this  Vill  of  l^ortOtt  and  Part  of  the 
Tith  of  (Suittrale  to  Ralph  the  Son  of  Aldrici  and  his  Heir 
in  Fee-farm ;  reserving  three  Marks  to  be  vearly  paid  to  the 
Abbot  and  Monks ;  and  also  that  the  said  Ralpn  shall  pro- 
vide as  well  for  the  Abbot  and  Monks  as  the  Men  of  ^U 
^RianS»  and  Tine-men,  honourable  Entertainment,  and 
what  thinffs  are  necessary  for  Strangers  in  their  Journey  to 
Vrottj^ttirmtlBn&,  and  in  their  Return  again ;  afterwards. 
King  John  by  his  Charter  dated  1  Regni  sui,  confirmed  the 
Grant  of  this  Vill  to  this  Church ;  and  John  Whethamsted, 
alias  Bostock,  a  famous  Abbot  of  the  said  Monastery,  in  the 
Reign  of  King  H.  VI.  gave  one  Messuage  scituated  near 
the  Church  in  this  ViU,  and  appropriated  it  to  the  Use  of 
the  Church  of  ^U  fS^m,  who  enjoyed  it  till  the  Dissolu- 
tion of  that  Convent. 

John  Boles  of  SKallfngton  purchased  it  from  the  Crown, 
held  it  in  the  time  of  Edw,  Vl.  by  the  yearlv  Rent  of  5/.  10^. 
6d.  and  it  continued  in  this  Family,  which  I  have  treated 
of  in  the  Parish  of  SRalUnston^  until  it  came  to  Lewis  Boles, 
who  sold  it  1  Car,  I.  to 

Richard  Cleaver,  Grent.  who  had  Issue  Richard  and  Ca- 
tharine, who  married  Thomas  Cole  of  iSabtDtll,  Gent,  upon 
his  Decease,  Richard  the  Father  surviving  his  Son,  it  came  to 

Philadelphia  the  Wife  of  John  Sayer  of  the  Inner  Tem- 
ple, Esq.  and  Ann  married  to  Courteen,  Daughters  and  Co- 
neirs  of  Richard  Cleaver  the  Son  deceased,  who  sold  it  to 
William  Pym,  Esq.  the  present  Lord  hereof. 

The  VIcarldge  was  rated  Awm  86  Hen,  VIII.  in  the  King's  Books  at 
the  yearly  Value  of  51. 6s.  8d.  and  is  now  situated  in  the  Deanery  oC^t

The  Abbot  of  |bt.  9Iban0  held  K^tlain  In  the  Hundred  of  ^^nWQ.  U 
was  rated  for  three  Hides  and  tliree  Virgates.  The  arable  it  eight  Ca- 
rucates,  in  Demeasne  one  Hide  and  three  VirgalM,  and  there  two  Cam* 
catet,  there  are  ten  Villains  with  eight  Bordars  having  tbor  Camcates, 
and  now  two  more  may  be  made,  tiiere  are  three  Cottagers,  Meadow 
one  Carocate,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle;  in  the  whote  Value  it 
Is  worth  and  was  worth  nine  Pounds  by  the  Year,  in  the  time  of  King 
Edward  (the  Confessor)  ten  Pounds.  This  Manner  did  lye  and  doth  lye 
in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Church  of  |bt  flIlMms.

Here  lieth  the  Body  of  Sir  Wittiam  Dyer^  Bar.  who  departed  this  life  the 
srth  of  Janmary  1660.  he  married  ute  Grandanghter  and  sole  Heiress 
to  Sir  Jekn  Swinnerian  once  Lord  Mayor  of  the  City  of  ttotfem,  had 
issue  by  her  four  Sons  and  three  Daughters,  whereof  four  is  now  liv- 
ing, vix,  two  Sons  and  two  Daughters ;  he  was  a  true  Christian,  an 
upright  Liver,  a  faithful  Husband,  a  tender  Father,  and  Lord  of  this 
Manner  of  Kchml^. 

Here  under  lies  now  buried  in  the  Dust 

The  Man  whose  life  was  sober,  pure,  and  just. 

His  Coat  of  Arms,  Or,  a  ch^findenied  Gulee.

IN  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  it  was  sever'd 
bj  the  Names  of  IDanab  and  ^tettHQlHundreds,  but 
about  the   Reign  of  Edw.    III.  they  were  consolidated 
into  one  Hundred,  now  called  Sacontm  from  the  Danes 
that  were  in  old  times  Inhabitants  here.     It  was  Parcel  of 
the  Kinn  Reyenue,  and  the  Sheriffs  were  wont  to  hold 
Courts  ror  every  Hundred,  for  the  registring  of  Mortgages 
and  Sales  of  Land,  inroling  of  Deeds,  Tryak  of  Titles  of 
Hand,  levying  of  Fines  wit£in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Hun- 
dred before  the  Steward,  who  was  styled  Serviens  Regis  ad 
Legem,  the  Eangs  Serjeant  at  Law,  because  the  County  and 
Hundred  Courts,  were  the  King's  Courts,  and  he  was  the 
King's  Officer,  and  to  distinguish  him  from  those  Serjeants 
who  were  Stewards  to  the  Lords  of  Mannors  in  their  Court 
Barons :  hence  I  conceive  this  Distinction  amon^  the  Ser- 
jeants was  orig^ally  derived,  and  no  Persons  in  those  Days 
were  held  qualified  to  exercise  i^e  Office  of  Steward  in  any  of 
these  Courts,  unless  he  had  taken  the  Degree  of  Serjeant, 
because  Fines  were  levied,  and  Titles  of  Land  heard  and 
determined  here,  which  none  but  a  learned  Man  in  the  Law 
was  capable  to  perform,  but  when  the   Profits  of  these 
Courts  were  farmed  out  to  inferior  Persons,  and  Mannors 
were  broke  into  PieceSi  or  divided  into  Parcels,  either  by 
Coparcinary  or  Sale,  and  by  such  Means  derived  unto 
Men  under  the  Degree  of  Barons,  it  seems  they  constituted 
Stewards  who  were  not  skilled  in  the  Law  to  hold  these 
Offices,  insomuch  that  the  People  complained  of  this  Grie- 
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vance  in  the'  time  of  King  John^  who  thereupon  nanted  by    ^^*  ^ 
his  Charter  dated  17  Regnisui  that  the  Common-pleas  should    ^^^^^ 
not  follow  the  Court,  but  should  be  held  in  some  certain  M«tt  Piri^ 
Place,  to  the  End  all  People  miffht  have  free  Liberty  to  msIIId  buS: 
resort  thither  for  Justice,  for  before  that  time  no  Person,  chj-^uoE^t 
under  the  Ranli  of  Barons,  unless  allowed  by  the  King's 
Patent,  could  sue  or  bring  any  Action  before  the  King,  or 
his  Chief  Justice  of  £nslaiitll|  or  his  Justices  in  his  Pahce, 
but  were  bound  to  bring  all  their  Actions  in  their  Lord's 
Court,  or  the  Hundred  or  County  Court,  and  after  this 
Liberty  and  Priviledge  was  confirmed  to  the  People,  by 
the  Statute  of  Magna  Charter  granted  9  If.  III.  the  statMagim 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  was  established  in  Westminster-  {^^. ?£ 
Hall,  and  all  these  Serjeants  at  Law  who  haye  been  Ste- 
wards as  well  of  Court  Barons  as  of  the  Hundred,  and 
County  Courts,  where  they  had  usually  taken  Fines,  were  gj'ai'siS!' 
bound  by  Oath  always  to  attend  at  the  Court  of  Common-   veLN.'B.ibi.

West  withSSttdftinrilBQISJ^frt)  and  contains  several  Parishes 
and  Hamlets  which  are  divided  between  three  Chief  Con-

The  Vertnoaa  Lady,  Dame  EUxabeth  Garrard^  late  Wife  of  Sir  John  CUW' 
rardf  Kt.  and  Baronet,  one  of  the  Depoty  Lieutenants  of  this  Coonty, 
Son  of  Sir  John  Gwrrard^  and  Orandchild  of  Sir  WUUmn  Gearrard, 
Knights,  both  of  them  sometime  Lord  Mayors  of  the  Citv  of  l^mlimi. 
whose  Ancestors  lie  baried  in  the  Parish  Church  of  JbtttingOtttll  in  Itritt 
but  themseWes  in  the  Parish  Church  of  ^t  fSU^fllM  in  ftontai:  she 
was  the  eldest  Daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Borfclbam,  Knight,  sometime 
Lord  Mayor  of  the  City  of  ftoidhni,  married  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1611.  called  by  God  out  of  this  Life  the  17th  day  of  Aprils  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord  1632.  being  then  in  the  SOth  year  of  her  Age,  Mother  of  14 
Children,  six  Sons  and  eight  Daughters  (whereof  two,  a  Son  and  a 
Daughter,  went  before  her  to  Heaven,  the  rest  she  left  behind  her  up- 
on Earth;  first  commendinc  by  devout  Prayers  unto  Ood,  and  then 
delivering  Uiem  over  with  hearty  desires  to  her  beloved  Husband,  to 
be  farther  instructed  in  the  fear  of  God;)  towards  God  a  most  Faithful 
Child,  towards  her  Husband  a  Loyal  Sponse,  towards  her  Children  a 
most  loving  Mother,  towards  the  Poor  a  most  Charitable  Neighbour  ; 
in  Health  praising  God,  in  Sickness  bearing  patiently,  she  lived  most

HARPEDOJV 

Is  scituated  about  three  Miles  distant  from  a^ffifteAam- 
Stelft  upon  an  Hill  towards  the  South,  from  whence  it  de- 
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rives  its  Name ;  'tis  a  Hamlet  belonging  to  that  Parish,  and 
I  suppose  was  waste  Ground  in  the  time  of  WiBiam  the 
Conqueror,  for  there  is  no  Mention  made  of  it  in  Domesdei 
Book;  but  when  the  Lands  were  improyed,  the  Hoo'm,  an 
ancient  Family  in  this  Coynty,  possest  them,  for  RiAert 
Hoo  was  Lord  hereof  Anno  X^d/i^  20  Edw.  I.  when  he  ob- 
tained the  King^s  Charter  for  Free- warren  within  this  Lord- 
ship: He  was  elected  Knight  of  the  Shire  in  the  Parlia- 
ment held  Anno  26  Edw.  I.  and  died  the  9th  of  May,  1310. 
Sir  Thomas  Hoo  held  it  Anno  11  Edw.  III.  obtained  a 
Grant  for  Free- warren  in  all  his  Lordships  of  f^OOf  §b(0- 
pcsIeSf  and  SRj^etjftatlUltA  in  this  County. 

Sir  WiUiam  Hoo^  Kt.  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  succeeded 
him,  and  upon  the  Flight  of  Mickail  de  la  Poole ^  Earl  of 
9buSbI6>  Anno  19037,  10  Rich.  II.  helpt  him  away  to  (Ea- 
laiSi  that  he  might  avoid  the  Danger  that  attended  him  at 
that  time,  and  served  in  that  Granson  under  John  Earl  of 
Sbomerttty  Anno  1407,  8  H.  IV.  then  Captain  there:  He 
married  Alice  the  Daughter  and  Heir  to  Sir  Thomas  Si. 
Maur  by  Jans  his  Wife,  Daughter  and  Heir  to  Nicholas 
Malnuiines,  by  whom  he  had  Issue 

Thomas,  who  was  sent  to  suppress  the  Normans  upon  a 
new  Rebellion  made  about  (!Daux»  ilnno  1496, 14  H.  VI. 
where  he  slew  many  of  them,  and  made  great  Waste  in  the 
Country :  The  King  imployed  him  again  in  the  Wars  of 
fxaxUip  Anno  1446,  24  H.  VI.  where  he  merited  so  well 
that  the  Kinc  by  Letters  Patents  dated  the  2d  of  June, 
1448, 26  H.  vl.  advanced  him  to  the  Dignity  of  a  Baron 
of  this  Realm  by  the  Title  of  Lord  Hoo  md  Uaslinas,  to 
hold  to  the  Heirs  Males  of  his  Body;  and  he  was  elected 
into  the  honourable  Society  of  Knights  of  the  Most  Noble 
Order  of  the  Garter ;  he  was  summon'd  to  Parliament  from 
the  27th  to  31st  of  H.  VI.  inclusive,  and  he  married  three 
Wives,  first  Elizabeth  Daughter  and  Heir  to  Sir  TAoinas 
Feltonp  Kt.  by  whom  he  had  Issue  one  Son  called  Thomas, 
who  died  in  his  life-time  without  Issue ;  and  after  her  De- 
cease, he  married  Elizabeth  Daughter  and  Heir  to  Sir  Ni- 
cholas Wichingham,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  only  one  Daugh- 
ter named  Anne,  married  to  Sir  Qeojfery  BuUsn,  Kt.  some- 
time Lord  Mayor  of  'Eotttfon ;  and  after  the  Decease  of 
Elizabeth,  he  married  Eleanor   Daughter  to   Leo  Lord 
aaielby  Sister  and  Coheir  to  Richard  Lord  V9itU$  her  Bro- 
ther, by  whom  he  had  Issue,  three  Daughters  who  became 
his  Coheirs ;  Eleanor  married  to  Sir  James  Carew  of  I9dl- 
Ivmston^  in  the  County  of  Sbttttpy  Kt.  Jane  to  Sir  Roger 
Copely,  Kt.  and  Elizabeth  to  Sir  John  Devenish,  Knight, 
shortly  after  this  Manner  was  sold  to 

Matthew  Cressy,  who  held  it  in  the  Reign  of  King  Edw. 
IV.  and  married  Joan  the  Daughter  of  Edmond  Perieni  of 
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Btafuen  in  this  County,  Esq.  and  Ann  his  liTife,  Daughter 
of  Thomas  Vernon,  Esq.  it  was  at  that  time  called  WxoA' 
famUtt,  and  continued  in  that  Name  and  Family,  for  many 
Descents,  until  it  came  to  William  Creasy,  who  died  seiz'd 
hereof  on  the  34th  Day  of  October,  1658,  lEliz.  from  whom 
it  came  to 

Edmond  Cressy^  who  left  only  Issue 

EKxabeih,  who  was  his  Daughter  and  Heir ;  his  Arms 
were  Argent,  a  Lyon  rampant  q^aeve  four  che  azur;  she  mar- 
ried Edmond  Bardolfe,  by  whom  she  had  Issue 

Edmond,  who  married  Elizabeth  Daughter  to  Robert 
Dartnoldot  ^S^itm,  in  lEtent :  by  whom  he  had 

Richard  Bardolfe  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  suc- 
ceeded him;  from  whom  descended 

Richard  Bardolfe,  who  gave  Azure,  a  Cheveron  between 
three  cinquefoils  Or;  Crest  out  of  a  Ducal  Coronet,  a  Dror 
gon's  Head  issuant  Or.  He  sold  it  to 

Sir  John  Witherong,  who  was  created  Baronet  by  Let- 
ters  Patents  dated  the  2d  of  May,  1682,  Anno  14  Car.  II. 
and  he  gave  it  to 

James  Witherong  his  second  Son,  who  is  an  Utterbaris- 
ter  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  Recorder  of  the  Burrough  of  §^t  9tt' 
bantSy  and  the  present  Lord  hereof. 

But  since  this  Grentleman  is  an  Utter  Barister,  it  may  not 
be  unfit  to  make  some  Remarks  upon  the  Antiquity  of  that 
Degree:  When  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  was  fixed  in  a 
certain  Place  by  the  Statute  of  Magna  Charta,  doubtless 
the  Students  of  the  Law,  and  the  Officers  of  the  Court  set- 
tled themselves  in  some  Places  near  it,  most  proper  for  their 
Studies,  and  conyenient  for  their  Practice,  their  Conference, 
and  their  Business ;  and  for  their  more  regular  Ooyemmenti 
King  Edward  I.  Anno  20  Regni  sui,  commanded  John  de 
Metingham,  then  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  and  the  other  Justices  there,  that  they  should  proyide 
and  ordain  at  their  Discretion,  acertain  Number  of  Attomies 
and  Apprentices  at  Law,  of  the  better,  lawful,  and  most 
learned  Men  m  eyery  County,  who  might  best  serve,  and  be 
most  profitable  to  his  Court  and  People,  and  that  only  those 
and  no  other  should  follow  his  Court,  and  solicite  Business 
there;  and  it  seemed  meet  to  the  King  and  his  Counsel 
that  sevenscoro  wero  a  sufficient  Number  for  that  Imploy- 
ment;  notwithstanding  the  Justices  were  allowed  to  ap- 
point a  greater  or  lesser  Number,  and  ordered  to  dispose 
of  the  Residue  of  them  according  to  their  Discretion.  Tho' 
there  is  no  Memorial  left  of  the  direct  time  and  Place  where 
Uiese  Attomies  and  Lawyers  then  resided  ;  yet  in  all  Ph>- 
bability  they  were  settled  in  Hostek  or  Inns  near  the  Court 
where  they  mi^ht  with  the  greater  ConvenieDcy  attend  the 
Courts  of  Justice,  serve  their  Country,  and  leani  to  dance 
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sing,  and  play  upon  InstrnmenU  on  their  Daysof  Vacancj^ 
study  Divinity  on  the  Lord's  Day,  and  practice  sach  Ex- 
ercises as  were  most  modish  in  the  King^s  Conrt  on  Festiyal 
Days ;  from  whence  they  derived  the  Name  of  Inns  of  Coart : 
Some  judicious  Men  believe  that  divers  of  them  were  set- 
tled at  a  House  in  JpIeet*Sttert,  now  called  Cliffords  Inn, 
from  the  Lord  C/i^orrf,  who  demised  it  in  the  time  oiEdw. 
III.  Appreniidis  de  Banco  to  the  Lawyers;  and  that  others 
resided  at  Thames  Inn  in  l^lhont^  for  John  Tavythe 
Owner  of  that  House,  had  this  Expression  in  his  Will, 
made  in  the  Beign  of  Edw.  III.  TotumilludHospidumin 
quo  Apvrenticii  ad  Legem  habiiare  solebani :  All  that  Inn 
m  which  the  Apprentices  at  Law  were  wont  to  dwell :  They 
were  called  Apprentices  from  the  French  Word  Appren^ 
dref  to  learn,  for  every  one  was  learning  here  to  fit  and 
qufldifie  himself  for  the  Station  he  designed ;  but  the  Num- 
ber of  these  Lawyers  encreasing,  and  the  House  probably 
growing  too  streight  for  their  Company,  they  removed  hence 
(as  we  have  it  by  Tradition)  to  the  JVisii^  Temple  scituated 
over  against  the  South  End  of  .^(fD-Stmty  now  called 
dTj^BllCeTB-Ianei  containing  all  that  Space  of  Ground  ex- 
tending from  ihe  White  Fryare  on  the  East,  to  Eseex-house 
in  the  West;  including  Part  of  that  House  without  Tem-^ 
pie  Bar,  which  they  held  in  the  time  of  King  £d«o.  III. 
upon  a  Demise  from  the  Knights  Hospitallers,  under  the 
vearly  Rent  of  10/.  where  they  were  at  that  time  formed 
into  a  Society,  chose  all  necessary  Officers,  and  were  dis- 
ting^hed  after  the  Method  of  the  Universities  by  these 
Degrees* 

1.  Students  attired  in  Gowns,  like  those  which  the  Un- 
dergraduates wear  in  (Sambrftrge;  and  when  they  had  spent 
four  Years  in  the  Study  of  the  Law,  they  were  termed 
Mootesmen  for  Distinction  from  the  Puisny  Students,  so 
denominated  from  their  Mootes  and  Exercises,  which  they 
performed  there ;  but  certainly  this  was  no  more  a  Denee 
than  that  of  Sophisters  in  the  University ;  and  when  uiey 
had  studied  seven  or  eight  Years,  performed  all  Duties  and 
Exercises,  and  fitted  themselves  for  Business,  they  were 
preferred  to  the  Bar  in  the  Parliament,  Council^  or  Pen- 
sion held  for  their  Society,  and  called 

2.  Utter  Baristers,  for  that  the  Readers  and  Masters  of 
the  Bench  in  their  Society  had  qualified  them  to  ai^e 
Gases,  and  manage  Causes  for  their  Clyents  without  the 
Bar,  and  adorn'd  them  with  a  noble  Robe,  faced  down  be- 
fore, guarded  with  two  Welts  of  Velvet  on  the  Sleeves,  ex- 
tending from  the  Shoulder  to  the  Elbow,  and  another  on 
the  Bordar  of  it,  like  the  Gards  which  the  Romans  used  to 
distinguish  the  different  Degrees  of  Men  among  them ;  these 
Robes  were  great  Ornaments,  which  the  Reverend  Judges 
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maintained  in  the  Height ^of  the  late  Rebellion,  to  the  61o-  Hund.of 
ry  of  the  Profession,  when  others  laid  aside  their  proper  *J?J!I"J; 
Habit,  through  Fear  of  the  Souldiery,  or  to  please  the  Fac- 
tion of  that  Age ;  but  'tis  great  Pity,  and  it  seems  very  omi- 
nous, that  these  learned  Men  should  nol7  decline  this  noble 
Robe,  and  wear  a  scandalous  livery,  which  resemble  those 
that  Bearers  usually  wear  at  Funerals,  as  though  the  Law  lay 
a  dying:  However,  'tis  gpreatly  hoped,  that  that  worthy  Pa- 
tron of  the  Law,  Sir  John  Holt,  the  present  Lord  Chief 
Justice,  will  thoroughly  reform  this  ill  Practice,  and  that  none 
of  the  reverend  Sages  of  the  Law  will  suffer  those  Gentle- 
men to  share  in  the  Profit  and  Advantage  of  that  Profes- 
sion which  they  scandalize  by  devesting  it  of  that  ancient 
Robe,  and  introducing  an  ignominious  Habit  in  the  Room 
of  it.  When  these  Lawyers  had  practised  at  the  Bar  by 
the  Space  of  twelve  Years  or  more,  they  were  advanced  to 
the  Degree  of 

3  Readers,  who  were  wont  to  read  upon  some  peculiar  Sta- 
tute in  the  open  Hall  within  their  Society  three  Days  in  every 
Week,  for  the  Space  of  three  Weeks  together,  entertaining 
the  Gentlemen  and  their  Friends  with  Exceedings  all  the 
other  Days,  till  these  Reading  were  shortened  to  a  Week, 
in  Regard  of  their  extraordmary  Expense,  which  discou- 
raged many  learned  Men  from  this  Exercise :  and  they  were 
distinguish'dfromtheUtterbaristersbyablack  Cloth  Grown, 
garded  with  a  broad  Welt  of  Velvet  cross  their  Backs  : 
These  Readers  and  Utterbaristers  were  the  Pleaders  men 
tioned  in  the  Statutes  of  SBestmlnStn  the  first,  and  Edw. 
III.  and  out  of  the  Number  of  the  Readers  the  King 
usuallv  selected  by  Writ, 

4  Serjeants  at  Law,  of  whom  I  have  treated  before  in 
the  Vill  of  3ft(8&en»  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader. 

These  Societies  were  excellent  Seminaries  and  Nurseries 
for  the  Education  of  Youth,  some  for  the  Bar,  others  for 
the  Seats  of  Judicature,  others  for  Government,  and  others 
for  the  Affairs  of  State;  but  Wabingham  tells  us  that  the 
Rebels  did  do  much  Mischief  to  these  Lawyers  in  4  R.  II. 
where  he  saitti,  Locum  qui  vocatur  ^temple  39arte  in  quo 
Apprenticii  Juris  morabaniur  Nobiliores  irruerant:  and 
Mr.  Stow  confirms  it,  saying,  the  Rebels  of  <Sssex  and  iBUnt,  IjtH^^^ 
An.  1381,  destroyed  the  House  and  Lodgings  in  the  Tem-  ^>-  ^^'  ' 
pU,  took  the  Books  and  Records  of  the  Apprentices  at  Law 
out  of  their  Hutches  in  their  Church,  and  burnt  them  in 
the  Streets :  but  notwithstanding  this  great  Damage  done 
to  their  Society,  they  increased  much  in  the  time  of  If. 
VI.  when  'tis  reported,  that  a  great  Dissension  and  Quarrel 
happening  then  among  them,  touching  the  Houses  of  l^otfc 
and  'ftancastttt  and  increasing  to  a  great  height,  they 
parted  with  much  Wrath  and  divided  into  two  Societies  :

was  seated  between  the  Old  Temple  and  Ijonboilt  and  ap- 
propriated the  Sonth  Side  of  the  Church  for  Iheir  Patt, 
whilst  the  other  kept  Possession  of  the  Hall  of  their  old 
Society »  scitnated  between  Iglm^  andXIm  (iTlMtrti  after  the 
Form  of  the  Round  Walk  in  the  Temph  Churchy  andpuU'd 
down  in  the  Year  1689;  claim'd  the  Holy  Latnb,  the  Arms 
of  the  old  House  to  themselves,  as  their  andeat  Right,  aad 
reserred  the  North  Side  of  the  Church  fof  their  peculiar 
Use,  which  in  those  Days  was  held  the  upper  Side,  for 
that  the  Gospel  was  always  read  at  the  North  End  of  the 
Altar;   and  these  Members  dividing  according  to  their 
Affections  for  Uie  several  Houses  of  Yoiil  and  Itoicastfr, 
is  the  Reason  why  the  Chambers  of  these  Societies,  are  at 
this  Day  intermixt  with  each  other  House.     In  short  time 
after  this  Division,  Sir  John  Fortescue,  then  Lord  Chief 
Justice  of  the  King*s  Benchf  a  Member  of  lincobCe  hm, 
saith,  there  were  then  four  Houses  of  Court,  which  are  now, 
otmm.  uri4.  ^^^  containing  two  hundred  Persons ;   and  ten  Inns  of 
^^^  2     Chancery,  every  one  consisting  of  an  himdred  Mi&k;  which 
nii/ft.       '    he  called    the    Lawyers'  University,  whereof  the  four 
M.  i?cS.n  Houses  of  Court  were  appropriated  whoHy  for  the  Use  of 
cSm.  jmnd,  ^^^  ^^'^  ^^  ^®  Nobility   and  Gentry,  who  studied  the 
foL/l4s-         Law  and  learned  the  Accomplishments  of  a  Gentl^nen, 
for  the   vulgar  Sort  could  not  bear    the  Expense  of  a 
Student  there ;  which  required  eighty  Scutes  per  Annuw^

p.  94.        '    Student  in  the  Inner  Temple,  confirms  the  same,  where  he 
saith.  That  nobleness  of  Blood  joyned  with  Vertoe,  comp* 
teth  the  Persons  as  most  meet  to  the  enterprising  of  any 
publick  Service :  And  for  that  Cause  it  was,  not  for  nought^ 
that  our  ancient  Grovemours  ia  this  Land,  did  with  a  spe- 
cial foresight  and  Wisdom  provide,  that  none  should  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  Houses  of  Court,  being  Seminaries,  sending 
forth  Men  apt  to  the  Government  of  Justice,  except  he 
was  a  Gentleman  of  Blood.    And  that  this  may  seem  a 
Truth,  I  my  self,  saith  he,  have  seen  a.  Kalendar  of  aU 
those,   who  were  together  in  the  Society,  of  one  of  tiie 
same  Houses  about  the  last  Yeas  of  King  H.  Y.  with  the 
Arms  of  their  House  and  Family,  marshsdled  by  their  Naaaes ; 
and  moreover,  saith  he,  I  assure  you  the  self  same  Moau* 
meat  doth  both  approve  them  all  to  be  Gentleman  of  perfect 
Descents,  and  also  the  Number  of  them  much  less  than  now 
it  is,  beinff  at  that  time  scarcely  threescore,  in  one  House. 
Twas  the  great  Policy  aad  Wisdom  of  th^  ancient  Kings 
and  Princes,  not  only  of  this  Realm,  but  also  of  ^laiicr  and 
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Other  neigkbonrtntf  KiAgdomg  in  this  Part  of  the  Worldi  f o  Hmtd,  tf 
ordain  that  their  Nobility  and  G^try  should  be  exerciaed 
in  military  Discipline^  and  instructed  in  the  liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences,  to  the  End  they  might  be  qualified  to  be  Com- 
manders in  their  Armies,  and  Judges  in  their  Courts  of  Ju> 
dioatove;  for  these  were  Oficers  of  great  Trust,  and  nearly 
concerned  the  Grown ;  which  was  the  Reason  that  none  but 
the  Nobility  and  Gentry  were  permitted  to  hold  Lands  by 
the  Tenure  of  Knight's  Service;  by  which  Tenure  they 
were  bound  to  teach  tbsir  Children  the  Feats  of  Arms,  and 
to  learn  them  the  liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  Univer- 
sity and  Inns  of  Court ;  therefore  Nurseries  were  appointed 
for  these  Purposes,  where  their  Sons  were  fitted  for  Busi- 
ness, and  qualified  by  Law  and  Experience  to  dispence  Jus- 
tice, and  gerem  the  People,  which  made  them  great  in  the 
Eye  of  die  inferior  Sort,  who  were  ordain'd  for  Husbandry, 
Trade,  manual  Arts  and  Occupations,  Labour,  and  Service; 
but  now  these  M echanhs,  ambitious  of  Rule  and  Govern- 
ment,  often  educate  their  Sons  in  these  Seminaries  of  Law, 
whereby  they  overstock  the  Profession,  and  so  make  itcon- 
temptiUe;  whilst  the  Gentry,  not  sensible  of  the  Mischief 
they  draw  upon  themselves,  but  also  upon  the  Nation,  pre- 
fer them  in  their  Business  before  their  own  Children,  whom 
they  bereave  of  their  Imployment,  formerly  designed  for 
their  Support ;  qualifying  their  Servants  by  the  Profit  of 
this  Profession  to  purchase  their  Estates,  and  by  this  Means 
make  them  theit  Lords  and  Masters,  whikt  they  lessen  the 
Trade  of  the  Kingdom,  and  cause  a  Scarcity  of  Husband- 
men, Workmen,  Artificers,  and  Servants  in  the  Nation. 

These  Motives  might  incline  King  Jamu  Y.Anwi  1  RBgni  onier.  i  j.  i. 
stit,  to  declare  his  royal  Pleasure,  by  Sir /oin  Po/yAom,  Kt.   ^SM^%,jmiA. 
then  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Kings  Bench^  and  his  other  m!^m. 
Judges,  that  none  should  be  admitted  into  the  Society  ef 
any  House  of  Court  who  was  not  a  Gentlemen  by  Descent; 
and  that  those  Gentlemen  might  be  qualified  to  manage  the  S^' "'  ^.^ 
Business  of  theirClyent8,the  ^dges  ordered  that  none  should  Si^i^' 
becalled  to  the  Bar,  butat  the  Parliament,  Council,  or  Pensi-  ^^^'jj; '' 
on  holden  for  their  Society,  and  only  those  that'had  continued   onom'.  land. 
seven  Years  in  the  House,  performed  all  their  Exercises,  and  onKlas  eh. 
frequented  Commons  there;  and  that  none  should  plead  in  any  i^m/  ^^^ 
Court  at  SRcStminsttt,  nor  sign  any  Bill,  Answer,  Replica-  foTSik  3U^ 
ti<m,  or  other  Pleading  in  Chancery,  nor  any  Action,  Bill,  SnT*^' 
or  Plea  in  any  Court  of  Record,  under  five  V ears  standing  ^^^^'^' 
at  die  Bar ;  nor  might  plead  before  the  Justices  of  the  As-  sim.  si  j.  i- 
size ;  nor  be  Stewanl  or  Recorder  of  any  Court  of  Biecord  oSpiiMn's 
in  any  Borough  or  Town  Corporate,  unless  they  were  three  crol'aiup. 
Years  standing  at  the  Bar,  m  one  of  the  Inns  of  Court ; 
and  it  is  worth  the  Consideration  of  a  Parliament  to  extend 
these  Laws  to  all  Court  Barons,  and  Conveyances  of  Land 
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^^'^  for  the  general  Good  and  Benefits  of  the  People,  that  all 
I55?JI^  Stewards  of  Court  Barons  may  be  qualified  by  Law  to  aroid 
and  prevent  those  Doubts  and  Mischiefs  which  often  arise 
there,  as  well  upon  Surrenders  and  Admissions  to  Copihqlds, 
as  Grants  and  Conveyances  for  the  passing  of  Land  and  Es- 
tates ;  for  the  Mistakes  made  in  Surrenders  and  Adnusdons 
to  Copiholds,  and  in  the  Grants  and  Conveyances  of  other 
Lands,  made  without  Advice  of  Council  liiave  multiplied 
great  Suits  at  Law  in  the  several  Courts  at  SScSttlttnstn* 
caused  great  Expence  of  Mony,  and  indangered  the  Loss 
of  several  Estates,  whilst  'tis  impossible  that  unlearned  Men 
in  the  Law  can  prevent  them. 

The  Mannor  of  A  NABULL 

Was  denominated  from  William  AnabuU,  who  held  it  and 
was  Lord  hereof  in  the  time  of  King  H,  VI.  but  having  ob- 
served little  of  it  in  my  Reading,  I  shall  take  Notice  only 
that  Christopher  Smith  held  it  in  the  B^ign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  married  Margaret,  Daughter  of  John  Hide 
of  AlbltrSt  by  vt^om  he  had  Issue 

Nicolas  Smith,  who  lived  at  SKeStmfnSttti  b  the  Year  of 
our  Lord  1602,  and  married  Katharine,  the  Daughter  of 
William  Gardiner  of  Sboat|A»aif »  by  whom  he  had  two 
Sons,  Edmund  and  Nicolas,  late  Vicar  of  SSantti^ing,  and 
one  Daughter,  Frances  married  to  William  Tucker. 

Edmond  Smith  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  sometime  one  of 
the  Clerks  of  his  Majesty's  Council  in  IidBliil,  where  he  mar- 
ried Grace  Daughter  of  John  Perdwd  of  IKIngSaky  on 
whom  he  begat  five  Sons,  Edmund,  Christopher,  Nicolas, 
John,  James;  and  five  Daughters,  Mary  married  to  James 
Reding,  Margaret  to  Rcbert  Morris,  Alice  to  Matthew 
Louk,  Frances,  and  Grace.

The  Saxons  added  this  Adjunct  to  the  Name  of  this  Vill» 
to  distinguish  it  from  the  next  Town  of  the  same  Denomi- 
nation in  .^(tltlbSCX;  it  lies  about  eight  Miles  distant  from 
BS^ttlbAinst^t  dispersedly  among  oSier  Towns  in  (STatej^O 
Hundred ;  and  WUliam  the  Conqueror  eranted  it  to  Robert 
Bishop  of  (&\^tMX^  for  I  find  it  recorded  in  Damesdei  Book 
under  the  Title  of  Terra  Episc.  (SfStrettslS.

Robert  Bishop  of  C|fSt<r  held  fSiixxtBM  in  9«Mi§  Hundred,  it  was 
rated  for  eight  Hides  and  one  Virntey  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the 
Confessor,)  and  now  for  eight  Hides.  The  arable  is  thirteen  Camcate s, 
in  Demeasne  foor  Hides,  and  there  are  two  Carncates,  and  a  third  may  be 
made,  there  are  seventeen  Villains  with  eight  Bordars  having  ten  Carn- 
cates, there  are  three  Cottagers,  and  one  Servant,  Common  of  Pasture 
for  the  Cattle,  Wood  to  feed  tonr  hundred  Hogs;  in  the  whole  Valae  it  is 
worth  and  was  worth  eight  Ponnds  by  the  Year,  in  the  time  of  Ring  £d* 
woard  (the  Confessor)  ten  Pounds,  lliree  Thanes,  Men  (under  the  Pro- 
tection) of  Queen  Eddithaf  held  this  Manner  and  micht  sell  it.  This 
Maanor  was  not  held  in  right  of  the  Bishoprick,  but  of  Icotacr  Father  of 
Robert  the  Bishop. 

In  short  time  after,  this  Manner  came  to  the  Possession  ^^  ^^^ 
of  Jeoffery  de  Magnivik,  descended  from  a  noble  Family  of  TcTi,  foi!449 
the  Normans,  which  I  have  treated  of  in  the  Parish  of  Jj^- 
fltfirgefDOttj^  and  CKedbstOn,  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader;  he 
erected  this  Church  and  gave  the  Tyths  hereof  to  support 
the  neat  Abby,  which  he  founded  aUSSiaXtitn  in  dBsSiXf  and 
he  died  on  the  16th  Calends  of  Oct.  Anno  1144, 9  Sieph. 

This  Manner  pass'd  as  those  of  S^btttgtfDOrtj^  and  tSA' 
leston  did,  until  the  Name  extinguish'd,  when  it  came  to

married  Jeoffry  FiUpiers,  from  whom  those  of 
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HmM.  qf  that  Line,  who  afterwards  aMum'd  the  Simarae  of  Mandm^ 
viU,  and  were  Earls  of  ®SSeX,  descended.  Maud,  the  other 
Sister,  married  WUUaM  de  Buckland. 
om»  wmr. «  'Twas  foQud  Awtio  6  Fdm.  I.  that  PtUr  Pycoie,  Roger 
^pt  to:  ^  Bachuwarih,  Amulpk  de  ManU  Cavieo,  and  Ralph  of 
the  same,  claimed  to  hold  in  the  Vill  of  ^cijtmgwmts  of 
the  Honour  of  Mandevile  and  QEfloCtSttTt  the  View  of  Franc- 
pledge,  the  Correction  of  the  Assize  of  Bread  and  Ale,  Gal^ 
lows,  Waife,  Free-warren,  Easements  from  the  SheriflTs 
Toms,  and  of  all  his  Men,  for  Half  a  Mark  to  be  given  for 
fdl  Senrices. 

About  fif^  or  sixty  Years  after,  I  find  Sir  Robert  Knolhs 
possest  this  Manner,  who  had  advanced  himself  from  a  low 
Fortune  by  a  military  Course  of  life  to  a  fair  Estate ;  for  he 
obtamed  so  great  Wealth  by  the  Troubles  in  Jiioruianto  and 
)3rftanBt  that  he  became  an  eminent  Commander  in  tiiose 
Parts,  Anno  32  Edw.  III.  and  was  made  General,  Anno 
44  Edw,  III.  of  all  those  Forces  which  King  Edward  sent 
at  that  time  into  ^funct :  He  was  Governor  of  the  Castle 
at  38mt  in  38dtailS>  Anno  1  JR.  II.  assisted  the  Duke  of 
ISdtailB  against  the  French,  An  3  Ji.  II.  and  tending  then 
at  ^ajafce,  marcb'd  quite  through  ^ranct  without  Resist- 
ance: He  led  on  the  Citizens  of  'EotlilOIty  4  IL  II*  against 
Jack  Straw  and  his  Followers,  in  that  dangerous  lnsanei>- 
tion  against  the  King;  and  besides  all  these  military  Acts 
which  made  him  famous  in  those  Days,  he  built  that  stately 
Bridge  over  the  River  gUMuiJi  ftear  Ktolmtfr  in  Bnit» 
founded  a  Collegiate  Ch  urch  in  the  Town  of  ipontfftacti  dedi- 
cated to  the  Honour  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  and  plac'd  a  Master 
and  six  or  seven  Priests  there,  and  erected  an  Hospital  by 
it  for  the  Relief  of  thirteen  poor  Men  and  Women;  he  en- 
larged the  House  of  Fryars  Carmelites,  conunonly  called 
the  White  Fryars  in  HUnbOtl^  and  died  at  hisMannor^house 
of  Sbceitt  ^Otpt  now  SbCttlt^Otp  in  the  County  of  Jtorfeft, 
about  the  Feast  of  the  Assumptbn  of  the  blessed  Virgin, 
Anno  1407,  and  was  buried  with  the  Iduly  Constance  his 
Wife  in  the  Body  of  the  Church  at  the  White  Fryars 
JMMip  which  he  had  so  lately  repaired,  leaving  Issue 

Ihomas  Knowles,  who  married  Margaret  the  Widow  of 
John  Chichley,  Chamberlain  of  loil)Hm»  from  whom  des- 
cended ^ 

Robert  Knowles,  who  was  his  Heir,  and  married  EHza- 
beth  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  WUUam  Droutbeck  of 
Cj^CSiiCf  t  by  wnom  he  had  Issue 

Anne,  who  was  his  Daughter  and  Heir,  and  married  Hen- 
ry Frowyck  of  SStleg,  by  whom  he  begat  Thomas,  Isabel 
married  to  Thomas  Bedlow,  and  Elizabeth  wedded  to  John 
Coningsby.

Elizabeth,  the  Wife  of  /oAit  ChninaJbyt  who Vas  consti-    ^^^^^'^^^^ 
tated  Sheriff  for  this  County,  Anno  %  Uenry  VIII.  from 
whom  this  Mannor  pass'd,  as  I  have  shew'd  liefore,  as  the 
Mannors  of  SKeUl^  lUutDfolte,  and  JUtohetieSt  past  in  the 
Parish  ofSbt^fetnSy  to 

Thomas  Coningsby,  Esq.  of  whom  I  have  treated  there ; 
he  sold  this  Mannor  to 

Sir  NicholoM  Hide,  who  married  Bridget  the  Daughter  of 
Michael  Sandis  of  %Bitimtt%  in  the  County  of  l3ttAS|  Esq. 
was  knighted  An.  1  Jac.  I.  constituted  Sheriff  of  this  Coun- 
ty in  the  17th  Year  of  the  same  King,  and  created  Baronet 
by  Letters  Patents  dated  the  8th  of  Navemb.  1621, 19  Reg- 
ni  mi,  and  died  leaving  Issue 

Sir  Thomas  who  was  his  onlySon  and  Heir,  and  married 
Mary  the  Daughter  of  John  tVhitchurch  of  SBtalton  near 
fSlkmxqSif  in  the  County  of  SSttdUngltom^  Gent,  on  whose 
Body  he  begat 

Bridget,  who  was  his  sole  Heir,  and  married  Peregrine  ihw§  cm 
Osborne,  Lord  Osborne  of  iEUbttORi  commonly  called  Mar-  •f^^*^- 
quess  of  (Samat^ien,  Viscount  9anilain  of  the  Kingdom 
of  SbCOtbndlt  the  only  surviving  Son  and  Heir  apparent  to 
his  Grace  Thomas  Duke  of  ledVSf  &^-  summon'd  to  Par- 
li«nent  14  Mar.  1690,  2  W.  and  M.  and  had  his  Place  ac- 
cording to  the  Antiquity  of  hb  Father's  Barony,  whose  Ti- 
tle of  Marquess  gives  me  Occasion  to  discourse  this  Honour. 

Those  Counts  or  Graves,  whom  the  Emperor  employed,  geid.  ut  Hom 
in  the  Government  of  Provinces  near  the  Frontiers  of  the  ^jjj^'  '* 
Empire  had  the  Title  of  Marchio  and  Margravius  in  Latin,   ^' 
and  Markgrave  in  Dutch,  and  in  Italian  marchess,  whence 
the  later  Chreeks  have  their  M^^c^it  Mapxsmvi?  for  a  Mar- 
quess and  Marchioness,  because  those  Frontiers  were  known 
bv  the  Name  of  Mar  ken  or  Marks,  or  Limits  of  the  Em- 
pve,  in  the  same  Sense  as  the  Marshes  of  Sbcotlanllft  or 
eBalcSt  for  the  Word  Mark  or  March  signifies  a  Limit, 
Bound,  or  Frontier  in  the  Dutch,  or  rather  in  the  Language 
of  the  Ooths  or  Vandals* 

This  Title,  it  seems,  was  distinguished  when  Duke  and 
Count  were  made  a  third  Dignity,  different  from  both  of 
them,  inferior  to  the  one,  and  superior  to  the  other:  But 
Mr.  JSelden  saith  this  Word  Marchio  occurred  not  in  the  ibid.  rap.  ^ 
Empire  before  Charles  the  Great  appointed  Governors  by  ^^^ 
that  Name  in  <!EfaSCOnBt  yet  this  Title  was  then  only  officiary, 
not  feudal  till  the  time  of  the  Emperor  H.  I.  nor  in  Ono* 
lanb  till  the  Beign  of  William  the  Conqueror,  when  he 
granted  fair  Possessions  and  large  Territories  to  some  va- 
uant  Normans,  upon  the  Confines  or  Bordars  of  the  British 
or  IFe/cA,. which  were  not  then  reduced  to  Obedience,  to 
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the  End  that  they  might  defend  them  from  the  Inroads  and 
Invasions  of  those  Enemies,  and  enlarge  thdr  Dominions 
by  the  Recovery  of  their  Country  from  them,«  which  was 
the  Service  by  which  they  held  their  Honours  and  Posses- 
sions, and  these  were  commonly  called  Marchers,  whereof 
one  had  the  Care  of  the  North  Border  of  SSabSt  who  was 
created  Earl  of  (STj^estlT*  and  his  Territory  was  made  a  Coun- 
ty Palatine ;  and  the  Lord  Marchers  of  the  middle  Part, 
and  of  the  South  SBUdtSy  had  also  a  Palatine  Jurisdiction, 
for  they  had  a  Court  of  Chancery,  and  Writs  only  among 
themselves  pleadable,  to  the  Intent  that  they  might  not  have 
Occasion  to  draw  them  from  their  Charge  or  Employment; 
but  the  other  Part  of  South  SBalcSi  was  sufficiently  fenc'd 
with  the  River  of  §bcbem  and  the  Sea. 

This  Title  of  Marquess  was  not  known  with  us  before  R. 
II.  who  created  Rohert  Vert  Marquess  of  9ldlUllf  in  the 
9th  Year  of  his  Reign.  Marquesses  are  now  created  like 
other  Dignities  by  Letters  Patents,  and  at  the  dme  of  Crea- 
tion, a  Marquess  must  have  his  Surcoat  and  Hood,  and 
shall  be  led  by  a  Duke  or  Marquess,  and  the  Sword  and 
Cap  shall  be  bom  b^  two  Earls. 

As  their  Dignity  is  between  a  Duke  and  a  Count,  so  their 
Coronets  set  over  their  Arms  are  mix'd  of  those  of  a  Duke

He  hath  the  Title  of,  and  in  all  Letters  ought  to  be  stiled, 
most  noble  and  puissant  Prince:  and  the  King  terms  them 
Our  right  trusty  and  well  beloved  Cousin,  and  if  they  be 
Privy  Counsellors,  they  have  this  Addition,  and  Counsellors; 
and  may  have  his  Cloath  of  Estate  reaching  within  a  Yard 
of  the  (around,  the  King  or  a  Duke  not  being  present;  and 
a  Marchioness  may  have  her  Train  bom  up  by  a  Knight's 
Lady  in  her  own  House,  but  not  in  a  Dutchess's  Presence; 
and  theirjounger  Sons  shall  be  called  Lords  by  the  Cour- 

tesie  of  l^glanb. 

The  Mannor  of  BROOKMANS 

vY  AS  anciently  derived  from  the  Mannor  of  0mtlb' 
mjmmSf  for  it  is  holden  of  it  by  Fealty  and  certain  Rent ; 
'tis  a  fair  Mannor,  and  has  a  large  Rental  which  shews  a 
spreat  Number  of  Tenants  that  belonff  to  it,  but  wanting  In- 
formation, Sir  Paul  Pindar  is  the  first  Lord  hereof  tnat  I 
have  met  with,  and  after  his  Decease,  it  was  sold  to 

Sir  WUliam  Dudley,  who  enjoy'd  it  sometime,  then  con- 
vey'd  it  about  the  Year  1066,  to 

Andrew  Fountain  of  g&aul  in  the  County  of  i^lfolkt 
Esq.     He  married  Tkeophila  Daughter  of  Dr.  Stubs  of 
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(SImtwm  in  the  same  County,  and  the  Widow  of  William 
Wells  of  l^albClpitey  Gent,  by  whom  he  had  no  Issue,  and 
after  her  Decease  he  wedded  Sarah  Chichley,  Daughter  of 
Sir  Thomas  ChichUy^  Kt.  Master  of  the  Ordnance  and 
Chancellor  of  the  Dutchy  of  'XmuastCT  in  the  Reigns  of 
King  Charles  II.  and  lung  James  II.  by  whom  he  had 
Issue  Andrew f  John,  Brig,  Elizabeth,  and  one  Daughter, 
whereof  Andrew,  Brio,  and  Elizabeth  are  now  living; 
he  built  a  very  fair  House  upon  this  Manner  in  the  Year

oHpm.  Mid,  This  Manner  was  Parcel  of  the  ancient  Bevenue  of  the 
<g^  striM,  j^fpres,  and  I  find  that  Sir  John  More  possessed  it  in  the 
lime  of  if.  VII.  He  studied  the  Laws  of  this  Bealm  in 
lAncoUe  Inn,  where  he  read  in  Autumn  9  H»  VII.  was 
caird  to  the  State  and  Degree  of  a  Serjeant  at  Law,  by 
Writ  retomable  TV'es  Michaelis,  20  H.YIh  constituted  one 
of  the  Justices  of  the  Common-Bench  9  H.  VIII.  and  re- 
moved thence  to  the  Court  of  Kin^s  Bench,  as  appears  by 
his  WUl  dated  26th  of  Feb.  1526,  18  H.  VIIL  He  mar- 
ried   Daughter  of Haneambe  of  l^oIgiDeKf  in 

the  County  of  imMorfe^  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Thomas, 
Jane  married  to  Richard  oaffreion,  and  Elizabeth  to  John 
Raeial  Father  of  Judge  Raetal;  after  her  Decease  he 
married  Alice  Daughter  of  one  of  the  Mares  in  Sban|) 
Great  Aunt  to  Sir  William  More,  to  whom  he  gave  thjs 
Mannor  in  Jointure;  and  she  suryived  Sir  TTumas  about 
ten  Years,  died,  and  lieth  buried  at  ^^ottlol  in  this  County : 
He  was  sweet  and  pleasant  in  ConTersation,  innocent  and 
harmless,  meek  and  gentle,  merciful  and  pittiful,  just,  and 
free  from  Corruption. 

Thomas  More  his  only  Son,  was  bom  in  JStflft-StTttt, 
%onbon»  Anno  1480, 20  Edw.  IV.  educated  there  at  a  Free 
School,  called  St.  Anihoniss,  under  Nicholas  Holt,  a  famous 
and  learned  Man,  removed  thence  to  the  House  of  Cardinal 
Moreton,  Archbishop  of  (SantethutBi  and  Lord  High  Chan- 
cellor of  ^SngtontTy  who  would  often  try  his  Parts  and  ex- 
ercise his  pregnant  Wit,  from  whence  he  sent  him  to 
Christ  Church  in  <!fefot&t  where  in  two  Years'  time  he 
greatly  improved  his  Studies  in  Rhetorick,  Loffick,  and 
I^hilosopby:  He  married  Jane,  the  Daughter  of  Mr.  John 
Colt  of  NffDj^al  in  £88eXt  by  whom  he  had  Issue  /oAn, 
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Margaret f  a  Woman  of  ttnnlar  Wit,  great  WiBdom,  rare    Mj^^ 
Piety,  and  extraordinary   Learning,  married  to  WUUam 
Roper  of  tS^am  and  "SllAam  in  the  County  of  Sent,  Esq. 
Elizabeth  wedded  to  the  Son  and  Heir  of  Sir /oin  Dancy^ 
Kt.  and  CkUy  esponaed  to  Oihe  Heron  of  Sbladtleten  m 
the  County  o\  gKtibVtWi^  Esq.     He  was  admitted  in  Xiii- 
cohCe  Inn,  read  in  Autnmn  3  H.  VIII.  and  the  King  taking 
Notice  of  his  great  Parts,  Learning,  and  Diligence,  sent  him 
intoj^nnue  to  claim  certain  Debts  dne  to  him,  whbh  Employ 
he  performed  to  the  great  Satisfaction  of  both  Kings;  after 
that  he  went  upon  an  Ambassage  into  ^fflWBititXif  where  he 
confirmed  the  League  betweedSnglanto  and  SSinsuiAg,  for 
which  Service  the  King  offered  him  an  yearly  Pension  upon 
his  Betnm,  but  he  refiued  it.    He  wrote  his  famous  Book 
of  Utopia^  Anno  1516,  when  he  was  about  96  Years  of  Age, 
the  History  of  IZtcAorcf  Ill.and  divers  other  learned  Pieces. 
He  was  created  a  Conncellor  of  State,  dubb'd  a  Knight, 
made  Master  of  the  Requests,  Treasurer  of  the  Exchequer, 
one  of  the  Prince's  Council,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, Anno  14  H.  VIII.  Chancellor  of  the  Dutchy  of  %ai1« 
CBtttety  and  at  leng^  Lord  Chancellor  of  (BnglanfeTy  25  Oct. 
in  the  25th  Year  of  H.  VIII.    He  managed  that  Office  for 
the  Space  of  two  Years  and  an  Half,  wiw  that  Justice  and 
Wisdom,  that  none  ever  exceeded  him ;  but  he  foreseeing 
the  Incertainty  of  the  King^s  Favour,  and  greatly  sensible 
of  the  Misfortune  and  Danger  that  attended  the  Fdl  of  great 
Officers,  prevailed  with  his  Majesty  to  receive  the  Seal,  and 
to  discharge  him  from  the  high  Office  of  Chancellor,  which 
the  King  g^ranted  with  a  larae  Encomium  of  his  great  Ser- 
vice ;  he  had  a  convenient  House  not  subject  to  Envy,  yet 
magnificent  enough,  where  he  pleas'd  himself  with  the  En- 
joyment of  his  \^fe  and  Children ;  it  was  a  School  or  Uni- 
versity of  Christian  Religion,  where  no  Quarrelling  or  in- 
temperate Words  were  heard,  no  Strife  or  Envying  was  al- 
lowed, but  every  one  learned  the  Method  of  Complaisance, 
and  studied  quietly  the  liberal  Sciences ;  this  Discipline  he 
exercised,  not  by  proud  and  lofty  Words,  but  with  all  kind 
and  courteous  Benevolence,  great  Alacrity,  and  sober  Mirth; 
his  first  Wife  was  young,  instructed  in  Learning  and  all 
Kind  of  Musick :  His  second  Wife  he  chose  for  a  Gover- 
ness to  his  Family,  and  tho'  she  was  somewhat  harsh  and  co- 
vetous by  Nature,  yet  she  performed  her  Task  every  Day 
upon  the  Lute,  Viol,  or  some  other  Instrument.     He  would 
not  suffer  any  of  his  Servants  to  be  idle,  but  assigned  to 
every  one  his  Task,  some  to  labour  in  his  Garden,  others  to 
sing,  others  to  play  on  the  Organ,  but  allow'd  none  to  use 
Cards  or  Dice;  he  constantly  said  certain  Prayers  with 
them  every  Night,  and  required  every  of  them  to  be  at  Mass 
on  Sundays  or  Holidays :  They  watch'd  the  Eves  all  the 
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Htmd.rf  time  of  Mattnis  upon  g^reat  Feasts ;  and  he  read  tlie  holy 
*JJJJJiJJ^  Passion  to  them  upon  Friday s,  oftentimes  interposing  some- 
thing of  his  own  to  move  them  to  Compassion,  Companc- 
tion,  or  sach  pious  Affections,  allowing  none  to  reside  there, 
who  was  touch'd  with  the  least  Aspersion  of  eyil  Fame.  'Tia 
obsenrable  that  all  the  Bevennes  and  Pensions  which  he  re- 
ceived from  his  Father,  or  byMarriage,  or  his  own  Par- 
chase  (except  his  Manners  of  jBtt(6{llgton,  .jpnndtfocll,  and 
itatls  ^fiam  in  ®xfo(il»|^frf|  which  the  King  freely  bestow'd 
upon  him  by  Patent)  exceeded  not  the  yearly  Yalae  of  50/. 
for  his  Mother  in  Law,  who  suryived  him,  held  this  Man- 
ner for  her  Jointure ;  and  though  he  lived  yery  prudently 
all  the  time  he  managed  those  g^reat  Offices  which  he  en- 
joy'd,  Mr.  Roper,  the  Husband  of  his  beloved  Daughter 
Margaret,  attested  upon  his  own  Knowledg,  that  when  he 
resigned  the  Office  of  Chancellor  of  £n|jlB1l)l»  he  had  not 
one  nundred  Pounds  in  Gold  and  Silver,  his  Debts  paid,  and 
Chain  excepted ;  which  was  a  great  Demonstration  of  his 
Honesty  and  Uprightness  whilst  he  executed  all  those  great 
Offices,  shew'd  his  Contempt  to  all  worldly  Riches,  and 
manifested  his  Bounty  to  the  Church,  and  his  Charity  to 
the  Poor;  and  when  the  Bishops  of  lEndaiA  considered  he 
was  not  rich,  nor  advanced  according  to  his  Worth  in  yearly 
Bevenue,  they  raised  four  thousand  Pounds  in  their  Con- 
vocation, and  presented  it  to  him  towards  a  Gratification  of 
his  Pains  in  writing  many  learned  Books  in  Defence  of  the 
Catholick  Faith.  He  acknowledged  that  their  Present  was 
indeed  very  honourable,  yet  he  set  so  much  by  his  Pleasure, 
and  so  little  by  his  Profit,  that  he  would  not  for  much  more 
Mony  have  lost  the  Best  of  so  many  Night's  Sleep  as  he 
spent  upon  the  same,  yet  wish'd  that,  upon  Condition  aU 
Heresies  were  supprest,  all  his  Works  were  burnt,  and  his 
Labour  utterly  lost ;  this  was  a  strong  Evidence  that  the 
Pains  he  took,  was  only  the  Respect  he  had  for  the  Hon* 
our  of  God,  and  not  for  vain  Glory  or  worldly  Profit.  And 
when  he  called  all  his  Children  together,  asked  thdur  Ad- 
vice how  he  might  (now  his  Ability  was  impaired  by  the 
Surrender  of  his  Office)  maintain  them  as  he  had,  and  gladly 
would  do,  and  all  were  silent;  he  answered,  his  Revenue 
was  one  hundred  Pound  per  Annum,  if  they  lived  together, 
they  must  be  content  to  contribute  together,  and  live  at  the 
Rate  he  did  at  lAncohCs  Inn,  if  they  could  not  maintain  it, 
then  according  to  <!Mbrl)l  Fare,  and  if  their  Purses  would 
not  answer  that,  then  they  would  beg  together  with  Basket 
and  Wallet,  hoping  some  good  People  would  afford  them 
their  Charity,  and  at  every  Man's  Door  they  would  sing  a 
Salve  Regina,  whereby  they  should  keep  Company,  and  be 
merry  together ;  thus  he  exprest  his  Love  towards  his  Chil- 
dren, but  more  towards  God,  taking  patiently  whatsoever 
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should  befall  him,  and  provided  for  the  worst,  that  he  might    j^^  ^^ 
be  better  prepared  to  endure  lesser  Crosses.  .*«cniw. 

But  afterwards  Sir  TAoma«  ilfore  refusing  to  take  the 
Oath  whereby  all  Subjects  were  required  to  renounce  the 
Pope's  Authority,  and  to  maintain  the  Succession  of  Queen 
Anvln  Children,  was  arrainied  before.  Sir  ThomoB  Audley, 
Kt.  Lord  Chancellor  of  BnglanlT,  Sir  John  Fitz  James, 
Lord  Chief  Justice,  Sir  John  Baldwin,  Sir  Richard  Leices- 
ter, Sir  John  PorU  Sir  John  Spilman,  Sir  Walter  Lute, 
and  Sir  Anthony  Fitzherbert,  at  the  King's  Bench  Bar,  on 
the  7th  of  May,  1535,  for  refusing  to  renounce  the  Pope's 
Authority,  and  maintain  the  Succession  of  Queen  Ann*s 
Children,  contrary  to  the  Statute  made  in  the  Parliament 
Anno  1534.  To  which  Indictment  Sir  Thomas  pleaded. 
Not  guilty;  and  thereupon  Sir  Thomas  Palmer,  Sir  Tho- 
mas Peirt,  George  Lovel,  Thomas  Burbage,  Esquires, 
Jeoffry  Chamber,  Edward  Stockmore,  William  Brotone, 
Jasper  Leak,  Thomas  BiUington,  John  Pamel,  •  Richard 
Bellame,  and  CSeorge  Stokes,  Gentlemen,  were  sworn  upon 
the  Jury,  and  when  Sir  Jliomas  More  had  alleged  whut  he 
could  say  in  his  own  Defence,  the  Jury  withdrew  for  a 
small  time,  and  upon  their  Return  found  him  Guilty;  and 
after  Sir  Thonuu  More  had  taken  Exceptions  to  the  Indict- 
ment and  they  were  overuFd,  the  Lord  Chancellor  pro- 
nounced upon  him  the  usual  Sentence  g^ven  in  Cases  of 
High  Treason,  which  afterwards  was  changed  only  to  be- 
heading, because  he  had  been  Lord  Chancellor,  and  when 
he  heard  what  Favour  the  King  had  granted  to  him,  he  an- 
swer'd  merrily,  Chd  forbid,  the  King  should  use  any  more 
such  Mercy  to  any  of  his  Friends :  He  was  led  from  thence 
by  Sir  WUliam  Kingston^  a  tall  comely  Gentleman,  Con- 
stable of  the  Tower,  and  his  very  good  Friend;  the  Axe 
carried  before  him,  and  the  Edge  turned  towards  him;  in 
the  Way  his  Son  threw  himself  at  his  Feet,  humbly  cra- 
ving his  Blessinff  with  Tears,  which  he  gave  him  and  most 
affectionately  seaVd  it  with  a  Kiss,  commending  greatly  his 
Behaviour;  a  rare  Pattern  and  Example  for  those  youne 
Men  who  in  this  Age  have  forgot  their  Puty  to  Grod  and 
their  Parents;  then  Mrs.  Roper  his  beloved  Daughter  at- 
tended his  Return  at  Tower  Wharfe,  where  she  receiv'd  his 
Blessing  and  kiss'd  him ;  then  he  advised  that  she  should  sub- 
mit her  Will  to  the  Pleasure  of  Almighty  God,  and  be  patient 
for  her  Loss,  for  whatsoever  he  should  suffer  was  not  with- 
out the  Will  of  God :  When  Sir  I%omas  Pope  gave  him 
Notice  of  hb  Execution,  and  taking  his  Leave  wept  bitter- 
ly, he  advised  him  to  quiet  himself,  for  he  hoped  to  see  him 
again  in  Eternal  Bliss,  and  to  divert  his  Melancholy,  Sir 
Thomas  More  took  his  Urinal  in  his  Haiid,  and  casting 
his  Water,  merrily  said,  /  see  no  Danger  but  this  Man 
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g«wi.y    may  live  hmgerifit  ihaU pkoBe  the  King;  whem  he  was 
*"  gone.  Sir  fnomoM  More  preparing  for  bis  ExecutiMi,  like 

one  ioyited  to  a  solemn  Banquet,  pat  on  his  Silk  Chamblet 
Gown,  but  tbe  Lieatenant  perswading  bim  to  ehange  it  for 
a  worse,  tbat  tbe  Executioner  migbt  not  bave  it  for  bis 
Perqoisttesy  be  answer'd.  He  Aomid  think  it  weU  beMt^med 
on  him  if  it  woe  doath  ofOaAd^for  St.  Ciprian,  thaifamtm 
Bishop  q/*<E«r48ttt,  gave  thirty  Pieces  ofOoldto  hisEae- 
cniumer  because  he  should  he  the  Instrument  thai  showU 
transfer  him  thence  to  Heaven.  Yet  tbe  Lieutenant  at 
leagtb  prevailed  witb  bim  to  put  on  a  Gown  of  Frieie; 
tben  be  attended  bim  from  tbe  Tower  to  tbe  Place  of  Exe- 
cution about  nine  of  tbe  Clock,  wbilst  Sir  Thomas  walked 
tbitber  wHb  a  long  Beard,  contrary  to  bis  wonted  Faabion, 
and  a  red  Cross  in  bis  Hands,  often  fixing  bis  Eyes  upon 
Heayen,  refused  a  Cup  of  Wine  presented  to  bun  in  bis 
Passage,  because  Christ  at  bis  Passion  drank  only  GaUand 
Vinegar:  Wben  be  mounted  tbe  Scaffold  wbscb  seem'd  so 
weak  tbat  'twas  ready  to  fall,  be  said  merrily  to  the  lieute- 
nant, I  pray  t  Sir,  see  me  safe  wp,  and  for  my  coming  damn 
let  me  sh^for  myself;  Tbe  Sheriff  interrupting  him  when 
he  would  have  spoke  to  tbe  People,  he  derired  ibeir  Phiyers 
and  diat  they  would  testify  tbat  be  died  a  fsitbful  Servant 
to  God  imd  the  King,  m  and  for  the  Faith  of  the  Holy  Catbo- 
lick  Church,  tben  he  kneeling  down  pronounced  Ihe  Psalm 
of  Mercy  witb  ffreat  ]>eyotion,  and  chearfuUy  rising  again 
kist  tbe  Executioner,  saying.  Thou  will  do  me  ihisUiya 
greater  Benefit,  than  any  mortal  Man  can  give  me,  patch 
tp  thy  S^rit,  Man,  be  not  of  raid  to  do  thy  Office,  m  Nesh 
is  very  short,  take  heed  therefore  that  thou  struce  mot 
awry,  for  saving  thy  Honesty ;  tben  fitting  bra  Head  to  the 
Block,  be  bad  tbe  Executioner  sti^  until  be  bad  removed 
aside  his  Beard,  saying.  That  that  had  never  conuniited any 
Treason ;  after  which  he  received  die  fatal  Blow  of  the  Ax 
witb  great  Alacrity  and  spiritual  Comfort;  he  was  of  mean 
Stature,  well  proportioned,  his  Complexion  tendingtoPU^- 
mitick,  bis  Colour  white  and  pale,  bis  Hair  between  Uaek 
and  yellow,  bis  Eyes  gray,  hu  Countenance  lovely  and  chear- 
ful,  his  Voice  plain  and  distinct,  bis  Body  reasonable  heahh* 
fnl,  complain'd  only  towards  bis  End  of  a  Pain  in  his  Breast 
by  using  much  W  riting.  He  chiefly  drank  Water  in  his 
1l outh,  and  only  tasted  Wines  when  bepledffed others ;  be 
affected  salt  Meats,  especially  powder'd  Beef,  Milk,  Cheese, 
Eggs,  and  Fruit ;  and  usually  eat  of  coarse  brown  Bread, 
which  some  supposed  was  rather  for  Mortification  than  any 
Love  he  had  for  it ;  he  was  quallified  widi  such  a  mild  Be- 
haviour and  excellent  Temper  that  none  could  move  him  to 
Angper  or  Passion,  and  would  always  esteem  that  beneficial 
to  him  which  he  could  not  prevent;  he  was  endew'd  with  a 
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ready  Wit,  a  rare  Tongue*  and  ffreat  Elocntion,  alwi^s  blend-  lfaMi.y 
ing  his  grave  Discourses  with  his  witty  Jokes,  and  was  never  '■"— ^ 
known  to  smile  or  take  Notice  when  a  Jest  fell  from  him, 
which  render'd  his  Company  the  more  acceptable,  and  his 
Discourses  the  more  pleasant,  he  was  admirable  in  all  Kind 
of  Learning,  Latin,  Greek,  prophane  and  divine ;  he  was 
wise  in  Council,  would  declare  the  Truth  to  his  Prince  with- 
out Fear,  manage  an  Ambassage  with  great  Prudence,  and 
delivered  his  Judgment  with  an  extraordinary  Grace :  'Tis 
observable,  that  wh^i  he  was  at  the  Height  of  his  Pros- 
perity, he  would  always  shew  his  Duty  to  his  Parents,  and 
in  his  Passage  to  the  Chancery  Court  every  Morning  usu- 
ally waited  upon  his  Father,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Court 
of  King*M  Bench,  an  Office  much  inferior  to  that  of  Chan- 
cellor, begged  his  Benediction  there,  and  then  proceeded  to 
his  high  Seat  of  Judicature :  an  admirable  Instance  to  re- 
primand the  young  Men  of  this  Age,  who  contemn  their  Pa- 
rents, and  covet  their  Death  that  ikej  may  gain  their  Es- 
tates before  the  time  God  hath  appointed. 

John  More  was  his  only  Son  and  Heir,  but  enjoy'd  his 
Estate  a  small  time,  for  two  Acts  of  Parliament  were  im- 
mediatelv  past  after  the  Attainder  of  his  Father,  the  one  to 
deprive  him  of  the  Kine*s  Royal  Bounty  to  his  Father,  the 
other  to  defeat  him  of  the  Paternal  Estate  settled  upon  him 
before  the  Statute  was  made  upon  which  he  was  attainted, 
and  then  attainted  this  John  upon  the  same  Law ;  but  when 
he  had  lost  idl,  'tis  very  remarkable  that  the  Blessing  of  his 
Parents  rested  upon  his  Head,  for  the  Eling  granted  him 
his  Pardon  and  his  Liberty,  and  though  this  Manner  was 
settled  upon  Queen  Elizabeth  for  her  life,  which  was  the 
Reason  Queen  Mary  could  not  restore  it  in  her  Life  time, 
yet  it  returned  to  the  Family  Upon  the  Death  of  Queen  EH- 
zaheth*  This  John  married  Anne,  the  sole  Daughter  and 
Heir  of  Edward  Cressacre  of  30atroidltttgpy  b  the  County 
of  Yotftf  who  brought  a  fair  Estate  to  him,  and  a  goodly 
Offspring,  Thomas,  Auaustme,  Thomas  the  younger,  Ed- 
ward,  Bartholomew,  who  died  in  his  Youth,  maraaret, 
Eliziibeth,  and  Cicely,  the  two  first  Sons  dying  without 
Issue 

Thomas  More,  the  third  Son,  was  the  Heir  of  this  Fa- 
mily, bom  at  (Sj^ebm.  8th  of  August,  An.  23  H.VIII.  and 
married  Margaret  Dai^ter  of  John  ScrMe  of  f^aill* 
ble&Otli  in  the  County  of  mViASf  Esq.  second  Son  of  Henry 
Lord  Scrope,  from  whom  descended 

Cressacre  More  of  illote  l^allt  eiias  flrtdUbmSt  in  the 
Parish  of  ^^tottj^mpuiS,  who  was  bom  at  SSannnAutcA,  3d  of 
July,  1572 ;  he  obtained  this  Manner  upon  l^e  Death  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  and  married  Elizabeth  Daughter  of  Tho- 
mas  Gage  of  ^ttchs  in  the  County  of  SbUMtX^  by  whom  he 
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HiMidt.y    had  Issue  Thatmu,  HeUen,  and  Bridget ;  she  died  the  15th 
of  July^  1618,  but  he  was  living  ilnno  1638.

John  Ocw  of  Crew,  Esq.  sold  this  Mannor  of  Shenly  and  other  Lands  bdonginf  to  it,  to 
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Stephen  Ewre  and  Joehuah  Latnax,  GentlemeOy  Attor- 
neys at  Law,  who  dealt  much  in  buying  and  selling  of  Lands^ 
by  which  this  Joshuah  Lomax  obtained  a  fair  Estate,  and  was 
constituted  Sheriff  of  this  County  in  the  Year  1674, 26  Car. 
II.  They  were  termed  Attorneys  at  Law  from  the  French 
Word  Toumer,  in  Latine  Vertere,  and  signified  One  ap- 
pointed to  act  other  Men's  Business  at  Common  Law,  and 
was  the  same  which  was  called  in  the  Civil  Law,  Procurator, 
Responealis,  Nuntius,  or  Missus,  and  is  an  Officer  of  great 
Antiquity,  for  Jonas  Berault,  in  his  Conunent  upon  the 
Grand  Custwnarier  of  If  oniUin&$t  saith,  Nos  Procureurs 
(Tat^aur  (fituy  sont  semhlables,  a  ceux  qui  olim  a  Dominis 
injudicio  canstiiuebimtur  qu*on  appelkonJftnVXSLlMtpas* 
ses  Atioufmies,  ou  ausquells,  ou  baiUe  procuration  qu^on 
appelle  ad  lites  desquels  de  pauvoir  cessoii  en  la  pre- 
sence de  la  parte  qui  les  avoit  constitues.  Inc.  But  nei- 
ther die  Romans,  nor  yet  the  French  after  them,  allowed 
any  Person  to  sue  or  act  by  their  Procurator  or  Attomy 
without  the  King's  Writ.  These  Attornies  came  from 
NottnanbS  about  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  and  the  Norman 
Order  and  Usage  was  observed  here,  for  no  Attomy  was 
allowed  to  appear  or  sollicite  in  any  Court  for  his  Clyent 
without  the  King's  Writ,  as  is  manifest  by  the  Re^ster  of 
Writs ;  afterwards  the  Kings  of  this  Realm  left  it  to  the 
Discretion  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  where  the  Suit  was 
commenc'd,  whether  the  Clyent  should  have]  an  Attorny, 
as  is  evident  by  the  Writ  of  Dedimuspoiestatem  de  Aitor" 
nato  faciendo  vel  recipiendo,  which  requires  the  Steward  or 
Judge  of  the  Court  to  grant  and  allow  them  Attornies;  but 
since  the  20th  Year  of  H.  III.  divers  Laws  have  been  made, 
that  any  Person  may  make  their  Attorny,  which  general 
Liberty  encouraged  many  ignorant  and  unskilful  Men  in  the 
Law,  to  take  upon  them  this  Office,  which  introduced  gpreat 
Damage  and  Mischief  to  the  People ;  this  was  the  Reason 
of  the  statute  of  H.  IV.  was  made  to  restrain  the  Number 
of  them,  bv  which  it  was  ordain'd  that  all  Attornies  should 
be  examin  d  bv  the  Justices,  and  by  their  Discretions,  their 
Names  should  be  recorded  in  the  Roll,  and  they  that  be 
good  and  vertuous,  and  of  good  Fame,  should  be  received 
and  sworn  well  and  truely  to  serve  in  their  Offices,  and  es- 
pecially that  they  make  no  Suit  in  a  forreign  County;  and 
the  other  Attornies  should  be  put  oot  at  the  Discretion  of 
the  Justices,  and  that  their  Masters  for  whom  thev  were 
Attornies  should  be  warned  to  take  others  in  their  Places, 
so  that  no  Damage  or  Prejudice  should  come  to  their  said 
Masters  in  the  meantime,  and  if  any  of  the  said  Attornies 
died  or  ceased,  the  Justices  for  the  time  being  by  their  Dis- 
cretion should  make  another  vertuous  and  learned  Man  in 
his  Place,  and  swear  him  in  Manner  aforesaid:  and  topre« 
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seire  the  Learning  and  Bepntation  of  these  Officen,  a  Law 
was  made  in  the  Reign  of  King  James  I.  that  none  should 
be  admitted  Attornies  in  any  of  the  King^s  Courts  of  Record 
but  such  as  have  been  brought  up  in  the  same  Courts,  or 
otherwise  have  been  well  practiced  in  soliciting  Causes,  and 
been  found  skilful  and  honest  Men  in  their  Dealings,  and 
that  no  Attorney  shall  admit  any  other  Person  to  practice  in 
his  Name ;  which  Laws  have  rendered  these  Officers  very 
useful,  necessary,  and  beneficial  to  the  People,  and  quali- 
fied them  with  so  great  a  Reputation  in  the  World,  that 
many  Gentlemen  of  considerable  Families  have  not  disdain'd 
to  breed  up  their  Sons,  under  the  Government  of  these  At- 
tornies in  one  of  the  Inns  of  Chancery,  where  they  maj 
learn  the  first  Elements  of  the  Law,  according  to  the  old 
Method  of  Snglantt^  and  when  gprown  good  Proficients 
therein  may  be  transplanted  to  some  Inns  of  Court,  where 
Part  of  the  usual  Fine  taxed  upon  the  Admission  of  others 
should  be  abated  to  them,  and  two  Years  time  allowed  for 
their  Encouragement  upon  their  Call  to  the  Bar;  and  'tis 
observed  that  divers  eminent  Judges  in  this  Kingdom  have 
had  their  Rise  and  Beginning  from  this  Method :  Bat  to  re- 
turn to 

Joshuah  Lomax^  he  died  leaving  Issue  two  Sons,  Jo$kuah 
and  ThomiUt  whom  he  educated  at  the  Inns  of  Court,  and 
took  their  Degree  of  Barresters  at  Law,  whereof  Thomoi 
the  younger  Son  is  the  present  Possessor  hereof;  and  this 
Manner  is  Parcel  of  the  Dutchy  of  'Xaiuastn.

Gray's  Inn  in  the  County  of  ^ttblcsex^  Esq.  and  the 
Heirs  of  his  Body  lawfully  begotten,  and  the  greatest  Part 
of  his  Land  holden  in  Socage  to 

George,  his  eldest  Son,  and  the  Heirs  Males  of  his  Body 
lawfully  begotten,  paying  yearly  four  Pence  to  the  Manner 
of  iSuglbtSf  on  Condition  that  if  he  the  said  George  do  not 
molest  or  trouble  anv  otherof  his  Sons,  but  if  he  do,  then  he 
that  is  so  troubled  shall  have  the  said  Lands  held  in  Socage 
bequeathed  as  aforesaid  io  the  said  George :  He  gave  to 
Richard  his  third  Son  other  Lands  in  i3us|^e0^to  good  Va- 
lue holden  in  Socage,  and  by  Copy  of  Court  Roll.  After 
whose  Death  George  his  eldest  Son  exasperated  against 
Robert  his  younger  Brother,  for  that  his  Father  had  given 
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Bimtf.  rf  thu  Mannor,  and  made  him  Tenant  to  him,  took  Advantage 
S*!^*-.  of  the  Statute  which  enacts,  That  a  third  Part  of  Lands 
holden  by  Knight's  Sendee  shall  descend  to  the  Heir  not- 
withstanding any  Deyise|;  and  not  regarding  the  Condition 
annexed  to  the  Lands  given  to  him,  entred  on  the  third 
Part  of  the  said  Manner  in  the  life-time  of  Joan  his  Mo- 
ther ;  wherenpon  Robert  BlactweU  the  second  Son  entred 
npon  the  Lands  bequeathed  to  the  said  Otorge,  and  divers 
Suits  in  Law  and  Equity  were  commenced  between  them; 
upon  all  which  the  two  brothers  at  length  submitted  them- 
selves to  the  Award  of  Francis  Heydon  and  Robert  WUbra-- 
kaiHf  Esquires,  and  George  Boucher,  Grent.  who  awarded 
that  the  said  Robert  Bladtwell  should  pay  a  certain  Sum  of 
Mony  tothesaid  George  BlackweUhis  elder  Brother,  in  Con- 
sideration whereof  he  should  convey  the  said  thirdPart  of  the 
said  Manner  to  the  sud  Rob.  Blackioett,  and  his  Heirs  Males : 
hat  before  the  Conveyances  were  perfected,  George  the  elder 
Brother,  still  envying  his  younger  Brother,  about  the  26th 
of  Februafy,  1583,  sold  this  third  Part  to  Charles  Moriein 
of  <ZDa(s(o6ttrB  in  this  County,  Esq.  who  jovned  with  the 
said  Robert  BlackweU,  Esq.  Owner  of  the  other  two  Parts 
of  this  Manner,  and  in  Hillary  Term,  15  Jac.  I.  conveved 
bv  Fine  to  the  Kinr ,  all  his  Estate  in  this  Manner :  Then 
King  James  I.  by  Letters  Patents  dated  at  SBtStmfnSttri 
21st  of  May,  Anno  16  Rsgni  sm,  granted  the  Manner  of 
SStUpj^ra,  Blessuages,  Lands,  Tenements,  Meadows,  Feed- 
ings, Pastures,  Demesne  Lands,  Court-leets,  Views  of 
Franc-pledge,  Law-daies,  Assizes  and  Assay  of  Bread, 
Wine,  and  Ale,  and  all  Manner  of  other  Victuals  whatso- 
ever, Goods  and  Chattels,  Debts  and  Credits  of  Felons  and 
Fugitives,  Felons  of  themselves,  attainted,  convicted,  con- 
demned, and  outlaw'd,  and  the  Goods  and  Chattels,  Credits 
and  Debts  of  all  such  and  every  of  them  which  will  not 
stand  to  Judgment,  Fines  and  Amercements  of  the  Men, 
and  Tenements,  Chattels,  Waifs,  Estraies,  Treasure-trove, 
Deodands,  Free- warren,  and  all  things  that  belong  to  Free- 
warren,  hawkingand  hunting,  Foldage,  Turbue,  Coiamons, 
Ways,  Wast-grounds,  and  all  other  Rights,  Jurisdictions, 
Franchises,  Liberties,  Priviledees,  Profits,  Commodities, 
Advanti^s,  Emoluments,  and  Hereditaments  whatsoever, 
and  the  Bight  of  Advowson  to  the  Church  of  SSttSJ^eSt  with 
the  Appurtenances  to  £{/is  Wynne  and  Francis  King  and 
their  Heirs,  in  as  larn  a  Manner  as  they  were  formerly 
granted  to  the  Duke  of  laitCBStett  and  as  fully  as  the  Coun- 
tess of  Sbslisbltrg  held  the  same,  and  the  said  Trustees  con- 
veyed this  Manner  to  the  several  Persons  again,  according 
to  their  several  Interests  as  aforesaid.  Afterwards  Sir 
Charles  Morison,  Kt.  and  Bart,  died  seized  of  this  third 
Part  of  this  Manner,  leaving  Issue 
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Elizabeths  who  married  Arthur  Capel,  Esq.  in  whose     '^^JJf-^f

Robert  Blackwel  Esq.  by  Deed  dated  14th  of  April, 
1638,  conveyed  the  two  other  Parts  to  the  Use  of  himself 
and  Eleanor  his  Wife,  who  was  the  Daughter  of  John  Kit- 
chin  of  Grayes  Inn,  Esq.  for  their  Lives,  the  Remainder  to 
Richard  Blackwel,  who  was  the  only  Son  of  Robert  Black- 
wel, Esq.  the  eldest  Son  of  the  said  Robert  the  elder,  and 
one  of  the  three  chief  Clerks  of  the  Pettibagg  in  Chancery, 
and  of  Mary  his  Wife,  Daughter  of  Francis  Heyton  of 
Sast  <Srrfenh)id^  in  the  County  of  ifiUlttt  Esq.  and  the  Heirs 
of  the  Body  of  the  same  Richard,  and  for  W  ant  of  such  Is- 
sue to  ITufmas  Blackwell,  Gent,  second  Son  of  the  said 
Robert  and  his  Heirs ;  Riabert  the  Father  died  on  the  14th 
of  Jfay,1690.  Robert  the  Grandfather  survived  him,  and 
by  his  Will  confirmed  the  former  Settlement,  and  died  the 
third  of  4pn/,  1645.

Susan  married  William  Parkin*  of  jnatston  ^^MX  in 
the  County  of  SBtatfoidky  Esq.  who  was  one  of  the  six  Clerks 
in  Chancery,  on  whom  King  Charles  II.  conferred  the 
Honour  of  Knighthood  the  l(Hh  Day  otJune,  1681,  and  in 
her  Right  he  became  possest  of  one  Moyety  of  the  said  two 
Parts  of  this  Manner ;  and  Anne  the  other  Sister  married 
Rowland  Pitt,  Gent,  in  whose  Right  he  became  possest  of 
the  other  Moyety  of  these  two  Parts  of  this  Manner,  and 
the  said  Rowland  and  Anne  his  Wife,  An.  1684,  sold  their

Sir  William  Parkyns,  by  Reason  whereof  he  became  pos- 
sest  of  the  whole  two  third  Parts  of  this  Manner,  and  sued 
out  a  Writ  of  Partition  at  Common  Law,  Anno  1686,  and 
by  Virtue  thereof  his  two  Parts  of  this  Manner  were  di- 
vided from  the  other  third  Part  which  belonged  to  the  Earl 
of  £ssex;  but  this  Sir  William  Pariyna  and  Susan  his 

Wife  mortgaged  her  third  Part  to Parkyns,  GeuU 

who  was  Uncle  to  the  said  Sir  William,  and  the  other  third 
Part  which  Sir  WiUiam  bought  of  Rowlaud  Pitt  andilnne 
hb  Wife,  Sir  William  mortgaged  to  Richard  Parkyns  of 
SroStgn  in  the  .moitlllt  Gent,  after  which  Sir  William  was 
attainted  of  High  Treason  Anno  1696,  for  attempting  to 
assacinate  King  William,  and  to  raise  Men  to  assist  the  late 
King  James  in  the  Recovery  of  the  Crown,  and  upon  that 
Attainder  he  was  executed,  and  both  the  Mortgagers  to  se- 
cure their  Mony,  got  into  Possession  of  these  two  third  Parts 
of  this  Manner,  and  are  the  present  Lords  of  them. 

The  Mannor  of  BOURNE  HALL 

vv  AS  in  the  Possession  of  Sir  JTiomas  Barnard,  Kt.  An. 
10  Edw.  II.  and  in  Michaelmas  Term  released  all  his  Right 
herein  to  John  de  Wenarave  Citizen  of 'lonlKOtl^  and  Chris- 
tian his  Wife,  and  John  their  Son,  and  the  Heirs  of  the 
said  John;  and  in  Hill.  10  Edw.  II.  Edtoardde  Chibereie- 
leased  also  all  his  Right  in  the  same  Mannor  to  the  said 
Christian  and  John  her  Son. 

Reginald  de  West  was  seiz'd  of  this  Mannor  in  the  time 
of  H.  V.  he  was  made  Governour  of  ^t  JLo^  An.  4  H.  V. 
Captain  of  the  Castle  be  la  itttoet  in  Norman1)fBi  7  H.  V. 
serv'd  again  in  the  French  Wars,  An.  9  H.  V.  and  upon  the 
Death  of  Thomas  Lord  la  Ware  had  Livery  of  the  Lands 
of  his  Mother's  Inheritance,  who  was  Heir  to  the  said  7%o* 
mas.  He  was  summoned  to  Parliament  by  the  Title  of  Lord 
la  Ware  from  5  H.  VI.  to  28th  of  the  same  King  inclusive, 
during  which  time  I  find  his  Name  retum'd  Anno  12  H.  VI. 
among  the  Gentlemen  in  this  County  that  could  dispend  10/. 
per  Annum,  which  induces  me  to  believe  that  this  was  the 
Place  of  his  Residence,  and  he  dyed  seiz'd  of  this  and  |^" 
t(Sbom  in  this  County,  among  divers  other  Mannors,  on  the 
27th  of  August,  29  of  jET.  VI.  leaving 

Richard  de  West  his  Son  and  Heir,  a  stout  Assertor  of 
the  Lancastrian  Interest :  and  in  Consideration  of  his  good 
Services,  King  H.  VI.  granted  him  forty  Pounds  o«r  An- 
num, issuing  out  of  the  Profits  of  the  Mannor  of  (I^nrBSnl* 
ton  in  the  County  of  SKQt0»  for  his  Life,  but  the  Scene 
changing  soon  after,  and  taking  no  Pleasure  to  live  under 
the  Government  of  those  whom  he  had  so  vigorously  op- 
posed, obtained  Leave  Anno  3  Edw.  IV.  to  take  with  him, 
twelve  Servants,  and  as  many  Horse,  not  exceeding  the 
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Value  of  forty  ShilliDgs  a  piece,  and  to  continue  beyond 
the  Seas;  he  was  summoned  to  Parliament  from  88  /f.  VI. 
to  the  12  of  Edw.  IV.  inclusive,  and  died  upon  the  10th 
of  March,  16  Edw.  IV.  seiz'd  of  this  Manner  of  fJ^eTtestenii 
and  several  others. 

Thomas  de  West  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  though  he

SaitSt  CEfrinstelli  IBUuqily  and  SBasj^ingtOlly  the  Towns  and 
Borough  of  Sblboriam  and  f^OISJ^am,  the  Forest  of  ^t 
ItomHf^  the  Parks  of  90earottsjft  and  iftna^.  and  six  or 
seven  Hundreds  which  came  to  the  Crown  by  tne  Attainder 
of  John  Duke  of  iBtorfoIfi)  slain  at  33osfDOrt]^  JftSti '  he  was 
a  great  Commander  in  the  Army,  sent  the  7  H.  VII.  into 
JpIanllCTSy  in  Aid  of  Maximilian  the  Emperor,  and  com- 
manded the  Forces  raised  12  H.  VII.  to  suppress  the  In- 
surrection of  the  Cornish  Men,  and  he  died  about  12th  of 
Feb.  17    H.  VIII.  leaving  four   Sons    Thomas,    Owen, 

George,  and  Leonard;  and  three  Daughters, Wife 

of  Sir  Anthony  S.  Amaud,  Kt.  Katharine,  and  Barbara. 

Thomas  succeeded,  and  joyned  with  the  Peers,  22  If. 
VIII.  in  the  Declaration  sent  to  Pope  Clement  VII.  ad- 
vertizing him  that  his  Supremacy  would  be  rejected,  if  he 
did  not  compiv  with  H.  VlII.  m  the  Divorce  of  Queen 
Katharine;  this  Lord  having  no  Issue  of  his  Body,  bred 
up  William  his  Brother's  Son,  in  the  House,  with  an  Intent 
to  make  him  his  Heir;  but  he  impatient  to  wait  his  Uncle*8 
Death,  prepared  Poison  to  dispatch  htm  ouickly,  and  the 
Discovery  so  highly  incensed  the  good  old  Lord,  that  upon 
Complaint  made  thereof  in  Parliament,  Anno  2  Edw.  Vl. 
he  procur*d  a  special  Act  to  attaint  him,  and  disable  him  to 
hold  his  Lands  or  Honours,  and  departed  this  life  at  <!M* 
finoton)  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  of  Oct.  1554, 1  &  2  P.  and  if. 

William  succeeded,  because  he  was  his  next  Heir,  here 
the  Title  of  Lord  la  Ware,  served  in  the  English  Army  4 
Mary,  at  the  Siege  of  §bt.  (SlofntiuS  in  SBfCBtitTS*  and  obtained 
an  Act  in  the  Parliament  held  5  Eliz.  fbr  his  Kestoration  in 
Blood,  and  a  new  Creation  to  the  Title  of  Lord  la  Ware; 
he  married  Elizabeth  Daughter  to  Thomas  Stranae  of  (JT^CS- 
ttrton^  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Thomas^  and  dyed  in  the 
Year,  1595,  38  Eliz. 

Thomas  was  his  Heir,  inherited  his  Honor  and  Estate, 
exhibited  his  Petition  to  the  Queen  in  Parliament  held  39 
£/tz.  to  be  restored  to  the  Place  and  Precedency  of  his 
Ancestors,  obtained  his  Desire,  and  married  Anne  Daughter

was  this  VUl,  as  it  is  recorded  in  Dome^iei  Book,  under  the  ?!?^:

Ralph  held  AanalTD  of  Earl  Moretom,  it  was  rated  for  one  Hide  and  an 
half.  Tlie  arable  is  sixteen  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  there  is  none,  hot 
two  may  be  made,  there  ii  one  Frenchman  bom,  with  four  Villains  and 
Ave  Boraan  having  two  Camcates,  and  twelve  Camcates  may  be  made, 
there  are  two  Mills  of  sixteen  Shillings  a  Year  Rent,  and  two  Serrailts, 
Meadow  three  Camcates,  Common  of  Pasture  for  die  Cattle,  Wood  to 
feed  two  hondred  and  forty  Hogi ;  in  the  whole  Valae  it  is  worth  forty 
Shillinge  by  the  Year,  when  he  recel? ed  it  fonr  Poonds,  In  the  time  of 
Khic  Edward  (the  Confessor)  eight  Pooads,  Thmrie  and  Serk  two  Men 
(under  the  Protection)  of  Earl  Lewin  held  this  Manner. 

This  Earl  married  Maud,  Daughter  to  Roffdr  dd  Mont- 
gomery, by  whom  he  had  Issue 

Wiuiam,  who  raised  a  Rebellion  against  King  H.  I.  upon 
which  he  forfeited  this  Mannor  to  the  Crown,  where  King 
H.  III.  erected  a  royal  Seat,  from  whence  it  reoeired  this 
Adjonct  to  its  Name;  and  Roger  the  Son  of  JBo&sr^  JIs//s,  ^'^'Si, 
an  English  Baron,  founded  a  religious  House  for  preaching 
Fryars  near  his  Pallace,  consisting  of  a  Prior  and  Coayent ; 
to  which  Fraternity,  King  Edto.  I.  gave  by  his  Patent  dated 
at  this  PaUace,  20  Dec.  Anno  2  Rfmi  eui,  1374,  all  that  p«t  9E4.  i. 
their  House  belonging  to  the  Parisn  Church  of  the  same 
Vill,  forty  one  Pearches  of  Land,  and  also  tw^snty  seven 
Pearches  of  other  Land,  to  hold  in  free  and  pure  Almes ; 
and  the  same  King  by  his  Letters  Patents  dated  at  SRfM* 
mlnstnt  3  luly,  AnnoSRegni  eui,  1280,  gave  the  Mannor  p^t  sbj  i. 
of  UangbSf  ^^^  ^^^  Ci<>^  adjoyning  the  Priory,  and  the 
Vesture  of  the  Wood  called  (Bj^^perfltU  Wood,  to  the  Prior 
and  Convent  and  their  Brethren,  to  hold  in  free  and  pure 
Almes,  to  have  and  take  at  their  Pleasure  for  Fewel  and 
other  Necessaries  for  ever. 

Edmund  the  fifth  Son  of  King  Edw.  III.  was  bom  at  this       ^  ^ 
Hannor-house  Anno  1344,  IS  Edw.  III.  baptized  by  Jfj-   s^^JSX^ 
chael,  then  Abbot  of  Jbt.SUlNins»  and  took  his  Simame  from  "  '^ 
this  Place,  by  Reason  of  his  Birth :  The  King  his  Father 
granted  Anno  1347,  21  Edw.  III.  to  him  in  special  Tail,  aH 
the  Castles,  Manners,  and  Lands  beyond  9ttnt|  which  were 
formerly  John  Warrens,  Earl  of  §|^tinSy  but  in  Regard  of  his 
Minori^,  Queen  Philippa  his  Mother  received  tne  Pi^ts 
of  them  for  the  Maintenance  aud  Education  of  him  and 
other  her  younger  Children.    The  same  King  by  Patent 
dated  13  Novemb.  Anno  36  Regm  eui,  1802,  created  him 
Earl  of  Ofomhrillge  whilst  he  was  in  Inland.    And  for  his 
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HmmI.  ^  great  Seryices  and  Merita,  King  IL II.  advanced  him  \xi  the 
BvorttiR.  f)ignity  and  Title  of  Duke  of  »a*  by  Patent  dated  the 
initlTR^  Cth  of  August,  1386,  9  JR.  II.  and  the  yearly  Rent  of  100/. 
out  of  the  Profits  of  the  Coun^  of  Yocft,  40/.  per  Antmm 
out  of  the  Customs  of  Wools,  Skins,  and  Felts  in  IGUsqptm 
upon  l^uUf  500/.  per  Annum  out  of  the  Port  of  1,0libfm 
until  1000/.  yearly  in  Lands  and  Rents  should  be  settled 
upon  him ;  and  he  was  created  by  the  Ceremony  of  the  Cinc- 
ture with  a  Sword,  and  putting  a  Cap  on  his  Head  with  a 
Circle  of  Gold. 

He  married  habel,  the  younger  Daughter  of  Dan  Pedro 
King  of  (STaStfle^  by  whom  he  had  Issue  Edward  Earl  of 
DupL  Bar  '^nttWPSlijRichard  Earl  of  (iTaillbtfiiae,  and  Constance  mar- 
foi.s,foi.iu.  ried  to  Thomas  Spencer,  Earl  of  CErfoCCStn ;  this  Isabel,  by 
his  Consent  devised  by  her  Will  dated  9  Decemb.  An.  1382, 
6  JZ.  II.  that  her  Body  should  be  buried  wherever  her  Hus- 
band the  King  should  appoint ;  ordaining  that  upon  the  Day 
of  her  Death  an  hundred  Trentals  and  an  hundred  Sauters 
should  be  said  for  her  Soul ;  likewise  four  Priests,  or  one  at 
least,  should  sinff  for  her,  by  the  Space  of  four  Years;  more- 
over that  upon  the  Day  of  her  Bunal,  her  best  Horae  should 
be  delivered  for  her  Mortuary:  She  also  bequeathed  to  the 
King  her  Heart  of  Pearls,  to  the  Duke  of  lUncaStcrt  her 
Tablet  of  Jasper,  which  the  King  of  ftnnorie  gave  her:  To 
Edward  Earl  of  l&tttlan&f  (her  Son)  her  Crown  to  remain 
to  his  Heirs;  to  Constance  le  Dispencer  (her  Daughter) a 
Fret  of  Pearls;  and  to  the  Dutchess  of  6fIomftr,  her  Tab- 
let of  Gold  with  Images,  as  also  her  Sauter  with  the  Arms 
of  Nortjftampton;  and  to  King  Richard  (after  her  other  Le- 
gacies paid)  all  the  Remainder  of  her  Goods,  with  Trust 
that  he  should  allow  unto  Richard  her  younger  Son  (his 
Godson)  five  hundred  Marks  ti€r  Annumtor  his  life :  And 
'tis  said  that  this  great  Lady  having  been  somewhat  wanton 
in  her  younger  Years,  became  an  hearty  Penitent,  and  de- 
parted this  Life  Anno  1394, 17  R.  II.  and  was  buried  ia 
this  Church. 

After  her  Decease  this  great  Duke  married  Joan  Daugh* 
ter  of  Thomas,  and  Sister  and  Coheir  to  Edmond  Holland, 
Earl  of  IGUntt  and  when  he  drew  near  his  Death,  by  his 
Will  dated  the  2Sth  of  November,  An.  1400, 1  Hen.  lY. 
wherein  he  stiles  himself  Duke  of  Yotfty  Earl  of  (SaQtbrQlfgt« 
and  Lord  ^ibiltaltp  bequeathed  his  Body  to  be  buried  in  this 
Church  near  to  the  Grave  of  Isabel  his  first  Wife,  appoint- 
ing that  two  Priests  should  be  ordained  by  his  Executors  to 
perform  Divine  Service  there  every  Day  for  his  Soul,  and 
the  Souls  of  all  his  Kindred,  departed  this  life  1st  o(Au^. 
Anno  1403,  3  H.  IV.  and  was  buried  here  accordingly  in 
this  Church,  where  his  Monument  remains  at  this  Day.

this  Town. 

When  King  Richard  II.  was  barbarously  mnrder'd  in  the  g^j  f^,  ^,^ 
Castle  of  ^ntefrac^  by  SirPiers  Exton  and  eight  other  Assas- 
sinates, his  Body  was  imbalm'd  and  seer'd,  and  coyered  with 
Lead,  saving  the  Face,  to  the  Intent  that  all  that  desired  it 
might  see  him,  that  they  might  be  assured  that  he  was  dead ; 
and  as  the  Corps  was  thence  convey'd  to  ILonttoilt  a  Dirge 
was  sang  in  the  Evening,  and  Mass  of  Requiem  in  the  Morn- 
ing, in  fdl  the  Towns  and  Places  where  the  Corps  did  stay 
all  Night,  and  as  well  after  the  one  Service  as  the  other, 
his  Face  was  shew'd  to  all  that  coveted  to  see  it ;  from  the 
Tower  it  was  conveyed  thro'  the  City  to  the  Cathedral 
Church  of  St.'  Paul,  with  the  Face  open,  where  it  lay  three 
Days  together  that  all  Men  might  benold  it,  and  there  was 
a  solemn  Obsequie  performed  for  him,  first  at  Paub,  and  af- 
terwards at  Swstmfnstny  where  the  King  and  the  Citizens 
of  'SrOldVon  were  present :  From  thence  the  Corps  was  con- 
veyed hither,  and  buried  here  in  the  Church  of  the  Fryars 
Preachers,  where  the  Bishop  of  (Sj^CStCT  and  the  Abbots  of 
Sbt  Albans  and  SRaltjftam  celebrated  the  Exequies  for  the 
Funeral ;  but  none  of  the  Nobles  nor  other  Persons  of  Qua- 
lity were  present  there.

In  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  I  suppose  this 
Manner  was  that  Part  of  this  Vili  which  that  King  gave  to 
Earl  Moreton,  and  afterwards  retum'd  it  to  the  Crown 
again;  from  whence  it  might  come  to 

John  de  Arcy,  who  held  it  in  the  time  of  Edw.  III.  when 
It  was  known  by  the  Name  of  the  Manner  of  OabStbfOOft. 

This  John  de  Arcy  descended  from  that  Nomuin  de  Ar- 
cy, a  great  Baron,  to  whom  King  William  the  Conqueror 
gave  no  less  than  thirty  three  Lordships  in  Kltcolnsjbitrfor 
his  Services.  He  was  summon'd  among  the  Barons  of  this 
Re^lm  from  the  22nd  until  the  28th  of  Edw.  III.  He 
married  Elizabeth  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Nicholas 
Menil,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  John  and  Philip,  and  died  cba«3i.£d 
at  ^Cton^  upon  Saturday  next  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Chad,  Ar  m.  37x 
Anno  80  Edw.  III.  seiz'd  of  this  Manner 

John  was  his  Heir,  about  five  Years  old  at  the  Death  of 
his  Father,  but  died  in  his  Minority  on  the  26th  of  August, 
Anno  36  Edw.  III.  without  Issue  ,  whereupon  it  came  to 

Philip,  who  was  his  Brother  and  Heir,  then  eleven  Years 
of  Age,  who  proving  his  Am  An.  47  Edw.  III.  did  his 
Homage  and  had  Livery  of  his  Lands.  He  was  an  active 
Man  in  the  Wars  of  :fftB,nttf  where  he  commanded  divers 
Men  at  Arms  and  Archers,  for  the  Recovery  of  the  King^s 
Rights  there,  and  was  constituted  Admiral  of  all  the  King's 
Fleet  from  the  ^anUS  Northward,  9  R.  II.  took  mapy  ckmoitii. 
Prizes  there,  which  he  brought  into  the  Port  of  JbsnllrtDlCJ^t 
and  in  Lieu  of  his  great  services  the  King  commanded 
that  they  should  be  redelivered  to  him  for  his  own  Use ; 
but  I  read  no  more  of  this  Manner  till  the  Reign  of  H. 
VII.  when  it  came  to  the  Possession  of

This  Vill  is  scituated  upon  an  Hul,  from  whence  it  might 
derive  its  Name,  whereof  the  top  is  a  level  Piece  of  Ground 
fiontaining  three  Miles  over  every  Way.  famous  for  broad 
Greens  and  pleasant  High-ways,  Apples  and  Black  Cher- 
ries which  grow  in  every  Hedge,  and  proves  a  very  whol- 
some  Aif . 

XHE  Chsrch  it  erected  in  the  Middle  of  the  ViU  in  tke  Desnery  of 
VcrftlsaHMt,  io  tlie  Diocena  of  UlcSlK.  eover'd  with  Lead,  and  haf  a 
•qnnre  Tower  at  the  Weft  End  thereor,  wherein  are  foor  Bells  and  a 
abort  Spire  npon  it,  they  have  Chnrchwardent  and  all  other  Parochial 
OfBcera  of  their  own.

J.  HIS  Vill,  I  suppose,  was  waste  Ground  in  the  time  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  that  belonged  to  the  Mannor  of 

f\mtl  l^miStellf,  and  was  afterwards  granted  to  TTkomaa 
Zatiiubn,  and  when  he  had  improved  it,  it  was  called  after 
his  Name,  and  became  a  Vill  like  Sobintinniy  but  still  re* 
asain'd  a  Parcel  of  the  same  Mannor,  for  he  held  it  of  that 
Mannor  by  Homage  and  other  Services,  and  erected  a 
small  Church  in  the  Vale  near  the  River,  for  the  Ease  of 
himself  and  the  Conveniency  of  his  Tenants,  with  a  small 
Erection  of  Timber  and  Boards  made  at  the  West  End  there- 
of, wherein  are  three  very  small  Bells ;  Here  are  Church 
Wardens,  and  all  other  parochial  Officers,  and  it  seems  the 
Vicar  of  f^emstefer,  finds  a  Curate  at  i9ob(ttriHm  and  this 
Vill,  who  cnristens,  buries,  and  performs  tul  other  Ec- 
clesiastical Rights  and  Duties,  as  appears  by  this  ensuing 
Record.

lestation so  long  as  they  behaved  themselves  well,  and  'tia 
Pitty  they  have  no  better  Stipend  for  their  Encouragement. 
But  in  those  Days  20s.  did  answer  the  Value  of  fifty

I  shall  treat  of  Earl  Mareion  in  the  Parish  of  firCtBt  iScA- 
j^amStAy  to  which  I  refer  the  Reader,  for  that  this  Mannor 
passed  in  the  same  Manner  with  that  to  the  Crown,  where 
it  continued  till  King  H.  III.  gave  it  to  Richard  Earl  of 
(Sotnioal^  who  was  his  youngest  Son,  and  afterwards  King 
of  the  Romans,  from  whom  it  descended  to 

Edmond  Earl  of  CotniDBl  who  was  his  Son,  and  Heir  to 
his  Honours  and  large  Possessions,  and  by  his  Charter  dated 
at  'Xangety  the  17th  Day  of  AprU,  Atmo  14  Edw.  I.  gave 
to  God  and  the  blessed  Mary,  and  the  Parson  and  Frater- 
nity of  Bonhomes,  founded  there  in  Honour  of  the  precious 
Blood  of  Christ,  and  for  the  Sustentation  of  twenty  Breth> 
ren,  whereof  thirteen  shall  be  Priests,  his  Mannor  otfSlf^* 
xUiQt  with  SptotonCy  and  all  other  the  Appurtenances,  which 
he  nad  of  tne  Gift  and  Grant  of  one  Ulion  Chendit^  and  the 
Close  of  the  Park  of  the  Mannor  of  ^sj^ribge,  within  the 
Parish  Churches  of  the  blessed  St.  Peter  of  i0nll|toinstril 
and  ^tStinUf  and  also  this  Mannor  of  little  6fll&(^n  with 
all  the  Appurtenances,  as  well  to  the  Lands  and  Tenements 
which  the  Lord  Jeoffrey  Lucy  held  there,  as  the  Lands  and 
Tenements  which  he  had  of  the  Gift  and  Grant  of  Thomas 
Viatestone,  belonging  to  the  Mannor,  and  also  his  Mannor 
of  fj^raulj^entstttt  with  all  the  Appurtenances,  except  the 
Advowson  of  the  Church  and  his  W  arren,  with  the  Returns 
of  the  King's  Writs,  Pleas  of  Withernam,  Pleas  of  the 
Crown,  the  Goods  of  Felons  and  Fugitives,  the  View  of 
Franc-pledge,  and  all  that  doth  belong  to  the  said  View, 
the  Assize  of  Bread  and  Ale,  and  with  Hue  and  Cry  to  be 
made,  and  Pleas  of  Bloodshed,  and  all  the  Homage  and  Ser* 
vice  of  the  Lord  Jeoffry  Lucy,  for  all  the  Lands  and  Tene- 
ments which  he  held  in  the  Vill  of  CEfa&nAtn,  and  the  Hom- 
age and  Service  of  the  Heirs  of  llamas  Flaunden,  for  all 
the  Lands  and  Tenements  which  he  held  in  f^^emeljbnnstctl, 
with  the  Homage  and  Service  of  Luce  Lovei,  for  all  the 
Lands  and  Tenements  which  he  held  of  him  in  this  Vill,  and 
all  the  Rights,  Liberties,  and  free  Customs,  and  the  Hom- 
ages, Fofuties,  Wards,  Reliefs,  Hereditaments,    Foreign 
Suits,  Escheates,   Rents,  Services,  Suits  of  Courts,  the 
Fines  imposed  upon  any  of  their  Servants  that  shall  trespass 
in  his  Warren  in  f^emelj^tmsteby  and  also  Common  of  Pas- 
ture in  his  Wood  of  ^adljftamstell,  called  the  §ji%  for  all 
their  Cattle,  and  shall  feed  all  their  Hogs  in  his  Wood  in 
the  time  of  Pannage,  and  Houseboot  and  Havboot,  shall  be 
free  from  Toll  in  the  Burrough  of  itSerfcj^mstebt  and  all  Ex- 
actions and  Payment  of  Tolls,  making  of  Bridges,  Stallages, 
Passages,  and  Customs,  as  his  Men  of  29m|)ainst^  and 
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SRalltngftntt every  where  shall  be;  and  that  all  the  Lands,  Htmd.  ^ 
Tenements,  and  Kents  of  the  said  Brethren,  shall  remain  P^^^!^ 
in  their  Hands  daring  the  Vacation  of  any  Rector  there, 
and  when  they  shall  elect  any  Rector,  the  Bishop  of  the 
same  Place  shall  confirm  him,  tho'  he  was  not  presented  by 
the  Patron ;  and  they  shall  have  all  Retorn  of  Writs,  and  all 
Pleas  and  Sammons  of  the  Manner  of  fSl%txfb%tf  ^tStone, 
l^nntllimstelri  and  CSalftfSben,  and  of  the  Men  belonging 
to  the  said  Manners,  and  shall'  hold  the  same  as  his  iree, 
pure,  and  perpetual  Arms. 

This  iEarl  Edmond  brought  these  Banhomes  into  (Sng- 
iBXilip  who  professed  the  Rule  of  St.  Augustine,  and  were, 
according  to  the  Manner  of  the  Eremitans,  clad  in  sky  co- 
loured Garments,  and  they  consisted  of  twenty  Clerks, 
whereof  thirteen  were  Presbiters,  and  King  Edw.  I.  by  his 
Charter  dated  22nd  of  March,  Anno  5  Regnisui,  confirmed 
all  these  Priviledges  to  the  Rector  and  Brethren  of  the 
Church  of  Ssj^tOlgt. 

This  Monastery  was  a  Place  of  Receipt  in  the  time  of  interPbeite 
Kinjf  Edw.  I.  for  that  King  held  a  Parliamejit  here  A.  D.  Jh^^* 
1291,  and  Regni  stti  19,  where  there  was  a  great  Debate  in   !?^^* 
the  Case  of  mcargery,  late  the  Wife  of  Thomas  Weyland,   cokit,  Att.% 
about  the  original  institution  of  Fines,  and  the  necessary  ^  ^"' 
Use  of  them,  upon  which  it  was  recorded  in  a  Roll  of  that 
Parliament.     Nee  in  Regno  isto  provideatur  vel  sic  aliqua 
Securitas  major  vel  solemnior,  per  quam  aliquis  statum 
certiorum  habere  possit,  vel  ad  statum  suum  verificandum 
€diquod  sokmnius  testimonium  producers,  quam  Jinem  in 
Curia  Domini  Regis  levatum,  qui  quidemjieris  sic  vocatur 
eo  quod  finis  bi  consummatio,  omnium  placitorum  esse  debet. 
And  tho'  Mr.  Pulton  takes  no.  Notice  of  this  Parliament 
because  it  was  of  short  Continuance,  and  no  Act  pass'd  at 
that  Sessions,  yet  several  Judgments  were  given  there,  as 
appears  by  the  Record  which  made  it  a  Parhament. 

These  Bonhomes  held  this  Monastery  until  26  H.  VITI. 
whei)  they  made  their  Recognition  of  the  King's  Suprema- 
cy in  this  following  Form.

Lord  )^attofDbnt|  who  vouched  over 
the  common  Vouchee. 

Sir  Robert  Dormer  was  possest  of  this  Mannor,  and  by 
Indenture  dated  the  5th  of  November,  An.

ral  on  the  2nd  of /iiim,  in  the  Year  1582, 34  Regni$ui;  was 
made  Master  of  the  Rolls,  10th  AprU,  1S94  An.ftBEKz.  and 
advanced  to  be  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  A.  C.  1596, 
d8th  of  her  Reign,  which  eminent  Office  he  held  during  the 
Remainder  of  her  happy  Life ;  he  was  raised  to  the  I>^;;ree 
of  a  Baron  of  this  Realm,  21st  July,  1603, 1  Joe.  I.  by  the 
Title  of  Lord  (filksmm^  preferred  to  be  Lord  High  Chan- 
cellor of  SndaidK  apon  the  24th  Day  of  the  same  Month, 
and  advanced  to  the  Honour  of  ViscouDt  iSfadUtp  in  ^^tOT* 
tf^amptonslbi^^  ^^  ^®  ^^  ^^7  ^^  Novemb.  1616,  in  the  4di 
Year  of  the  same  King's  R^ign;  during  which  time  he 
married  Elizabeth  Daughter  of  Thomas  Ranenecroft  of 
iSretUm  in  the  County  of  ^Uttti  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  Issue 
Thomas,  John,  and  Mary,  married  to  Sir  Francis  Leiah  of 
Vefonj^am  3Kea&(  in  Cam.  JSBUatoiAf  Knight  of  the  Bath, 
and  after  her  Decease  he  espoused  EKzabeih  Daughter  of 
Sir  George  Moore,  Widow  of  Sir  John  WooOey,  Kt.  Chan*- 
cellor  of  the  Garter,  and  after  her  Death  Alice  Daughter 
to  Sir  John  Spencer  of  Altj^Oip  in  the  County  of  l^Ottiiaap* 
Am,  Kt.  Widow  of  Ferdinando  Earl  of  9fril{)»  but  he  had 
not  any  Issue  by  either  of  these  Ladies:  He  died  on  the 
27th  of  May,  Anno  1617,  15  Jac.  I.  being  at  that  time 
seventy  seven  Years  of  Age,  and  his  Corps  was  sent  to 
SobbStOtl  in  (E^tfiftixty  and  privately  interr'd  there. 

He  was  a  Person  of  quick  Apprehension,  profound 
Judgment,  and  of  a  most  venerable  Gravity,  having  (as 
my  Author  says)  been  seldom  seen  to  smile:  But  to  pro- 
ceed to  I7u>mas  his  eldest  Son;  he  married  EHzabeth 
Daughter  of  Thomas  VenabUs  of  IKitdierton  in  the  County 
of  ®Bn(ttt)  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  Issue  only  three  Daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth  married  to  John  Dutton,  Son  and  Heir  ap- 
parent to  Thomas  Button  of  9tttttmin  die  County  of  (SfM* 
tttf  Esq.  Vere  married  to  William  Booth,  Son  and  Heir 
apparent  to  Sir  George  Booth  of  Sunj^snt  in  the  County 
of  Cfiestety  Bar.  and  Mary  married  to  Thowuis  Leigh, 
eldest  Son  of  Sir  John  Leigh,  Kt.  at  that  time  Son  and 
Heir  apparent  to  Sir  Thomas  Leigh  of  Sbtoiulg  in  the 
County  of  SSatfDkfct  Kt.  and  Bar.  But  this  Sir  Thomas 
Egerton,  traveling  into  Itelattb,  Anno  1509,  41  Eliz.  died 
there  in  the  life-time  of  Thomas  Viscount  33auUfB  his 
Father,  who  survived  him,  and  lived  until  the  15th  of 
March,  Anno  1617,  15 /ac.  I.  when  he  was  seventyYears 
of  Age,  and  then  died,  and  was  privately  buried  at  lMltal« 
ton  in  ODdlsl^icf .

and  Charhs,  both  whom  died  young,  John  and  Thonias, 
who  survived  him,  and  eleven  Daughters,  Frances  mar- 
ried to  Sir  John  Hobart  of  iSIid^Img  in  the  County  of 
^^Orfol&i  Kt.  and  Bar.  Son  and  Heir  to  Sir  Henry  Hobart 
Kt.  and  Bar.  late  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas;  ilrot^/fo  married  to  Oliver  Lord  St.  John,  Son 
and  Heir  apparent  to  Oliver  Earl  of  SSuIfngbtOOb ;  Eliza- 
beth to  David  Cecilf  Son  of  Sir  Richard  Cecil,  Kt.  second 
Brother  to  William  Earl  of  £xtttr,  and  afterwards  Earl  of 
£xittr;  Cecilie  who  died  unmarried;  Jfary  wedded  to  Ri- 
chard Herbert,  Son  and  Heir  to  Edward  hord  Herbert  o( 
(S'ftilbVLTS ;  Penelope  to  Sir  Robert  Napier  of  ItttOtl  |^00 
in  the  County  of  ^eWotb^  Kt.  and  Bart.  Alice  who  died 
young;  Katharine  to  William  Curtein,  Son  and  Heir  ap- 
parent to  Sir  William  Curtein,  Kt.  a  great  Merchant  in 
'Xm&on ;  Magdalen  to  Sir  Gervase  Cutler  of  Sbtafnllttrgj^ 
in  the  Countv  of  ^OT&f  Kt.  Anne  who  died  young;  and 
Alice  to  Richard  Lord  Vauahan,  Earl  of  (ZCat&errg  in  Ire- 
lanb:  and  he  died  the  4th  of  Decemb.  An.  1649, 1  Car.  II. 
and  was  buried  in  this  Parish  Church. 

John  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  inherited  his  Honours  and 
Estate,  and  married  Elizabeth  Daughter  to  William  Duke 
of  ^tttotBBtUf  by  whom  he  had  Issue  five  Sons,  John  Lord 
SSradtleg  and  Sir  William  Eyerton,  both  made  Knights  of 
the  Baw  at  the  Coronation  of  King  Charles  II.  whereof 
Sir  William  married  Honora,  Sister  to  Thomas  hord  Leiyh 
of  Sbtoiulfgt  by  whom  he  had  John  and  Honora,  and  died 
at  Christmas,  1691,  and  was  buried  at  f^emtlj^empsteb; 
Thomas  espoused  Esther  Daughter  of  Sir  John  Busby  of 
Slrrington  in  the  County  of  SScwto^  Kt.  by  Ivhom  he  had  Is- 
sue John,  Thomas,  William,  and  Elizabeth ;  Charles  took 
for  his  Wife  Elizabeth  the  Relict  of  Randolfe  Egerton  of 
38etlt9  in  the  County  of  SbtaffmA,  Esq.  and  Daughter  of 
Henry  Murry,  Esq.  one  of  the  Grooms  of  the  Bedchamber 
to  King  Charles  h  and  Jane  his  Wife,  since  Viscountess 
Banning  and  Stewart ;  and  Elizabeth  married  Robert  Sid- 
ney, Viscount  UisAtf  eldest  Son  to  Robert  now  Earl  of  Hd- 
OSter ;  this  John  Earl  of  iSr&VgtiDatet  was  sworn  of  the  Privy 
Council,  13th  of  Fdfruary,  1666,  constituted  Lord  Lieuten- 
ant and  Custos  Rotulorum  of  the  County  of  SSocftlngliatRt 
and  afterwards  the  same  Offices  were  confirmed  on  him  in 
this  County  of  fBtrtfortft  in  the  Reign  of  King  Charles  II. 
and  King  JamesJI.  He  was  a  Person  of  middling  Stature, 
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Htmd.rf  somewhat  corpulent,  had  black  Hair,  a  roundVuage  adom'd 
^^'"''^^***  with  a  modest  and  grave  Aspect^  a  sweet  and  pleasant  Conn- 
tenance.  a  comely  Presence,  and  allowed  free  Access  to  alt 
Persons  who  had  any  Concerns  with  him;  he  was  a  learned 
Man,  delighted  much  in  his  library,  and  was  endewed  with 
all  the  rare  Accomplishments  of  Virtue  and  Goodness;  Tery 
temperate  in  eating  or  drinking,  complaisant  in  Company, 
spoke  sparingly  but  always  very  pertinently ;  he  was  very 
pious  to  his  God,  most  devout  in  his  Acts  of  Religion,  and 
firm  to  the  Church  of  Sngfaiib  ;  he  was  very  loyal  to  his ' 
Prince,  waiy  in  Council,  most  aflTectionate  to  his  Lady,  very 
tender  to  his  Children,  remarkable  for  Hospitality  to  his 
Neighbours,  his  Charity  to  the  Poor,  his  liberality  to  Stran- 
gers, true  to  his  Word,  faithful  to  his  Friend,  strict  in  his 
Justice,  and  punctual  in  all  his  Actions ;  which  noble,  good, 
and  vertuous  Lord  died  on  the  26th  Day  of  October^  Anno 
Dom.  1686,  .^at.  sua  64,  to  the  great  Grief  of  the  Au- 
thor and  all  good  Men  that  knew  him,  and  was  interred  in 
this  Parish  Church  of  <gra&efAen  in  this  County. 

John  Lord  idtaAbg  succeeded  this  good  Earl  in  his  Hon- 
ours and  Estate,  having  first  married  Elizabeth  eldest  Daugh- 
ter and  Coheir  to  Jamta  Earl  of  iSlitMtSfX,  by  whom  he  had 
Issue  John  who  died  in  his  Infancy:  after  her  Decease  he 
wedded /afM  eldest  Daughter  to  Charles  now  Duke  of  iSoI- 
totli  by  whom  he  had  Charles  Viscount  SStadUftSf  and  Tlo- 
mas,  both  whom  were  unfortunately  bunit  in  their  Beds  at 
Bridgewater-hotise  in  90atUcan;    Scrape  now  Viscount 

IUxbSAxq^  William,  Henry,  and  John,  and Mary  and 

Elizabeth;  he  is  one  of  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council,  the 
first  Commissioner  of  Trade,  and  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the 
County  of  )9udtfn^am:  He  bears  Argent,  a  Lion  rampant 
Oules,  between  three  Pheons  sable,  with  a  Bordure  in- 
grailed  cf  the  last,  which  Bordure  has  of  late  been  disused. 
The  Saxons  termed  these  Earls  ErUgs  or  Ethlings ;  the 
Germans,  Oraves,  as  Lantgrave,  Palsgrave,  Cheingrave, 
or  the  like ;  and  the  Danes^  Eorles ;  but  the  Normans,  Co- 
mites,  Counts;  and  for  Gravity  in  Council  theywereterm'd 
Comites  Ulustris  a  Comitando  Principem:  His  Head  is 
adom'd  with  a  Cap  of  Honour,  and  a  Coronet  of  Gold, 
which  is  pyramidal  pointed,  and  pearled  between  each  Pyr- 
amid, a  Flower  much  shorter  than  the  Pyramid;  and  his 
Body  is  robed  with  a  Hood,  Surcoat,  and  Mantle  of  State, 
with  three  Gruards  of  Fur  upon  the  Shoulders,  and  begirt 
with  a  Sword. 
»ciaro  WW.        This  Crownet  or  Circulus  aureus  (as  it  is  termed  in  the 
tfHM.  pt  2,    Charters  of  Creation)  is  very  ancient ;  for  John  of  CBItflBIII, 
..p.5,p.67o.  B^^^^^^  ^Q  g^j^g  jy^  III  ^^Y  of  aromtoal  lies  buried  in 

St.  Edmonds  Chappel  at  SR(StmfnSter,  with  a  Crownet  on 
his  Head,  the  Form  whereof  is  Fleury,  as  a  Duke's  Crownet 
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is  at  this  Day;  but  he  died  almost  two  Years  before  any  ^*"^*'-^ 
Duke  was  made  in  (SlIQlanlir,  from  whence  some  conceive  ^^^!^^!!^ 
the  Crownets  of  some  Earls  were  of  the  like  Mode  to  those 
of  the  Dukes  before  the  Creation  of  Dukes;  so  Aymer  de 
Valence  Earl  of  ^mbroofc,  who  died  An.  16  Edw.  II.  had 
a  golden  Crownet ;  and  Richard  Eaxl  of  ^mn&fl  had  three 
Crownets  of  several  Sorts  and  Worth,  which  he  disposed  of 
by  his  Will  dated  at  ^ntldiel  Castle  the  5th  of  December, 
1375»  49  Edw.  III.  wherein  he  gave  the  best  Crownet  to 
the  Lord  Richard  his  Son  and  Heir,  afteiMrards  Earl  of 
ftntn&ely  to  remain  to  him  and  the  Heirs  of  his  Dignitv; 
the  second  Crownet  to  the  Lady  Joan  his  Daughter,  and  the 
Heirs  of  her  Body ;  and  the  third  to  the  Lady  Alice  and  the 
Heirs  of  her  Body. 

An  Earl  hath  the  Title  of  Prince,  and  is  stiled  the  most 
Noble  and  Puissant  Lord,  but  having  treated  of  the  Antiqui- 
ty of  this  Honour  in  fol.  37,  vol.1 , 1  refer  the  Reader  thither. 

X  HIS  Rectory  is  in  tlie  Deanery  of  VcrktonisM  in  the  Diocess  of  MXus 
roln,  and  was  rated  in  the  Kingps  Books  Anno  36  Binry  VIII.-  at  the 
yearly  Valti«  of  111.  12s.  9d.  and  these  Earls  have  been  snccessively 
Patrons  hereof. 

RECTOR,  Georgg  Bwrghope 

The  Chnrch  hath  a  square  Tower  at  the  West  End  thereof,  wherein  are 
foor  small  Bells,  with  a  short  Spire  upon  it;  and  both  the  Church  and 
Chancel  have  fair  Ceilings,  are  kept  very  neat,  and  are  adom'd  with 
several  curious  and  fair  Monuments,  which  gives  me  Occasion  to  take 
notice  of  the  original  Cause  of  erecting  Monuments  in  Churches. 

These  Monuments  were  denominated  a  Muriendo,  because  ^^^  ^c^ 
they  were  at  the  first  erected  to  defend  the  Bodies  of  the  '^^  p  ^• 
dead  from  the  savage  Brutishness  of  wild  Beasts,  which 
otherwise  might  have  destroyed  the  Bodies  in  their  Graves, 
for  in  those  Days  all  were  buried  in  the  Fields  near  some 
Way,  or  at  the  Feet  or  Top  of  Mountains,  as  now  in  ®at- 
fttp,  and  the  Eastern  Parts  of  the  World ;  about  which  time 
*twas  the  Usage  in  Znglatlb  to  inter  their  Dead  upon  the 
Ridges  of  Hills  or  spacious  Plains,  fortified  or  fenc^  about 
with  pointed  Stones,  Pyramids,  Pillars  or  such  like  Monu- 
ments, as  Sbtonci^enae  on  SbalisburB-pIaln,  those  near^tb- 
forli  in  IBUntt  90Btt(oe  in  (SDambrttrgesj^trey  and  Sbttbenaae  in 

this  County,  to  put  Passengers  in  Mind  of  their  Mortality; 
and  thouirh  the  jSritish  Cities  had  Churches  from  the  Be- 
ginninff  of  Christianity,  yet  the  Christians  always  buried  S^^p.  ,^ 
their  Dead  without  the  W  alls  of  Towns  and  Cities,  until 
the  time  of  Gregory  the  Great,  who  was  Bishop  of  iCUmUi 
Anno  SOO,  when  the  Monks,  Fryars,  and  Priests  beg^n  to 
offer  Sacrifices  for  the  Souls  departed ;  at  length  they  ob- 
tained Qhurch-vards  for  Places  to  bury  their  Dead  for  the 
Advantage  of  their  Profit;  and  in  Process  of  time  License 
to  bury  in  Churches,  that  so  often  as  their  Relations  came 
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^aHLy    ^  those  holy  Places  and  beheld  their  Sepaltaie,  they  mig^ht 
^Ji*"J|"j    remember  and  earnestly  pray  to  the  Lord  for  them ;  for  which 
wcav.  p  8.      Reason  Consiantine  was  buried  in  the  Porch  of  the  Apostles 
in  (STonStantinopIey  Honarus  in  the  Porch  of  St.  Peter  at 
KUnilCi  and  the  Empress  in  the  Chorch:  and  in  lEnrianil, 
Augustine  the  Monk,  Bishop  of  (SantttbltrPi  was  bnned  in 
the  Porch  of  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paml  near 
(SDanttrtnttB,  a  religions  House  of  his  own  Foundation  with- 
out the  City«  and  the  six  next  succeeding  Bishops  of  the 
same  ProYince  were  interred  near  him.

*'rhmrh^**^    not  buried  in  Cities,  for  in  those  Days  they  followed  the  £x- 
(.>i.  34>.  ample  of  our  Saviour,  who  was  buried  without  the  Gate,  and 

this  Archbishop  was  the  first  that  was  interred  in  Christ's 
Church.  Shortly  after  Gravestones  were  made,  and  Tombs 
erected  with  Inscriptions  ingraved  upon  them,  declaring 
briefly,  with  a  Kind  of  Commiseration,  the  Name,  Age, 
Merit,  Dignity,  State,  Praise,  Fortune,  Hme,  and  Manner 
of  the  Death  of  the  Party  interred ;  which  was  called  an 
Epitaph,  and  have  always  been  accounted  the  greatest  Mark 
of  Respect,  because  they  express  a  anreat  Love  to  the  de- 
rm...! nrm.  ceased  Person,  and  preserves  his  Memory  to  Posterity, 
P  3UH  which  was  a  Comfort  to  his  Friends  and  Relations,  and  put 

them  in  Mind  of  his  Mortality. 

The  Invention  of  these  Epitaphs  proceeded  fn»n  the  Pk^e- 
sage  or  Sense  of  Immortality  implanted  naturally  in  all  Men, 
and  is  attributed  to  the  SchoUars  of  Linus,  the  Thdnm  Poet, 
(who  flourished  about  the  Year  of  the  World  2700,)  for  they 
first  bewailing  this  Linus  their  Master  in  doleful  Verses 
when  he  was  slain,  those  Verses  were  called  from  him  .i£K- 
itum,  afterwards  Epitaphia,  because  they  were  first  sun^at 
Burials,  and  after  engraved  upon  the  Sepulchers;  wmck 
may  be  called  Monuments,  a  Memoria,  for  that  they  are 
Memorials  to  put  Men  in  Mind  of  their  frail  Condition,  and 
their  deceased  Friends;  or  a  Manendo,  to  warn  Men  of  their 
Mortality,  and  to  excite  their  inward  Thoughts  by  the  Sight 
of  Death  to  a  better  life;  and  these  Monuments  were  ac- 
counted so  sacred,  that  such  as  violated  them  were  hereto- 
fore punished  with  Death,  Banishment,  Condemnation  to 
the  Mines,  or  Loss  of  Members,  according  to  the  Circum- 
stance of  Fact  and  Person.

vtx,  Jamei  Viscount  Vcacftl^  his  eldest,  and  CharUi  Viscount  BrscU^ 
his  second  Son,  who  both  died  m  their  Infimcy,  and  Mr.  Tkamoi  Eger- 
torn  his  fourth  Son,  who  lies  here  interred,  dyinc  unmarried  in  Uie 
three  and  twentieth  year  of  his  ace,  and  three  of  his  Daughters,  vtz. 
the  Lady  Cectlta  Egetiony  Mrs.  AUee  Egerianf  and  the  Lady  Anne 
Egifion;  his  third  and  only  sunriving  Son  and  Heir  John  Viscount 
ItatUcv  he  saw  happily  married  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lady 
EUiobeik  Cwendiihf  the  second  Daughter  to  the  Right  Honourable 
WUHam  Maroness  of  KdMOitll.  &c.  Seven  of  bis  Daughters  he  likewise 
saw  well  and  honourably  married,  viz,  the  Lady  Frances^  the  Lady 
ArabOlot  the  Lady  EUxabeihy  the  Lady  Jtfary,  the  Lady  Penelope^  the 
Lady  Kaiharinet  and  the  Lady  Magdalen ;  and  left  only  his  eleventh 
Daughter  the  Lady  AUee  Egertan  unmarried. 

He  was  endewed  with  incomparable  Parts,  both  Natural  and  Acquired, 
so  that  both  Art  and  Nature  did  seem  to  strive  which  should  contribute 
the  most  towards  the  making  him  a  most  accomplish'd  Gentleman,  he 
had  an  active  Body  and  a  vigorous  Soul,  his  Deportment  was  craceful, 
his  Discourse  excellent,  whether  estemporarv  or  premeditated,  serious 
or  jocular,  so  that  he  seldom  spake  but  he  did  either  instruct  or  de- 
light those  that  heard  him;  he  was  a  profound  Scholar,  an  able  States- 
man and  a  good  Christian;  he  was  the  dutiful  Son  to  his  Mother  the 
Church  of  SagUnH  ui  her  Persecution,  as  well  as  in  her  great  Splendor, 
a  loyal  Subject  to  his  Sovereign  in  those  worst  of  times,  when  It  was 
accounted  Treason  not  to  be  a  Traytor. 

As  he  lived  70  years  a  pattern  of  Vertue,  so  he  died  an  example  of

In  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  Edward  de  Sares- 
burjff  Sheriff  of  the  County,  held  this  Viil,  above  a  Mile 
distant  from  Kttle  CEfabesAien  towards  the  East,  for  it  was 
then  recorded  in  Dowiesdei  Book,  That

Edward  de  Sareeburie  held  WMISfM  in  Bonaif  Uandred,  it  wu  rated 
for  iiix  Hides  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  and  now  for 
foor  Hides,  bat  one  of  these  is  rated  in  fTrettiltf  Hundred  and  is  here  ap- 
praised. The  arable  is  twelve  Caracates,  in  Deamesne  two  Hides,  and 
there  are  foor  Carncates,  and  fifteen  Villains  with  a  Presbiter  or  Priest, 
having  six  Canicates,  and  now  two  others  may  be  made,  there  are  two 
Bordars,  and  one  Cottager,  and  eight  Servants  and  one  Mill,  of  ^^9 
Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year,  Meadow  one  Carncate  and  an  half.  Common 
of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill,  Wood  to  feed  five  hundred  Hoss  in 
Pannage  time ;  in  the  whole  Value  it  is  worth  two  and  twenty  Pounds  bv 
the  Year,  when  he  received  it  twenty  Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  JStf- 
ward  (the  Confessor)  ^ire  and  twenty  Pounds;  Wulwen  held  this  Mannor 
of  the  Abbot  of  J^t.  flIhHIW  on  tlie  day  wherein  King  Edward  was  alive 
and^  dead,  he  could  not  take  it  away  from  the  Church,  but  after  his 
Death  he  ought  to  return  it  to  the  Church  as  the  Hundred  can  witness. 

This  Edward  de  Saresbury  was  the  younger  Son  of 
Walter  de  Ewrus,  Earl  of  iKosmat,  one  of  the  puissant 
Normans,  who  accompanied  Duke  William  in  that  Expe- 
dition for  the  Conquest  of  this  Realm,  to  whom  he  gave  the 
Lordships  of  Sbattsburfe  and  ^mbtUSberie,  in  Consideration 
of  his  Valour  and  good  Service  in  that  signal  Battle,  where 
the  Duke  obtained  the  Victory  ;  after  which  this  Edward 
was  bom  in  lEnglanb^  sirnamed  Sareeburie  from  the  Lord- 
ship S^TCSbtttg  where  he  then  dwelt,  and  was  the  Progeni- 
tor of  the  ancient  Lords  of  ^ttsbttrg;  and  for  the  emi- 
nent Merits  of  his  Father,  William  the  Conqueror,  bestow- 
ed on  him  two  Lordships  in  IDoTSttsbttty  three  in  SbOttUr- 
Wt^fxt^  three  and  thirty  in  Widtsiiixtf  two  in  ^ant»iittp 

one  in  ^uitji,  one  in  ifnfiAiIedn,  two  in  29iu6fngpam0b(te) 

and  two  in  this  County,  all  which  he  possest  at  the  time 
when  that  memorable  Survey  was  made.  He  was  a  Stan- 
dard Bearer  to  King  H.  I.  Anno  20  of  his  Reign,  in  that 
famous  Battle  at  39Ttnebfle  in  Kotman&Dt  where  he  behaved 
himself  with  singular  Courage  and  Military  Skill  in  the 
Presence  of  the  King,  who  was  victorious ;  he  left  Issue 
Walter  and  Maud  married  by  the  Appointment  of  William 
Rufus  to  Humphry  de  Bohun. 

Walter  wedded  Sibilla  de  Caworth,  by  whom  he  had 
Issue  Patrick,  and  surviving  his  Wife,  took  the  Habit  of  a 
Cannon  in  the  Priory  of  ^tabmstofce  in  the  County  of 
SSfltSt  which  was  of  liis  own  Foundation.  He  died  there, 
and  was  buried  with  hei  in  one  Grave  near  the  Quire. 

Patric  was  his  Heir,  and  Steward  of  the  Household  to 
Queen  Maud,  who  advanced  him  to  the  Title  and  Dignity 
of  Earl  of  SbalisbtttB :  He  married  Maud,  and  after  her 
Decease  Ela  one  of  which  Wives  was  Daughter  of  the  Earl 
of  3Bontb(tU  by  whom  he  had  Issue  William;  but  in  his  At- 
tenoance  upon  Queen  Eleanor  Wife  to  Queen  H.  II.  he 
was  slain  by  Guy  de  Lezinian  upon  his  Return  from  a  Pil- 
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mmage,  which  he  made  to  Si.  James  in  <SfllltiB|  and  was 
boriedatSbtl^abtier. 

WUliam  sacoeeded  him  in  the  Earldom  of  §bftttAQIS»  and 
at  the  Coronation  of  King  R.  I.  bore  the  Grolden  Sceptre 
with  the  Dove  on  the  Head  of  it ;  he  married  Eleanor  de 
Vitrei,  and  died  Anno  1196,  8  R.  I.  leaving  Issue. 

Ela,  who  was  his  sole  Daughter  and  Heir,  firom  whom  I 
guess  this  Manner  might  come  to  Roaer  Zauch,  who  was  a 
Branch  of  the  Earls  of  SStttang,  for  he  held  it  in  the  time 
of  King  John,  who  gratifi'd  him  with  the  €hrant  of  several 
Manners  for  his  Loyalty,  and  upon  his  Death  it  descended 
to 

Alan,  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  married  Ekne  one 
of  the  Daughters  and  Heirs  of  Roger  de  Quincy^  Earl  of 
SSin^tSter  :  Some  say  that  John  Earl  Warren  killed  this 
Alan  upon  a  Quarrel  at  Westminster  Hall,  touching  some 
Title  of  Land,  but  he  was  only  wounded,  for  it  appears  by 
the  Inquisition  taken  after  his  Death,  that  he  died  in  the 
54th  Year  of  H.  III.  which  was  about  two  Years  after, 
leaving  Issue

Northwards,  was  taken  at  IflarouaDbrttge  in  the  County  of 
Yotfti  and  when  this  Robert  had  Notice  thereof,  he  render- 
ed himself  to  the  King  at  Serbp^  and  was  sent  Prisoner  to 
Sober  <&9!iAtf  which  unfaithful  Act  to  his  Lord  (who  had 
raised  him  from  nothing)  drew  such  a  general  Hatred  upon 
him  from  the  People,  that  they  taking  him  into  a  Wood 
near  l^mb  ^^Orfce  towards  SwiitKOTi  beheaded  him  on  the 
Nones  of  October y  and  Sir  ThomoB  Wyther,  Kt.  and  some  aodo  in^  « 
other  Private  Friends  sent  his  Head  to  Henry  Earl  of  ^ '" 
ILoncaSttr,  then  at  SSaltj^am-iSrosS  in  this  County.     He 
left  Issue  by  this  Maud  four  Sons,  Robert  16  Years  of 
Age  at  his  Fathers  Death,  Thomas  who  became  a  great 
Man,  Alan  who  had  the  Manners  of  SaRmtg  and  SBbffcs* 
iDOttl^  in  the  County  of  Snbgy  and  Otho  who  was  elected 
into  the  Society  of  the  most  noble  Order  of  the  Garter  by 
King  E.  III.  at  the  time  of  its  Foundation,  but  afterwards 
accompaning  his  Brother   Thomas  into  39dtangy  29  Edw.  rol  vnoe. 
III.  was  taken  Prisoner  at  (SftaunsotS  in  Jftwrn^  and  died   ?.^'"' 
in  those  Parts,  83  Edw.  III.  leaving 

Sir  Robert  Holland,  Kt.   his  elder   Brother,  his  next  RotFiuie.  , 
Heir,  who  was  forty  Years  of  Age,  was  engaged  in  seve-  u'ii^^Mt 
ral  Expeditions  into  ^XBXltif  and  having  been  summon'd  to 
Parliament  from  16  Edw.  III.  until  the  46th  of  that  King's 
Reign  dyed  16  March,  47  Edw.  III.  leaving  Issue 

Maud,  his  sole  Daughter  and  Heir,  married  to  Sir  John 
Lovel,  Kt.  seventeen  lears  of  Age,  but  afterwards  all  this 
Manner  of  ®a&^nt  came  to  the  Possession  of 

John  Holland,  Earl  of  fj^antintfoity  who  married  Anne 
the  Widow  of  Edmond  Martin  Earl  of  ^atsj^t  Daughter 
of  Edmond  Earl  of  SbtaCEot)!,  in  the  8th  Year  of  H.Vi.  was  ^**^»"^< 
joyned  in  Commission  with  the  Earl  of  .^ortj^ttnibttlan)!  in   rolsocu 
the  14th  Year  of  the  same  King's  Reign,  for  guarding  the  F^J/4  H'.vr. 
East  and  West  Marshes  towards  ^COtlaiiby  and  also  consti-  p  >• "  ^• 
tuted  Admiral  of  Snglaitlly  SLttfVdtBin^  and  advanced  by  Let- 
ters Patents  dated  6th  of  January,  21  H.YI.  atGStn&SMnry  ^^^^  "^^ 
to  the  Title  of  Duke  of  JStttn,  (which  Dignitv  his  Father 
lost  by  Attainder  1  Hen.  IV.)  with  this  special  Priviledge, 
That  he  and  hb  Heirs  Males  should  have  Place  and  Seat 
in  all  Parliaments  and  Councils  next  to  the  Duke  of  Yotl 
and  his  Heirs  Males,  and  was  constituted  Anno  24  H.  VI.   i^t  ^ui.vi. 

Lord  High  Admiral  of  Sitalanbi  Iftlanlrt  and  Acottftatn 

for  his  Life,  his  Son  Henry  oeing  also  joyned  with  him  in 
the  Grant  for  his  life  :  and  made  in  the  same  Manner,  Con- 
stable of  the  Tower  with  his  Son,  on  the  25th  of  JT.VI. 
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But  in  the  ensuing  Year  he  died,  leaving  Issne  bjr  Atme 
bis  first  Wife,  only  Henry ^  who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  and 
bv  Anne  his  last  Wife,  Anne  a  Daughter,  first  married  to 
John  Lord  Nevil  the  Son  and  Heir  of  Ralph  NevU^  the 
second  Earl  of  SKeStlllOrelaidl  of  that  Family,  by  whom 
having  no  Issue,  she  took  to  Husband  Sir  John  NevU, 
Kt.  Uncle  to  her  former  Husband ;  but 

Henry  was  Heir  to  his  Father,  and  tho'  he  had  not  at 
that  time  accomplisht  his  full  Age,  yet  in  Consideration  of 
his  Father's  Services,  he  obtained  Lively  of  all  his  Castles. 
Manners,  and  Lands  in  ®Rglanb  and  aBUdlSt  in  the  28th 
Year  of  King  H .  VI. 

And  the  same  King  in  Recompence  of  his  Services,  An. 
38th  of  his  Reign,  granted  to  him  the  Office  of  Constable  of 
JFotfteiiEnQBt!  Castle  for  Life,  which  by  Forfeiture  of  Richard 
Duke  of  l^orfc  came  to  the  Crown. 

But  soon  after  the  Lancastrians  being  totallv  routed  at 
t!PciiDton  JF^DV,  he  escaped  thence,  and  fled  with  the  Duke 
of  JboinetSft  and  some  others  to  Yor6#  where  the  King  and 
Queen  then  were,  and  went  thence  with  them  into  Ibcot- 
Imibf  whereupon  King  Henry  was  deposed »  and  he  with 
many  others  were  attainted  in  the  ensuing  Parliament  be- 
gun at  SftcsmifllStfr,  1  Edw.  IV. 

After  which  he  appeared  again  in  Arms  with  the  Lancas- 
trians at  3Dmiail)ft-finO|  where  he  fought  manfully  till  he  was 
sore  wounded,  and  left  for  dead  from  seven  of  the  Clock  in 
the  Morninff  till  four  in  the  Afternoon,  and  then  being 
brought  to  tne  House  of  one  of  his  Servants  called  Ruih- 
land,  he  had  a  Chyrurgeon,  and  was  afterwards  conveyed 
to  the  Sanctuary  atSBUstntiflSttt;  but  in  13th  Edw.  IV.  was 
found  dead  in  the  Sea  betwixt  ^Obei  and  (ZCabis,  tho'  not 
known  how  he  came  thither.  He  married  Aune  Daughter 
of  Richard  Duke  of  J^odl,  and  Sister  to  King  Edw.  IV. 
but  havinff  no  Issue  by  her,  she  the  12th  of  Nbvemb,  1472, 
(12  Edw.  I V.)  was  at  her  own  Suit  divorced  from  him.  Af- 
ter his  Decease  this  Manner  came  to  the  Crown,  and  King 
Henry  VII.  by  Letters  Patents  dated  27th  of  October.  I 
iZemi  sttt,  created 

!i%o]Nas  Lord  Stanley  (who  was  married  to  the  King's 
Mother)  Earl  of  SttllBy  by  the  Cincture  of  the  Sword,  to 
hold  the  said  Title  to  him  and  the  Heirs  Males  of  his  Body, 
with  the  annual  Fee  of  20/.  and  for  the  Support  of  his  Hon- 
our gave  unto  him  the  Manners  of  (Srtat  ®BbfSllfn  and 
S&taanofD  near  §bt.  SlbanS)  with  their  Appurtenances  in 
this  t!ounty :  And  this  Manner  continued  in  this  Name  and 
Family  until  the  Lady  Anne  Stanley,  Lady  Strainge,  and 
and  the  Ladies  Frances  and  Elizabeth  Stanhy  Daughters 
and  Coheirs  of  Ferdinando  Earl  of  Setbgi  by  Indenture 
dated  the  4th  o{Jannary,  43  Eliz.  suffered  a  Recovery  of 
this  Manner,  and  conveyed  it  to  the  Use  of 
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Sir  Robert  Cecil,  Kt.  Principal  Secretary  of  State,  one     Hwui.  of 
of  her  Majesty's  most  honourable  Privy  Council,  and  Mas-    ^J^JilJJJJj 
ter  of  her  Highnesses  Court  of  Wards  and  Liyeries,  and 
his  HeirSy  who  by  Deed  dated  the  8th  of  Feb.  44  Eliz,  avt44EHs. 
granted  it  to  KSUJewater.

was  between  the  Ditch  and  KBatUng0treet>  otherwise  SSat- 
lingestteetf  which  contained  in  Length  three  Roods  and 
thirty  Perches,  to  Chrisiina  and  her  Successors,  in  the 
said  Monastery,  so  that  every  Year  she  should  pay  three 
Shillings  to  the  Chapter  of  Si.  Paul,  for  the  Acknowledge- 
ment of  the  Ground;  but  the  Wood  should  remain  unde-

XHIS  Vill  is  seated  upon  an  Hill,  about  two  Miles  dis- 
NordcB^p.  15.  i^Q^  towards  the  South  from  (ZTallfogtont  and  was  anciently 
termed  VtAwMtxH  from  the  River  Ktriam  which  riseth 
here;  and  the. Word  Verlamsted  proving  tedions  in  Pro- 
l/A!!%uil  nui^ci^^oi^'  ^^  ^7  Contraction  called  Jplamstdir ;  bnt  others 
ckmrehM,       hold  it  was  denominated  from  a  Seat  which  the  Flamiiies 
ltem?l4Wtf     held  in  the  time  of  the  Briiains,  a  common  Name  giv^i  to 
^B^.foL     ^11  ^e  Priests  in  the  Roman  Cities;  and  the  Flam^m  Di- 
vorum  omnium  was  the  Chief  Priest  among  them;  they  were 
called  Flamines  from  a  Thred  or  String  (as  Varo  saith)  with 
which  they  bound  their  Heads,  some  Pileamines  from  a  Cap 
they  wore ;  and  from  sacriBcing  they  were  termed  Priests ; 
and  every  one  of  them  performed  the  proper  Offices  and  Du- 
ties that  belonged  to  their  particular  Gods;  at  first  they 
were  only  thjree.     1.  Jupiter  had  his  Flamen  Dialis.  2. 
Mars  his  Flamen  Mariialie.    3.  Romulus  his  FJaaten  Qm- 
rinalis;  and  afterwards  every  God  had  his  Flamen.    But 
to  proceed  to  this  Vill :  Leofetane  the  Abbot  of  ^t.  SiBlBIIS* 
gave  this  Manner  unto  three  Knights,  Tumoty  Waldese, 
and  Turmaup  to  defend  and  secure  this  Countiy  against 
Thieves  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor. 

But  when  William  the  Conqueror  had  subdued  this  Realm, 
he  took  it  from  them  and  gave  it  to  Roger  de  Todeny  or 
Torry,  a  noble  Norman  (saith  Camden,)  others  say  to  Rafyh 
de  liny,  who  was  the  Son  of  Roger  and  Standard  Bearer  to 
William  the  Conqueror  in  that  great  Battle  against  Harold 
whereby  he  obtained  the  Crown  of  this  Realm,  as  appears 
by  Domesdei,  where  'tis  recorded  under  the  Title  of  Terra 
Radulfi  Todeni.

VI.  when  he  was  twenty 
two  Years  of  Age,  and  was  buried  in  the  Abby  of  ^tfnfts* 
bitIB,  about  the  Middle  of  the  Quire,  at  the  Head  of  Prince 
Edward,  Son  and  Heir  to  King  Henry  VI.  and  committed 
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his  Daughter  to  the  Tutelage  of  Queen  Margaret,  and  af-     Uwiid.0f 
terwards  of  William  de  la  Fool,  Duke  of  SbuSbli,  and  she    JJl^SJJ' 
had  the  Title  of  Countess  of  SStatfotA*  but  did  not  long   ^^^'^^^^ 
survive,  for  the  3d  of  January,  1449,  27  H.VI.  she  died  at 
NefoelilU  in  <9x{oritt|^ite,  a  M!annor  of  that  Duke's,  and  was 
buried  in  the  Abby  of  Sfteabdlg,  next  to  the  Grave  of  Con- 
stance Lady  Dispenser,  her  great  Grandmother,  Daughter 
to  Edmond  of  'Sansto,  Duke  of  |^0t6,  whereupon 

Anne  her  Aunt,  Sister  of  the  whole  Blood  to  the  late 
Duke  of  SRatblicb,  became  Heir  to  this  Earldom,  then  the 
Wife  of  Richard  If  evil  Earl  of  ^bsIilSbtSTB,  who  bv  Reason 
of  that  Marriage,  and  his  special  Services  about  the  King's 
Person,  and  in  the  Wars  of  SbtOtlatllK,  obtained  a  Patent  of  ^^S^S^- 
the  Dignity  and  Title  of  Earl  of  aSterfDiA,  confirm'd  and  »m.  ' 
declared  to  him,  and  his  Wife,  and  to  her  Heirs.  Shortly 
after  by  Fine  levied  Quin.  Trin.  28  Hen. VI.  the  Castle  of 
SRetlioiA,  with  divers  Lordships  in  that,  and  sixteen  other 
Counties  were  intail'd  upon  the  Issue  of  their  two  Bodies 
lawfully  begotten,  and  in  Default  thereof,  upon  the  Issue 
of  her  the  said  Anne,  with  Remainder  to  Margaret  eldest 
Daughter  to  the  same  Richard  Beauchamp,  late  Earl  of 
VBMoAAf  and  her  Heirs.  This  is  that  Richard  NevU  who 
was  commonly  called,  the  stout  Earl  of  VBMtoiA,  and  an 
eminent  Actor  in  those  tragick  Broiles  between  the  Houses 
of  lanCBStn  and  Yorifc ;  for  he  put  himself  in  Arms  with  an 
Intent  to  advance  Richard  Duke  of  |^0(fc  to  the  Crown, 
for  which  he  and  his  Adherents  were  attainted  of  High- 
Treason  at  a  Parliament  held  at  (!Do6mttp»  Anno  38  H.  VI. 
But  after  Richard  Duke  of  |^oc6  was  slain  at  SSabrfieltr, 
39  H.  YI.  this  Earl  with  the  Earl  of  inatsjft  escaped  by 
Flight  to  'SiOliinm;  they  raised  a  mighty  Power  on  tne  'Be' 
hM  of  E!dward  Duke  of  |^ot6»  who  took  upon  him  the  Title, 
and  was  proclaimed  King  by  the  Name  of  Edw.  IV.  then 
hastned  Northward  against  those  Forces  which  King  Hen. 
had  raised  there,  and  at  ^unton  obtained  a  mightv  Vic- 
tory. After  which  there  was  nothing  of  Honour,  Autho- 
rity, or  Profit  that  he  desired  but  King  Edward  granted, 
for  that  he  had  been  the  great  Instrument  to  gain  the  Crown 
for  him,  therefore  he  was  soon  made  Captain  of  (Salatei  the 
Tower  of  XUscbatli,  Lieutenant  of  the  Marshes  there,  and 
Govemour  of  the  Castle  of  C&ttiniS»  also  General  Warden  of 
the  East  Marshes  towards  ^bcotlantt,  and  Lord  Great  Cham- 
berlain of  <SnaIantt  for  Life,  and  Constable  of  Sobtt'CaStle, 
and  Lord  Hi^  Steward  of  Sndanly. 

But  His  said  by  some,  that  after  King  Edward  had  ob- 
tained the  Crown  thro'  the  Power  of  this  Earl,  suspectiiu^ 
Danger  by  his  Greatness,  he  endeavoured  to  lessen  him  all 
that  he  could,  the  Earl  discerning  it,  he  sought  all  Occa- 
sions to  work  the  King's  Ruin,  but  concealed  the  Effects 
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iTiM^y    of  his  Discontents  till  the  7th  of  Edw.  IV.  wb6n  betngr » 
IRaifDidtol^fCf ,  he  sent  for  his  Brothers  CteorgB  NwU,  Arch- 
bishop of  Yotftf  and  John  Marqness  Jfotmloynis,  and  com- 
municated his  Mind  to  them  with  divers  Reasons  for  the 
Restoration  of  Kinff  JHsiiry»  and  obKginff  them  to  him,  ke 
allured  Charge  Duke  of  iEpuOPence,  the  Singes  Brother,  bj 
Reason  of  some  Discontents  which  he  had  harbonr'd ;  and 
to  fix  him  the  firmer  to  him,  J|aTe  him  Isabel  his  ddest 
Daughter  in  Marriaffe  8,  Edw.  IV  •  in  our  Lady's  Church  at 
<EaIafe,  with  Half  &e  Lands  of  her  M other*s  Inheritance, 
and  by  their  Assistance  raised  so  gpreat  a  Power,  that  in  Oe- 
fo6«r  be  entred  tUldMrn,  deli?ered  King  Henry  out  of  the 
Tower ^  and  set  him  again  on  his  Tyrone,  whereupon  he  was 
Doffd.  Air.     made  Lord  High  Admiral  of  Sn^mdl.    But  withm  a  Year 
Toi.i>i.ao6.  nfi^^  King  JEAcHinilandinff  here  again,  and  encreasing  his 
Strength  yery  much,  it  so  daunted  the  Duke  of  (Sbifncr, 
that  he  made  his  Peace  with  him,  and  ofiiBred  to  do  the  like 
for  this  Earl  his  Father  in  Law,  had  not  his  Stcmiach  been 
too  flreat ;  so  that  then  there  was  no  other  Way  to  determine 
the  Matter,  but  by  the  Sword,  and  it  was  decided  on  Eas- 
ier Day  at  Stamrt-flieftr,  in  which  Battle  this  stout  Earl  lost 
his  Life  with  many  others,  to  a  great  Number;  upon  which 
the  Bodies  of  him  and  the  Marquess  Mouniaaue  his  Bro- 
ther were  brought  to  loil!lMl»  exposed  to  public  View  in 
Pauls,  convey^  from  thence  to  fSiffiffBM  in  Com.  iBeits. 
and  interred  in  that  Monastery  with  his  Ancestors  the 
MouniacuteSf  by  whom  it  had  been  founded. 
But  after  his  lieath  his  Countess  was  driy  en  to  greatWant, 
Siiv^^'  '^    f^^ -all  her  yast  Inheritance  was  taken  from  her  by  Parlia- 
ment, and  settled  upon  Jsais/andifunehertwo  Efaugfaters 
and  Heirs,  the  eldest  married  to  George  Duke  of  <Elait1lce, 
the  other  to  Richard  Duke  of  tf  loctstir,  as  tf  she  herself 
had  been  naturally  dead,  and  was  witheld  from  her  tiH  the 
third  of  H.YII.  when  both  the  Daughters  being  dead,  that 
King  procured  a  new  Act  of  Parliament  to  rqpeal  the  for- 
mer, and  in  Consideration  of  the  true  faithful  Service  and 
Allegiance  which  she  had  bom  to  King  H.YI.  was  restored 
to  her  Estate  again,  with  Power  to  alien  the  same  or  any 
Part  thereof;  and  by  a  special  Feofment  dated  the  13th  of 
Deeewdfer,  and  a  Fine  leyied  thereupon,  Ae  conveyed  it  to 
The  Khip^,  entailing  it  upon  the  Issue  Male  of  his  Body, 
with  Remamder  to  herself  and  her  Heirs,  and  among  the 
Kames  of  the  particular  Lordships  contained  in  that  Grant, 
this  Manner  of  JpIamSttb  is  expressed,  which  remain'd  in 
the  Crown  till  the  37th  Year  of  H.  VIII.  about  which 
time  that  King  granted  this  Manner  to 

Oeorge  Ferrars  and  his  Heirs,  in  whose  Line  it  con- 
tinued until  it  came  to 

Knighton  Ferrers,  who  had  Issue 
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Katharine,  who  was  his  sole  Heir,  and  married  Thomas  ^**f'|f 
Lord  Viscount  Fanshaw  of  Smmmote  in  the  Kingdom  of  I^J|!^)!!^ 
lulenibf :  She  joyn'd  with  him  to  convey  it  to 

Edward  Peck,  Serjeant  at  Law,  who  had  Issne  William, 
who  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  and  the  present  Possessor 
hereof. 

This  Manner  has  Court  Leet  and  Baron,  consists  of 
about  six  or  seven  hundred  Acres  of  Demeasne,  and  divers 
Coppiholds,  finable  at  the  Will  of  the  Lord,  and  upon  the 
Demeasne  is  an  ancient  Farm  House. 

The  Priory  of  ST.  GILES  in  the  WOOD. 

ROOER  de  Tony  founded  a  Religious  House  in  this  Pa-  ^^^  ^^. 
rishy  which  was  dedicated  to  St.  Gyles  in  the  Wood,  and  voi.i,ibi: 
did  consist  of  a  Prioress  and  ten  Nuns,  to  be  ordered  or  i^^jS». 
visited  by  him  and  his  Heirs,  and  were  bound  to  pray  for  ^^*  *^ 
their  Souls  &c.  and  they  were  independent  of  any  other 
Religious  House  or  Order,  and  he  endowed  the  same  with 
large  Demesnes.     This  Place  was  then  called  SRoiA* 
Cj^artj^f  after  St.  Gyles  in  the  Wood,  and  of  late  38ead« 
fnoob  from  the  Abundance  of  Beach  growing  there,  the 
Soil  being  very  natural  for  that  Plant,  where  it  grows  and 
thrives  exceedingly. 

By  the  Accession  of  new  Grants  of  some  of  the  Family  m^  amL 
of  the  Tonies,  and  of  Agatha  the  Wife  of  William  of  CEMM*  J&'*  ^ 
\jmf  who  rave  all  the  land  which  she  had  in  |dailldani« 
tiiAtp  and  of  Isabel  Daughter  of  Bernard  Son  otJVtcAo&it, 
who  save  all  the  Lands  to  the  said  Prionr  which  she  had  in 
the  Vill  of  Sbeltshltre^  and  of  others,  the  same  became  a 
Manner  of  pretty  laim  Extent,  but  coming  to  the  Crown 
by  the  Statute  of  27  H.  VITI.  of  the  Dissolution  of  the 
lesser  Religious  Houses,  wasffranted  by  H.  VIIL  to  Sir 
Richard  Page,  Kt.  and  his  ^irs,  then  lieutenant  of  the 
Band  of  Pensioners. 

This  Sir  Richard  Page  had  Issue  only  one  Daughter, 

who  inherited  this  Manner,  she  married  Sir Ship- 

toith  of  JUxaolmthtf  and  soon  after  — ^ Skipwith  and 

his  Wife  convey^  the  same  to Saunders,  then  resi- 
dent at  y atteidpant  in  Hirttobffj^ftf ,  by  the  Marriage  of  the 

Daughter  and  Heir  of Puttenham,  but  formerly  of 

the  County  of  SSuAfngj^m,  and  the  same  is  now  come  by 
Descent  to  ITiomas  Saunders,  Esq.  a  Member  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Lincolns  Inn,  who  claims  his  Descent  by  his  Grand- 
moth^  from  the  Coningsbjfs  of  ^/tt^VKgjtSiXM&p  and  by  his 
Great  Grandmother  from  the  Botelers  of  SBtattOR  VSbxH^ 
j^edDf  both  ancient  Families  in  the  County  of  f^ertfoA,  and  has 
made  this  Mannor  an  excellent  Seat,  and  thePlace  of  his  Re- 
sidence: But  he  died  An.  1608,  leavi^r  Issne  only  Anne 
his  Daughter  and  Heir,  married  to  SirlSdward  SwAright, 
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Utmd.  ^  whose  Ancestor  was  created  Baronet.  20  JDec.  Amimo  1636,  2 
Sacomn-  Qqj/.^  j,  sq^  is  now  in  Right  of  his  Wife  the  present  Pos- 
'    sessor  hereof. 

Upon  enqairr  into  the  Foundation  of  the  said  Beligioas 
House  of  iSie^falOiAf  I  receiyed  Information  from  the  said 
Mr.  StMunders  that  he  had  the  original  Grant  of  the  Foun- 
dation under  the  Hand  of  Soger  de  1^y»  and  all  farther 
Endowments  thereof,  and  divers  Grants  of  JPiiviledges  from 
several  Popes  by  their  Bulls  to  the  Prioress  and  Nans, 
besides  a  fair  Leg^er  Book  containing  all  Grants,  &c.  and 
believes  there  is  not  wanting  one  Deed,  Grant,  or  Patent 
under  Seal,  or  any  Court  Roll  concerning  the  said  Mannor 
or  Estate,  from  the  time  of  the  Conquest  and  first  Founda- 
tion thereof,  but  he  hath  the  same  in  his  Custody;  however 
for  same  Reasons  was  unwilling  to  expose  them  to  public^ 
View.

Of  this  Parisb  is  appropriated,  and  time  ont  of  miod  was  in  tlie  Oows, 
aod  farm'd  for  Aome  Term  of  Years,  the  Farmer  usaally  faired  a  Corate  to 
ofliciate  for  such  small  Sallarf  as  they  could  agree,  sometimes  201.  jmt 

^aatiM,  seldom  more  until  King  Jmmei  I.  by  Letters  Patents  dated 

Regni  mU  granted  the  Reversion  to  Moriee  and  PJkiJtps,  Tmstecs,  who 
conveyed  it  to  Mr.  Gmuly,  then  present  Incumbent  Amio  1018,  and  the 
Reversion  (after  the  expiration  or  a  Lease  then  in  being  from  the  Crown 
for  48  Years)  was  devised  in  this  manner,  vts.  Part  ot  the  Tyths  to  bis 
next  Heir  at  Law,  of  whom  the  said  Tkimai  Smmdenf  Esq.  purchased 
them ;  and  the  Rectory  and  the  other  Part  of  the  Tyths  to  the  Master 
and  Fellows  of  University  CoUedge  in  OxfottI,  and  their  Successors, 
ordaining  by  his  Will  that  for  the  fliture  the  Curate  shall  have  601.  per 
Ammm  Sallary,  and  the  Master  and  Fellows  shall  always  appoint  the  Cu- 
rate; the  present  Rector  or  Corate  is  Edward  Ferrartf  Senior  Fellow  of 
the  said  CoUedge,  who  receives  the  Sallary  of  601.

And  of  late  there  is  erected  in  tlie  Corner  of  the  South  Isle  of  this 
Church  a  very  rich  and  statelv  Monument,  all  of  pure  Italian  Marble  of 
several  hundred  Pounds  Value,  with  a  Invfe  square  oefore  the  same 
raised  a  Foot  high,  paved  with  black  and  white  coarse  Marble,  railed  in 
with  an  Iron  Rail  or  Grate. 

The  Tomb  is  framed  Altarwise,  the  lower  Part  of  it  most  of  Black 
Marble  curiously  wrought  and  polished  witli  cringed  Cherubs  of  white 
Marble  on  each  Side. 

On  the  Altar  are  five  Images  or  Effigies  of  Children,  kneeling,  all  of 
pure  white  Marble,  and  by  the  Side  thereof,  one  other  Image  in  a 
mournful  posture  kneeling  and  pointing  to  the  other  five. 

By  the  Sides  are  two  large  Pillars  of  white  Marble  supporting  an  Arch 
above  of  curious  wrought  work  fruitage,  and  other,  and  over  the  same 
the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Family  of  the  Smtnders  carved  and  gilded  in  the 
mantling ;  he  beareth  Party  per  Cheveron  Sable  and  Argent,  three  £lf  • 
phants  Heads eonnterektmged,  with  this  Motto,  Magnis  Amoris  Amor. 

In  the  Middle  over  the  Altar  there  is  a  very  fair  large  fiat  Stone  of 
white  Marble  polished,  and  encompass'd  about  with  Stones  of  black 
Marble,  and  upon  the  white  Stone  in  large  fair  black  Capital  Letters  is 
this  Inscription.

Who  so  looketh  hereon  may  consider  how  fieetlne  all  worldly  comforts 
arc,  and  how  great  a  vanity  it  Is  to  place  his  attection  thereon ;  such 
thlnss  there  are  as  worldly  comforts  'tis  true;  but  they  ought  to  be 
look  d  on  as  little  streams,  and  whoever  delights  in  them  more  than  in 
the  Fountain  from  whence  they  proceed,  may  soon  find  them  dry  and 
vanished.  The  truth  of  which  he  that  wrote  this  hath  sensibly  foimd, 
and  wills  others  to  place  their  affections  chiefly  on  that  object  of  love 
which  is  unchangable,  and  is  the  center  of  all  true  Joy  and  reliclly.

This  Parish  is  of  laree  Extent,  containing  six  thousand 
Acres,  or  more,  of  Land  inclosed,  the  greatest  Part  thereof 
lies  upon  high  Ground  with  a  Vale  in  the  Middle,  througli 
which  runs  a  small  Rivnlet  from  a  Place  called  l&otoldicd 
in  the  Highway  of  BStatUngSttett*  and  passes  from  thence 
through  the  Midst  of  JFIainstdl  near  the  said  Road,  and 
sometunes  crosseth  the  Koad  towards  1ftelAttme»  and  fit>m 
thence  to  S^U  SSXbsm.  The  Air  is  clear  and  Yory  whole- 
some, and  the  Place  well  wooded;  especially  that  Part 
thereof  which  lyeth  on  the  South-side  of  the  River,  and 
SSatlhta-Strett  leading  to  SunStaAk,  being  the  higher  HiU, 
on  which  Side  is  that  ancient  Religious  House  of  Si.  Gylem 
alias  SSet^'fDfNA :  near  whereto  was  a  Woman  of  late,  one 
^iifi  Prior,  Widow,  who  lived  to  the  Age  of  sixsoofe 
Years  compleat.  Which,  (upon  some  Controversie  about  a 
Rate  or  Tax  between  the  two  Hundreds  of  CofAo  a°d 
Sacontm)  Sir  Henry  Blount  an  Inhabitant  of  4Cb&^  did 
allege  in  a  joking  Way,  <'  That  therefore  the  Hundred  of 
Samum  ought  to  pay  somewhat  more  for  their  excellent 
Air."  To  whom  was  reply'd,  '*That  if  Sir  Hmry  would 
take  Care  that  the  Distress  upon  Default  of  Payment  should 
be  only  taken  in  that  Element  so  profitable  to  them  only, 
without  touching  upon  any  other,  they  were  content.** 

There  is  a  Tradition,  that  in  the  Infancy  of  Edm.  VI. 
he  was  removed  thither  by  the  Advice  of  his  Phyntinns 
for  some  time,  and  did  reside  in  the  said  Religious  Honse* 
granted  to  Sir  Richard  Page  as  aforesaid.    There  are  no 
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Remains  of  the  old  Hoase,  Cloysters,  Chappel,  &c.  bat  the  ^^  •/ 
Mannor-holue  is  a  fair  Brick  House,  of  the  Figure  of  a  Ro-  ^^^J^!^ 
man  H,  wherein  is  yet  Part  of  a  curious  wrought  Bedstead 
inlaid,  and  Curtains  of  green  Velvet  richly  embroidered, 
said  to  be  the  Repository  of  the  said  Edw.  Vl.  and  in  some 
Windows  of  the  House  are  the  Arms  of  iptBlue  and  ®ng« 
lavibf  quarter'd  with  a  Label  of  three,  said  to  be  taken  out 
of  the  Glass  of  the  old  religious  House. 

This  Parish  consists  most  of  arable  Land,  being  a  Clay 
mixed  with  Flint,  and  in  most  Places,  Chalk  is  to  be  found 
within  a  Fathom  of  the  Superficies,  in  some  Places  within 
a  Foot,  but  in  other  Places  'tis  exceeding  stony,  insomuch 
that  after  any  great  Shower  of  Rain  (by  which  that  little 
Earth  or  Clay  which  is  turned  up  by  the  Plow  is  washed 
below  the  Stones)  not  any  thing  appears,  save  as  it 
were,  a  Heap  of  large  rug^ged  broken  ^ints,  so  as  a  Man 
cannot  foul  a  Glove  by  rubbing  on  the  said  Soil  in  the 
dirtiest  time  of  Winter,  and  yet  very  good  Com  often  grows 
on  such  Places  in  a  dry  Summer;  and  the  Reason  given 
for  it  is,  because  the  Warmth  of  tl&e  Flint  (having  a  Seed 
of  Fire  in  it)  preserves  the  Corn  from  the  Cold  in  Winter, 
and  the  Closeness  of  the  Body  prevents  the  scorching  and 
the  parching  Heat  of  the  Sun  in  Summer  (for  those  Grounds 
never  chop  nor  crack)  so  as  stringy  Fibers  of  the  Root  reach- 
ing to  the  Clay  below,  fail  not  to  send  up  Moisture  to  the 
Blade  and  Stalk. 

Tis  said,  that  these  stony  Parts  are  never  without  Hares, 
but  'tis  a  very  bad  Place  to  course  in ;  and  'tis  aflbrmed,  that 
their  veriest  Curs  bred  there,  and  used  to  those  Grounds, 
will  beat  the  best  Grey-hounds  brought  from  elsewhere. 

And  now  I  shall  conclude  the  Division  of  this  High  Con- 
stable, and  proceed  to  the  next,  which  contains  the  Vills, 
Parishes,  and  Hamlets  of  UtiXttWMU^^  ^fft^Anxdb,  iSLU

In  this 
Place  tihe  Kings  of  filUxtia  often  resided  and  kept  their 
Court,  among  whom  Whithred,  King  of  lEUnt  and  ifUmfa, 
Anno  Chrieti  697,  5  Regni  sui,  held  a  Parliament  or  ^eat

From  which  time  this  Mannor  remained  in  the  Crown, 
until  WUliiim  the  Conqueror  invaded  this  Island,  and  after 
he  obtained  that  signal  Victory  at  33attlt  fSiVbD*  he  passed 
thence  with  his  Army  over  the  ^omes  at  SSmungfortt,  and 
thence  marched  with  his  Forces  to  this  Town  in  Order  to 
forward  to  'SoidKon ;  where  he  was  forced  to  make  some 
tay  at  this  Place,  for  Frederick,  that  bold  Abbot  of  ^t 
ftlbonSi  had  caused  the  Timber  Trees  growing  near  this 
Road,  which  belonged  to  his  Church  to  be  felleid,  and  laid 
cross  the  Way  to  obstruct  his  Passage,  and  during  the  time 
of  his  Continuance  here,  the  g^eat  Lords  and  Nobles  of  Sng*  cuad.  Bnu 
UnUl)  consulting  how  they  might  free  themselves  from  the  m.  ^u^ 
l^avery  of  the  Norman  Yoke,  met  the  Conqueror,  by  the 
Advice  and  Perswasion  of  that  courageous  Abbot,  at  this 
Town,  where  after  great  Debate  of  Matters  in  the  Presence 
of  Archbishop  haigranc,  the  King  fearing  if  he  should  not 
comply  with  them,  he  should  lose  with  Shame  the  Kingdom 
which  he  had  g^t  bv  the  Effusion  of  so  much  Blood,  yielded 
so  far  that  he  laid  his  Hand  upon  the  holy  Gospel,  and  swore 
upon  all  the  Relicts  of  %X.  ^IbanS  Church,  before  Abbot 
Frederic,  who  administered  the  Oath,  that  he  would  ob- 
serve and  keep  inviolablv  the  good  and  approved  ancient 
Laws  of  the  Kingdom,  which  the  holy  and  devout  Kings  of 
Snglanll  his  Predecessors,  especially  King  EdtDardhad  or- 
dained ;  this  done,  they  submitted  themselves  to  hb  Go- 
vernance, and  swore  r  ealty  to  him ;  who  with  many  fair 
Words  received  them  immediately  into  his  Protection,  and 
promised  to  give  his  Daughter  in  Marriage  to  Earl  Edwine; 
and  all  of  them  were  present  at  his  Coronation:  however 
through  the  deceitful  Counsel  of  the  Normans,  nothing  of 
this  was  performed,  but  soon  after  he  evilly  intreated  most 
of  those  Peers  and  Nobles,  carried  them  with  him  into  JStor- 
tnanbg^  under  Pretence  they  should  assist  him  against  the 
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Hwmi.  ^f    Rebels  there,  but  in  Truth  that  they  might  not  protide  for 

«. ^j^^.^  ^^^  Safety  in  his  Absence :  then  he  seized  all  their 

Estates,  and  disposed  of  them  to  his  Norman»t  among 
whom  he  gave  this  Town  to  Roheri  Earl  of  ittoctton^  his 
half  Brother  by  the  Mother's  Side,  who  fortified  this  Castle 
With  a  double  Trench  and  Rampier ;  and  in  Domudei  Booh 
'tis  recorded,  under  the  Title  of  Terra  Comitis  Moreton, 
That

EaLrlMoretam  held  Vfrc|(|«ttftde  in  CtCUIIt  Hnndred,  it  wat  rated  for 
thirteen  Hides.  The  armble  it  six  and  twenty  Camcatet,  in  Denwaaae 
six  Hides,  and  there  are  three  Camcates,  and  three  others  vamj  be  made, 
here  is  a  Presbyterg  or  Priest  with  fourteen  Villains,  and  fifteen  Bor- 
ders having  twelve  Carneates,  and  now  elcht  more  niay  be  made,  there 
are  six  Servants,  and  a  certain  Ditcher  had  half  an  Hide,  and  Rdph,  ■ 
Servant  of  the  Earl,  one  Virsau. 

In  the  Borongh  of  this  Vill  are  two  and  fifty  Burgesses,  who  pay  four 
Pounds  a  Year  for  Toll,  and  they  have  half  an  Hide,  and  two  Mills  of 
twenty  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year,  there  are  two  Arpends  of  Vineyard, 
Meadow  eight  Camcates,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle  of  the  Vill, 
Wood  to  feed  a  thousand  Hogs,  and  Airt  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year;  in 
the  whole  Value  it  is  worth  sixteen  Pounds,  when  he  received  it  twenty 
Pounds,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  foor  and  twen^ 
Pounds,  Edmar  a  Thane  of  Earl  Harold  held  this  Manner.  ^. 

This  Earl  Moreton  married  Maud  Daughter  to  Hoyerds 
Montgomery,  by  whom  he  had  Issue  in/Ztom,  who  sacceed- 
Dugd.  Bar.  bA  him  in  these  Earldoms  of  ^ortton  and  (Eomfoaly  and 
Toi.  1,  foi.  sA.  itifoQ  Daughters  whose  Christian  Names  are  not  exprast, 
whereof  the  first  married  Andrew  de  Detrei,  the  second 
Qnyde  Vol,  and  the  third  the  Earl  of  ^Oldoine,  Brother 
to  Kaymond,  Count  of  ^t  <Srjd(St  who  behaved  himself 
valiantly  in  that  Expedition  to  ^(mUMlflll. 

When  King  William  Rufus  had  the  fifisfortune  to  lose 
his  Life  by  the  Glance  of  an  Arrow  from  crTree  in  the  00b 
Dugii.  At.     ipomst  shot  by  Walter  Terril;  thb  Earl  or  his  Son  WU- 
f^iu^ii'^'  iuim,  then  huntinp^  in  the  Woods  near  the  Place  where  the 
kii.  M.  King  was  slain,  his  Attendance  having  left  him  alone  in  the 

same  Hour,  and  knowing  not  any  thing  of  the  King's  Death, 
accidentally  met  a  great  black  Goat  bearing  the  Body  of 
the  King  all  black,  naked,  wounded  through  uie  Midst  of  his 
Breast,  and  besmeared  with  Blood,  upon  Sight  thereof,  be 
adjured  the  Goat  by  the  Holy  Trinity,  to  tell  what  that  was 
he  so  carried?  To  which  he  answered,  /  am  carrying  your 
King  to  Judgment;  yea  that  Tyraiir William  Rofus,  far

I  am  an  evil  Spirit,  and  the  Revenger  of  the  Malice  which 
he  bare  to  the  Church  of  God:  It  was  I  that  caused  this 
his  Slaughter;  for  the  Protoniartyr  of  (Btiifjiiuviti commanded 
me  so  to  do,  who  complained  to  God  of  him  for  his  grievous 
Oppressions  in  this  Jsleof^xitBiXi^  which  he  first  hallowed. 
All  which  the  Earl  related  soon  after  to  his  Followers* 

This  Earl  William  was  a  Person  of  a  malicious  and  arro- 
gant Spirit  from  his  Childhood;  and  envying  the  Glory  of 
KingJEr«nry  I.  raised  a  Rebellion  aj^nst  him  in  Xonnan* 

Si;  Whereupon  all  his  Estate  in  iSmlanb  was  seized,  his 
astle  rac*d  to  the  Ground,  and  he  was  oanish'd  this  Bealm ; 
by  this  Means  this  Town  and  Manner  came  to  the  Crown. 
Henry  II*  granted  that  all  the  Men  and  Merchants  of

should  have  firm  Peace  through  all  his  Land  of  (BnalaidV 
And  .^tOtinan&S#  wheresoever  they  shall  be;  and  he  did  give 
and  mnt  to  them  for  ever,  all  the  Laws,  liberties,  and 
free  Customs  as  they  enjoyed  them  honourably  in  the  time 
of  King  Edward,  (which  was  Edward  the  Confessor)  King 
William,  Great  Grandfather  to  the  said  King  Henry,  and 
that  they  should   remain  with  their  Merchandize  to  be 

bought  or  sold  through  (Snglanft,  ^fotmanbs,  fSUqnitain^ 

and  ^nfoUy  by  Water,  by  Land,  by  Wood,  and  by  Strand, 
Quit  of  Tallage,  Pontage,  Lastage,  Passage,  and  all  Cus- 
toms and  Exactions,  upon  the  Forfeiture  of  10/.  And  this 
he  prohibited  and  commanded  upon  the  same  Forfeiture. 

And  the  Kinff  granted  to  the  Men  and  Merchants  of 
SSalKnsfodlf  and  9Bn66amstelr  for  ever,  all  Laws  and  Cus- 
toms like  as  they  had  in  the  time  of  King  Edward,  and 
King  Henry  his  Grandfather:  And  he  also  granted  to  them 
wheresoever  they  should  go  with  their  Merchandizes,  to  buy 

or  sell  thro*  all  Zndanby  2?orman2)()))  and  Sbpaln,  by  Water 

and  by  Strand,  by  W  ood  and  by  Land,  they  should  be  quit 
of  all  Toll,  and  Passage  of  Bridges  and  Piccage,  Paviage, 
and  Stallage,  and  Shires  and  Hundreds,  of  Aids,  Viscoun- 
tels,  and  Service  of  Guilds,  and  Daneg^ilds,  of  Hidaee, 
Bloodewite,  Fredewite,  Murders,  Assart  Guard,  and  £e- 
guard,  and  of  Works  of  Castle  Walls,  Ditches,  Bridges, 
Streams,  and  of  all  Customs  and  Exactions  secular,  and  of 
all  servOe  Works,  and  they  should  not  be  dL^quieted  by  any 
Man  upon  the  Forfeiture  of  10/.  and  that  no  Man  should

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tfimd.  ^    longs  to  the  same ;  and  that  no  Surveyor  or  other  the  King's 
*^^^||{^    Officer  shall  make  any  Price  within  the  said  Honour,  and 
Liberty  of  the  Goods  of  the  King's  laege  Men  and  Mer- 
chants,  their  Heirs  and  Successors,  against  their  Wills. 

No  Sheriff,  Escheator,  Marshal,  or  Clerk  of  the  Market 
of  the  King's  House,  or  his  Heirs,  shall  sit  or  do  his  Office 
within  this  Honour  and  liberty,  nor  shall  take  any  Men  or 
Merchants  of  this  Honour,  out  of  this  Liber^  for  any  thing 
done  within  this  Honour;  and  none  of  the  king's  Officers 
or  Purveyors  shall  bay  or  sell  any  thing  within  this  Hon- 
our and  Liberty  touching  this  Office;  and  the  King  farther 
granted,  that  the  Liege  Men  and  Merchants  residing  within 
this  Honour  and  Liberty,  and  their  Successors,  and  their 
Goods  thro*  all  (Snglanlly  and  Ports  of  the  Sea,  shall  be  quit 
of  all  Tolls,  Passage,  Laystage,  Carriage,  Paunage,  Picage, 
Murdridge,  Pannage  of  Scot  and  Lot,  Brasel,  Child,  Vice- 
geresgrind,  Scotal,  Terrage,  Pasage,  Silver,  Anchory,  Bo- 
rowbreach,   Boroughbote,   Teipgild,   Forestal,    Homgild, 
Danegild,  Hormsoken,  House-breach,  Wren-white,  Mis- 
kuming,  Sacasoken^  Sock  de  Sheronge,  Toll,  Them,  Wa- 
pentake, Wardwite,  Utlage,  and  of  another  Customs;  and 
they  may  have  Infangtheif,  and  Outfangtheife,  Treasure 
Trove,  Waife,  Estray,  Goods  and  Chattels,  and  Year,  Day, 
and  Waste.     No  Market  shall  be  held  within  seven  Miles 
of  this  Town,  neither  shall  the  Men  or  Merchants  attend  at 
the  Assizes  or  Sessions.    King  H.  II.  kept  his  Court  in  this 
^'"ai!?'      Town,  where  he  granted  the  Church  ot  f^abnilia  to  the 
490.  '  Monastery  of  St.  Bemadt  de  Monte  Javis,  to  make  Fires 

for  the  poor  People  there,, and  it  continued  in  the  Crown 
until  Anno  1206,  7  JohannU,  when  that  King  gpranted  this 
Castle  and  Honour  of  ISetfc^BlllStA  to 

Jeoffery  Fitzpiers  Earl  of  TSsUXf  with  the  Knight's  Fee 

thereto  belonging,  in  Feefarm  for  an  hundred  Pounds  per 

ibM.  161.411*  Annum,  to  hold  to  him  and  the  Heirs  of  his  Body  by  Ave- 

^?*i*f??o5  '*"*  ^^^^  ^^  Wife;  and  as  for  his  Works  of  Pietv,  he  gave 

^"^    '  "^         to  the  Brethren  of  the  Hospital  of  St  Thomas  of  SUte8»  in 

the  City  of  'lon&OIti  the  Guardianship  of  St.  John  Bapiiei 

in  SDnH^amstelrt  and  also  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  the 

Evangelist  of  Lepers. 

But  before  the  14th  Year  of  King  John  he  died,  and  was 
buried  at  §b6oulll]b0in»  of  whom  our  Historian  gives  this 
Character,  that  he  was  a  Person  of  great  Power  and  Au- 
thority, and  died  on  the  second  Day  of  October,  to  the  ge- 
neral Loss  of  the  whole  Realm,  being  a  firm  Pillar  thereof, 
generous,  skilful  in  the  Laws,  rich  in  Money  and  of  every 
thing  else,  and  allied  to  all  the  great  Men  of  (BndaiUirt 
either  in  Blood  or  Friendship,  so  that  the  King  feared  him 
above  all  Mortals,  for  'twas  he  that  held  the  Beines  of  Go- 
vernment, and  after  his  Death  the  Realm  was  like  a  Ship

was  Lord  of  SSetttbamsttH  and  Justice  of  Ittlatltt.

I^amstetr  was  in  the  Crown,  for  when  the  Barons  lay  still,  S«5^  ^'

ntdph  the  German  to  have  the  Custody  thereof. 

Anno  1216,  17  Johan.  Prince  Lewie  eldest  Son  to  the  ^^. 

^°S  ^^  iptancCf  laid  Siege  to  this  Castle,  and  invested  the  foi  390.  "^ 
same  with  his  Army  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  uLife!^"^ 
whilst  the  Barons  which  Lewis  commanded,  pitched  their 
Tents  on  the  North  Side  thereof,  and  their  Officers  and 
Souldiers  were  carel^  in  th^r  several  Stations,  the  Knights 
and  Souldiers  issued  out  of  the  Castle  with  a  great  Force, 
seized  the  Chariots,  and  Provisions  of  the  Barons,  took  the 
Banner  of  William  Earl  of  iUBnliebilei  and  returned  with 
all  the  Chariots  and  Provisions  unto  the  Castle;  and  whilst 
the  Barons  were  sitting  at  Table  the  same  Day,  the  Knights 
issued  out  of  the  Castle  again,  a^id  carrying  the  Banner,

advanced  Richard  his  younger  Brother,  for  his  good  Servi- 
ces at  the  Siege  of  the  Castle  of  WxlU  in -grame,  to  the  Ti- 
tle and  Dignity  of  Earl  ConUpal  at  eBbStminSttt  with 
great  Solemnity ;  he  gave  this  Honour  and  Castle  to  him, 
but  soon  after  much  Difference  happened  between  the  King 
and  him,  touching  the  Lordship  of  ^((Sf  which  KingJohn 
gave  to  Walera  Teutonic,  for  he  alleged  that  it  was  Parcel 
of  the  Earldom  of  (ZDomfoaly  and  cau^  Possession  of  it  to  MltLp^rU'

Fault  to  Hubert  de  Burgh,  then  Justice  of  sndantt,  and 
advising  the  King  to  secure  him,  required  also  tno  Coufir-

nmny  of  his  Woods,  until  the  Tatter  End  of  An.  23  H.  III. 
1289,  and  18  Calends  of  February,  the  same  Year  Isabel 
Dugd.  At.    his  Wife  died  in  Child  Bed  at  his  Manner  of  30eiit|ftB]IIStdl, 
Toi.  1.  foisu.  mid  ^3,  buried  in  the  Abby  of  SSeauUea;  but  after  this  Fu- 
neral was  passed,  diyers  of  the  Nobility  met  together  at 
Xod|^Blllpttni|  where  they  did  by  Oath  oblige  themseWes  to 
go  forthwidi  into  the  |^oIb  lanib  for  the  Seryice  of  (rod 
and  the  Church,  and  ne  haying  prepared  all  things  ready 
for  his  Journey,  came  to  the  Abby  of  Sbt  9PDtanS#  where  in 
full  Chapter  he  desir'd  the  Prayers  of  the  whole  Convent, 
for  his  good  Success,  then  took  his  Leaye  of  the  Kins,  the 
legate  and  Nobles  at  'ftonHoilt  and  so  hasted  to  9(tet, 
whence  passing  thro*  Sftwrn^  he  came  to  the  l^lfi  lanttt 
Anno  1241,  25  If.  III.  where  he  accepted  of  a  Truce  of 
the  Soldan  of  SSabgloilt  upon  Condition  that  the  French

of  eight  Days ;  viz.  on  the  Day  of  the  Invention  of  the  Holy 
Cross,  and  for  seven  Days  next  following. 

Anno  1257,  41  H.  III.  this  Earl  being  a  Person  of 
hi^h  Repute  for  his  heroick  and  noble  Endowments,  cer- 
tain Nobles  of  fSiVKfdu  arriving  here,  represented  to  the 
whole  Baronage  of  Sfldantt^  then  met  in  Parliament,  that 
this  Earl  was  elected  King  of  the  Roman»  by  unanimous 
Consent  of  the  Princes  of  the  Empire,  and  showed  the  Xet- 
ters  Testimonial  that  did  manifest  the  same,  and  soon  after 
the  Bishop  of  CTobn  and  divers  of  the  Nobles  of  that  Coun- 
try  came  hither  and  did  Homage  to  him,  upon  which  he 
g^ve  them  500  Marks  towards  their  travelling  Expences, 
and  a  ricl)  Mitre  adomM  with  pretious  Stones,  which  plea- 
sed the  Archbishop  so  well,  that  he  said.  As  he  has  put  this 
Mitre  on  my  Head,  I  will  put  the  Crown  qf^Imafol  on  his. 

In  Order  hereto,  this  Earl  committed  himself  to  the  Mau.  Pv », 
Prayers  of  the  Religious,  took  his  Leave  of  his  Friends,   ^  ^^' 
and  began  his  Journey  on  the  third  Day  in,  Easter  Week. 
He  took  Shipping  at  tfatmoutl^t  and  arriving  in  short  time 
at  ^IStttegtahly  was  there  crowned  King  upon  Ascention 
Day. 

Havinff  received  this  great  Honour  he  retum'd  thence  Matt.  pvi«, 
the  next  Year  after,  and  landed  atBobet  upon  the  Day  of  '^''^^ 
St.  Julian,  where  the  Ejng  met  him  with  much  Joy ;   i^ter 
this  during  his  Stay  here,  he  made  great  Preparation  for 
his  Journey  back  to  receive  the  Crown  of  tne  Empire, 
which  the  Pope  under  Hand  endeavoured  to  obtain  for  nim.

Sex  (where  the  Londoners  with  all  their  Power  recruited 
them,)  and  there  he  commanded  the  Body  of  the  King^s 
Army  in  the  Battle  of  IjUbz^p  where  the  King  and  he  were 
taken  Prisoners.

His  Heart  was  buried  at  the  Gray  Fryars  in  iSModlt  under 

a  costly  Pyramid,  and  his  Body  in  the  Abby  of  |^aIcS|  whidi 

was  of  his  own  Foundation. 

He  had  no  Issue  by  Rom  de  Dover  his  first  Wife,  hut  by 
Isabel  his  second  Wife  he  begat  John,  Henry,  Richard, 
and  Nicholas,  of  whom  John  and  Richard  died  in  their  In- 
fancy, and  Nicholas  with  his  Mother  in  Child-bed,  and  a 
Daughter  who  died  in  her  Cradle,  but  Henry  survived 
them  for  divers  Years,  however  he  died  in  the  Life-time  of 
his  Father.  He  had  Issue  by  Senchia  his  third  Wife,  Rick- 
ard  who  died  young,  and  Edmond  who  sacceeded  him  in 
this  Earldom  of  (Sontfoali  but  by  Beatrix  his  fourth  Wife 
he  had  no  Issue. 

At  the  time  of  his  Death  he  held  of  the  King  in  Capite, 
by  Knight's  Service  the  Manners  of  SOnttliaillfttd  and  |[^- 
melftsmsttby  and  at  39eTfcj^am0t()y  there  were  400  Acres  of 
Arable  Land,  4  Acres  of  Pasture,  16  Acres  of  Meadow, 
200  Acres  of  Wood,  a  Park,  three  Watermills,  10/.  Rents 
of  Assize,  and  9/.  Rents  of  Assize,  and  in  the  Borough  of 
SSfricftamstdlf  were  11/.  of  Rents  of  Assize,  and  there  were 
two  Watermills,  which  were  yearly  worth  6/.  13s.  Ad.  the 
Toll  of  the  Borough  was  yearly  worth  4/.  and  the  Perqui- 
sites of  the  Portmoot  were  worth  40s.  a  Year.

^  Fees,  exoeptinff  two  Messnages  together  with  the  Uoal, 

the  Pleas  of  the  Crown,  and  other  the  AppurtenaDces, 
which  the  Rector  of  fts^cntgi  and  Convent  of  the  same 
Place»  held  in  the  same  Vill,  which  they  had  of  the  Gift  of 
the  said  Edmond  Earl  of  <2rQimiMlI,  and  by  the  Confirmation 
of  the  King,  to  them  and  their  Successors,  so  that  the  said 
Rector  and  Convent,  with  all  their  Tenants,  are  quit  in  the 
said  Vill  from  all  Manner  of  Tolls. 

Also  they  say  that  there  are  12  Bnrgesses  in  the  Borongh 
of  90nfciiaillStel)r,  of  which  the  Abbot  of  itUKUStan  held  one 
Burgage,  and  ought  Suit  of  Portmoot  from  15  Days  to  15 
Days,  the  Abbot  of  Urabing  held  another  Burgage,  and 
ought  Suit  as  the  aforesaid  Abbot,  and  there  are  also  62 
Free  Tenants  in  the  said  Borough,  and  22  Free  Tenants 
of  Serjeanty. 

And  there  is  a  certain  Wood  called  the  Jpntll»  which 
contains  in  itself  763  Acres  and  one  Rood,  and  a  Common 
as  well  for  the  Freemen  as  the  Villaines  of  ]8eck|^Btll8(td  by 
the  Year,  excepting  the  time  of  Pannage,  that  is  between 
the  Feast  of  St.  Michael,  and  the  Feast  of  St.  Martin,  and 
Common  for  the  Rector  of  ftsj^ttug  and  all  his  Tenants  for 
the  whole  Year,  as  well  in  the  time  of  Pannage  as  at 
other  times,  and  the  said  Rector  shall  have  House-boot 
and  Hey-boot  out  of  the  said  Wood. 

Also  they  say  that  the  Master  of  the  House  of  St.  Tho- 
moM,  the  Martyr  of  Acon,  holds  to  him  one  Free  Messuage 
and  one  Virgate  of  Land  in  90Cf6|^ainstAf9  and  ought  Suit 
of  Court  from  three  Weeks  to  three  Weeks,  and  once  At- 
tendance at  the  Court  of  the  View  of  Franc-Pl^ge  for  all 
Services;  also  they  say  that  Bariholamew  Oryol  Lord  of 
ftDttrttttP  and  the  same  Vill,  had  free  Ingress  and  Regress 
from  the  Wood  of  the  .jprftj^t  and  ought  to  mow  in  one  of 
the  Parks  with  16  Men,  for  Meat  for  the  Lord  one  Day, 
and  the  Work  of  every  Man  was  worth  one  Penny,  and  he 
himself  or  his  Servant  shall  ride  or  go  to  view  the  Work- 
men, and  he  shdl  have  Meat  of  the  Lord  twice  in  Ae  Day; 
they  also  say  that  there  was  33f  •  6c/.  a  Year  paid  for  the  cmn- 
mon  Fine  at  the  great  Court,  of  which  the  vill  of  flSMfntm 
paid  2f .  a  Year,  the  Vill  of  0rObUnCOte,  2m.  per  An.  &e  Vill 
of  3BetIaiD|  29.  per  An.  the  Vill  of  lee  and  gim^tfAt^  2r. 
per  An.  the  Vill  of  iHlatStfm.  2s.  per  An.  the  Vill  of  9ctB' 
ton^2g.  per  An.  the  Vill  of  JXHntrBi  10^.  per  An.  the  Villa

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This  Earl  Ednumd  founded  a  Colledge  at  Asftmigg  in    jgTiwd.y 
the  County  of  3Stsd0»  in  Honour  of  the  Blood  of  our  Sa-    ■«»««• 
viour,  for  certain  Brethren  called  BanhomeSt  and  for  the 
Soul  of  IZtcAarcI  King  of  Almafn  his  Father;  he  gave  to  the  iSi.^' 
Monks  of  iCUioIfS  in  the  Suburbs  of  OxfodI,  all  his  Lands  2£^'> 
in  North  H^tqs,  also  his  Manner  of  ^tllfogtOlt  and  ^flls  at 
SBtSfngton  in  that  County;  also  one  Acre  of  Land  in  iSell 
near  ^RosItn»  with  the  Advowson  of  the  Church  of  SKm- 
brobe  in  the  Hundred  of  IGUriet  in  the  County  of  <2Domfa)Bl; 
also  all  his  Woods  at  M'ettUbtll*  and  divers  Houses  in  Ion* 
TSm,  scituate  in  the  Parish  of  St.  J%omas  the  Apostle,  with 
certain  Lands  in3S[6laniSton»  and  sixty  Shillings  yearly  Rent 
payable  to  the  Monks  of  ^BQie  out  of  the  Manner  of  ^btodtt 
itdmB^i  and  he  died  without  Issue  at  Asj^emgD  on  the  Ca- 
lends of  October,  Anno  1300,  28  H.  I.  being  at  that  time  £«•  mh.i. 
seized  of  this  Manner  among  divers  others. 

Then  this  Honour  and  Castle  of  i0etil|aillSt(b  reverted  to  ,>gg^  ^3,^ 
the  Crown;  and  Anno  1908,  1  Edw.  II.  Piers  OavestM  M.43: 
having  married  Margaret,  the  second  Sister  and  Coheir  to 
Gilbert  de' Clare  Earl  of  (SloOStCr,  Daughter  to  Joan  of 
SUriS  the  King's  Sister,  at  this  Castle  where  the  King  was 
present,  he  procured  a  Grant  of  the  Earldom  of  <!DonifDaI» 
and  this  Castle  to  himself  and  this  Margaret  in  Tail,  with 
Remainder  to  the  King  and  his  Heirs,  and  soon  after  he  ob- 
tained a  Grant  of  the  whole  Earldom  of  (JDomfDal  with  this 
Castle,  and  the  Manner  and  Lands  thereunto  belonging*  and 
of  the  Shrievalty  of  that  County ;  but  his  Advancement  with 
these  rich  Possessions  made  him  insolent,  that  he  despised 
the  best  of  the  Nobles,  which  exasperated  them  and  inrag'd 
the  People  in  general  ag^nst  him  to  that  Height,  that  he 
was  forced  to  fl^  to  §bcaiborou^  Castle  for  Security,  where 
they  besieged  him,  and  wearied  out  the  Guards  within  with 
frequent  Alarms,  that  Piers  seeing  no  Remedy,  yielded 
himself,  promising  to  stand  to  the  Judgment  of  the  fiarons, 
so  that  he  might  have  Liberty  to  speak  with  the  King;  but 
as  they  were  conveying  him  thither,  a  sober  Person  stand- 
ing by,  told  them,  that  it  would  be  a  great  Folly,  having 
been  at  such  a  Charge  and  Trouble  to  take  him,  to  hazard 
the  losing  of  him  a^n,  saying.  That  it  would  be  nmch  bet- 
ter that  he  should  suffer  Death,  than  that  the  Realm  should 
be  disturbed  by  a  War;  Upon  which  they  brought  him  out 
of  the  Prison  to  an  Ascent  called  iSbdUoiDf  about  a  Mile 
North  East  from  SRatfoiA^  where  by  the  Hands  of  aWeloh 
Man  he  was  beheaded  as  a  public  k  Tray  tor,  which  fulfilled 
the  Prophecy,  That  he  should  feel  the  sharp  Teeth  of  the

III.  the  King  granted  this  Castle»  Town,  and  Hon- 
our, with  divers  other  Manners  valued  at  2000  Maiks  per 
Annum,  to  him  in  Tail  general ;  and  Anno  1332, 5  £Ad.III. 
upon  the  King's  Expedition  into  SbcotlontK^  this  Earl  was 
made  Lieutenant  here  during  the  Kind's  Absence. 
^         Anno  1336, 10  Edw.  III.  the  King  hav'mg  IntelligeDce 
n^  M.  '     that  the  French  had  promised  to  aid  the  Scots,  he  marched 
^'^'  himself  into  that  Realm  with  a  great  Army,  and  fortified 

the  Castle  of  §btribeltns  withadeep  Ditch,  as  also  the  Town 
of  Sbt.  Q(o|bR1i^tomS»  at  which  Place  this  John  Earl  of  (Sam* 
teal  falling  sick,  died  without  Wife  or  Issue,  and  was  after- 
wards honourablv  buried  in  St.  Edmond's  Chappel  within 
the  Abby  Church  of  SBlStminSttT,  where  his  Monument 
still  remaineth. 
sumt^^Mi,       ^^^  ^346,  20  Edw.  III.  this  King  advanced  Edward 
M  949.         bis  eldest  Son,  called  the  Black  Prince,  to  the  Title  and  Dig- 
nitv  of  Duke  of  (Somfoali  and  gave  him  the  Castle,  Mannor, 
and  Vill  of  SSni^BIIISteby  with  the  Park  and  the  Honour  of 
iflfAjJiaillStftfi  to  hold  to  him  and  the  Heirs  of  him,  and  the 
eldest  Sons  of  the  Heirs  of  the  Eangs  of  XiudBll]!,  and  the 
Dukes  of  the  said  Place,  together  with  the  Knights*  Fees, 
Advowsons  of  Churches,  Abbies,  Priories,  Hospitals,  Chap- 
pels,  Hundreds,  Pischaries,  Forrests,  Chaees,  Parks.Woods, 
Waiiens,  Fairs,  Markets,  Liberties,  Free  Customs,  Wards, 
Reliefs,  Escheates,  and  Services,  as  well  of  Free  as  Bond 
Tenants,  and  all  other  things  that  belonsred  to  the  Castles, 
Vills,  Manners,  Honours,  &c.    And  this  Duke  attended 
the  Kin^  in  that  great  Expedition  into  Jpianctf  where  he 
tho'  no  more  than  sixteen  Years  of  Age,  commanded  the 
Van  of  that  great  Battle  of  (STrtSften.  and  laid  on  so  fi^x^ly 
with  Spear  and  Shield,  whilst  the  battle  continued  three 
Parts  of  the  Night;  in  which  time  the  French  gave  five 
great  Assaults  against  the  English,  till  at  last  they  being* 
conauered,  ran  away.

The  Black  Prince  granted  a  Warrant  dated  An.  22  Edw. 
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M.  S7I. 


III.  to  distrain  the  Bailiff  of  ^Itsbntp  by  all  his  Goods     »und.  of 
found  within  the  Honours  of  8KaIUn(porly  and  38erfc]^am-    ''^^"*"'' 
Stcb ;  and  to  detain  them  there,  till  he  satisfie  the  Prince  for 
his  Contempt  in  distraining  the  Prince's  Tenants  to  pay  Toll, 
and  until  he  recompense  the  said  Tenants. 

Anno  1356,  30  Edw.  III.  this  valiant  Prince  fought  that 
famous  Battle  of  ^{(ters  in  Jpraiue,  where  King  Philip, 
his  Son,  and  a  great  Number  of  their  Nobility  were  taken 
and  brought  into  ®nglanb  on  the  5th  of  May,  and  on  the 
four  and  twentieth  Day  of  the  same  Month,  came  to  'Xoit- 
tton,  where  the  Citizens  received  the  Prince  with  great 
Honour,  then  conveyed  him  to  SEbStmfnSter,  where  the 
King  sitting  in  great  State  in  the  great  Hdl,  received  him 
and  all  his  Prisoners,  whence  the  French  King  was  carried 
to  a  Lodging,  where  he  lay  awhile,  and  then  was  removed 
to  the  Sbabop,  which  was  at  that  time  the  House  of  the 
Duke  of  llanCBStfTy  and  a  veiy  pleasant  Place. 

But  the  8th  of  June,  Anno  1376, 50  Edw.  III.  this  noble 
imd  valiant  Prince  died  in  the  Archbishop*s  Pallace  at  (ZTan* 
tftburSi  who  was  in  his  time  the  Flower  of  Chivalry,  and  on 
the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  buried  with  great 
Solemnity  at  Chri$t  Church  in  (lEantttimtB ;  after  which 
King  Edward  created  Richard  his  Son,  £irl  of  (S^^t^ttXf 
Duke  of  (EComfoaly  and  Prince  of  SSlales. 

Anno  1388,  11  Richard  II.  when  Robert  de  Veer  was 
advanced  to  the  Title  and  Dignity  of  Marquess  of  Sttblin, 
and  afterwards  Duke  of  Ittianb:  this  King  gave  him  Li- 
berty to  reside  at  this  Castle,  wnich  was  one  of  his  own 
royal  Pallaces,  allowing  him  Wood  and  Fuel,  to  be  taken 
out  of  his  Woods  and  Park  for  his  Firing. 

Anno  1400, 1  H.  IV.  Henryof  iMottmOtttb  eldest  Son 
to  King  H.  IV.  was  created  Duke  of  (tCornfoal,  and  pos- 
sest  of  this  Castle,  Honour,  and  Town  of  n^nb^Binstety. 

Anno  1422,  Henry  of  SBKlAsot  eldest  Son  to  Kin^  H. 
V.  was  advanc'd  to  the  Dukedom  of  (SComtoaU  tuid  enjoy'd 
this  Castle,  Honour,  and  Town  of  iSerfc^Bmsttb. 

Anno  1454,  this  Castle  and  Town  was  granted  to  Ed- 
ward of  SR(Stm(n8ttr#  eldest  Son  to  H.  Vl.  but  when 
that  King  was  deposed,  they  came  to  the  Possession  of  ^^'mT' 
King  £tAi7.  IV.  who  granted  the  Stewardship  of  this  Castle 
and  liordship.  Anno  1461,  1  Regni  sui,  to  John  Lord  Wen- 
lock,  who  was  preferred  to  the  Dignity  and  Degree  of  a 
Baron,  and  made  one  of  the  King's  Privv  Council. 

Cicely  Daughter  of  Ralph  Nevil,  Earl  of  SRcstmotlaniir, 
Wife  to  Richard  Duke  of  Yotk,  and  Mother  to  this  King, 
Anno  1496, 11  H.  VII.  died  in  this  Place,  after  she  had

Bailiff  and  BnrgesMS  of  thii  Corporation^  wlio  pleaded  their  Charter,  ap- 
on  which  I  was  informed  there  was  no  farther  Proceeding,  bat  the  Cor- 
poration growing  very  poor  in  the  time  of  the  late  War,  let  their  GoTcra* 
ment  fiUl,  however  fonr  of  the  Chief  Boivesses  are  still  living  in  the  Town, 
who  by  the  Charter  may  choose  a  Bayliff,  and  may  still  fill  op  the  Number 
of  Burgesses. 

X  HIS  Chnrch  is  a  Rectory  and  a  rural  Deanery,  scituated  in  the  Dean, 
ery  of  lkcft|M»td,  in  the  Diocess  of  RiltCBlll,  and  Ammo  86  ff.VIII.  was 
rated  in  the  King's  Books  at  the  yearly  Value  of  902.  and  the  King  is  Pa. 
tron  hereof. 

RECTORS. 

Tkemuti  Newmum  Robert  Brabamt^  A.M.  and  Chaplain  to 

Jokm  Napper  King  WWiam  and  Qneen  Afory 

This  Church  is  dedicated  to  the  Honour  of  St.  Peter  the  Apostle,  and  is 
erected  near  the  Middle  of  the  Town  by  Riekmrd  Torragtom  (as  the  In- 
habitants have  a  Tradition)  a  Man  who  was  in  great  Favour  with  Edatamd 
PUmi^emet  Duke  of  Cornhwl,  the  Son  of  Jtichmrd  Plenlsgeaet  second  Sod 
of  King  Jokm  Earl  of  CtomhMll,  and  King  of  the  Romwu;  and  the  Tower 
at  the  West  End  of  the  Chnrch  was  rebuilt  Am.  27  Hem.  VIIl.  as  is  mp- 
posed  by  Jokm  PkOip:  T'u  well  leaded  and  adorned,  in  veiy  good  Re- 
pair; and  there  is  in  it  a  Ring  of  five  Bells,  but  not  very  tuneable;  and  at 
the  upper  ^d  of  the  Body  of  the  Church  is  their  present  Majesties' 
Arms,  with  the  Garter,  Mantliugs,  Doubling,  Helmet,  Crest,  Supporters, 
Motto's,  Inscriptions,  Sec.  well  and  largely  painted,  and  laid  with  Gold 
over  the  same,  a  rich  Cap  of  State,  and  over  all,  their  Majesties'  Naoses, 
WiUimmi  and  Mary  in  Characters  upheld  by  two  Cherubs ;  on  the  right 
Side  of  the  Arms  stands  Justice  with  «  Sword  in  her  right  Hand,  and  a 
Ballance  in  her  Left,  looking  towards  the  Effigies  of  Mercy,  which  standa 
on  the  left  Side  of  the  Arms,  with  a  Pardon  sealed  in  her  right  Hand, 
and  her  golden  Scepter  in  her  left,  both  of  them  depicted  at  large,  stand- 
ing upon  two  Pedestals  of  Stone  between  two  Pillars  of  the  like  ^raJy 
carved  on  the  Top ;  Justice  having  writ  on  her  Head  in  Letters  of  Gold, 
Femr  God  mmd  komomr  tke  King.  And  upon  the  Pedestal,  To  do  Jmatiee  is 
flROfff  meceptabU  to  tke  Lord  tkam  SaayUe^  Prov.  cap.  xxi,  v.  S.  Wkoooeoer 
reeietetk  tke  Power  receive  to  tkenueltee  Dammmtiom.  And  upon  her  Pedes- 
tal, Mercy  amd  Trutk  preservetk  tke  King.  Prov.  xz,  88.  And  on  each 
Side  the  whole  are  two  Pillars  marbled. 

Underneath  their  present  Majesties,  is  Queen  JSltsofteM's  Arms  newly 

Sainted  again,  which  remained  all  the  late  civil  Laws  untouched  or  blem- 
h'd;  so  did  also  the  Arms  of  King  Jamee  I.  which  were  lately  changed 
into  King  WiUiamemmd  Queen  Mary,  nor  the  Arms  of  King  Edward  VI. 
in  the  Chapel  of  St.  ^oAn  sttflfered  any  Injury  in  the  Heat  of  all  those 
Troubles. 

Under  the  Arms  of  Queen  Elizabetk  is  writ. 

This  mighty  Queen  is  dead,  and  lives, 
And  leaves  the  World  to  wonder, 
How  she  a  Maiden  Queen  did  role, 
Few  Kings  have  gone  beyond  her. 

On  both  Sides  the  Arms  of  Queen  Elizabetk^  are  the  ten  Command- 
ments,  and  on  each  Side  the  Commandments  stand  JUoeee  with  his  budded 
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Rod  in  bia  right  Hand,  and  the  Tablet  with  the  ten  CommandmentB  cba«  ifaad.  ^f 
racterized  after  the  Manner  of  the  Eaatern  Langnages,  and  Letters  in  bis  Boconnit 
left  Hand  in  the  Habit  of  a  Prince,  and  Aarvn  standing  on  the  left 
Hand  clotbed  in  his  priestly  VestimentSy  and  having  the  Censor  bnming 
in  bis  left  Hand. 

The  Pillars  of  the  whole  Church  are  marbled ;  the  Creeds  and  the 
▼arions  Sentences  of  Scripture  are  incirculed  and  adorned  with  Paintings. 

At  the  lower  End  of  the  Body  of  the  Church  a  very  good  Marble 
Font  is  erected  between  two  Pillars,  by  FnmeU  WUkeredj  Esq.  Con- 
troller of  the  Works  of  his  Majesty  Ring  CharU$  II.  Anno  1667,  with  a 
guilt  Crown  thereon  and  a  guilt  Dove  over  it,  and  has  a  decent  Cover 
which  with  Pnllies  rise  and  falls  as  the  same  is  covered  or  uncovered. 

The  Pulpit  is  adorn'd  in  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the  Church.  The 
Commnunion  Table  is  decently  railed  in,  the  Seats  are  uniform  to  each 
other,  and  the  Walls  of  the  whole  Church  are  beautified  and  kept  in 
good  Repair. 

In  ike  Chaneel. 

In  the  Isle  on  the  East  Side  of  the  Altar,  Sir  Adolph  Gary,  Kt.  was 
buried  on  the  10th  Dav  of  Apriif  1609.  Anno  7  Ja,  I.  his  Banners  were 
taken  down  not  lone  since;  having  hung  as  long  as  they  could,  but  the 
Helmet,  Sword  and  Crest,  which  is  on  a  Wreath  Argent  and  SahU,  a 
Swan  proper  J  on  He  Breatt  a  Creuent  Sable  are  still  remaining  on  the  Side 
of  a  nllar :  in  the  Isle  his  Paternal  Coat  is  in  a  Field  Argent,  on  a  Bend 
SabU  three  Roeee  of  the  eecond,  Barbed  proper,  with  a  Creeeent  /or  the  dif* 
ferenee  of  hie  Family;  which  is  impaled  with  another  Coat  thus,  In  m 
Feild  Argentf  a  Bsiid  Sable  within  a  Bordwre  engrailed  of  the  eeeond. 
Under  them  in  a  Compartment  is  subscribed  for  a  Motto  iVoii  Anti^^aUae 
eed  Virtne  Honor, 

In  the  same  Isle  near  the  former  is  an  ancient  Tomb,  the  Brass  In- 
scription whereof  is  gone,  but  by  the  Atchievement,  which  is  curiously 
inlaid  thereon  with  Brass,  Iron,  &c.  compared  with  the  Register  Book  of 
the  Parish  for  Burials,  'twas  in  memory  of  Sir  John  ComwMtf  Kt.  who 
was  one  of  the  Council  to  Prince  Bdward,  afterwards  King  Edward  VI. 
he  died  at  tUtttCtttt,  and  was  buried  here,  I  of  Afay,  IMt,  S5  Hettrw 
VIII. 

The  Atchievement  on  his  Tomb  is  as  follows. 

Party  per  pale  Baron  and  F«fii,his  five  Coates  marshalled  tIs.  the  first. 
Sable  Guttee  de  JEov,  on  a  Feu  Argent  three  Cornish  Chonghe  proper,  bp 
the  name  of  Comwallis.  The  second,  a  Crou  Floree.  The  third,  a  Bend 
Dexter  between  $ix  CroeeroOete  JItchet  in  Baee.  The  fourth,  Barry  ^ 
fowrteen  pieces,  a  Dexter  qwarter.  The  fifth,  a  Cheveron  between  three 
Storkee  (as  I  believe)  proper;  here  is  a  Cheveron  between  three  Phmons,  the 
whole  insigned  with  an  Helmet  answerable  to  his  Degree,  mantled  and 
doubled,  and  on  a  Turf  a  Cornish  Chongh  proper  with  the  Wings  expansed, 
and  holding  in  his  Month  two  biades  qf  Grau,  one  ^  Cinqwfople  the  other 
of  Trofffoyle. 

In  the  Chancel  going  into  the  Church  by  the  Belfry,  one  Tomb  in  the 
Wall  has  this  Inscription  on  the  Gravestone  before  it.

Upon  the  Tomb  on  the  Wall  is  an  Atchievement  containing  twelve

Anno  is  H.  VIII.  all  die  inhabitants  of  the  Town  efHiiHwUftr 
eonsatted  together,  and  agreed  that  the  Lands  of  their Biaiheriwad  (who 
tiien  were  known  by  the  MauM  of  the  President,  Wardens,  and  Brctkren 
of  the  Gaild  or  FVatemity  of  St  Jekm  the  Baptist  in  Itat^HMMh  Sbt. 
9«liir)  shoald  be  employed  towards  the  bniMina  of  a  Sdioaly  and  tiha 
maintaining  of  a  SchooUnaster  to  teach  their  Children  then^  and  Dr. 
lacfn*  Dean  of  81.  Pralf  Church  in  ftonlMl.  iMing  iMvn  hers^  «ind  at  that 
time  Presideat  and  Chelf  of  the  said  Fratemitv,  give  all  tim  Lands 
which  he  had  hare,  for  the  said  Use,  and  sent  a  Sdioi&naster  who  tanght 
their  Children  in  the  Brotherhood  Honse,  and  they  were  always  alter  nc- 
connted  and  reputed  as  Part  of  the  Brotherhood  Lands;  wUdi  Course 
was  continually  obsenred  until  Anno  SS  H.  VIIL  when  the  Dean  featiog 
the  Lands  being  in  the  Name  of  a  Brotherhood,  might  not  be  so  secnre, 
for  the  better  Establishment  of  the  same,  obtawed  of  the  King  a  License 
to  purchase  401.  per  Jaaam,  to  found  a  School  with  an  Incorporation  at 
Vnttntttfll,  whereof  the  Kings  of  this  Realm  should  be  always  Fonnd- 
« ti  a  Ea  VI  *'*>  ^^  should  name  and  place  the  Schoolmaster  there  as  onien  as  the 
.  p,^^  should  happen  to  be  void,  which  thing  was  settled  by  Act  of 
Pariiament. 

Then  the  Dean  with  Che  Assistance  of  the  Inhabitanti  in  the  Town, 
and  his  Friends,  erected  a  FUr  large  School  of  Brl^  and  Freestone,  with 
a  Lodging  for  the  Schoolmaster  adjoyning  to  the  West  End  thereof, 
where  the  Dean  himself  did  lye  and  kept  House  divers  thnes  befoie  his 
Death;  and  at  the  East  End  of  the  School  were  two  other  Lodgtega 
erected,  one  for  the  Usher,  and  the  other  for  the  Chaplain  or  Onmtry 
Priest,  which  building  remains  at  this  Day,  Teiy  foir  and  stro^. 

When  the  School  was  finisht,  the  Dean  sent  for  the  cfaeif  Men  in  this 
Town,  and  gaTe  thanks  with  them  upon  their  Knees  to  Almighty  Ood, 
for  having  given  him  Life  to  see  the  Perfection  of  that  WoHl,  which  botli 
he,  the  Town,  and  Country  had  been  performing  abaat  the  anaea  of 
twenty  Years,  then  he  called  Mr.  Reeve,  and  placed  him  in  Am  Seat 
there  made  for  the  Schoolmaster,  and  so  did  ordain,  make,  and  pro- 
nounce hfan  the  first  Master  of  the  School;  then  gave  to  him  and  his 
Successors  for  ever,  Possession  of  the  Lodgings  appertaining  to  that  Of- 
fice, also  he  constituted  Mr.  John  Audley  Usher,  and  Bfr.  Jehm  EmH 
Chaplain. 

This  done  he  gave  Possession  by  his  Deed  dated  asd  of  Jfardk,  Ammm 
96  H.  VIII.  to  RUhiord  Reeve,  John  Au^^  and  John  £«!,  and  their 
Successors  for  ever,  of  all  the  Lands  granted  to  the  8chool»  which  nre 
3  k  4  E*!.  VI.    particnlariy  expressed  in  the  said  Act  of  Parliament. 

Then  the  Dean  began  Te  Demm  Laudamm,  which  being  finished  with 
certain  other  Prayers  and  Ceremonies,  the  whole  Company  drank  to-

The  Dean  dying  the  next  Year  after  the  Erection  of  the  School,  MNae 
evil  Persons  informed  the  Kin^  that  the  Dean  had  granted  fa  the 
School  a  larger  Revenue  than  hisLicense  did  allow. 
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Wherenpon  the  King  appointed  Henry  Hmfdtn  and  Jeim  WaUrkBmu^  Hund,  tf 
Gentlemen,  to  survey  the  Lands  on  the  11th  Day  of  Jim.  Ann*  38  H.  Bftcamw* 
VIII.  who  found  the  whole  Rents  of  the  Lands,  did  not  exceed  the 
yearly  Valoe  of  SOI.  IBs.  and  8d.  as  appears  by  the  said  Sonrey. 

Anma  1  Ed.  VI.  the  Schoolmaster  was  required  to  shew  the  Foundation 
of  the  School  to  such  Persons  as  the  King\  Council  had  appointed,  and 
open  View  thereof  they  demanded  an  Incorporation  betides  the  License 
and  other  Writings,  which  Incorporation,  and  the  Dean's  Will,  were  sup- 
posed to  be  imb^Ued  by  one  FettUry  who  pretended  to  be  Heir  to  the 
Dean,  and  after  his  Death  had  gotten  the  same  out  of  his  Study,  so  that 
the  Schoolmaster  coyld  not  produce  them,  therefore  it  was  feared  that 
the  Foundation  of  the  School  was  imperfect,  and  he  disturbing  the  School 
about  fourteen  Years  together,  the  Schoolmaster  upon  Advice,  petitioned 
Parliament  to  confirm  tie  Erection  and  Foundation  of  the  School,  which 
was  accordingly  done,  and  tlie  Schoolmaster  compounding  with  the 
right  Heir  of  ttie  said  Dean  Inetni  and  paying  601.  to  him  and  some 
ouer  of  his  Relations,  he  was  licensed  to  sell  %m.  and  8d.  of  the  said  Re- 
venues belonging  to  the  School  to  pay  fifty  Marks  to  the  Heirs;  and  the 
Grant  was  ezemplify'd  under  the  Oreat  Seal  of  HfllglailT),  in  pepetmam  rei 


The  Master,  Usher,  and  Chaplain,  were  incorporated  by  the  Name  of 
Master,  Chaplain,  and  Usher  of  the  Free-school  and  Chantry  of  Dean 
Ineent  of  |8frK|Mnilftl!B,  and  by  this  Name  do  implead  and  are  impleaded, 
and  have  one  Commcm  Seal,  vrith  Dean  Ineent  a  Coat  of  Arms,  and  are 
inabled  to  purchase  Lands  and  Tenements  in  Fee  simple,  to  hold  to  them 
and  their  Successors  in  free  and  perpetnal  Almes  to  the  clear  yearly 
Value  of  ^— «— ^  pro  ui  in  the  Act  of  Parliament  made  for  the  said 
School;  the  Warden  of  the  Colledge  of  AU  Stmh  in  ^ti(M  is  consti- 
tuted Visitor,  and  may  visit  once  in  three  Years,  and  at  every  such  Visi- 
tation the  Master  and  Usher  shall  pay  to  him  l%$,  4d,  out  of  the  Revenues 
of  the  School.

to  each  of  them.  To  the  Black  Fraan,  l4mllim,  called  Dominick,  for 
three  Trentals  80s.  to  the  Prior  and  his  Brother  of  Itoig'i  ftngby  for 
one  Trental  10s.  to  the  Prior  of  the  Fryars  of  BttSfltoblt.  and  his  Brother, 
for  one  Trental  10s.  to  the  Prior  and  his  Brother  of  Biack  Fryan  of 
IfforthjlWIltDg  for  one  Trental  10s.  He  gave  10<.  to  bis  Brother  Sir  Wil- 
liam  belakaiy ;  and  an  House  in  ISftll^raiftel^,  formerly  BowtMmtl,  and 
another  there  formerly  Cltnioutft  and  then  used  as  aStabletothe  former,  to 
Sir  IUn(fe  Vemey^  Kt.  and  a  Close  lying  thereto,  paying  201.  in  full  con- 
tentatlon  to  the  Performance  of  his  said  last  Will;  and  the  Rest  of  his 
real  Estate  (which  was  very  great)  he  gave  to  his  Daughters,  Laec,  Mary, 
and  JooMf  and  if  either  of  them,  or  any  for  them,  sho^d  make  any  Strife 
or  Debate  against  the  Will,  her  Portion  was  to  be  sold  bj  his  Execniors 
to  the  best  Value,  and  to  be  distributed  in  good  Works  m  the  said  £tf- 
toard  Dtlakay$  Soul,  and  all  Cbristaiu  Souls;  he  made  the  said  Sir  Ra^fe 
Vemey,  Rav/e  Vemey  of  9nl2llfS.  Esq.  Mr.  Jokm  Siejanetkf  and  Mr.  RUh- 
ard  Goodtrtf  his  Executors,  and  gave  to  the  said  Sir  Ra^fe  Fenuy,  Si. 
and  to  the  said  Mr.  ttanife  Vemefff  Mr.  Siepnetk,  and  Mr.  Goadere^  40s.  a 
piece,  for  their  Labour  and  Diligence  in  fulfilling  his  Will,  which  hedl- 
rected  them  to  fulfil  as  they  should  think  best,  and  most  necessary,  as 
they  would  answer  before  Almighty  God,  if  it  should  be  needful  for  bint 
the  said  Delahmf,  to  ask  accompt  of  his  Testament  and  last  Will,  in  as 
much  as  he  left  sufficient  Goods  and  Substance  to  perform  the  same, 
after  the  good  Provision  of  his  Executors,  as  it  should  be  most  expedient 
for  the  health  of  his  Soul,  and  his  Faders  and  Moders,  and  all  his 
Friends  Souls,  with  all  Christian  Souls.

Prince  CkarUi  gave  an  lOOl.  to  employ  the  Poor  of  this  Town  at  work 
in  JItVKp,  which  was  accordingly  perfform'd  till  the  Undertakers  broke. 

King  CkarU^'l,  Atmo  1626,  gave  1002.  more  to  supply  the  Poor  with 
Wood,  for  Firing  ;  and  for  Security  of  the  Money,  Edward  KeUet^ 
and  FrancU  WUkered,  Esqs.  WUUam  PUkin  and  Stephen  Beeanih,  OenU. 
were  bound  to  the  King  in  the  Exchequer,  but  since  all  (save  PUkm) 
have,  in  discharge  of  their  Bonds,  respectively  charged  some  Part  of 
their  Estates  in  Proportion  for  Security  thereof.

With  a  great  Part  or  this  Money,  the  Churchwardens  and  Overseers  of

Relief  and  Sostenation  of  five  of  the  honest  and  poorest  Honscholders  of 
the  Borronch  of SorklKnilitfl^. 

WUUoM  Hatf  of  JdetVtfiOBBaUtl  Ibt.  Vrter,  Gent  gave  151,  to  provide  six 
Penny  Loaves,  to  be  given  to  six  poor  People  every  Sabbath  Day  for 
ever. 

Robert  Pwrtridge  of  IBerttomft^,  Clothier,  gave  three  Acres  of  arable 
Land  in  Qirffntoisfrnh  in  SnriftaiMt^,  to  the  Use  of  the  Poor,  whic!i 
the  Charchwardens  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  this  Tonn,  by  Consent 
of  the  Parishioners  at  a  Vestry  sold  for  201.  and  the  said  WUUam  HaUew 
and  the  other  Parishioners,  with  the  1001.  given  by  King  JauMS  I.  the  16/. 
ffiven  by  Mr.  HtUuy,  and  the  20/.  raised  opon  the  Sale  of  Partridget 
Land,  did  purchase  with  00/.  thereof,  one  Close  called  QSUIUowi  ft  til 
situated  in  the  Hamlet  of  SUI^IrQ  <9nfn,  in  the  Parish  of  <ED|ff ^m,  in  the 
Coanty  of  Vodtf,  containing  twelve  Acres,  more  or  less,  now  divided 
into  three  Closes;  and  with  15/.  more,  they  booght  a  Messuage  or  Tene- 
ment with  an  Orchard  called  Vogea  '!|oafe,  situated  in  ISerkiaiRftfTl.  and 
with  30/.  more,  the^r  booght  certain  Lands  of  one  John  Surman;  and  the 
Closes  called  AltUiami  ^iU  are  employ'd  to  find  a  Manufactory  to  set 
the  Poor  on  Work,  according  to  the  direction  of  King  James;  andyggca 
lloilie  is  employ'd  to  provide  six  Penny  Loaves  for  six  poor  People  ac- 
cording to  the  Intent  of  Mr.  WilUam  HaUey. 

Sir  Henry  Atkine  of  the  Parish  of  €nr<St(9ttr4,  l^mhoil,  Kt.  gave  900/. 
and  therewith  purchased  a  Wood  or  Coppice,  called  JbtlAh^iga  Coyytoy 
with  an  fidgerow,   and  a  Close  of  arable  and  Wood  Ground  called 
l^tllhhtega  Sottom,  and  a  Close  of  arable  called  J^tshhtligs  €lou  of  the 
yearly  Value  of  10/.  and  settled  the  same  in  Trustees  for  the  Poor  of 
lM4miftdl,  the  Profits  thereof  to  be  paid  to  them,  at  the  Feast  of  the 
Nativity  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  or  within  twenty  two  Days  next  after  the 
Feast  of  St.  ^ndrt ao  the  Apostle,  to  be  given  to  twenty  poor  People  by 
equal  Distribution.    Twelve  of  whom  are  to  be  vearly  nominated  by  the 
Churchwardens  and  Overseers,  and  so  many  of'^the  Feoffees  residing  In 
the  Town  as  shall  be  present,  or  tlie  greater  Number  of  them,  and  these 
other  eight  are  to  l>e  yearly  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Heirs  of 
the  said  Henry ;  and  if  the  Churchwardens,  Overseers,  and  Feoffeea,  for 
the  time  being  shall  not  yearly  choose  twelve,  and  distribute  as  aforesaid, 
then  the  said  Sir  Henry  AtkinM  and  bis  Heirs  shall  choose  and  distribute 
to  so  manv  as  thev  neglect  to  choose  and  distribute  to;  and  if  the  said  Sir 
Henry  J<M»f  and  his  Heirs,  shall  not  within  the  said  time  choose  the  said 
Number  every  yeaf,  of  eight  poor  Persons  dwelling  in  the  said  Parish, 
to  receive  the  said  Alms  according  to  the  Proportion  aforesaid,  then  the 
Churchwardens,  Overseers,  and  reoffees,  or  the  greater  Number  of 
them,  shall  appoint  so  many  as  shall  not  be  nominated  by  the  said  Sr 
Henry  Atkine  or'his  Heirs,  within  the  time  aforesaid. 
Henry  Atkine  gave  40/.  to  the  Stodk  of  the  Poor  for  ever. 
Tkomae  Baldwin,  Esq.  who  was  bom  at  nUtttorh,  educated  at  I8erft« 
IftmsUH,  and  lived  at  |^t.  0Uittint  in  the  Feilds,  by  his  Will  gave  the 
Profits  of  his  moyety  of  Waterworks,  running  into,  and  by  1|Q2ie  Vorlt, 
to  the  Parishes  of  ^i.  fHaxiin§  QSUtfotU,  and  ViMamaMl,  for  80  Years 
or  thereabouts,  after  his  Wives  Decease,  whereof  one  third  Part  was 
giv^  to  IBcrld^Rnfl^* 

John  Sayery  Esq.  bv  his  last  Will  dated  the  9d  of  J«2y,  1681,  gave  Sir 
Stephen  Fox,  Sir  Robert  Sayer,  Kts.  and  Joeeph  Soyer^  Clerk,  Rector  of 
^ktV^nuM  itt  4to9, 1000/.  for  the  building  of  an  Almshouse,  and  the 
purchasing  of  Lands  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor  in  ISeri^flNiift^  |^t.  V^irr. 
John  Sayer  dying,  Mary  his  Executrix  caused  an  Almshouse  to  be  built 
consisting  of  twelve  Rooms,  placed  six  poor  Widdows  there,  allotted  two 
Roonu  to  each  Widdow;  and  adding  300/.  to  the  1000/.  by  Deed  dated 
the  12th  of  June  1688,  hath  since  purchased  certain  Land  In  C^tUon  m 
Com,  Vttcfti,  to  the  vearly  Value  of  76/.  S$,  in  the  Name  of  the  said  Trus- 
tees, and  charged  them  with  an  Annuity  of  VU,  per  Annum  to  the  Poor  of 
Vcrklmtttill,  and  hath  provided  to  purchase  a  Close  called  9StMt>cltm, 
adjoyning  to  the  Almshouses  in  the  name  of  the  TnuteeS|  for  the  same 
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Hund.  pj  PnrpMe,  the  Widdows  to  be  placed  and  displaced  by  Mra.  Bhhf  S^fer  at 
Bateniin*  ber  Pleunre,  and  after  her  Decease,  when  any  of  them  shall  die  or  be 
displaced,  the  Heir  of  the  said  Jokm  Smger^  the  Rectors  of  VgOOnuuM 
^t.  HUrv  and  ofHttU^naaM  fX.  V^ter,  for  the  time  being,  or  any  two 
of  them,  whom  the  said  ilfary  doth  appoint  Governors  of  the  Almeshooses, 
shall  choose  at  the  Feast  of  the  Annnnciation  of  the  Blessed  Virgin 
ilfory,  others  in  their  Rooms,  who  have  inhabited  ten  Years  at  least  in  the 
Parish  of  19eilt^sntftfl^»  being  of  good  Fame,  constant  Freqnenters  of  Di> 
▼ioe  Service,  as  by  Law  is  now  Established  In  the  Chnrcb  of  %igblllr, 
aged  96  Years  at  the  least,  and  of  them,  soch  to  be  preferred  whose 
Husbands,  Parents,  or  Children,  or  who  themselves  have  been  TenanU 
of  the  Demeasne  Lands  in  l3crfc|8nHt^  or  any  Part  of  them,  every  poor 
Widdow  to  have  8s.  the  Month  (reckoning  twenty  eight  Days  to  the 
Month)  paid  heron  the  Tombstone  in  the  Chvrch  of  Vecfc|smst^.  near 
the  Monument  lately  erected  for  JtHm  Stofer,  on  the  Smmday  after  Even- 
ing Service,  and  a  Cloath  Gown  once  in  two  Years  at  the  Feast  of  oor 
Saviours  Nativity,  of  20s.  Value  at  the  least;  and  the  Profits  of  the  Gar- 
den or  Orchard  adjoyning  to  the  Almshonse  to  be  equally  divided  among 
them,  the  Almshouses  to  be  kept  in  good  Repair  by  the  Monthly  Stipend 
or  Stipends,  which  by  any  Vacancy  shall  remain  unpaid  till  the  Election 
Days.  The  said  Jlfory  hath  also  allow'd  to  the  Govemonrs  oat  of  tlie  Re- 
venue so  settled  on  the  said  Almshouses,  10s.  yearly  to  be  spent  in  a  Col- 
lathm  at  the  Anniversary  Feast  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  St  Affsry ,  at  such 
time  as  tiiey  meet  together  to  elect  into  any  Vacancy,  and  to  consider  of 
the  good  Rule  and  Government  of  the  said  House,  and  hath  made  several 
other  good  Rules  and  Orders  for  the  better  Government  thereof.

otherwise  NORTHCHURCH. 

This  Vill  is  about  a  Mile  distant  from  39etfc)amstrtl 
Sbt*  ^tttt  to  the  North,  and  'tispropable  was  waste  Ground 
belonging  to  the  former  Vill  of  |bt  ^fjkttt  of  39nUftamgtt)r, 
for  'tis  omitted  out  oi  that*  memorable  Record  of  Damesdei 
made  in  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  but  since  has 
been  improved  to  a  Vill,  and  denominated  from  the  Saint 
to  whom  the  Church  was  dedicated,  to  distinguish  it  from 
the  other  Vill,  but  of  late  Days  it  has  been  commonly  cal- 
led ^^tovtjft^ltrtlb,  from  the  Scituation  of  the  Church,  for 
that  it  stands  North  to  the  other  Parish,  and  there  were 
several  Mesnalties  here,  whereof  !Kor(0)tt  is  the  cheif, 
which  An.  28  Edw.  I.  was  in  the  Possession  of  NichoUu  de 
Bosco,  who  was  Lord  hereof,  and  held  it  of  the  Honour  of 
2Sir&]^amSte&  bv  one  Knight's  Fee ;  after  him  it  came  to 
Ralph  de  Marshall  who  held  it  of  the  Prince  of  SSaltS  io 
the  time  of  Edw.  II.  and  as  his  Honour  of  SSttUftamsttif  by 
several  Services,  and  the  third  Part  of  a  Knight's  Fee, 
from  whom  it  came  to  Thomas  Luton  hy  the  JMrriage  of 
Margaret  his  Daughter,  for  she  surviving  her  Husband 
held  the  same  for  her  life;  and  upon  her  Death  it  was 
found  by  Inquisition  Anno  13  jR.  It.  that  it  descended  to 
William  de  Luton,  who  was  the  Heir. 

Robert  de  Luton  succeeded  him,  was  knighted,  and  he 
and  Katharine  his  Wife  held  this  Manner  of  giMStmtif 
joyntly  together  with  the  Appurtenances  of  the  Honour  of 
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iStritiamstA  in  Socage  by  a  yearl^^  Rent,  and  the  Perfor-  Mfw^'/if 
mance  of  divers  Works  in  Harvest  in  lieu  of  all  Services  ; 
and  'tis  observable  in  those  Days,  that  when  Men  deserved 
well  of  their  TVince,  the  King  would  often  change  the 
Tenure  of  such  Tenants  from  Knight  Service  to  Socage,  to 
ease  their  Charge. 

After  some  Limit  of  time,  Jeremy  Hamden  possest  this 
Manner,  and  held  it  of  the  Honour  of  Hv^K^VtBUHi  by 
Fealty  and  a  certain  annual  Rent  which  hepaid  in  lieu  of 
all  Services,  and  died  seized  hereof  Anno  33  H.  VIII. 

Upon  his  Death,  Michael  Hamden  succeeded,  for  it  was 
found,  that  he  held  this  Manner  of  Nor4cole  of  the  Honour 
of  38ftiltsinste)l  by  Fesjty  and  a  certain  annual  Rent,  that 
he  died  seized  hereof  Anno  13  EHz.  and 

Alexander  was  his  Son  and  Heir,  who  enjoyed  it  some 
time,  then  conveyed  it  to  WiUiam  Edlyn,  Gentleman,  who 
died  seized  hereof,  Anno  4  Jacdbi,  after  his  Decease  it  de- 
scended to  John  Edlin,  Gent,  who  gave  it  by  hb  Will  to 

Sarah  Edlyn  his  eldest  Daughter,  who  married  nomas 
Emerton,  G^ent.  who  with  his  Wife,  are  now  Lords  hereof. 

Here  were  two  other  Mesnalties  in  this  Yill,  as  iMatdK- 
Uin$  and  Xttfrantt,  which  were  held  of  the  Honour  and 
Manner  of  38nikf|BtRStel)r|  were  long  since  dismembered  and 
sold  in  several  Parcels,  to  divers  Men,  who  now  pay  Rent, 
and  perform  their  Services  for  the  same  at  every  Court 
held  for  the  Honour  and  Manner  of  39niUiainSleb. 

The  Kings,  Queens,  Dukes,  and  Earls  of  (STomfDal,  have 
been  Patrons,  and  have  had  the  Advowson  and  Gift  of  the 
Parsonage  of  Jiort|bdbltrt|&»  nntil  Anno  2  Eliz.  when  that 
King  granted  the  same  by  Letters  Patents  to  Sir  Thomas 
BemoTy  who  granted  it  to  Sir  Edward  Carey,  Kt.  but  now 
the  Advowson  is  return'd  to  the  Crown  again. 

JL  HIS  Rectory  Atmc  96  Henry  VIII.  was  rated  in  the  King*!  Books  at 
the  yearly  Vahw  of  SIL  U.  2d.  but  by  a  Survey  of  the  Manner  it  was  pre- 
sented there  to  he  worth  2li.  1(M.  fer  AnnuMf  which,  I  suppose,  might  be 
a  Mistake.

.^Ott^CJ^ttrclb  towards  the  North  East,  which  King  WilUam 
the  Conqueror  gave  to  Earl  Mareton,  for  'tis  recorded  in 
Domesdei  Boot,  under  the  Title  of  Terra  ComitU  Morito-

Earl  Moreton  held  SUtirhcrric.  it  was  rated  for  ten  Hides.  The  arable 
Is  seven  Camcates.  in  Demeasne  six  Hides,  and  there  are  three  Cam- 
cates  and  eight  Villains,  and  one  Sochman,  and  one  Frenchman  bom, 
having  four  Camcates,  there  is  one  Bordar,  and  four  Servants,  Meadow 
half  a  Hide,  Wood  to  feed  five  hundred  Hogs  in  Pannage  time;  in  the 
whole  Value  it  is  worth  an  hundred  and  ten  Shillings  by  the  Year,  when 
he  received  it  eight  Pounds,  and  Rent  in  the  time  of  King  JSdiiwrd  (the 
Confessor;)  Ahna  a  Thane  of  King  JEdioord  (the  Confessor)  held  this 
Manner. 

Having  treated  before  of  this  Earl  Moreton  in  the  Parish 
of  ®reatl0edl|^amste&»  I  shall  proceed  to  the  next  Lord  of 
this  Manner  whom  I  meet  with,  who  was  Bariholotnem  de 
Criol,  he  was  made  Custos  of  this  County  for  the  last  fourth 
Part  of  that  33d  Year  of  H.  III.  Sheriff  of  the  Counties  of 
'SsiiX  and  fj^ettfotb,  for  the  Year  following,  and  died  leav- 
ing Issue  Bertram  and  John. 

John  succeeded  in  this  Manner,  and  was  summoned  among 
others  to  attend  ilnno  41  H.  III.  at  iSttetoL  with  Horse 
and  Arms  well  accoutred,  on  the  Octaves  of  St.  Peter,  to 
oppose  the  Incursions  of  Lewellin  ap  Griffith,  Prince  of 
SRabs*  and  died  in  48  H.  III.  leaving

Johuy  who  was  ms  Son  and  Heir,  and  30  Years  of  Age, 
Anno  30  Edw.  I.  and  died  seized  hereof  Anno  34  Edw.  I. 
leaving  Joan  the  Wife  of  Richard  de  Rokesle,  Kt.  his  Sis- 
ter and  Heir,  from  whom  I  g^ess  it  came  to  the  Hides,  who 
held  it  for  some  Generations  in  their  Name,  which  it  seems 
was  suspended  awhile  hjJoan  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of 
Hide,  who  married  Sir  JTiomas  Denham,  Kt.  for  this  Man- 
ner was  in  his  Name,  An.  10  H.VI.  but  he  dying  without 
Heirs  of  her  Body,  she  married  again  to  WUliam  Fitzunl- 
Uams,  who  held  another  Court  here  in  h^r  Bight,  Anno  21 
of  the  same  King,  and  he  dying  without  Issue  of  her  Body, 
she  held  a  Court  Baron  Anno  27  H.  VI.  in  her  own  Name, 
which  was  in  the  time  of  her  Widdowhood,  but  she  having 
a  great  Respect  for  the  Name  of  the  Hides,  because  it  was 
not  only  her  paternal  Name,  but  also  very  ancient,  she  pru- 
dently settled  this  Manner  in  the  Name  of  the  Hides  again, 
from  whom  it  came  to  Thomas  Hide,  Gent,  who  held  a 
Court  Baron  here  Anno  1  Edw.  VI.  and  a  Court  held  here 
Anno  12  Eliz.  where  he  is  styled  Esq.  and  upon  his  Death 
it  seems  that  he  conveyed  this  Manner  to  his  Wife  for  life,

and  held  a  Court  Baron  for  this  Manner  Anno  7  Car.  I. 
married  the  Daughter  of  Emerton,  Gent,  by  whom  he  had 
Issue  only  one  Daughter  Bridget  who  was  his  Heir  ;  his 
Arms  were  Or,  a  Cheveron  between  three  Lozenges  Azure, 
on  a  Chief  Gules  an  Eagle  displayed  Gold. 

This  Bridget  married  Peregrine  Viscount  SunblaiU^  in

Earl  EiMtaee  held  Ctxuiig,  it  wai  rated  for  nine  and  UiirtY  Hides  io  tbe 
time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confeitor,)  and  now  for  five  Hides  and  one 
Virgate.  The  arable  is  twenty  Canicatee  in  Demeaane  tweire  Hides, 
and  there  are  three  Camcates,  now  two  more  may  be  made»  there  ie  one 
and  twenty  Villains  with  six  Borders  and  sixteen  Cottagers,  and  three 
Sochmen  having  nine  Camcates,  and  now  six  more  may  be  made,  tibere 
are  eight  Servants,  and  two  Mills  of  nine  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year, 
Meadow  ten  Canicates,  Common  of  Pasture  for  the  CatHe  of  the  ViU, 
and  tiiree  Shillings  Rent  by  the  Year,  Wood  to  feed  one  thousand  Hop 
in  Pannage  time.  In  this  Vtll  is  a  Beiewick  (now  I  think  called  the 
IBttrs)  where  eight  Villains  sat,  having  two  Camcates,  and  a  third  may 
be  made. 

In  the  whole  it  was  valued  at  two  and  twenty  Pounds  of  white  Money 
by  the  weight  of  this  Earl,  when  he  received  it  twenty  Pounds  in  tbe 
time  of  King  £dipnnii  (the  Confessor)  five  and  twenty  Pounds ;  Eigeric 
held  this  Manner  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Confessor)  and  there 
were  two  Sochmen,  Men  (under  the  Protection)  of  Uealf  Son  of  Fraac, 
held  two  Hides  and  might  sell  them,  the  same  £nge2rie  laid  these  Soch- 
men to  this  Mannor  after  the  coming  of  King  WWiam  as  the  Men  of  the 
Hundred  can  witness;  and  one  Man  (under  the  Protection  of  the  Abbot 
of  SasttlS  had  ^ye  Hides  of  this  Mannor  after  the  same  nunner.  He 
could  not  give  nor  sell  this  Land  from  the  Church  of  ^t  IBcatlyicf,  which 
Emgdrie  had  laid  to  this  Mannor  after  the  coming  of  King  WUUam  the 
Conqueror  which  was  not  there  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the  Con- 
fessor) as  the  Hundred  can  witness.  Those  aforesaid  three  Sochmen 
who  are  now  there  having  one  Hide,  were  Men  (under  the  Protection) 
of  EngOriCf  add  might  sell  their  Land. 

jfrn.  Ayi.  Shortly  after  this  Mannor  returned  to  the  Crown  again 

^iMen.  ^^  ji^^  ii4g  {q^^,  Stephen  founded  the  Church  of  ^f 

fUX%ftSVDi  in  JBXMf  and  gave  to  the  Abbot  and  Monks,  this 
Mannor  of  ^ring  with  all  the  Appurtenances,  in  perpetual 
Alms  for  the  Healdi  of  the  Souls  of  Maud  his  Queen  and 
all  faithful  People.  And  Queen  Maud  gave  all  this  Man- 
nor of  ^rtttng  with  all  its  Appurtenances  to  the  Abbot  and 
Monks  of  §bt  SbabioUTS  of  J^ebmiam,  in  free,  pure,  and 
perpetual  Alms.  To  have  and  to  hold  well  and  in  Peace 
witn  all  itsAppurtenances,  and  with  all  other  Liberties  and 
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Free  Customs  for  ever,  quit  and  free  from  all  secular  Exac- 
tions, Suits,  and  Demands. 

TViUiam  Earl  of  iSoIoit,  XSoifoiC,  and  ittoteton.  Son  of 
King  Stephen  and  Queen  Maud^  confirmed  this  Grant  of 
this  Manner  of  ^ttttltg^  with  all  its  Appurtenances,  and  the 
Service  of  Stoches  which  belonged  to  this  Manner  otWct* 
una*  and  was  the  fourth  Part  of  a  Knight's  Fee,  in  free 
and  perpetual  Alms,  to  pray  for  the  Souls  of  his  Father 
King  Stephen,  and  Queen  Maud  his  Mother,  and  Eustace 
his  Brother,  for  his  own  Soul,  and  the  Souls  of  all  his  An- 
cestors. 

And  King  Henry  II.  confirmed  the  Ghrant  which  Queen 
Maud  had  given  to  them,  and  the  Lands  which  she  bought 
of  FuUe  de  Newenham,  and  g^ve  to  them. 

King  H.  III.  also  confirmed  these  Grants  of  this  Man- 
ner to  the  Church  of  JpebnSJ^Btn,  govem'd  according  to  the 
Order  of  the  Cluniacensis,  To  have  and  hold  with  Soc,  Sac, 
Toll,  Theam,  Infangthef,  and  with  all  Liberties  and  Free 
Customs,  as  freely  as  the  Church  of  Jpebctsj^am  might  hold 
them  by  the  Grant  of  King  Henry  his  Grandfather,  and 
King  John  his  Father,  and  the  Grants  of  the  said  Donors. 

The  Abbot  of  Jpebetsj^am^  upon  a  Quo  Warranto,  brought 
before  John  By  gate,  and  others.  Justices  Itinerants  at  ||^ttt* 
{6t&9  on  the  Merrow  of  the  Feast  of  All  Souls,  Anno  6Edw. 
I.  claimed  by  the  Grant  of  King  Stephen,  to  hold  this  Man- 
ner which  was  ancient  Demeasne,  and  was  then  worth  by 
the  Year  30/.    King  Edw,  II.  in  the  ninth  of  his  Reign, 

S anted  to  the  Abbot  of  jFebm^am,  and  the  Monks  in  the 
annor  of  ^rfng^  one  Market  to  be  held  on  Friday  on 
every  Week,  and  two  Fairs.  King  Edw.  III.  14tfi  of  his 
Reign,  granted  to  the  Archbishop  of  ^ZEontttbutU)  the 
Return  of  all  Writs,  Summons,  Attachments,  also  Chattels 
of  Felons,  Fugitives,  Amerceaments,  Issues,  Forfeitures, 
Year,  Day,  and  Waste,  which  shall  at  any  time  happen  in 
this  Manner. 

The  Abbots  of  this  Church  held  this  Manner  to  the  time

VIII.  granted  it 
and  the  Advowson  and  Patronage  of  the  Parsonage  and  Rec- 
tory of  the  Church  of  'Q^rfng^  with  all  their  Rights,  Mem- 
bers, and  Appurtenances  in  this  County.  To  have  and  to 
hold  the  same  to  the  King,  his  Heirs  and  Successors  for  ever. 

But  the  same  Archbishop  by  another  Grant  dated  the 
same  Year,  conveyed  it  as  Parcel  of  his  Possessions  to 

Sir  Edward  North,  Kt.  who  was  then  Treasurer  of  the 
Court  of  Augmentations,  and  Chancellor  of  that  Court, 
grew  at  length  so  far  into  the  Favour  of  that  King,  that  he 
was  constituted  one  of  his  Executors;  but  shortly  after  this

bcriai^f  and  afterwards  of  Sir  Thoma»  ^^^9  granted  to 

Henry  Peckham  and  Elizabeth  his  Wue,  ul  that  their 
Lordship  or  Manner  of  ^c(ng>  late  Parcel  of  the  Possessions 
of  Richard  Lee,  with  all  the  Rights,  Members,  and  Appur- 
tenances, and  the  Advowaon,  and  the  Rights  of  Patronage 
of  die  Church,  the  Court  Leet,  T^ew  of  Frano-pledge,  and 
all  things  belonging  to  it.  Chattels,  Waifes,  Estraies,  Fairs, 
Markets,  Tolls,  Free-warren,  and  all  other  Rishts,  Juris- 
dictions, Franchises,  Priviledges,  Profits,  and  Iteredita- 
ments  whatsoerer.  To  have  and  to  hold  the  said  Mannor 
and  Premises  to  Henry  Peckham  and  ElixabeiA  his  Wife, 
and  the  Heirs  and  Assies  of  him  the  said  JTim/y  Peckham 
for  ever,  of  the  Queen  tn  CapiU,  by  tiie  Seryioe  of  the  for- 
tieth Part  of  a  Knight's  Fee,  for  all  Rents,  Services,  and 
]>emands  whatsoever;  who  had  the  hard  Fate  to  be  attaint- 
ed of  High  Treason,  tenqfore  EKzabetkm,  by  Reason  where- 
of thb  Mannor  retum'd  again  to  the  Crown,  mid  KkagJamim 
J.  granted  it  ilnno  Regni  eui,  to  Trustees,  for  the  Use  of 
the  Prince  of  aSalcS  for  99  Years;  but  King  Charlee  I.

In  one  of  the  North  Windows  are  Mr.  Laket  Arms  twice,  and  W,  L 
between  them. 

In  one  of  the  South  Windows  is.  In  a  FiM  Argent^  t$oo  Ban  NebuU 
Azwre^  over  nUana  Bend  GtUe$j  a  Ltfon  pmiMMt  regardnU^  Or^  by  the 
Name  of  £UJo#,  who  was  buried  there. 

This  Parish  of  tS^tinQ  lieth  partly  in  the  (ZE^flttm  and 
partly  in  the  Vale  of  ^lesilttrpy  the  chief  place  whereof  is 
^Mngt  a  Market  Town,  having  one  Market  weekly  on  Fri- 
day, and  two  Fairs,  one  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Peier,  the 
other  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel. 

LONG  MARSTOJV 

Is  an  Hamlet  which  was  waste  Ground  in  the  time  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  for  there  is  no  Mention  of  it  in 
Domesdei  Book ;  but  since  it  has  been  improved,  it  hath 
been  made  Part  of  the  Parish  of  ^tfiUk  and  heretofore  was 
a  very  fair  Seat  in  the  time  otEdw.  111. 

Robert  Stratford,  Parson,  £cc.  granted  by  Deed  to  Chris- 
tine Bardolfe  the  Manner  of  Hong  ittaxstOlt  for  his  life, 
Erhi.'Rot.  the  Remainder  to  Sir  Roger  de  Puttenham,  Kt.  and  Mar- 
9^  b^  Wife,  and  the  Heirs  of  their  Bodies  begotten,  and 
for  Want  of  such  Issue,  the  Remainder  to  the  Heirs  of  the 
said  Roger.  Afterwards  it  was  Parcel  of  the  Possession  of 
the  Wumots,  who  were  Ancestors  to  the  late  Earls  of  3tto« 
t||£$ttt;  then  was  conveyed  to  the  CUrte,  who  enjoyed  it 
in  their  Name  till  it  passed  to  Thomas  Saunders,  by  the 
Marriage  of  Jane  the  Daughter  and  Heir  of  Clerk,  and  re- 
mained in  that  Name  as  is  hereafter  set  forth  in  ^Puttei^atllt 
to  which  I  refer  the  Reader;  it  continued  some  time  in  that 
Name  till  Thomas  Saunders,  Esq.  a  Barrister  at  Law,  sold 
it  to  Thomas  Bromley,  Citizen  of 'SiOnboni  who  died  seized 
hereof,  leaving  Issue  Nathaniel  Bromley,  the  present  Pos- 
sessor hereof. 

In  this  Hamlet  there  is  a  Church  or  fair  Chappel,  where 

'  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Christchurch  in  (S^xfoi^y  who  have 

the  Impropriation  of  the  Tith  of  this  Place,  ought  to  find 

a  Curate  to  officiate  there  for  the  Ease  of  the  Inhabitants. 
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JohM  WtMg  gave  twenty  Nobles  to  the  Chappeiwardens  to  be  let  out 
by  them,  and  the  Interest  to  be  disposed  of  among  the  Poor. 

John  Cock  gave  three  Pounds  in  the  same  manner,  and  the  Interest  to 
be  disposed  yearly  among  the  Poor.

W^HEN  WiUiam  the  Conqueror  made  a  Conqaest  of  this    * 
Realm  and  disposed  of  the  lands  of  this  County,  he  be- 
stowed this  Manner  upon  Earl  Moreton,  as  appears  by 
Domesdei  Book,  where  'tis  recorded,  that

Humuhry  held  of  Earl  Moreton  iSttamtOtie,  it  was  rated  for  seven 
Hides  and  an  half,  and  the  third  Part  of  half  an  Hide.  The  arable  U  five 
Carncates.  in  Demeasne  is  one,  and  another  may  be  made,  there  are  tw 
Villains  having  two  Carncates,  and  a  third  may  be  made;  there  are  six 
Cottacers,  and  one  Servant,  and  one  Mill  of  five  ShiUinp  Rent  by  the 
Year  Meadow  one  Carncate,  Wood  to  feed  one  hundred  Hogs;  in  the 
whole  Value  it  is  worth  fonr  Pounds  a  Year,  when  he  received  it  forty 
Shillinas.  in  the  time  of  King  Edumrd  (the  Confessor)  six  Pounds.  Brie- 
trie  a  Man  (under  the  Protection)  of  Queen  Ed^ha  held  three  Hides  and 
an  half  of  this  Manner,  and  ^o^  nMan  {nndatthe  ^^^^  of 

Enrelric  had  three  Hides,  and  the  third  Part  of  half  an  Hide,  he  could 
not  Kive  nor  seU  it  from  Cmilg,  and  these  are  Part  of  seven  Hides 
which  Earl  Moreton  took  away  from  efntng;  and  Lewie  a  Man  (under 
the  Protection)  of  Otulfe  held  half  an  Hide  and  might  sell  It,  and  the 
other  half  Hide  lay  in  13nK|amirtril. 

I  have  treated  before  of  this  Earl  Moreton,  in  whose  JJf,  »^i^ 
Name  this  Manner  remained  till  the  time  of  King  John,  jajj^n^ 
wlien  it  came  to  the  Possession  of  Eve  Brock  and  Marga- 
ret of  SStBfi^ton,  who  levied  a  Fine  of  four  Hides  of  Land 
in  this  Vilf  to  the  Use  of  Eve,  but  Gilbert  Oernet,  Brother 
of  Margaret,  forfeited  the  Land  for  Felony  to  the  Lord  of 
the  Fee,  and  Margaret  held  it  by  the  Will  of  Walter  de 
Keisnow  and  Eve  his  Wife;  and  I  find  that /«o/ery  de  Lu- 
cy,  the  Lord  of  the  Manner  of  ffiatestten,  was  Lord  hereof, 
in  whose  Name  they  continued  till  it  came  to 

Sir  Reginald  de  Lucy,  who  was  possest  of  both  of  them 
2  H.VI.  from  whom  it  descended  to  Sir  Jeoffery  de  fsucy, 
who  I  suppose  conveyed  it  to 

Sir  Henry  Corbet,  who  held  it  Anno  21  JErtfii.VII.  and 

died  leaving  Issue 
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Roger,  his  Son  and  Heir  within  Age,  upon  which  bis 
Guardianship  was  granted  to  Sir  Andrew  Wtnsar,  Kt  who 
bv  Reason  hereof,  held  a  Court  for  this  Manner  in  his  Name, 
Anno  9  HJVllI.  but  this  Roger  Corbet  coming  of  Age  An. 
1  Edw.  VI.  he  then  held  a  Court  here  in  his  own  M^ame ; 
and  some  time  after 

John  Churchil,  Gent,  purchased  this  Mannor,  and  held 
a  Court  here  Anno  24  Eliz.  soon  after  he  granted  it  to 

James  Williams,  Gent,  who  held  another  Court  here  on 
the  30th  of  Eliz.  in  his  Name;  but  in  short  Space  after  it 
was  sold  again  to 

William  Palmer,  Esq.  who  held  his  Couit  for  this  Man- 
ner in  his  Name,  in  the  35th  Year  of  Queen  Elizabeth ; 
within  some  Space  following  it  was  conveyed  to 

JTiomas  Ptdmer,  Esq.  who  held  a  Court  bcnre  Anno  40 
Eliz.  from  whom  it  came  to 

Edmond  Palmer,  Citiasen  and  Mercer  of  loidJUm,  and 
Richard  Palmer,  Citizen  and  an  Apothecary  of  ^iniSonp 
who  held  a  Court  here  Anno  6  Jcu:.  I.  and  they  conveyed 
this  Manner  to 

Sif  Francis  Cheiny,  who  held  it  of  the  Honour  of  39edl« 
j^Btnsttlyt  and  dying  seized  hereof,  it  was  found  that 

Francis  Cheiny,  was  his  Cozen  and  next  Heir ;  wUch 
Francis  sold  it  to 

Sir  Richard  Anderson,  Kt.  who  held  a  Court  here  ilnno 
21  Jac.  I.  and  died  seized  hereof,  leaving  Issue 

Henry  Anderson,  who  was  afterwards  created  Baronet, 
from  whom  it  is  descended  to  Sir  Richard  Anderson,  Bar. 
who  was  his  Heir,  and  is  the  present  Lord  hereof.

The  arable  is 
fonr  Camcates,  in  Demeasne  is  one  and  another  may  be  made,  there  are 
fonr  Villains  with  two  Bordars  haTing  two  Caracates,  there  are  four  Cot- 
tagers, and  two  Serrants,  and  two  Mills  of  ten  Shillings  and  eight  Pence 
Rent  by  the  Year,  Meadow  fimr  Camcates,  and  four  Shillings  Rent, 
Common  of  Pasture  for  the  Cattle ;  it  is  worth  slz^  Shillings  a  Year, 
when  he  received  it  forty  Shillings,  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  (the 
Confessor)  foor  Pounds;  Earl  Lewtn  held  this  Manner.

Cheymy,  who  came  into  Sndanll  with  William 
the  Conqueror;  out  I  am  not  able  to  set  forth  the  particular 
Lords  hereof  who  were  of  that  Name,  for  I  am  a  Stranger 
to  that  ancient  Family,  but  I  find  it  came  from  them  to  the 
Name  of  jPttttCI^am^  who,  I  suppose  was  denominated  from 
this  Vill,  in  whom  it  continued  till  it  came  to  Edmond  Put- 
tetkham,  the  younsper  Brother  of  Sir  George  Puttenham, 
who  died  without  Issue  Male,  leaving  only

the  present  Owner  hereof. 

This  Bfannor  lies  within  the  Leet  of  89bst0n  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  38ltciUS#  but  the  Court  Baron  belongs  to  Francis  Dun" 
comb,  Grent.  Several  of  the  Lands  in  this  Parish  with  the 
Quit-rents,  (as  'tis  supposed)  have  been  formerly  sold  from 
the  Manner,  which  may  be  the  Reason  they  pay  no  Rents 
nor  Services  at  this  Day.

The  Chnreh  Is  smaU  bat  the  Tower  is  large  and  beantlfiil,  boilt  witii 

3aare  Stones,  and  Flints  Uid  in  Squares ;  the  Chancel,  and  a  great  Part 
the  House,  has  been  lately  erected  by  Mr.  SaUilmpf  the  present 
Rector. 

The  Arms  of  Queen  Eliz,  and  King  James  I.  are  fixed  in  the  Church, 
and  In  the  Top  thereof  is  very  good  carved  Work,  among  which  a  Cost 
of  Arms,  bearing  a  Field  Argent,  a  Chetenm  Sable,  voided  between  three 
CkapUte  GmUs,  which  are  supposed  to  be  the  Arms  of  the  Founder.

COLES HIL,  alia,  OULB  STOCK, 
or  STOCK  PLACE. 

\FHIS  was  an  ancient  and  fair  Seat,  belonging  to  a  small 
Mannor  called  QToleSJ^flly  from  its  Scitnation  on  a  Hill  of 
that  Name,  but  heretofore  called  ®ttltf  Sbtocki  otherwise 
Sbtodfc-pIaCt^  which  in  the  Saxon  signifies  a  Place  of  Habi- 
tation ;  'tis  an  Hamlet  belonging  partly  to  jStommdyesliam 
an  ancient  Saxon  Town  and  Sorongh  in  the  ®^fl[ttm  Part 
of  90ttC&fng|banns${re»  and  partly  to  ISeaconsfeffilt  another 
pretty  Town  and  Thorowfare  in  that  County,  so  as  abont 
two  third  Parts  lie  in  SSeatonsfeiRTi  the  Rest  in  lamns^am 
Parish.     It  is  a  Member  of  this  County  of  f^frtforif^  but 
dissevered  from  the  Body  thereof  by  the  Interposition  of 
its  own  Parish  ^nutSJ^aiH  I  and  time  has  well  nigh  worn  out 
the  Remembrance  of  the  \¥^ay  that  joyned  this  Hamlet  to 
l^fttfbtbS^ftt:  and  the  Reason  why  Lands  lying  in   one 
County,  were  sometimes  laid  to  the  adjacent  County  was, 
where  the  SheriiTof  the  one  County,  had  Manners  or  Lands 
in  his  neighbouring  County,  he  would  by  Composition  or  ~ 
Grant  from  the  King,  procure  his  Mannors  or  Lands  to  be 
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aonexed  to  his  own  Jurisdiotion,  and  by  Beason  kereof,  Hund.^ 
made  it  Part  of  his  own  County,  and  incorporated  it  with  ^^^^^^!£ 
the  same.  Bat  others  conjecture*  that  in  the  time  of  the 
Saxon  Heptarchy,  when  continaal  Encroachments  and  In* 
vasions  were  made  by  those  Kings  upon  their  bordering 
Neighbours,  fliey  would  incroach  Lands  which  did  often  lye 
of  Right  in  anothers  County,  and  under  anothers  Authority, 
and  having  usurped  and  gotten  them,  would  keep  them  by 
Force,  and  incorporate  them  with  their  own  Uounty,  to 
which  they  were  adjacent.  In  Form  it  is  almost  quadran- 
gular, the  Diameter  being  somewhat  more  than  a  Mile;  the 
Scite  is  healthy,  as  lying  high  and  dry;  the  Soil  stony  and 
not  very  fertile;  and  perhaps  not  less  than  a  fourth  Part 
may  be  Woodland. 

This  Seat  did  anciently  belong  to  that  great  Family  of  the 
Bohun,  Earls  off^mfortt  andsMDCt  and  was  Parcel  of  the 
Revenue  of  Hungry  de  Bohun,  Anno  21  Edw.  I.  in  whose 
time  Walter  de  Ajfmundesham,  did  acknowledge  one  Mes- 
suage, one  Came  of  Land,  twenty  Acres  of  Wood,  30^.  Id, 
ob.  Kent  in  the  Stock  which  William  de  Cot  ten  held  of 
Walter,  for  Term  of  life  to  be  the  Right  of  Humphry  de 
Bohun,  Earl  of  f^mfotb  and  IQtteX)  and  his  Heirs  for  ever. 

After  them  the  Family  of  the  Brudenele  succeeded,  and 
lived  here  successively  above  two  hundred  Years  ago,  and 
in  the  time  of  H.  YII.  Robert  Brudenel  waspossest  hereof; 
he  was  an  eminent  Lawyer,  and  received  a  Writ  to  be  a  Ser- 
jeant at  Law,  returnable  tree  Mich.  An.  20  Hem.  VII.  and 
the  same  Term  was  constituted  by  Patentone  of  the  King's 
Serjeants ;  he  was  preferred  to  be  one  of  the  Justices  of  the 
Kinff'e  Bench  by  Patent  dated  28th  of  April,  22  H.  VII. 
and  afterwards  was  advanced  by  another  Patent  dated  at 
SKlStmfwtn,  13th  of  April,  12  H.  VIII.  to  be  Chief  Jus^ 
tice  of  the  Court  of  Common  PUae. 

This  Thomae  Brudenel  conveyed  this  Manner  Anno  20 
IT. VII.  by  Fine  and  Recovery  to  William  Counser,  who 
held  it  sometime  in  that  Family,  but  at  length  it  came  to  the 
Possession  of  Edmond  Waller,  Gent,  who  lived  in  this  Seat, 
and  had  Issue 

Ann,  who  married  Peter  Saltonetall,  the  fourth  Son  of 
Sir  Richard  Saltonetall,  Kt.  one  of  the  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  'Sonboily  42  Eliz.  both  whom  soon  after  conveyed 
it  to 

Sir  Baeil  Brook  of  iHlsMzs  (S4mt  in  the  County  of  §ba- 
bpy  Kt.  but  in  Consideration  of  1860/.  he  sold  it  to  George 
Uoleehil  of  Ibfaigl^OO  ^ton  in  the  County  of  SSttCfcS,  Gent, 
by  Deed  of  Feoffment  dated  Anno  13  Jac.  1. 1615,  in  which 
he  conveyed  with  all  Fishing,  Free-warrens,  Park,  Villains 
with  their  Sequels,  Court  Ldete,  Views  of  Franc-pledse, 
and  the  Perquisites  and  Profits  of  Courts,  Franchises,  li- 
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Bmd.  ^    berties.  Goods  and  Chatteb  of  Felons  and  Fngitires,  ouU 

''^^"^    lawed  Persons*  Waifes»  Estndes,  Fees»  Wards,  Marriages, 

^^""^^^^    Reliefs,  Escheates,   Heriots,  Fines,  &e.  and  forty  tluee 

Shillings  and  three  Pence  Chief-rents,  for  Land  holdea  of 

this  Manner. 

This  Oearge  Cokdkil  was  an  Attomy  at  Law,  who  de- 
molished a  great  Part  of  this  House,  and  with  die  Mate- 
rials thereof  bnUt  serend  Tenements,  and  then  sold  what  he 
had  Idft  of  the  Mannor-honse  and  Isolds  to 

Jawu$  Perrot  of  Atntn^an^  who  eonyeyed  it  to  Hemry 
Child  oi  (Bobfjiilf  Yeoman.    He  soon  after  granted  it  to 

Henry  Child  of  Anunsftanty  Teoman,  who  had  lasue 
Henry  ^  and  dying  seized  thereof  it  came  to 

Henry  the  Son,  who  is  the  present  Possessor  of  this  Mian- 
nor,  and  enjoys  the  Qnit  Rent  of  43f .  9d.  but  the  Hoose  is 
.reduced  to  a  Farm  House,  and  the  remaining  Part  of  the 
Lands  dotfi  not  now  exceed  90/.  a  Year. 

The  Inhabitants  have  a  Tradition  that  within  this  Ham- 
let stood  an  ancient  Chappel,  and  there  are  some  Circom* 
stances  to  confirm  it,  for  the  Foundation  of  an  old  Build- 
ing hath  been  lately  plonked  up  in  a  certain  Field  in  this 
Yill,  and  tiie  Farm  to  wmch  that  Field  belongs,  bears  the 
Name  of  Chappel  Farm;  without  Doubt  this  UtOe  Soot  of 
Land  hath  in  some  Ages  past  been  a  Place  of  some  Mote, 
for  besides  those  above  mentioned,  other  great  Piles  of 
Building  have  stood  here,  but  those  demolished  so  long  sinoe, 
that  no  Man  here  can  tell  what  or  whose  they  were,  nor 
should  this  Age  have  known  that  any  such  at  w\  had  been, 
did  not  the  Rubbish  and  Foundations  remaining  yet  within 
the  Ground  bespeak  it.  Of  these  the  most  oonaderable  is 
found  within  a  Wood  called  aOiafnfodr  Wood,  at  the  En- 
trance into  the  Hamlet  on  AmtlS^BlIt  Side;  and  not  far 
from  that  in  a  ploughed  Field  stood  another  smaller  Pile, 
the  Foundation  of  which  being  of  late  Years  digged  up,  dis- 
covered very  curious  paving  Work  in  Manner  of  Dice 
Work.  The  ooinmon  Opinion  i^,  that  this  was  a  Chappel  or 
Oratory  belonring  to  the  adjacent  greater  Structure.  And 
E  RchiioM^  mv  Author  tells  me  that  he  was  well  acquainted  with  the 
Man  who  some  Years  since  plowed  up  a  Weathercock  in 
that  Place,  which  was  suposed  to  have  stood  upon  the  Chap- 
pel ;  and  he  farther  related  to  me  that  he  once  saw  a  Piece 
of  Brass  come  (about  the  Bigness  of  Half  a  Crown)  which 
was  also  ploughed  up  there,  but  thio'  the  Carelessness  of 
him  that  had  it,  'tis  now  lost. 


Having  treated  of  the  several  Titles  of  Honour,  De- 
grees, and  Ranks  of  Men  as  they  fell  in  my  Way,  I  thought 
It  would  be  a  great  Satisfaction  in  general  to  shew  their  IVe- 
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cedency,  which  first  proceeded  from  Priority  of  Birth  or  of 
Choice,  or  Creation  among  Men  of  equal  Bank  or  Qnality ; 
bat  in  after  Ages 'twas  riven  to  sevend  Men  in  Respect  of 
their  Honours  or  of  the  Bminency  of  their  Offices  or  Places 
in  the  Commonwealth;  which  Order  was  observed  among 
the  Jems^  Grecians^  RomoM,  and  in  most  Parts  of  the  more 
civilized  World ;  among  others  'twas  settled  in  <Sn{Ian&  by  |^  ^^  ^  ^^ 
the  Statute  of  tf  .  VIII.  which  directs  the  Order  of  the  No-  Deci^HLt. ' 
bOi^y  the  greater  Clergv»  and  some  of  the  greatest  Officers  ^iorDn.8. 
of  State;  and  also  by  the  Patent  for  the  Creation  of  Bar  IS^^ 
ronetSy  and  the  Decrees  made  for  the  Precedency  of  them  f!- j^{^- 
and  other  Dignities;  from  which  Laws  and  the  Customs  of  Seu.  m^ 
(Snglanb  all  Men  and  Women  take  their  Precedency  after  ^'St.rU, 
this  Manner.
